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PREFACE. 


This  work  is  intended  to  serre  as  a  Gnide  primarily  to  Graduation 
in  all  FacoltieB,  excepting  tliat  of  Medicine,  both  at  liome  and  abroad; 
and  secondarily  to  the  acquisition  of  learned  distinctions  other  than 
degrees  proper. 

Owing  to  the  great  number  of  IJniyersities  extant  it  would  be 
impossible  in  a  compendious  volume  to  deal  with  all  these  and  yet  to 
give  such  information  conceAiing  each  as  would  be  of  genuine  service 
to  the  aspirant  for  a  Degree;  hence  I  have  made  a  selection  from 
these  bodies.  In  this  latter  process  I  have  been  guided  by  many 
leasons.  First,  the  necessity  of  supplying  full  information  regarding 
onr  home  Universities,  for  the  benefit  of  students  of  all  nationalities ; 
secondly,  the  advantage  of  giving  such  particulars  concerning  the  chief 
Colonial  and  United  States  Universities  as  might  be  useful  to  intending 
emigrants.  With  regard  to  the  Continent  of  Europe,  I  have  had  in 
Wew  the  requirements  of  Englishmen,  Colonists,  and  Americans 
seeking  Degrees  from  Universities  possessing  the  merits  of  standing 
and  cheapness. 

As  educating  bodies  the  German  Universities  are  the  least  expensive 
in  Emope,  but  as  they  do  not  insist  on  residence,  I  have  not  thought 
it  essential  to  give  information  concerning  the  curriculum  and  course 
fees.  Full  particulars  of  this  nature  can  be  obtained  from  the  University 
B^istrars. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  courtesy  of  the  various 
Universities  in  sending  me  information,  and  more  especially  that  of 
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the  home  UniyerBitieB,  from  whose  Calendars  I  have  been  permitted  to 
make  extracts.  To  the  Clarendon  Press  I  am  indebted  for  the  par- 
ticulars I  give  oonceroinf^  the  XJniyersit j  of  Oxford,  the  informa- 
tion being  taken  from  "  The  Student's  Handbook,"  published  by  that 
body. 

The  particular  books  and  subjects  of  examination  prescribed  by  the 
TTniversities  and  Colleges  are  liable  to  frequent  change. 

The  information  under  these  headings  g^ven  in  the  following  pagea 
must  therefore  be  considered  as  exemplary,  indicating  the  general 
range  and  standard  of  the  examinational  tests  concerned.

INTRODUCTION. 


A  DEGBEB  is  an  officially  recognised  gradus  or  step  in  one  or 
more  branches  of  learning ;  snch  official  recognition  being  manifested 
by  tbe  bestowal  of  a  title  on  tbe  person  by  whom  the  step  has  been 
made.  Of  the  titles  bestowed  three  are  distinguished  by  their  very 
general  nse  and  antiquity.  These  are  the  Bachelorshvp,  the  Mastership 
and  the  Doctorate.  Other  titles  have  been  introduced,  as  that  of 
Graduate  aud  Associate,  but  these  are  granted  by  but  comparatively 
few  bodies. 

A  degree  may  be  held  to  be  any  title  so  styled,  conferred  by  any 
legally  recognised  authority,  and  intended  to  distinguish  it  as  a  mark 
of  attainments  on  the  part  of  its  recipient  superior  to  those  required 
for  a  diploma.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  possible  that  such  recognition 
may  be  peculiar  to  the  authority  issuing  the  degree,  and  that  it  may  be 
more  easily  obtained  than  a  collegiate  diploma,  although  the  coUege 
may  not  be  empowered  to  grant  any  title  and  style  it  "degree," 
or  to  grant  such  titles  as  those  to  which  the  term  "  degree  "  is  usually 
applied. 

Graduation  is,  according  to  rule,  effected  at  an  institution  devoted  to 
this  and  kindred  purposes,  but  in  many  countries  there  are  certain 
high  official  personages  who  possess  the  privilege  of  granting  degrees. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  degrees — excepting  those  in  one  branch  of 
learning — are  granted  by  universities  only.  The  exception  alluded  to  is 
to  be  found  in  that  department  of  knowledge  termed  Theology  or 
Divinity,  in  which  degrees  are  also  granted  by  certain  colleges. 

An  univernty  is  an  institution  empowered,  unless  restricted  in  its 
charter,  to  bestow  degrees  in  all  branches  of  knowledge.  These  latter 
ore  dasified  into  certain  divisions  or  Faoultibs,  and  of  these  the 
moet  generally  estabHshed  at  the  universities  are — Theology,  Medicine, 
Law,  and  Arts. 
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A  college  when  independent  of  an  nniversity  is,  in  this  Kingdom, 
an  institution  devoted  to  some  one  faculty;  or  it  may  be  specially 
chartered  to  educate  as  an  university.  In  such  case,  however,  it  does 
not  grant  degrees,  and  the  charter  confers  a  certain  prestige  merely 
on  the  certificates  of  competency  which  the  college  may  bestow  on  its 
students. 

A  diploma  is  any  Licence,  Certificate  of  Membership  or  Fellowship 
of  an  institution,  or  certificate  of  proficiency  in  a  branch  of  learning, 
and  declared  to  be  a  diploma  by  the  body  issuing  it.  It  may  be  granted 
by  any  university,  college  or  other  institution ;  its  legality  and  value 
will  depend  entirely  on  the  subject  to  which  it  has  reference,  and  the 
privileges  of  the  institution  by  which  it  has  been  given.  Thus  a 
diploma  in  Arts,  Music,  Science,  Theology,  Midwifery,  &c.,  may  be 
granted  by  an  unchartered  body,  and  the  estimation  in  which  it  is  held 
will  depend  entirely  on  the  character  of,  and  the  attainments  required 
by,  the  institution  concerned.  The  recipient  of  such  document  will  not, 
however,  become  possessed  in  consequence  of  any  legal  privilege, 
since  the  fact  of  such  diplomas  being  permitted  to  be  issued  by  mere 
volimtary  unchartered  bodies  is  in  its  turn  dependent  on  the  drcum- 
stance  that  the  professions  and  branches  of  learning  which  I  have 
mentioned  are  unprotected,  and  may]  be  practised  by  any  person 
without  any  diploma  or  certificate  whatever. 

In  the  case  of  Medicine  or  Surgery  the  law  is  veiy  different.  It  is 
true  that  any  society  may  grant  certificates  of  competency  in  these 
departmente.  but.  by  the  imperial  law.  Bnch  docmnents  are  qualiflcationB 
to  practice  only  if  they  are  issued  by  one  of  the  twenty  Chartered 
Medical  Corporations  of  the  United  Eiingdom.  So  that  a  certificate 
issued,  in  the  subjects  mentioned,  by  any  body  other  than  one  of  these, 
would  be  merely  a  testimonial  of  value  proportionate  to  the  respec- 
tability of  the  institution  granting  it  and  the  attainments  for  which 
it  stood  warranty,  and  of  service  not  as  an  authority  to  practise,  but 
as  a  recommendation  supplementary  to  any  such  authority  already 
obtained;  or  for  the  performance  of  services  when  a  distinct  legal 
authorisation  was  not  deemed  a  necessity.  There  is  a  very  general 
form  of  diploma  termed  the  Licence;  this  is  a  permission  to  practise; 
but  unless  this  privilege  be  restricted  to  persons  holding  either  this  or 
the  permission  of  some  other  body,  the  term  Licence  is  absurd.  The 
rank  of  any  diploma  is  lower  than  that  of  a  degree  in  the  same 
faculty,  granted  by  an  institution  in  the  same  country,  and  the  social 
advantages  accompanying  the  latter  academic  distinction  may  not  be 
otherwise  obtainable.  There  are  in  this  kingdom  only  two  professions 
for  the  practice  of  which  it  is  essential  to  obtain  the  permission  of  some 
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duly  cliartered  body,  and  the  professions  in  question  are  those  of 
Medicine,  including  the  departments  of  Yeterinary  Surgery,  Pharmacy, 
and  Dentistry ;  and  the  Law.  With  regard  to  the  Medical  Profession, 
it  is  only  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  proper  that  degrees  are  granted, 
and  such  degrees  do  not  confer  any  greater  legal  privilege  than  ordinary 
collegiate  or  other  diplomas.  To  exemplify  the  above  remarks :  any 
Licentiate,  Member,  or  Fellow  of  a  medical  body  may  practise  Medicine, 
but,  unless  such  an  one  possess  a  Medical  degree,  he  may  look  in  vain 
for  advancement  in  the  higher  walks  of  his  profession. 

In  Surgery  the  case  is  somewhat  different ;  the  Fellowship  of  each 
College  of  Surgeons  being  recognised  as  a  full  and  sufficient  qualifica- 
tion for  all  surgical  appointments  in  the  division  of  the  kingdom  in 
which  it  is  granted.  Again,  with  regard  to  the  Church,  although  cer- 
tain certificates  and  diplomas  are  accepted  by  the  Episcopate  as  a 
qualification  for  Holy  Orders,  it  is  seldom  indeed  that  any  of  the  higher 
ecclesiastical  appointments  are  obtained  by  non-graduates. 

Li  the  profession  of  Education  also,  a  degree  in  Arts  or  some  corre- 
sponding faculty  is  of  the  utmost  service. 

Educational  institutions,  both  universities  and  colleges,  may  be 
divided  into  two  classes,  the  residential  and  the  non-residential. 
The  former  give  instruction,  whatever  their  other  privileges  may  be ; 
the  latter  confine  themselves  to  conducting  examinations  and  granting 
such  academical  distinctions  as  they  may  be  legally  empowered  to 
confer. 

Of  degrees  there  are  two  great  varieties,  those  granted  (a)  in  aheentia 
and  (6)  inprceserUia. 

Degrees  in  Absentia. — Any  deg^ree  granted  in  the  candidate's  absence 
would  be  so  entitled.  This  variety  may  be  sub-divided  into  three 
classes :  (1)  Those  granted  on  account  of  writings  and  investigations 
in  a  particular  branch  of  learning ;  (2)  those  granted  on  account  of 
equivalent  examinations  (really  admission  ad  ewndem  gradum) ; 
(3)  those  granted  as  titles  of  honour  merely.  The  highest  and  most 
honourable  form  in  which  it  is  possible  to  confer  a  degree  is  that 
distinguishing  the  first  of  these  classes.  The  bestowal  of  such  title 
is  the  recognition  by  the  University  of  such  ability  on  the  part  of 
the  recipient  that  any  test  is  unnecessary.  The  method  of  procedure 
in  the  case  of  the  second-mentioned  class  is  in  principle  nothing  else 
than  admission  ad  ewndem  gradwm,  although  there  may  have  been  no 
title  bestowed  after  the  equivalent  examinations  referred  to. 

Degrees  in  Prcesentia, — Any  degree  bestowed  on  the  candidate  in 
person  would  be  so  classified.  All  degrees  issued  in  the  ordinnry  course 
after  examination  naturally  place  themselves  under  this  designation. 
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From  wliat  has  been  said  it  will  be  clearlj  understood  tbat,  while 
the  various  kinds  of  degrees  of  which  I  haye  spoken  as  being  granted 
in  absentia  are  usually  given  in  the  candidate's  absence,  yet  they  may 
be  bestowed  on  the  candidate  in  person,  becoming  degrees  inprcuewtifi, 
without  the  institution  of  any  further  test  of  merit. 

Admission  ad  eundem  gradwtiy  is,  strictly  speaking,  that  which  the 
term  literally  signifies — ^the  reception  of  a  person  to  a  certain 
academical  standing  in  one  UniTersity  corresponding  to  that  which  he 
may  have  already  obtained  in  another  body  of  like  character. 

I  have  purposely  avoided  using  the  term  "  Honorary ''  to  distinguish 
degrees  granted  without  examination,  since  it  is  misleading. 

There  are  certain  titles,  such  as  the  Doctorate  in  Laws  and  the 
Doctorate  of  Civil  Law,  bestowed  by  universities  as  a  mark  of  honour, 
independent  of  any  recognition  of  its  recipient's  ability  in  the  faculty 
concerned.  These  degrees  are  termed  "Honorary" ;  and  the  designa- 
tion is  sufficiently  accurate.  It  is  not  right,  however,  that  degrees 
granted  on  account  of  original  research  or  other  work,  or  in  recog- 
nition of  similar  titles  already  obtained,  and  which  are  therefore 
practical  testimonials  of  ability  in  the  departments  of  knowledge  to 
which  they  have  reference,  should  be  confounded  with  mere  empty 
titles. 

The  "bogus"  degree  deserves  a  special  place  of  dishonour  all  to  itself, 
and  it  shall  have  it.  A  "  bog^s  "  degree  is  a  fraud,  an  imitation,  a  mere 
counterfeit.  It  may  be  forged,  or  claim  to  have  issued  from  some 
imiversity  which  is  non-existent,  or  it  may  be  improperly  granted,  and 
without  due  authority,  by  some  official  of  a  legally-constituted  univer- 
sity. In  any  case,  its  worth  may  be  estimated  at  about  that  of  a 
patent  of  baronetcy,  manufactured  on  his  own  responsibility  by  some 
enterprising  law  writer.  It  is  as  dishonest  to  use  a  title  implying 
an  acquaintance  with  certain  departments  of  knowledge,  when  no 
such  learning  may  be  possessed,  as  it  is  to  utter  a  lie  on  the  subject. 
The  value  of  any  sham  academical  title  can  rest  only  on  its  being 
confounded  with  others  of  genuine  character,  for  obtaining  which  it  is 
necessary  to  possess  high  personal  attainments.  So  that  it  is  a  mere 
counterfeit,  and  its  intrinsic  worth  niL  At  the  present  time  degrees  are 
being  manufactured  in  London,  Birmingham,  and  other  places,  and  sold 
to  the  public  as  emanating  from  recognised  foreign  universities.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  say  for  how  long  this  practice  has  been  carried 
on.  The  minimum  period  might  safely  be  fixed  at  a  century  and  a 
half.  Beside  this  external  and  foreign  forging  of  documents,  there  is 
in  existence  another  system  to  which  I  have  alluded,  not  less  dishonest* 
but  more  difficult  of  detection.     The  venality  of  certain  university 
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Te^ataoB  and  other  officials  has  resulted  in  tbeir  issuing  signed  and 
sealed  degrees  to  foreign  applicants  without  any  authority  from  the 
UniYersities  with  which  they  were  connected.  It  has  heen  yery  seldom 
t&at  any  inqaiiy  has  resulted,  but  when  such  has  been  the  case,  since 
all  correspondence  on  the  subject  has  generally  passed  through  the 
hands  of  the  officers  concerned,  they  hare  been  enabled  to  repress  any 
revelation  of  their  venaHty. 

There  is  a  class  of  degrees,  certainly  not  genuine  rewards  of  merit, 
and  yet  distinct  from  the  purely  "  bogus,"  which  class  has  had,  until  a 
oompoiatiTely  reoent  period,  on  the  Continent  and  in  these  islands,  a 
vast  number  of  patrons.  I  allude  to  those  degrees  granted  by  autho- 
rity o£  the  University  but  without  any  requirements  of  the  candidate 
save  the  presentation  of  a  thesis  and  the  payment  of  fees.  Many 
foreign  ccn-porations  have  carried  on  this  system  in  order  to  increase 
their  revenues,  and  it  is  to  such  system  that  the  opprobrium  "  Sale  of 
degrees  "  is  commonly  applied. 

I  have  spoken  of  Europe  generally  as  having  been  the  seat  of  this 
neferions  barter,  since  the  titles  were  purchased  by  natives  of  every 
country  in  this  quarter  of  the  world;  but  the  seat  of  production 
was-  limited  to  a  comparatively  few  universities  on  the  Continent. 
The  Grovemments  of  the  countries  in  which  the  universities  con- 
cerned are  situated  have  succeeded  to  a  very  great  extent  in  sup- 
pressing this  commerce,  degrading  to  seller  and  purchaser  alike. 
It  is  true  that  certain  bodies  still  try  to  continue  the  system,  but 
it  is  impossible  for  it  to  survive  for  any  length  of  time,  for  the 
Gk>verDments  alluded  to  have  threatened  that  at  the  first  authenticated 
charge  of  this  nature  they  will  confiscate  the  charter  of  the  Uni- 
versity concerned.  Under  these  circumstances  the  trade  is  dispiriting 
and  fuU  of  difficulties,  rendering  honesty  in  all  earnestness  "the 
best  policy." 

In  the  United  States  of  America  the  sale  of  degrees  is  maintained  to 
the  present  day.  There  are  unchartered  bodies  granting  these  titles 
with  and  without  prior  examination.  There  are  chartered  institutions 
only  too  happy  to  sell  spoilt  parchment  at  about  60  dols.  the  foot,  and 
such  venal  bodies  are  not  rare,  but  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers 
scattered  over  the  States  of  the  Union.  It  must  be  understood  that, 
daring  as  is  this  academical  prostitution,  it  is  not  now  carried  on 
without  some  eare  and  pretence  of  probity.  Impelled  by  the  example 
of  other  countries,  and  by  the  bad  odour  in  which  United  States 
5egreeB  have  been  held  by  foreigners,  the  Legislature  are  endeavour- 
ing to  abolish  the  evil,  and  many  corporations  have  already  forfeited 
their  charters.    While  speaking  of  America,  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
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the  ootrntrj  Ib  peculiar  in  liayixig  a  very  large  number  of  collegiate 
bodies  whicb  grant  degrees.  In  the  United  Kingdom  this'sjatem 
onlj  obtains  in  one  Faculty — ^that  of  Theology. 

The  chartered  academical  institutions  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  great  continental  bodies,  as  Paris,  Yienna,  Berlin,  Geneva,  and 
such  United  States  corporations  as  Harvard,  Cincinnati,  and  Penn- 
sylvania, have  never  been  guilty  of  the  degrading  practice  of  which 
I  have  spoken.  Notwithstanding,  many  British  degrees  and  diplomas 
were,  until  within  a  comparatively  recent  period,  very  easily  obtained ; 
and  even  now  the  requirements  for  some  are  chiefly  limited  to 
the  payment  of  fees.  Thus,  until  within  a  few  years,  the  Fellowship 
of  the  London  College  of  Physicians  was  bestowed  on  any  medical 
graduate,  whether  of  a  British  or  foreign  University,  the  conse- 
quence being  that  degrees  were  frequently  bought  from  some 
one  of  the  petty  venal  bodies  addicted  to  this  nefarious  barter,  and 
the  purchasers  could  then  become  enrolled  as  Fellows  of  the  College 
of  Physicians,  and  practise  medicine  without  any  legal  restriction. 
This  resulted  in  another  and  greater  absurdity.  According  to  the 
oonstitution  of  this  College,  the  alumni  consisted  of  two  classes: 
Incorporate  alumni,  or  Fellows  and  Members,  the  senior  and  junior 
stages  respectively  of  one  class,  who  possessed  the  privilege  of  taking 
part,  according  to  their  seniority,  &c.,  in  the  government  of  the 
College,  and  who  were  eligible  for  all  official  appointments  in 
connection  therewith;  and,  secondly,  of  Licentiates,  whose  privileges 
were  stricUy  limited  to  the  permission  given  them  by  the  College  to 
practise  their  profession.  For  the  Licence  the  College  exacted  Medical 
•examinations ;  it  had  not  been  considered  that  university  graduates 
would  become  candidates  for  the  inferior  diploma,  and  hence  no 
regulation  existed  for  exempting  the  would-be  Licentiate  from  his 
examinations  on  account  of  his  previous  graduation  at  an  xmiversity. 
From  this  it  followed  that  all  the  Licentiates  were  duly  instructed 
and  examined  medical  men ;  whilst  many  of  the  Fellows  and  Members 
who  formed  the  superior  class  were  "  bogus  "  doctors  only.  Happily, 
this  anachronism  has  been  swept  away. 

At  the  present  time,  however,  the  Edinburgh  College  of  Surgeons 
and  the  Glasgow  Faculty  grant  their  Fellowships  to  other  diplomates 
of  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  payment  of  fees.  Now  this,  at  first 
sight,  might  appear  to  be  merely  an  application  of  the  principle  put 
in  force  by  those  Universities  to  admit  persons  ad  eundem  gradum, 
but  there  is  a  distinctive  difference.  The  fellowship  of  a  body  is  sup- 
posed to  evince  the  possession  of  higher  professional  attainments  on 
the  part  of  its  recipient  than  were  he  the  possessor  of  a  Licence 
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merely.  This  is  recogniaed  by  the  greater  number  of  hospital 
goreniing  bodies  througliont  the  kingdom,  who,  as  a  very  general 
role,  appoint  as  physicians  and  sturgeons— not  mere  house  officials-— 
feUowB  of  the  coU^es  of  that  division  of  the  conntiy  in  which  the 
hospitals  are  situate. 

in  the  case  of  physicians  the  system  is  not  prodnctiye  of  mnch  evil, 
sinoe  practitioners  in  this  branch  of  the  profession  can  establish  no 
high  connection  or  obtain  appointments  in  public  institutions  of  repute 
unless  they  possess  the  doctorate,  and  hence  any  licentiate  admitted 
as  a  Fellow  of  the  Glasgow  Faculty  finds  himself  compelled  to  secure  a 
degree  if  he  would  gain  material  advantage  from  the  possession  of  the 
higher  diploma ;  so  that,  again,  unless  such  degree  be  forged,  or  other- 
wise fraudulently  obtained,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  Fellowship 
referred  to  will  not  be  flitted  before  the  eyes  of  the  public  as  a  warrant 
of  attainments  he  does  not  possess. 

The  Doctorate,  at  the  greater  nxmiber  of  the  universities  of  the 
United  Elingdom,  is  merely  a  receipt  for  so  much  money  paid,  the 
examinational  tests  ending  with  the  Bachelorship.  Many  other 
degrees  are  granted  in  a  similar  manner. 

This  iis.an  age  of  examinations.  On  every  hand  irritten,  practical 
and  viva  voce  tests  are  being  introduced.  The  professions  once  open 
are  being  restricted  to  persons  who  have  satisfied  such  requirements. 
Our  "  Services  "  are  filled  with  officers  selected  at  a  kind  of  educational 
fight,  and  the  examinational  fever  continues  unabated.  It  is  sweep - 
ingly  asserted  by  some  authorities  that  there  never  has  been,  and 
never  will  be  any  test  of  ability  to  equal  the  examination;  that  it 
is  perfection ;  that  the  best  men  pass,  and  that  the  incompetent — or, 
in  the  case  of  competition,  inferior — ^get  rejected.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  maintained  that  the  test  is  one  in  name  only;  that 
circumstances  may  influence  an  examiuer's  decision,  and  that  learning 
and  ability  may  not  save  a  candidate  from  rejection  if  the  examiner 
misunderstand  him,  or  if  the  candidate  be  nervous  and  lose  his 
presence  of  mind. 

Putting  on  one  side  the  subject  of  competitive  examinations,  with 
which  I  have  no  concern,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  examinational  system 
fiiils  chiefly  in  its  lack  of  elasticity.  Where,  for  the  performance  of 
qtedfic  duties,  a  knowledge  of  a  certain  range  of  subjects  is  necessary, 
the  voluntary  candidate  for  such  appointment  or  such  permission 
shoold  most  certainly  be  tested  by  examination  as  to  his  ability  in 
>ach  subjects.  But  many,  professions  and  appointments  comprise  in 
their  Hat  of  specified  or  impUed  duties  several,  a  special  aptitude  for  the 
performance  of  one  or  a  few  of  which  might,  if  recognised,  and  its 
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sabject  or  subjects  disassociated  from  the  others,  secure  their  adyan- 
tageons  ezecntion. 

IJiider  tiie  present  examiiiati<mal  syBtem  in  force  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  snch  recognition  of  special  aptitude,  with  one  or  two  yery 
imperfect  exceptions,  does  not  obtain,  l^e  examining  authorities 
insist  on  a  certain  mediocrity  of  excellence  in  a  wide  field  of  sub- 
jects, which  there  is  no  neoessitj  for  considering  as  inaeparable. 
Examining  bodies  conduct  their  tests  as  if  genitus  were  non^^existent, 
its  possessor  is  shut- out  in  the  cold;  he  finds  hinuielf  at  loggerheads 
with  his  judges,  and  compelled^  if  he  wonld- study  his  own  interest, 
to  drop  all  original  thought,  and  devote  himself  to  the  task  of 
cramming.  Hence  it  is  that  the  brightest  lights  of  Science  and 
Literature  are  not,  as, a  rule,  men  who  have  obtained- by  examination 
high  academical  distinction  in  their  special  faculties;  they  are  rather 
men  who  have  brought  to  bear  on  all  the  subjects  they  ha^ee  studied 
the  light  of  their  own  intense  thought,  which  very  circumstance  would 
militate  against  their  obtaining  distinction  where  stem  regulation 
mediocrity  a]pne  is  required,  and  where  anything  in  the  shape  of 
original  criticism  would  be  considered  conceit  and  presumption. 
The  special  aptitude  astudent  may  possess  for  any  particular  branch 
of  learmng  is,  under  the  examinational  system,  cramped  and  confined. 
It  would  be  quite  possible  to  endow  the  system  with  such  elasticity 
that  a  special  department  of  study  might  be  prosecuted  with  a  view  to 
graduation.  Thus,  in  Medidnei^  in  order  to  obtain  a  qualification, 
every  student  is  compelled  to  pass  examinational  tests  in  many  distinct 
branches  of  knowledge,  and  no  allowance  is  made  for  those  who 
may  be  specially  fitted  for  original  investigation  in,  or  the  practice 
of,  one  or  other  of  these,  and  who  would,  if  afforded  a  fair  chance, 
become  teachers  in  the  departments  for  which  they  had  a  special 
aptitude. 

No  university  -  in  the  United  Kingdom  wiU  g^rant  a  degree  in 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  or  Pathology.  These  sciences  are  included 
under  the  term  Medicine ;  and  he  who  would  obtain  a  title  which  may 
serve  as  a  warrant  of  his  knowledge  in  these  departments  of  learning 
must  pursue  the  course  of  study  intended  for  ordinaiy  practitioners, 
such  pursual  necessitating  a  mere  general  acquaintance  with  the 
particular  sciences  for  which,  as  I  have  said,  he  may  possess  a  special 
aptitude,  and  an  enforced  intimacy  with  others,  for  which  he  has  no 
proclivity,  and  which  will  be  of  no  service  to  him  in  the  particular 
occupation  he  designs  to  follow. 

Persons  in  authority  to  whom  I  have  spoken  on  the  subject  have  in 
many  instances  given  expression  to  the  opinion  that  if  genius  or 
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flpedallj  marked  talent  in  any  high  sabjectof  learning  were  enooa- 
raged  and  recognised  by  the  nniyensity,  the  result  would  be  a  one- 
sLdedness  in  the  education  of  the  stndent.  This  statement  is  too 
Ikroad  and  indefinite  to  be  accepted  as  accurate.  If  a  student  wei« 
encouraged  to  acquire  a  very  rudimentary  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
of  English  education,  and  were  then  permitted  to  plunge  into  any 
special  study  for  which  he  exhibited  a  preference,  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  others,  it  is  true  that  under  the  circumstances  his  education 
wonld  be  incomplete. 

It  is  essential  that  every  man  should  be  fully  instructed  in  all 
those  subjects  which  are  necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  higher 
stodiee.    The  question  arises,  then,  What  are  those  subjects  P 

Is  it  essential  for  the  future  Astronomer,  Chemist,  Qoologist,  or 
FhTsiologiBt  to  possess  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  Greek 
and  Latin  tongues  P 

Experience  and  common  sense  reply  in  the  negatiye.  It  is  not 
the  general  education  demanded  to  which  I  demur.  To  any  man 
who  would  take  a  rational  part  in  society  a  knowledge  of  such  subjects 
ae  the  language  and  history  of  his  countiy,  G^graphy,  (General 
History,  Logic,  Algebra^  and  Arithmetic  is  essential.  I  say  "  such  " 
•objects, for  these  are  mere  examples;  there  are  others  required  in 
daily  life  equally  importsnt. 

But  imleBs  the  future  career  of  such  indiyidual  will  demand  an 
intimate  knowledge  of,  say,  the  Classics,  it  is  absurd  to  compel 
him  to  leom  that  which  in  his  daily  life  will  be  of  no  serrice 
whaterer. 

The  Talue  of  a  learned  title  is  regulated,  like  the  value  of  any  other 
thing,  by  the  difficulty  which  lies  in  its  being  obtained.  It  is  merely  a 
goaiantee  of  certain  attainments,  and  if  it  be  known  that  these 
attainments  are  required  to  be  high  before  any  such  title  is 
gnmted,  then  such  title  is  of  course  held  to  be  a  proof  of  superior 
attainments. 

The  value  of  a  degree  which  can  be  easily  obtained,  apart  from 
any  priyileges  it  may  confer,  is  entirely  dependent  on  its  remaining 
undistinguished  from  similar  titles  granted  by  other  bodies  whose 
requirements  are  severe. .  Such  degree  is  the  lion's  skin  thrown  over 
the  ass  who  obtains  it.  An  academical  title,  in  short,  is  only  a  sign 
or  emblem  of  certain  possible  attainments.  Its  possession  is  supposed 
to  have  resulted  from  such  attainments,  and  hence  a  sham  or 
initatiQn  degree  not  being  readily  distinguishable  from  the  genuine 
article  may  cause  people  to  attribute  to  the  sham  graduate  the 
learning  of  those  whose  title  his  own  resembles. 
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No  foreign  academical  title  is  recognised  in  the  United  Eangdom  as 
conferring  any  legal  priyUege.  Colonial  degrees  in  Arts  and 
Theology  are  accepted  by  some  of  the  Bishops.  No  colonial  degree 
or  diploma  in  Medicine  entitles  its  holder  to  practice  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Certain  of  onr  universities  and  colleges  recognise  studies 
made  and  examinations  passed  abroad  in  so  far  that  they  will  exempt 
a  candidate  producing  evidence  of  such  from  the  whole  or  a  portion 
of  the  home  curriculum,  and  from  examination  in  one  or  more  of  the 
subjects  comprised  in  their  own  Hsts. 

The  countries  of  continental  Europe  refuse  to  award  any  legal 
standing  to  graduates  or  diplomates  of  British  or  Irish  institutions. 
Medical  men  of  the  United  Kingdom  can  practise  in  these  countries 
only  jj^^an  unrecognised  and  illegal  manner,  unless  they  first  obtain  the 
special  recognition  of  their  degree  or  diploma  by  the  Government  of 
the  country  in  which  they  may  wish  to  establish  themselves. 

The  Austrian,  British,  or  French  medical  graduate  may  have  spent 
years  in  study ;  he  may  have  succeeded  beyond  his  hopes,  but  he  has 
only  to  quit  his  country  for  another  to  find  his  honours  derided  and 
himself  esteemed  a  quack.  This  reciprocity  of  snobbery  is  not  so  bad 
as  the  one-sided  relations  between  home  and  colonial  medical  qualifi- 
cations. I  have  pointed  out  the  latter  do  not  entitle  their  possessors  to 
practise  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  any  medical  man  registered 
in  this  country  is  permitted  to  carry  on  his  profession  in  soiy  portion 
of  the  British  Empire. 

Now,  the  degrees  granted  by  our  colonial  bodies  are.  quite  as  much 
evidences  of  ability  as  those  obtained  from  home  universities.  And 
this  will  become  evident  by  comparing  the  two  classes  of  institutions, 
the  individual  corporations  in  each  class  being  placed  as  nearly  as 
possible  according  to  the  range  and  severity  of  their  examinational 
tests,  and  the  practical  or  genuine  character  of  their  curricula. 

Such  relative  position  it  is  easy  to  ascertain  from  the  published 
regulations  of  the  bodies  concerned,  from  their  examination  papers, 
and  from  the  percentage  of  candidates  who  pass  and  fail  respectively 
at  their  examinations. 

The  injustice  does  not  stop  here,  for  many  of  our  home  registered 
practitioners  are  merely  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society  of 
London,  a  body  whose  professional  examinations  are  notoriously  easy 
to  be  passed ;  yet  it  is  such  licentiates,  and  other  diplomates  whose 
qualifications  stand  scarcely  higher,  who  are  endowed  with  privileges 
denied  to  those  graduates  the  academical  distinctions  won  by  whom 
are  amongst  the  highest  extant,  but  which,  because  they  were  granted 
by  universities  situated  in  some  portion  of  our  Empire  outside  the 
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United  Kingdom,  are  treated  as  if  they  were  insufficient  guarantees  of 

abilitj. 

That  wMcli  is  urgently  wanted  tbronghont  the  civilised  world  is  the 
general  recognition  of  all  hand  fide  degrees  and  diplomas — an  educa> 
tional  reciprocity  which  shall  not  be  "all  on  one  side."  While  a 
certain  fixed  minimnm  of  excellency  is  essential,  it  is  not  necessary 
that  the  latter  should  be  everywhere  of  an  uniform  standard,  or  that 
in  all  educational  institutions  devoted  to  kindred  purposes  an  identical 
length  of  curriculum  should  be  enforced.  Elasticity  in  all  these 
matters  is  advisable ;  freedom  within  boundaries  allowing  full  play  for 
national  custom  and  individual  aptitude.  Knowledge  should  be  cosmo* 
politan,  not  local,  and  rise  superior  to  the  petty  unworthy  snobbery 
which  would  esteem  her,  not  in  proportion  to  her  worth,  with  no 
reference  to  her  services,  but  according  to  the  land  of  her  birth. 

From  what  has  been  said  with  regard  to  the  value  of  degrees,  it  will 
be  evident  that  ^bciUty  in  their  being  obtained  should  not  include  the 
educational  tests  required,  or  the  worth  of  the  degree  will  be  corre- 
spondingly smaU.  Many  universities  differ  from  each  other  in  the 
length  of  the  curricula  they  enforce,  in  the  fees  they  exact,  and  the 
residence  they  may  require.  It  is  in  such  matters  that  the  student  is 
justified  in  consulting  his  own  convenience,  since  they  do  not  influence* 
except  in  one  particular  to  be  presently  referred  to,  the  educational 
▼alne  of  the  degree.  For  a  man  who  proposes  entering  one  of  the 
learned  professions  to  select  an  university  on  account  of  the  low 
standard  it  may  require  at  its  examinations  is  for  him  to  stamp  him- 
self as  having  passed  such  simple  test  only,  audits  only  worth,  apart 
fMm  the  legal  privileges  it  may  confer,  Hes  in  the  probability  of  its 
being  confounded  with  other  and  more  genuine  titles. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  advice  as  to  the  choice  of  an  university 
which  shall  be  applicable  to  all  cases.  The  part  of  the  kingdom  in 
which  the  candidate  may  reside,  his  occupation  or  freedom  during  the 
day,  the  faculty  in  which  he  wishes  to  graduate,  the  amount  he  can 
sfford  to  spend  in  effecting  graduation — these  and  other  considerations 
mnst  each  have  their  due  weight,  and  the  importance  of  these  separate 
£>ctorB  in  the  argument  wiU  only  in  very  few  cases  be  found  to  tally 
with  those  corresponding  in  others. 

Social  position  is  ensured  by  the  possession  of  an  university 
degree.  Every  such  title  granted  by  an  university  in  the  British 
Empire  has  its  due  place  in  the  order  of  Court  precedence.  Although 
far^ga  degrees,  like  foreign  titles,  are  not  legally  recognised  in  this 
^^oontiy,  yet  they  confer,  if  from  universities  of  high  standing,  social 
fmtige  equal  to  that  accompanying  our  home  academical  distinctions. 
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and  tliey  may,  by  will  of  the  Sovereign,  be  assigned  a  definite  place  in 
the  order  of  precedence. 

For  a  student  wishing  to  devote  his  career  to  academical  pursuits  no 
university  in  the  kingdom  holds  out  such  advantages  as  that  of  Oxford. 
These  include  the  large  number  of  scholarships  at  its  disposal,  and  the 
well-endowed  Fellowshipe  which  are  the  reward  of  industiy  and  per- 
severance. His  chances  of  preferment  at  this  institution  will  be 
enhanced  by  his  taking  Anglican  orders,  and  this,  in  the  case  of  many 
of  the  Fellowships,  is  absolutely  essential ;  but  in  schools  other  than 
that  of  Theology,  and  without  entering  the  Ministry,  he  will  possess 
chances  of  advancement  not  to  be  met  with  at  any  other  university  in 
the  kingdom. 

Where  residence  is  possible  it  should  be  undergone;  there  is  an 
advantage  to  the  student  in  attending  the  courses  of  instruction  under 
the  very  eyes  of  the  men  who  will  afterwards  examine  him.  If  he  be 
hard  working,  his  abilities  will  be  appreciated  long  before  he  enters  the 
examination  room ;  his  character  for  industry  will  have  become  known ; 
he  will  find  himself  face  to  face  with  examiners  whose  judgment  will 
be  influenced  as  much  by  what  they  have  already  seen  and  heard  of 
him  as  by  the  answers  he  may  give  to  the  questions  they  may  put.  A 
candidate  for  a  degree  from  a  non-residential  university  finds  himself, 
on  the  other  hand,  in  the  midst  of  strangers.  Of  his  previous 
academical  career  they  know  nothing.  He  may  be  idle  or  industrious, 
clever  or  dull,  a  genius  or  a  fool,  and  their  decision  will  rest  entirely  on 
the  answers  he  will  give  to  the  few  questions  put  to  him.  The  man  of 
ability  may  pass,  but  he  is  almost  as  likely  to  be  rejected.  Should  he 
be  a  genius,  this  possibility  becomes  probable.  The  medium  man  may 
answer  sufficiently  well  to  satisfy  his  examiners,  but  the  genius, 
orig^inal,  and  therefore  in  all  likelihood  opposed  to  the  examiners  on 
minor  points  of  opinion,  will  often  find  himself  arg^uing  snd  defending 
Ids  own  position,  or,  at  all  events,  introducing  ideas  with  which  his 
examiner  does  not  agree,  than  which  there  can  be  few  courses  of  pro- 
cedure more  fatal  to  the  candidate's  chances  of  passing.  But  at  a 
residential  Univei'sity  all  this  is  changed,  although  genius  is  not  so 
recognised  that  its  special  direction  is  encouraged  and  allowed  to 
replace  mediocrity  in  a  number  of  subjects.  However,  it  is  so  far 
appreciated  that  its  eccentricities  or  peculiarities  are  considered 
in  their  true  light,  and  the  examinational  test  often  made  more  of 
a  formality  than  a  single  trial  which  is  to  decide  the  candidate's 
ability. 

There  is  also  this  advantage  connected  with  residence  at  an  uni- 
versity—^e  social  training  a  student  receives.     All  knowledge  is 
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ndtlier  of  the  book  nor  the  laboratory.  There 'is  a  learning  to  be 
acquired  only  in  interoonrae  with  men,  and  of  as  great  yalue  as  any 
mentioned  in  the'  academical  syUabos.  It  is  the  knowledge  of  men 
and  manners  to  be  aoquired  at  the  residential  miiTersity  and  institu* 
tioDfi  of  like  nature  which  will  ever  render  them  valuable  training 
mstitations  for  youth.  In  this  respect  no  university  or  college  can 
Kupass  the  University  of  Oxford.  Here  are  gathered  together  as 
stodents  and  teachers  cultured  men  of  cultured  families.  The  refine- 
ment of  the  highest  European  civilisation  is  breathed  by  the  under- 
gndoate  from  the  moment  he  enters  its  walls.  If  he  seek  true  mental 
cultivation  his  advancement  may  be  rapid,  for  the  materials  lie  ready 
on  every  hand.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  in  those  professions  which 
require  their  followers  to  be  possessed  of  all  that  appertains  to  the 
fimsbed  gentleman,  as  in  the  higher  departments  of  the  Church  and 
of  education,  the  Oxford  graduate  is  justly  preferred  to  his  brother  of 
London.  This  would  also  undoubtedly  be  the  case  in  the  Faculties  of 
Uedicine  and  Science,  only  that  the  latter  University  requires  in 
these  two  a  higher  examinational  test  than  does  the  University  of 
Oxford. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  relative  cost  of  education  at  resi- 
dential universities  is  not  to  be  estimated  solely  by  the  difference  in 
their  charges.  The  personal  expenses  of  the  student  will  vary  accord- 
ing to  the  social  usages  of  the  men  amongst  whom  he  is  thrown. 
Where,  as  at  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  and  St.  Andrews,  the  greater 
number  of  students  are  yotmg  men  of  very  limited  resources,  their 
iQode  of  life  is  correspondingly  inexpensive,  and  the  newcomer 
nuiy  practise  economy  without  rendering  himself  objectionable. 
At  such  Universities  as  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  although  the  men 
naturally  divide  themselves  into  cHques,  regulated  as  much  by  their 
resources  and  consequent  mode  of  living  as  by  anything  eke,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  poorer  students  are  to  a  certain  extent  thrown 
together,  yet  the  veiy  presence  at  the  University  of  a  large  number 
of  wealthy  men  influences  the  general  mode  of  living,  including  per- 
gonal dress,  and  therefore  the  expenditure  of  every  student  who  does 
not  mark  himself  out  for  ostracism  by  his  refusal  or  inability  to  follow 
the  customs  of  the  society  in  which  he  is  cast. 

The  advisability  of  residence  for  a  certain  period  at  a  foreign 
muvetsity  wiU  depend  on  the  degree  sought  by  the  student.  If  it  be 
^  desire  to  take  a  home  degree  in  Arts  his  best  course  will  be  to 
remain  in  his  own  country.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he  be  a  medical 
■Rodent,  he  will  find  it  of  advantage  to  first  pass  his  examination  in 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  &c.,  at  the  home  university  or  college  whose 
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qaalification  lie  wishes  to  take,  and  subsequently  to  spend  twelve 
months  at  some  good  foreign  clinic,  as  Yienna  or  Paris. 

The  universities  of  the  Continent  of  Europe  are  under  State 
control ;  their  decisions  may  be  reversed  by  the  Minister  of  Education 
and  they  may  be  required  to  grant  a  degree  contrary  to  their  expressed 
wish.  Tins  is  not  the  case  with  any  academical  corporation  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  excepting  the  Royal  University  of  Ireland,  from  which,  as 
it  is  a  Government  institution,  appeals  might  lie  to  the  Grown.  With 
this  exception,  all  British  and  Irish  universities  are  independent 
corporations,  and  unless  they  offend  against  the  statute  law  their  pro- 
ceedings cannot  be  impugned.  Thus,  a  student  or  candidate  at  any 
such  institution  cannot  appeal  from  its  decision  in  any  matter  con- 
cerning his  examinations  unless  the  university  have  broken  an  implied 
or  actual  contract  with  him,  when  action  might  be  taken  in  one  of 
the  civU  courts. 

An  example  may  make  this  plainer:  If  a  student  be  expelled  his 
university  on  account  of  alleged  improper  conduct,  he  may,  unless  he 
has  signed  some  agreement  to  the  contrary,  compel  the  authorities  to 
refund  the  fees  he  may  have  paid,  less  any  lawful  charges  which  may 
lie  against  him  up  to  the  period  of  his  quitting  the  university ;  and, 
further,  if  he  could  show  that  the  allegations  of  the  university  were 
false,  and  that  his  dismissal  entailed  injury  to  his  reputation,  purse,  or 
prospects,  he  would  be  entitled  to  compensation.  So  if  a  student, 
rejected  by  his  examiners,  can  prove  that  his  rejection  was  the  result 
of  malice  and  conspiracy,  and  not  of  his  failure  to  produce  evidence  of 
competency  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  may  have  been  examined,  he 
would  be  distinctly  entitled  to  damages ;  while,  if  conspiracy  were 
established,  a  criminal  prosecution  might  be  instituted  against  the 
offending  examiners.  But  if  a  student  cannot  plead  in  manner  as 
above,  there  is  no  authority  in  the  land,  external  to  the  university 
concerned,  empowered  to  take  into  consideration  any  special  circum- 
stances he  may  urge  as  an  excuse  for  his  failure  to  pass  an  exami- 
nation and  to  reverse  a  decision  at  which  the  examiners  have  arrived. 
To  effect  this  by  external  influence  an  Act  of  Parliament  would  be 
necessary. 

There  is  no  country  in  the  world  where  education  is  so  expensive  as  it 
is  in  England.  The  incomes  of  many  professors  at  the  continental 
bodies  amount  to  lees  money  than  that  spent  annually  by  the  average 
undergraduate  or  London  student.  Putting  on  one  side  the  cost  of 
living,  which  is  much  less  on  the  Gontinent  than  at  home,  the  heavy 
expenditure  on  this  side  the  Ghannel  arises,  not  so  much  from  the 
examination  fees  as  from  the  class  and  similar   charges.     In  the 
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UniTenity  of  France  all  the  courseB  are  free,  and  fees  are  charged 
for  the  "  InBcriptions ''  onlj'— that  is,  practically  for  the  diploma 
or  degree  sought,  and  these  fees  are  very  small.  In  Germany  a  student 
oould  undergo  an  unirersity  curriculum  and  support  himself  comfort- 
ably on  one-half  the  amount  he  would  spend  at  Oxford,  or  as  a 
Btadent,  say,  at  a  London  medical  school. 

There  are  certain  universities  celebrated  either  for  particular 
branches  of  learning  they  teach  or  for  the  high  standard  they  exact 
m  special  departments  at  their  examinations.  Thus,  Oxford  is  esteemed 
the  first  university  in  the  kingdom  for  obtaining  instruction  in 
Glassies  and  Anglican  Theology,  and  its 'standard  in  these  branches  of 
biowledge  is  proportionately  high.  The  same  remarks  apply  to 
Cambridge  and  the  subject  of  Mathematics ;  and,  with  respect  to  the 
examinational  standard,  to  London  and  the  two  Faculties  of  Science 
and  Medicine. 

If  a  student  intend  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  any  communion  he  will 
do  well  to  attend  an  university  at  which  the  theology  of  such  Church 
is  taught.  This,  in  the  case  of  the  Nonconformist  bodies,  cannot  weU 
be  done,  and  the  candidate  has  to  content  himself  with  taking  a 
eoU^iate  certificate  and  a  degree  from  some  non-residential 
nnirersity. 

The  Theological  faculties  of  those  United  Kingdom  universities 
possessing  such  are  each  affiliated  to  a  particular  Church.  Thus, 
Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  Durham  are  distinctly  Anglican;  Dublin  is 
attached  to  the  Lish  Church ;  the  theology  of  the  Roman  Cathohc 
UiuTersity  of  Ireland  is  intimated  by  the  title  of  this  body;  the 
Scottish  universities  are  Presbyterian ;  London,  Yictoria  (Manchester), 
uid  the  Boyal  University  of  Ireland  have  no  theological  departments. 

Host  of  the  Continental  universities  possess  Theological  faculties 
▼bich  are  in  connection  with  certain  Churches.  The  German  bodies 
tte  mostly  Protestant;  the  Italian  Universities  do  not  now  possess 
theological  faculties ;  they  give  instruction,  however,  in  Ecclesiastical 
Bistory  and  other  comparatively  non-polemical  subjects.  Theology 
m  Spain  is  taught  at  separate  institutions  under  the  control  of  the 
Papal  Episcopate. 

In  the  universities  of  different  countries  corresponding  faculties  are 
yarioQsly  styled.  Thus,  the  Parisian  Faculty  of  Letters  is  equivalent 
m  its  range  of  subjects  to  the  German  Faculty  of  Philosophy  and  the 
EngHah  Faculty  of  Arts.  "Divinity"  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge  is 
''Sacred  Theology"  in  the  University  of  Dublin. 

In  the  following  pages  I  have  given  particulars  of  a  large  number  of 
^^ttned  societies.     These  bodies  are  each  devoted  to  one  or  more

special  brandies  of  knowledge.  For  the  most  part  they  are  exclusiTe, 
and  membership  is  to  be  obtained  only  by  those  whose  recommenda- 
tions are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governing  ofiEicers,  such  as  to  justify 
them  in  concluding  the  candidates  to  be  persons  of  high  education  and 
abilities,  with  especial  reference  to  the  objects  of  the  society.  The  mem- 
bership of  many  of  these  associations  is  a  deservedly  esteemed  honour. 
Governed,  as  these  bodies  are,  by  men  at  the  head  of  the  particular 
departments  of  knowledge  with  which  they  deal,  and  confined,  as  mem- 
bership is,  to  persons  fully  conversant  with  such  branch  of  learning, 
the  fact  of  having  been  admitted  to  any  one  such  society,  as  made 
known  by  the  initial  letters  used  by  members,  is,  so  far  as  it  extends, 
as  much  a  guarantee  of  certain  attainments  as  a  degree  or  diploma 
from  an  university  or  college. 

Beside  the  honour  appertaining  to  membership  of  these  associations, 
there  must  be  taken  into  consideration  the  educational  privileges 
enjoyed  by  members.  They  are  entitled  to  attend  the  society's  lectures 
and  meetings,  and  are  thrown,  in  consequence,  into  the  company  of  the 
men  best  qualified  to  inform  them  on  the  particular  subject  or  subjects 
which  may  be  the  object  of  the  society's  care  and  study.  They  are 
kept  en  rapport  with  the  latest  discoveries  in  or  development  of  such 
subject.  If  they  be  workers  in  the  field  of  study  in  question,  every 
opportunity  is  afforded  them  of  bringing  their  efforts  under  the  notice 
of  those  best  qualified  to  judge  of  their  merit.  Social  position  is 
ensured  by  the  membership  of  certain  of  these  bodies;  but  this  is 
influenced  by  the  facility  or  difficulty  with  which  membership  is 
obtained,  and  by  the  circumstance  of  the  society  being  chartered  or 
otherwise. 

If  asked  to  select  from  these  associations  those  which  I  considered 
to  be  socially  pre-eminent,  I  should  give  the  following :  The  Boyal 
Society,  the  Boyal  Academy,  the  Boyal  Institution,  the  Boyal  Society 
of  Edinburgh,  and  the  Boyal  Irish  Academy.  Certain  bodies,  such  as 
the  Institute  of  Oivil  Engineers,  although  not  peculiarly  empowered  to 
grant  diplomas  in  the  professions  with  which  they  deal,  are  yet 
considered  so  thoroughly  representative  of  their  highest  talent  that 
their  membership  is  a  sine  qud  non  with  all  who  would  obtain  distinc- 
tion in  the  particular  avocation  with  which  such  societies  may  be 
connected. 

To  persons  who  are  neither  graduates  nor  collegiate  diplomates,  the 
membership  of  some  learned  society  is  almost  essential  if  they  wish  to 
devote  themselves  to  intellectaal  pursuits.  An  exception  may  be  f  o;nnd 
in  the  case  of  Literature.  In  this  profession  it  is  the  amateur,  and  not 
the  professional,  writers  who  tend  to  form  associations.    The  only 
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inatitatian  confined  to  literary  men  whicli  may  be  said  to  include 
amangst  its  members  tbe  leading  writers  of  the  country  is  the  Savage 
Club,  and  this  is  more  akin  in  its  character  to  such  institutions  as  the 
Oarhon  and  Army  and  Navy  Clubs,  than  to  a  society  devoted  to  the 
prosecution  of  a  special  department  of  knowledge. 

At  the  time  of  writing  a  Bill  is  before  Parliament  which,  should  it 
become  law,  will  sweep  away  many  of  the  evils  the  "  Guide  to  the 
MedLcal  Profesedon"  exposed,  and  to  which  I  have  referred  in  the 
preceding  pages.

to  Unxvenity  of  Oxford  is  a  oorporaidon.  The  oollegee  of  the 
nnrreraity  are  alao  corporate  bodies,  bat  distinct  from  the  TJniyersity 
iMf.  They  weie  founded  for  the  conyenience  of  stodents  studying  at 
the  UmTersity  9  and  they  were  endowed  for  this  purpose.  The  members 
of  or  residents  at  the  seyeral  colleges  consisted  of  two  classes :  The 
BQUor  or  Fellows  occupied  themselyes  in  study  and  teaching ;  the 
luuorin  study  only.  Certain  of  the  senior  members  had  the  guardian- 
■bq)  of  the  junior,  and  were  hence  termed  Tutors.  The  members  of  the 
GoDege  shared  in  common  the  refectory,  lodging,  and  chapel.  The 
>J8tem  briefly  outlined  aboye  stOl  obtains  with  some  modifications.  A 
gnat  mmiber  of  the  Fellows  do  not  reside  in  college,  and  the  latter  is 
Bot  the  exdnsiye  right  of  the  members  of  the  foundation.  The 
giester  number  of  the  students  are  admitted  to  residence  upon  payment 
qI  certain  charges. 

The  "Halls''  of  the  Uniyersity  are  neither  incorporated  nor 
ndowed.  They  are  now  as  when  founded,  "institutions  in  which 
■todents  Hye  together  under  the  charge  of  a  Principal,  who  is  respon- 
sible for  both  their  discipline  and  their  instruction.  To  seyeral  of  them 
^liiilistions  or  scholarships  are  attached,  which  are  held  in  trust  by  the 
^Uversity  or  other  bodies."

2  GUIDE   TO  DEOBESS  IN  ABTS^   SCIENCE,   ETC. 

Until  the  year  1855  there  liad  been  a  rale  in  force  at  the  University 
requiring  all  students  to  be  members  of  a  college  or  hall,  bnt  by  a  statute 
passed  in  1854  any  Master  of  Arts  may,  by  complying  with  certain 
rules,  open  his  house  as  a  private  hall  for  the  reception  of  students,  to 
whom  he  will  act  as  tutor.  There  is  only  one  hall  at  present  existing 
under  this  regulation  (Gharsley's  Hall). 

In  1868  a  statute  was  passed  repealing  the  regulation  which  required 
members  of  the  University  to  be  members  of  a  college  or  hall.  Students 
who  take  advantage  of  this  statute  are  allowed  to  reside  in  lodgings 
(licensed),  or  with  their  friends.  In  disciplinary  matters  they  are 
controlled  by  "  The  Delegacy  of  Students  not  attached  to  any  college 
or  hall." 

By  a  statute  passed  in  1871  new  colleges  or  halls  affiliated  to  the 
University  may  be  recognised  as  conferring  the  same  privileges,  with 
regard  to  students,  as  other  colleges  or  halls.  There  is  one  new 
foundation — ^Keble  College. 

All  students  must  graduate  in  Arts  before  taking  degre&a  in  any 
other  Faculty.  The  minimum  curriculum  for  the  Bachelorship  is  of 
about  two  years  and  eight  months'  duration.  As  a  member  of  a 
college  or  hall,  a  student  may  with  economy  graduate  in  Arts  at  an 
expenditure  of  about  £300. 

The  intending  University  student  should  apply  to  the  Head  of  the 
College  or  Hall  he  has  selected,  stating  his  age  and  name,  the  name  of 
his  parents  or  guardian,  and  the  date  of  his  approaching  entry. 
Michaelmas  term  is  the  most  convenient  time  to  enter. 

It  should,  however,  be  understood  that  the  number  of  rooms  in  each 
college  is  limited ;  that  there  are  more  students  than  could  possibly 
find  accommodation  within  the  college  walls,  and  that  the  candidate 
may  have  to  reside  in  lodgings  until  such  time  as  rooms  may  be 
allotted  him. 

None  of  the  colleges  are  open  to  women.  There  are  two  private 
establishments  at  Oxford  for  boarding  lady  students,  but  they  have  no 
official  connection  whatever  with  the  University.  Women  may  enter 
for  the  University  examinations ;  if  successful  they  receive  certificates 
recording  the  circumstance.    Degrees  are  not  gnaited,  to  women. 

The  individual  coll^^  have  in  many  instances  rules  which  modify 
or  supplement  the  general  regulations  mentioned : 

University. — ^A  certain  number  of  vacancies  are  thrown  of||p  to 
competition  at  the  annual  Scholarship  examination  in  Lent  term. 
Candidates  should  apply  in  the  term  preceding  the  one  in  which  "Aej 
wish  to  enter. 

BaJUol. — ^The  candidate  must  state  on  application  whether  he  wishes 
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ioieBidewiihiii.oroiitBideiheooIl8ge»  He  mturt  be  fifteen  jean  of  age 
at  least. 

Marion, — The  candidate  may  apply  up  to  the  date  of  ezamination. 

Que&n^s. — ^The  candidate  should  state  whether  he  wishes  to  reside 
irithiiL  the  college  waUs. 

SeuK — ^The  candidate  shotdd  apply  at  least  a  fortnight  before  the 
date  ol  etramiTiation,  A  certain  number  of  raoant  rooms  are  giren  to 
those  who  stand  best  at  the  examination  irrespeotiTC  of  any  priority  of 
apptififffcinn.  The  latter,  however^  decides  the  allotment  of  the 
remainder  of  the  rooms. 

Lmeoln. — Applications  should  be  marked  "admission"  on  the 
cnrelope.     The  allotment  of  rooms  is  decided  as  in  the  preceding  case. 

Corpfu  Cfcria^— Applicataons  may  be  made  tmtil  the  day  of  exami- 
nation. A  certain  number  of  rooms  are  giren  at  the  annual  Scholar^ 
■hip  examination. 

Pembroke. — No  student  is  admitted  who  is  a  candidate  for  entrance 
at  another  college. 

Hereford.— The  candidate  should  send  testimonials  as  to  character,  Ac. 

The  HoK^.-^Prerious  notice  is  seldom  necessary ;  nerertheless,  it  is 


Admisaion^'^A.t  UnivereUf  applications  must  be  addressed  to  the 
«  Master^;  at  BaUiol,  to  the  "  Master  " ;  at  MeHan,  to  the  "  Warden  " ; 
at  Queen^e,  to  the  "  Provost " ;  at  New  College,  to  the  "  Warden  " ;  at 
Lmeohi,  to  the  "  Rector  " ;  at  Bertford,  to  the  "  Principal,"  "  Dean," 
or  "Senior  Tutor."  In  the  case  of  aJl  colleges,  however,  letters 
addressed  to  the  "  Master  "  and  marked  "  Admission  "  will  reach  the 
proper  anthorities. 

JBeowtwMrfiang  for  Adfimeeion, — ^The  examination  is  usually  of  such  a 
cbyraeter  as  to  satisfy  the  authorities  of  the  college  or  hall  that  the 
candidat>e  is  likely  to  pass  the  examinations  which  the  University 
reqidies  for  its  degrees.  ''And  since  the  examination  called 
'BesponBions '  is  (with  certain  exceptions),  an  indispensable  pre- 
fiminaiy  to  all  degrees  (except  degrees  in  Music),  the  subjects  and 
standard  of  the  ooU^^  examinations  before  admission  are  usually  those 
of '  B^sponaions.'  Some  colleges,  however,  require  a  candidate  to  show 
that  he  la  likely  not  only  to  pass  the  University  examinations,  but  also 
to  obtain  Honours  in  at  least  one  subject.  But  all  colleges  and  haJls, 
vith  the  exception  of  Oorpus  and  Magdalen  OoU^es,  accept  the 
eertificste  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools'  Examination  Board 
in  Hea  of  this  ordinary  matriculation  examination ;  in  almost  all  cases, 
howerer,  there  is  the  proviso  that  the  certificate  must  be  of  such  a 
kind  aa  to  exempt  the  holder  frcnn  '  Besponsions,'  and  in  some  oases, 
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most  of  whicli  are  specified  below,  there  is  the  farther  proviso  that  the 
candidate  must  hare  passed  with  distinction  in  some  one  of  the 
subjects  of  the  examination.'*

The  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  certificate  is  ac- 
cepted in  lieu  of  the  aboye,  proyided  the  candidate  has  passed  in  Latin, 
Greek,  and  Mathematics,  with  distinction  in  one  subject.  Students 
who  baye  been  placed  in  the  first  diyision  of  tbe  general  list  in  tbe 
Local  Examinations  will  also  be  exempted. 

Hertford. — Period  of  examination,  commencement  of  eacb  term. 
BmijeeU:  (1)  Euripides,  Hecuba  and  Medea;  (2)  Tirgil,  Georgics; 
(3)  Latin  Frose  Composition;  (4)  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar;  (5) 
Arithmetic;  (6)  Euclid,  i,  ii  Other  Classical  authors  may  be 
taken  instead  of  those  mentioned.  The  quantity  must  be  not  less  thou 
that  for  Besponaions.    The  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examina- 
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tion  certificate,  proTided  it  indades  the  required  sub  jeots,  will  exempt 
from  the  above  ezaminatioxL 

The  HaUs. — Gandidatee  most  satisfy  the  Principal  of  their  educa- 
tional fitness  for  entering  on  a  Uniyersity  career,  but  the  eubjecU  of 
examination  are  not  fixed* 

Jfost  of  the  OoUegee  require  a  candidate  to  show,  at  his  examination 
for  entrance,  that  he  stands  a  chance  of  successfully  reading,  not  for 
his  degree  merely,  but  for  Honours :  this  is  the  case  especially  with 
Balliol,  Exeter,  and  New  College. 

Ee-cidmiMeion  and  MiffraUon. 

The r^pilations  are: 

No  penom  in  statu  fv^piUairi  (tjB,,  who  has  not  taken  the  degree  of  M Jl., 
B.O.L.,  B.M.,  or  one  of  the  superior  degrees)  whose  name  has  been  removed  from 
the  books  of  a  ooUege  or  hall,  or  from  the  Begister  of  Unattaohed  Stadents,  can 
be  re-admittod  to  the  same  or  any  other  ooUege  or  hall,  or  migrate  to  another 
college  or  hall,  or  beoome  an  nnattaohed  student,  ezoept  nnder  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  If  his  name  has  been  remoTed  in  any  other  way  than  that  of  ezpnlsion,  he 
must  prodnee  a  oertifloate,  signed  by  the  Frootors,  that  notioe  has  been  reoeived 
by  them  of  his  intention  to  apply  for  leotw  to  be  re-admitted,  or  to  migrate, 
together  with  a  written  permission  and  written  testimonial  of  good  oharaoter 
from  the  ooUege  or  hall  to  whioh  he  belongs,  or  last  belonged,  or  from  tha 
Censors  of  Unattaohed  Stadents.  In  oase  of  snch  permission  or  testimonial  being 
refused,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Unirersity  may,  if  he  think  ilt,  grant  his  oonsent 
in  writing  for  suoh  re-admission  or  migration. 

2.  If  he  has  been  absent  from  the  UniTenify  for  at  least  one  year,  tfaa 
oertifloate  ref erred  to  in  the  preceding  paaragraph  is  dispensed  with. 

8.  If  he  has  been  expelled  by  the  authorities  of  a  college  or  hall,  or  by  ilia 
Delegates  of  Unattaohed  Students,  he  cannot  be  re-admitted  unless  the  Chancellor 
of  the  UniTersity  has  heard  the  oase,  and  giren  his  oonsent  in  writing  for  Us 


Unattached  Students, 

Those  desiring  to  enter  the  Uniyersity  without  being  attached  to  a 
College  or  Hall  must  make  application  to  the  Delegates  of  Unattached 
Students: 

An  euamination  for  suoh  candidates  is  held  by  the  Censors  at  the  beginning 
of  eaoh  term.  Svijeeti :  (1)  Homer,  three  books,  or  one  Greek  play.  Beeom^ 
mended :  Euripides,  Heonba  or  Aloeetis,  or  Homer,  Odyss^,  yL  to  Tiii. ; 
(2)  Virgil's  ^neid,  three  books ;  Horaoe,  Odes,  three  books ;  (8)  Translation 
from  English  into  Latin;  (4)  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar;  (5)  Arithmetio; 
(6)  EuoUd,  i.,  it,  or  Algebra,  L,  iL,  simple  equations  inolusiye. 

Penons  desiring  to  enter  without  passing  the  above  etaminationmnst  prodnoe 
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KtSflfaofcory  TsaBone  for  tiieir  admiflaioii  to  the  OesBon,  and  most  state  the 
eoatM  of  stndj  th^  intend  to  panne.  The  Oxford  end  Oembridge  Sohools* 
aerlifiettte  exempta  from  the  Matriooletion  examinatum. 

Tntending  eandidatee  ahonld  make  their  application  by  wzitmg  to  the  Oenaors, 
at  the  Old  Clarendon  BnildiDg,  Broad-street,  Oxford,  at  least  one  week  before 
tin  date  of  examination. 

MaMeuiaHan, 

When  a  student  has  satisfied  either  of  the  two  sets  of  requirements 
mentianed,  he  is  eligible  to  be  presented  to  the  Yice-Ohancellor  for 
lonnal  enrolment  on  the  Register  (Matricnla)  of  the  University.  This 
enrolment,  which  must  take  place  within  a  fortnight  of  his  being 
entered  on  the  books  of  a  college  or  hall,  or  of  the  Delegates  of 
Unattached  Students,  is  called  Mabicnlation.  Until  it  has  taken  place, 
a  stadent,  although  he  may  be  a  member  of  a  college  or  hall,  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Universit j.  At  the  time  appointed,  which  must  be 
irithm  a  fortnight  after  admission  as  a  member  of  a  college  or  hall, 
or  in  any  other  capacity,  the  persons  to  be  matriculated  are  taken  in 
their  proper  academical  dress  to  the  Yice-Chancellor.  They  write 
their  names  in  Latin  in  a  register.  They  pay  the  requisite  fees.  They 
are  then  addressed  in  a  short  Latin  formula  by  the  Yice-Ohancellon 
Bid  leoeire  from  him  a  certificate  of  Matriculation,  together  with  a 
oopy  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Uniyersity.  From,  this  time  they  enjoy  all 
the  priyilegee  of  undergraduate  members  of  the  University,  and  are  at 
the  same  time  amenable  to  Uniyersity  discipline. 

Besidenee* 

It  is  imperatiye  that  midergraduates  reside  within  the  limits  of  the 
Uniyersity.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  candidates  for  degrees  in 
Music

II  is  aiiAdent  for  an  nndetgradnate  to  reside  for  for^-two  days  (not  neoes- 
larily  oonseonttye  days)  in  the  oonrse  of  Hilary  term,  or  for  the  same  length  of 
tine  in  the  oonrse  of  Minhaelmas  term,  and  for  twenty-one  days  in  the  oonrse  of 
ftster  term,  or  for  the  same  length  of  time  in  the  oonrse  of  Trinity  term.  In 
Ihe  ease  of  Hilary  and  Miohaehnas  terms  these  days  of  residenoe  mnst  fall  whollj 
wiOmi  tiie  term  for  whioh  residenoe  is  ooonted ;  a  defloienoy  of  eyen  one  day  out 
cf  the  forty>two  cannot  be  compensated  for  by  any  amonnt  of  residenoe  in 
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•noOiear  term.  Bat  ainoe  Easter  and  Trinitj  terms  hare  been  made  oontumonB, 
a  reeidenoe  of  forfy-eight  days  in  the  two  terms  oonjointly,  in  whaterer  way 
these  dajs  are  distributed  between  the  two  terms,  is  aooepted  as  eqniyalent  to  a 
residence  of  twenty-one  days  in  each  term  separately. 

Terms  of  residence  need  not  be  oonseoatiTe ;  they  may,  as  far  as  the  Uniyersity 
is  oonoemed,  be  distributed  oyer  any  nnmber  of  years.  Sometimes  a  break  in 
the  regular  sequence  of  terms  of  lesidenoe  is  caused  by  illness,  and  somefcimes 
also  students  of  limited  means  reside  for  one  or  two  terms  only  in  the  course  of 
a  year,  occupying  the  remainder  of  their  time  in  business  or  tuition.  As  the 
same  total  number  of  terms  of  residence  is  required  from  all  alike,  this  latter 
course  postpones  the  obtaining  of  a  degree ;  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  as  a 
possible  altematiye  by  those  who,  for  whateyer  reason,  find  continuous  residence 
impossible. 

Undergraduatee  mtut  reside  either  at  a   college,  at  a  hall,  in 
lioensed  lodg^gs,  or  at  Bome  honse  of  wliich  the  Delegates  on  epedal 
application  approve.    Undergradtiates  who  haye  not  attained  their 
majority  must,  before  residing  in  licensed  or  nnlioensed  lodgings, 
produce  the  written  consent  of  their  parents  or  goardians.    This  rule 
does  not  apply  to  those  who  have  resided  twelve  tarns  within  the 
University.    All  undergraduates  must,  before  residing  in  lodgings, 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  Delegates  of  Lodging  Houses;  if  they  be 
members  of  a  college  or  hall,  they  must  also  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
latter. 

These  rules  are  by  no  means  severe  in  practice.  Men,  since  they  are 
supposed  to  possess  judgment,  are,  as  a  mle^  allowed  to  reside  where 
th^  please,  and  it  is  an  excellent  thing  for  hoy 8,  that  they  should  find 
quarters  only  in  houses  the  authorities  know  to  be  respectable. 

After  twelve  terms'  residence  within  college  walls,  attached  students 
are  generally  required  to  move  into  lodgings.  The  following  are  the 
rules  of  the  several  colleges  as  to  place  of  residence : 

Univerdty, — ^Before  the  completion  of  twelve  ienru^  residence,  per- 
mission must  be  obtained  to  reside  in  lodgings. 

BaUiol, — ^Undergraduates  may  reside  either  in  college  or  lodgings. 

Merton. — ^The  same  regulation  obtains. 

Exeter, — ^The  same ;  but  lodgings  must  be  taken  after  twelve  terms* 
residence  in  college. 

Oriel. — ^Undergraduates  may  reside  in  coll^^  or  lodgings. 

Qu>een*8, — ^Undergraduates  may,  with  the  consent,  if  they  are  under 
age,  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  obtain  the  leave  of  the  Oollege  to 
reside  in  lodgings  during  their  whole  course.  In  ordinary  cases,  how- 
ever, the  Oollege  discourages  parents  and  guardians  from  exposing 
young  men,  at  the  outset  of  their  Universitj  oouise,  to  the  additional 
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riflks  mTohred  in  resideiioe  in  lodgings.  As  a  rale,  scholars  and  ex- 
lahitinfnfim  may  be  required  to  go  oat  <^  ooll^ie  after  twelre  terms', 
ooHmonerB  after  eight  tenns'  residence.  Bendents,  whether  in  or  oat 
ef  toUege,  are  allowed  complete  freedom  in  regulating  their  own 
expenses  with  rstoenoe  to  meals. 

Nmo  College. — ^The  ''  General  Regulations ''  apply  to  this. 

Lmcoln. — Twelye  tenns'  residence  only  within  the  college  walls 
iflowed.

There  are  oeitain  mlea  in  force,  both  generalf  that  is  incnmbent  on 
all  midergradtiateB,  and  eoUegiate,  incumbent  on  the  members  of  a  par- 
ticnlar  college  or  halL  The  Delegates  of  Unattached  Students  have 
also  issued  certain  roles  for  the  government  of  the  latter. 

The  chief  TJniyersity  rules  refer  to  the  wearing  of  an  academical 
costume,  the  frequenting  of  taverns,  the  maintenance  of  a  horse,  or 
keeping  of  a  vehicle,  smoking  in  the  streets,  playing  at  games  of 
chance,  betting,  &c.  The  punishments  generally  inflicted  are  fine, 
rustication,  or  expulsion. 

The  collegiate  rules  of  discipline  refer  to  attendance  at  chapel,  com- 
mencement of  residence,  attendance  at  lectures,  night  hours,  the 
passing  of  the  University  examinations,  Ac 

Where  not  stated  otherwise,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  under- 
graduates must  pass  the  University  examinations  at  the  earliest 
possible  period. 

Beffulations  of  the  Delegatea  of  UncUtached  Btudenis. 

There  must  be  eight  weeks'  residence  in  Michaelmas,  and  the  same 
period  in  Lent  term ;  and  eight  in  the  Easter  and  Trinity  terms  taken 
together.  Residence  for  a  shorter  period  or  after  full  term,  or  non- 
residence  for  a  term,  or  residence  during  a  vacation,  is  only  allowed 
when  the  previous  permission  of  the  Delegates  has  been  obtained* 
Students  are  not  allowed  to  engage  lodgings  without  the  consent  of  the 
Delegates. 

With  regard  to  night  hours,  students  are  placed  in  an  absurd  position 
by  the  University  Regulations.  Thesei  in  a  land  of  freemen,  are  a 
standing  disgrace  to  the  Corporation,  and  an  insult  to  its  sohokn ; 
for,  students  who  are  out  6i  the  houses  where  they  reside  after  10  pan. 
are  liable  to  be  reported  to  the  Delegates  by  the  lodging-house  keepers, 
and  if  out  after  midnight  they  are  fined  ten  shillings.  Of  course,  under- 
graduates break  through  these  reg^ulations,  and  lodging-house  keepers 
wink  at  late  hours,  so  that  they  are  not  very  burdensome ;  but  this  is 
anything  but  an  argument  in  favour  of  the  rules  mentioned. 

The  Univenity  Museum. 

The  Univendiy  Museum  consists  of  the  following  departments: 
1,  Mathematics ;  2,  Astronomy ;  3,  Physics ;  4,  Ohemistry ;  5, 
Mineralogy;  6,  Geology;  7,  Zoology;  8,  Biology;  9,  Medicine.  The 
departments  possess  each  their  lecture  rooms,  &c.  Instruction  ia  given 
by  practical  demonstrations  and  lectures.

There  is 
a  laboratory  fitted  up  with  apparatus  for  the  study  of  Histology  and 
Embiyology .  At  Magdalen  there  is  a  laboratoiy,  and  also  a  library  for 
Natural  Science  students.  Lectures  are  deHvered  on  Natural  Science, 
Ezperimental  Physiology,  Chemical  Physics,  and  Elementary 
Meehaoics.  At  Christ  (Jhwrch  there  is  a  laboratory,  and  lectures  are 
gjren  on  Physics,  Ohemistry,  &c. 

AH. 

The  Uniyersity  Gralleries  contain  many  rare  and  valuable  works.  The 
Bmskin  Drawing  School  affords  instruction  to  those  desirous  of 
studying  this  branch  of  education. 

Bcholarekvps,  Tritee,  Ac. 

These  are  given  by  the  Uniyersity  itself;  the  yarious  OoUeges  and 
HaDs ;  the  City  of  London  Companies ;  and  the  Public  Schools. 

13ie  possession  of  a  scholarship  does  not  giye  the  right  to  take  part 
in  the  goyemment  of  the  coUege  (granting  it.  Its  possessor  is  entitled 
to  free  instruction,  rooms,  and  a  certain  allowance  in  money. 

SaAibitions  are  often  awarded  to  persons  needing  pecuniary  assist- 
aoee.  A  competitiye  examination  is,  however,  generally  held,  the 
TCsnlt  being  detennined,  partly  by  the  attainments  of  the  candidates, 
partly  by  their  lelatiye  necessities. 

BSble  clerkshipe  are  in  the  gift  of  the  coUege  and  hall  authorities : 
they  are,  however,  generally  thrown  open  to  competition  amongst 
suitable  persons.

Scholarshipa 
are  given  from  time  to  time  for  Mathematics  and  Natural  Science,  and 
one  scholarship  is  awarded  after  competition  amongst  candidatea 
needing  pecuniary  aid. 

Hertford. — ^There  are  twenty-one  seholarships  and  two  exhibitionB, 
Eleven  scholarships  are  tenahle  for  five  years,  and  one  of  the  value  of 
£100.  Seven  out  of  these  eleven  are  open,  four  are  limited.  The 
limited  scholarships  are  given  to  the  following  classes  of  candidates : 
(1)  One  to  students  from  Harrow  School ;  (2)  One  to  natives  of  Essex» 
or  to  persons  educated  for  three  years  in  that  county ;  (3)  One  to  sons 
of  former  fellows  of  Brasenose  Oollege ;  and  (4)  one  to  founder's  kin.  If 
the  candidates  for  the  open  scholarships  are  members  of  the  University* 
they  must  be  of  not  more  than  nine  terms'  standing  from  the  date  of 
their  matriculation.  Lushy  seholarships:  Three,  of  the  Value  of  £50 
per  annum.  Gandidates,  if  members  of  the  University,  must  be  of  not 
more  than  eight  terms'  standing  from  the  date  of  their  matriculation. 
Meeke  scholarships :  Four,  of  the  value  of  £40  per  annum.  Gonfined 
to  students  from  the  Free  Grammar  School,  Worcester.  Macbride 
scholarship,  one,  of  the  value  of  £40  per  annum,  open.  Lucy  scholar^ 
ships,  two,  of  the  value  of  £25  per  0.111111  m  •  confined  to  scholars  from 
Hampton  Lucy  School.  White  amd  BnmseU  exhibitions,  two,  in  the 
nomination  of  the  Principal  All  the  smaller  scholarships  and 
exhibitions  are  tenable  for  three  years.  In  the  case  of  any  confined 
scholarship,  should  no  properly  qualified  candidate  present  him- 
self, it  may  be  thrown  open  to  competition.  There  is  no  restriction 
as  to  age  for  any  of  the  scholarships;  married  persons  are  not 
eligible. 

PembroJce.'-^Thffre  are  three  classes  of  scholarships  at  thiii 
college — open,  dose,  and  entirely  close.  Open  schola/rships  z  One 
of  £90;  five  of  £60  and  £70,  plus  rooms;  two  {Charles  1st  scholar^ 
ships),  of  £52,  usually  increased ;  two  of  £60,  given  to  necessitous  candi- 
dates.  Close :  These  are  thrown  open  if  qualified  candidates  from  the 
favoured  schools  do  not  present  themselves.  Five  of  £50  and  roomB» 
confined  to  Abingdon  School ;  two  of  £90,  with  rooms  for  the  senior 
scholar,  for  natives  of  the  Ghannel  Islands  and  students  from  Yictoria 
GoUege,  Jersey,  and  Elizabeth  GoUege,  Guernsey ;  one  of  £70  {Bishop 
Morley's  scholarship)  and  rooms,  under  the  same  conditions;  four 
Tovmsend  scholarships  of  £90  and  rooms,  tenable  for  four  years  for 
scholars  from  Gloucester,  Gheltenham,  Northleach,  and  Ghipping 
Gampden  schools;  one  Solford  schola/rship  of  £60,  attached  to  the 
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Sutton  fotmdation  at  Charterliotuae,  or  in  defaiilt,  to  all  scholara  of 
Charterhonae.  JSntirehf  close:  One  Eaua  acholarship  of  £60  for  a 
scholar  from  Eton.  These  SGholarships,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Townaend,  are  tenable  for  fiye  years.  With  regard  to  the  dose 
scholarships :  (a)  Candidates,  if  from  the  fayonred  schools,  must  have 
been  educated  there  for  the  two  years  last  past;  (6)  if  there  be  no 
qualified  candidate  of  sufficient  merit,  the  scholarships  are  thrown 
open  pro  lute  vice.  The  nnmber  of  scholarships  awarded  every  year 
18  generally  five. 

Worcester. — Bamee*  scholarahip  of  the  valne  of  £120,  tenable  for  four 
years.  Open  without  restriction.  Subjects  of  examination'.  Glassies 
and  the  languages  and  subject  matter  of  Holy  Scripture.  Five  Br. 
Clarh^s  scholarships,  tenable  for  five  years.  Annual  value  £75.  Open 
without  restriction.  Five  Mrs.  Eaion's  scholarships^  confined  to  the 
sons  of  clergymen.  Candidates  to  be  in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance. 
Tenable  for  five  years  from  matriculation.  Yalue  £75.  Six  Sir  Thomas 
Cooh^a  scholarships,  confined  to  Bromsgrove  School ;  they  are  tenable 
for  fire  years,  and  are  of  the  inclusive  annual  value  of  £55.  One 
Finney  scholarship,  confined  to  natives  of  Staffordshire ;  it  is  tenable 
for  five  years ;  inclusive  annual  value^  £60.  Two  Lady  JSolford's  exhibi' 
turns,  confined  to  persons  educated  at  the  Charterhouse,  tenable  for  five 
years;  inclusive  annual  value,  £20.  One  Kay  exhibition,  annual  value 
£90,  tenable  for  five  years,  and  confined  to  natives  of  Yorkshire.  In 
addition  to  the  aboTe,  the  College  gives  a  variable  number  of  exhi- 
hiHons,  ot  the  annual  value  of  £21,  for  three  years.  The  number  of 
such  exhibitions  is  at  present  three,  and  they  are  open  without  restric- 
tion. The  College  also  offers  an  exhibition  of  the  annual  value  of  £70 
for  fomr  years,  to  those  senior  candidates,  successively,  who  have 
obtained  the  highest  places  in  the  Mathematical  list  of  the  Oxford 
Local  examinations.  Of  the  above  scholarships  and  exhibitions,  the 
I^nney,  Holford,  and  Kay  may,  in  default  of  properly  qualified  candi- 
dates from  the  favoured  localities,  be  thrown  open  to  general  competi- 
tion.   The  examination  usually  takes  place  in  Eaater  or  Trinity  term. 

Magdalen. — ^Thirty  dem/yships,  of  which,  three  or  four  are  usually 
swarded  after  an  examination  in  Classics,  one  or  more  in  Mathematics, 
and  one  or  more  in  Natural  Science.  The  examination  is  held  in  the 
week  following  Commemoration  week,  and  the  demyships  are  open 
without  restriction  to  all  persons  who  shall  n6t  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty  years  on  the  subsequent  10th  of  October.  They  are  tenable 
for  four  years,  provided  that  the  holder  does  not  accept  any  appoint- 
ment which  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  electors,  interfere  with  the 
eompletum  of  his  University  studies,  and  their  inclusive  annual  value 
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is  £d5.  The  ezaminatioa  for  the  OlaaBioftl  damyaliipB  canaabA  of  Greek 
and  Latin  oomposition  in  pxose  and  yene,  tnuulationB  from  Greek  and 
Latin  into  English,  and  questions  in  Divinity,  Ancient  History,  and 
Philology.  Li  the  examination  for  Mathemaiioal  demyBhips,  papers 
are  set  in  Aiithmetic  and  Algebra,  in  Pure  G^metzy,  in  Trigonometry 
and  the  Theoiy  of  Equations,  and  in  Analytical  Geometry  of  two 
dimensions.  Candidates  have  also  to  satisfy  the  electors  of  their 
ability  to  pass  the  Uniyendty  ordinary  Olassioal  examinations.  One 
Jjomh  scholarship,  tenable  for  four  years,  value  £80.  Candidates  to  be 
nnder  twenty  years  of  age.  Nahurcd  Bcienee  demy  ships  z  General  Physios, 
Chemistry,  Biology,  including  Human  and  Comparative  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  *'  with  the  principles  of  the  classification  and  distribution 
of  plants  and  animals;  but  a  dear  and  exact  knowledge  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  any  one  of  the  above-mentioned  sciences  will  be  preferred  to 
a  more  general  and  less  accurate  acquaintance  with  more  than  one." 
The  examinations  on  Chemistry  and  Biology  are  sometimes  partly 
practicaL  Questions  are  set  in  Algebra  and  Geometry,  but  failure  to 
answer  these  correctly  does  not  disqualify  candidates.  Candidates 
must  prove  their  ability  to  pass  the  ordinary  classical  examination  of 
the  University.  Beside  the  thirty  demyships  mentioned  there  are 
four  eaahibiHans  offered  annually  for  competition.  The  subjects  of 
examination  are  the  same  as  those  for  the  demyships,  and  the 
examinations  are  held  at  the  same  time.  The  exhibitions,  however, 
are  given  to  those  persons  needing  pecuniary  assistance,  who  fail  to 
obtain  demyships,  and  candidates  must  prove  that  they  actually  need 
such  assistance.  There  are  as  a  rule  more  applicants  than  exhibitumB 
to  be  accorded,  and  for  this  reason  the  examination  becomes  com- 
petitive ;  the  exhibitions  being  often  won  by  candidates  who  attain  a 
very  high  standard  of  excellency.  An  aeadenUeal  elerk  is  appointed 
to  take  part  in  the  daily  service  at  the  College  ChapeL  Candidates 
have  to  pass  an  examination  in  Vocal  Music  (practical) ;  value  £9S, 

BrosenoM.-— Twelve  open  seholarahips,  of  which  number  about  three 
are  awarded  annually,  tenable  for  five  years.  Yalue  £80.  Candidates 
to  be  under  twenty  yean  of  age.  F.  Bomenei  seholarships :  Twenty- 
two  in  number.  These  are  confined  to  Hereford,  Manchester,  and 
Marlborough  Schook,  but  in  default  of  qualified  candidates  from  these 
schools  they  are  thrown  open  to  competition.  One  person  is  permitted 
to  hold  two  scholarships.  Tenable  for  five  years.  Yalue,  from  £36  8b. 
to  £52.  One  John  Watson  schoUurahip,  open  to  persons  under  twenty 
years  of  age ;  tenable  for  five  years.  Yalue  £100.  The  examination  is 
Classical.  Eulme  eatkibiUons:  Seventeen,  in  the  nomination  of  the  Dean 
of  Manchester  and  the  Bectors  of  Prestwioh  aod  Bury.    Candidates 
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moi*  luKfe  entered  upon  their  thirteenth  tenn  of  standing,  and  ham. 
HhoB  period  they  are  tenable  far  four  yean.  Scholars  muet  reside  in 
Oxford  daring  the  terms.  Yalne  £135,  phu  £20,  to  be  spent  in  the 
purchase  of  books  approved  of  by  the  Principal.  ColqvM  Clerical 
rnkMUanci  Three.  OandLdates  ^onld  be  sons  of  poor  or  deceased 
dergjmen,  or  of  poor  laymen;  they  mnst  agree  to  take  Anglican 
Orders,  and  must  hare  resided  at  least  one  term.  Tenable  for  f omr 
ysBTB  from  matriculation. 

Carpmt, — ^Twenty-foor  seholainkips,  open  to  persons  nnder  the  age  of 
twenty;  tenaiUe  for  five  years  from  matriculation.  Yalue  £80,  in 
addition  to  rooms  rent  free  during  residence.  The  nominal  value  of 
the  seholanhips  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  mentioned  above.  The 
President  and  Felloirs  have  instituted  other  exhibitions  tenable  by 
commoners  only. 

ChrUi  0%Mr^.--Twenty-one/umor  s^ik2efii«^«,  confined  to  the  boys 
of  Westminster  SchooL  Thirty-one  other  jwUar  ttudemhhipM.  For 
Afw  of  these  the  examination  is  in  Mathematics  and  Physical  Science 
sitemately.  The  remainder  are  given  for  Classics.  Candidates  for 
Fhystcal  Science  studentships  must  be  nnder  twenty  years  of  age  on 
the  Ist  Jannary  preceding  the  election.  Candidates  for  the  other 
stodentships  to  be  nnder  the  age  of  nineteen  on  the  same  day. 
TenaUe  lor  five  years;  valoe  £85,  in  some  cases  £100,  including  room 
rent.  Ten  easkibiHanB :  Candidates  to  be  in  need  of  assistance.  Yalue 
£50,  phu  free  tuition  and  dinner  in  hall.  Tenable  for  three  years. 
FbU  eiMMHana :  Pour.  Yalue  £40,  tenable  for  four  years.  Candidates 
to  be  Commoners  commencing  residence  not  later  than  the  January 
beiore  the  eleetion.  They  are  awarded  annually.  One  Blade  exkibiHan, 
valne  £90,  tenable  for  one  year,  open  to  unmatricnlated  candidates. 
Hie  exhibitionB  mentioned  below  are  attached  to  the  College,  but  not  in 
its  gift.  Holford  eMbUionez  Two,  open  to  Charterhouse  students 
Tenable  lor  five  years,  value  £60.  Candidates  not  to  have  exceeded 
the  loozth  term  from  their  matricnlation. 

2Wnsiy.-*Thirteen  eeholarehipe^  open  to  persons  between  the  ages  of 
sixteen  and  twenty.  Tenable  for  twenty  terms;  annual  valuer  £80. 
Buhjeeie  of  ema/mMudsUm :  Latin  and  Greek.  One  Hefnmker  aeholairehip, 
value  £25,  tenable,  if  the  scholar  is  re-elected,  lor  five  years.  BubjeoU 
tf  examination:  Divinity  and  Mathematics.  Two  eahibiiiona,  value 
£25,  tenable  lor  one  year,  open  to  Commoners  of  the  College. 

0i.JbW«.— Twenty-eight  se^Zord^pt:  Of  these  twenty-one  are  con- 
ifted  to  persons  under  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  and  who  have  been 
Hifn^^  lor  the  two  preceding  yean  at  Meidiant  Taylors'  School,  or 
in  deluiit  of  properly  qualified  candidates  from  that  sohool,  at  Christ's 
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Hospital.  THe  Merehani  Taylors*  aeholarships  are  tenable  for  aeyeii 
years.  Two  achola/rshipa  are  confined  to  Coventiy  School,  two  to  Bristol 
School,  two  to  Beading  School,  and  one  to  Tnnbridge  SchooL  Candi- 
dates to  be  nnder  the  age  of  twenty.  These  scholarships  are  tenable 
for  five  years.  The  whole  of  these  twenty-eight  scholarships  may  be 
thrown  open  to  competition  shonld  no  qualified  candidates  from  the 
fayooied  schools  present  themselYes.  They  are  of  the  value  of  £100. 
Five  open  scholcMrahips,  tenable  for  five  years,  value  £100.  OandidateB 
to  be  under  twentyiyears  of  age.  One  Holmes  eeholarehip,  tenable  for  five 
years.  No  restriction  as  to  age.  Four  Caeherd  scholarships,  tenable 
for  four  years,  value  £80.  Candidates  to  be  members  of  the  College 
who  have  resided  one  year  at  least,  and  who  are  not  foundation  scholars. 
One  Loffnb  schola/rship,  open  to  all  persons  imder  twenty-eight  years 
of  age,  tenable  for  four  years ;  annual  value,  £80. 

8t  Mary  SaU, — ^Four  Dyke  scholarshipSf  confined  to  natives  of 
Somerset,  Devon,  and  Cornwall,  and  to  persons  who  for  the  three  years 
preceding  the  31st  day  of  December  next  before  the  day  of  appoinlmient 
have  resided  in  those  counties,  or  who  for  the  two  years  ending  on  such 
81st  December  have  been  educated  at  any  school  or  schools  in  the 
counties  mentioned.  Candidates  must  be  under  twenty  years  of  age ; 
if  members  of  the  University  they  must  not  have  exceeded  four  terms 
of  standing  from  the  date  of  their  matriculation,  and  they  must  stand 
in  need  of  pecuniaiy  assistance.  The  scholarships  are  tenable  for  four 
years,  value  about  £60.  One  scholar  is  appointed  annually.  One 
NoweiU  eoBhibitioi^  value  £90,  tenable  for  four  years  from  the  date 
of  matriculation.  Preference  is  given  to  the  kin  of  the  founder. 
Dr.  Nowell,  formerly  Principal  of  the  Hall,  or  his  wife ;  and  next  to 
the  lawful  descendants  of  the  Bev.  John  Bawbone  (sometime  Yice- 
Principal  of  St.  Mary  Hall),  by  Jane  Mary,  his  wife.  In  default  of  such 
candidates  the  appointment  rests  with  the  Principal. 

St'Edmwnd  HaU. — ^There  is  a  Bible'clerhship  of  the  value  of  £50, 
and  an  organistship  of  the  value  of  £24 ;  both  are  tenable  for  three 
years.  Candidates  for  the  former  must  be  in  pecuniary  need.  There 
is  a  competitive  examination.  The  latter  is  in  the  nomination  of  the 
Principal.  No  restriction  as  to  age  in  either  case.  In  addition  there 
are  some  exhibUions  of  £20  a-year,  thrown  open  to  competition. 

Exhibitions  for  UnaUached  Students. 

The  diiEerence  between  a  scholarship  and  an  exhibition  is  this :  the 
former  is  supposed  to  be  given  as  the  reward  of  scholarly  attainments 
irrespective  of  the  candidate's  pecuniary  condition;  the  latter  is 
awarded  to  assist  poor  but  industrious   students  to  undergo  their 
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oamciihiiiL  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  exhibition  is  very  often  snapped 
op  bj  those  who  oonld  Y&rj  well  afford  to  dispense  with  its  aid. 

The  Company  of  Grocers  offers  two  eaBhibiHons  annually.  Conditiont: 
1.  The  candidate  mnst  be  in  need  of  pecuniary  aid ;  2.  He  mnst  haye 
resided  in  the  UniYersity  for  one  term  at  least;  8.  He  most  have 
passed  Besponsions;  4  He  mnst  midergo  an  examination.  The 
exhibitions  are  tenable  for  three  years.  The  exhibitioner  mnst  not  be 
in  receipt  of  an  income  from  other  exhibitions,  scholarships,  &o., 
amounting  to  more  than  £80  per  annnm. 

The  Clothworkers'  Company  offers  one  egBhibiHon  each  year ;  they  are 
of  the  yalne  of  £50,  and  are  tenable  for  three  years  from  the  date  of 
matriculation.  The  exhibition  is  given  after  a  competitiye  examination. 
SMbjects :  Algebra,  Euclid  and  Plane  Trigonometry,  Elementary 
Mechanics  and  Hydromechanics.  Optiondl  auibjeeta,  not  more  than  two 
to  be  offered:  Chemistiy,  Heat,  Electricity,  G^logy,  and  Botany. 
The  elected  candidate  must  matriculate  at  once,  and  keep  residence 
from  the  time  of  election,  unless  he  can  produce  good  and  su£&- 
dent  reason  for  the  contrary.  Besponsions  must  be  passed  within  four 
terms  from  matriculation,  and  Moderations  within  eight  terms ;  failure 
to  do  so  entails  forfeiture  of  the  exhibition. 

Exhibitions  for  unattached  students  are  forfeited  should  the  exhi- 
bitioners become  members  of  any  college  or  hall. 

The  Abbott  Seholarehips. 

The  gross  yalue  of  these  is  the  interest  on  £6000  for  one  year* 
The  scholarships  are  three  in  number,  and  are  offered  for  com- 
petition on  the  following  conditions:  Candidates  to  be  sons  of 
Anglican  clergymen,  and  to  stand  in  need  of  assistance ;  if  members  of 
the  University,  they  must  not  have  exceeded  their  third  term  of  resi- 
dence. Natives  of  the  West  Hiding  of  Yorkshire  are  preferred  in  the 
ease  where  the  other  claims  of  rival  candidates  are  equaL  The  scholar- 
ships are  tenable  for  three  years.  Should  a  non-member  of  the  IJni- 
Tersity  be  elected,  and  should  he  defer  commencing  residence  for  more 
than  one  term  beyond  the  term  of  his  election,  the  emoluments  of  his 
scholarship  are  reckoned  only  from  the  date  of  his  commencing  resi- 
dence. The  Abbott  scholarships  are  not  tenable  with  any  scholarship 
or  exhibition  in  any  college  or  haJl  exceeding  in  value  £50. 

College  Fdlowshipe* 

UniverMy. ^There  are  twelve  Foundation  FeUowehips,  open  to  aJl 
persons  passing  the  Final  B.A.  Candidates  must  be  unmarried.  The 
febolarahipe  are  tenable  for  eight  years  in  some  caseSf  in  others  for  life. 
Persons  whose  fixed  incomes  amount  to  £500,  from  more  than  one  (non- 
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academical)  sonroe,  or  to  £400  from  anj  one  (no&-aicademioal)  sonroOy 
are  duqualified  for  holding  f ellowBhipe.  However,  if  they  be  offioers  of 
the  Clollege,  have  been  elected  to  f eUowships,  and  afterwords  iheir  in- 
comes reach  this  amotmt,  they  may  be  retained  by  consent  of  the  Ooll^pe. 
Fellows  who  have  enjoyed  for  three  consecutiye  years  an  income  (e(x- 
elusive  of  their  feUowships)  of  £700,  and  who  haye  not  daring  any 
portion  of  this  period  resided  or  held  office  within  the  College,  vaoate 
their  fellowships.  There  is  a  OwU  Law  feUowBhip  open  to  those  who 
have  passed  the  Final  B.  A.  without  restriction  as  to  marriage. 

J?a{^Z.— Eleren  feUowships.  There  is  no  restriction  as  to  age,  income, 
•or  academical  standing, "  except  that  if  candidate  be,  or  has  been,  a 
member  of  any  nniyersity  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  he  mnst  have 
passed  all  the  examinations  reqtdbred  by  that  nniyersity  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts.''  There  is  generally  a  competitiye  examinatiott. 
There  are  two  classes  of  Fellows :  1.  Fellows  on  the  Tatorial  fist,  holding 
their  fellowships  for  twenty  years,  when  they  may  be  re-elected.  They 
mnst  reside  at  the  University,  and  be  engaged  in  tutorial  work,  and 
they  may  marry  under  certain  conditions.  2.  Fellows  not  on  the 
Tutorial  list,  who  hold  their  fellowships  for  seven  years  exclusive  of  any 
time  not  exceeding  three  years,  during  which  they  may  have  been 
occupied  in  collegiate  or  university  duties.  Any  fellow  may  be  re-elected 
if  he  be  engaged  in  the  study  of  literature  or  science  and  the  OoUege  is 
satisfied  that  his  researches  are  likely  to  be  of  public  benefit.  *'  Under 
certain  circumstances,  fellows  whose  income  from  other  sources  exceeds 
£300  per  annum  receive  only  one-third  of  the  emoluments  of  their 
fellowship." 

Hferton, — Tweaij'toxa  fellowships,  open  to  those  who  have  passed  the 
Final  B.A.  The  fellowships  are  vacated  by  marriage,  except  in  the  case 
of  tutors,  lecturers,  bursars,  &c.,  when  the  consent  of  the  OoU^^  to 
their  marriage  may  be  obtained. 

Exeter. — ^Fourteen  feUowships,  open  to  those  who  have  passed  the 
Final  B.A.,  to  those  who  have  been  admitted  ad  ewndem  gradwin  to  the 
BA.  degree,  to  members  of  Oonvocation,  &o.  There  is  also  a  Chaplain 
Fellow. 

OtmL— Eighteen  feUowships.  Candidates  to  be  under  twenty-six 
years  of  age,  and  to  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  some  British  or  Xrish 
university.  Fellows  may  be  elected  without  examination  if  specially 
approved  by  the  College  authorities. 

Nsw  College, — ^Thirty  feUowships,  Fifteen  open  to  those  who  have 
passed  the  Final  B. A.  examination.  The  remaining  fifteen  are  open '*  to 
persons  who,  having  received  education  for  at  least  two  years  in  the 
School  of  Winchester  College,  or  having  been  lor  at  least  twelve  terms 
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laemben  of  Nefw  Ctollegeb  hare  passed  the  examinatioiui  reqnisite  for  the 
dBgz«e  of  B^  in  some  other  UnirerBiiy  in  Great  Britain  or  Iieland.'* 
MarriAge  is  penaitted  to  f dlows  who  haye  filled  the  office  of  Tutor, 
Lectawr,  or  Bursar  for  a  oertain  length  of  time.  Fellows  axe  eleoted 
wiftoat  examination  if  the  College  authorities  consider  thej  are  Hkelj- 
to  proTe  valuable  members  of  the  institution. 

Limcoln. — ^Ten  fdhwM^B,  open  to  those  who  haye  passed  the  Final 
BJl  Tbej  are  all  yacated  by  marriage,  **  except  that,  if  anj  fellow 
hoids  either  of  the  OoUege  Hyings  of  All  Saints  and  8t.  Midbael's, 
Oxford,  he  may  retain  his  fellowship,  althongh  he  be  married.  Fellows 
higjily  approyed  by  the  Oollege  may  be  deoted  without  any 
fflramination."    Their  aimual  yalue  is  about  £900  each. 

Bra9mi09e,--^Thirie6ifeUaw9hi^$,  open  to  those  who  haye  passed  the 
final  B.A. 

Queen*8. — ^Eighteen  feUowahips,  open  with  certain  restrictions  to  all 
persons  who  haye  passed  the  Final  BJl  examination.  All  the  fcdlow- 
dhips  are  yacated  by  marriage. 

AU  Sauls. — ^Thirty /6Z2oi08&ip8,  open  to  all  who  haye  passed  the  Final 
BjL,  without  any  restriction  as  to  income.  Candidates  must  haye 
obtained  a  First  Class  in  some  UniyeiBity  Public  examination,  or  haye 
obtained  a  prise  or  scholarBhip  open  to  general  uniyenrity  competition. 
The  fellowships  are  yacated  by  maniage,  with  the  exception  of  those 
held  by  prc^essors. 

Magdaien. — ^Thirty  fellowships,  open  to  all  persons  (Oxoniaos  and 
Gastahs)  who  haye  passed  the  Final  B  A.,  easamination.  All  the  fellow- 
ships are  yacated  by  marriage. 

Corpus  CJMs^— Fifteen  fellof»ships,  open  to  all  those  who  haye 
passed  the  Final  BA.  examination;  there  are  also  two  prodfaseioaal 
feUowsiiips.  All  fdlowships  yacated  by  niarriage.  Two  fellowships 
may  be  filled  by  election  without  examination,  and  without  any 
restrietam  as  to  marriage — ^if  the  candidates  are  approyed  by  the 
GoUege  said  considared  likely  to  proye  useful  in  educational  work. 

Christ  Olkttno^— Twenty-eight  senior  studentships,  nineteen  being 
derieal  and  nine  lay.  Three  are  termed  Lee's  Beaderships  in 
ChemMryf  Jnatomy,  cmd  Physics.  Lee's  readers  may  marry,  haye  no 
lestrietiCHi  as  to  income,  and  may  be  elected  without  examination. 
Candidates  for  the  other  studentships  must  haye  passed  all 
examinations  for  the  B. A.  degree. 

IVmm^.— Twelye  fellowships,  open  to  all  persons  who  haye  passed 
the  Final  B.A.  These  feUowships  are  yacated  at  the  expiration  of  six 
monihs  after  marriage. 

8L  /oAdi's*— -Ei^^teen  fellowships,  open  to  those  who  haye  passed  the 
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Final  B.A.  ProfesBors  and  Heads  of  Halls  are  alone  exempted  from 
the  necessity  of  vacating  their  fellowships  on  marriage.  Besides  these 
fellowships  there  are  other  four,  tenable  for  fourteen  years,  and  of  the 
annual  yalne  of  about  £180.  They  are  open,  first,  to  the  relations  of 
the  fomider,  Dudley  Fereday,  Esq.,  next  to  natives  of  Staffordshire, 
and  lastly  to  aU  persons. 

Je8ti8. — Thirteen  feUowships.  One  moiety  is  confined  to  Welshmen 
and  natives  of  Monmouthshire — ^the  remaining  moiety  is  open  to  other 
•candidates.  Bachelors  of  Arts  are  alone  eligible  for  the  feUowships. 
These  are  vacated  by  marriage 

Wadham. — Fourteen  feUowshipa.  Candidates  to  have  passed  the 
Final  BA.  As  a  rule,  the  feUowships  cannot  be  held  by  married 
graduates,  but  the  Collie  may  elect  them  provided  they  hold  the 
o£ELce  of  Tutor,  Lecturer,  or  Bursar.  There  are  two  es^i6i^ioiM— <K>ne 
in  Law  and  one  in  Medicine,  tenable  by  fellows. 

Pembroke. — ^Ten  feUowships,  Candidates  to  have  passed  the  Final 
B  A.  Two  are  entitled  Bhefford  Fellows :  one  of  these  must  proceed 
to  the  Bar,  the  other  must  graduate  in  Medicine.  All  the  fellowships 
•are  vacated  by  the  marriage  of  their  holders. 

Worcester. — Thirteen  feUowships.  Candidates  to  have  passed  the 
Final  BA.  The  Eaton  FeUowships  are  tenable  only  by  sons  of 
AngUcan  clergymen  and  not  possessed  of  an  annual  income  exceeding 
£150.  The  feUowships  are  vacated  by  marriage,  with  the  exception  of 
two  tenable  by  professors. 

Her^ord.— Fifteen  feUowships.  Candidates  must  have  passed  the 
Final  BA.  Oxford,  Cambridge,  or  Dublin.  The  majority  are  only 
tenable  by  AngHcans  and  members  of  the  Lrish,  American  and  Colonial 
Episcopal  Churches.  Eleven  can  be  held  by  unmarried  persons  only. 
Two  are  fiUed  by  married  candidates.  Two  are  temporary  and 
unendowed. 

SoJy  Orders  as  a  QudUfieation  for  FeUowships. — ^This  is  imperative 
in  the  foUowing  instances :  University^  two  fellowships ;  BaUiol,  two 
or  three,  according  to  circumstances;  Exeter,  chaplain  feUowship; 
Oriel,  five  (agreement  to  take  Orders  suffices) ;  Lincoln,  every  feUow 
must  take  Orders  within  ten  years  from  his  admission  unless  he 
has  been  elected  to  a  lay  feUowship ;  Brasenose,  six  feUowships; 
Queen's,  nine;  Magdalen,  two-thirds  of  the  feUowships;  Corpus,  six 
feUowships;  Chrisit  Church,  june ;  IWm^,  four;  £(^.  Jo W«,  two-thirds 
of  the  feUowships ;  Jesus,  nine;  Pembroke,  toMv;  TFareeafor,  two-thirds. 
The  value  of  the  above  feUowships  differs  greatly.  With  a  tutorship 
they  range  from  £500  to  £900  per  annum.  There  is  an  advantage  in 
possessing  a  feUowship  other  than  the  immediate  emoluments  received. 
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EellowB  in  Holy  Orders  liave  claimB  in  due  sncoessioii  to  tlie  liTings  in 
the  gift  at  their  College.  Fellows  also,  whether  in  orders  or  not,  take 
part  in  the  goyemment  of  the  ooU^^  to  which  they  are  attaohed.  They 
eccopy  much  the  same  relation  to  the  TJniyersity  as  members  of  the 
City  Oompames  to  the  Municipal  Corporation.  They  are  freemen  of 
the  GoU^e  to  which  they  may  be  attached  (there  being  no  UniversUy 
Fellowships),  and  as  such  they  take  part  in  its  government,  being 
entitled  to  a  Yote  in  the  election  of  collegiate  ojfficers.  As  Fellows 
simply,  they  hold  no  recognised  Uniyersity  rank,  although  their  social 
position  is  unexceptionable;  but  they  alone  are  eligible  for  all  the 
higher  academical  appointments. 

Degrees. 

There  are  fiye  Faculties  at  the  Uniyersity— Arts,  Music,  Law, 
Medicine,  and  Divinity.  Of  these  the  three  latter  are  called 
"Superior"  Faculties,  it  being  requisite  that  candidates  should 
graduate  in  Arts  before  taking  a  medical,  legal,  and  theological  degree. 
Music,  I  am  sony  to  say,  may  be  said  to  exist  on  sufferance  merely. 
Graduation  in  this  Faculty  does  not  confer  the  same  academical  privi- 
leges as  d^:rees  in  other  departments  of  study. 

Arts  Facxtltt. — The  JBacA^Zors^ip.— -Caudidates  must  reside  twelve 
terms  within  the  limits  of  the  University;  this  period  amounts  to 
about  two  years  and  eight  months.  They  must  pass  the  First  and 
Second  PubHc  Examinations.    Fee — £*7  10s. 

The  Masiership. — Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts,  and  have 
commenced  their  twenty-seventh  term  of  standing.  Fee — ^£12,  unless 
the  candidates  be  Bachelors  of  Medicine  or  Civil  Law,  in  which  case  the 
fee  is  £7. 

Civil  Law. — The  Bacheiorehi^, — Candidates  to  be  Bachelors  of 
Arts,  and  to  have  entered  on  their  twenth-seventh  term  of  standing. 
There  is  an  examination  to  be  passed.    Fee — £6  10s. 

The  Doctorate. — Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Civil  Law  of  five 
jears'  standing.  A  dissertation  has  to  be  publicly  read  before  the 
Begins  Professor  of  Civil  Law.    Fee — £40. 

MsDicnnE. — Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts,  and  have  entered 
on  their  twenty-seventh  term  of  standing.  They  must  have  imdergone  a 
four  years'  medical  curriculum  since  passing  the  Second  Public 
examination  in  Arts.  They  must  pass  two  professional  examinations, 
sad  pay  a  fee  amounting  to  £15  10s. 

The  degree  of  Bctchelor  of  Medicine  is  a  legal  qualification  to  practice, 
and  it  may  be  registered  at  the  Medical  Council ;  but  the  University 
itself  does  not  regard  it  as  a  full  qualification  per  ee.     It  is  only  the

Doctorate  which  oceapicB  this  position.  Aocordixigly,  Badielora  of 
Ifedicine  wishing  to  {nraotioe  are  expected  to  apply  for  the  UniTeroity 
license,  which  is  given  them  withont  farther  examination.  The 
distinction  drawn  between  the  priTilQges  of  Bachekyrship  and  the  Doc* 
torate  is  of  course  merely  formal  and  artificial,  and  has,  as  I  have  said, 
no  legal  existence. 

The  Doetoraie.'-^The  candidate  mnst  haye  taken  the  Baohelondiip 
three  years  prerionsly.  A  dissertation  has  to  be  pnblidy  read  in  the 
presence  of  the  Begins  Professor  of  Medicine.  jFW»— £40.  Doctors  of 
the  TJniYendty  are  supposed  to  hare  ipso  facto  the  University  licence  to 
practice  medicine. 

DiYiNiTY. — The  Poc^Zora&ip.— Candidates  mnst  be  Masters  of  Arta 
of  three  years'  standing,  and  mnst  be  priests  of  the  English  Ohorch. 
Two  dissertations  have  to  be  publicly  read  before  the  Begins  Professor 
of  Divinity.    JPe«— £14. 

The  Doctorate, — Candidates  mnst  be  Bachelors  of  Divinity  of  fonr 
years'  standing.  They  mnst  pnblidy  read  and  expoxmd  on  three 
separate  days  three  portions  of  Holy  Scripture.    Fee^-£4/d. 

Accumulation  of  the  deffreee  of  B.D.  and  Djy.-^A  Master  of  Arts 
who  has  completed  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  his  graduation  may 
taJcethe  two  d^^rees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Divinity  at  the  same 
time.  **  In  this  case  he  is  at  Uberty  to  perform  the  exercises  for  either 
of  the  two  degrees,  whichever  he  may  choose.*'  There  is  an  additional 
fee  in  this  case  of  £5. 

Music. — The  Bachelorship, — Candidates  must  be  matriculated 
students  of  the  University.  Besidence  is  not  compulsory.  There  are 
two  examinations  to  be  passed  and  a  piece  of  music  to  be  composed. 
Total  amoimt  of  fees — ^£12. 

The  DoctoraJte, — Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Music  of  five  years*^ 
standing.  There  is  a  written  examination  to  be  passed  and  a  piece  of" 
music  to  be  composed  and  performed  in  public.    Fee— £10. 

Degrees  conferred  in  cibeenUa. 

Bachelors  of  Arts,  Civil  Law,  or  Medicine,  of  Oxford  University,  and 
who  may  be  resident  in  a  British  Colony,  may  be  admitted  tn  abaeiMa 
to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  to  that  of  uioctor  of  Civil  Law,  or  ta 
that  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  or  Divinity,  on  the  following  conditiicms : 
They  must  have  completed  the  requisite  period  of  standing.  If  they^ 
seek  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine,  Civil  Law,  or  Divinity,  they  must 
forward  their  dissertations  or  exercises  to  the  Begins  Professor  of  the 
Faculty  concerned.     They  must  obtain  the  consent  of  their  college  or 
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Iiall  or  that  of  the  BoTsan  of  Unattaohed  Stadents,  as  the  case  may  be. 
If  thej  seek  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Diyinity,  they  must  signify  theii 
assent  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  and  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

Incorporation. 

Members  of  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  and  of  Dublin  may  be 
admitted  into  the  same  status  or  degree  at  the  University  of  Oxford. 

IneorporctHon  of  Undergraduates, — ^Undergradnates  can  count  only 
those  terms  kept  at  their  University,  which  covered  forty-two  days 
actual  residence  in  each  term.  With  the  following  exception  they  are 
exempt  from  no  examinations  whatever:  Previous  Examination  at 
Cambridge  exempts  from  Besponsions. 

IncorporaHon  of  Qraduaiee  in  Arte. — They  mnst  have  resided  for  the 
major  part  of  each  of  nine  terms  at  their  University.  The  consent  of 
the  Hebdomadal  Council  must  be  obtained.  Their  zuunes,  before  being 
admitted  ad  ewndem  gradum,  mnst  be  entered  on  the  books  of  some 
oolite  or  ball. 

IncorporaHon  of  Qraduatee  in  Civil  Law  and  JfecEteifM.— They  most 
have  eitber  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  their  University,  or  have  passed 
the  requisite  examinations  for  the  same.  They  must  have  resided  for 
the  major  part  of  each  of  nine  terms  before  taking  their  first  degree. 
The  consent  of  the  Hebdomadal  Council  has  to  be  obtained.  They 
must  be  of  the  same  standing  and  have  passed  examinations  and  per- 
formed exercises  corresponding  to  those  required  for  the  same  degree 
in  the  University  of  Oxford. 

Incorporation  of  Qraduaies  in  Divinity. — ^They  must  satisfy  the  con- 
ditions incumbent  on  graduates  in  Law  and  Medicine,  and  must  signify 
their  assent  to  the  Prayer  Book  and  Thirty-nine  Articles. 

Exarmnatione  for  Degreee. 

AwTB.-^7!he  Bachelorship. — The  University  does  not  lay  down  a 
mnform  course  for  all  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
but  allows  a  large  amount  of  choice  in  regard  to  the  subjects,  the  time, 
and  the  order  of  the  several  examinations.  There  are  altogether  twelve 
ennnfnatians  in  Arts ;  but  it  is  not  required  that  every  candidate  for 
^  degree  of  B.A.  should  pass  all  of  these.  In  ordinary  cases  four 
—Matriculation,  Besponsions,  First  Public  examination.  Second  Public 
examination— suffice  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  degree.  Besponsions 
are  obligatory  upon  all,  except  those  who  have  passed  either  the  Previous 
examination  at  Cambridge  or  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools'' 
eumination;  they  are  intended  to  serve  as  a  preliminary  test  of  a 
itiidenfs  fitness  to  enter  upon  a  University  course.  They  may  be 
passed  immediately  after  matriculation^  and  although  the  University^ 
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itself  does  not,  in  the  case  either  of  this  or  any  other  pass  examination, 
laj  down  anj  limit  of  time  within  which  they  must  be  passed,  a  definite 
role  on  the  subject  exists  at  most  colleges.  The  First  PubUe  eoMimv 
nation  is  obligatory  npon  all,  bnt  a  student  has  the  choice  of  returning 
his  name  either  as  an  ordinary  candidate  or  as  a  candidate  for  Classical 
Honours.  There  is  also  an  examination  for  Honours  in  Mathematics, 
which  IB  altogether  optional,  and  does  not  count  as  one  of  the  ex- 
aminations necessary  for  a  degree.  The  Second  Public  jExamina- 
tion  consists  of  two  parts :  (a)  The  examination  in  the  Rudiments 
of  Faith  and  Religion,  or  in  the  matter  substituted  therefor,  is  uni- 
formly obligatory  upon  all.  (&)  The  other  part  of  the  examination 
is  subdivided  into  seven  schools,  of  which,  though  a  student  may 
combine  as  many  as  he  pleases,  no  student  is  required  to  pass  more 
than  one.  These  schools  are:  (a)  The  Pass  School;  (6)  The  Honour 
School  of  Litersd  Humaniores ;  (c)  The  Honour  School  of  Mathematics ; 
((2)  The  Honour  School  of  ITatural  Science;  (e)  The  Honour  School  of 
Jurisprudence ;  (/)  The  Honour  School  of  Modem  Histoiy ;  (g)  The 
Honour  School  of  Theology.  The  conditions  under  which  candidates 
are  eligible  for,  and  under  which  certificates  are  given  in  the  several 
examinations,  are  mentioned  below : 

Resfonsions. — ^The  examination  is  held  three  times  yearly:  in 
December,  Lent,  and  the  second  week  before  Commemoration.  AU 
mairiculated  undergraduatea  are  eligible  for  examination.  Candidates 
must  give  a  week's  notice  to  the  Junior  Proctor  of  their  intention  to 
present  themselves,  and  must,  at  the  time  of  doing  so,  mention  the 
books,  &c,  in  which  they  wish  to  be  examined.  Fee — £1.  Siibjects  of 
egsamimaMon :  These  are  five  in  number,  and  the  candidate  must  pass  in 
each;  failure  in  any  one  involves  rejection:  1.  Algebra  —  addition, 
subtraction,  multiplication,  division,  greatest  common  measure,  least 
•common  multiple,  fractions,  extraction  of  square  root,  simple  equa- 
tions, containing  one  or  two  unknown  quantities,  and  problems  produc- 
ing such  equations ;  or,  G^metry,  books  i.  and  iL,  including  riders. 
2.  Arithmetic  (Hensley's  "Scholars'  Arithmetic"  recommended);  3. 
Greek  and  Latin  Grammar--Candidates  must  be  able  to  parse,  and 
have  an  elementary  knowledge  of  syntax ;  4  Translation  from  English 
into  Latin  Prose;  hooks  recommended,  Bradley's  "Lessons  in  Latin 
Prose,"  Kennedy's  "  Curriculum  Stili  Latini,"  and  Sargent's  "  Easy 
Passages  for  Translation  into  Latin  Prose ;  5.  One  Greek  and  one  Latin 
author  at  the  candidate's  choice.  The  following  are  those  usually 
selected:  Homer  —  five  consecutive  books,  ^schylus  —  two  of  the 
following  plays :  Agamemnon,  Ohoephorsa,  Eimienides,  Prom.  Yinctus, 
Sept.  oont.  Thebas.    Sophocles— two  plays.     Euripides— two  of  the 
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Heooba^  Medea^  Aloestu,  Oresfces,  "PhaoDaaaa,  Hippolytm, 
BttcdaB,  AristopliaiieB— two  of  tlie  foUowimg:  Thebes,  Bbxlsb,  Acliar- 
nenses.  ThnojdicleB — ^twt>  conseciitiTe  books.  Xenoplion — Anabmria, 
lour  oonseontiye  books.  Demosthenes— Philippics  and  Oljnthiacs; 
ifcehinna— In  Ctesiphontem.  Yirgil—- (1)  The  Bucolics,  with  three 
«QnaeeatiYe  books  of  the  iBneid ;  or  (2)  The  Qeorgios ;  or  (3)  Five  eon- 
•eeofciTe  books  of  the  jShieid.  Honboe — (1)  Three  books  of  the  Odes 
(eoanting  tiie  Bpodes  as  a  book  of  the  Odes),  together  with  either  a 
book  of  the  Satires,  or  a  book  of  the  E|n8tles>  or  De  Arte  Poetica ; 
or  (2)  the  Satires,  with  De  Arte  P6etioa;  or  (3)  the  Epistles  with 
De  Arte  Poetica;  Jurenal — the  whole,  except  Satires  ii.,  vi,  and 
ix.;  IAtj — two  consecutive  books,  taken  either  from  books  i — v.  or 
zzL — ^zxT. ;  OsBsar— De  Bello  GUIioo,  four  oonsecntive  books ;  Sallost 
-— Bdlnm  Gatilinarinm,  and  Jagnrthinnm ;  Oicero — (1)  The  first  three 
^iDippios ;  or  (2)  De  Semectnte  and  De  Amieitia ;  or  (3)  four  Oatiline 
Ontkms,  with  the  Oration  Pro  Archia. 

FissT  Public  Examihation.— This  may  be  taken  as  a  simple  Pass, 
or  as  an  Honomrs  examination  in  Classics  only.*  The  Honours  papers 
are  totally  distinct  from  the  Pass.    {See  Addenda.) 

Pom  Only. — It  is  held  twice  yearly — (1)  in  Easter  or  Trinity  term, 
and  (2)  in  Michaelmas  term.  Candidates  must  have  entered  upon  the 
fourth  term  of  standing ;  or,  under  certain  circumstances,  their  third 
term.  They  must  have  passed  one  of  the  following  examinations : 
Besponaiona,  Cambridge  Previous  examination,  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge Schools  examination,  including  Latin,  Greek,  and  Mathematics. 
They  must  give  six  days'  notice  of  their  wish  to  be  examined,  and  must 
pay  a  fee  of  £1  lOs.  They  are  required  to  state,  at  the  same  time,  the 
books  and  subjects  (when  optional)  they  select.  If  a  candidate  has  a 
eoDBcientious  objection  to  be  examined  in  the  Gospels,  he  can,  on  giving 
valid  reasons,  obtain  leave  to  substitute  another  book  in  their  place. 

S^eeU  of  BttaminaUon.'^FiYe  in  number,  and  candidates  must  pass 
ineac^one:  1.  Fowr  OospeiU  in  Chreek.  Candidates  objecting  to  be 
enmined  in  the  Gospels  are  allowed  to  choose  instead  one  of  the 
books  (Greek)  given  below.  2.  Logic  or  MixihematieB,  Books  recom- 
msttded :  f  owler^s  ''  Elements  of  Deductive  Logic,"  and  the  first  five 
Raptors  ol  Fowler's  "Elements  of  Inductive  Logic"  (omitting  the 
sections  on  Classification,  Nomenclature,  and  Terminology,  and  the 
notes  appended  at  the  end  of  each  chapter),  and  Jevons'  "  Elementaiy 
Lessons  in  Logic."  In  Algebra  candidates  are  expected  to  be 
aequainted   with   the  first  four   rules   (including   simple   irrational

liable  to  be  changed  from  year  to  year;  (3)  an  Honours  examination 
— (fifee  Ai>DBNDA)-rin  six  different  schools — ^litersB  Humaniores,  Mathe* 
matics.  Natural  Science,  Jurisprudence,  Modem  History,  Theology. 
Candidates  obtaining  honours  in  any  one  of  these  schools  are  con- 
sidered to  have  passed  the  Second  Public  examination,  provided  they 
hare  satisfied  the  examiners  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and  Religion, 
or  the  matters  allowed  to  be  substituted  for  these. 

Candidates  for  the  examination  in  Faith  and  Religion,  or  in  the 
matters  which  may  be  substituted  for  this,  must  haye  commenced 
their  twelfth  term  of  standing.  Candidates  who  seek  honours  must 
be  of  the  same  standing  as  the  above.  No  undergraduate  is  allowed  to 
attend  an  honours  examination  after  the  expiration  of  sixteen  terms 
from  matriculation, ''  unless  he  has  been  classed  in  some  other  school 
of  the  Second  Public  examination,  in  which  case  he  may  be  admitted 
up  to  the  twentieth  term  indusively." 

Candidates  are  admitted  to  the  Pass  examination  in  any  term 
following  the  one  in  which  they  passed  the  First  Public  examination. 
The  feee  for  the  Second  Public  examination  are:  For  Faith  and 
Religion,  or  substituted  matters,  £1 ;  for  each  of  the  subjects  of  the

There  are  two  ezamixiationB :  the  first  is  on  Harmon  j  and  Counter- 
point, and  is  both  viva  voce  and  written ;  the  second  examination  com* 
prises  the  Composition  of  a  piece  of  Music  in  fiye-part  Harmony,  witb 
an  accompaniment  for  at  least  five  stringed  instruments,  and  a  written 
and  viva  voce  examination  in :  (1)  Hannony ;  (2)  Counterpoint,  in  not 
more  than  fiye  parts ;  (3)  Canon,  Imitation,  &c.;  (4)  Fugues;  (5)  Form 
in  Composition;  (6)  Musical  History;  (7)  A  Critical  Knowledge  of 
the  full  scores  of  certain  works  which  are  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Professor  of  Music,  and  notified  in  the  "Uniyersity 
Grazette."  The  texU'hoohs  which  are  recommended  for  the  examination 
(J  are  Oaxley's  "Treatises  on  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  and  Form  in 
Music^  Berlioz  or  Kastner  "  On  Instrumentation,"  and  either 
Bumey's  or  Hawkins'  "History  of  Music."  The  examination  is 
conducted  partly  in  writing,  partly  viva  voce. 

Esepenees. 

A  student  residing  at  a  college  or  hall  can  with  economy  graduate  as 
B.A.  at  a  cost  of  £300.  This  includes  board,  lodging,  and  washing 
during  times  of  residence ;  tuition  and  fees,  &c.,  clothes,  books,  railway 
fares,  and  cost  of  liying  in  the  yacations  are  not  included.

Uniyebsity  of  Cambbidge. 

None  of  the  colleges  of  the  Uniyersity  are  open  to  women.  Two 
establishments,  one  in  Cambridge,  at  Newnham,  the  other  at  Girton — 
haye  been  built  for  female  students,  and  they  under  certain  conditions 
are  admitted  to  the  Uniyersity  examinations. 

There  is  no  entrance  examination  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Cambridge. 

Plan  of  ExaminaHofu  for  the  Ordinary  BJL.  Degree,

Mtuter  of  Arts, — ^There  is  no  examination  for  this  degree.  Candi- 
dates must  have  obtained  the  Bachelorship.    The  presentation  of  a 

thesis  is  required. 

FacuUy  of  Divimty, 

A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  must  be  a  Master 
of  Arts  of  seven  years'  standing.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
ol  Dimity  must  be  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity  of  not  less  than  five  years' 
standing. 

BeguUstians  for  BJD.  and  D.D.  Degrees.-^A  Master  of  Arts  proceeding 
to  the  Bachelor's  degpree  in  Divinity  must  read  a  thesis  before  the 
UniTenity  or  have  an  original  dissertation  printed,  and  present  copies 
to  the  University.  A  written  examination  has  to  be  passed  on  subjects 
comieeted  with  the  dissertation,  as  well  as  on  other  subjects  in  the 
fWnlty  of  a  more  general  nature.  A  Bachelor  of  Divinity  proceeding 
to  the  Doctorate  must  print  an  original  dissertation  and  present  it  to 
the  authorities. 

FacuUy  of  Law, 

A  candidate  for  the  Bachelorship  in  Law  may  take  it  at  the  same 
time  as  the  ordinazy  B.A.  The  Law  Tripos  examination  has  to 
he  passed,  which  "  Idlls  two  birds  with  one  stone,"  that  is,  it  answers 
for  the  special  B.A.  and  the  Legal  examination  for  the  LL.B. 

A  Bachelor  of  Law  may  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Law  any  time 
after  the  completion  of  tlu<ee  year?  from  his  inauguration.  Masters  of 
Law  of  five  years'  standing  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Iaw  by  publicly  reading  a  thesis. 

Music, 

'So  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  the  Mus.  Bac  degree  unless  he — 
(a)  Have  passed  the  Previous  examinaton;  (b)  Produce  evidence  of 
having  passed  the  Senior  Local  Examination  of  the  University  in  the 
following  subjects:  English  Grammar  and  Arithmetic;  any  two  of 
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the  following — ^English  History,  Geography,  a  work  of  some  standard 
English  writer,  Political  Economy,  English  Oomposition ;  one  of  the 
foUowing^-Latin,  Greek,  French,  Geiman,  Euclid,  Algebra.  EaiUn^ 
eTidence  of  having  passed  one  of  the  ahoTe  examinations,  the  candidate 
mnst  show  that  he  has  passed  the  Higher  Local  Examination  of  the 
Uniyersity  or  that  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination 
Board. 

The  Musical  eaaaminaiion  itself  consists  of  three  parts,  and  no 
candidate  is  admissible  to  the  second  or  third  part  imtil  he  has  qualified 
in  the  previons  part  or  parts.  The  ^8^  pcnrt :  A  preliminary  examina- 
tion in  Acoustics,  Counterpoint,  and  Harmony.  This  examination 
resembles  the  special  test  in  Music  given  for  the  BA.  degree.  The 
second  part:  The  exercise,  a  composition  on  a  sacred  or  a  secular 
subject,  written  for  the  occasion,  occupying  about  twenty  minutes  in 
performance,  and  fulfilling  the  following  conditions :  (a)  That  it  com- 
jHrise  some  portion  for  a  solo  voice,  and  some  portion  for  a  chorus  of 
five  real  vocal  parts ;  (h)  That  it  comprise  some  specimens  of  canon 
and  of  fugue ;  (c)  That  the  whole  have  an  accompaniment  for  a  band 
of  bowed  instruments  (only),  with  or  without  organ.  The  third  pcurt : 
A  more  advanced  examination  in — (1)  Counterpoint,  in  not  more  than 
five  parts;  (2)  Harmony;  (3)  Canon  in  two  parts;  (4)  Fugue  in  two 
parts,  especially  as  to  the  relation  of  subject  answers;  (5)  Form  in 
Composition,  as  exemplified  in  the  sonata ;  (6)  The  Pitch  and  Quality 
of  the  Stops  of  the  Organ ;  (7)  Such  knowledge  of  the  Quality,  Pitch, 
and  Compass  of  Orchestral  Instruments  as  is  necessary  for  reading 
from  Score;  (8)  The  Analysis  of  some  Classical  Composition,  both 
with  regard  to  Harmony  and  Form,  the  name  of  which  is  announced 
by  the  examiners  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  examination ; 
(9)  The  playing  at  sight  from  Figured  Bars  and  from  Score.  The 
examination  is  both  written  and  viva  voce. 

Doctor  of  Music. — ^For  the  degree  of  Mus.  D.  a  candidate  is  required : 
(1)  To  write  an  exerdse ;  and  (2)  To  pass  an  examination.  (1)  The 
exercise  must  be  a  composition  on  a  sacred  or  a  secular  subject  written 
for  the  occasion,  occupying  about  forty  minutes  in  performance,  and 
fulfilling  the  following  conditions :  a.  That  it  comprise  some  portion 
for  one  or  more  solo  voices,  and  some  portion  for  a  chorus  of  eight 
real  vocal  parts ;  h.  That  it  comprise  some  specimens  of  canon  and  of 
fugue ;  c.  That  it  comprise  an  instrumental  overture  or  an  interlude,  in 
the  form  of  a  first  movement  of  a  symphony  or  a  sonata;  d,  That  the 
whole  (except  some  single  piece  be  for  voices  alone)  have  an  accompani- 
ment for  a  full  band.  The  subjects  of  the  eoumnation  are :  (1)  Counter- 
point in  not  more  than  eight  parts ;  (2)  The  highest  branches  of  Har- 
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mmj ;  (3)  Oaaon  of  Tarioiis  kinds  in  not  more  thanfoor  p«rtB ;  (4)  Fugue 
and  Doable  Fugue  in  not  more  than  four  parts ;  (5)  Form  in  Compoei* 
tion;  (6)  Instrumentation  and*  Scoring  of  Chamber  and  Orohestral 
Music;  (7)  The  analysis  of  some  Classical  Composition,  the  name  of 
which  is  announced  beforehand;  (8)  The  Art  of  Music  historically 
ooQsideied.

Uniyebsitt  of  London. 

If  after  payment  of  a  fee  for  any  examination  at  the  Uniyersity  of 
London,  the  candidate  fails  to  pass  or  does  not  present  himself,  the 
fee  will  not  be  returned,  but  he  will  be  allowed  to  present  himself  for 
one  subsequent  examination  without  extra  fee  provided  he  give  notice 
of  his  intention  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  examination.  In 
the  case  of  the  examination  for  the  Doctorate  in  Science,  which  takes 
place  in  June,  notice  must  be  given  not  later  than  the  preceding  1st 
of  April.  In  the  case  of  the  Doctorate  in  Laws,  for  which  the  exami- 
nation takes  place  in  January,  such  notice  must  be  given  not  later 
than  the  preceding  15th  of  December. 

Candidates  for  the  Final  B A.  examination  are  allowed  three  trials 
in  all.  The  same  rule  applies  to  the  First  and  Second  examinations 
for  the  degree  of  Mus.  B. 

Instructions  to  Candidates, 
Candidates  are  thus  instructed : 

Fees  should  not  be  sent  by  post. 

Candidates  entering  their  namee  for  the  examination  for  the  first  time  shonld 
on  no  Moonnt  send  a  noiioe  of  entry  to  the  Begistntr  nnaooompanied  by  the 
requisite  doonment  giving  proof  of  age.  No  candidate,  however  old,  is  admitted 
to  the  ftiamination  without  the  prodnoHon  of  snoh  a  doonment. 
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A  Mrtifioate  muBt  in  aU  omm  be  ftooompaaied  bj  ft  letter  itfttniff  that  the 
penon  to  whom  it  reUtes  wishes  to  enter  for  the  ezftminfttion. 

The  age  of  a  oftndidate  with  regard  to  entry  is  reckoned  from  the  first  day  of 
the  sereral  ezaminfttions,  that  day  being  oompnted,  to  fall  as  late  as  the  regn* 
kdiions  win  possibly  allow.  The  two  dates,  in  the  ease  of  the  Matrionlation 
enminfttiansy  are  Jannaiy  14th  and  Jnne  2lBt.  Candidates  who  eompUte  their 
tmieeiidh  year  on  either  of  those  dates  will  therefore  be  admissible  to  the 
Jsnnazy  or  the  June  examination,  as  the  ease  may  be ;  bnt  no  further  extension 
of  time  will  be  allowed. 

Notioe  of  entry  should  not  be  sent  earlier  than  six  weeks  before  the  oom- 
menoement  of  the  examinaation. 

The  fan  marks  obtainable  at  the  Matrionlation  examination  are  2,800.  Of 
theae  2,000  qnalify  for  a  prize,  1,800  for  Honours,  and  1,400  for  the  First 
There  is  no  regnlation  fixing  the  number  of  marks  required  for  ft 
No  fnrtil&er  details  as  to  the  marking  at  this  or  other  examinations  oan 
befnmished. 

ThB  Examination  Papers  of  past  examinations  are  not  published  separately^ 
but  the  Papers  of  the  prerious  aoademioal  year  are  printed  in  the  UniTersity 
Oslendftr  of  the  onrrent  year,  which  is  issued  annually  at  the  beginning  of 
April,  and  is  to'be  obtained  of  the  publishers,  Messrs.  Taylor  and  Francis,  of 
Bed  Lion-eofurt,  Fleet-street,  £.0.    (Prioe  4s.) 

MaJtriculcMon. 

Oasdidates  for  any  degree  in  this  Uniyersitj  (except  graduates  in 
Arts  in  the  XJniyersity  of  either  Sydney  or  Melbourne)  must  have 
passed  the  Matriculation  examination.  No  exemption  from  this  rule 
18  allowed  on  account  of  degrees  obtained  or  examinations  passed  at 
any  other  than  the  aboTe-named  universities. 

Every  person  entering  upon  articles  of  clerkship  to  an  attorney 
matriculating  in  the  First  Division  is  entitled  to  exemption  from  one 
yearns  service. 

This  and  all  other  examinations  of  the  University  of  London,  to- 
gether with  the  prizes,  exhibitions,  scholarships,  and  medals  depending 
upon  tbem,  are  open  to  women  upon  exactly  the  same  conditions  as 
to  men. 

There  are  two  examinations  for  Matriculation*  in  each  year;  one 
eommencing  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  and  the  other  on  the 
third  Monday  in  June. 

No  candidate  is  admitted  to  the  Matriculation  examination  unless  be 
has  produced  a  certificate  showing  that  be  has  completed  his  sixteenth

A  fee  of  £2  is  payable  at  Matriculation.  The  examination  is  con- 
ducted by  means  of  printed  papers;  but  the  examiners  ore  not 
precluded  from  putting,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  competence 
of  the  candidate  to  pass,  vvo&  voce  questions  to  any  candidate  in  ihe 
subjects  in  which  they  are  appointed  to  examine. 

Candidates  will  not  be  approved  by  the  examiners  unless  they  have 
shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  each  of  the  following  subjects, 
according  to  the  details  specified  under  the  several  heads :  (1)  Latin ; 
(2)  Any  two  *  of  the  following  languages :  (a)  Greek,  (6)  French,  (c) 
German,  and  (d)  either  Sanskrit  or  Arabic  f;  (3)  The  English 
Language,  English  History,  and  Modem  Geography ;  (4)  Mathematics; 
(5)  Natural  Philosophy ;  (6)  Chemistry.

The  paper  in  Greek  oontai&s  passages  to  be  tnmslated  into  English,  with  ques- 
tions in  grammar,  and  with  questions  in  Hiatovy  and  Qeography  azisiag  out  of 
the  subjects  of  the  book  selected.  Short  and  easy  passages  an  also  set  for 
translation  from  other  books  not  so  selected.  French  :  The  paper  in  Frendh 
coataius  passages  for  tnnalation  into  English,  and  questions  in  Qrammar, 
limited  to  the  aooideaoe.  Oerman  :  The  pM>tf  in  German  contains  passages  for 
tranalation  into  Engliah,  and  queationa  in  grammar,  limited  (except  when 
German  ia  taken  aa  an  altematire  for  Greek)  to  the  aoddenoe.

On  Monday  morning,  at  nine  o'clock,  in  tlie  week  next  but  two  after 
the  examination,  the  examiners  publish  a  list  of  the  candidates  who 
have  passed,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  And  on  the  Monday 
morning  next  following,  at  nine  o'clock,  the j  publish  a  list  of  the  candi- 
dates who  have  passed,  arranged  in  three  divisions ;  in  the  Honouis 
Division  in  the  order  of  proficiency;  in  the  First  and  Second  DivisionB,. 
in  alphabetical  order.* 

A  Pass  certificate,  signed  by  the  Registrar,  is  deUTered  to  each  candi- 
date who  may  apply  for  it,  after  the  report  of  the  Examiners  has  been 
approved  by  the  Senatcf 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Examiners,  any  candidates  in  the  Honours- 
Division  of  not  more  than  twenty  years  of  age  at  the  commencement 
of  the  examination  shall  possess  sufficient  merit,  the  first  among  such 
candidates  will  receive  an  exhibition  of  £30  per  annum  for  the  next 
two  years ;  the  second  an  exhibition  of  £20  per  annum  for  the  next  two 
years ;  and  the  third  an  exhibition  of  £15  per  annum  for  the  next  two 
years;  such  exhibitions  to  be  payable  in  quarterly  instalments,  pro- 
vided that  on  receiving  each  instalment  the  exhibitioner  shall  dedare 
his  intention  of  presenting  himself  either  at  the  two  examinations  for 
B.A.,  or  at  the  two  examinations  for  B.Sc.,  or  at  the  First  LLJB. 
examination,  or  at  the  Preliminary  Scientific  and  Frrst  M.B.  examina- 
tions, within  three  academical  years ;(  from  the  time  of  his  passing  the 
Matriculation  examination. 

Under  the  same  circumstances,  the  fourth  among  such  caadidates- 
will  receive  a  prize  to  the  value  of  £10  in  books,  philosophical  instru- 
ments, or  money;  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  each  ajmse  to  the  value  of 
£5  in  books,  philosophical  instruments,  or  money. 

Any  candidate  who  may  obtain  a  place  in  the  Honours  Division  at  the 
Matriculation  examination  in  January  is  admissible  to  the  First  B  A. 
or  to  the  First  B.Sc.  examination  in  the  following  July.

Gandidatea  wiahing  to  be  examined  at  any  provincial 
centre  mnat  give  notice  of  entry  (naming  the  centre  they  aelect,  and 
incloaing  their  certificatea  of  birth)  to  the  Begiertrar  of  the  Uniyeraity 
of  London,  who  will  make  all  neceaaary  anrangementa. 

A  fee,  varying  from  £1  to  £S^  is  uanally  charged  by  the  local 
anthoritiea,  in  additlcm  to  the  TJniveraity  fee.

ExaminaHon  for  Honours, — Any  candidate  who  has  passed  the 
Second  B.Sc.  examination,  and  has  not  preyionsly  passed  the  Second

shall  haye  gone  through  the  Pass  examination  in  the  corresponding 
subject  or  subjects  immediately  before.  And  any  Bachelor  of  Arts 
who  has  passed  the  Second  B.Sc.  examination  may,  under  the  same 
conditions,  be  examined  for  Honours  in  one  or  more  of  the  aboye- 
ineationed  subjects ;  unless  he  haye  preyiously  obtained  a  scholarship 
^  the  Second  B.A.  examination  in  either  of  the  first  two  of  those 
subjects,  in  which  case  he  shall  not  be  admissible  to  the  examination 
lor  Honours  in  that  subject. 

Doctor  of  Science  (D.fifc). 

The  examination  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  takes  place 
uuraaUy  within  the  first  twenty-one  days  of  June,  and  the  examination 
in  each  branch  occupies  four  days.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  the 
cz&omiation  for  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  until  after  the  expiration  of  two 
Sfiademical  years  from  the  time  of  his  obtaining  the  degree  of  B.Sc. 
in  this  Uniyersity ;  unless  he  shall  haye  passed  the  Second  B.Sc. 
lamination  in  the  First  Diyision  at  least  two  academical  years 
subsequently  to  haying  passed  the  First  B.Sc.  examination,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  Doctor

or  othar  work  (whether  written  in  view  o£  hia  eandidainre,  or  prerioiialj 
pnbUahed,  or  already  aooepted  by  one  of  the  Learned  Soeietiea),  treating 
aflientifloally  a  anbjeofc  or  part  of  a  anbjeot  oompriaed  within  any  one  of  theae 
Sixteen  Branehea  of  Soienoe,  and  embodying  the  reanlta  of  hia  inToatigation, 
or  ahowing  eridenoe  of  hia  own  work,  whether  baaed  on  the  diaoovery  of  now 
faota  obaerred  by  himaelf,  or  of  new  relatione  of  faota  obaerred  by  others.

— Greek  Prose — ^Translation, 
Betranslation ;  Latin  Prose — Translation,  Betranslation ;  Analysis  of  any  of  the 
subjects  selected  for  examiiuktion ;  Original  Composition  upon  questioas  arising 
ont  of  the  Classical  Authors  selected  for  examination.  The  paper  in  Classioft 
shall  contain  passages  of  the  ancient  Authors  to  be  translated  into  English,  and 
passages  of  English  to  be  translated  into  Latin  and  Greek.  The  papers  shall 
also  contain  questions  in  Grammar,  History,  and  G^graphy. 

In  the  course  of  tbe  week  following  the  examination  the  examiners 
publish  a  test-class  list. 

Candidates  for  Honours  in  Mental  and  Moral  Science  are  examined 
in  the  following  subjects :  Names,  Notions,  and  Propositions ;  Syllo- 
gism; Induction  and  subsidiary  operations;  the  Senses;  the  In- 
tellect ;  the  Emotions ;  the  Will ;  the  Theory  of  Ethics. 

Oandidates  for  Honours  in  Frencb  or  in  Qerman  are  tested  as 
to  their  power  of  maintaining  a  conversation  in  the  language  they 
select ;  in  regard,  on  the  one  hand,  to  their  ready  comprehension  of 
questions  addressed  to  them  by  the  examiners,  and,  on  the  other,  to 
the  intelligibility  and  grammatical  correctness  of  their  replies ;  and  no- 
candidate  who  fails  to  pass  this  portion  of  the  examination  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  examiners  shaJl  be  placed  in  the  First  Glass. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  any  candidate  of  not  more  than 
twent j-three  years  of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pass  examina- 
tion, who  shall  have  passed  either  the  Second  BwA.  examination  or  the 
Second  B.Sc.  examination,  possess  sufficient  merit,  the  candidiite 
who  distinguishes  himself  the  most  of  all  the  candidates  who  have- 
passed  either  of  the  said  examinations,  and  who  were  not  more- 
than  twenty-three  years  of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pass 
examination,  in  Mathematics,  and  the  candidate  who  distinguishes 
himself  the  most  of  all  the  candidates  who  have  passed  either 'of' 
the  said  examinations,  and  who  were  not  more  than  twenty-three  years 
of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pass  examination,  in  Menial  and 
Moral  Science^  each  receives  fifty  pounds  per  annum  for  the  next 
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three  jears,  with  the  style  of  UniTerait  j  Scholar ;  it  being  intended 
that  (me  scholarship  shall  be  given  in  each  case  among  all  the  candi- 
dates, althoagh  some  of  such  candidates  may  have  passed  the  Second 
BA.  examination  and  others  the  Second  B.Sc.  examination. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  any  candidate  of  not  more  than 
twenty-three  years  of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pass  examina- 
tion, who  shall  have  passed  the  Second  B.A.  examination,  possess 
sufficient  merit,  the  candidate  who  distinguishes  himself  the  most 
of  those  who  were  not  more  than  twenty-three  years  of  age  at  the 
Gommencement  of  the  Pass  examination,  in  Cktuies,  receives  £50 
per  annnm  for  the  next  three  years,  with  the  style  of  University 
Scholar. 

Under  the  same  circnmstances,  the  candidate  who  distingmshee 
himself  the  most  of  those  who  were  not  more  than  twenty-three  years 
of  age  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pass  examination,  in  French,  and 
the  candidate  who  distinguishes  himself  the  most  of  those  who  were 
not  more  than  twenty-three  years  of  age  at  the  commencement  of 
the  Pass  examination,  in  Qerman,  each  receives  a  prize  to  the 
Tafaie  of  £15  in  books  or  money. 

Master  of  Arts  (M,A,). 

The  examination  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  takes  plaoe  once 
m  each  year,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  Jnne.  No  candidate 
is  admitted  to  the  examination  until  after  the  expiration  of  one 
academical  year  from  the  time  of  his  obtaining  the  degree  of  B. A.  in 
this  University ;  nor  is  any  candidate  admitted  unless  he  have  given 
notice  to  the  BrOgistrar  at  least  fourteenh  days  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  exammation,  nor  unless  he  have  shown  evidence  of 
having  completed  his  twentieth  year.  The  fee  for  this  examination  is 
£10,  to  be  previously  paid  to  the  Registrar.  The  examination  is 
eonducted  by  means  of  printed  papers;  but  the  examiners  may  put 
viva  voce  questions.  The  examination  is  in  one  or  more  of  the  following 
hnnches  of  knowledge:  I.  Classics;  II.  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Philosophy;  IH.  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  Political  Philosophy, 
Hiatoiy  of  Philosophy,  Political  Economy.  No  candidate  will  be 
approved  unless  he  have  shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  one  of  these 
blanches. 

The  examination  in  Classics  shall  include  the  following  subjects : 
The  Greek  and  Latin  Classic  Authors ;  Prose  Composition  in  Greek, 
Latin,  and  English ;  Ancient  History,  and  the  History  of  Europe  to 
the  end  of  the  Eighteenth  Century. 

The  examination  in  Maihemaiies  and  Naiural  Philosophy  includes

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the  Honours  subjects  of  the  seoond  BJL  examination,  and  also  the 
following:  Definite  Integrals;  Finite  Differences;  Theory  of  Pro- 
bability ;  Physical  Afltronomy ;  Sound ;  Physical  Optics. 

The  examination  in  Branch  III.  includes  the  following  subjects :

POLITIOAL  EcoNOirr. 

The  ezaminatioBB  in  Politicsl  Philoaophy  and  History  of  Philosophy  are  here 
set  for  1882.    They  srs  Taxied  horn  year  to  year. 

The  candidates  who  pass  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  examiners  are 
arranged  in  the  order  of  proficiency.  A  certificate  is  delivered  at  the 
Public  Presentation  for  Degrees  to  each  candidate  who  has  passed. 

If  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  any  candidate  evince  sufficient 
merit,  the  candidate  who  distinguishes  himself  the  most  in  Branch 
I.,  the  candidate  who  distinguishes  himself  the  most  in  Branch  IL, 
and  the  candidate  who  distinguishes  himself  the  most  in  Branch  UI., 
each  reoeiyes  a  gold  medal  of  the  value  of  £20;  and  if  the  same 
candidate  distingpiish  himself  the  most  in  two  or  all  of  the  said 
branches,  he  receives  a  gold  medal  in  right  of  each  branch  in  which  he 
so  distinguishes  himself. 

Under  the  same  circumstances,  the  candidate  who  disting^uiahee 
himself  the  most  in  PoUtical  Economy  receives  a  prize  of  books*  to 
the  value  of  £16,  provided  that  he  has  satisfied  the  examiners  in  the 
other  subjects  of  the  M. A.  Branch  III.  examination. 

Doctor  of  LUerature  {D.LU,), 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature  are  required  to 
have  obtained  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  this  University,  and  to  pass  two 
subsequent  examinations.  Nevertheless,  Masters  of  Arts  in  this 
University  who  have  taken  their  degree  in  Branch  I.  are  admitted  to 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature  after  passing  the  second  of  the  two 
examinations  only. 

First  DJAt.  Examinaiion.  —  The  First  D.Lit.  examination  takes 
place  once  in  each  year,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  in  June.  No 
candidate  is  admitted  until  after  the  expiration  of  one  academical  year 
from  the  time  of  his  obtaining  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  this  University,  nor

Second  DJM,  ExanUnaHon. — ^The  Second  D.Lit.  examination  takes 
place  onoe  in  each  year,  commencing  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December. 
No  candidate  is  admitted  to  this  examination  within  one  academical 
year  of  the  time  of  his  passing  either  the  First  D.Lit.  examination  or 
the  M.A.  examination  in  Branch  I.,  nor  unless  he  have  given  notice  of 
Ids  intention  to  the  Begistrar  on  or  before  the  1st  of  July.

The  examination  shall  be  conducted  entirely 
hj  means  of  printed  papers,  and  occupies  three  days,  of  which  the  first 
is  devoted  to  the  English  Language,  Literature,  and  History ;  and  is 
held  in  the  morning  from  ten  to  one,  and  in  the  afternoon  from  three  to 
six.  In  the  course  of  the  following  week  the  examiners  publish  a  list 
of  the  candidates  who  have  passed,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  A 
certificate  is  delivered  at  the  Public  Presentation  for  Degrees  to  each 
candidate  who  has  passed.

No  question  may  be  put  to  any  candidate 
bearing  upon  any  doctrinal  point  disputed  between  Christians  and 
Christians ;  and  no  question  may  be  so  put  as  to  require  an  expres- 
sion of  religious  belief  on  the  part  of  the  candidate.  No  answer  or 
translation  given  by  any  candidate  may  be  objected  to  on  the  ground 
of  its  expressing  any  peculiarity  of  doctrinal  views. 

First  Examincdion. — No  candidate  is  admitted  to  this  examination 
unless  he  shall  have  previously  passed  the  Second  Examination  for 
the  degree  of  B.A.  in  this  University. 

The  examination  is  in  the  following  subjects  :  1.  The  Hebrew  Text 
of  the  Book  of  Gtoesis ;  2.  The  Greek  Text  of  the  Qospel  of  St.  Luke ; 
3.  Paley's  Evidences,  Butler's  Analogy ;  4.  Scripture  History.  Candi- 
dates who  have  shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  any  two  out  of  the 
four  subjects  are  approved  by  the  examiners ;  but  no  candidate  is 
placed  in  the  First  Class  unless  he  has  shown  a  competent  know- 
ledge in  either  the  Hebrew  Text  or  the  Greek  Text. 

Fwrther  Examination, — ^No  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  this 
examination  unless  he  has  passed  the  First  examination  at  least 
two  years  previously. 

The  examvnabion  is  in  the  following  subjects :  1.  The  Hebrew  Text 
of  one  of  the  larger  or  two  of  the  smaller  Historical  Books,  and  of  one  of 
the  larger  or  two  of  the  smaller  Prophetical  or  Poetical  Books  of  the  Old 
Testament ;  2.  The  Greek  Text  of  one  of  the  Historical  Books,  and  of 
one  of  the  larger  or  of  two  of  the  smaller  Epistles  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment; 3.  The  Evidences  of  the  Christian  Religion ;  4.  Biblical  History^ 
including  the  History  of  the  Books  of  Scripture,  with  general  questions 
on  Biblical  Criticism  and  the  Principles  of  Interpretation.  Candidates 
who  have  shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  any  three  out  of  the  four 
subjects  of  examination  are  approved  by  the  examiners.  In  the 
oourse  of  the  following  week  the  examiners  publish  a  class  list.  In 
each  list  the  candidates  are  divided  into  three  classes  according  to  their 
proficiency,  and  are  alphabetically  arranged  in  each  class ;  and  books 
to  the  value  of  £5  are  awarded  to  each  candidate  in  the  First  Class  at 
the  First  examination,  and  books  to  the  value  of  £10  to  each  candi- 
date in  the  First  Class  at  the  Further  examination. 

Qiichriti  Exhibitions  and  Prize, 

For  Female  Candidates, — 1.  Two  exhibitions,  one  of  £40,  the  other  of 
£30  per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years,  are  awarded  to  the  two  female 
candidates  who  pass  highest  at  the  First  B.A.  examination  (provided 
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that  they  obtain  in  the  one  case  at  least  two-thirds,  and  in  the  other  at 
least  three-fifths,  of  the  total  number  of  marks),  to  assist  them  in  pur- 
suing their  studies  at  some  collegiate  institution  approved  by  the 
Gilchrist  Trustees.  2.  A  gold  medal  of  the  value  of  £20  (or  a  book 
prize  of  the  same  value)  is  awarded  to  the  female  candidate  who  passes 
highest  at  the  Second  B.A.  examination^  provided  she  obtain  not  less 
than  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  marks.

JSbsamina^um.— >The  First  BJius.  examination  takes 
place  onoe  in  each  year,  and  commences  on  the  second  Monday  in 
December.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  this  examination  unless  he 
have  passed  the  Matriculation  examination  (or  taken  one  of  the  equiva- 
lent degrees)  at  least  ten  calendar  months  previously,  and  have  pro- 
duced a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  conduct,  which  must  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Registrar  at  least  one  calendar  month  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  examination.  The  fee  for  this  examination  is  £5, 
paid  previously  to  the  Begistrar.*

On  Saturday  morning  in  the  week  following 
the  examination,  the  Examiners  publish  a  list  of  the  candidates,  who 
have  passed,  arranged  in  two  divisions,  each  in  alphabetical  order; 
and  a  Pass  certificate,  signed  by  the  Beg^istrar,  is  delivered  to  each

Second  BJfus.  Examination. — The  Second  B.Maa.  examination  takes, 
place  once  in  each  year,  commencing  on  the  third  Monday  in  De* 
cember.  Every  candidate  is  required  to  have  passed  the  First 
B.Mns.  examination  at  least  one  year  preyionsly ;  he  is  also  required 
to  produce  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  conduct,  transmitted  U> 
the  Registrar  at  least  one  calendar  month  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  examination.  The  fee  for  this  examination  is  £5,  and 
must  be  paid  when  the  Musical  Exercise  required  by  the  regulation  is 
transmitted  to  the  Registrar.  Every  Candidate  is  required  to  transmit 
to  the  Registrar,  at  least  one  calendar  month  before  the  commencement 
of  the  examination,  a  Musical  Exercise,  clearly  and  legibly  written  in 
the  proper  clefs,  of  such  length  as  to  occupy  from  20  to  ^  minutes  in 
performance,  and  fulfilling  the  following  conditions :  (a)  It  must  be  a 
vocal  composition  to  any  words  the  writer  may  select;  (b)  it  must 
contain  real  five-part  vocal  counterpoint,  with  specimens  of  imitation, 
canon,  and  fugue;  (e)  it  must  have  accompaniments  for  a  quintett 
string  band.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to  make  a  solemn 
declaration  that  the  exercise  is  entirely  his  own  unaided  composition. 
If  the  Exercise  be  approved  by  the  examiners,  the  qualifications  of 
the  candidate  will  be  further  tested  by  an  examination  in  the  f oUowing^ 
subjects:  Practical  Harmony  and  Thorough  Bass;  Counterpoint,  in 
not  more  than  five  parts,  with  Canon  and  Fugue ;  Form  in  Musical 
Composition ;  Instrumentation,  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  understanding 
and  reading  a  full  score;  Arranging  for  the  Pianoforte,  from  an 
instrumental  score;  a  critical  knowledge  of  the  fuU  scores  of  such 
standard  classical  compositions  as  shall  be  announced  beforehand. 
The  candidate  may  also  be  examined,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
examiners,  on  points  in  his  own  exercise.  'No  reference  to  any  mu- 
sical instrument  is  allowed  during  the  examination,  unless  specially 
directed  by  the  examiners.  The  examination  is  in  part  con- 
ducted by  means  of  printed  papers,  and  in  part  viva  voce ;  and  extends 
over  three  days:  Candidates  are  not  approved  by  the  examiners 
unless  they  have  shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  aU  the  forefpoing^ 
subjects. 

Although  technical  skUl  in  performance  will  constitute  no  part  of 
the  qualification  for  this  degree,  any  candidate  may  offer  to  be  examined 
in  (a)  Playing  at  sight  from  a  five-part  Yocal  Score ;  (h)  Playing  an

phenomena  attending  the  combinations  of  Two  Sounds — ^the  various 
^Eheories  proposed  for  the  explanation  of  Consonance  and  Dissonance — Beats — 
Bflsnltant  or  Combination  Tones ;  the  history  of  Harmony  and  Counterpoint ; 
the  tiieoretical  nature  of  Chords  generally,  and  in  particular  of  the  various  Con- 
endi  and  Discords  in  ordinary  use — also  of  Discords  arising  aoddentaUy ;  the 
tteoretieal  prine^les  governing  Progressions  in  Harmony,  espeoially  those  oon- 
aeoted  with  Discords ;    the  theoretioal  principles  determining  the  rules    of

Connterpoint ;  the  general  diatinotion  between  Phynoal  and  iBsthetioal  or 
Artistio  Prinoiplee,  aa  bearing  on  mudoal  forma  and  mlea. 

The  examination  is  conducted  by  means  of  printed  papers,  and 
extends  over  three  days ;  in  the  morning  from  ten  to  one,  and  in  tlie 
afternoon  from  three  to  six.  Candidates  are  not  approved  by  tlie 
examiners  unless  they  haye  shown  a  competent  knowledge  in  each  of 
the  foregoing  subjects.  On  Saturday  morning  in  the  week  following 
the  examination  the  examiners  publish  a  list  of  the  candidates  who 
have  passed,  arranged  in  two  divisions,  each  in  alphabetical  order.  And 
a  Pass  certificate,  signed  by  the  Registrar,  is  delivered  to  each, 
candidate  who  may  apply  for  it,  after  the  report  of  the  examiners 
has  been  approved  by  the  Senate. 

Second  DMua.  ExamMuxtian, — ^The  Second  D.Mus.  examination 
takes  place  once  in  each  year,  commencing  on  the  third  Monday  in 
December.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  it  unless  he  has  obtained  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  at  least  two  years  previously ;  nor  unless 
he  has  given  notice  to  the  Registrar  at  least  two  calendar  months 
before  the  commencement  of  the  examination,  and  has  furnished 
evidence  of  having  attained  the  age  of  twenty-oue  years.  The  fee  is 
£5,  and  must  be  paid  when  the  Musical  Exercise  required  by  the 
regulation  is  transmitted  to  the  Registrar. 

Eveiy  candidate  is  required  to  transmit  to  the  Registrar,  at  least 
two  calendar  months  before  the  commencement  of  the  examination,  a 
"Mjpsical  Exercise,  clearly  and  legibly  written  in  the  proper  clefs,  of 
such  length  as  to  occupy  from  40  to  60  minutes  in  performance,  and 
fulfilling  the  following  conditions :  (a)  It  must  be  a  vocal  composition 
to  any  words  the  writer  may  select,  {h)  It  must  contain  real  eight* 
part  Yocal  Harmony  with  good  eight-part  Fugal  Counterpoint,  (c)  It 
must  also  contain  portions  for  one  or  more  solo  voices.  (c2)  It  must 
have  accompaniments  for  a  full  orchestra,  and  must  contain  an 
instrumental  Overture,  or  Interlude,  in  the  form  of  the  first  movement 
of  a  Classical  Symphony  or  Sonata.  The  candidate  will  be  required  to 
make  a  solemn  declaration  that  the  exercise  is  entirely  his  own  unaided 
composition. 

If  the  exercise  is  approved  by  the  examiners,  the  qualifications  of 
the  candidate  are  further  tested  by  an  examination  in  the  following 
subjects:  Practical  Harmony  of  the  more  advanced  character; 
Coxmterpoint  in  eight  real  parts,  with  Canon,  Fugue,  &c.;  Form  in 
Composition;  the  treatment  of  Yoices  in  Composition;  Instrumen- 
tation for  full  Orchestra ;  a  general  acquaintance  with  the  Names  and 
Bpochs  of  the  gpreatest  Musical  Composers,  and  with  the  character  of 
their  works ;  a  critical  knowledge,  in  some  detail,  of  the  great  standaid 
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Classical  Compositions.  The  candidate  may  also  be  examined,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  examiners,  on  points  in  his  own  exercise.  No 
reference  to  any  musical  instroment  will  be  allowed  during  the 
examination,  unless  specially  directed  by  the  examiners. 

The  examination  is  in  part  by  printed  papers,  and  part  vivd  voce. 

Candidates  are  not  approved  by  the  Examiners  nnless  they  hare 
shown  a  competent  Imowledge  in  all  the  foregoing  subjects.  Every 
candidate  who  has  passed  this  examination  is  required  to  conduct  a 
public  performance  of  his  exercise  (at  his  own  expense)  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  examiners.*  Although  technical  skill  in  per- 
formaiioe  will  constitute  no  part  of  the  qualification  for  this  degree, 
any  candidate  may  offer  to  be  examined  in  (a)  Playing  at  sight  from  a 
full  Orchestral  Score ;  f  (6)  Extempore  Composition,  in  regular  form, 
on  a  given  subject,  f  Any  candidate  otherwise  approved  obtains  a 
distinguishing  mark  for  merit  in  either  or  both  of  these  particulars. 
In  the  course  of  the  following  week  the  examiners  publish  a  list  of  the 
who  have  passed,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  The 
exercise  of  each  candidate  who  has  passed  is  deposited  in 
the  Library  *of  the  University.  A  certificate  is  delivered  at  the  Public 
Presentation  for  Degrees  to  each  candidate  who  has  passed. 

Fnivebsity  of  Dtjbham. 
The  Calendar  sets  forth : 

Under  a  regulation  pMsed  in  1876,  students  who  have  oompleted  their  oonrte 
of  itady  sad  ezaminatiott  at  any  of  the  following  Thedlogieal  Colleges ;— S. 
Aldan's,  8.  Avgnstine's,  8.  Bees,  Ohioheeter,  Cambrae,  Edinburgh,  Glonoester, 
TidiiteW,  Linooln,  the  Theologieal  Department  of  Kmg's  College,  London,  and 
the  TfaMlogioal  Department  of  Qneen's  College,  Birmingham— are  allowed,  after 
ndding  tiwee  terms  at  Durham,  and  passing  the  Final  examination,  to  prooeed 
•D  the  Degree  of  B.A. 

The  periods  of  residenoe  in  the  respeotive  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Theology  are 
ttjosL  Graduates  of  Darham  are  allowed  to  prooeed  to  the  lioenoe  in  Theology, 
•ad  fioentiates  in  Theology  to  the  degree  of  B.A.  respeotiyely,  after  a  further 
reiidenoe  of  either  one  ordinary  tenn,  or  two  shorter  terms  of  five  weeks  eaoh. 

Ko  student  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Chnroh  of  England  is  required  to 
attend  the  services  of  that  Church,  an^  no  religions  test  or  ■nbeoription  is  re- 
qniied  from  any  member  of  the  University,  with  the  exception  that  no  person 
eas  take  the  licence  or  a  degree  in  Theology  nnless  he  has  previously  declared

Fellowahips,  Scholarships,  omd  Prices. 

University  Fellowships, — ^Tbere  are  eight  Uniyeraitj  feUowsbips,  of 
the  annual  value  of  £120,  tenable  for  eight  years ;  or,  if  a  Fellow  haa 
taken  Holy  Orders  within  a  Bi>ecified  time,  of  the  annual  value  of  £150, 
and  tenable  for  ten  years.  Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts,  bat 
are  not  eligible  at  more  than  three  successive  elections  after  they  are 
admissible  to  that  degree. 

University  Scholarships, — The  University  scholarships  and  exhibi- 
tions are  awarded  by  examination,  and  are  open  to  all  competitors, 
except  in  cases  where  the  contrary  is  specified.  A  necessary  condition 
of  tenure  is  residence  in  the  University  as  a  student  in  one  of  the 
regular  courses.  Students  holding  scholarships  in  Arts  are  required  ta 
read  for  Honours  both  in  the  First  Year  and  Final  examinations.  The 
following  are  open  to  students  in  Arts :  Six  scholarships  of  the  a-nTniol 
value  of  £70  each,  tenable  for  two  years ;  two  of  £40  each,  tenable  for 
two  years;  two  of  £30  each,  tenable  for  two  years;  two  Entrance 
exhibitions  of  £20  each,  tenable  for  two  years,  restricted  to  candidates 
of  limited  means ;  two  Second  Yea/r  scholarships  of  £S0  each,  tenable 
for  one  year;  the  University  Classical  scholarship,  of  the  value  of  £90, 
tenable  for  one  year ;  the  University  Mathematical  scholarship,  of  the 
value  of  £30,  tenable  for  one  year;  a  scholarship  attached  to  the 
Durham  Grammar  School,  of  the  value  of  £30  a  year,  tenable  for  three 
years ;  a  schola^rship  of  £30,  tenable  for  one  year,  offered  at  the  Firsi 
Year  examination  in  Arts  each  October,  open  to  all  candidates  who  da 
not  hold  any  scholarship  or  exhibition  (students  entering  from  Theo- 
logical Colleges  may  be  candidates  for  this  scholarship).  No  holder  of 
a  foundation  scholarship  of  £70  a  year  can  hold  together  with  it  a 
Pemberton  scholarship,  or  any  other  foundation  scholarship,  except  the 
Classical  and  Mathematical  scholarships,  or  any  scholarships  or  ex- 
hibitions of  private  foundation  (exclusive  of  the  Barry  scholarship) 
amounting  to  £30  a  year.  No  holder  of  a  foundation  scholarship  of 
£30  a  year  can  hold  together  with  it  a  foundation  scholarship  of  £70  a 
year,  or  scholarships  or  exhibitions  of  any  kind  (exclusive  of  the 
Classical,  Mathematical,  and  Barry  scholarships)  amounting  to  £70  a 
year.  No  holder  of  a  foundation  scholarship  of  £40  a  year  can  hold 
together  with  it  scholarships  or  exhibitions  of  any  kind  (exclusive  of 
the  Classical,  Mathematical,  and  Barry  scholarships)  amounting  to  £60 
a  year. 

University  Classical  Scholarship, — ^This  scholarship  is  open  to  every 
matriculated  student  who  has  not  exceeded  his  sixth  term  of  residence^ 
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bnt  cannot  be  held  a  oeoond  time  by  the  same  student.  The  examina- 
tion is  pnrelj  claasical. 

UnivertUy  MaihemoHcal  Scholarship. — This  schobirship  is  open  to 
erery  matriculated  student  who  has  not  exceeded  his  sixth  term  of 
residence,  but  cannot  be  held  a  second  time  by  the  same  student.  The 
examination  is  purely  mathematical. 

Vcm  Milderi  Scholarship. — ^This  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of  £50, 
tenable  for  one  year,  and  is  open  to  such  undergraduates  admitted  to 
the  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  as  are  desirous  of  becoming 
rtadents  in  Theology. 

6i»bome  Scholarship. — This  scholarship  is  of  the  annual  Talue  of 
£90,  tenable  for  one  year,  and  is  open  to  candidates  for  the  First  Year 
examination  in  Arts  holding  no  scholarship  or  exhibition,  and  also  to 
students  entering  from  theological  colleges  in  connexion  with  the 
Uniyersity. 

Thorp  Scholars  hip. '^Thia  scholarship  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £15, 
and  is  open  to  students  of  limited  means,  fair  academic  attainments, 
and  good  moral  character.  The  nomination  is  made  annually  by  the 
Warden,  but  the  same  student  may  be  nominated  for  three  years  in 
snooession. 

Idndsay  Scholarship. — ^This  scholarship  is  of  the  annual  value  of 
£46,  tenable  for  three  years,  and  is  open  to  natives  of  the  diocese  of 
Durham  who  have  been  for  three  years  at  least  pupils  of  the  Durham 
Ghrammar  School  The  examination  is  chiefly  classical,  but  the  candi- 
dates are  required  to  exhibit  a  competent  knowledge  of  Arithmetio^ 
Scripture  History,  and  the  Geography  of  the  New  Testament. 

Oraftt/mar  School  ExhibiHon. — This  scholarship  la  of  the  annual 
nine  of  £12,  and  is  open  to  those  who  have  been  pupils  of  the  Durham 
Gnunmar  School 

EUerUm  Scholarship. — ^This  scholarship  is  of  the  annual  value  of 
£27,  tenable  by  re-election  for  three  years  in  succession,  and  open  to 
natives  of  Yorkshire,  witL  a  preference  to  natives  of  the  North  Biding 
who  have  received  their  education  at  Bichmond  Qrammar  SchooL 
The  candidates  must  be  sons  of  parents  who  are  members  of  the 
Ghoreh  of  England,  must  not  exceed  their  twentieth  year  on  the  day 
of  their  first  election,  must  be  in  need  of  such  assistance,  and  must  be 
oompetent  to  profit  by  the  University  lectures. 

Barry  Scholarship.-^TbiB  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of  £90,  tenable 
for  one  year,  and  is  open  to  underg^duate  students  who  have  been 
pursuing  their  studies  in  the  University  as  divinity  students  during 
three  successive  terms  then  next  preceding  the  time  of  election.  The 
candidates  are  required  to  write  an  essay  on  some  subject  appointed  by 
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the  Professor  of  Divinity:  the  authors  of  the  best  two  essays  are 
required  to  read  their  essays  before  the  electors,  and  the  scholarship  is 
awarded  to  the  candidate  who  has  read  his  essay  in  the  best  manner. 

Newhy  Scholarship, — This  scholarship  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £25, 
is  open  to  candidates  for  admission  and  to  all  undergraduates  who  are 
not  yet  qualified  by  standing  to  present  themselves  for  the  Final 
examination  for  the  degree  of  B. A.,  and  is  tenable  by  the  scholar  until 
he  is  so  qualified. 

Bishop  MaUby  founded  an  exhibition  of  the  annual  value  of  £10, 
tenable  for  one  year,  with  a  preference  to  members  of  Bp.  Hatfield's  HalL 

Medical  Scholarships, — See  "  Guide  to  the  Medical  Profession." 

Theological  Scholarships  and  ExhibitionB. — ^The  following  are  open 
to  students  in  Theology :  Six  scholarships  of  £60  a  year  each,  tenable 
for  two  years ;  two  of  £90  a  year,  tenable  for  two  years ;  two  exhibitions 
of  £30  a  year  each,  tenable  for  one  year ;  six  of  £20  a  year  each,  tenable 
for  two  years — open  only  to  persons  of  limited  means ;  two  of  £30  a 
year  each,  tenable  for  one  year  by  Theological  students  in  their  second 
year ;  two  of  £40  a  year  each,  tenable  for  one  year,  open  to  graduates 
of  Durham  or  of  any  other  university  in  which  the  examinations  are 
of  a  similar  character  to  those  required  in  this  University.  The 
exhibitions  are  payable  after  the  examination  for  a  Licence  in  Theology 
has  been  passed. 

Exhibitions  granted  by  Lord  Orewe's  and  Bishop  Barrington's 
Trustees  are  tenable  at  the  University  of  Durham.  The  Barrinffion 
exhibitions  are  held  by  sons  of  clergymen  in  the  diocese  of  Durhaoi. 
ExhiMtions  are  also  granted  annually  by  the  Wa/rden  and  Senate  for 
the  assLstance  of  deserving  students  of  limited  means.  One  Prize 
exhibition  of  £80  and  two  of  £25  each  are  open  to  competition  at  the 
Final  examination  in  Theology  in  the  Easter  term ;  and  one  of  £30  and 
one  of  £25  each  in  the  Michaelmas  term.  Classical  and  Mathematicdl 
prines  are  given  every  year. 

Mrs,  Long's  Beading  Prize, — ^This  prize  is  of  the  value  of  £6,  is 
offered  annually,  and  is  open  to  all  students  of  the  University. 

HeUenietio  QreeJe  Prize, — ^This  prize  is  of  the  value  of  £10,  is  offered 
annually,  and  is  open  to  students  of  not  more  than  three  yean  from 
matriculation. 

Foreign  LangtMges  Prize, — ^This  prize  is  of  the  value  of  £5,  is  open 
to  all  students  of  the  University,  and  is  offered  annually. 

Thompson  History  Prize, — ^This  prize  is  of  the  value  of  £10,  and  is 
open  to  graduates  of  not  more  than  six  years'  standing. 

There  is  also  a  Prize  Fwnd  from  which  prizes  are  awarded  at  the 
terminal  examinations. 
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Suijeeis  of  EmaminaiionB. 

Arts  Courte.^The  course  in  Arts  includes  two  public  examinations— 
tlie  one  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  and  the  Final  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  second  year,  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  Students  are  admitted 
to  this  course  after  a  Matriculation  examination,  which  is  of  an 
elementary  character,  except  in  the  case  of  candidates  for  scholar- 
ships and  exhibitions.  The  subjects  are  as  follows:  Entrance 
for  Admission  as  Ordinary  Students  (yaried  from  time  to  time) :  The 
radiments  of  the  Christian  Religion;  portions  of  Greek  and  Latin 
aothors;  Arithmetic;  Euclid,  i.,  or  Algebra,  including  simple  equa> 
tions.

1.  The  aoademioal  year  shall  oonsirt  of  twenty-six  weeks  divided  into  three 

terms,  whioh  shall  be  called  xespeotiyely  Miohaelmas,  Epiphany,  and  Easter 

Teims. 

Of  Admission. 

1.  No  one  shall  be  held  to  be  a  member  of  the  TTniyerslty  who  has  not  been 
Dstrieiilated,  that  is,  whose  name  has  not  been  plaoed  on  the  Segister  of  the 
UmTersity  hy  the  authority  of  the  Warden,  nor  unless  he  has  produoed  to  the 
Wiiden  satisfaotory  testimonials  of  oharaoter. 

2.  Erery  student,  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  reeidenoe,  shall  subscribe  a 
deolaation  of  obedienoe  to  the  authorities  of  the  Uniyersity. 

3.  Ouididatee  for  admission  as  students  in  Arts,  or  as  students  in  Oiyil  Law, 
are  reqnired  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  Budiments  of  the  Christian  Beligion, 
in  liie  Omsk  and  Latin  Langoagee,  and  in  Arithmetic  and  the  Elements  of 
Ifsthematice. 

4.  A  candidate  for  admission,  who  may  haye  failed  to  pass  the  requisite 
ocuBmation,  shall  neyerthelees  be  admissible  by  the  Warden,  on  the  reoom- 
iMBdaiion  of  the  examiners,  as  a  Probationary  Student  in  Arts. 

Brobatiflnaiy  students  in  Arts  shall  be  admitted  as  regular  stndents  in  Arts, 
sftsr passing  such  examination,  and  under  snoh  oonditions  as  maybe  determined 
bj  the  Warden  and  Senate. 

Any  term  kept  by  a  probationary  stadent  in  Arts  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Wuden  and  Senate,  be  oounted  as  a  Term  kept  by  a  regular  stadent  in  Arts. 

5.  Anjooe  who  has  oompleted  his  course  of  study  and  examinations  at  any  of 
tiM  following  Theological  Colleges : — S.  Aidan's,  S.  Augustine's,  S.  BeesV 
Chiehester,  Cumbrae,  Edinburgh,  Qlouoester,  Lichfield,  Lincoln,  the  Theological 
Btpartmeni  of  King's  College,  London,  or  the  Theological  Department  of 
<iiiMB's  College,  Birmingham — and  has  produced  to  the  Warden  satisfaotory 
<irtimoBials  of  ehaiaoter,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  student  in  Arts  without  further 
sundnation. 

6.  Any  student  of  the  Uniyer«ity  of  Durham  who  has  passed  the  examination 
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for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arte,  and  has  prodaced  to  the  Warden  eatiafaotozj 
testiinoiiialB  of  oharaoter,  shall  be  admiBuble  as  a  student  in  Theology. 

7.  Any  student  of  the  Uniyersity  of  Durham  who,  haying  passed  the  First 
examination  in  Arts,  shall  have  completed  the  residence  required  for  admission 
to  the  Final  examination  in  Arts  at  a  time  when  no  such  examination  is 
appointed  to  be  held,  shall  be  allowed,  with  the  consent  of  the  Warden  and 
Senate,  to  keep  the  ensuing  ordinary  term,  or  a  shorter  term  of  five  weeks,  aa  a 
student  in  Theology. 

8.  Anyone  who  has  completed  his  course  of  study  and  examinations  at  St. 
Bees'  College,  and  has  produced  to  the  Warden  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
character,  shall  be  admissible  as  a  student  in  Theology. 

9.  Anyone  who  has  passed  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  or  any 
higher  degree  at  another  Uniyersity,  and  has  produced  to  the  Warden  satis- 
fkotory  testimonials  of  character,  shall  be  admissible  as  a  student  in  Theology, 
proyided  that  the  eramination  he  has  passed  for  that  degree  is  of  a  similar 
oharaoter  to  that  required  at  this  Uniyersity. 

10.  Any  person  who  has  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  has  produced  to 
the  Warden  satisfactory  testimonials  of  character,  and  has  passed  the  requisite 
examination,  shall  be  admissible  as  a  student  in  Theology. 

This  examination  shall  be  conducted  by  two  or  more  examiners  appointed  by 
the  Warden  and  approved  by  Conyooation ;  and  shall  be  directed  to  the  Qreek 
and  Latin  Languages  and  the  elements  of  Theology. 

11.  A  candidate  for  admission  who  may  haye  failed  to  pass  the  requisite 
examination  shall  neyertheless  be  admissible  by  the  Warden,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  examiners,  as  a  Probationary  Student  in  Theology. 

Probationary  students  in  Theology  shall  be  admitted  as  regular  students  in 
Theology  after  passing  such  examination,  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Warden  and  Senate. 

Any  term  kept  by  a  probationary  student  in  Theology  may,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Warden  end  Senate,  be  counted  as  a  term  kept  by  a  regular  student  in 
Theology. 

Of  ihe  flftonding  wi^  SMereisM  rBguUite  for  proe$$dAng  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 

of  Arte. 

1.  No  grace  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall  be  granted  unless  the 
petitioner  is  a  student  in  Arts,  and  has  kept  six  terms,  at  least,  by  residence, 
excepting  as  proyided  in  Glass  2  of  this  Section. 

Any  student  in  Theology  who  is  reoommended  by  his  College,  may  petition 
the  Uniyersity  that  terms  kept  by  him  as  a  student  in  Theology  may  oount  as

AsyBtodent  who,  having  passed  the  Frevions  pnblio  examination  in  Theology, 
shaQ  have  oompleted  the  residence  required  for  admission  to  the  Final  examina- 
tioD  for  the  Lioenoe  in  Theology  at  a  time  when  no  snob  examination  is 
i^pointed  to  be  held,  shall  be  allowed,  with  the  oonsent  of  the  Warden  and 
Senate,  to  keep  the  ensuing  tenn,  either  as  an  ordinary  term,  or  as  a  short  term, 
«■  s  stadent  in  Arts ;  and  snoh  term  shall  oonnt  as  though  it  had  been  kept 
after  the  examination  for  the  lioenoe  in  Theology  had  been  passed.. 

Stodents  who  have  been  admitted  under  the  5th  dause  of  Title  iL  (t.s.,  "  Of 
Ajimmon")  shall  be  allowed  to  oount  the  Final  examination  of  their  oollege 
in  heu  of  the  First  public  examination,  and  shall  be  admissible  to  th^  Final 
sxsaunation  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  after  they  have  kept  three 
tmns  at  least  by  residence  as  students  in  Arts. 

3u  The  lint  of  these  examinations  shall  be  oonduoted  by  three  examiners, 
Twmiuated  annually  by  the  Wa^en  and  approved  by  Convocation.  The  subjects 
•ad  books  to  which  it  shall  be  directed  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Senate  eleven 
months  at  least  before  its  commencement;  the  subjects  and  books  fixed  for 
Mpdidates  for  Honours  being  distinguished  from  the  subjects  and  books  fixed 
for  ofhsr  students. 

Bveiyooe  admitted  to  this  examination  shall  be  required  to  prove  his 
faiowledge  of  Scripture  History,  of  two  (Gospels  in  the  Greek,  of  one  Cbreek 
sad  one  Latin  book  tiMltorw  iBfoi  et  ikoUb,  of  Arithmetic,  and  either  of  the 
fixit  three  books  of  Eudid  or  of  Logic,  and  shall  be  examined  in  English  Com- 


AQ  those  who  satisi^  the  examiners  shall  receive  certificates,  and  shall  be 
ehssed  aooordin^  to  their  attainments.  The  number  of  classes  shall  be 
datemiined  by  the  examiners,  but  the  order  of  the  names  in  each  class  shall 
lie  alphalMtioaL    The  examiners  shall  distinguish  the  Honour  classes  from  the 


4.  The  Second  and  Final  examination  shall  be  conducted  by  three  examiners, 
at  least,  noaunated  annually  by  the  Warden,  and  approved  by  Convocation. 
Bvaryone  who  is  admitted  to  it  shall  be  required  to  prove  his  knowledge  of  the 
Svidsnoee  of  Beligion,  Natural  and  Bevealed,  of  one  Gospel,  and  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Apostles  in  the  Greek,  and  shsll  be  examined  in  English  Composition. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  Honours  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
Svidenoes,  one  Gospel,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  English  Composition,  be 
iwpiired  to  prove  their  knowledge  of  one  Greek  and  one  Latin  book,  meUorU 
flvi  tt  notiB,  approved  by  the  Senate,  and  of  two  at  least,  of  the  five  following 
■abjeota — ^namely,  the  first  four  books  of  Euclid,  some  subject  in  Physical 
Moms,  soaao  period  of  Modem  History,  Hebrew/  and  some  modem  Foreign 
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Lan^nase.  The  svbjeot  of  Ph jrioal  Sdenoe,  and  the  period  of  Modern  History^ 
and  the  modem  Foreign  Language,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Senate  eleven  months, 
at  leaat,  before.  The  atndent  may,  if  he  ohoosoB,  be  examined  in  all  theee  fiye 
snbjects. 

CandidateB  for  Honours  shall,  in  addition  to  the  Evidenoes,  one  Gospel,  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles,  and  English  Composition,  be  examined  in  snoh  snbjeots 
and  books  in  Classioal  and  (General  Literature,  and  Mathematioal  and  Fhysioal 
Science,  as  shall  have  been  fixed  by  the  Senate  eleven  months,  at  least,  before 
the  examination ;  they  may  be  examined  also  in  other  snbjeots  and  books 
selected  by  themselves,  provided  these  subjects  and  books  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Senate  and  approved  by  it  six  months,  at  least,  before  the 
examination. 

CSandidates  for  Classical  Honours  only  need  not  be  examined  in  Mathematios, 
nor  candidates  for  Mathematical  Honours  only  In  Classics.  Every  candidate 
for  Classical  Honours  shall  be  examined  both  vivA  voce  and'on  paper. 

The  examination  for  Mathematical  Honours  may  be  conducted,  if  the  Warden 
thinks  fit,  by  separate  examiners  nominated  by  the  Warden  and  approved  by 
Convocation. 

All  who  satisfy  the  examiners  shall  receive  certificates  and  shall  be  classed. 
For  those  who  are  judged  worthy  of  distinction  there  shaQ  be  two  separate 
classifications — one  for  such  as  have  distinguished  themselves  in  Classical  and 
General  Literature,  and  the  other  for  such  as  have  distinguished  themselves  in 
Mathematical  and  Physical  Science.  In  each  of  these  dassificatious  there  shall 
be  four  classes ;  the  examiners  being  at  liberty  to  leave  cmy  one  or  more  of 
these  classes  vacant.  For  those  who  are  not  judged  worthy  of  distinction  there 
shall  be  no  classification,  but  the  examiners  may,  if  they  think  fit,  divide  the 
candidates  by  a  line  into  two  parts. 

Students,  not  candidates  for  Honours,  shall  be  allowed,  with  the  oonseni  of 
the  Warden  and  Senate,  to  take  up  one  or  more  honour  subjeoto,  with  a  view  to 
obtainiog  an  honorary  class. 

5.  In  aU  cases  in  which  an  undergraduate  is  admitted  from  another  nniversi^, 
or  a  student  of  this  university,  not  originally  a  student  in  Arte,  becomes  a 
student  in  Arts,  such  students  shall  be  required  to  keep  three  terms  by 
residence  as  a  student  in  Arts  before  he  is  admitted  to  the  Final  examination 
for  the  degree  of  B.A. 

6.  Students  of  the  Durham  University  College  of  Medicine,  or  of  the  Durham

1.  Students  in  Theology  shall  be  licensed  to  present  themselves  to  the  Bishop 
for  Ordination,  by  grace  of  the  University. 

2.  No  such  grace  shall  be  granted  nnless  the  petitioner  has  kept  the  requisite 
number  of  terms  as  a  student  in  Theology,  is  of  approved  moral  and  religious 
character,  and  of  competent  attainments. 

The  period  of  residence  required  of  a  student  who  has  been  admitted  under

A  probationazy  student  in  Theology  shall  be  admissible  to  any  subsequent 
Ezsnination  for  Admission  of  students  in  Theology ;  and  if  he  passes  it,  he

woe  standing.  If  he  has  kept  three  or  more  terms  by  rasidenoe  without  passing 
the  ordinaiy  examination  for  admission,  he  shall  be  admissible,  with  the  oonsent 
cf  his  eoEege,  hall,  or  house,  to  the  eTamination  appointed  for  students  in 
Theology  at  the  end  of  their  first  year.

(who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  examiners),  together  with  a  certillcate,  signed  by 
the  principal  of  each  college,  or  the  person  acting  in  his  behalf,  that  the  esami- 
natioa  has  been  dnJiy  condaoted,  and  the  abore-named  conditions  complied  with* 

4.  The  examiners,  after  eramiTiing  the  papers,  shall  issne  and  pnbUah  in  the 
saosl  manner  sapplemental  lists  of  those  who  hare  passed  the  examination,  and 
fit  those  who  have  been  adjudged  worthy  of  hononrs;  which  lists  shall  be  sent 
hf  ihe  Registrar  without  delay  to  the  respeeti?e  principals  of  tiie  colleges  ;  and 
ese  eoBibined  list  of  all  who  haTc  passed  the  examination,  in  England,  Barbados, 
sad  Serca  Leone,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  next  issue  of  the  "UniTersity 
Cblendar."

Etery  person  wbo  has  been  bo  admitted  to  an  honorary  degree  shall  enjpy  the 
rank  and  wear  the  dress  of  his  degree,  and  shall  haye  admission  to  the  Libraiy 
and  Mosenms  nnder  snoh  restriotions  as  may  be  imposed  from  time  to  time ;  but 
shall  have  no  claim  to  a  Tote  in  OonTooation. 

1.  AippUoMits  for  admission  present  to  the  Warden  a  oertiltoate  of  their  age.

Cownes  of  Study. — Students  will  be  distinguished  into  Regular  and 
Oecamonal,  Regular  students  will  be  required  to  follow  such  a  course 
of  study  in  the  subjects  professed  in  the  College  as  will  enable  them  to 
pass  the  examinations  for  the  title  of  Associate  in  Physical  Science. 
Begular  students  are  required  to  wear  the  academical  dress  of  the 
imdergradnates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  of  the  UniyerBity  when  attend- 
ing the  lectures,  examinations,  and  public  meetings  of  the  College. 
Occasional  students  will  attend  such  classes  as  they  may  select.  Erery 
candidate  for  admission  as  a  regular  student  must  pass  an  examination 
on  entrance,  in  Reading,  Writing  ^m  Dictation,  English  or  Latin 
Gnunmar,  Arithmetic  (including  decimals),  and  Geography.*  Re- 
gistered students  in  Medicine  are  exempted  from  this  examination,  or

following  examinations:  1.  Durham  Senior  Examination  of  Persons 
not  ICembers  of  the  Uniyersity,  held  in  June ;  2.  Durham  Examination 
for  Students  in  Arts  in  their  first  year,  or  any  examination  of  a  similar 
natnre  that  may  be  accepted  by  the  Council.

The  Senior  Class  is  intended  for  students  acquainted  with  the  sub- 
jects treated  of  in  the  advanced  Junior  Class,  and  takes  Analytical 
Geometry  of  two  dimensions;  the  Elements  of  the  Differential  and 
hitcgral  Calculus,  with  one  independent  variable ;  Higher  Statics  and 
Dynamics  treating  of  forces  in  one  plane;  the  elementary  parts  of 
hydrostatics  treated  mathematically.     A  class  will  also  be  held,  if 
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required,  to  go  tkroagh  the  sabjects  of  the  examination  for  the  degree 
of  B.Sc.

Course  of  Oeologieal  Surveying, — ^This  course  extends  OTer  three 
tenn&  As  far  as  possible,  the  instruction  is  given  in  the  field,  and  is 
of  each  a  nature  as  to  give  students  a  practical  knowledge  of  elemen- 
taiy  geological  surreying  and  "prospecting."  During  the  Easter 
Tacation  a  whole  week  is  given  up  to  field-work  in  one  of  the  wilder 
border  districts;  and  on  the  report  drawn  up  by  each  student  of 
the  work  done  during  that  time,  a  prize  is  awarded.  Boohs  recom-

Dis- 
CQsaioa  of  facte  connected  with  the  deposits  of  useful  MineraJs,  their 
discovery,  preliminary  exploration  in  search  of  them,  including 
different  systems  of  boring.

The  sinking  of  Shafts  and  driving  of  Adits  and 
Drifts  under  various  circumstances.  The  Professor  of  Geology 
gives  three  or  four  introductory  lectures.

Underground  Surveying  and  Leyelling.  Fee,  £3  3s.  for  the  course 
(Wednesday  eyening).  Michaelmaa  Term;  Preparation  for  the 
Northumberland  Certificated  Managers'  Examination.

Epiphany  and  Easter  Terms :  Preparation  for  the  Durham  Certificated 
Managers'  examination.  This  class  is  held  at  University  College, 
Durham.

Political  Economy, — Michaelmas  Term:  The  subjects  of  the  lec- 
tures in  this  term  are — ^the  Elements  of  Economic  Science.  The  chief 
subjects  treated  of  in  this  course  are  as  follows:  The  method 
of  investigation — ^the  elements  of  production*-the  theoretical  and 
practical  limits  to  the  accumulation  of  Wealth — the  principles  on 
which  the  Distribution  of  Wealth  depends — Causes  which  affect  the 
rate  of  remuneration  of  different  classes— circumstances  which 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  —  certain  economic  experiments. 
Epiphany  Term :  The  subject  of  the  previous  term  is  continued,  and 
the  more  difficult  branches,  such  as  the  Laws  of  Exchange  and 
the  Theory  of  International  Values,  occupy  most  of  the  lectures. 
Some  lectures,  however,  are  devoted  to  showing  how  the  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  Economic  Science  may  be  applied  to  the  study  of 
History.  Text  hook :  Marshall's  "  Economics  of  Industry"  (Macmillan 
and  Co.).  References  are  given  to  other  works.  These  lectures  are 
given  on  Monday  evenings,  at  seven  o'clock.  Fee  for  each  term, 
10s.  6d.  In  the  case  of  three  or  more  attending  from  anyone  school  or 
family,  5s.  each.  Lent  Term:  Due  notice  is  given  of  the  course  of 
lectures  for  this  term.

br  one  year  from  the  time  of  obtaining  the  Associateship  in  Science 
provided  the  scholar  continue  his  studies  in  the  GoU^e  to  the  satis£ac- 
te  of  the  pxof  essors. 

SaBumiel  Clark  Scholarship, — ^This  scholarship,  of  the  value  of  £15 

ftn*  one  year,  is  awarded  in  October  to  that  student  who  shall  pasa 

the  First  examination  for  the  Associateship  in  Science,  and  who  shall 

he  most  distinguished  in  Ghemistry  and  Greology.    The  scholar  will  be 

i^eqoiied  to  attend  the  classes  of  Ghemistay  and  Geology,  so  as  to  be 

qualified  to  take  those  subjects  for  the  Final  examination  for  the 

AsBOciateship  in  June.

Prises. — Prizes  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  session  to  the  most 
distinguished  students  in  each  class,  according  to  the  decisions  of  the 
respective  professors.

Beading,  Writing  from  Dictation,  English  or  Latin  Ghrammar,  Arithmetio  (in- 
eluding  decimals),  and  (Geography. 

The  oonrse  of  stady  shall  extend  over  two  years  at  least,  each  of  which  shall 
eontain  three  terms. 

Students  in  Physical  Science  who  shall  haye  completed  their  oonise  shall  be 
admissible  by  grace  of  the  Uniyersity  to  the  Academical  Bank  of  Associate  ia 
Physical  Science. 

No  grace  for  admission  to  this  rank  shall  be  granted  unless  the  petitioner 
shall  have  passed  two  public  examinations,  to  be  conducted  at  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. 

The  First  of  these  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  three  or  more  examinera, 
appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physical  Science,  and  shall  be  in  the 
subjects  appointed  for  students  of  the  first  year  in  the  College  of  Physical 
Science.  No  stadent  shall  be  admitted  to  this  examination  till  he  is  in  his  third 
term  of  residence,  at  least,  from  the  date  of  his  matriculation. 

The  Second  examination  shall  be  conducted  by  three  examiners  at  least,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Warden,  and  the  others  by  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physical  Science,  and  who  shall  be  approved  by  ConTOcation ;  and 
it  shall  have  reference  to :  (a)  For  Pass^(&)  For  Honours — ^The  subjects 
named  in  the  prospectus  of  the  College  of  Physical  Science  for  the  examination  of 
students  at  the  end  of  their  second  year.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  this 
examination  till  he  has  passed  the  First  examination,  and  is  in  his  sixth  term 
of  residence,  at  least,  from  the  date  of  his  matriculation. 

All  those  who  satisfy  the  examiners  at  either  of  these  examinationa  shall  be 
classed. 

Any  student  in  Arts,  after  passing  the  First  public  eTamination  appointed  for 
students  in  Arts,  may,  by  permission  of  the  Council,  proceed  as  a  student  of 
Physical  Science  of  the  second  year,  proyided  he  has  also  passed  the  examina- 
tion appointed  for  students  of  Physical  Science  at  the  end  of  their  first  year. 
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Aflsoobtea  In  Fhyiioal  Saienoe  who,  after  their  ftdmieeion  to  thii  reiik,  hATe 
been  engaged  for  three  yean,  at  leasts  in  eome  praotioal  work  of  Meohanioal, 
Mming,  or  Civil  Engineering  approyed  by  the  Oonnoil  of  the  College  of  Fhyaioal 
Seienoe,  and  hare  enbaeqaently  pasted  a  farther  examination  haying  prinoipaUj 
raferenee  to  the  work  in  which  they  haye  been  eogaged,  shall  be  admissible,  by 
grsoe  of  the  Uniyersity,  to  the  title  of  Meehanieal,  Mining  or  Ciyil  Engineer  of 
the  Uniyersity  of  Durham. 

Thii  ezamtn&tion  shall  be  oondnoted  by  three  examiners  at  least,  one  of  whom 
ihiQ  be  nominated  by  the  Warden,  a  second  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
PhTsieal  Science,  and  the  third  by  the  North  of  England  Institute  of  Mining  and 
Xeohamcal  Engineers,  and  who  shall  be  approved  by  Conyocaiion. 

Stodents  who  haye  obtained  the  academical  rank  of  Associate  in  Physical 
Seienoe  shall  be  admissible  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  provided  not  leaa 
ftsn  two  years  BhaU  have  interyened  from  the  time  of  their  becoming  Associates, 
■fter  passing  an  examination  in  not  less  than  six  of  the  following  subjects,  viz. : 

(1)  Mathematios  (pure  and  applied) ;  (2)  Physics ;  (3)  Chemistry ;  (4)  Geology ; 
(5)  Bsgineering ;  (6)  Biology;  (7)  Either  Latin  or  Greek;  (8)  Either  French

Candidates  will  also  be  expected  to  show  a 
knowledge  of— (1)  Higher  Statics,  Attraction,  Elasticity,  OapiUaritj ;

MairiculaHon. — ^Uniyersity  Matriculation  consists  in  the  placing  of 
the  name  of  a  student  upon  the  Begister^f  Scholars  of  the  XJniTeraity. 
Erery  student,  on  presenting  himself  for  matriculation,  is  required  to 
furnish  to  the  Begistrar  of  the  University  a  certificate  of  his  admission 
as  a  student  of  one  of  the  colleges  of  the  University ;  to  pay  a  matricn* 
lation  fee  of  £2 ;  and  to  sign  an  undertaking  to  obey  the  reg^nlations  of 
the  University :  Provided  that  the  conditions  of  studentship  in  any 
college  shall  have  been  submitted  to,  and  accepted  by,  the  University 
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Court.  Stadents  may  matriculate  at  sacli  times  in  Jtme  and  in  the 
Mcliaehnas  term  of  each  academic  year  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Yice-Chancellor  of  the  Unirergity.  Names  of  scholars  -who  have  ceased 
to  be  stadents  of  any  college  of  the  Uniyersity  shall  be  removed  from 
the  Register  of  Scholars  of  the  Uniyersity  by  the  Registrar  at  snch 
periods  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Uniyersity  Oooncil,  and  the 
Registrar  shall  be  required  to  obtain  from  the  authorities  of  the  colleges 
of  the  University,  as  soon  as  may  be  affcer  the  opening  of  each  aoade- 
mioal  session,  a  list  of  snch  scholars  of  the  University  as  may  be  or 
may  have  ceased  to  be  students  of  each  college,  provided  always 
that  the  name  of  a  student,  after  having  been  removed  from  the 
Register,  may  be  replaced  by  resolution  of  the  University  Oouncil. 
Stadents  presenting  themselves  for  any  of  the  examinations  for 
degrees  of  the  University  are  required  to  present  certificates  of  having 
matriculated. 

FaeuUie*  ofArU  and  of  Science, — ^The  degrees  in  these  Faculties  are 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science,  Master  of  Arts  and  Master 
of  Science,  together  with  a  degree  of  Doctor,  viz..  Doctor  of  Literature, 
Doctor  of  Philosophy,  or  Doctor  of  Science. 

Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arte  and  Bachelor  of  Science. — ^The  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  are  conferred  upon  scholars 
of  the  University  who  have  attended  in  a  college  of  the  University  the 
courses  of  study  approved  by  the  University,  and  have  passed  the 
examinations  appointed  by  it,  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arte  or  Bachelor  of  Science,  or  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or 
Bachelor  of  Science  with  Honours.  Honours  are  gpranted  to  students 
who  have  jmssed  through  a  regular  course  in  a  college  of  the  University 
in  one  of  the  Honours  Schools  of  the  University.  Students  offering 
themselves  for  any  of  the  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  (Preliminary,  Intermediate,  and  Final)  are 
required  to  present  certificates  of  being  at  the  time  on  the  Register  of 
Sehohirs  of  the  University.  Before  presenting  themselves  for  any  of 
the  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bachdor  of  Arts  or  of  Bachelor  of 
Science,  students  are  required  to  furnish  to  the  University  Reg^istrar 
certificates  of  attendance  in  a  College  of  the  University  upon  courses  of 
instruction,  approved  by  the  University,  in  each  of  the  subjects  in 
which  they  are  to  be  examined.  No  exemption  is  gpranted  from  this 
nde,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  in  special  cases  on  which  the 
Ihiiversiiy  Council  has  received  a  report  from  the  General  Board  of 
Studies.  All  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  B. A.  or  B.Sc.  are  required  to 
pus  an  examination,  to  be  called  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  to 
present  themselves  for  this  examination  not  later  than  two  years  from 
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the  date  oi  tbeir  matrionlatioii,  imleM  preyented  from  attending  it  hj 
flome  oanse  deemed  aatiafaetory  by  the  General  Board  of  Studies. 

PreUmuMury  EaammaUtm.'^'Thid  times  for  holding  the  Prelizainai7 
oxaminatioB  are  about  the  middle  or  end  of  June  and  about  the 
beginning  of  October.  At  the  Preliminary  examination  held  in  Ootober 
those  students  only  may  present  themselyes  who  have  matrionlated 
sinoe  the  Preliminary  examination  held  in  the  preyious  June;  or  who 
failed  in  the  Preliminary  examination  held  in  the  previous  June,  or  who 
were  preyanted  from  attending  it  by  reasons  satis^tory  to  the  Qenersl 
Board  of  Studies.  Students  attending  one  of  the  courses  approved  by 
the  University  for  one  of  the  Honours  Schools  in  the  University,  on 
presenting  themselves  for  the  Preliminary  examination,  may  furnish 
certificates  of  attendance  on  the  classes  required  by  the  UniverBity  for 
such  Honours  School  in  lieu  of  certificates  of  attendance  upon  olaosoB 
in  any  of  the  subjects  of  the  Preliminary  examination.  Candidates 
presenting  themselves  for  the  Preliminary  examination  are  required  to 
satisfy  the  examiners  in  one  of  the  following  groups  (A  and  B) 
of  subjects.

Ordinary  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  ofBa>chelor  of  Science, 

General  EeguUUions. — Candidates  for  the  ordinary  degrees  of  BjL 
and  B.Sc.  are,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  required  to  furnish 
certificates  of  having  passed  through,  in  a  college  of  the  University,  a 
course  of  study  approved  by  the  University,  extending  over  at  l^st 
three  academic  years,  corresponding  to  the  Preliminary,  the  Inter- 
mediate, and  the  Final  examinations  respectively,  of  which  years  at 
least  two  shall  be  subsequent  to  the  date  at  which  they  have  passed  the 
Preliminary  examination.  Provided  that  any  student  who  ab^n  b&ve 
passed  the  Preliminary  examination  next  after  his  matriculation,  and 
have  been  placed  in  the  First  Division,  may  take  his  Degree  of  BA.  or  of 
B.Sc.  after  two  years  of  academical  study  from  the  date  of  such  PreUmip 
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nary  examination.  The  examination  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  Bachelor 
(B  JL  or  B.Sc.)  is  divided  into  two  parts,  called  the  Intermediate  and  the 
Final  examination.    Tbe  timeB  for  holding  the  Intermediate  examina* 
tian  are  ahout  the  middle  or  end  of  June  and  about  the  beginning  of 
October.     At  the  Intermediate  examination  held  in  October  thoee 
stndenta  only  may  present  themselves  who  failed  in  the  Intermediate 
examination  held  in  the  previous  June,  or  who  were  prevented  from 
attending  it  by  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  General  Board  of  Studies, 
or  who  present  themselves  in  accordance  with  provisions  stated  else- 
where.   Students  who  have  failed  in  an  Intermediate  examination  are 
required,  before  presenting  themselves  for  any  Intermediate  examina- 
tion held  in  a  subsequent  calendar  year,  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the 
General  Board  of  Studies.  Students,  before  entering  for  the  Intermediate 
examination,  are  required  to  furnish  certificates  of  having  passed  the 
PteUminary  examination,  and  of  having  attended  in  a  college  of  the 
University  a  course  of  study,  approved  by  the  University,  and  extend- 
ing over  at  least  one  academic  year  from  the  date  at  which  they  have 
passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  in  each  of  the  subjects  in  the 
group  in  which  they  present  themselves  for  examination.    The  names 
of  students  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate  examination  are  published 
in  a  single  list  in  two  divisions,  the  names  in  each  being  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order.    Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  with  Honours  who  have  not  been  awarded 
Honours  in  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  with  Honours  at  which  they  have  presented  them- 
aelres,  and  have  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  acquitted  them- 
selves sufficiently  well  in  such  examination  to  be  allowed  to  proceed  to 
the  next  Final  examination  for  the  ordinary  degree,  shall  be  allowed  to 
proceed  to  the  next  Intermediate  examination  in  any  of  the  g^ups 
for  the  ordinary  degree  hereinafter  enumerated.    The  times  for  holding 
the  Final  examination  are  about  the  middle  or  end  of  June  and  about 
the  beginxiing  of  October.    At  the  Final  examination  in  October  only 
those  students  may  present  themselves  who  failed  in  the  Final  exami- 
nation held  in  the  previous  June,  or  who  were  prevented  from  attending 
itby  some  cause  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  General  Board  of  Studies, 
or  who  are  qualified  under  other  provisions.

Degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Science, — ^The  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  is  conferred,  on  payment  of  the  proper  fees,  upon  re- 
gistered Bachelors  of  Arts,  and  on  the  like  payment  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  upon  registered  Bachelors  of  Science,  when  of  three 
years'  standing  from  the  date  of  their  graduation  as  Bachelors,  and 
after  not  less  than  six  academic  years  have  elapsed  since  the  date  of 
their  matriculation.  Bachelors  of  Arts  or  Science  who  have  graduated 
with  Honours  are  not  required  to  present  themselves  for  any  further 
examination  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Science.  Bachelors  of 
Arts  or  Science  who  have  obtained  the  ordinary  degree  are  required 
farther  to  satisfy  the  examiners  in  such  portions  of  the  examination  in 
some  Honours  School  of  the  University  as  the  General  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  approve.

Board  of  Studies,  after  considering  a  report  from  one  or  more  of  its 
departmental  boards,  to  have  distinguished  themselves  by  special 
research  or  learning.  Provided  that  the  General  Board  of  Studies 
may,  in  such  cases  as  it  shall  think  fit,  after  considering  a  report  from 
one  or  more  of  its  departmental  boards,  also  require  candidates  to  pass 
such  an  examination  as  it  may  from  tiuLC  to  time  determine.

Acceptance  of  certain  Exa/minations  of  the  University  of  London, 

:  Students  of  the  Owens  College  who  have  passed  the  First  B.A.  or 
First  B.Sc.  examinations  of  the  University  of  London  in  or  before 
July,  1881,  and  who  have  presented  certificates  of  such  attendance  on 
classes  in  the  Owens  Colleige  prior  to  having  passed  the  First  B.A.  or 
First  B.Sc.  examinations  as  shall  be  accepted  by  the  General  Board  of 
Studies,  are  permitted  to  proceed  to  any  of  the  Final  examinations  for 
the  Ordinary  Degrees  of  B.A.  or  B.Sc.  respectively  in  this  University 
provided  they  have  attended  tbe  final  yeaor's  course  required  by  the 
University  for  these  examinations. 

In  the  case  of  students  of  the  Owens  College  who  have  passed  the 
Matriculation  examination  of  the  University  of  London,  such  attend- 
ance on  classes  of  the  Owens  College  subsequent  to  their  having  passed 
that  examination  is  accepted  by  the  General  Board  of  Studies  as 
satisfying  the  requirements  of  the  University  regarding  attendance  in 
any  one  of  the  Honours  Schools  of  the  University.

Admisnan. — ^A  card  of  admission  to  the  several  da^es  is  issned  at 
the  of&ce  of  the  College,  on  the  presentation  of  a  certificate,  signed  by 
the  Principal,  and  on  payment  of  the  fees.  No  student  is  entitled  to 
attend  the  classes  mitil  he  has  complied  with  this  reg^olation.  Any 
person  who  is  on  the  Begister  of  Day  Students  of  the  College  in  any 
giren  session  will  be  deemed  to  continue  as  a  student  unless  he  shall 
forfeit  his  rights  in  this  respect  by  not  entering  his.  name  for  a  sue* 
ceeding  session  on  or  before  the  Slst  October.  A  person  who  seeks  to 
le-enter  after  that  date  will  be  allowed  to  do  so  only  on  repayment  of 
the  admission  fee.  A  daily  record  is  kept  of  the  attendance  of  the 
students  in  the  lecture  rooms.  Absences  will  be  reported  to  the 
Principal,  who  will,  at  his  discretion,  cause  the  same  to  be  notified  to 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  defaulting  student. 

A  Qeneral  ExaminaUon  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  session  on  the 
results  of  which  prizes  are  awarded.  Examination  lists,  showing  the 
position  obtained  by  each  student,  are  subsequently  posted  in  the 
OoU^e,  and  printed  copies  thereof  sent  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of 
the  students.  Students  absenting  themselves  from  this  examination 
are  not  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  attendance  on  the  class. 

The  grade  of  Associate  of  the  College  may  be  obtained  by  students 
who  have  passed  with  distinction  through  a  three  years'  course  of 
study. 

Bendenee. — A  hall,  Hcensed  for  residence  of  students,  called  the 
Fnends'  HaU,  situated  at  Lloyd-street,  Greenheys.  Some  of  the  pro- 
fessors and  other  officers  of  the  CoUege  also  receive  students  to 
Voard  with  them  at  their  own  houses.  A  Register  of  Lodging 
HioDses  kept  by  persons  who  are  willing  to  conform  to  certain  rules  of 
^iisdpline  which  have  been  laid  down  by  the  College,  is  kept  in  the 
oiBce  for  the  use  of  students  seeking  lodgings.  Dinners  and  other 
nfreshments  are  provided  in  the  College  Refectory  daily,  except  on 
Sstnrdays,  by  the  Steward,  according  to  regulations  and  charges 
^iptOYed  by  the  Council. 

dnt/rses  of  Study. — ^The  following  courses  are  primarily  arranged  to 
mit  the  requirements  of  the  Y ictoria  University  for  the  ordinary  and 
Hooonrs  Degrees  in  Arts  and  Science,  but  many  of  the  classes  are 
likewise  suited  to  students  who  are  preparing  for  the  examinations  of 
tlie  University  of  London.    The  classes  are  aJso  open  to  students  who 
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do  not  propofle  to  graduate  in  any  Uniyersitj.  The  following  cottrses 
comspond  respectively  to  the  Preliminary,  Intermediate,  and  Final 
examinations  of  the  XXniversity  for  ordinary  degrees  in  Arts  and 
Science,  and  certificates  of  attendance  on  them  must  be  famished  by

Engineering  Courae, — Successful  attendance  on  this  course  will 
fonush  a  thorough  sciencific  groundwork  for  the  attainment  of  the 
knowledge  requisite  for  the  prosecution  of  the  higher  branches  of  the 
Engineering  profession,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  supersede  the 
practical  training  which  can  only  be  obtained  in  the  office  of  a  civil,  or 
the  workshop  of  a  mechanical,  engineer.  Some  of  the  principal 
nwchanical  engineers  of  Manchester  and  the  neighbourhood  have 
signified  tilieir  willingness  to  receive  certificated  engineering  students 
of  the  OoUege  into  their  works,  either  as  premium  apprentices  for  a 
short  term,  or  as  ordinary  apprentices  without  premiums;  and  to 
confer  upon  them  such  privileges  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  be 
foond  qualified  to  avail  themselves  of.  In  addition  to  the  subjects 
specified  in  the  course,  students  are  recommended  to  attend,  as  time 
wiU  allow,  the  following  classes :  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  and  a  Modem 
Language.  Mrat  Year :  Pure  Mathematics ;  Applied  Mathematics  or 
Experimental  Mechanics;  Engineering  (Surveying  and  Estimating);

Qymnaaiwn. — ^The  Gymnasimn  has  been  very  completely  fitted  with 
apparatus  on  the  system  of  Mr.  Madaren,  Director  of  the  UniTersity 
GymnasiTmi,  Oxford.  The  course  of  instruction  is  that  set  forth  in  Mr. 
Madaren's  "Physical  Education,"  and  the  exercises  are  carefully 
graduated  according  to  the  ages  and  the  physical  powers  of  the 
students.  Students  are  required  to  confine  themselves  during  each 
leBBon  strictly  to  the  exercises  prescribed  by  the  instructor.  When 
they  shall  have  gone  through  a  sujficient  course,  they  will  receive  certifi- 
cates of  competency,  which  will  entitle  them,  under  the  direction  of  the 
iDstructor,  to  work  independently  of  the  ordinary  classes.  For  further 
Rules  and  Regulations  see  the  "  Calendar."  Fees :  For  three  dajs  a 
week  (one  hour  per  day)  during  the  session,  £1 ;  two  ditto,  15s. ;  three 
ditto,  during  a  term,  lOs. ;  two  ditto,  7s.  6d.  A  student  who  takes  a 
term  ticket  may,  at  the  end  of  the  term,  exchange  his  ticket  for  a 
session  ticket,  on  paying  the  difference  in  the  fees.

Examinations,  Harmony,  Yooal  Music,  Practical  Fine  Art,  Metallurgy, 
Practical  Metallurgy,  Shorthand,  Theological  Classes,  Workshop  Classes. 

Fees  for  the  Winter  Session. — ^For  any  single  course  (except  Divinity, 
Practical  Chemistiy,  Applied  Physics,  Practical  Metallurgy),  £1  lis.  6d. 
The  Divinity  Class  is  free  to  aU  students  attending  any  other  class, 
and  lOs.

After  Christmas,  the  fee  is  £1  Is.  for  one  class,  except 
in  the  case  of  Practical  Chemistry,  Applied  Physics,  and  Practical 
Metallurgy,  which  are  £1  lis.  6d.  Four  classes  are  charged  £3 10s.,  with 
lOs.  M.  extra  for  each  class,  if  Practical  Chemistry,  Applied  Physics,  or 
Praclacal  Metallurgy  are  taken.  Students  of  this  Department  who  are 
attending  at  least  two  classes  may  become  "  Matriculated  Students  of 
King's  CoUege,  London,"  by  payment  of  an  additional  fee  of  £2  12s.

The  Goll^e  is  in  connection  witli  the  XJniyersity  of  London  and 
UniverBity  College,  London.  The  Course  of  Study  extends  over  five  ox^ 
ttx  yean;  namely,  two  or  three  undergraduate,  succeeded  by  three 
Theological  years.  The  student  wIlo  desires  to  pass  through  the  whole 
coorae  in  tlie  College  is  required  to  matriculate  in  the  UniYendty  of 
IiondoD,  having  selected  Greek  as  one  of  his  optional  subjects,  beiSore 
eotmace;  and  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  third  year  to  talce  the* 
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degree  of  B A.  in  the  same  UniTerBitj,  so  as  to  bring  an  imdiTided 
interest  to  the  studies  of  his  Theological  period.  Candidates  will  be 
required  to  give  satisfactory  eyidence  of  their  ability  to  write  clear 
grammatical  English,  and  to  read  alond  distinctly,  naturally,  and  with 
correct  pronunciation. 

It  is  recommended  that  candidates  for  Matriculation  in  the  TJni- 
Tersity  of  London,  intending  subsequently  to  enter  Manchester  New 
Oollege,  should  choose  G^erman  rather  than  French,  as  a  subject  of 
examination,  on  account  of  the  superior  usefulness  of  that  language 
to  the  future  studies  of  the  theolog^ian. 

In  particular  cases,  with  the  special  sanction  of  the  Committee^ 
students  may  be  admitted  t3  some  of  the  Theological  and  Philosophical 
lectures  without  entering  on  the  entire  course. 

When  candidates  are  admitted  as  Divinity  students,  it  is  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  they  will  go  through  the  whole  College 
course ;  and  that  their  quitting  the  College  at  an  earlier  period,  for  the 
purpose  of  undertaking  auy  congregational  charge,  or  for  any  other 
object,  cannot  be  sanctioned  by  the  Trustees. 

Students  who  have  taken  a  degree  in  Arts,  at  any  English,  Scotch^ 
or  Irish  IJniyersity,  may  be  admitted  to  the  three  years'  Theological 
Course  without  farther  examination,  except  that  they  will  be  required 
to  show  that  they  can  read  aloud,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professors. 
The  acquirement,  before  entrance  on  the  Theological  Course,  of  a  com* 
petent  knowledge  of  Cerman,  and  of  a  sufGlcient  acquaintance  with  the 
rudiments  of  Hebrew,  is  strongly  recommended. 

Students  who  haye  exhibited  aptitude  for  the  Ministry,  being  not 
less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  not  haying  graduated  in  any 
uniyersity,  may  be  admitted  to  the  three  years'  Theological  Course^ 
provided  that — They  satisfy  the  Professors,  or  other  examiners 
especially  appointed  by  the  College,  of  their  ability  to  enter  on  ^e 
Theological  Course  with  advantage ;  and  pass  an  examination  in  the 
following  subjects :  In  QreeJe,  four  books  of  Homer,  and  two  books  of 
the  CyropsBdia,  or  of  the  Anabasis  of  Xenophon;  in  Latin,  four 
books  of  Yirgil  and  two  books  of  the  Odes  of  Horace;  either  the 
Catilinarian  Conspiracy,  or  the  Jugurthine  War,  of  Sallust ;  and  either 
an  Oration  or  the  two  Treatises,  Be  Senectute  and  De  Amiciti&,  of 
Cicero;  in  Mathematics,  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  vulgar  and  decimal 
fractions  (inclusive);  Algebra,  as  far  as  quadratic  equations  (in- 
clusive); and  Geometry,  the  first  six  books  of  Euclid.  They  will 
also  be  examined  in  some  text-book  of  Logic,  and  be  required  to  render 
at  sight  a  passage  of  G^man  into  English,  and  any  passage  of  the 
Gospels  from  the  Greek. 
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Scholarthips. — To  assist  tmdergTadnate  students  who  wish  to  enter 
upon  the  Theological  Course,  after  graduation  at  some  British  or 
IriBh  XJmTendty,  the  Trustees  of  Manchester  New  College  offer  not 
more  than  two  scholarships  yearly,  of  the  annual  value  of  £50  each. 
In  the  case  of  these  scholarships,  the  usage  of  the  CoUege  with  regard 
to  receipts  by  a  student  from  charitable  or  trust  funds  will  be  suspended. 
Candidates  for  the  scholarships  are  to  produce  the  certificates,  and  to 
pass  the  examination  above  specified.  It  is  a  condition  of  these  scholar- 
ships that  each  scholar  shaU  acquire,  before  presenting  himself  for 
admission  to  the  College  for  three  Theological  years,  a  sufficient  know- 
ledge of  Hebrew  to  enable  him  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  book  of 
Genesis  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professors.    Scholars  residing  in 
London  will  be  required  to  attend  the  course  of  instruction  in  Hebrew 
pnmded  by  the  Collie.    At  the  tune  of  receiving  the  scholarships, 
the  scholars  are  to  furnish  a  written  statement  that  it  is  their  intention 
to  enter  Manchester  New  College  as  Divinity  students  after  gradua- 
tion.   If  more  than  two  candidates  present  themselves  in  any  one 
jear,  the  scholarships  will  be  given,  after  a  competitive  examination,  to 
the  students  who  acquit  themselves  most  satisfactorily.    Each  scholar- 
ship will  be  tenable  for  one  or  two  years,  as  arranged  by  the  Trustees 
or  Gommittee,  but  not  for  any  longer  period,  unless  with  the  special 
permission  of  the  Trustees,  and  in  every  case  a  scholarship  shall  lapse 
when  the  scholar  enters  on  the  Theological  Course  of  the  College.    If 
any  scholar  shall  reside  for  the  purposes  of  study  in  London,  he  will  be 
required  to  subject  himself  to  the  discipline  of  the  College  as  folly  as 
if  he  were  an  ordinary  undergraduate  student  of  the  institution.    The 
scholarships  wiU  be  payable  half-yearly  in  advance;  but  in  every  case 
the  payment  of  the  second  year's  instalment  will  depend  upon  the 
receipt  from  the  student  of  a  report  of  his  studies  and  standing  in  his 
Uniyersity,  and  the  production  of  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  diligence 
and  good  conduct.    The  examination  for  the  scholarships  will  take 
pbuie  in  the  month  of  April  or  May  in  each  year.

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The  Ai/ntworih  Scholarship. — ^The  Oommittee  offer  to  those  students 
of  the  College  who  shall  obtain  a  Gold  Medal  in  the  M.  A.  ezamination 
at  London  University  a  scholarship  of  £100.  GompetLtors  for  this 
scholarship  mnst  graduate  as  students  of  Manchester  New  College, 
either  on  taking  their  Bachelor's  or  Master's  degree.  If  the  former, 
they  must  hare  previously  spent  not  less  than  two  years  at  Manchester 
New  College ;  if  the  latter,  not  less  than  one  year.  The  Ainsworth 
scholarship  is  open  to  any  lay  student  of  University  College  who  has 
previously  enrolled  liimgAlf  as  a  student  of  Manchester  New  College, 
gone  through  his  undergraduate  course  under  the  direction  of  the 
Principal  of  that  College,  and  attended  the  Classes  for  Religious  and 
Ethid^  Instruction  which  it  provides  for  its  lay  students.  Subject  to 
these  limitations,  the  scholarship  is  open  to  every  gold  medallist  at  the 
examinations  for  the  Master's  degree  in  any  one  of  the  branches  of 
Classics,  Science,  or  Philosophy.  Payment  will  be  made  to  successful 
competitors  in  two  yearly  payments  of  £50.  The  scholarship  will  be 
continued  until  notice  to  the  contrary  is  given.  Two  years'  notice  will 
be  given  previous  to  its  withdrawal.  Farther  particulars  respecting 
the  scholarship,  and  the  plans  of  study  at  Manchester  New  CoU^pe, 
may  be  obtained  on  application  to  one  of  the  Secretaries.

The  diplomas  granted  by  the  College  are  of  three  grades-— Associate, 
Licentiate,  and  Fellow. 

The  qoftlifloations  required  for  the  grade  of  ABSoeiate  are  somewhat  higher 
than  those  required  by  the  Ck>xiuiiittee  of  Oonnoil  for  oertifioated  teaohere  of  the 
first  class,  and  those  for  the  grades  of  Uoeatiate  and  Fellow  oorrespond  as 
nearly  as  possible  to  those  required  for  an  ordinary  degree  and  for  an  Hoaovr 
degree  in  Arts,  respectively,  at  the  principal  Universities  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland.  A  distinative  feature  of  these  examinations  is  that  in  all  oases  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Edncation  is  an  obligatory  subject  for  each  grade. 

The  Science  and  Art  of  Education  is  dealt  with  by  the  College  as  a 
special  subject  of  instruction,  and  there  is  in  operation  a  course  of 
lectures  and  lessons  in  this  subject  extending  over  one  year.

Mineralogy;  14  Animal  Physiology ;  15.  Elementary  Botany ;  16  and 
17.  Biology,  including  Animal  and  Yegetable  Morphology  and  Phyaia- 
logy;  18.  Principles  of  Mining;  19.  Metallurgy;  20.  Navigation;  2L 
Nautical  Astronomy ;  22.  Steam;  23.  Physiography;  24.  Principles  of 
Agriculture. 

Each  subject  is  subdivided  into  three  stages  or  courses — ^The  Elemen- 
tary,  the  Advanced,  and  Honours,  except  Mathematics,  which  is  sub- 
divided into  seven  stages,  with  Honours  in  three  gproups  or  stages.  A 
candidate  may  offer  himself  in  any  or  all  of  the  above  subjects.  The 
examination  is  held  throughout  the  kingdom  at  certain  local  eentrce. 
Cards  recording  their  success  in  the  examination  are  givem  to  all 
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tnooeaBfol  candidates.  Quern'*  prize$,  consiatmg  of  books  or  instm* 
menta,  chosen  from  lists  famished  for  that  purposci  are  giyen  to  all 
eandidates  who  obtain  a  First  Glass  in  the  elementary  or  in  the 
advanced  stage  of  a  snb ject  or  in  either  of  the  seyen  stages  of  Mathe- 
matics. Proyided  that — (1)  The  candidate  is  a  student  in  a  school  or 
class  recognised  by  the  Department;  (2)  If  he  haye  been  examined  in 
the  adyanoed  stage,  that  he  has  preyioualy  passed  in  the  elementary 
stage  (or  in  Mathematics  in  one  of  the  first  three  stages).  There  are 
some  other  conditions,  but  these  do  not  affect  the  general  mass  of  can- 
didates. Bronze  medals  are  giyen  to  all  who  obtain  a  First  Glass  in 
Honours.  Persons  not  students  in  recognised  science  classes  may  enter 
at  any  local  centre  for  the  de^^artmental  examination ;  proyided  that — 
(1)  An  examination  is  to  be  held  in  the  subject  or  subjects  they  select ; 
and  (2)  they  giye  notice  before  the  25th  of  March  in  each  year  of  their 
intention  to  the  local  conunittee  at  such  centre.  The  fee  is  2s.  6d.  The 
examinations  are  conducted  by  means  of  printed  papers. 

Candidates  who  pass  in  the  Adyanced  or  Honours  stage  are  qualified 
to  become  science  teachers  in  classes  preparing  for  the  Departmental 
examinations. 

The  examinations  in  the  three  stages  of  a  subject,  or,  in  Mathematics, 
in  a  group  of  stages,  are  held  at  the  same  time,  a  separate  series  of 
questions  being  g^yen  in  each  stage.  The  elementary  and  adyanced 
stages  are  for  the  general  students  of  the  Science  Glasses.  The  Honotirs 
examination  is  of  a  much  more  adyanced  character.  In  each  stage 
there  are  two  gprades  of  success — first  and  second  class.  For  the  second 
or  lower  class  of  the  elementaiy  stage,  the  standard  of  attainment 
required  is  only  such  as  will  justify  the  examiner  in  reporting  that  the 
inatruction  has  been  sound,  and  that  the  students  haye  benefited  by  it; 
hut  the  standard  may  be  ndsed  from  year  to  year.

BOYAL  ACADBMT  SOHOOLS. 

AD  applicants  for  admission  to  these  schools  must  giye  proof  of 
profidenoy  in  either  Drawing  or  Modelling,  and,  except  in  the  case  of 
Architects,  of  such  acquaintance  with  the  Anatomy  of  the  Human 
Frame  as  is  comprised  in  a  knowledge  of  the  skeleton,  and  the  names 
and  uses  of  the  external  layer  of  muscles. 

Painters  must  produce  a  drawing  in  chalk  from  the  antique.  Also 
drawing^  of  a  figure  anatomised.  Sculptors  must  produce  a  model 
.either  in  the  round  oi*  relief  from  the  antique,  and  a  drawing  of  the 
aame.    They  must  also  show  drawings  of  a  fig^ure  anatomised. 
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Prior  to  preparing  such  specimeiiB  candidates  should  obtain  the 
« Begulations "  from  the  Secretary.  All  applications  for  admission 
must  be  made  on  printed  forms  furnished  for  that  purpose.  If  admitted, 
the  student  will  become  a  probationer  for  two  months.  Should  his 
work  at  the  end  of  this  period  meet  with  approbation  he  will  be  admitted 
■&  student  for  three  jears.  At  the  end  of  the  three  years,  subject  to 
certain  conditions  and  the  passing  of  an  examination,  the  student  will 
be  admitted  for  a  further  period  of  three  years. 

Architects  are  required  to  produce  as  a  specimen  of  ability  a  plan, 
elevation,  and  section  (which  may  be  copies  of  published  drawings  or 
engravings)  of  an  existing  building ;  an  original  perspective  sketch  in 
pencil  of  an  existing  building ;  and  a  drawing  of  a  piece  of  original 
sculpture.  A  candidate  should  apply  for  admission  on  the  forms  issued 
for  that  purpose.  If  successful  he  will  become  a  probationer  for  six 
months,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time,  should  his  work  in  the  Academy 
meet  with  approbation,  he  will  be  admitted  a  student  for  three  years 
At  the  end  of  the  three  years  the  student,  subject  to  the  fulfilment  of 
<^rtain  conditions,  will  be  admitted  for  a  further  period  of  three  years. 
All  instruction  in  the  Academy  is  gratuitous,  the  student  providing  his 
own  materials.  The  period  of  studentship  is  limited  to  six  years,  and 
cannot  be  renewed. 

Tbinitt  Oollege,  London. 

This  institution  has  not  been  granted  a  charter,  it  is  incorporated  as 
a  joint  stock  company. 

The  Academical  Division  consists  of  two  departments:  1.  Glasses  and 
Xiectures ;  2.  Public  Examinations. 

Classes  and  Lectwrea, — ^The  scheme  includes  every  subject  connected 
with  the  Science  and  Art  of  Music,  viz.,  Choir  Management,  Harmony, 
Counterpoint,  Musical  Composition,  Yocal  Music,  Organ  (with  oppor- 
tunities for  practice).  Pianoforte,  Orchestral  Instruments,  Yocal  and 
Instrumental  Practice,  &c.,  and  General  Subjects,  viz.,  Classics, 
Mathematics,  Modem  Languages,  English  Literature,  Science,  &c. 
Some  Free  echolarshi/pe  have  been  established;  also  gold  and  silver 
medals,  as  well  as  other  prizes  for  diligence  and  progress  in  study. 

Beeidefni  students  are  received  upon  conditions  named  in  the 
*'  Calendar." 

The  Exam/inaMons  for  Diplomas  in  Music  are  held  twice -a  year,  and 
are  open  to  persons  of  either  sex,  whether  students  of  the  College 
or  not. 

The  Special  Certificates  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who, 
unable  to  enter  for  the  Professional  diplomas  of  the  Oollege,  desii«  to 
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obtain  credit  for  technical  knowledge  of  any  special  subject.  The 
solgects  are:  (1)  Harmony;  (2)  Counterpoint;  (3)  Instrumentation; 
(4)  Solo  Singing;  (5)  Pianoforte;  (6)  Organ;  and  (7)  Yiolin,  Yiolon- 
eello,  or  any  other  orchestral  instrument  approred  by  the  Academical 
Board.  Candidates  may  enter  for  one  or  more  subjects  at  the  same 
examination. 

Local  Iksaminati(m8  in  Elementary  Mnatcal  Knowledge  are  held  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Colonies,  at  uentres  placed  under 
the  care  of  local  secretaries.  There  are  National  prizes,  honour 
certificates,  and  pass  ceiiificates.  Applications  for  the  appointment  of 
local  centres  should  be  made,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  Secretary. 

Local  ExaminaMons  in  Instrv/mental  a/nd  Vocal  Music  may  be  arranged 
Uuongh  the  Local  Secretaries.  The  examiner  appointed  by  the 
Academical  Board  may  visit  an  examination  centre  at  any  time. 

IndituHone  in  Union, — ^Any  institution,  college,  school,  choir,  or 
society  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Academical  Board,  be 
enrolled  in  union  with  the  College,  on  the  election  of  the  principal  or 
aecretary  as  an  honorary  member.  Institutions  in  union,  amongst 
other  privileges,  may  enter  their  members  for  all  the  local  examinations 
at  reduced  fees.  Applications  for  enrolment  should  be  directed  to  the 
Hon.  Local  Secretary  of  the  centre  in  which  the  institution  is  situate, 
or,  if  there  be  no  centre,  to  the  Secretary. 

Eonorary  Membership  of  the  College  is  obtainable  by  election,  and 
on  payment  of  an  annual  subscription  of  £1  Is.  Honorary  members 
have  free  access  to  the  College  Library;  the  privilege  of  competing 
for  scholarships  and  prizes;  the  Calendar  and  College  Journal 
(monthly),  gratis;  free  enrolment  of  an  institution  in  union;  the 
electoral  privilege  of  the  Coll^;e  Soiate ;  right  of  attendance  at  the 
xmal  public  meetings  of  the  College.  House  Members  have  in  addition 
(on  payment  of  a  further  annual  subscription  of  £1  Is.)  the  free  use  of 
the  reading  rooms  of  the  College,  &c. 

The  New  College  House,  containing  largely  increased  accommodation 
far  hon.  members  and  students,  is  situate  in  Mandeville-place,  Man- 
chester-square (comer  of  Hinde-street),  and  is  easily  accessible  from 
aU  parts  of  London,  being  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  Oxford-circus, 
and  of  the  Baker-street  Station  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway,  which 
communicates  with  all  the  suburban  lines.

Subjects  for  Senior  Examination. — Practical  Agriculture,  Book- 
keeping by  Double  Entry,  General  Chemistry,  Agricultural  Chemistry, 
Comparative  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Botany,  G^logy,  Mensuration 
and  Surveying,  Mechanics  and  Natural  Philosophy.

The  successful  candi- 
dates will  be  placed  in  two  classes,  and  arranged  in  order  of  merit. 
Candidates,  in  order  to  be  placed  in  the  First  class,  must  satisfy  the 
examiners  in  both  Land  Surveying  and  Mechanics,  as  applied  to  Agri- 
culture. Any  candidate  may  offer  himself  for  examination  in  one  or 
more  of  the  following  subjects,  viz. :  Botany,  Geology,  or  Anatomy. 
Any  knowledge  which  he  may  show  of  these  subjects  will  be  counted 
to  bis  credit  in  the  general  classification,  provided  that  he  shall  have 
fulfilled  the  foregoing  conditions,  and  provided  that  the  knowledge  of 
these  subjects  does  not  fall  below  the  standard  fixed  as  a  minimum  in 
each  of  these  optional  subjects.  Each  candidate  obtaining  a  First 
class  certificate  will  thereby  become  a  life  member  of  the  Society. 

The  following  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  candidates  placed  in  the 
first  class  for  aggregate  merit :  First  pruse,  £25 ;  second  prise,  £15 ; 
third  prize,  £10 ;  fovHh  prize,  £5.     Certificates,  to  be  termed  First  and 
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Seoand-dass  certificates,  will  be  granted  to  oaadidatee  placed  in  the 
Fizst  and  second  class;  snoli  certificates  will  specify  the  subjects  in 
which  the  candidates  shall  haye  satisfied  the  examiners.

Fee 
for  first  year's  course,  £60 ;  for  second  year's  coarse,  £60;  for  the  two 
years'  course,  £110. 

Cowrses  of  insirttction  are  also  given  in  Practical  (hardening  and 
Floriculture  apart  from  their  application  to  Landscape  Gardening. 
The  course  extends  throughout  one  year.    The  premium  is  £30. 

School  of  Practical  Engineering. 

This  school  was  estabHshed  with  the  purpose  of  affording  to  students 
of  Oiril  or  of  Mechanical  Engineering  the  advantage  of  thorough 
practical  instruction  in  the  rudiments  of  either  branch  of  the  prof  es- 
ncnandinthe  manipulation  of  materials.  The  leading  object  i9  to 
prepare  students,  by  systematic  practical  instruction,  for  professional 
articles,  so  that,  on  entering  an  engineer's  ofELce  or  works,  the  pupil 
may  at  once  be  useful  to  his  principal,  and  enabled  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunitiee  for  learning  open  to  him  because  he  has  mastered 
the  elementary  details  of  the  profession. 

The  school  is  also  available  for  students  already  articled  who  desire 
instroction  in  either  the  offices  or  shops;  for  gentlemen  anxious  to 
become  engineering  draughtsmen,  or  to  compete  for  the  Whitworth 
flcholarships,  or  to  enter  the  steam  mercantile  marine,  or  to  fit  them- 
selves by  practical  knowledge  of  scientific  and  mechanical  work  and 
expedients  for  life  in  the  Oolonies  or  abroad,  as  explorers  or  settlers, 
especially  when  they  may  be  entirely  dependent  on  their  own 
lesouroes. 

Cmdidaleefor  admiseion  are  required  to  pass  a  Preliminary  examina* 
tion  in  the  rudiments  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Geometry,  the 
Hechanical  Powers,  the  Oomposition  and  Resolution  of  Forces,  and 
the  Elements  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Candidates  may  be  prepared 
for  this  examination.  Fee  for  such  instruction,  £15  per  term.  The 
nunimum  age  for  admission  is  15. 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms  of  fifteen  weeks  each.  The 
Mechanical  course  is  comprised  in  one  year's  premiimi,  £52  10s. ;  for 
sdditioiial  terms,  £17  lOs.  each.    The  course  in  Civil  Engineering 
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extends  tbiongliotit  one  year;  a  atadent  may,  bat  need  not  belore 

entering  this  division,  pass  thxougli  the  Mechanioal  coarse.    In  any 

ease,  he  most  pass  an  Entrance  ezamination  in  Mechanical  Drawing, 

Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Trigonometry.  Premimn,  £63 ;  for  additional 

terms,  £21  each.     Fee  for  the  two   years'  course   (combining    the 

Mechanical  Engineering  and  Civil  Engineering  schools),  £105.    At  the 

expiration  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  and  cerUfioates  of 

proficiency  granted. 

Colonial  Section. 

This  section  is  designed  for  gentlemen  who  are  going  to  the  Colonies 

or  abroad  as  explorers  or  settlers.    The  object  proposed  is  to  aiCord 

them  so  mnch  practical  knowledge  of  scientific  and  mechanical  work  and 

expedients  as  shall  enable  them  best  to  utilise  the  means  at  their  dia- 

posalf  especially  when  entirely  dependent  on  their  own  resonrces. 

Premimn  for  one  year's  instruction,  £52  10s. ;  for  additional  terms, 

£17  10s.  each. 

Ladiee*  Dimtion, 

The  school  was  established  to  utilise  the  valuable  courts  and  ooUeo- 
tions  of  the  Crystal  Palace  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  in  Art, 
Science,  and  Literature.  The  studies  and  instruction  rooms  are  strictly 
private.  The  school  is  a  centre  for  both  the  University  of  Oxford  and 
the  TJniTersity  of  Cambridge  Local  Examinations,  the  Oxford  Exami. 
nation  for  Women,  and  for  the  Cambridge  Higher  Local  Examina- 
tion.   The  senior  opens  on  October  1st  and  closes  July  81st.

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  certificate  the  subjects  of  lectures  can  be 
•classified  in  three  groups :  (a)  Including  the  brauQhes  Literature,  Lan- 
guage, Political  Economy,  History,  Logic ;  (&)  Including  the  biaaohes 
Political  Economy,  HLstory,  Logic,  Moral  Science;  (e)  Lidading  the 
branches  Natural  Science  and  Logic.  2.  At  the  end  of  each  course  of 
lectures  and  classes  terminal  certificates  of  attendance  and  examinaliian 
will  be  given  under  the  authority  of  the  Syndicate  to  aU  who  have  (1) 
satisfactorily  attended  the  lectures  and  classes,  and  (2)  passed  the 
examination.  The  certificates  wiU  specify  the  subject  and  duration  of 
the  course  and  the  distinction  (if  any)  which  the  student  has  gained  in 
the  examination  and  in  the  class  work  during  the  course.  3.  Any 
student  who  obtains  terminal  certificates  for  courses  extending  over  a 
period  of  at  least  six  terms  in  subjects  all  of  which  belong  to  the  same 
group,  the  certificates  covering  at  least  two  terms  in  each  branch  which 
the  student  selects,  will,  on  presentation  of  these  certificates  to  the 
Syndicate,  become  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Yioe- 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  stating  that  the  stodent  has 
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tfaxoiigh  a  oonrse  of  study  approved  by  tlie  Syndicate,  and  mgaSijing 
the  oonTBes  attended  and  the  diatinctionB  (if  any)  whicli  have  been 
gained.

National  Ast  Tbainiho  School  {8<mth  Kevisington), 

The  ootiTses  of  inatraotion  pnnmed  in  the  School  hare  for  their  object 
the  systematio  training  of  teachers,  male  and  female,  in  the  practioe  of' 
Art  and  in  the  knowledge  of  its  scientific  principles,  with  a  vieiv  to 
qnalifjing  them  as  Bachelors  of  Schools  of  Art  competent  to  develop 
the  application  of  Art  to  the  common  nses  of  life,  and  to  the  require* 
ments  of  trade  and  mannfactores. 

The  instmction  comprehends  the  following  subjects :  Freeliaiidr 
Architectural  and  Mechanical  Drawing;  Practical  G^metry  and 
Perspective;  Painting  in  Oil,  Tempera  and  Water  Oolonrs ;  Modelling, 
Moulding,  and*  Casting.  The  classes  for  Drawing,  Painting,  and 
Modelling  include  Architectural  and  other  Ornaments,  Moifrers, 
Objects  of  Still  Life,  &c.,  the  Fig^ure  from  the  Antique  and  the  Tale, 
and  the  study  of  Anatomy  as  applicable  to  Art.  These  courses  of  in- 
struction are  open  to  the  public.  The  classes  for  male  and  female 
students  meet  separately. 

Fms. — ^For  classes  studying  five  whole  days  per  week,  including^ 
evenings,  £5  for  fiye  months,  and  an  entrance  fee  of  lOs.  Evening 
classes :  Male  school,  £2  per  term ;  female  school,  £1  per  term — three 
evenings  per  week  in  each  case.  Schoolmasters,  school  mistresses, 
and  pupil  teachers  of  public  elementary  schools  may  attend  on  any  twi> 
evenings  in  each  week;  fee,  5s.  for  the  term.  Qovemesses  in  private 
schools  or  families  may  attend  the  day  classes  for  not  more  than  three 
months  on  payment  of  £1  per  month,  without  entrance  fee.  An 
evening  Artisan  Class  is  held  in  the  elementary  room ;  fees,  lOs.  per 
term,  or  8s.  per  month.  Students  of  this  class  may  pass  into  the 
general  class  rooms  at  the  same  fee  when  they  have  passed  examina- 
tions in  the  four  subjects  of  second  grade  drawing.  Students  may 
attend  a  special  Architectural  class,  which  is  held  on  Tuesdays ;  fee, 
£1  Is.  per  term  of  five  months,  and  an  entrance  fee  .of  lOs.  The 
students  can  be  admitted  to  these  classes  until  they  have  passed  an 
examination  in  Freehand  Drawing  of  the  second  grade.  Examinations 
of  candidates  for  admission  will  be  held  weekly  at  the  commencement 
of  each  term,  and  at  frequent  intervals  throughout  the  year.  These 
examinations  are  held  at  the  school  on  Tuesdays  at  11.45  a.m.  and  6.45 
pjn.,  except  in  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  when  they  take 
place  at  5.45  p.m.  The  examination  fees  are  2s.  6d.  for  day  students* 
and  6d.  for  evening  students,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  examination. 
Unsuccessful  candidates  cannot  be  re-examined  until  after  a  month's 
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interval  Candidates  who  haye  already  passed  an  examination  in 
•eoGnd-grade  Freehand  Drawing  are  admitted  on  application  to  the 
Begistrar  without  further  examination. 

The  aiMUMiZ  session  consists  of  two  terms,  each  lasting  five  months, 
«onmiencing  on  the  1st  March  and  the  Ist  October,  and  ending  on 
the  last  day  of  Jnly  and  the  laat  day  of  Febroary  respectively. 
8tndentB  who  have  passed  the  required  examination  may  join  the 
school  at  any  time  during  the  session  on  payment  of  fees  for  not  less 
than  fire  months ;  and  those  who  have  paid  fees  for  five  months  may 
remain  xmtil  the  end  of  the  session  on  payment  of  a  professional 
fee  for  each  month  unexpired  up  to  31st  July.  The  months  of  August 
and  September  being  the  vacation,  are  not  counted  as  part  of  the  five 
months  paid  for.  One  week  at  Christmas  and  one  week  at  Easter  or 
Whitsuntide  are  also  vacations.  The  school  is  open  for  study  every 
week  day,  except  Saturday,  at  9  a.m.  The  evening  classes  for  male 
students  are  open  daily  from  7  to  9  p.m.,  except  during  the  months  of 
May,  June,  and  July,  when  they  meet  from  6  to  8  p.m.  The  evening 
classes  for  female  students  meet  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and 
Fridays  from  6.30  to  8.30  p.m.,  except  from  May  1st  to  July  31st,  when 
the  hours  are  the  same  as  in  the  male  school — ^from  6  to  8  p.m. 
Students  properly  qualified  have  full  access  to  the  collections  of  the 
Museum  and  Library,  either  for  consultation  or  copying,  as  well  as  to 
all  the  school  lectures  of  the  department.  Masters  and  students  in  the 
National  Art  Training  School  and  other  Schools  of  Art  under  the 
Department  who  are  desirous  of  studying  in  the  galleries  in  foreign 
comitries,  and  who  have  obtained  one  or  more  certificates  of  the  third 
grade,  may  receive,  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  a  form  of  recom- 
mendation as  to  their  competence,  which  may  be  presented  with  their 
certificate  to  the  British  Consul  or  to  the  directors  of  the  galleries  in 
^estion. 

A  course  of  twelve  lectures  on  Anatonvy  as  applicable  to  the  Arts  is 
gi7en  in  each  term.

There  are  female  classes  and  evening  classes  at  most  of  these  schools- 
At  Lambeth  there  are  classes  for  Pottery,  Fainting,  and  Wood 
Engraying. 

There  is  an  annual  examination  for  prizes  in  all  Schools  of  Art, 
and  a  national  competition.  South  Kensington  Museum  and  the 
Bethnal  Qreen  branch  are  open  free  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Satur- 
days. The  students'  days  are  Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays. 
The  Art  Libraiy  at  South  Kensington  is  open  during  the  same  hours 
as  the  Museum.  It  contains  about  45,000  volumes  and  pamphlets  on 
all  subjects  bearing  on  art,  a  collection  of  about  17,000  drawings, 
designs,  and  illuminations;  about  60,000  engravings,  chiefly  of  orna- 
ments ;  and  about  45,000  photographs  of  architecture,  objects  of  art, 
original  drawings,  &c.  All  its  contents  are  rendered  as  far  as  possible 
available  to  students  at  the  Schools  of  Art  and  general  readers. 
Tickets  of  admission  to  the  Museum,  including  the  Art  Library  and 
educational  reading  room,  and  the  Branch  Museum,  Bethnal  Green,  are 
issued  at  the  following  rates :  Weekly,  6d. ;  monthly.  Is.  6d. ;  quarterly, 
Ss.;  half  yearly,  6s.;  yearly,  10s.  Yearly  tickets  are  also  issued  to 
any  school  at  £1,  which  wiU  admit  all  the  pupils  of  such  schools  on  all 
students'  days,  to  be  obtained  at  the  catalogue  sale  stall  at  the  Museum. 
The  South  Kensington  Museum,  as  a  storehouse  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  lends  books  and  objects  to  all  Schools  of  Art  in  connection 
with  the  Science  and  Art  Department.

Boyal  Instittttion  of  Gbbat  Bbitaik. 

This  institution  was  established  under  a  charter  granted  by  G^rge 
HL,  and  has  been  enlarged  and  confirmed  by  Act  of  Parliament.  It 
is  aa  association  of  individuals  who  are  attached  to  science,  and  desirous 
to  promote  its  advancement.  Its  chief  objects  are :  1.  To  promote 
Scientific  and  Literary  Besearch ;  2.  To  teach  the  principles  of  Induc- 
tire  and  Experimental  Science;  3.  To  exhibit  the  application  of  these 
principles  to  the  various  Arts  of  life;  4.  To  afford  opportunities  for 
fltady. 

The  Boyal  Institution  comprises :  1.  Two  laboratories  for  the  promo- 
tion of  Chemical  and  Physical  Science  by  experiments  and  original 
investigations.  2.  Public  lectures,  intended  to  supply  that  which  books 
or  private  instruction  can  rarely  afford— Experimental  illustration 
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and  detailed  desoriptions  of  matters  connected  with  science  or  art. 
Thej  usually  comprehend  a  short  course  at  Ohristmas,  and  six  or  more 
courses  before  and  after  Easter ;  the  season  lasting  from  the  middle  of 
Jannaiy  to  the  middle  of  June.  The  subjects  of  these  lectures  are 
generally  some  of  the  different  branches  of  inductiye  science,  as 
Mechanics,  Chemistry,  Heat,  Light,  Electricity,  Astronomy,  G^logy, 
Botany,  and  Physiology.  Oourses  are  also  occasionally  given  on 
subjects  of  general  interest,  as  on  Literature,  the  Fine  Arts,  and  Mtiaic. 
3.  Weekly  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Listitution.  The  object  of 
these  meetings  is  to  bring  together  men  of  science  and  literature,  and 
to  afford  opportunities  of  communicating  by  discourses  in  the  theatre 
either  new  views  or  new  applications  of  known  truths,  and  of  demon- 
strating by  experiment,  and  familiarising  by-  description,  new  results 
which  have  been  recently  recorded  in  the  scientific  memoirs  of  Philoso- 
phical Societies.  4.  A  model  room,  containing  scientific  apparatus  of 
historical  interest  and  of  present  use.  The  chief  object  of  this  collection 
is  to  furnish  apparatus  for  research  and  illustrations  for  the  leotui^s, 
&0,  5.  A  library  of  about  43,000  vols.,  including  works  of  science,  the 
Transactions  of  various  British  and  Foreign  Societies,  Historical, 
Topographical,  Antiquarian,  and  Art  Works.  6.  A  reading  room,  for 
study,  weU  supplied  with  journals  and  scientific  works.  7.  A  newspaper 
room,  in  which  the  principal  journals,  magazines,  and  reviews,  English 
and  foreign,  are  regularly  provided.  A  circulating  library  is  subscribed 
to,  in  order  to  afford  the  members  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  newest 
books  as  soon  as  published. 

Terms  of  Admission, — ^Persons  desirous  of  becoming  members  shoxQd 
apply  to  the  Secretary.  Candidates  when  proposed  by  four  members 
are  immediately  admitted  to  all  the  privilege  of  the  institution.  They 
pay  on  election  £10  lOs.  (£5  5s.  as  an  admission  fee,  and  £5  5s.  as  the 
first  annual  payment),  or  £63  in  Heu  of  all  payments.  Members  are 
admitted  to  all  lectures  delivered  in  the  institution,  to  the  libraries,  and 
to  the  weekly  evening  meetings ;  they  have  the  right  of  voting  at  the 
monthly  meetings ;  they  may  also  introduce  by  ticket  two  friends  to 
each  of  the  weekly  evening  meetings,  as  long  as  there  is  room,  and  their 
families  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  lectures  at  a  reduced  charge ; 
and  for  every  additional  subscription  of  £21  at  one  time,  or  £3  Ss.  per 
annum,  each  member  is  entitled  to  introduce  personally,  or  by  a  written 
order,  one  visitor  to  each  of  the  public  lectures.  AwTinal  subscribers  to 
the  institution  pay  £5  5s.,  and  £1  Is.  as  an  admission  fee.  They  are 
admitted  to  all  the  courses  of  lectures  delivered  in  the  theatre  of  the 
institution,  to  the  libraries,  and  to  the  newspaper  rooms,  but  have  not 
the  privilege  of  attending  the  evening  meetings. 
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Admission  to  Leetwrea, — ^The  wiyes  of  members,  and  sons  and  daughters 
(tinder  the  age  of  twenty-one)  of  members  are  admitted  for  the  season 
to  all  oonrses  of  lectures,  on  the  payment  each  of  £1  Is.,  and  to  any 
separate  course  on  the  payment  each  of  lOs.  6d.

Members  may  compound  for  their  future  annual 
labscriptions  by  the  payment  of  £10  10s.  in  addition  to  the  admission 
fee.  Persons  residing  abroad  and  desirous  of  becoming  members  pay 
no  more  than  the  admission  fee  and  first  contribution.  Eyery  candi- 
date for  admission  into  the  Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  or  more 
members,  who  must  sign  a  certificate  in  recommendation  of  him ;  one 
of  such  members  must  haye  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  candidate. 
Ladies  are  eligible  as  members.  Honorary  members  are  elected  by  the 
OounciL 

Musical  Association  (27,  Harley-street,  Cavendish-square,  W,). 

Established  for  the  inyestigation  and  discussion  of  subjects  connected 
with  the  art  and  science  of  Music.  The  annual  subscription  is  £1  Is. 
Life  composition  fee,  £10  10s.  The  Association  consists  of  practical 
and  theoretical  musicians,  as  well  as  those  whose  researches  haye  been 
directed  to  the  science  of  acoustics,  the  history  of  the  art,  or  other 
londred  subjects.  Eyery  candidate  for  admission  into  the  Society 
must  be  proposed  by  two  members. 

Sanitaby  Institutb  of  Gbbat  Bbitain. 

The  Institute  examines  and  grants  certificates  of  competence  to  local 
smreyors  and  inspectors  of  nuisances,  and  to  persons  desirous  of  be- 
ooming  such  or  of  obtaining  the  certificate.  The  examinations  are 
Qsoally  held  in  June  and  Noyember.  A  board  of  examiners  is  appointed 
by  the  Gouncil,  consisting  of  gentlemen  representing  medical,  chemical, 
sod  sanitary  science,  engineering,  architecture,  and  sanitary  jurispru- 
dence. The  examination  for  local  sunreyors  includes  a  competent  know- 
ledge of  the  statutes  relating  to  sanitary  authorities,  of  sanitary  science 
and  construction,  and  of  engineering.  The  examination  for  inspectors  of 
nnisanoes  comprises  the  elements  of  Sanitary  Science,  together  with 
Sanitary  Construction,  and  the  Statutes  relating  to  the  preyenting  of 
disease  and  the  suppression  of  nuisances  injurious  to  health.    Fees  are 
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charged  for  the  examinatioiiB,  and  a  oeriificate  of  oompetenoe,  signed 
by  the  ezaminerB,  is  granted  to  saooeBBfnl  candidates,  entitling  them  to 
be  designated  as  "Oertificated  by  the  Sajiitary  Institute  of  Gbeat 
Britain." 

A  congresB  for  the  consideration  of  subjects  relating  to  Hygiene*  Bud 
an  exhibition  of  sanitary  apparatus  and  appliances  are  held  annoally 
by  the  Institute.  Fellows,  members,  associates,  and  subscribers  of  Uie 
Institute  have  the  right  of  free  admission  to  the  meetings,  addresses, 
and  conversazione  in  connection  with  the  Congress,  and  to  the  exhibi- 
tion. 

Members  are  elected  by  ballot.  They  must  be  recommended  by  at 
least  three  fellows  or  members  of  the  Society.  The  admission  fee  pay- 
able by  a  member  is  £3  3s.,  and  the  annual  subscription  £2  2s.  Medical 
officers  of  health  and  medical  men  holding  certificates  in  sanitary 
science  from  any  university  or  medical  corporation  are  entitled  to  be 
enrolled  as  members  of  the  Institute  without  payment  of  the  admission 
fee.  Members  desirous  of  becoming  life  members  may  do  so  on  pay- 
ment of  £10  10s.  in  lieu  of  the  annual  subscription.  All  persons  Ttho 
have  passed  the  examination  and  received  the  certificate  for  local 
surveyor  from  the  Institute  by  virtue  of  having  so  passed  become  life 
members  of  the  Institute  upon  the  further  payment  of  £5  5s.  Assodaiee, 
whose  privileges  are  only  inferior  to  those  of  members  as  regards  hold- 
ing office  on  the  Council  or  electing  its  members,  and  some  minor 
matters,  pay  an  admission  fee  of  £2  2s.  aud  an  annual  subscription  of 
£1  Is.  All  persons  who  have  passed  the  examination  and  received  the 
certificate  for  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  from  the  Institute,  by  virtue  of 
having  so  passed,  become  Life  Associates  of  the  Institute  upon  the 
further  payment  of  £3  3s. 

The  Botal  School  of  Mines  {8oidh  Kensington  cmd  JerrMgn-etreet) 
AND  THE  Normal  School  of  Science. 

The  Normal  School  of  Science  at  South  Kensing^n  is  intended 
primarily  for  the  instruction  of  teachers  and  of  students  of  the 
industrial  classes  selected  by  competition  in  the  examinations  of  the 
Science  and  Art  Department. 

The  Royal  School  of  Mines  is* affiliated  to  the  Normal  SchooL 
Students  entering  for  the  Associateship  of  the  School  of  Mines  obtain 
their  general  scientific  training  in  the  Normal  SchooL  Other  students 
are  admitted,  so  far  as  there  may  be  accommodation  for  them,  on  the 
payment  of  fees  sufficiently  high  to  prevent  undue  competition  with 
institutions  which  do  not  receive  that  aid.    The  instruction  in  the 
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Nocmal  School  is  ananged  in  sncli  a  maimer  as  to  give  the  students 
a  thorough  training  in  the  general  principles  of  science,  followed  bj 
adfBDced  instruction  in  one  or  more  special  branches.  The  Associate- 
ship  is  granted  in  certain  divisions  or  lines  of  study.  Students  who  go 
through  any  one  of  the  prescribed  courses  of  instruction  and  pass  the 
neoeasaiy  examinations  receive  a  certificate  of  Associateship  of  the 
Normal  School  or  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines.  But  students  who 
sre  not  candidates  for  the  Associateship  are  permitted  to  take  up  the 
eoDTBe  of  instruction  in  one  or  more  special  branches  of  science,  and  on 
pasBiiig  the  examination  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 

The  Associateship  of  the  Normal  School  of  Science  is  given  in  one  or 
more  of  the  following  divisions:  (a)  Mechanics;  (6)  Physics;  (e) 
Chemistiy;  (<2)  Biology);  (e)  Geology;  (/)  Agriculture.  And  the 
Astodaieship  of  the  Boyal  School  of  Mines  in:  (g)  Metallurgy;  {h) 
Minmg.  The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms.  The  first  term  begins 
ihont  the  Ist  October,  and  ends  about  the  middle  of  February.  The 
Beoond  term  b^;ins  in  the  middle  of  February  and  ends  about  the 
middle  of  June.  The  curriculum  is  of  three  years'  duration.  The 
coorse  of  instruction  is  the  same  for  all  the  divisions  during  the  first 
tvo  years,  after  which  it  is  specialised  into  the  "lines"  of  study 
me&tioned  above. 

The  svbjeets  common  to  all  divisions  are:  First  year:  Chemistry 
(put  1),  Mechanics  (part  I),  Mathematics,  Practical  Greometry,  and 
ll^chaiiical  Drawing.  Second  year :  Physics  (part  1),  Geology  (part  1), 
oichidizig  Mineralogy,  Elements  of  Astronomy.

^  the  first  two  years  amount  to  £75,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the 
<iOQise  for  the  Associateship  they  vary  from  £30  to  £40.  Students  who 
^  not  wish  to  attend  the  lectures  are  admitted  for  short  periods  to  the 
l^^Kyratories  at  the  discretion  of  the  professors.    The  fees  for  the 
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Chemical,  Metallorgical,  and  Phjedcal  laboratories  are  £5  per  montlL ; 
for  the  Biological  and  Geological  laboratories,  £4  for  month.  Admis- 
sion iB  granted  to  persons  desirous  of  attending  the  lectures  without 
the  laboratory  instruction  on  payment  of  the  lecture  fees.  Officers  of 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  Civil  Service  recommended  by  their  respective 
Departments  are  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories  at  half  the 
foregoing  charges.  The  fee  for  being  re-examined  in  any  subject  is  £1. 
EsahiMUons,  Ac, — ^There  are  twelve  Boyal  exhibitions  to  the  Normal 
School  of  Science  and  the  Boyal  School  of  Mines.  They  are  of  the 
value  of  £50  per  annum  each,  and  are  tenable  during  the  course  for  the 
Associateship — ^that  is  to  say,  for  three  years — except  in  the  case  of 
students  entering  for  the  Associateship  in  Agriculture  or  G-eology, 
when  they  are  tenable  for  three  years  and  a  half.  Three  or  four  exhibi- 
tions are  therefore  generally  open  for  competition  each  year.  They  are 
competed  for  at  the  May  examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment, and  are  held  from  year  to  year  on  condition  that  the  holder 
attends  the  courses  regularly  during  those  years,  complies  with  all  the 
rules  laid  down  for  his  guidance  and  passes  the  examinations  required 
for  the  Associateship.  The  exhibitions  entitle  the  holders  to  free 
admission  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories.  Candidates  must  be  ander 
twenty-one  years  of  age ;  there  are  certain  exceptions,  however,  to  this 
rule.  Free  studenUhi^s :  Six  are  awarded  annually.  Four  scholarshipa^ 
of  £15  each,  awarded  to  students  who  have  gained  the  greatest  a^gp^e- 
gate  of  marks  in  the  examinations  of  the  first  year ;  and  two  scholar- 
ships  of  £25  each,  awarded  to  those  pupils  who  have  gained  the  greatest 
aggregate  of  marks  in  the  examinations  of  the  first  two  years.

The  genersd  course  of  instruction  comprises  Qeometrical  Dra^wing 
and  Perspective,  Freehand  Drawing  from  the  Flat  and  from  the  Ronnd, 
Shading  from  the  Flat  and  from  the  Bound,  Drawing  from  Solid 
Models,  Figure  Drawing  from  the  Flat,  from  the  Antique,  and  from  the 
Life — ^including  Anatomical  Studies  and  Drapery ;  Modelling  in  Clay 
and  Wax  from  the  Ornament,  Figure,  &c. ;  Painting  in  Water  Oolonrs, 
Tempera,  Fresco,  and  Oil,  from  examples  of  Ornamental  Art,  from 
Animals,  Landscapes,  Flowers,  Fruit,  &c. ;  Exercises  in  Oomposition 
and  Original  Designs  for  Decoration  and  Manufactures.  There  are 
two  sessions  in  each  year.

The 
Akroyd  scholarships,  awarded  in  Natural  Science.  The  Brown  scholar^ 
ships,  awarded  in  the  branches  of  science  applied  to  the  industrial  arts. 
The  Clothworhers*  scholarships  are  awarded  in  textile  industries  and 
dyeing.  The  Goodall  exhibition  is  awarded  for  the  same  subjects  and 
on  the  same  conditions  as  the  Salt  scholarship.  The  Leighion  Trusieet^ 
exhibitions  are  intended  to  afford  deserving  students  at  science  classes 
an  opportunity  of  carrying  on  their  studies  at  the  Yorkshire  GoUe^ 
evening  classes. 

Value  of  the  Scholarships,  &c, — ^The  annual  value  of  the  College 
scholarships  is  upwards  of  £700. 

The  title  of  Assoeiaie  is  conferred  on  those  students  who  have  been 
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members  of  tlie  College  for  not  less  tliaii  two  sessions,  liave  attended 
dosses  in  not  less  than  three  of  the  subjects  mentioned  below,  and 
baye  passed — (1)  a  Preliminarj  examination ;  and  (2)  a  Special  exami- 
nation in  each  class  at  the  end  of  their  cnrrictdnm.

Evening  classes  are  held  in  the  chief  subjects  of  study,  and  certifi- 
oates  are  awarded  to  students  who  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  at 
tbe  end  of  each  course.    The  fees  are  nominaL 

Uniyebsity  Collboe,  Liyebpool. 

The  academical  year  consists  of  three  terms,  lasting  respectively 
from  the  end  of  September  to  Christmas,  from  January  to  Easter,  and 
^m  Easter  to  the  end  of  June. 

Bay  classes  for  regular  students  are  carried  on  throughout  term 
^ime.  There  are  also  evening  classes  throughout  the  Michaelmas  and 
Leat  terms,  and  to  a  limited  extent  throughout  the  summer  term. 

All  classes  except  those  of  the  Medical  Faculty  are  open  to  students 
of  either  sex.  No  person  under  fifteen  years  of  age  can  be  admitted  a 
student,  and  aU  under  sixteen  are  required  to  pass  a  Preliminary 
ocamination  previous  to  admission.

£20,  tenable  for  two  years ;  also  an  entrance  scholarship,  value  £20, 
tenable  for  one  year.  At  the  close  of  every  session  there  will  be  awarded

They  are  allowed  the  use  of  the  books  in  the  Great  Library  of 
tiie  OoU^^,  and  of  a  copious  reference  library,  furnished  with  a  view  to 
their  special  wants ;  of  a  complete  chemical  laboratory  and  extensive 
apparatus  for  experimental  philosophy.  The  College  places  also  at 
their  disposal  a  weU-appointed  astronomical  observatory,  extensive 
oollections  for  the  study  of  natural  history,  &o. 

Fees. — £12  128.  monthly  (payable  half-yearly  in  advance),  and  £5  5b. 
entrance. 

VaeoHone, — ^The  Summer  Vacation  begins  on  August  1st,  and  ends 
on  October  1st ;  the  Christmas  Vacation  lasts  three  weeks.

BOTAL  AaBICXTLTTTSAL  COLLEOE,  CiRBNOESTJBB. 

The  object  of  the  institution,  in  the  words  of  its  charter  of  incorpora- 
tion, is,  by  combination  of  college  and  farm,  ''  to  teach  the  science  of 
Agriculture  and  the  various  sciences  connected  therewith  and  the 
practical  application  thereof  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  the 
rearing  and  management  of  stock  " — ^in  other  words,  to  impart  a  sound 
faiowledge  of  the  practice  with  the  science  of  AgricxQture  and  kindred 
sabjects,  and  so  in  the  most  e£Blcient  manner  to  train  and  educate 
itadents  for  the  profession  or  business  of  Agriculture,  whether  as  land 
owners  or  occupiers,  land  agents,  surveyors,  factors,  or  stewards,  at 
home,  in  India»  or  the  Colonies.  In  addition,  however,  to  affording  a 
thoroughly  scientific  and  practical  education  for  agricultural  pursuits 
and  the  professions  of  surveyors,  estate  agents,  &c.,  the  College  offers 
to  its  students  many  of  the  general  advantages  (educational  and  social) 
of  a  university  course,  with  a  special  training  for  the  duties  of  country 
gentlemen  in  the  management  of  their  landed  estates. 

The  College   is   provided   with   excellent    Laboratories,   Museum^ 
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BotaJiio  Garden,  Yeterinary  Hospital,  and  all  tlie  best  appliances,  and 
a  very  complete  and  eminent  staff. 

Fees, — In-stndents,  £135  per  annum,  £45  per  term;  ont-BtadentB,£75 
per  annum,  £25  per  term. 

A  limited  number  of  fumislied  private  rooms  within  the  College 
is  reserved  for  students,  and  for  which  there  is  an  extra  charge  of 
£10 10s.  per  term.  The  fees  include  all  College  charges  except  laun- 
dress— ^£1  per  term.  The  curriculum  extends  over  two  years  or  six 
sessions.  There  are  three  sessions  in  each  year — ^Spring,  Summer,  and 
Winter. 

Scholarahipa  and  Prizes. — Six  scholarships  (three  of  £25  and  three  of 
£10)  are  awarded  annually.  Six  scholao'shi^s,  each  of  £200  a  year, 
tenable  for  two  and  a  half  years,  are  open  to  native  Indian  graduates 
of  the  University  of  Calcutta.  Gold  and  silver  medals,  hooks,  and  other 
prizes,  more  than  200  in  number,  are  awarded  annually. 

The  College  diploma,  which  admits  those  holding  it  to  the  position 
of  graduate,  under  the  title  "  M.B.A.C.,"  and  which  has  become  a  valu- 
able passport  to  agencies  and  other  agricultural  appointments,  is  obtain- 
able the  term  next  after  a  two  years'  course  by  those  duly  qualified 
students  who  pass  a  satisfactory  Final  examination  in  Agriculture, 
Agricultural  Chemistry,  Book-keeping,  and  any  one  other  subject 
selected  by  the  candidates  from  the  following :  Estate  Management,  or 
Agricultural  Law,  or  Building ;  Natural  History  (Geology,  or  Botany, 
or  Zoology);  Physics  (Hydrostatics,  Hydraulics,  Pneumatics,  Heat 
and  Meteorology ;  or  Mechanics,  Steam  Engine,  and  Meteorology) ;  Land 
Surveying  and  Engineering;  or  Yeterinary  Science  (Physiology  and 
Pathology,  including  the  Pathology  of  Parturition).  Certificates  of 
Aflsociateship  (A.B.AC.),  and  Certificates  of  Proficiency  in  particular 
subjects  are  slso  issued.

The  Uniyeraity  of  Dublin  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  A.D.  1591. 
On  the  3rd  day  of  Marcb  in  that  year  a  OoUege  was  incorporated  by 
Charter  or  Letters  Patent,  as  "  The  Mother  of  an  Uniyersity/'  under 
the  style  and  title  of  "  The  College  of  the  Holy  and  Undiyided  Trinity, 
near  Dublin,  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth." 

Eyeiy  student,  at  his  entrance  into  Trinity  College,  must  select  a 
Tator,  to  whom  the  guardianship  of  his  collegiate  interests  is  intrusted. 
The  ordinary  lectures  giyen  to  the  students  in  Arts  are  (except  in  some 
special  courses)  deHyered  by  the  Senior  Tutors  and  Tutors.  The  distri- 
bution and  arrangement  of  these  lectures  is  settled  each  term  by  a  com- 
mittee of  Tutors.  Special  lecturers  are  selected  to  lecture  candidates 
for  Honours.  These  lecturen  are  now  paid  a  small  special  salary  out 
of  the  reyenue  of  the  College,  and  the  Proyost  and  Senior  Eellows  haye 
consequently  reeeryed  to  tbemselyes  the  right  of  appointment. 

The  terms  of  this  TJniyersity  were  formerly  four,  and  depended  on 
Uie  moyable  feasts — they  were,  therefore,  of  unequal  length  and 
wiable;  but,  by  the  Boyal  Statute  of  3  Will.  lY.  (1833),  they  are  now 
ftree  only,  and  are  fixed  by  inyariable  rules.  Michaelmas,  or  October 
term,  begins  on  the  10th  of  October — ends  on  the  20th  of  December; 
Hilary,  or  January  term,  begins  on  tbe  10th  of  January — ends  on  the 
feast  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Yirgin  Mary;  Trinity,  or 
ICdsummer  term,  begins  on  the  15th  of  April-— ends  on  the  30th  of 
Jime.  But  if  it  should  happen  that  Easter  fall  within  the  limits  of 
Hilary  or  Trinity  Term,  then  tbe  term  within  whicb  it  falls  shall  be 
increased  by  an  additional  week. 
ExaminaUons  for  TFbmen.— Examinations  will  be  held  at  any  place 
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where  a  Ladies'  Supermtending  Committee  shall  be  constitnted,  and  at 
least  ten  candidates  guaranteed  to  present  themselves.  No  head  of  any 
educational  establishment  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Ladies'  Committee. 
An  ezajniner  will  be  sent  to  each  place,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ladies'  Committee,  will  arrange  the  details  of  the  examination.    The 
Registrar  of  Examinations  for  Women  will  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision    over    the    conduct    of   all    the    examinations.      Candidates 
are    requested   to   apply    to  one    of  the    local    secretaries  for   the 
necessary    forms.     Every  candidate    presenting  herself  for  exami- 
nation wiU  be   required    to    pay  a  University  fee  of  £1,  together 
with  the  local  fee  of  5s.;  the  total   fee  of  £1  5s.  being  payable 
to  one  of  the  local  secretaries  at  least  two  days  previous  to   the 
examinations.    The  University  fee  will  be  reduced  to  10s.  in  the  case  of 
a  candidate  seeking  only  a  special  certificate  of  honour.    The  Dablin 
examination  will  be  held  in  the  New  Hall,  Trinity  College.    The  hours 
of  examination  will  be  from  ten  o'clock  a.m.  to  noon,  and  from  two 
o'clock  p.m.  to  four  o'clock  p.m.,  daily.     No  class  lists  will  be  pub- 
lished;   but'  after    each   examination,  notice  of   the  result,  and  a 
certificate,  if  awarded,  will  be  sent  to  the  home  of  each  candidate. 
There  are  three  examinations,  which  may  be  attended  in  succession  at 
intervals  of  one  or  more  years.    Students  are  advised  to  attend  them 
all;  but  a  candidate  may  present  herself  at  any  one,  independently 
of  the  others.    They  are :  (1)  The  First  or  Junior  Examination;  (2)  the 
Second  or  Intermediate  Examination ;  (3)  The  Third  or  Senior  Exami- 
nation.   No  one  can  obtain  a  junior  certificate  who  shaU  have  oom- 
pleted  her  eighteenth  year  before  the  1st  of  January  of  the  year  in 
which  she  offers  herself  for  examination,     There  are  no  limits  of  age 
for  candidates  at  the  other  examinations.    Copies  of  the  Begnlations 
respecting  courses,  scholarships,  &c.,  may  be  had  by  application  to  one

JSoTumr  Course, 

Students  may  become  candidates  for  Honours  in  the  following 
subjects,  at  each  term  examination  in  the  Undergraduate  Course: 
Junior  Freshmen :  Mathematics ;  Classics.  Senior  Freshmen :  Mathe- 
matics ;  Classics ;  Logics.  Jwnior  Sophisters :  Mathematical  Physics ; 
Classics ;  Metaphysics ;  Experimental  Science ;  Natural  Science  ; 
Modem  History;  Modem  Literature.  Senior  Bophisters :  Mathematical 
Physics;  Classics;  Ethics;  Experimental  Science;  Natural  Science; 
History  and  Political  Science ;  Modem  Literature.  Prize  examinatiaEis 
are  also  held  in  the  following  subjects,  in  the  "M'w^La^linnj  term  of 
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tlte  Senior  and  Junior  Freshman  years :  Modem  Histoiy ;  EngUah 
literature  and  Composition ;  French;  German.  At  the  B.A.  Degree 
eiaminatioii,  students  maj  go  out  in  Honours  in  seven  subjects,  viz.: 
Mathematics  and  Mathematical  Physics,  Classics,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  Escperimental  Science,  Natural  Science,  History  and 
Political  Science^  Modem  Literature.  At  all  examinations  for  Honours* 
caodidateB  are  liable  to  be  examined  in  the  ordinary  subjects  of 
examination  of  the  course  in  which  they  present  themselves  for  Honours, 
in  oddiHon  to  those  specified. 

Examination  for  Moderatorships, 

At  the  Michaelmas  examination  of  the  fourth  year  (or  the  BA, 

Be§^ree  exaroination)  examinations  for  Moderatorships  are  held  in  each 

of  the  following  subjects:  (1)  Mathematics  and  Mathematical  Physics ; 

(2)  Classics;  (3)  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy;  (4)  Experimental 

Science;  (5)  Natural  Science;  (6)  History  and  Political  Science;  (7) 

Modem  Literature. 

Catechetical  Course, 

Gatechetioal  Lectures  are  held  every  Saturday  momxngy  at  half -past 
nam  o'clock,  for  the  two  Freshman  Classes  only.  Catechetical 
fflnuninationa  are  held  at  the  beginning  of  each  term  (immediately  after 
the  term  examinations),  for  the  benefit  of  those  students  who  have  not 
been  resident  during  the  preceding  term. 

Btdes  relating  to  Caiechetieal  Terms  and  ExaminaHone. — ^To  rise 
from  the  class  of  Junior  Freshman  to  that  of  Senior  Freshman,  one 
CSatechetioal  term  or  examination,  at  least,  in  the  Junior  Freshman 
Tear,  ia  required.  To  rise  from  the  class  of  Senior  Freshman  to  that  of 
Junior  Sophister,  four  Catechetical  terms  or  examinations  must  be  kept 
in  the  two  Freshman  years,  of  which  two  at  least  must  be  in  the  Senior 
Freshman  year,,  and  one  must  be  the  Trinity  term  of  lectures,  or  the 
Michaelmas  examination  of  that  year.  If  a  student  have  omitted  one 
of  the  required  terms  or  examinations  he  will  be  allowed  to  supplemen- 
taHse  in  the  Michaelmas  term,  or  at  the  Hilary  examination  of  his 
Jimior  Sophister  year,  in  the  subject  of  the  last  omitted  Catechetical 
tenn  or  examination.  To  a  student  who  exhibits  peculiar  merit,  either 
at  lectures  or  at  an  examination,  a  premium  in  books  of  the  value  of  £2 
is  awarded,  unless  such  a  premium  has  been  previously  obtained  in  the 
nme  year,  in  which  case  a  certificate  is  awarded  instead.  The  fact  of 
having  obtained  a  prize  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  does  not  debar  a 
Senior  Freshman  from  being  awarded  one  of  the  prizes  offered  at  the 
^  of  Trinity  term,  or  at  the  Michaelmas  tei*m  examination.  At  these 
^rize  examinations  students  obtain  credit  for  the  term  without  pre- 
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senting  themBeLves  at  the  ordinary  lectures  or  examinationB.  Studente 
not  members  of  the  Church  of  England  or  Ireland  and  students  in  Soly 
Orders  are  not  required  to  keep  Catechetical  terms. 

Subjects  of  Catechetical  ExaminaMons. — ^The  following  are  the  sub- 
jects of  the  Catechetical  lectures  and  examinations  (N.B. — ^The  subjects 
printed  in  italics  are  to  be  considered  as  additional  for  Honours,  and 
not  required  generalljO :  Jumor  Freshmen :  Michaelmas  term  and 
Hilary  examination,  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke ;  the  three  other  GosipeU, 
Hilary,  term  and  Trinity  examination,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles; 
Foley's  Horoi  FavlvtuB.  Trinity  term  and  lyfichaelmas  examination. 
Seeker's  Lectures  on  the  Creed ;  Critical  "knowledge  of  the  Scriptwre 
references  therein.  Senior  Freshmen :  Michaelmas  term  and  Hilary 
examination,  Grenesis,  and  the  first  twelve  chapters  of  Exodus ;  the  re- 
mmnder  of  Exodus,  wUh  the  BooJcs  of  Numbers  and  Deuleronomy. 
Hilary  term  and  Trinity  examination,  the  two  Books  of  Samuel,  and 
first  twelve  chapters  of  First  Book  of  Kings ;  the  remaining  history 
from  beginning  of  Joshua  to  end  of  Second  Booh  of  Kings,  Trinity 
term  and  Michaelmas  examination,  Paley's  Evidences,  part  L,  pro- 
position i. ;  Butler's  Analogy,  paH  u,,  chapters  5  and  7. 

Volimtary  Catechetical  Examinalions. — ^The  Board  have  directed  that 
a  system  of  Yoluntary  Catechetical  examinations  shall  be  extended  over 
the  two  Sophister  years,  and  that  the  Catechist  shall  be  authorised  to 
grant  a  special  certificate  to  students  who  shall  have  passed'these  exam- 
inations, as  well  as  those  of  the  Freshman  years,  with  credit.  The  follow- 
ing has  been  adopted  as  a  Provisional  Course  for  the  examinations  of 
the  Sophister  years :  Junior  Sophisters :  Hilary :  St.  John's  Grospe!,  in 
Greek  and  Revised  Version ;  Barrett's  Companion  to  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Trinity:  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  Greek;  Westcott's  Bible  in 
the  Church.  Micha^hnas :  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  in  Greek ; 
Blunt's  Sketch  of  the  History  of  the  First  Three  Centuries.  Senior 
Sophisters :  Hilary:  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews;  Ansehn's  Cur  Deus 
Homo.  Trinity :  Blunt's  History  of  the  Reformation  Period ;  Epistle 
to  the  Galatians;  Jewel's  Apology,  in  Latin.  Michaelmas:  English 
Bible ;  Boultbee  on  the  Articles. 

Lectwes. 

Lectures  are  delivered  in  all  the  courses  by  which  terms  may  be  k^t 
in  Arts,  or  in  which  Honours  can  be  obtained  at  the  Term  examina- 
tions, in  the  subjects  which  are  studied  in  the  four  Professional  Schools, 
and  in  various  other  departments  of  knowledge. 

Lectures  in  the  Courses  in  Arts, — Ordinary  and  Honow  Lechuresz 
Lectures  are  delivered  by  the  tutor  professors  and  tutors  in  the  follow* 
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ing  sabjects :  Mathematics,  Mathematical  Physics,  Classics,  Mental  and 
Moral  Science,  Experimental  Physics,  G^olog^,  History.  All  students 
sfeteading  ordinary  lectures  in  Classics  are  required  to  bring  composi- 
tbiLB  on  Saturdays.  Special  lecturers  are  selected  to  lecture  candidates 
for  Honours  in  Mathematics,  Mathematical  Physics,  Classics,  and 
Mental  and  Moral  Science.  Candidates  for  Honours  in  Classics  are 
also  lectured  in  Composition  by  the  Lecturer  in  Greek  and  Latin  Com- 
position, who  likewise  lectures  Junior  Sophisters  in  the  Classical  Honour 
Course  appointed  for  their  class.  In  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms,  the 
Professors  of  Greek  and  of  Latin  lecture  Senior  Freshmen  who  are  candi- 
dates for  Honours  in  Classics.  The  Professor  of  Applied  Chemistry 
and  Mineralogy  lectures  Senior  Sophisters,  in  Michaelmas  and  Hilary 
terms,  in  Chemistry;  and  in  Trinity  Term,  in  Mineralogy.  The 
Fhrfessor  of  Botany  lectures  Junior  Sophisters,  upon  three  days  in  each 
week  during  six  weeks  of  the  Michaelmas  and  of  the  Hilary  term.  The 
Professor  of  Zoology  lectures  during  the  same  period  upon  alternate 
days  with  the  Professor  of  Botany.  The  Professor  of  Geology  lectures 
Senior  Sophisters,  upon  two  days  in  each  week  during  the  sanae  terms. 
Each  of  the  Professors  of  Botany,  of  Zoology,  and  of  Geology,  gives, 
Hkewise,  a  course  of  demonstrations  upon  the  subject  of  his  lectures  in 
each  of  the  three  terms.  In  the  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms  the 
Professor  of  the  Bomance  Languages  lectures,  in  French,  Senior 
Sophisters  on  three  days  in  each  week,  and  Junior  Sophisters  on  three 
days  in  each  week.  The  Professor  of  German  lectures,  in  German, 
Senior  Sophisters  on  three  days  in  each  week,  and  Junior  Sophisters  on 
three  days  in  each  week.  In  Trinity  term.  Junior  Sophisters  are 
lectured  in  French  and  in  G^erman,  as  in  the  other  two  terms.  The 
Professor  of  Modem  History  delivers,  each  term,  courses  of  lectures  in 
accordance  with  arrangements  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 
The  Professor  of  Political  Economy  delivers  a  course  of,  at  least,  nine 
lectures  during  some  one  of  the  three  academical  terms,  which  are  free 
to  aU  students.  The  Professor  of  English  Literature  delivers  lectures 
on  three  days  in  each  week  during  term.  The  Professor  of  the  Bomance 
Languages  lectures  two  classes  (one  of  Senior  Students,  the  other  of 
Junior  Students)  in  French  during  term.  The  Professor  of  German 
lectures  in  classes  such  students  as  present  themselves  for  instruction. 
These  lectures  of  the  Professor  of  the  Bomance  Languages  and  of  the 
Professor  of  German  are  intended  for  candidates  for  Honours.  Students 
attending  these  lectures  pay  for  each  term  a/e6  of  £1  Is.,  payable  to 
the  Junior  Bursar.

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deUyers  lectures  an  fiye  days  in  each  week,  at  ten  o'clock,  ajn.     The 
Uniyersitj  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  deliyers  lectures  three 
times  a  week ;  the  days  and  hours  are  fixed  at  the  oommencemeiit  of 
each  term.    Clasiica:  The  Professor  of  Greek  deliyers  lectures  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  during  term.    The  Professor  of 
Latin  deliyers  lectures  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  during 
term.    The  Professor  of  Ancient  BListory  lectures  during  term,  on  days 
of  which  public  notice  is  giyen.    The  Professor  of  Sanscrit  lectures  on 
Oomparatiye  Grammar,  on  two  days  in  each  week,  during  term.     Logics 
and  Ethics :  The  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  deliyers  lectures  during 
term,  of  which  public  notice  is  giyen.    Lectures  are  also  deliyered  by 
the  Mental  and  Moral  Science  Honour  Lecturer  of  the  Senior  Sophister 
Class.    Experianenidl  Science :  Oandidates  may  attend  the  lectures  of 
the  Professors  of  Experimental  Philosophy,  and  pf  Applied  Chemistry. 
Notice  of  the  day  and  hours  of  these  lectures  is  giyen  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  term.    Candidates  for  Moderatorships  in  Experimental 
Science  are  entitled  to  attend  the  laboratory  of  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  from  the  1st  of  Noyember  to  the  30th  of  June,  on  payment 
of  £5  5s.  to  the  Bursar.    NaJbji/rcJ,  Science :  Candidates  may  attend  the 
lectures  and  demonstrations  of  the  Professors  of  G^logy,  of  Botany, 
and  of  2iOology.    History  and  Political  ScienMi   The  Professor  of 
History  lectures  on  two  days  in  each  week,  during  term.    In  Trinity 
term  the  Professor   of   Political   Economy  lectures  candidates  for 
Moderatorship  on  fiye  days  in  each  week.    Modem  Literatwre :  Candi- 
dates may  attend  the  lectures  already  mentioned  of  the  Professor  of 
English  Literature,  of  the  Professor  of  the  Homance  Languages,  and 
of  the  Professor  of  G^erman.    In  Trinity  term,  the  Professor  of  German 
giyes  prelections  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  Literature  of 
Germany,  which  are  open  to  the  public,  and  are  adyertised  in  the  daily 
papers. 

Lectures  in  the  Professional  Schools, — ^An  account  of  these  lectures 
will  be  found  under  the  head  *'  Professional  Schools."  Lectures  con- 
nected with  the  Professional  Schools  which  are.  not  intended  for 
professional  students  exclusiyely  are  mentioned  also  under  the  head 
"Lectures  in  the  Courses  in  Arts,"  ''Miscellaneous  Lectures,"  or 
"  Public  Lectures." 

Miscellaneous  Leetwres, — MathemaHcs :  The  Professor  of  Mathamafcios 
deliyers  lectures  on  three  days  in  the  week,  during  tenn,  to  caadidates 
for  fellowship,  and  for  Bishop  Law's  Mathematical  prizes.  Astronomy : 
The  Professor  of  Astronomy  lectures  on  Mondays  and  Thnrsdays  in 
Hilary  term.  Hebrevo  Leetwres :  All  undergraduate  students  are  per- 
mitted to  attend  Hebrew  Lectures.    The  Professor  of  Hebrew  deliTers 
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piiblic  pralectionB  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  rtilee  of  Erasmus 
Smith's  Board,  and  lectures  the  Senior  Class  eyery  Wednesday.  Due 
notice  of  the  hours  at  which  these  lectures  are  held  is  given  at  the 
begimiing  of  each  term.  Erasmns  Smith's  Lecturer  in  Hebrew  lectures 
the  Middle  Class,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  at  nine  o'clock.  The 
lectures  of  the  assistants,  for  the  Junior  Class,  are  also  delivered  on 
TnesdayB  and  Thursdays,  at  the  same  hour.  For  the  regulations  and 
Bubgects  of  these  lectures,  vide  infra.  Divinity  School.  Irish  z  The 
Professor  of  Irish  lectures  on  two  days  in  the  week,  during  term. 
Afobic,  Persian,  and  Hindustani:  The  Professor  of  Arabic  delivers 
six  prelections  each  year  on  the  subjects  of  his  professorship,  and 
teaches  Arabic,  Persian,  or  Hindustam,  to  such  students  as  may  present 
themselves  for  instruction,  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  at  the 
rate  of  £3  3b.  per  term.  The  professor  also  receives  pupils  at  any  time 
at  fees  set  forth  in  the  *'  Calendar."  The  Board  have  authorised 
the  professor  to  give  certificates  (similar  to  those  given  by  the  Professor 
of  Hebrew)  to  such  students  as  he  may,  upon  examination,  think  entitled 
to  that  distinction.  The  Board  have  instituted  an  annual  prize  of  £10 
for  proficiency  in  Arabic.  An  examination  will  be  held  annually  in 
Trinity  term,  of  students  desiring  certificates,  or  wishing  to  compete  for 
the  above  prize.  No  student  will  be  admitted  to  this  examination  unless 
he  has  studied  under  the  professor  for,  at  least,  three  terms.  Sanscrit : 
The  Professor  of  Sanscrit  delivers  lectures,  and  receives  pupils,  under 
the  same  regpilations  and  conditions  as  the  Professor  of  Arabic.  The 
Board  have  instituted  an  annual  pri»e  of  £5  for  proficiency  in  Sanscrit. 
The  conditions  are  the  same  as  those  just  stated  for  the  prize  in 
Arabic. 

Publie  Leehwes.'^The  following  lectures  are  open  to  the  public,  as 
weQ  as  to  all  students :  The  prelections  of — ^The  Professor  of  G-erman, 
the  Begins  Professor  of  Divinity,  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  in 
Divinity,  the  Professor  of  Hebrew,  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Greek,  the 
Begins  Professor  of  Laws,  the  Begins  Professor  of  Feudal  and  Eng- 
hak  Law ;  the  Leotores  of—- the  Professor  of  Astronomy,  the  Professor 
of  Ancient  History,  the  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  the  Professor 
of  Mineralogy,  the  Professor  of  Geology,  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical 
History,  the  Professor  of  Lrish ;  four  of  the  lectures  of  the  Professor  of 
Nataxal  and  Experimental  Philosophy,  and  of  the  Professor  of  Oratory ; 
the  lectures  delivered  to  medical  students  of  the  Professor  of  Compara- 
tive Anatomy. 

Attendance  of  Seholars  at  Ledwres, — ^The  following  rules  have  been 
passed  by  the  Board  with  regard  to  the  attendance  by  scholars  at 
Lectures.    L  Chradwdesi  All  scholars  who  have  actually  passed  the 
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B A.  Degree  examination  are  exempted  from  Bospeneion  for  non-attend- 
ance at  Lectures.  11.  Undergraduaies  i  (1)  Erery  nndergradnate 
scholar  shall  be  required  to  keep  each  term,  by  attendance  either  at 
lectures,  or  the  subsequent  examination,  on  pain  of  being  conditionally 
suspended.  (2)  Full  attendance  on  the  lectures  of  the  XJniTersity 
professors,  such  as  would  prove  that  an  undergraduate  scholar  is 
engaged  bond  fide  in  preparation  for  the  Moderatorship  or  India  Oiyil 
Service  Examinations,  or  in  professional  studies,  shall  be  held  su£Blcien.t 
to  exempt  him  from  suspension  for  that  term.  (3)  Any  undergraduate 
scholar  who  shall  have  been  conditionally  suspended  under  the  fore- 
going rule  shall  be  restored  on  obtaining  an  Honour  at  a  subsequent 
examination.  (4)  Any  undergraduate  scholar  who  shall  remain  ocm- 
ditionaUy  suspended  for  three  terms  shall  absolutely  forfeit  his  salary 
for  the  past  year,  unless  he  shall  produce  to  the  Board  satisfactory 
excuses  for  his  neglect. 

Examination  for  Schola/rship. — (1)  There  are  two  classes  of  scholars 
elected  for  Scientific  and  for  Classical  merit,  respectively.  (2)  Can- 
didates for  Science  scholarships  are  examined  in  ail  the  Pure  and 
Applied  Mathematics  of  the  undergraduate  course,  to  the  Trinity 
examination  of  the  Junior  Sophister  year  inclusive,  together  with 
Walker's  edition  of  MmTay's  "  Logic,'*  the  selected  portions  of  Locke's 
**  Essay,"  Hansel's  "  Metaphysics,"  part  i.,  and  Mill's  "  Logic,"  book  i^ 
book  ii.,  omitting  chapter  7,  together  with  book  iii.,  chapters  1  to  13^ 
both  inclusive.  (3)  The  examination  for  Science  scholarships  is  held 
on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  in  Ascension  week,  from  9  to  12 
in  the  forenoon,  and  from  2  to  5  in  the  afternoon,  of  each  day.  (4) 
The  following  numbers  have  been  adopted  to  represent  the  highest  pos- 
sible answering  in  the  several  courses:  Pure  Mathematics,  250; 
Applied  Mathematics,  250;  Logic  and  Metaphysics,  100.  (5)  Candi- 
dates for  Science  scholarships  will  be  at  liberty  to  tubsiiiwle  the 
Honour  course  in  Experimental  Physics  of  the  first  two  terms  of  the 
Junior  Sophister  year  for  the  course  in  Logics  which  is  above  pre- 
scribed, the  maximum  marks  to  be  given  in  Experimental  Science  being 
the  same  as  for  Logics — ^viz.,  100.  (6)  Candidates  for  Classical 
scholarship  are  examined  in  all  the  Classics  of  the  Undergraduate 
Honour  course,  to  the  Trinity  examination  of  the  Junior  Sophister 
year,  inclusive,  and  in  the  Classics  of  the  Entrance  course,  omitting 
Walker's  "Selections  from  Lucian,"  and  the  portions  of  the  New 
Testament,  of  the  "  Anabasis  of  Xenophon,"  and  of  ''  CsBsar  de  Bello 
Ckdlico,"  which  are  included  in  that  course.  They  are  also  examined  in 
Cbreek,  Latin,  and  English  Composition.  (7)  The  examination  for 
Classical  scholarships  is  held  on  Friday  and  Saturday  of  Asoenaion 
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week,  and  on  Monday  andTuesdaj  of  the  week  f oUowinii^,  from  9  to  12 
in  the  forenoon,  and  from  2  to  5  in  the  afternoon,  of  each  day.  (8)  On 
or  before  the  day  of  election  every  candidate  for  scholarship  must  send 
to  the  ProYost  and  each  of  the  Senior  Fellows,  or  to  the  Registrar,  his 
name  and  the  name  of  the  connty  in  which  he  was  bom.    The  form  in 

which  this  is  generally  done  is  as  follows :  "  Ego,  A.  B. filins,  natos

peto."    Every  candidate  for  Fellowship  must  make  a  similar  retnm  to 
the  Provost  before  the  day  of  election. 
For  examin(xtwn  for  Sizar shtpsy  see  "  Calendar." 

Bt'udentshi^s. 

Bj  the  Boyal  Statute  of  22nd  Yictoria,  fourteen  etudenUhips  were 
foonded  in  Trinity  College,  open  to  candidates  of  aU  religious  denomi- 
nations, to  be  tenable  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seven  years,  with  a 
aalaiy  to  be  fixed  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows,  not  exceeding 
£100  per  annum  for  each.  No  Fellow  can  be  elected  to  a  studentship ; 
and  in  case  any  person  holding  a  studentship  shall  be  elected  a  Fellow 
his  studentship  shall  thereupon  become  vacant.  The  following  regula- 
tions have  been  made  by  the  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  fore- 
going statute,  with  respect  to  the  election  of  students :  I.  Two  students 
shall  be  elected  annually,  one  from  the  Senior  Moderators  in  Mathe- 
matics and  Physics,  and  one  from  the  Senior  Moderators  in  Classics. 
£L  A  member  of  the  Board  shall  preside  at  each  Moderatorship  exami- 
nation. HI.  At  the  next  election  to  studentships,  the  results  of  the 
Moderatorship  examinations  shaU  be  the  basis  upon  which  the  Board 
win  elect,  according  to  the  following  regulations :  (1)  In  addition  to  the 
primary  courses,  Mathematics  and  Physics,  or  Classics,  the  Board  will 
take  into  account  the  answering  of  the  candidates  in  one  other 
Ubderatorship  course.  (2)  Students  taking  the  Mathematical  and 
Physical  Moderatorship  as  a  primary  course  may  take  up  Classics  as  a 
aeoondary  course,  and  vice  verad.  (3)  The  weight  to  be  assigned  to  the 
Primary  and  Secondary  courses  respectively  shall  be  in  the  proportion 
of  3  to  2.  (4)  A  minimum  shall  be  fixed  for  each  course,  and  the 
merit  of  each  candidate  shall  be  measured  by  the  excess  of  his 
answering  above  that  minimum.  The  TniTn'mnm  in  each  course  shall  be 
one-fourth  of  the  total  weight  of  the  course.  lY.  The  examiners  in 
ttch  course  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  Board  of  the  answering  of 
the  candidates,  and  each  elector  shall  vote  for  the  two  candidates  whose 
answering,  on  the  whole,  shall  appear  to  him  the  most  distinguished ; 
proYided  there  be  no  objection  to  such  candidate  on  the  score  of  moral 
character  or  conduct.    Y.  No  student  who,  after  the  date  of   thiq 
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decree,  shall  drop  more  than  one  class,  will  be  pennitted  to  be  a  can- 
didate for  HAbderatorship.  YI.  After  the  year  I860  no  person  will  be 
pennitted  to  be  a  candidate  for  Moderatorship  who  shaJl  have  dropped 
a  class  after  the  M^>^«^^TnAa  examination  of  his  Junior  Sophister  year, 
yil.  No  change  in  the  mode  of  electing  to  studentships  shall  be  made^ 
unless  after  a  year's  previous  notice.  YIU.  In  case  any  person  holdiTig 
a  studentship  shall  be  elected  to  a  f eUowship  of  any  college  in  Oxford 
or  Cambridge  XJniyersities,  his  studentship  shall  thereupon  become 
Tacant. 

Brooke  PrUes^-^On.  the  11th  October,  1879,  it  was  resolved  by  the 
Board,  with  the  assent  of  the  Misses  Brooke : 

Thftt  two  prises,  e<iiial  in  amovnt,  and  representiiig  the  intereet  of  the  sum 
of  iB2000  preeented  by  the  Miflsee  Brooke,  be  oonstitated,  to  be  ghm  annually 
to  the  oandidatee  for  Moderatorship  who  rank  next  in  order,  sererally,  to  tiie 
Moderators  who  are  appohited  students  for  Mathematios  and  for  Olassios,  the 
Prizea  to  be  oalled  the  Brooke  Pziiee. 

Prizes  not  aUavnahle  at  Term  Examinations  or  Leotwres. 

In  the  case  of  all  prizes,  the  Board  reserve  the  power  of  diminishing 
the  amount  of  the  prize,  or  withholding  it  altogether,  if  insufficient 
merit  has  been  shown  by  the  candidates. 

Premiums  at  the  Examinations  for  Fellowships, — The  Provost  and 
Senior  Fellows,  at  every  Fellowship  examination,  grant  premiums  to 
such  candidates  as  appear  to  them  to  deserve  encouragement,  and  in 
such  proportions  as  they  consider  merited  by  the  answering. 

Prizes  in  Subjects  connected  with  the  Study  of  Divinity, — ^Five  scholar- 
ships  tenable  each  for  five  years  from  the  date  of  election,  with  a  salary 
of  £20  a  year,  one  to  be  elected  annually  according  to  such  regulations 
as  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows  shall  from  time  to  time  enact,  in 
conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  Founder,  as  recorded  in  the  Register 
of  the  OoUege.  The  Ehrington  Theological  Essay  prize :  Open  to  'BJL,*b 
of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing,  ^e  essays,  clearly  and  l^bly 
written,  with  fictitious  signatures,  are  to  be  given  to  the  Provost,  or  to 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November 
in  each  year.  The  value  of  £40  in  theological  books  will  be  given  to 
the  writer  of  the  best  essay.  B/yan  prize-.  In  Easter  week  of  1881,  and 
of  the  alternate  years  following,  a  premiwm  of  £4  12s.  4d.  will  be  g^ven 
to  the  graduate  of  Trinity  College  who  shall  be  the  author  of  the  best 
declamation  in  lavdemEvam^elii,  either  in  English  or  in  Latin,  provided 
sufficient  merit  be  shown.  In  the  Easter  week  of  1882,  and  of  the 
alternate  years  following,  a  premium  of  £4 12s.  4d.  will  be  given  to  the 
graduate  of  Trinity  Oollege  who  shall  produce  from  the  Bible  itself  the 
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best  ugnment  in  fayour  of  ihetnitli  of  Ohristumitj,  proyided  sufficient 
merit  be  shown.  Should  either  premiTim  not  be  merited,  then  the  prize 
above  mentioned  will  be  given  to  the  person  obtaining  the  first  place  at 
the  examination  for  admission  to  sizarships  in  the  jear  in  which  the 
premiom  has  not  been  awarded.  Prises  in  Biblical  Ghreeh :  A  sum  of 
£15  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Greek,  to 
be  given  in  prizes  to  the  best  answerers  at  an  aannal  examination, 
which  is  held  in  Hilary  term,  on  a  day  named  in  the  Almanack,  nsoally 
the  first  Wednesday  in  March.  Candidates  for  prizes  at  this  examina- 
tion must  be  at  least  of  Jtinior  Sophister  standing.  EecleMatieal 
History  prizes :  They  consist  of  two  premiwnM  (one  of  £10,  the  other  of 
£5)  given  at  an  annual  examination,  held  by  the  Professor  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History.  If  the  answering  be  satisfactory,  the  professor  will  give 
two  additional  premiums,  one  of  £S  and  another  of  £2.  This  examina* 
tion  is  held  in  Trinity  term,  and  is  open  to  snch  students  as  shall  have 
attended  the  professor's  lectures  during  two  terms  of  the  actual  year  in 
which  they  present  themselves  as  candidates. 

Prises  in  Maihematics. — The  Lloyd  exhibitions  {two) :  The  following 
course  has  been  appointed  for  the  examinaUon  for  these  exhibitions : 
Mathematics  I  Luby's  Trigonometry;  Lloyd's  Analytical  Geometry; 
Lseioix's  Elemens  d'Algebre;  Lacroix,  Differential  Oalculus  (omitting 
applications  to  curved  surfaces) ;  Newton's  Prime  and  Ultimate  Ratios. 
Physics:  All  the  Physics  of  the  Undergraduate  course;  Lloyd's  Me- 
chanical Philosophy.  The  exhibitions  consist  of  the  interest  of  about 
£1112,  at  3  per  cent.  Bishop  Lavo^s  Mathematical  prises :  In  the  year 
1796,  the  sum  of  £735  was  given  to  the  College  by  John,  Lord  Bishop 
of  Elphin,  on  condition  that  it  should  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of 
encouraging  the  study  of  Mathematics,  according  to  the  following 
scheme: 

(L)  The  sam  of  iB20  to  be  ghren  to  that  Jmiior  Baohalor  who  shall  pass  tho 
bett  OTaminatinn  in  Algebra,  the  applioatioii  of  Algebra  to  Oeometrj,  and 
SphMioiJ  TMgononisti^ ;  and  iBlO  to  that  Junior  Baohalor  who  shall  appear  to 
be  the  aeoond  best  profloient  in  the  same  sabjeots. 

(2.)  The  ezamlnatioa  to  bo  held  on  two  days  in  Miohaalmas  term,  of  whioh 
pnblie  notioe  to  be  given  on  the  first  day  of  said  term,  and  the  preminma  shall 
he  a4]adgad  on  the  last  day  of  the  same,  or  the  day  before  it,  if  it  should  fall  on 
a  Sunday. 

(3.)  The  examiners  of  the  oandidates  for  the  premiums  to  be  the  Frofesson 
of  Mathematios,  Natural  FhHosophy,  and  Astronomy. 

(4.)  The  snm  of  iB5  to  be  given,  in  torn,  to  each  Professor,  in  order  that  he 
nay  entertain  the  other  two  examiners  at  dinner,  on  the  day  tha(  the  premfnma 
•IS  adjudged :  the  rotation  to  begin  with  the  senior. 
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The  second  of  these  regalations  has  been  altered.  The  examination  is 
now  held  on  Trinity  Tuesday  in  each  year.  The  WCvXLagh  prise :  Of 
£30  yalae.  The  examination  is  held  in  Hilary  term.  Subjects :  MaiJie- 
matics  and  Physics. 

Prizes  in  Classics. — Bishop  Berkeley's  gold  medals :  In  the  year  1752, 
May  8,  the  ProYOst  and  Senior  Fellows  agreed  to  giye  annually,  for 
ever,  two  gold  medals  for  the  encouragement  of  Bachelors  of  Arte  in 
the  study  of  the  Greek  Language ;  having  received  a  bene^tion  of 
120  guineas,  besides  a  die,  from  the  Bight  Bev.  Dr.  George  Berkeley, 
lord  Bishop  of  Oloyne,  and  late  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  for  that 
purpose. 

Vice-ChanceUof^s  Latin  Medals, — On  the  30th  of  January,  1869,  it  was 
resolved  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows  to  establish  an  annual 
examination  in  Latin,  similar  to  that  held  for  the  Berkeley  medals  in 
Greek,  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations.  Two  gold  medals,  called 
"The  Yice-Ohancellor's  Latin  medals,"  are  given  to  the  succesafnl 
candidates.  The  examination  is  held  annually  in  Michaelmas  term,  on 
a  day  named  in  the  University  Almanack. 

Prizes  in  Composition  and  Philology, — Vice-Cha/ncellor^s  prizes :  The 
following  resolutions,  approved  of  by  the  Yice-Ghancellor,  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Board,  with  reference  to  the  Yice-Chancellor's  piisses : 

That  fonr  Yice-Chanoellor's  prizes  for  Oomposition  be  given  in  each  year, 
viz.,  for  the  best  Compositions  on  proposed  subjects,  in  English  Prose,  English 
Verse,  Qreek  or  Latin  Prose,  and  Greek  or  Latin  Verse. 

That  the  amonnt  of  eaoh  prize  be  J620. 

That  these  prizes  bo  open  to  all  students  under  the  standing  of  M.A.,  havini^ 
their  names  on  the  College  books. 

That,  in  ease  of  remarkable  merits  arrangements  be  made  for  a  pnblio  reoita- 
tion  of  the  compositionB. 

That  the  prize  in  eaoh  of  the  above  departments  be  not  awarded  to  any 
student  of  tener  than  twioe  in  suooession,  or  than  three  times  during  his  College 
oourse. 

That  the  subjects  for  the  above  compositions  be  announced,  on  or  before  the 
1st  of  June,  in  eaoh  year ;  that  the  compositionB,  with  fictitious  dgnatnresy  be 
sent  in  to  the  Senior  Lecturer,  on  or  before  the  1st  of  Becember ;  and  that  the 
prizes  be  declared  on  the  1st  of  January  following. 

The  Ferrar  Memorial  Prize. — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
Ferrar  Memorial  Fund,  held  in  Trinity  College,  on  Wednesday,  the 
11th  of  November,  1874,  it  was  resolved  {inter  alia) : 

That  the  subject  of  examination  for  the  prize  be  a  course  of  Comparative 
Philology,  to  T>e  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Trinity  College,  and 
duly  announced  in  the  University  Calendar  for  eaoh  year. 
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Thai  the  oompefcitioii  for  fbe  priie  be  open  to  sU  under  the  etanding  of  H.A. 
(not  Fenowe  of  the  College,  or  PlofeMora  of  the  UniT0rntj)i  whoee  nftinee  ehaU 
be  on  the  books  of  Trinity  College  dnring  the  day  or  daya  of  examination. 

That  moceaefol  oompetitian  for  the  prize  in  any  year  shall  pieolade  the 
eoooeiefnl  candidate  from  oompetition  for  it  again  in  any  anbaequent  year. 

The  examination  for  the  Prize  is  held  in  Trinity  term.  The  value 
is  £14 

The  TyrreU  Memorial  Prize, — ^At  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  a 
fund  for  establishing  a  memorial  in  memory  of  the  late  W.  G.  Tjrrrell, 
held  on  the  20th  October,  1877,  the  following  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously agreed  to,  and  were  sanctioned  by  the  Board,  December  1, 

1877: 

1.  That  the  prise  be  a  Biennial  Gold  Medal,  to  be  awarded  for  the  beet  trana- 
lafcione  of  pasaagee  into  the  four  kinds  of  Claeaioal  Composition. 

2.  That  the  passages  for  the  compositions  be  annonnoed  on  or  before  the  1st 
of  Jane  in  each  alternate  year ;  the  oompoeitionB,  with  fiotitions  signatores,  to 
he  sent  to  the  senior  lecturer  on  or  before  the  Ist  of  February  following, 

3.  That  the  competition  be  open  to  all  students  under  the  standing  of  M.A., 
facnng  their  names  on  the  College  books. 

The  funds  available,  after  the  deduction  of  the  necessary  expenses, 
amounting  to  £128,  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Bursar,  for  the 
purpose  of  instituting  the  prize.  As  the  die  for  the  medal  has  to  be 
paid  for,  the  awarding  of  the  medal  will  be  suspended  for  a  few  years. 

Frize  in  Mentctl  a/nd  Moral  Science. — The  Wray  prize :  The  interest 
of  £500.  Students  in  the  Senior  Sophister  Glass  are  alone  admissible 
SB  candidates.  The  examination  is  held  in  Hilary  term,  on  a  day  of 
which  notice  is  given.  The  course  for  examinaiion  is  as  follows :  (1) 
AH  the  Logic  and  Metaphysics  of  the  Senior  Freshman  and  Junior 
Sophister  years ;  (2)  Bain,  "  Senses  and  Intellect  *'  (8vo  edition),  the 
Second  part  on  the  Intellect,  and  the  Appendices ;  (3)  All  the  Works 
of  Bishop  Butler,  except  the  Sermons  on  Public  Occasions. 

Prize  in  Experimental  Science, — Ehenhead  scholarship  :  This  scholar, 
ship,  which  is  open  to  natives  of  the  county  of  Antrim  only,  will  be 
awarded  to  the  best  answerer  (provided  that  sufficient  merit  be  shown)  at 
an  examination  in  Elementary  Physics  and  Chemistry,  to  be  held  in 
the  Trinity  term  of  eveiy  third  year.  Candidates  must  have  their 
names  on  the  College  Books,  and  must  not  have  passed  the  examina- 
tion (Moderatorship  or  Gtmeral)  for  the  Degree  of  A.B. 

Prizes  in  History  amd  Political  Science, — Cluff  Memorial  prize :  The 
Gluff  Memorial  prize  is  given  to  the  best  answei'er  at  an  examination  held 
in  Hilary  term,  in  every  alternate  year.  The  subject  is  a  portion  of 
Hediffival  or  Modem  Bistory,  changeable  from  year  to  year,  to  be 
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stndied  in  tlie  original  anthorities.  The  examination  is  open  to  all 
persons  haying  their  names  on  the  GoUege  Books.  The  sum  of  £200 
having  been  paid  to  the  Bursar  by  the  subscribers  to  the  Oluff  Memorial 
prize,  the  Board  of  Trinity  OoUege  have  agreed  that  the  amount  of  the 
prize  shall  be  £16  every  alternate  year. 

Prizes  in  Political  Econorrvy, — In  the  year  1887,  the  Provost  and 
Senior  Fellows  resolved  to  institute  an  annual  examination  in  Political 
Economy,  and  to  offer  prizes,  one  of  £10,  and  a  second  of  £5,  for  pro- 
ficiency in  that  science.  The  eTa.Tnina.tion  is  held  in  Trinity  term ;  it 
is  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Political  Economy, 
partly  vivd  voce,  and  partly  by  written  questions.  Students  in  the 
Bachelor  Classes  only,  having  their  names  on  the  College  Books,  are 
permitted  to  offer  themselves  as  candidates.  No  candidate  who  has 
once  been  awarded  either  of  the  prizes  can  obtain  a  premium  a  second 
time.  The  following  is  the  course  examined  in :  The  course  prescribed 
for  Moderatorships,  with  the  addition  of — ^Bicardo's  "  Principles  of 
Political  Economy  and  Taxation ; "  J.  E.  Caimes's  ''  Essays  in  Political 
Economy ; "  Bagehot's  "  Lombard  Street ; "  "  The  Cobden  Club  Essays/' 
second  series,  1872 ;  Thornton  "  on  Labour."  Whately  Memorial  prize : 
The  amount  of  the  prize  will,  in  future,  be  about  £55,  awarded  every 
five  years. 

Prizes  in  English. — Vice-Chancellor^ s  prizes  in  English  :  The  rules 
with  respect  to  the  Yice-Chancellor's  prizes  in  Jlnglish  Prose  and 
English  Yerse  have  been  given  already  under  "  Prizes  in  Classics." 
Prize  in  Early  English :  With  a  view  to  encourage  the  study  of  Early 
English,  the  Committee  of  the  Early  English  Text  Society  have 
resolved  to  place  annually  at  the  disposal  of  the  Professor  of  English 
Literature  two  years'  sets  of  their  publications,  to  be  given  as  a  prise 
for  distingmshed  proficiency  in  that  subject.  The  prize  is  open  to  all 
students.  The  date  of  the  examination  is  fixed  by  the  Professor  of 
English  Literature.  New  Shakspere  Society* s  yrize :  In  the  year  1875, 
it  was  resolved  by  the  Board  and  Council : 

That  the  New  Shakspere  Sooieiy's  pxiie  be  given  in  each  year  for  the  beet 
original  oontribntionto  the  etadyof  Shakapeie,  by  anyetadent  of  Trinity  College 
nnder  the  standing  of  M.A. ;  that  any  essay  read  before  the  University  Shaks- 
pere  Sooietj  may  be  nsed  in  competition  for  this  prize,  if  handed  in  to  the  chairman 
on  the  evening  on  whicb  the  essay  has  been  read  ;  that  the  prise  be  not  awarded 
to  any  student  oftener  than  onoe;  that  the  examiners  be  the  Frofeesor  of 
English  Literature,  and  another  examiner  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board ;  that 
the  eaoajs  competing  for  the  prize  of  the  preceding  year  be  sent  m  to  the  Senior 
Lectorer,  on  or  before  June  lat. 

Prizes  in  Orienial  Lam^uages. — f  6&reto,  Chaldee,  cmd  Syriao  priBes : 
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Pnzea  to  f;;radiiates,  for  the  enoouragenieiit  of  the  study  of  Hebrew, 
were  first  institnted  by  a  decree  of  the  Board,  dated  February  22, 
1794,  aud  a  fund  set  apart  for  the  purpose.  In  the  year  1800  this 
fond  was  considerably  augmented  by  the  munificence  of  Primate 
Newoombe,  and  the  grant  was  continued  by  his  successors  in  the  See 
of  Armagh,  until  the  year  1871,  when  it  was  withdrawn,  in  consequence 
of  the  disendowment  of  the  Ohurch  of  Ireland.  In  the  year  1874  it 
was  decreed  by  the  Board  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  £40  should  be 
gLven  annually  for  prizes  in  Hebrew,  Ohaldee,  and  Syriac.  AU  students 
are  now  permitted  to  attend  Hebrew  lectures,  and  the  professor  is 
authorised  to  give  a  certificate  for  one  year's  attendance.  An  annual 
ftiamfnation  is  appointed  to  be  held,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  in  Trinity 
term,  and  Hebrew  premiums  are  awarded  to  the  beet  answerers  at  this 
examination.  For  the  subjects  and  regulations  of  this  examination, 
vide  "  Diyinity  School." 

'  PrtMes  in  ArdbiCf  P&raian,  and  Hindustani. — ^The  Provost  and  Senior 
FeUows  have  founded  an  annual  prize  of  £10  for  proficiency  in  Arabic. 
An  examination  will  be  held  annually  in  Trinity  term,  of  students 
wishing  to  compete  for  the  above  prize.  No  student  will  be  admitted 
to  this  examination  unless  he  has  studied  under  the  Professor  of  Arabic 
for  at  least  three  terms.  An  annual  prize  of  £5  will  also  be  given, 
under  similar  conditions,  for  proficiency  in  Hindustani  or  Persian. 

Miscellaneous  Prizee  in  Languagea. — Prize  in  8amshrit :  An  annual 
prize  of  £5  is  given  for  proficiency  in  Sanskrit,  under  conditions 
similar  to  those  which  hold  good  in  reference  to  the  prizes  in  Hindustani 
and  Persian.  Prizes  in  Irish :  For  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
the  Irish  language,  the  Board  have  placed  the  sum  of  £20  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Professor  of  Irish,  to  be  given  in  premiums  to  such 
students  as  shall  distinguish  themselves  in  the  Irish  Language.  The 
examination  is  held  in  Trinity  term,  on  a  day  named  in  the  Calendar. 
Prisee  in  ItaUan  and  vn  Spamah :  Examinations  for  prizes  in  Italian, 
and  for  prizes  in  Spanish,  are  held  annually,  usually  in  Trinity  term, 
when  a  first  and  a  second  prize  in  Italian,  and  a  first  and  a  second 
prize  in  Spanish,  are  awarded,  if  sufficient  merit  be  shown.  The  prizes 
are  open  for  competition  to  all  undergraduates,  but  can  be  obtained  only 
onoebyany  candidate.  Candidates  are  required  to  give  one  week's 
previous  notice  to  the  Senior  Lecturer,  stating  the  language  or  lan- 
guages in  which  they  desire  to  compete.  The  following  cowreee  have 
been  appointed:  ItaUan:  Alfieri,  Saul,  Bruto  Secondo,  Agide; 
Manzoni,  I  promessi  Sposi  (chaps,  i. — ^xii.);  Dante,  II  Purgatorio, 
cantos  1 — 20.  Spanish :  Calderon,  La  vida  es  sueno,  H  magico  prodi- 
gioso ;  Cervantes,  Don  Quixote,  part  L ;  F.  Caballero,  La  G^viota. 
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Exhibttions, 

ExhibitionB  at  Entrance:  Twelve  exhibiUona  of  £25  a  year  each» 
tenable  for  two  years,  are  awarded  in  each  year  to  stndents  in  the 
rising  Junior  Freshman  Glass  who  have  entered  within  the  year,  pro- 
vided sufficient  merit  be  shown  by  the  candidates.  They  are  called  the 
Junior  exhibitions.  The  examinations  are  held  annnally,  in  Mi^lnLAlTn^M. 
term,  on  days  notified  in  the  University  Oalendar.  No  student  ia 
allowed  to  be  a  candidate  who  has  completed  his  nineteenth  year  before 
the  1st  of  November  immediately  succeeding  the  commencement  of  the 
examination.  *A11  students  intending  to  compete  for  these  exhibitiona 
must  forward  their  names,  and  a  certified  copy  of  their  baptismal  re* 
gistry,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  age,  to  the  Senior  Lecturer,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  examination.  No 
student  holding  a  Boyal  scholarship.  Supplemental  Erasmus  Smith 
exhibition,  or  Foyle  College  exhibition,  is  entitled  to  hold  one  of  these 
exhibitions.  An  exhibitioner  losing  his  class  in  Oollege,  or  not  keeping 
his  name  on  the  OoUege  books,  wiU  forfeit  his  exhibition.  Any  grave 
violation  of  College  discipline  will  subject  the  holder  of  an  exhibition 
to  forfeiture.  The  examination  is  in  the  following  subjects :  Claesiet^ 
(100  marks) :  Portions  of  three  Greek  authors,  for  viva  voce  translation, 
25 ;  portions  of  three  Latin  authors,  for  vivd  voce  translation,  25 ;  paper 
of  unseen  Greek  and  Latin  passages,  20 ;  Ancient  History  and  Geo- 
graphy, 10;  Greek  and  Latin  Prose  Composition,  20.  Science  (100 
marks) :  Arithmetic,  15 ;  Algebra,  to  the  end  of  quadratic  equations, 
90;  six  books  of  Euclid,  with  easy  deductions,  90;  Plane  Trigono- 
metry, 25.  English  (30  marks).  French  or  Qerman  (20  marks).  The 
exhibitions  will  be  paid  half-yearly,  through  the  tutors  of  the  respec- 
tive students,  at  the  close  of  the  June  and  December  quarters — the 
first  payment  to  be  made  at  the  close  of  the  December  quarter  next  fol- 
lowing the  day  of  election.  Exhibitions  at  the  close  of  the  Second 
year :  Twelve  exhibitions  of  £25  a  year  each,  tenable  for  two  years,  are 
awarded  in  each  year  to  students  who  have  passed  the  Michaelmaa 
examination  at  the  close  of  the  Senior  Freshman  year.

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Brasmus  8mUh  exhibitions  i  These  are  tenable  until  the  student 
becomes  of  Master's  standins^.  Students  elected  by  competitiye  ex- 
amination from  tbe  four  schools  of  Drogheda,  Ennis,  Galwaj,  and  Tip- 
peraiy,  are  entitled  to  priority  in  appointment  to  these  exhibitions; 
and  those  not  so  filled  are  disposed  of  by  the  Board.  The  annual  value 
of  a  first-class  Erasmus  Smith's  exhibition  is  £7  7s.  8d.,  and  of  a 
aecond-class  ditto,  £5  10s.  9d.  Davmes  exhibUioiM:  The  Downes  ex- 
MhitionerB  are  selected,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  founder,  as 
expressed  in  the  following  passage  of  his  will* : 

I  leaTB  fifty  ponzidB  ftTinnally,  to  be  giTen  among  five  stadenta  on  tbe  Divinitj 
fine,  in  the  proportion  of  j610  each,  at  the  dieoretion  of  the  ProToet  and  Senior 
FeDowB,  respect  being  Iiad  in  snch  ohoioe  to  narrow  oironmetanoei,  and  pro- 
fiaianey  in  leammg ;  the  laid  stipend  to  continue  till  they  shall  arrive  to  the 
■tending  of  A.M.,  or  shall  die,  resign,  or  leave  College,  and  then  to  oease,  and 
otiieni  to  be  appointed  in  their  room ;  and  to  be  determinable  sooner  in  case  of 
immoral  behaviour,  negligence  in  attending  the  Divinity  lectures,  or  incapacity  in 
Bodi  stodents,  certified  by  the  Divinity  Lecturer. 

The  ATi-nnal  yalue  of  each  exhibition  is  £10  Irish,  or  £9  4s.  8d.  present 
cmrency.  WorraU  exhibitions :  The  Worrall  exhibitioners,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  will  of  the  founder,  are  chosen  by  the  Board  from  poor 
scholars,  the  sons  of  clergymen  of  the  diocese  of  Dublin,  or,  in  default 
of  such,  the  sons  of  freemen  of  the  city  of  Dublin.  The  annual  value 
of  each  exhibition  is  £9  4s.  8d.  When  an  exhibition  is  declared  to  be 
vacant  the  tutors  are  invited  to  state  to  the  Board  the  names  of  their 
pupols  having  the  qualifications  required  by  the  founder's  will,  and  such 
other  circumstances  as  may  guide  the  Board  in  their  selection.  Crowe 
and  ClanbrassU  exhibitions :  These  exhibitions  are  limited  to  students 
nominated  by  the  representatives  of  the  founders.  The  annual  value 
of  each  of  the  former  is  £15,  and  of  the  latter  £7  78.  8d.  On  the  28th 
March,  1874,  a  deed  of  grant  of  the  right  of  presentation  to  the  Crowe 
exhibitions,  by  the  Bev.  Bobert  Blundell  to  the  Provost,  Fellows,  and 
Bcholars  of  Trinity  College,  from  and  after  the  decease  of  the  said 
Bobert  Blundell,  was  laid  before  the  Boai*d.  The  annual  income 
arising  from  the  endowment  of  the  Crowe  exhibitions  having  increased 
sufficiently  to  allow  of  an  augmentation  of  their  number,  an  agreement 
was  entered  into  between  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows  and  the  Bev. 
Robert  BlundeU,  who  now  has  the  nomination  to  the  exhibitions, 
whereby  four  exhibitions  are  added  to  the  two  heretofore  existing,  and 
the  amount  of  all  made  £15  of  the  present  currency.  The  exhibitions 
to  be  given  to  "  Sons  of  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  (giving 

*  OoQflse  Bflglster,  p.  S,  17M. 
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the  ptef  erence  to  sons  of  olergymen  of  the  diooese  of  Taam)  inteniHng 
to  devote  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the  Ohnrch  of  Ireland,"  apuch 
exhibitions  to  be  given  as  a  mle  to  students  at  the  conuneiLoemeDt  of 
their  Divinity  conrse,  and  in  all  cases  taking  into  account  the  porerty 
of  the  respective  candidates.  Span  <md  Avary  eahibUumB :  These  ex- 
hibitions are  specially  limited  by  the  wills  of  the  f  onnders  to  poor 
students.  The  aminal  value  of  the  former  is  £4S  3s.  Id.,  and  of  each 
of  the  latter  £4  128.  4d.  The  period  for  which  the  Span  exhibition  may 
be  held  is  indefinite,  and  the  exhibitioner  is  selected  by  the  Board 
from  general  coU^iate  merit.  The  Avary  exhibitioners  are  nomi- 
nated by  the  Provost  from  among  the  sizars.  The  Steame,  Parsons^ 
Yeloerion,  Qriffith,  and  Brigge  exhibitioners  are  selected  by  the  Board 
for  general  collegiate  merit,  the  preference  being  generally  given  to 
scholars  on  the  foundation.  The  annual  value  of  each  is  £4  128.  4d. 
All  the  foregoing  exhibitions  (except  the  Span  exhibition)  are  vacated 
when  the  holders  arrive  at  Master's  standing.  Exhibitions  awarded  to 
scholars :  On  the  1st  May,  1875,  the  following  decree  was  enacted  by 
the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows,  with  the  consent  of  the  Yisitors: 

Whereas  certam  ezhibitioxiB  of  small  value  exist  at  present  in  the  College,  to 
which  stadents  are  appointed  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows ; 

It  is  deoreed  that  any  soholar  who  shall  obtain  Senior  Moderatorship  at  the 
Degree  examination  shall  be  awarded  one  of  these  last-mentioned  exhibitions,  if 
snoh  shall  be  then  vacant,  and  saoh  further  exhibition  as  shall  raise  the  entire 
annual  yalne  of  his  exhibition  to  iBlO  ;  prorided,  however,  that  no  sooh  ex- 
hibition shall  be  given  to  any  Senior  Moderator  who  obtains  one  of  the  stodeiife- 
ships  at  the  Degree  examination. 

Boyal  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  Fownded  by  the  Commissioners  of 

Education  in  Ireland, 

The  Commissioners  of  Education  in  Ireland  have  founded  exhibitaons, 
called  ''B^yal  Scholarships,"  for  students  who  shall  enter  Trinity 
College  from  the  Boyal  Schools  of  Armagh,  Dungannon,  TgmiinHllfin, 
or  Cavan.  One  scholarship  of  £40  per  annum,  and  one  of  £30,  will,  if 
sufficient  merit  be  shown,  be  awarded  in  each  year  to  candidates  from 
Armagh,  Dungannon,  or  Enniskillen ;  and  one  of  £25  to  candidates 
from  Cavan  Boyal  School.  These  scholarships  can  be  obtained  by  anoh 
students  only  as  have  been  three  years  in  all,  previously  to  their 
entrance  into  Trinity  CoU^e,  pupils  in  some  one  or  other  of  the  Boyal 
Schools.  It  is  not,  however,  hereby  intended  to  prevent  pupils  from 
moving  from  one  of  these  schools  to  another;  but  the  scholarships 
founded  for  the  respective  schools  of  Armagh,  Dungannon,  EnniskiUen* 
and  Cavan,  can  be  obtained  only  by  students  who  have  entered  the 
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Univeraity  from  the  schools  for  which  such  Bcholarahips  have  been 
£>imded.  The  Bcholarshipa  are  tenable  for  four  years,  subject  to 
oertam  oonditiQiis  hereafter  mentioned.  The  Provost  and  Senior 
FeDowB  a]2poiiit  examiners  in  each  year,  to  examine,  on  the  first  con- 
Tenient  day  after  the  Second  Entrance  in  the  month  of  October,  such 
students  as  have  entered  from  the  said  four  Boyal  Schools,  and  shall 
ofEer  thamseilTes  as  candidatea  for  these  scholarships.  Midleton  School: 
The  Commissioners  of  Education  in  Ireland  will  grant  annually  two 
prizes,  one  of  £90  and  one  of  £20,  to  such  Junior  Freshmen  as  shall, 
sobject  to  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  Boyal  Schools,  haye  entered 
Trinity  College,  Dublin,  from  Midleton  School,  and,  having  been 
exammed  along  with,  and  in  the  same  course  as,  the  candidates  for  the 
Boyal  scholarships,  shall  be  recommended  by  the  examiners  as 
deserving  candidates. 

FoyJs  College  ExhibitioTia, 
The  Honourable  the  Irish  Society  of  London  for  the  Plantation  of 
Ulster  has  instituted  five  eseihibitions,  of  £30  a  year  each,  to  be  enjoyed 
hj  students  of  Trinity  OoUege  who  have  been  previously  educated  at 
Foyle  CoU^e,  Londonderry.    The  candidates  for  these  exhibitions  are 
examined  along  with  the  candidates  for  Boyal  scholarships  in  the 
same  course,  and  a  return  is  made  to  the  Governing  Body  in  the  same 
manner  as  to  the  Oommissioners  of  Education,  reporting   on   the 
positive  merit  of  the  candidates,  and  arranging  them  according  to 
their  answering,  without  distinction  of  schools.    The  most  meritorious 
Deny  candidate  on  the  face  of  the  return  obtains  the  exhibition, 
provided  the  merit  shown  is  sufficient.     A  power  is  reserved  by  the 
Goreming  Body  of  suspending  or  diminishing   the   exhibitions,  if 
Boffident  merit   has   not   been   shown   by   the   candidates.      These 
obibitions  can  be  obtained  by  such  students  only  as  have  been  three 
jesrs,  or  at  least  (under  very  particular  circumstances,  subject  to  the 
Gcnsideration  of  the  Governing  Body)  one  year  and  a-half  ,  previous  to 
tbeir  entrance  into  Trinity  OoUege,  pupils  in  Foyle  OoUege,  and  have 
remomed  at  it  tiU  the  October  Entrance  Examination  immediately 
preceding  the  examination  for  exhibitions.    Students,  when  appointed 
to  these  exhibitions,  may  retain  them  for  five  years  from  the  time  of 
tliar  election,  provided  that,  proceeding  regularly  with  their  respective 
classes,  they  obtain  in  each  year  of  their  undergraduate  course  one 
honour  of  the  first  rank,  or  two  honours  of  the  second  rank  (honours 
being  reckoned  as  in  the  case  of  Boyal  scholarships);  a  power  of 
dispensing  with  this  condition  being  reserved  to  the  Governing  Body, 
when  satisfied  with  the  effort  and  positive  merit  of  the  person  holding 
the  exhibition.     The  exhibitions  become  due  and  are  payable  half- 
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yearly ;  but  in  the  erent  of  a  student  not  qualifying  in  tlie  first  half 
of  the  year  to  retain  his  exhibition,  the  payment  in  respect  of  same  is 
held  oyer  until  the  ensuing  half-year,  when  payment  for  the  entire  year 
will  be  made,  if  in  the  meantime  all  the  requisites  for  the  entire  year 
have  been  fulfilled.  An  exhibition  becomes  forfeited  by  the  holder  of 
it  incurring  any  heavy  coUegiate  censure,  such  as  public  admonition 
or  rustication.  The  residue  of  exhibitions  lapsing  by  forfeiture  (from 
any  cause)  are  competed  for  at  the  next  examination,  and  held  in  the 
same  manner  as  exhibitions  lapsing  naturally. 

Musical  Exhibitions, 

With  the  object  of  encouraging  the  study  and  practice  of  Sacred 
Music  in  Trinity  College,  the  Board  have  founded  Musical  exhibitions. 
The  exhibitioners  are  chosen  by  examination,  and  (in  general)  from 
students  in  the  Junior  Freshman  class.  At  this  examination  the 
candidates  are  tested  both  as  to  their  theoretical  knowledge  of  Music, 
and  as  to  their  fitness  to  take  part  in  the  choral  service  of  the  chapeL 
The  examination  is  held  in  June  each  year,  and  is  conducted  by  the 
Professor  of  Music,  and  one  or  more  Fellows  appointed  by  the  Board. 
An  exhibitioner  holds  his  place  for  two  years,  with  a  power  of  re- 
election for  such  further  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board. 
Musical  exhibitioners  to  be  hereafter*  elected,  who  are  certified  to  the 
Bursar,  by  the  Precentor,  as  having  attended  diligently,  during  any 
half-year  ending  on  March  25,  or  September  25,  are  entitled  to  a  salaiy 
at  the  rate  of  £10  per  annum,  for  such  half-year.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  exhibitioners  to  assist  in  the  choral  service  of  the  Oollege  ChapeL 
and  to  attend  the  rehearsals  appointed  for  the  purpose.  For  neglect  of 
such  duty  they  are  liable  to  a  pecuniary  fine.  Upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  examiners,  other  students  who  undertake  to  attend  one 
rehearsal  during  the  week  are  at  liberty  to  take  part  in  the  choral 
service  of  the  chapel,  and  have  seats  assigned  to  them  behind  the  choir. 
Li'  case  of  any  exhibitioner  resigning,  or  being  removed  from  his 
exhibition  for  neglect  of  duty,  the  Precentor  shall  nominate  one  of  the 
students  recommended  at  the  previous  examination  to  fill  the  vacant 
exhibition,  until  a  new  election  takes  place. 

Professional  Schools. 

m 

There  are  four  Professional  Schools  in  the  University,  viz. :  Divinity, 
Law,  Physic,  and  Engineering.  The  testimonials  or  licences  of  these 
Schools  can  only  be  obtained  by  attending  prescribed  courses  of 
lectures  during  two  or  more  years,  and  passing  a  final  examination. 

•May  6.  1877 
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The  regulations  relating  to  the  keeping  of  tenns,  the  course  of  stadj, 
and  the  qualifications  for  the  final  examination,  in  each  of  these  f onr 
departments,  will  be  found  under  the  several  heads.  Students  seeking 
credit  for  a  term  by  lectures  must,  at  the  commencement  of  such  term, 
duly  register  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Books  their  places  of  residence  for 
that  term,  and  during  term  notify  a  change  of  residence :  if  this  rule 
be  not  observed,  credit  for  the  term  cannot  be  allowed. 

Divinity  School. 

Admissiok  of  Students. — On  the  22nd  April,  1876,  and  at  a 
prerious  meeting,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows : 

Hut  an  stndenta  shall  be  admitted  to  the  leotmea  of  the  Divinitj  Sohool 
wiihoat  being  required  to  pnraiie  the  oonrse  in  Arts,  provided  that  candidates 
proposing  to  join  the  Divinity  Sohool  before  the  beginning  of  their  Junior 
Sophister  year  shall  be  required  to  make  applioation  to  the  Begins  Professor  of 
DiTioiiy,  at  least  a  month  before  the  begixming  of  the  leotores  of  the  term  in 
wlueh  they  propose  to  join,  stating  the  grounds  on  which  they  daim  to  be  per- 
mitted to  do  so.  If  these  shall  be  found  satisfactory,  a  time  will  be  appointed 
for  passing  an  examination  under  the  direction  of  the  Segius  Professor  of 
Dirinity  and  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer,  in  the  following  subjects : 

OLASSIGS. 

Any  two  Greek  and  any  two  Latin  authors,  to  be  selected  by  the  candidate, 
who  win  be  qiamiued  particularly  as  to  his  grammatical  acquaintance  with  the 


lOTATHTBIOS  AND  XOBAL  PHILOSOPHT. 

An  acquaintance  with  Locke's  Essay  on  tilie  Human  Understanding  and  with 
Stewart's  OutUnes  of  Moiai  Philost^hy  will  be  required  as  a  minimum. 

KATHIMATIOS. 

A  knowledge  of  EuoUd's  Elements  and  of  Algebra  as  far  as  simple  equations 
win  be  required  as  a  minimum. 

On  the  8th  July,  1879,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Provost  and  Senior 
Fellows: 

Thai  m  and  after  Michaelmas  term,  1880,  students  under  Senior  Sophister 
steading  who  propose  to  join  the  Divinity  dass  will  be  required  to  pass  a  Pre- 
Uainacy  examination  in  Latin  Composition ;  Greek  Ghrammar,  in  addition  to  the 
pntkm  of  the  Greek  Testament  appointed  for  ezamination  on  the  first  day  of 
^  tenn  in  which  the  claas  is  joined ;  Murray's  Logic,  and  the  Selections  from 
l^ooke  at  present  i^pointed  in  the  Ordinary  couyse  for  the  Senior  Freshman 


Terms. — Students  in  Divinity  must  keep  six  terms — three  with 
Arehbishop  Sling's  Lecturer  in  Divinity,  and  three  with  the  Begins 
^lofeasor.  It  is  neoessary,  in  general,  for  Divinity  students  to  get 
Qedit  for  all  the  lectures  except  one,  in  order  to  save^each^term.    In 
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the  case  of  aiokness,  or  some  other  ineritable  impediment,  the  omiasion 
of  a  number  of  lectures,  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  whole,  is 
aUowed. 

Junior  Divinity  Yearr, — ^Dniing  the  first  year,  which,  without  Pre- 
liminary examination,  may  be  the  Senior  Sophister  year  of  the  Under- 
graduate course,  students  attend  the  lectures  of  Archbishop  Eing^s 
Lecturer   in   Divinity,  together  with   the   lectures   of   one   of  his 
assistants.    Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  in  Divinity  lectures  during 
the  Michaelmas  and  Hihury  terms,  on  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and 
Revealed  Religion ;  and  in  Trinity  term,  on  the  Socinian  Controversy. 
His  lectures   are  delivered  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  at  eleven 
o'clock.     His  assistants  lecture  on  the  same  days,  at  one  o'clock. 
Three  days  (not  ordinaiy  lecture  days)  are  appointed  in  each  term  for 
English  Composition ;  and  attendance  on  two,  at  least,  of  these  days  is 
necessary  for  keeping  the  term.    A  premiwm  is  granted  by  the  Board 
in  each  term  to  the  student  who  sends  in  the  best  composition,  if 
recommended  by  Archbishop  Kiag's  Lecturer.    {Vide  infra,  "Divinity 
Composition  Premiums.")     On  the  first  lecture  day  of  each  term, 
students  are  examined  in  a  portion  of  the  Greek  Testament ;  on  the 
first  day  of  Michaelmas  term,  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ;  on  the  first 
day  of  Hilary  term,  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians ;  and  on  the  first 
day  of  Trinity  term,  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians.     They  are  also 
required  to  pass  in  Latin  Prose  Composition.    Students  who  absent 
themselves  on  the  first  lecture  day  of  term  must  attend  to  be  examined 
in  the  prescribed  portion  of  the  Gbreek  Testament,  during  the  general 
Divinity  examination,  held  at  the  end  of  the  term.    On  the  first  leotoie 
days  of  Hilary  and  Trinity  terms  an  exammaUon  is  held  in  the 
foUowing  subjects,  in  addition  to  the  portions  of  the  Greek  Testament 
just  mentioned:  Hilary  term — ^Robertson's  History  of  the  Christian 
Church,  vol.  i.,  2nd  edit.,  book  L,  chaps,  iv. — vii.;  book  ii.,  chaps.  L,  iL 
Trinity  term — ^Robertson,  book  ii.,  chap.  iv.  (a.d.  363-381),  chaps,  viii., 
ix.,  X.    (fif.  Augugtin,  Donatism;  Pelagianiem;  Nestoriamem;  E%^' 
chianiem — ^Advance  of  the  Roman  See.)    It  is  necessary  to  pass  one,  at 
least,  of  these  term  examinations,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  appear  at 
the  examination  which  completes  the  Junior  Year. 

The  following  are  the  evhjecte  of  the  course  lectured  in  by  the 
assistants  to  Archbishop  King's  Divinity  Lecturer.  Mioh<telMa$ 
term :  St.  Luke's  Qospel,  in  Greek,  as  the  basis  of  criticism — gram- 
matical and  exegeticaL  Hilary  term:  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans, 
in  Greek.  Trinity  term :  Bishop  Pearson  on  the  Creed,  Articles  L,  ii., 
and  viii.  No  Divinity  student  can  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Senior 
year  until  his  attendance  upon  the  Junior  year  is  completed.    To  com- 
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pkte  the  Jmiior  year,  it  is  neoessary,  in  addition  to  tbe  attendance  upon 
the  lectmeB  of  ArohbiBhop  King's  DiTinity  Leotnrer  and  his  assistantfl, 
to  pass  an  examination,  which  is  conducted  according  to  the  following 
mlee:  The  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  Trinity  term,  for  all 
Birinity  students  who  have  attended  and  obtained  credit  for  the  three 
preceding  terms  of  the  Divinity  Lectures  of  the  Junior  year.  No 
student  is  allowed  to  present  himself  at  this  examination  until  he  has 
stttiafied  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  that  he  has  made  reasonable 
proficiency  in  Latin  Composition.  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  is 
empowered  to  call  on  his  assistants  to  take  a  part  in  conducting  the 
examination.  A  similar  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  Michael- 
mas  and  Bilary  terms,  for  supplementalists  who  haye  completed  their 
attendance  on  Divinity  Lectures  in  those  terms,  respectively.  In 
rejectxog  a  candidate,  the  examiners  determine  whether  he  is  to  present 
himself  again  at  either  of  the  Supplemental  examinations,  or  to  be  kept 
back  untQ  the  next  annual  examination.  The  cowrse  for  the  emamvnaium 
is  as  follows:  Holy  Bcrijptwrei  The  four  Gbspels  and  Acts  of  the 
Apostles.  Cheek:  The  four  Gospels  and  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the 
Bontans.  Evidences:  Faley's  Evidences;  Butler's  Analogy;  Lee's 
Lectures  on  Lispiration,  lectures  L,  iv.,  vii.,  and  Appendices  B,  0,  D, 
K,  O,  P,  Q.  Socinian  Controverey :  Pearson  on  the  Oreed,  Arts  ii.  and 
viiL;  Magee  on  the  Atonement,  the  Discourses  and  the  Dissertations  to 
No.  lb,  inclusive.  EceleMsHealiBistary :  The  selections  from  Robertson 
appointed  for  the  Hilary  and  Trinity  term  examinations.  LaUn 
CompomMon :  A  subject  for  composition,  and  a  paper  of  questions  on  the 
Bul^jects  of  the  public  prelections,  are  also  proposed  to  the  candidates 
at  this  examination.  An  additional  examination  for  prizes  (attendance 
on  which  is  not  compulsory)  is  held  in  Trinity  term.      Vids  infra. 
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Senior  DMnity  Fear.— During  the  second  year,  the  students  are 
required  to  attend  the  Begins  Professor  of  Divinity,  and  one  of  his 
assistants.  The  professor  lectures  on  the  Criticism  and  Jnterpretation 
of  the  Bible,  the  Controversy  with  the  Church  of  Bome,  and  the  Articles 
and  Liturgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland.  The 
Begins  Professor  of  Divinity  lectures  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  at 
deven  o'clock.  BQs  assistants  lecture  on  the  same  days,  at  one  o'clock. 
The  assistants  lecture  on  the  following  subjects :  MichcLelmas  and  Hilary 
terms :  The  Thirty-nine  Articles,  with  Commentary,  as  appointed  for 
the  Final  examination.  Trinity  term:  The  portions  of  the  Greek 
Testament  appointed  for  the  Final  examination.  Two  days  (not 
ordinary  lecture  days)  are  appointed  in  each  term  for  English  Composi- 
tion; and  attendance  on  one,  at  least,  of  these  days  is  necessary  for 
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keeping  the  term.  A  jpremiwn  is  granted  by  th^  Board  in  each  term,  to 
the  student  who  sends  in  the  best  composition,  if  recommended  bj  the 
Begins  Professor.  (Fuie  infray  "Divinitj  Compositioii  Preminma.") 
On  the  first  lecture  day  of  each  term  students  areeasonMiMd  in  a  portioa 
of  the  Greek  Testament;  on  the  first  day  of  Mifthaelmaa  term*  in  the 
two  Epistles  to  Timothy  and  the  Epistle  to  Titus ;  on  the  first  day  of 
Hihuy  term,  in  the  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians ;  and  on  the  first 
day  of  Trinity  term,  in  the  Epistle  of  St.  James  and  the  two  Epistles  of 
St.  Peter.  Students  who  fail  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
appointed  course  of  Greek  on  the  first  day  of  term  will  be  required  to 
attend  lectures  in  Greek  during  term,  in  addition  to  the  ordinaiy 
Diyinity  lectures.  On  the  first  lecture  days  of  Hilary  and  Trinity 
terms,  an  examination  is  held  in  the  following  subjects,  in  oddMon  to 
the  portions  of  the  Greek  Testament  just  mentioned:  SUary  iermz 
Bobertson's  Church  History,  bookiii.,  chaps.  tL,  Yiii.;bookiT.,  chaps,  i, 
ii.,  iii.

Procter 
on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  part  i.  It  is  necessaiy  to  pass  one,  at 
least,  of  these  term  examinations,  in  order  to  qualiJ^  for  the  Final 
examination. 

This  Final  exammaiian  is  held  at  the  end  of  Trinity  term,  for  all 
students  who  have  attended  and  obtained  credit  for  the  three  preceding 
terms  of  the  Senior  Divinity  year,  and  have  complied  with  the  foregoing 
regulations.  A  similar  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  IWiftliaAliwftf 
and  Hilary  terms,  for  supplementalists  who  have  completed  their 
attendance  on  Divinity  Lectures  in  those  terms  respectively.  Students 
are  required  to  give  notice  to  the  Begins  Professor  of  their  intention  to 
present  themselves  at  the  Final  Divinity  examination.  This  notice 
must  be  given  one  week  before  the  day  of  examination.  The  examina- 
tion is  conducted  by  the  Begins  Professor  and  his  assistants ;  and  the 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  takes  part  in  the  examination  in  his 
own  department.  Those  students  who  have  passed  the  A-raYnm^.i^^p 
are  arranged  in  three  classes,  according  to  their  respective  answering. 
Students  who  come  out  in  the  first  class  receive  a  special  Honorary 
Certificate,  in  addition  to  the  usual  Divinity  Testimonium.  The  course

An  annual  examination  is  held  by  the  Begins  Professor,  at  the  close 
ol  Hilary  term,  at  which  exhibitions  are  awarded  for  distinguished 
answering.  Attendance  on  this  examination  is  not  compulsory.  For 
the  regulations  and  subjects  of  this  examination,  vide  vnfra,  "  Prizes." 
After  the  year  1880,  the  names  of  Divinity  students  who  are  graduates 
▼ill  not  be  struck  off  the  College  Books  in  June  quarter,  until  after  the 
PinaL  examination  of  the  Begins  Professor  of  Divinity.    Students  in 

p2 
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Divinity  are  leqnired  to  receiye  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Snpper 
at  least  three  times  in  each  year  of  their  attendance  on  lectures. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  lectnres,  which  are  compulsory  npon 
aU  Diyinity  students,  instruction  is  also  given  upon  various  subjects  in 
connection  with  the  Divinity  School  These  courses  of  lectures  are  as 
follow :  (1)  Hebrew;  (2)  BibUcal  Greek ;  (8)  Ecclesiastical  History ;  (4) 
Irish.  The  hours  of  lecture  in  these  departments  are  so  arranged  as 
not  to  interfere  with  those  of  the  Divinity  Professors  and  their 
assistants.  Students  are  thus  enabled  to  complete  their  attendance 
upon  any  or  all  of  these  courses  during  the  period  of  their  ordinaiy 
Divinity  studies. 

In  July,  1853,  the  following  order  was  made  by  the  Board:  "The 
several  professors  connected  with  the  Divinity  School,  viz.,  the  Pro- 
fessors of  Biblical  Greek,  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  of  Irish,  are 
authorised  to  grant  eertifieates  ot  attendance  on  their  respective  coxurses 
to  graduates  who  have  obtained  the  Divinity  testimonium,  and  to  them 
only." 

^BiZEB.'^Theological  ExMbitionsi  For  the  further  promotion  of 
theological  learning,  the  Board  of  Trinity  College,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Visitors,  on  the  18th  of  December,  1858,  founded  Theological  ex- 
hibitionB,  in  place  of  the  prizes  formerly  known  as  the  Divinity  Pro- 
fessor's premiums.  The  examination  for  these  exhibitions  is  held 
each  year  at  the  end  of  Hilary  term,  on  the  days  stated  in  the  Uni- 
versity Almanack.  To  the  best  answerers  at  this  examination  two 
exhibitions  are  given,  one  of  £60,  and  one  of  £40  per  annum,  pro- 
vided the  answering  be  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  examiners.  Each 
of  these  exhibitions  is  tenable  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years. 
Candidates  for  these  exhibitions  must  not  be  of  more  than  one  year  s 
standing  as  MA.,  reckoned  from  the  Michaelmas  examination  of  the 
Senior  Freshman  year ;  they  must  have  completed  the  six  terms  of  the 
Divinity  curriculum;  and  they  must  present  themselves  at  the  ex- 
amination immediately  subsequent  to  the  term  in  which  they  have 
completed  their  Divinity  course.  No  person  can  offer  himself  as  a 
candidate  a  second  time.  The  Exhibition  examination,  if  passed 
creditably,  will  reckon  in  lieu  of  the  Greneral  Divinity  examination. 

Archbishop  King^e  Dii^ini^  Prises.— These  prizes  were  founded  by 
the  Board  in  the  year  1836.  They  are  called  Archbishop  King's 
Divinity  prizes,  because  they  are  given  at  an  annual  examination  held 
by  Archbishop  Kingf  s  Divinity  Lecturer.  This  examination  is  held 
in  Trinity  term ;  and  such  students  only  can  be  candidates  for  the 
prizes  as  are  selected  by  the  examiners  at  the  general  Divinity  eiami- 
jiation.    The  subjects  of  the  course  examined  in  for  the  prizes,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  that  appointed  for  the  general  Diyinity  examination  {vide  ante) 
are  as  follow :  Greek :  The  Four  Gospelfl ;  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ; 
the  Epistles  to  the  Bomans,  Ghilatianfl,  Philippians,  Ephesians,  Colos- 
flians ;  Harmony  of  the  Qospels ;  Pale^s  Eyidenoes  and  Horn 
Faulins;  Bntler's  Analogy;  Davison  on  Prophecy;  Pearson  on 
the  Creed,  Articles  ii,  iiL»  iy.,  t.,  viii.,  ix.,  xiL ;  Hiagee  on  the  Atone- 
ment, except  Nos.  53,  59, 69,  and  Postscript,  72,  and  the  Appendix  with 
its  Postscript;  MacBonnell's  Donnellan  Lectures — ^Appendix  to 
Lecfcore  L — ^Lecture  iii.  and  Appendix — ^Lecture  iy.  and  Appendix, 
and  Lecture  v.;  Robertson's  Ecclesiastical  History,  a.d.  64—^90. 
Compoeiium :  Two  prizes,  one  of  £12  and  the  other  of  £8,  are  given 
to  the  best  answerers  (if  sufficient  merit  be  shown  by  the  candidates) ; 
and  certificfUes  to  such  as  answer  sufficiently.  Extra  prizes  are  also  fre- 
quently given  on  the  recommendation  of  the  examiners.  The  certificate 
cannot  be  given  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  whole  Divinity 
course,  and  obtained  the  Divinity  testimonium. 

Bishop  Forster's  Divinity  Premiums. — In  the  year  1738  the  sum  of 
£200  was  given  to  the  College  by  the  Bight  Bev.  Nicholas  Forster,  D.D., 
Lord  Bishop  of  Baphoe,  sometime  Senior  Fellow  of  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  on  condition  that  it  should  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  en- 
couraging the  study  of  Theology,  in  connection  with  the  lectures  of 
Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  in  Divinity.  When  the  office  of  Arch- 
faiahop  Sling's  Lecturer  was  placed  on  a  new  foundation  in  the  year 
1836,  the  endowment  of  Bishop  Forster  was  included  in  the  prizes  then 
instituted  by  the  Board,  for  the  Junior  Divinity  class.  The  fund, 
along  with  the  unappropriated  balance  of  interest,  is  now  separately 
invested ;  and  the  sum  of  £16  is  distributed  in  premivms  to  the  two 
best  answerers  in  the  subjects  of  the  lectures  of  Archbishop  King's 
Lecturer,  at  the  G^eral  examination  of  the  Junior  Divinity  daas,  if 
Bofficient  merit  be  sbown  by  the  candidates. 

Dr.  Downes*  Dvvmiiy  Premiums. — ^In  the  year  1797  these  premiums 
were  established  out  of  a  fund  bequeathed  to  the  College  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Bev.  Dr.  Downes,of  Waterford.  The  original  regulations 
oonoeming  these  prizes,  made  July  4, 1797,  were  modified  by  the  Board 
in  April,  1834,  and  in  July,  1879.  Tbe  prizes  are  for  written  composi- 
tions for  an  extempore  discourse,  and  for  reading  the  Liturgy.  In 
these  branches  the  examinations  are  held,  respectively,  on  three 
separate  days  in  Trinity  term,  of  which  notice  is  given  in  the  Univer- 
sity Almanack,  and  by  advertisement  on  the  College  gate.  The 
examiners  appointed  in  Dr.  Downes'  will  are  the  Begins  Professor  of 
Divinity,  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  in  Divinity,  the  Professor  of 
Oratory,  and  the  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  with  the  assistance, 
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in  the  case  of  written  compositions,  of  the  ProTOst  and  snch  of  the 
Senior  Fellows  as  may  choose  to  attend.  The  subjects  are  selected  by 
the  examiners,  and  the  subject  for  written  composition  is  announced, 
in  the  last  week  of  Hilary  term,  by  the  Begins  Professor  of  Divinity. 
To  become  a  candidate  in  any  of  the  three  departments  it  is  necessary 
that  the  student  should  have  been  a  student  in  Divinity  during  the 
two  terms  antecedent  to  that  in  which  the  examinations  are  held. 
(1)  Premdvmsfor  Written  Composttion :  In  the  trial  for  this  prize,  the 
candidates  deliver  discourses  on  the  proposed  subject  without  hesita- 
tion, each  discourse  not  to  exceed  one  quarter  of  an  hour  in  deliveiy ; 
they  are  expected  to  be  able  to  recite  their  compositions ;  and  a  pre- 
mium of  £20  is  adjudged  to  the  best,  and  £10  to  the  next  best,  or  such 
inferior  premiums  as  they  shall  appear  to  merit,  regard  being  had  as 
well  to  the  manner  of  pronouncing  such  discourses  as  to  the  matter  of 
them ;  and  no  candidate  can  be  entitled  to  either  of  the  premiums 
oftener  than  three  times.  (2)  Premiwms  for  extempore  speaking :  To 
the  student  who  shall  deliver  the  best  discourse  extempore  on  a  pro- 
posed subject  the  examiners  adjudge  a  premium  of  £12,  and  to  him 
delivering  the  next  best  £8,  or  such  inferior  premiums  as  shall  appear 
to  be  deserved ;  and  no  candidate  is  entitled  to  obtain  either  of  these 
premiums  oftener  than  three  times.  (3)  Premiums  for  reading  {he 
Litu/rgy :  Two  premiums,  one  of  £8,  the  other  of  £4,  or  such  inferior 
premiums  as  shall  appear  to  be  merited,  are  adjudged  to  such  students 
as  shall  read  in  the  best  manner  the  parts  of  the  Liturgy  which  shall  be 
"propoaed  to  them.  No  candidate  can,  in  this  department,  obtain  either 
of  the  premiums  a  second  time. 

Chwrch  Formularies  Prize, — ^An  annual  prize  of  £10  was  founded  in 
the  year  1868  by  the  Bight  Hon.  Bichard  B.  Warren,  late  M.P.  for  the 
University,  in  order  to  encourage  the  study  of  the  Greeds  and  Articles 
of  the  Ohurch. 

Divvaity  Composition  Prcmtuw*.— The  Begins  Professor  of  Divinity 
and  Archbishop  King's  Lecturer  recommend  to  the  Board,  in  each  of 
the  three  terms  of  the  Divinity  year,  the  names  of  those  students  in 
the  Senior  and  Junior  classes,  respectively,  who  have  sent  in  the  best 
written  compositions  on  subjects  proposed  to  the  class  during  the 
terms,  and  whom  they  deem  worthy  of  encouragement.  To  these 
students  premiums  of  £2  are  awarded. 

Bedell  Scholarships, — ^The  Committee  of  the  Irish  Society,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Provost  and  Senior  Fellows  of  Trinity  College,  have 
founded  two  scholarships  in  the  University,  denominated  the  Bedell 
Scholarships,  and  placed  them  under  the  sux>erintendence  of  trustees 
named  by  the  founders.     The  scholarships  are  designed   for   suck 
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•tadoitBoiilj  as  give  veasonable  hope  that  thejwill  he  oompetent  on 
their  ordmation  to  preach  in  the  Irish  hmgaage.  One  Hoholar  is  elected 
irheneFcr  a  TBcancy  takes  place.    The  legidations  are  as  follow: 

(1).  The  yaloe  of  each  BohoUuraliip  ahall  be  JB20  per  annum,  payable  half- 
jBttrly,  in  the  last  weeks  of  October  and  April. 

(2).  An  examination  of  oaadidates  ahall  be  held  annually,  ae  soon  after  the 
IVinitj  term  examination  as  poieible,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  Tmitees,  in 
•oajnnotkm  with  the  Frofesaor  of  Iriah. 

(3).  The  seholarihipe  shall  be  open  to  stadenti  of  any  standing  in  the  UniTer- 
ntyfiinlaas  th«y  be  Irish  sisars ;  and  ihall  be  tenable  by  them  for  four  years,  if 
th^  shall  keep  their  names  so  long  on  the  College  books,  and  hare  not  been  ad- 
■itled  to  Holy  Orders. 

(4).  They  shall  be  reqnired  to  reside  in  or  near  Dnblin,  and  to  attend  the 
Iflotnree  of  the  Phxfessor  of  Irish  (if  not  specially  exempted  by  the  Tms- 
iees  of  this  fund) ;  and  to  attend  also  DiYinity  lectures,  when  of  sufficient 
ttuding. 

(5).  Thoy  shall  be  reqnired  to  pass  an  annual  examination,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  Michaelmas  term,  in  the  Irish  language.  The  subjects  of  this 
sxamination  to  be  fixed  by  the  Trustees,  in  conjunction  with  the  Professor  of 
Irish. 

(6).  On  the  day  of  payment  in  April  the  scholars  shall  produce  to  the  Trustees, 
or  their  seoretary,  a  certificate  from  the  Professor  of  Irish  that  they  haye  satia- 
fwtorily  passed  the  aboYC-mentioned  Annual  examination  in  Irish  ;  they  shall 
slio  obtain  from  their  College  tutors,  and  at  the  same  time  present  to  the  Trustees, 
or  their  secretary,  a  certificate  of  the  judgments  and  honours,  if  any,  which  were 
giren  to  them  at  the  Term,  Catechetical,  and  DiTiniiy  examinations,  during  the 
pnrious  year. 

(7).  On  failure  of  any  of  these  conditions  the  payment  then  due  shall  be 
vifkheld  ;  and  on  a  second  failure  the  scholarship  shall  become  Toid. 

(8).  The  names  of  the  candidates  and  their  qualifications  shall  be  re- 
tained, after  the  examination,  to  the  Trustees,  in  whom  the  election  shall  be 
▼sated. 

At  the  examination  for  the  Bedell  scholarship  the  best  answerer  ot 
the  aosnccessf al  candidates,  if  recommended  by  the  Professor  of  Irish, 
obtains  a  prize  of  £10.  The  following  8vAjecU  hare  been  appointed 
for  the  examvnaiion  for  the  Bedell  scholarship :  (1)  Irish  Grammar ; 

(2)  Translation  of  the  Gospels  from  Irish  into  English  and  vice  versa ;

(2)  Composition ;  (3)  Declamation  in  Irish ;  (4)  the  Book  of  Gommoa 
Prayer  compared  with  Scripture. 

KyU  Irish  Prize. — ^A  prize  for  the  enconragement  of  the  stndy  of  the 
Irish  language  has  been  founded  in  the  Uniyersitj  in  commemoratioi 
of  the  late  Bight  Ber.  Samuel  Kyle,  Bishop  of  Cork,  Oloyne,  and  Bobs, 
and  formerly  Provost  of  Trinity  College.  The  following  are  the  reso- 
lutions entered  into  by  the  Trustees  of  the  fund,  and  agreed  to  by  tie 
ProYOst  and  Senior  Fellows : 

(1).  That  the  fonds  ooUeoted  shall  be  inrertedin  GoTemmaiit  MOiuitiefl^  or 
Bank  Stock,  in  the  joint  namee  of  the  ProYoct  and  Senior  Fellows  of  Triniftj 
College,  the  Professor  of  Irish,  and  the  Dean  and  Arohdeaoon  of  Cork,  all  for  the 
time  being. 

(2).  That  the  endowment  shall  oonsist  of  one  year's  interest  of  the  priioipel 
snm  so  inTSsted.* 

(3).  That  no  persons  shall  be  qnalifted  to  beoome  candidates  but  persons  bom 
in  the  United  Diocese  of  Cork,  Cloyne,  and  Boss,  or  who  may  have  beenedsoated 
in  that  diocese  for  not  less  than  two  years. 

(4).  The  Kyle  prize  to  be  attainable  only  bj  Diyinity  students,  at  on 
annual  examination  in  the  Irish  language,  held  during  the  DiTinity  course. 

(5).  The  Diyinil^  student  so  obtaining  the  prize  may  again  become  a  can- 
didate for  it  in  the  next  succeeding  year,  but  not  oftener,  nor  can  he  hold  it  for 
more  than  two  years. 

(6).  The  candidates  for  exsmlnation  shall  be  eiamined  in  the  Irish  Qrammar^ 
the  Four  Qospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  the  EpisUe  to  the  Bomans,  1st  and 
2nd  Timothy,  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  and  Composition. 

(7).  In  the  erent  of  there  being  in  any  year  no  candidate  for  the  prixe,  or 
want  of  sufficient  merit,  the  interest  of  the  sum  so  inyected  in  the  funds  shall  be 
added  to  the  principal  sum. 

Butcher  Exhibitions. — A  sum  of  money  having  been  subscribed  in 
memory  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Meath,  the  following  plan  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  fund  was  agreed  to  at  a  meeting  of  the  Butcher  Memorial 
Oommittee,  held  on  24th  April,  1877,  the  Provost  in  the  chair,  and 
adopted  by  the  General  Synod,  April  26th,  1877 : 

The  interest  on  the  mon^  in  the  hands  of  the  representative  body  to  the  credit 
of  the  above  fund  (when  it  shall  have  reached  the  sum  of  J62500),  and  of  such 
further  sums  as  may  be  paid  in  to  its  credit  as  subscriptions  or  unsllooated 
Interest  (as  hereinafter  referred  to)  to  be  applied  in  providing  exhibitions  in  con- 
nection with  the  Diyinity  School  of  tiie  Church  of  Ireland,  to  be  celled  the 
"  Butcher  exhibitions,"  under  the  following  rules :

2Bd.  That  the  exhibitiona  be  oonf eried  on  meritoriona  DiYinity  atndenta  who 
pnxpoae  entering  the  miniatzy  of  the  Ohnroh  of  Ireland,  and  who  in  oonaeqaenoe 
of  ihair  limited  meana  may  require  aaaiatanoe  in  completing  their  theologioal 
•duoation,  regard  at  the  aame  time  being  had  to  their  attainmenta  and  their 
Cvntral  fltneaa  for  the  Miniatry  of  the  Chnroh. 

M.  That  theae  ezhibitionabe  conferred  on  atndenta  who  ahall  have  oomplefced 
iheir  Jvnior  Ptrinity  year,  and  be  tenable  daring  their  Senior  year,  on  condition 
of  their  dnly  proceeding  with  their  DiTinity  ooorae. 

4ilh.  That  the  Board  determine  the  nnmber  and  amount  of  the  aeyeral  exhi- 
bitiona, provided  that  the  amount  of  any  one  ahall  not  be  more  than  ^50  or  leaa 
«hanje25. 

5th.  That  In  the  erent  of  these  not  being  a  auf&oient  number  of  deaenring  and 
qMifiad  caadidatea,  or  the  entire  intereat  on  the  fund  within  any  year  not  being 
•ipended,  from  any  other  oauae,  the  Board  be  empowered  to  place 
the  unapplied  portion  of  the  annual  intereat  to  the  credit  of  the  capital  of 
tiiefand. 

Gth.  That  tiie  exhibitiona  be  paid  quarterly,  on  lat  Oct.,  let  Jan.,  lat  April, 
and  lat  July  in  each  year,  by  an  order  on  the  Bepreaentatife  Body,  aigned  by 
thaBagiua  or  other  Prof  eeaor  of  Diyinity  on  the  Board. 

7th.  That  it  be  in  the  power  of  the  General  Synod,  on  the  application  of  the 
Board,  to  vary  the  foregoing  regulationa  aa  oiroumatancea  may  require. 

8th.  Thatintheoaaeof  unaToidable  abaence,  any  member  of  the  Board  be 
empowered  to  appoint,  by  writing,  a  aubatitute  to  act  for  him. 

Law  Behool, 

The  LawScliool  of  the  UniyerBity  of  Dublin  is  under  the  control  of 
the  PiOTost  and  Senior  Fellows  of  Trinity  College,  who,  however,  act 
b  conciirrenoe  with  the  Benchers  of  the  King's  Inns.  Its  staff  con- 
tiata  of  three  professors — ^the  Begins  Professor  of  Laws*,  the  Begins 
Prof easor  of  Feudal  and  English  Law,  the  Professor  of  Jurisprudence 
and  International  Law. 

BegulaHong  of  the  Board  loith  regard  to  Lectwres,  and  reepeeting 
BMents  of  the  King's  Inns, — Under  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
ProTOfltand  Senior  Fellows,  on  the  1st  June,  1850,  the  following  regu- 
lations were  enacted : 


ofBefil  aeta. 
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(1).  Tlie  Begins  Prafesaor  of  Iawb  flhall  daUrer  leoteee  on  QmutX  Jurispra^ 
d«no6  Mid  Ciril  Law. 

(2).  The  Profeeaor  of  Feadel  end  English  Law  shiU  delirer  leotnree  on  the 
enbjeot  of  Beal  Property. 

(3).  The  leotnres  of  these  two  pzofessors  shell  be  deUreied  in  CoUege,  on  eooh 
days  of  term,  and  at  snoh  hoars,  as  may  be  agreed  on  npon  oonsnltation  with 
the  Ednoation  Committee  of  the  Benchers ;  and  not  fewer  than  twelTe  leetnzea 
shall  be  given  in  eadh  of  the  three  College  terms. 

(4).  The  lectures  shall  be  open  to  students  and  to  the  pnbUo  gratuitoasly,  and 
no  fee  shall  be  required  from  students  of  the  King's  Inns  beyond  that  already 
paid  by  them  upon  their  admission  into  that  society. 

(5).  Students  haTing  their  names  on  the  CoUege  books  shall  hare  the  aame 
priyileges  in  the  Senior*  Sophister  year  of  the  Undergraduate  oonrse  as  are 
allowed  to  Divinity,  Medical,  and  Engineering  students. 

(6).  The  Likw  Profeesors  shall,  at  the  conclusion  of  each  aoademio  year,  give 
certificates  of  attendance  to  such  students  of  the  Society  of  King's  Inns  as  ahail 
have  attended  five-sixthsf  of  the  whole  number  of  leotures  in  each  term ;  and 
ahaU  also  forward  to  the  Senior  Lecturer,  at  the  end  of  each  term,  a  list  of  aU 
students  having  their  names  on  the  College  booke  who  have  had  credit  for  full 
attendance  on  their  lectures  during  the  term. 

The  following  resolutions,  in  reference  to  the  duties  o  the  Professor 
of  Jurisprudence  and  International  Law,  were  adopted  by  the  Board 
and  Council  in  May,  1877 : 

(1).  That  the  course  shall  be  an  annual  one. 

(2).  That  the  times  of  lecture  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  enable  students 
attending  the  leotures  of  the  Begins  Professor  of  Laws  to  attend  also  the  lectures 
of  the  Professor  of  Jurisprudence  and  International  Law,  and  that  the  houxa  of 
lecture  shall  be  the  same,  on  different  days. 

(8).  That  the  course  shall  indnde  Comimrative  Jurisprudence  and  Inter- 
national and  Colonial  Law. 

(4).  That  these  lectures  shall  be  open  to  all  students  of  the  Universiiy,  free 
of  charge. 

(5).  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  professor  to  give  private  instruction  to 
oandidatee  for  Indian  Civil  Service  appointments,  receiving  fees  for  the  same  on 
a  scale  to  be  approved  by  the  Board. 

(6).  That  the  terms  and  the  number  of  lectures,  and  the  examinationB  to  be 
held,  shall  be  subject  to  the  ezUting  rules  relating  to  the  other  professorships 
of  law. 

Cowrse  of  Study, — ^The  course  of  study  in  the  Law  School  extends 
over  two  years.  Students  are  required  to  attend  one  year's  course  of 
lectures  with  each  of  the  three  professors,  and  to  pass  the  General

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fflniTnination  held  at  the  end  of  each  coto-se.  Not  more  than  the 
coitneB  of  two  prof essora  oan  he  attended  in  the  same  year.  A  student 
may  oommenoe  his  attendanee  in  any  term,  bat  must  oomplete  the 
terms  of  the  flnt  year,  and  pass  at  least  one  of  the  G^eral 
eramtnatiopfl  before  he  enten  on  the  second  year.  If  in  the  first  year 
he  has  kept  terms  with  two  professors,  and  omitted  one  of  the  General 
ezammations  corresponding,  he  may  pass  it  as  a  snpplementalist  in 
the  second  year.  To  meet  the  case  of  students  commencing 
attendance  after  the  fiivt  term,  an  examination  corresponding  to  the 
General  examination  held  at  the  termination  of  the  annual  course  is 
held  at  the  dose  of  the  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms.  A  term  is  kept 
by  attendance  at  three-quarters  of  a  course  of  twelve  lectures,  and  by 
passing  an  examination  at  the  end  of  the  term  in  the  subjects  of  the 
term.  This  examination  is  held  by  the  professors  alone  in  Michaelmas 
snd  Hilary  terms ;  and  a  General  examination  is  held  in  Trinity  term 
at  the  end  of  the  academic  year,  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  year,  which 
is  conducted  by  the  professor,  associated  with  some  external  examiner 
selected  by  the  Board.  The  subject  of  Equity  is  treated  in  connexion 
^h  their  respectiYe  courses  by  the  Begins  Professor  of  Laws,  the 
Begins  Professor  of  Feudal  and  English  Law,  and  the  King's  Inns 
Professor  of  Personal  Property. 

OivU  Law  CUmb, — ^To  obtain  academic  credit  for  the  year,  students 
must  attend  three  consecutiye  terms,  pass  an  examination  at  the  end 
of  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms,  and  then  pass  the  General  examina- 
tion held  at  the  end  of  Trinity  term  in  the  subjects  of  the  year.  The 
following  are  the  text  hooks  adopted  by  the  Regius  Professor:  Maine's 
**  Ancient  Law,"  "  Institutes  of  Justinian  "  (Sandar's  Edition),  Hunter's 
"  Roman  Law,"  Savigny  on  "  Possession,"  Savigny  on  ''  Obligations." 

Feudal  and  Sngliah  Law  Class. — ^To  obtain  academic  credit  for  the 
Tear,  students  must  attend  three  consecutiTe  terms,  and  pass  an 
examination  at  the  end  of  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms,  and  then  pass 
the  General  examination  held  at  the  end  of  Trinity  term,  in  the 
■objects  of  the  year.  The  subjects  for  prelection  and  examination  for 
the  ensuiTig  year  are :  (1)  Elementary  Digest  of  the  Law  of  Property 
in  Land,  by  Stephen  Mikrtin  Leake ;  (2)  Lord  Coke's  First  Institute  of 
the  Laws  of  England,  by  J.  H.  Thomas ;  (3)  History  of  the  Law  of 
Beal  Property,  by  Digby. 

Class  in  Intenuxtional  Law. — ^To  obtain  academic  credit  for  the  year, 
itxidents  must  attend  three  consecutiye  terms,  and  pass  an  examination 
It  the  end  of  Michaelmas  and  Hilary  terms,  and  then  pass  the  Greneral 
emmnation  held  at  the  end  of  Trinity  term  in  the  subjects  of  the 
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Privileges  of  Law  Students. — Stndents  being  Sophiflters  on  the 
College  Books,  who  hare  attended  the  prelections,  and  passed  the 
ezaminationB  of  any  one  of  the  Professors  of  Law,  in  the  year  for 
which  exemption  is  claimed,  will  be  considered  Law  stndents.  To 
obtain  the  priyilege  of  a  Professional  stadent  it  is  necessary  that  the 
student  should  attend  at  least  tbree-fonrths  of  the  prelections,  and 
pass  the  examination  of  the  term  for  which  the  priyilege  is  claimed. 
The  privilege  of  a  Professional  student  will  be  allowed,  at  the  Degree 
examination,  to  those  students  only  who  have  passed  the  Annual 
examination.  A  certificate  of  compliance  with  these  conditions  must 
be  furnished  by  the  Professor  to  the  Senior  Lecturer. 

Law  PrenUwms. — ^At  the  end  of  Trinity  term  each  of  the  three 
professors  of  the  School  of  Law  may  award  £15  in  two  or  three  prizes, 
at  his  discretion,  to  the  best  answerers  among  the  College  students 
who  have  got  credit  for  attendance  on  the  lectures  of  his  class.  The 
merits  of  the  candidates  will  be  determiued  by  the  aggregate  of  marks 
obtained  by  them  at  the  three  examinations  which  follow,  respectiFely, 
the  Michaelmas,  Hilary,  and  Trinity  courses  of  lectures. 

Begulationa  with  regard  to  Degrees  in  Law, — The  Begins  Prof easor 
of  Laws  is  moderator  in  all  disputations  for  degrees  in  Law,  and 
presents  the  candidates  for  those  degrees  at  the  Commencements.  The 
degrees  are  Bachelor  and  Doctor  in  tUroque  Jure, 

1.  Bachelor  of  Laws, — ^A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws  must  have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  must  also 
[a]  have  completed  his  attendance  in  the  Law  School  as  defined  under 
the  head  "Course  of  Study,"  and  must  have  been  classed  at  the 
General  examination  held  by  each  of  the  professors,  or  [b]  must  h&Te 
passed  a  special  examination  in  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum  of  the 
Law  School.  When  the  degree  of  LL.B.  is  taken  by  examination,  the 
stbbjects  in  which  the  candidates  will  be  examined  are  as  follows :  The 
hoohs  recommended  in  connection  with  each  subject  are  the  following : 
(1)  Jturisprudence :  Bentham — "Theory  of  Legislation,"  pp.  1-236 ;  Maine 
— "  Ancient  Law."  (2)  Civil  Law  [Ancient  and  Modem]  :  MackeoDude — 
"  Studies  in  Roman  Law  ";  Pothier — "  Treatise  on  the  Law  of  Obligations 
on  Contracts  "  (Parts  i.  and  ii.).  (8)  International  Law :  Manning — 
"  International  Law"  (ed.  by  Amos.)  (4)  English  Law :  Digby — "  History 
of  the  English  Law  of  Beal  Property  " ;  Snell — ^"Principles  of  Equity." 
The  examinations  are  mainly  by  papers;  but  each  examiner  is  at 
liberty  to  supplement  his  examination  by  questions  vivd  voce.  An 
examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.  is  held  three  times  in  each  year. 
Candidates  are  required  to  have  their  names  on  the  College  Booke  at 
the  time  of  the  examination ;  they  may  replace  their  names  for  this 
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prnpofle  by  the  payment  of  158.  to  the  Jimior  Bursar.    The  fee  for  the 
d^iree  of  LL3.  is  £11 158.,  payable  to  the  Senior  Proctor. 

2.  Doetor  of  Laws. — ^A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Lawn 
mtut  be  a  IjL.B.  of  three  years'  standing.  Candidates  may  obtain  the 
degree  in  any  of  the  following  ways :  (1)  By  passing  an  examination  in 
the  application  of  the  principles  learned  in  the  course  for  the  LL.B. 
degree.  (2)  By  passing  an  examination  in  the  Principles  of  Political 
Philosophy,  Gonstitational  EUstory,  and  International  Law.  For  this 
ezamination  the  hooh$  stated  are  recoTwrneftided  in  connection  with 
the  sereral  subjects,  (i)  Political  Philosophy:  Freeman-— "  Oom- 
paratiTe  Politics";  Freeman — "History  of  Federalism"  (Intro- 
duction to  vol.  i.);  Sir  G.  0.  Lewis — "Essay  on  the  Goremment 
of  Dependencies";  Laveleye— "On  Primitire  Property"  (ed.  by 
T.  E.  0.  Leslie) ;  De  Tocqueyille — "  L'Ancien  Bi^g^e."  (ii.)  Oonstitn- 
tional  History :  Stnbbs^"  Constitutional  History"  (Selected  periods) ; 
Stabbs— "  Select  English  Charters  " ;  Gnizot— "  History  of  Civilisation 
m  Eim>i>e;"  Gnizot — (Selections  from)  "History  of  Oivilisation  in 
Fn]lce."^  (ill.)  International  Law  -.  Sir  T.  Twiss — "  Law  of  Nations  " 
(latest  edition).  (3)  By  presenting  to  the  Begins  Professor  of  Civil  Law, 
lor  the  conBideration  of  the  examiners,  a  printed  thesis,  composed  by  the 
candidate,  on  a  subject  in  the  Law  course  approved  of  by  the  pro- 
fessor. The  candidate  wiU  be  liable  to  be  examined  on  subjects 
oonnected  with  his  thesis.  The  thesis  must  be  presented  to  the 
professor  one  month  before  the  Commencements,  an^  if  it  be  approved 
hj  the  Professors  of  the  Law  School,  a  copy  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
College  Library.  (4)  The  degree  of  LL.D.  may  also  be  obtained  by  a 
candidate  who  is  the  author  of  a  published  work  connected  with  legal 
or  political  science,  of  merit  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
examiners,  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  the  degree.  Candidates  for 
degrees  are  required  to  notify  to  the  Begistrar  of  the  Law  School,  one 
KKaith  before  the  Commencements,  the  particular  qualifications  which 
they  propose  to  offer  for  their  degrees.  The  degrees  of  LL.B.  and 
LL J),  may  be  obtained  according  to  the  Rules  formerly  in  force  until 
the  end  of  the  year  1881.  Students  who  shall  have  taken  the  LL.B. 
degree  before  the  close  of  1881  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of  LL.D., 
aooording  to  the  rules  formerly  in  force,  up  to  the  close  of  the  year 
1881  The  fee  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.  is  £22,  payable  to  the  S^or 
Proctor. 

&2e9  as  to  the  Admiaeion  of  Ccmdidates  reeiding  in  the  Coloniee. — 
At  a  meeting  of  the  University  Senate,  held  on  December  13,  1862,  it 
was  resolved,  that  any  student  of  the  University  engaged  in  any  civil, 
or  other  profession  in  the  Colonies,  should  be  allowed 
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'(although  not  present  in  the  Senate)  to  proceed  to  his  degree  upon,  tihe 
following  conditions :  (1)  That  he  was  of  the  proper  standing  for  takiag 
the  degree.  (2)  That  he  had  passed  all  the  lectures  and  ezaminatians 
necessary  for  his  degree.  (3)  That  he  had  transniitted  in  writing  the 
exercises  for  the  degree  to  the  Begins  Professor  of  the  proper  Paeolt j. 
and  that  they  had  been  approTed  ol  (4)  That  he  had  transmitted 
letters,  testimonial  of  character,  signed,  if  a  olergpaua,  by  the  biabop, 
or  archdeacon  of  his  diocese  in  the  colony ;  if  a  layman,  by  the  biahop, 
archdeacon,  goTemor  of  the  proTinoe,  or  chief  justice. 
•  Bales  M  to  AchUsnan  ad  Hvmdem  (7r<u2ttm.^-Graduate8  of  the 
UniyersitieB  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  to 
degrees  in  the  TJniversity  of  DnbHn,  corresponding  to  those  which  they 
hold  in  their  own  nniyersities,  on  payment  of  the  ustial  fees  which  the 
Uniyersity  of  Dublin  charges  for  the  degrees  to  which  they  seek  to  be 
admitted.  They  are  then  at  liberty  to  proceed  to  any  higher  degieeB 
in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  conditions  as  if  they  had  originally 
graduated  in  Dublin. 

School  of  Engineering. 

The  School  of  Engineering  in  the  University  of  Dublin  was  established 
in  the  year  1842,  with  the  view  of  combining  the  theoretical  and  practioal 
instruction  requisite  for  the  profession  of  Civil  Engineering,  and  of 
imparting  to  the  members  of  that  profession  the  other  advantages  of. 
academical  education.  With  these  objects  in  view,  it  has  been  deemed 
advisable  that  a  student  preparing  for  the  profession  of  Civil 
Engineering  should  be  a  member  of  the  College  during  his  oouraep  and 
subject  to  its  general  discipline.  In  Trinity  term,  1860,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Senate  of  the  University,  it  was  resolved,  that  (instead  of  the 
diploma  hitherto  granted)  such  students  as  have  completed  the  fnll 
course  in  Engineering  shall  receive  an  University  licence,  to  be  granted 
publicly  in  the  Senate,  at  one  of  the  Commencements  for  conferring 
degrees.  In  Trinity  term,  1872,  it  was  further  resolved  that  the  degi^e 
of  BaAhdor  of  Engineering  should  be  created  to  be  bestowed  on  all 
Bachelors  of  Arts  who  shall  have  completed  the  full  course  in 
Engineering.  In  Hilary  term,  18?7,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Bottrd  and 
Council  that  a  student,  in  order  to  obtain  a  licence  in  Engineedng, 
should  be  required  to  have  completed  the  first  two  years  in  Arts.  The 
degree  of  Master  in  CivU  Engineering  is  bestowed  on  those  persons  who 
have  been  admitted  to  the  deg^ree  of  Bachelor  of  Engineering,  and  who 
have  publicly  practised  as  Civil  Engineers,  for  at  least  three  years  after 
being  admitted  to  the  lower  degree.  The  fee  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
in  Engineering,  or  for  the  University  licence  in  Engineerings  is  £!• 
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Stodents  intending  to  present  themaelTes  at  the  Final  examinfttioia 
miut  give  one  week's  notice  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Engineering  School. 
The  Professional  course  continnes  for  three  jears.  The  instruction, 
which  is  given  during  the  academical  term,  partly,  by  lectures,  and

Degree  ezamination*  As  in  the  case  of  the  Faculties  already  dealt 
with,  one  academical  year  must  elapse  between  the  time  of  passing  <me 
examination  and  presentation  at  another.  The  subjecU  of  the  First 
examination  in  Music  are — (1)  The  Elements  of  Acoustics ;  the  Laws  of 
the  Ftodnotion  and  Measurement  of  Simple  Sounds— Theory  and 
Simpler  Phenomena  of  Compound  Sounds ;  Consonance  and  Dissonance. 
(2)  Musical  Intervals,  Scales,  Tonality — ^Temperament — Melody — ^Time 
— -Rhythm— the  Principles  of  the  Construction  of  Chords.  (3)  Outlines 
of  the  History  of  Musical  Oevelopment. 

The  test  for  the  degpree  of  B.  Mus.  consists  of  an  original  musical 
composition,  and  of  an  eTamination  in:  (1)  Practical  Harmony  and 
Thorough  Bass ;  Counterpoint  in  not  more  than  five  parts,  with  Canon 
and  Fugue ;  Form  in  Musical  Composition.  (2)  Instrumentation  so  far 
as  is  necessary  for  understanding  and  reading  a  full  score.  (3)  A 
Critical  Knowledge  of  the  Full  Scores  of  a  prescribed  list  of  Standard 
Classical  Compositions. 

D,  Mua.  Degree, — Candidates  may  present  themselTcs  for  the  exami* 
nation  for  this  degree  after  the  lapse  of  two  academical  years  from  the 
time  of  obtaining  the  degree  of  B.  Mus.  The  test  consists  of  an 
original  musical  composition,  and  of  an  examination  in:  (1)  The 
Phenomena  and  Laws  governing  the  Production  of  Musical  Sounds  or 
the  Physical  Basis  of  Music.  (2)  Theory  of  Music.  (3)  History  of 
Measured  Music,  Harmony,  and  Counterpoint. 

Oold  and  silver  medah  are  awarded  at  the  degree  examinationa. 

Degrees  in  Law, 

LL,B.  Degreej^'AH  candidates  for  this  degpree  must  be  Bachelors  of 
Arts  of  one  year's  standing.

Academical  Cawrse  of  the  UnwenUy. — ^The  general  obaraoter  of  the 
aodemical  coarse  may  be  stated  in  a  few  words.  The  normal  age  of 
attranoe  is  sixteen  years.  The  student  commences  in  the  School  of 
Philosophy  and  Letters.  About  the  middle  of  the  University  course 
he  should  pass  the  Scholarship  examination.  When  he  has  become  a 
scholar,  unless  he  passes  into  the  Schools  of  Medicine,  Science,  Ac.,  he 
gdll  continues  the  course  of  Philosophy  and  Letters ;  at  the  end  of  one 
year  he  is  admitted  to  his  First  examination  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  and  at  the  end  of  another  year  to  the  Second  examination  for 
the  same  degree,  being  then  of  the  normal  age  of  .twenty,  and  of  at 
ksst  three  sessions'  standing.  Another  year  carries  him  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts,  and  three  years  more  qualify  him  for  a  place  in  the 
Senate  of  the  IJniyersity,  in  the  maimer  prescribed  by  the  Statutes. 
Such  is  the  general  delineation  of  the  University  Course,  which  must 
now  be  described  more  in  detail. 

Btudenls  of  the  Univeraify, — ^In  order  to  become  formally  atudenU, 
and  consequently  members  of  the  University,  entitled  to  all  its 
privileges,  the  candidates  for  admission  must  pass  the  Entrance,  or 
Matriculation  examination,  and  place  themselves  under  the  g^dance  of 
the  University  in  the  manner  described  below.  The  students  of  the 
University  are  of  two  classes— resident  and  non-resident. 

1.  Bendeni  Sttidenta. — ^The  resident  students  may  be  either  Mifonw 
or  exiems.  Intern  students  are  such  as  reside  in  one  of  the  Collegee» 
or  Collegiate  Houses,  of  the  University,  in  Dublin  or  its  suburbs. 
Extern  students  are  of  two  classes:  1st,  Those  who  live  with  their 
friends  in  Dublin,  or  its  neighbourhood,  and  attend  the  University 
Lectures;  2nd,  Those  who  live  in  lodging-houses  approved  by  the 
University.  The  resident  students  of  all  classes  are  required  to  attend 
the  University  Lectures,  to  be  present  at  the  University  mass  on 
finndays  and  holidays,  to  frequent  the  holy  sacraments  of  Penance 
and  the  Eucharist,  and  to  obey  such  rules  and  reg^ulations  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  University.  They 
are  reminded  of  the  obligation  of  leading  in  all  things  good  Christian 
hves.  And  interns,  as  well  as  those  extems  who  reside  in  the  approved 
lodging-houses,  are  required  to  observe  the  rules  of  their  houses, 
especiaUy  with  respect  to  keeping  regular  hours. 

2.  No%'Be9ideni  or  Affiliated  iShMZenfa.— Affiliated  students  of 
the  University  are  those  who,  after  having  passed  the  Entrance

Prograumme  for  TJnivereUy  Examinationa  in   Affiliaied  Schools  and 

Colleges. 

The  Archhisbope  and  Bishops  of  Ireland,  at  their  meeting  in  the 
UiBTendty  Bniidings,  Stephen's  Green,  DuUin*  on  the  25th  of  June, 
1874,  resolyed,  that  all  University  examinations,  except  Hie  Final 
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examinations  for  Degrees,  may  be  passed  in  the  Affiliated  Schools  and 
Colleges,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  on  the  15th  October,  1874, 
approved  the  following  programme :  1.  These  examinations  are  three 
in  number,  viz.,  the  Matriculation  examination ;  the  Scholarship ;  and 
the  First  examination  for  the  B. A.  11/  At  each  of  these  examina4iKHia 
the  successful  candidates  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  vis. :  (a) 
Those  qui  egregie  saiiafctaivnt  Emaminaioribus ;  (b)  Those  qui  bent 
tcUisfaeivmt ;  (c)  Those  who  pass  the  examination.  At  the  Hatiicnla> 
tion  examination,  such  candidates  as  do  not  aspire  to  distinction  shall 
be  examined  in  accordance  with  the  present  approved  regulations  of 
the  University. 

8t  Patricias  House  of  ihe  CcUholio  University  (under  the  Directum  of 

ihe  Eev.  Faihere  of  ihe  Society  of  Jeeue.) 

The  necessity  has  long  been  felt  of  a  place  where  young  gentlemcsi, 
the  sons  of  families  not  residing  in  Dublin,  who  had  completed  their 
course  in  any  of  our  Catholic  Schools  or  Colleges  might,  with  safety  to 
faith  and  morals,  continue  their  studies  with  a  view  to  pursuing  the 
higher  branches  of  a  liberal  education,  or  to  entering  one  of  the  learned 
professions,  some  higher  department  of  the  Civil  i^ervice,  or  the  Army. 
St.  Patrick's  House  of  the  Catholic  University  has  been  established  to 
meet  this  want.  The  students  are  required  to  pass  the  Entrance,  or 
Matricnlation  examination  of  the  Catholic  University,  and  to  attend 
such  lectures  in  Philosophy  and  Letters,  or  Science,  as  are  neoesaaij 
for  the  attainment  of  the  special  object  they  may  have  in  view. 
Facilities  of  preparation  for  all  public  examinations  are  enjoyed  by  the 
students.  The  normal  age  of  admission  is  from  sixteen  to  twenty.  The 
academical  year  or  session  begins  on  Monday  in  the  second  week  of 
October,  and  ends  in  the  second  week  of  July,  and  is  divided  into  three 
terms.  No  student  is  allowed  to  remain  in  St.  Patrick's  House  during 
the  long  vacation,  nor  during  the  Christmas  or  Easter  recess,  without 
special  permission.  The  students  have  separate  rooms.  The  annual 
pension  is  £45.  It  is  paid  in  three  equal  instalments  of  £15  each,  and 
must  be  paid  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  each  term.  No  studoit  ia 
admitted  for  a  period  less  than  one  term,  and  no  reduction  is  made 
to  students  leaving  during  a  term,  unless  in  case  of  illness.  The 
above  mentioned  sum  includes  the  charge  for  board  and  lodging,  for 
servants,  and  gas  or  candle  light.  All  the  rooms  are  fumiahed, 
but  each  student  must  provide  himself  with  bed  clothes,  towels,  Scc^ 
Injuries  done  to  the  room  or  furniture  are  charged  to  the  oconpant. 
Medicine,  medical  advice,  and  other  casual  expenaes,  are  at  the  chacge 
of  the  students.

MahicuJaHan  ExaminaHon, — ^Thia  is  reqnired  to  be  passed  bj  all 
students  intending  to  compete  for  scholarships,  and  who  wish  to 
possess  the  other  privileges  of  matriculated  students,  unless  they 
are  already  matriculated  students  of  some  Uniyersity.  SubjeeU :  Far 
the  FacuUie9  ofArU  and  Law :  Greek — Grammar  and  selected  authors ; 
Latin — selected  authors;  History,  Greek  and  Roman;  (Geography, 
Ancient  and  Modem ;  English — Grammar  and  Oomposition ;  Mathe- 
matics— Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  simple  equations  incladye,  Euclid*, 
hooks  L,  ii.  For  the  Depofrtment  of  Civil  Engineering :  The  Outlines  of 
Modem  Oleography;  English  Grammar;  Mathematics — ^Arithmetic,. 
Algebra  to  simple  equations  inclusive ;  Geometry,  the  subjects  of  the 
first  four  books  of  Euclid. 

There  is  no  accommodation  for  residence  within  the  College. 
Students  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  are  required  to  reside  with 
their  parents  or  g^uardians,  or  with  some  other  approved  person.

Bcholarehijpe, — ^There  are  thirty  junior  echolarshipe  of  £24  each 
appropriated  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts ;  five  of  £20  each  appropriated  to 
the  School  of  Engineering ;  three  of  £20  each  appropriated  to  tho 
IWoHy  of  Law.  ,0f  the  senior  scholarships,  seven  of  the  value  of 
£40  each  are  appropriated  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts;  one  of  £40  ia 
appropriated  to  the  Faculty  of  Law.  All  these  scholarships  are 
tenable  for  one  year  only,  with  the  exception  of  the  scholarships  of  the 
aeoond  year  in  Arts,  wldch  are  tenable  for  two  years.  Prises  are  given 
in  the  different  classes. 

Students  in  the  various  Faculties  can  obtain  the  different  degrees  in 
their  Faculties  by  passing  the  examinations  of  the  Boycd  University 
of  Irelandf  or  those  of  the  London  University,  In  the  School  of 
Engineering,  this,  however  desirable,  is  not  regarded  as  necessary  to 
the  proper  completion  of  the  student's  curriculum.  "The  course  of 
instruction  prescribed  ....  is  intended,  in  the  first  place,  to  provide 
the  preliminaiy  scientific  training  required  by  the  young  engineer; 
next,  to  give  systematic  teaching  of  those  branches  of  practical  work 
which  can  be  taught  in  College  ....  so  that  when  the  student  goes 
fa>m  the  College  into  the  office,  he  may  be  prepared  to  be  of  use  in 
doing  the  work  ordinarily  expected  from  pupils  of  same  standing." 
"The  course  of  lectures  is  well  adapted  to  give  such  a  general  scientiiio 
•dncation  as  is  suitable  for  the  young  man  intended  for  manufacturing 
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or  business  life."    "Students  who  oomplete  their  oonrse  in  College 

satisfactorily  will  reoeiYe'  from  the  College  a  certificate  of  proficiency 

in  Engineering  science;"    The  Engineering  ctmicolam  extends  orer 

three  sessions;  this  period  may  be  shortened  if  the  candidates  have 

already  studied  the  science.    The  student  will  be  required  to  pass 

examinations  in  the  subjects  of  study.

Inehmetion. — ^The  Bojal  College  of  Science  supplies,  as  far  as 
piacticable,  a  complete  course  of  instruction  in  Science  applicable  to 
the  Industrial  Arts,  especially  those  which  may  be  classed  broadly 
under  the  heads  of  Mining,  Engineering,  and  Manufactures,  and  ia  in- 
tended also  to  aid  in  the  instruction  of  teachers  for  the  local  Schools 
<A  Science. 

The  eeeeion  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  and  lasts 
until  21st  June  following.  Vacations  of  one  fortnight  at  Christmas 
sad  a  week  at  Easter  are  allowed. 

The  firet  term  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  and  the 
second  term  on  the  first  Monday  in  February. 

Stadente  may  enter  as  Associates  or  Non-Associates.  By  **  Associate 
students  **  is  meant  all  those  who  enter  for  the  three  years'  curriculum  of 
the  College.  An  Associate  student  must  pass,  at  the  Sessional 
fiamiiiations,  in  the  subjects  taught  during  the  year  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  next  year's  course,  and,  in  the  event  of  failure,  may 
either  re-enter  for  the  Associate  course  or  proceed  as  a  Non -Associate 
stodent. 

Diploma  of  Associate  of  the  Boyal  College  of  Science. 

Assodaie  Students. — The  course  of  instruction  for  students  desirous 
«f  obtaining  the  diploma  of  Associate  of  the  Boyal  College  of  Science 
extends  over  three  years,  each  year  being  divided  into  two  terms.  In 
the  first  year  the  instruction  is  general  In  the  following  years  it  is 
spedahsed  under  the  heads  of  Mining,  Engineering,  and  Manufac- 
tures. Students  entering  for  the  Associateehip  are  expected  to  be 
sequainted  with  the  first  three  books  of  Euclid  and  the  elementary 
nles  of  Algebra.  Some  familiarity  with  the  use  of  the  ordinary 
drawing  instruments  is  very  desirable.  In  their  first  year  Associate 
students  are  required  to  attend  all  the  courses  in  the  subjects  appointed 
for  the  year,  viz. :

(Practical),  Applied  Mathematics  and  Exercises,  Physics  (Practical). 
Third  year:  Mechanism  and  Thermodynamics,  AppUed  Chemistry 
and  Analytical  Chemistry.  Students  in  this  Faculty,  by  obtaining 
permission  from  the  Council,  may  attend  the  lectures  in  Geology. 
The  diploma  of  Associateship  of  the  College  is  given  to  students  who, 
having  attended  three-fourths  of  the  number  of  lectures  in  each  of  the 
three  years,  pass  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  year,  and  in  those  of 
any  one  division  of  the  second  and  third  years.  They  will  be  required 
to  take  the  higher  Pass,  or  "  Pass  with  Credit,"  in  the  following  sub- 
jects :  Division  A :  Geology,  Mining,  Metallurgy.  Division  B :  Ap- 
plied Mathematics  (one  course),  Drawing,  Engineering.  Divieion  C: 
Applied  Chemistry,  Analytical  Chemistry. 

Non-Associate  and  Occasional  Students. 

Students  may  also  enter  for  the  separate  courses,  and  leoeive 
certificates  after  examination,  if  they  have  attended  two-thirds  of  the 
entire  course  of  lectures.  A  certificate  of  attendance  in  the  Chfimical 
or  Physical  Laboratory  is  not  given  for  any  course  of  less  than  three 
months. 

Fees  for  Non-Assodates, — The  fees  payable  by  Non- Associate  stadents 
are — £^  for  each  separate  course  of  lectures ;  for  Analytical  Chemistiy, 
£2  for  a  special  course  of  one  month,  £5  for  three  months,  £9  for  six 
months,  or  £12  for  the  entire  session;  for  Assaying,  £5  for  three 
months,  £9  for  six  months,  or  £12  for  the  entire  session ;  for  Physical 
Laboratoiy  Practice,  £1  per  month,  or  £6  for  the  session;  for  Bio- 
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bgioal  Laboratory,  £2  for  the  term ;  for  Drawing  School,  £3  for  the 
seBsion,  or  £2  for  one  term. 

Fee$  far  Associates. — Students  entering  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
the  diploma  of  Associate,  or  intending  to  compete  for  the  scholarships, 
paj  the  following  fees,  viz. :  First  year :  Lectures,  £10;  Drawing,  £3^ 
£13.  Dimsion  A,  Mining:  Second  year:  Lectures,  £10;  Ohemical

The  holders  of  Boyal  scholarships  or  Boyal  exhibitions  pay  no  fees. 

A  non- Associate  student  taking  out  a  complete  course  of  instruction 
in  any  Faculty  will  be  admitted  at  the  fees  charged  to  non-Associate 
stadents. 

The  courses  of  Chemistry,  Botany  and  Zoology  are  recognised  by 
the  Boyal  Uniyersity  of  Ireland,  and  certificates  of  attendance  are 
granted  to  Medical  and  other  students  attending  the  courses,  and  the 
Ohemieal,  Botanical  and  Zoological  Laboratories. 

Prices,  Scholarehips,  Medal, 

Prises  of  the  value  of  £2  and  £1  may  be  awarded  in  the  several 
■dfojects  of  instruction  to  approved  candidates  upon  the  result  of  the 
Sessional  examination.  These  prizes  are  open  to  both  Associate  and 
non- Associate  students. 

Four  Boyal  scholarship,  tenable  for  two  years,  each  of  the  value  of 
£50  yearly  with  free  admission  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories,  are 
attadied  to  the  College.  Two  are  offered  for  competition  each  year  to 
stadents,  not  being  Boyal  exhibitioners,  on  the  completion  of  their 
first  academic  year.  In  order  to  qualify  for  them  a  student  must  attend 
at  least  three-fourths  of  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  the  first 
year,  and  pass  in  all  the  subjects  of  that  year,  and  in  at  least  two  of 
them  the  Pass  must  be  "  with  credit.'*  The  holders  of  the  scholarships 
ue  required  to  attend  with  strict  regularity  all  the  courses  of  their 
rapective  jesaSf  and  to  pass  the  Sessional  examinations. 
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A  mher  fMdal  will  be  awnrded  at  tiie  conohudon  of  tliie  aeoond 
year. 

Exhibitions  and  Free  Admnsiions, 

There  are  nine  Boyal  exhibitions,  each  of  the  yalne  of  £50  per  aninini, 
entitling  the  holder  to  free  admission  to  all  the  lectures,  and  to  the 
laboratories,  to  be  held  from  year  to  year  for  three  years,  on  the  con- 
dition that  the  holder  attends  the  lectures  regularly  during  thoae 
years,  and  passes  the  examinations  required  for  the  Associateship  of 
the  College.  Three  of  the  above  Boyal  exhibitions  will  be  open  for 
competition  annually,  at  the  May  examinations  of  the  Science  and 
Art  Department.  The  conditions  nnder  which  they  are  obtainable 
will  be  found  in  the  Directory  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department, 
which  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  South  Ken- 
sington. 

Free  admission  to  the  lectures  at  the  College  is  granted  to  any 
.  person  who  takes  a  gold  medal  in  the  May  examinations  of  the  Science 
and  Art  Department.  Persons  who  have  taken  a  first  or  second-class 
certificate  in  the  Advanced  Stage  in  any  subject  of  science  in  the 
examinations  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  and  who  show  that 
they  are  bond  fide  Science  teachers,  may  attend  the  day  lectures 
gratuitonsly,  provided  that  they  be  examined  in  at  least  one  subject, 
paying  a  fee  for  such  examination  of  £1  per  course. 

Exhibitioners  and  all  other  tree  students  are  required  to  attend  with 
strict  regpilarity  all  the  courses  of  their  respective  years,  unless 
exempted  by  special  permission  of  the  Council,  to  conform  to  the  rules 
of  the  College,  and  to  pass  the  Sessional  examinations.  In  case 
of  illness,  a  medical  certificate  should  at  once  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary. 

Evening  Classes. — Systematic  courses  of  Evening  Lectures  on  the 
various  branches  of  science  taught  in  the  College  are  voluntarily  given 
by  most  of  the  professors  throughout  the  session. 

Boyal  Ibish  Academy  ov  Mttsic. 

The  institntuni  is  conducted  as  nearly  at  poanble  on  the  same  plin 
as  the  ContineBtal  Conservatoires.  The  annual  subseription,  entitling 
to  attendanoe  at  aU  the  oonoerts,  is  £1,  In  the  Ladies'  Pianofoxte  and 
Vocal  Chwses  there  are  two  scales  of  fees ;  the  lower,  at  the  rates  given 
in  the  prospectus,  for  those  who  state  their  intention  of  stu^^ing 
Musio  for  professional  purposes,  or  their  inability  to  pay  the  bigher 
scale.    The  higher  scale  for  aU  others.

The  Owrricfdum  in  Arts.* 

Thb  ardinary  corricaltun  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  with  a  Tiew  to  a 
degree  extends  oyer  fot/vr  wimUr  eeeeions,  and  comprehends  attendaaoe 
on  all  the  daases  enumerated  in  No.  I.  of  the  BegtUoHons  for 
QraduaHon  in  Arts. 

By  No.  II.  of  the  BegvUaHons,  students  who  pass  an  Entraiioe 
examination  in  Latin  and  Greek,  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  are  qualified  to  be  admitted  to  the  higher  classes  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  may  complete  the  curriculum  in  Arts,  with  a  view  to 
graduation,  within  three  winter  eeaeione  in  terms  of  that  regolatioa; 
and  students  who  pass  the  Entrance  examination  in  Mathematics  may 
dispense  with  a  second  session  of  attendance  at  the  Mathematioal 
classes. 

Students  who  desire,  in  accordance  with  Begvlation  No.  11.,  to  be 
freed  from  a  second  session  of  attendance  in  the  Latin  and  Gkeek 
Ohisses,  in  order  that  they  may  thus  be  enabled  to  complete  tlie 
curriculum  in  Arts,  with  a  view  to  a  degree,  within  three  winter 
sessions,  must  present  themselves  for  examination  in  Latin  and  Ghneek 
at  the  commencement  of  the  first  session  of  their  attendance  in  tlie 
University. 

Students  who,  in  accordance  with  the  same  regulation,  desirfr 
exemption  from  a  second  session  of  attendance  in  Mathematics,  mast 
also  present  themselves  for  examination  at  the  commencement  of  their 
first  session.

Written  examinational 
partly  on  the  books  read  and  the  lectures  delivered  in  the  class,  partly

reading.  Boohs  recommended :  Merivale's  '*  G^eral  History  of  Bome";

Third  Class. — ^The  third  Latin  class  meets  every  alternate  year.  It 
it  intended  to  direct  the  studies  of  candidates  for  University  scholar- 
ships and  Honours  in  graduation.

(4)  Written  examinations  on  the  work  done  in  the  class,  and  on  subjects 
prescribed  for  voluntary  reading. 

— First  Class:  Some  easy  Greek  prose  writer,  as  Xeno- 
phon,  Ludan,  or  Cebes ;  Homer;  daily  exercises  in  Greek  Prose  Com- 
position and  conversation;  descriptions  of  objects  in  Greek;  Clyde's 
Greek  Syntax ;  Blackie's  Greek  Dialogues. 

Second  Class. — ^Plutarch,  Thucydides,  Herodotus,  or  Luciau;  a  play 
of  Euripides,  JBschylus,  or  Sophocles ;  Homer ;  exercises  in  Greek 
Prose  Composition.    Expositions  or  lectures  once  a  week.

Second  CZom.— 'Algebra^  including  the  elements  of  the  Theory  of 
E<)uations,  and  of  Determinants;  Plane  Trigonometry ;  Conic Sectioos, 
treated  gecmietrioally  and  analytioally ;  and  the  Elements  of  liodem 
Geometiy. 

Third  Class, — On  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays:  Higher 
Algebra^  Analytical  Greometry,  Differential  and  Integral  Cslcolns, 
Calculus  of  Fuiite  Differences.  Additional  lectures  on  Quaternions^ 
and  other  special  subjects  may  be  given  occasionally. 

Tutorial  Classes. — ^In  addition  to  the  ordinary  class  lectures  in  the 
first  und  second,  classes,  occasional  lectures  are  given  by  the  class 
iMwrintant  The  attendance  on  these  is  voluntary,  and  the  time  is 
devoted  to  the  r^etition  of  parts  of  the  class  lectures  and  to  the 
working  of  examples. 

Home  Exercises  are  prescribed  weekly  in  all  the  classes. 

WrUieti  Exarnvnations  on  the  class  lectures  are  held  monthly  during 
the  session*  The  class  honours  are  determined  solely  by  these  ezamina- 
tions.

The  subjects  of  study  are  the  following :  The 
Ethical  System  of  Socrates  as  presented  in  Xenophon's  "  Memorabilia," 
and  in  Plato's  "Protagoras"  and ''Apologia;"  the  Moral  System,  of 
Plato  as  developed  in  the  "  Republic;"  Aristotle's  "  Nicom.  Ethics;" 
the  rise  of  Modem  Philosophy;  the  "Method  and  Meditations"  of 
Descartes;  Spinoza's  "Ethics;"  Kant's  Ethical  System;  the  place 
of  Moral  Philosophy  in  Hegel's  Theory;  the  development  of  Utilita- 
rianism. 

TI.  Natural  PHiLOBOPHT.^OnZttuiry  Class  i  The  subjects  em- 
braced in  the  course  of  Natural  Philosophy  are  the  following:  L  Pxo- 
perties  of  Matter — ^including  Inertia,  Gravitation  and  Molecular  Forces. 
2.  Abstract  Dynamics — ^including  Kinematics,  Statics  and  £[inetics  of 
Solid,  Liquid,  and  Gaseous  Bodies,  with  their  applications.  3.  Sound, 
and  Wave-propagation  in  general  4.  Heat,  with  its  applicadon  to  the 
Steam  Engine,  &c.  5.  Light  (Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics). 
6.  Electricity,  including  Frictional  and  Voltaic  Electricity,  Thermo 
and  Magneto-Electricity,  Electro-Dynamics,  and  Magnetism,  with  their 
practical  applications  to  the  Telegraph,  Ac.  7.  Oonservation  of 
Energy.  8.  Plane  and  Physical  Astronomy.  9.  Meteorology.  Pro- 
perties of  Matter,  Abstract  Dynamics  (commonly  called  Mechanics), 
and  Conservation  of  Energy,  together  with  two  or  three  others  of  the 
above  divisions  of  the  subject,  are  treated  in  detail  every  sessioiiy  the 
remainder  being  necessarily  discussed  in  a  more  supeifioial  manner,  as 
it  is  impossible  to  enter  at  length  into  all  in  the  course  of  a  single 
session.  The  whole  class  is  examined  at  short  intervals 
during  the  session  upon  the  subjects  already  treated  in 
the  lectures;  and  a  prize  \b  given  for  the  best  answering.  In 
these  examinations  no  Mathematics  are  requisite,  exc^t  the 
most  elementary  portions  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Geometry. 
Li  the  months  of  January  and  March  there  are  special  exami- 
nations upon  prescribed  subjects;  and,  on  these  two  oocaaions 
only,  the  class  is  divided  into  two   parts— the  division  depending 
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mamty  upon  the  stadeoits'  proficiency  in  Mathematics.     In  tlie  Lower 

BiTisiQn,  the  elements  of  Algebra  and  Geometry  alone  are  required ;  in 

the  Higher  IMTiodon,  Algebra,  Geometry,  and  the  Geometry  of  the 

Conic  Sections,  are  necessary.     [In  former  years,  the  Ordinary  Olaes 

was  arranged  in  Huree  diyisionB,  but  the  introduction  of  the  Adyanced 

Chiss  (see  below)  has  rendered  the  highest  of  these  three  superfluous.] 

The  prizes  in  each  division  of  the  Class  are  determined  by  adding  the 

marks  obtained  in  the  two  sets  of  examinations  aboTc  described.    No 

student  who  has  obtained  a  prize  in  either  diyision  of  the  class  can  be 

aUowed  to  oompete,  in  a  subsequent  session,  for  a  prize  in  the  same  or 

in  a  lower  diyision.     The  iemt-hooh  for  the  course  will  be  Thompson 

and  Tait's  "  Elements  of  Natural  Philosophy  "  (Pitt  Press,  Cambridge, 

■econd  edition,  1879).     But,  as  the  first  volume  only  has  yet  bedh 

published,  for  the  remainder  of  the  subject  the  studrait  may  consult 

Balfour    Stewart's  "Lessons   in  Elementary   Physics,"    and   Tait's 

''Recent  Advances  in  Physical  Science."     Throughout  the  ezperi- 

mental  part  of  the  course,  constant  references  will  be  made  to  Tait's 

"Sketch  of  Thermodynamics  "  (second  edition,  1877),  which  has  been 

prepared  as  a  text-book  to  serve  tiU  the  second  volume  of  Thomson 

and  Tail's  **  Elementary  Treatise  on  Natural  Philosophy  "  is  pubHshed. 

AdnoMced  CUus, — ^For  the  benefit  of  Engineering  students,  and  of 

Arts  students  wishing  to  graduate  with  Honours  in  the  Department 

of  Mathematics,  Professor  Tait  has  opened  an  Advanced  (piass.    Three 

lectures    are    given    per    week,    and    the   subjects   are — ^Dynamics 

(generally),  Theory  of  Heat,  Theory  of  Electricity,  all  treated  specially 

with  regard  to  their  practical  applications. 

Bwuymer  Cla8$  for  Medical  Students, — ^At  the  request  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  Prol  Tait,  in  the  years  1875-76,  tried  the  experiment  of 
opening  an  elementary  class  of  Experimental  Physics  in  the  summer 
session,  chiefly  for  medical  students.  The  formation  of  this  class  is 
now  made  conditional  upon  its  being  shown,  by  the  enrolment  of  at 
least  fifty  names  during  the  first  week  of  May,  that  there  is  a  real 
demand  for  a  summer  course  of  Natural  Philosophy  on  the  part  of 
students  who  are  unable  to  attend  the  ordinary  winter  class. 

Pkygieal  Laboratory, — ^Here  students  may  acquire  a  practical  know- 
ledge of  the  construction  of,  and  manner  of  using,  physical  apparatus, 
with  the  mode  of  conducting  experimental  inquiries.  The  Laboratoiy 
if  open  for  five  or  six  hours  daily  during  the  winter  and  summer 
lessions,  under  the  personal  superintendence  of  the  professor  and  his 
dass-assistaat.  It  is  hoped  that,  with  the  valuable  collection  of 
apparatus  in  the  Museum,  results  of  real  use  to  science  may  be 
obtained. 
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YII.  Rhboh^bic  and  EiraiJSH  LiTBSATirBB.— The  bnsinMS  of 
this  clase  will  comprehend — ^1.  A  cooxBe  of  lectures  on  Bhetorie  and 
the  Prvnei^les  of  Liieraiwre.  A  portion  of  this  course  will  consist  of 
Lectiires  on  Style  and  the  more  minute  points  of  Bn^^ish  Com- 
position; after  which  there  will  be  a  systematic  exposition  of  the 
principles  and  methods  of  Literature  in  each  of  its  leading  kindB 
snccessiyely,  in  the  following  order :  (1)  Hifltorical  and  Descnptiye 
literature ;  (2)  Expository  or  Didactic  literature ;  (3)  Eloqaence  and 
Oratorical  literature ;  (4)  Poetry  and  the  Literature  of  Prose-Fiction. 
The  course  will  be  illustrated  throughout  by  critical  referenceB  to 
important  authors,  and  by  examples  from  their  writings.  2.  A  coarse 
of  Lectures  on  the  History  of  SnglUh  Literature.  This  course  will 
include  a  complete  chronological  survey  of  British  Literature  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  present,  divided  into  periods.  Under  each  pmod 
will  be  furnished  a  list  of  all  its  writers  of  any  note;  the  lives  and 
writings  of  the  more  important  or  representatiye  poets  and  prose- 
writers  of  each  period  will  be  reviewed  more  at  large ;  and  the  general 
aim  wfll  be  to  exhibit  the  successive  movements  and  variations  of  our 
literature  in  their  connexions  with  the  course  of  our  national  and 
social  history.  It  will  also  be  so  arranged  that  the  course  shall  indnde 
a  view  of  the  history  of  the  English  Language,  from  *'  Anglo-Saxon,** 
through  Early  English  and  its  Dialects,  to  present  English.  8.  iii- 
struction  in  English  Composition,  Ac,  During  the  greater  part  of  the 
session,  one  of  the  meetings  in  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  practical 
work  of  various  kinds,  including  examinations,  readings  by  the  students 
themselves,  and  brief  written  exercises  to  be  done  by  them  in  the 
class-room.  Subjects  will  also  be  prescribed  for  more  extensive  essays 
to  be  written  at  home.  There  will  be  prises  for  merit  in  the  essays,  in 
addition  to  the  other  dass  prizes.  Boohs  reeomfnendedi  Aristotle's 
"Rhetoric,*'  Bain's  '* English  Composition  and  Rhetoric,"  Morley's 
"  First  Sketch  of  English  Literature,"  **  Three  Centuries  of  English 
Poetry,"  Morris's  ''  Historical  Outlines  of  English  Acoidenoe,"  Sweet^s 
**  Anglo-Saxon  Reader." 

YIII.  Pbaoticai.  AfiTBONOMY.«-The  Professor  of  Practical  Astro- 
nomy is  also,  by  one  and  the  same  act  of  appointment  under  Her 
Majesty's  hand,  Astronomer-Royal  for  Scotland;  and  has,  in  oon- 
sequence,  daily  duties  of  a  veiy  onerous  character,  and  wholly 
unconnected  with  the  University,  to  perform  throughout  the  year  in 
the  Royal  Observatory,  Edinburgh,  on  the  Oalton  Hill.  Nor  has  this 
chair  ever  been  taken  up  by  the  University  authorities  and  made  neces- 
sary for  graduation  in  any  of  the  Eaoulties,  nor  supplied  with  efficient 
apparatus,  nor  found  at  any  time  to  have  a  sensible  amount  of  deniMid 
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for  it  among^  the  Btndants  in  general  of  the  UniTeruty.  Hence  the 
present  Prof easor  ABtronomer-Boyal,  after  having  Yolnntarily  tried 
the  experiment  of  giving  a  oonree  of  Praotical-ABtronomy  Lectures^ 
and  kept  it  up  for  several  laborious  yean,  whenever  there  were  only 
two  fitndents  to  hear — ^hae  limited  Tiima^lf  of  late  to  receiving  (on  a 
day  announced  in  the  University  Calendar)  any  matriculated  appli- 
cants for  practical  Astronomy,  ascertaining  in  a  friendly  manner 
aomething  of  their  calibre  and  objects,  and  then  advising  or  assisting 
such  gentlemen  aft^erwards  in  their  studies,  at  various  periods  through 
the  session,  according  to  circumstances,  and  hitherto  gratuitously. 
Nor  can  he  now,  in  the  enlarged  sphere  of  his  public  duties  at  the 
Boyal  Observatory,  devote  more  of  his  time  to  extraneous  occupations 
without  that  Govenmient  office  committed  to  his  care  suffering  serious 
damage.

Separate  and  individual 
instruction  in  Organ  or  Pianoforte  playing  given  to  a  certain  number 
of  younger  students.  To  these,  the  Theory  of  Music  is  practically 
imparted. 

3.  Sanskbit  and  Compabatiyb  Philology.— a.  8an$hrii  Lan- 
^uage  and  Literature, — 1.  Junior  Class:  Grammar  and  Exercises — 
Easy  Sanskrit  Texts  such  as  the  Hitopadesa  and  selections  from  the 
Epic  Poems — ^Easy  translations  from  English  into  Sanskrit.  2.  Senior 
Class:  Repetition  of  Grammar — ^Translations  from  English  into 
Sanskrit — Sanskrit  Texts  such  as  Kalidasa's  Baghuvansa  or  Sakuntala, 
Mrichchhakatika,  Manu's  Institutes  of  Law — Selected  Hymns  of  tlie 
Bigveda.  8.  Sanskrit  Literatwre :  A  general  view  of  Sanskrit  Literature 
will  be  given  in  special  lectures.  B.  Comparative  Philology :  A  course 
•of  lectures  will  be  delivered  on  the  principles  of  Indo-European  Oom- 
parative  Philology,  and  the  progress  of  Linguistic  Studies,  provided 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  students  or  matriculated  persons  be  willing 
to  attend  the  same.  These  lectures  (as  well  as  those  on  Sanskrit 
Literature)  will  be  free  to  students  attending  either  of  the  Sanskrit 
•classes. 

4.  ENGiKBEBiNa  (Civil  akd  Mbohaitioal).  —  Winter  Sesnon^^^ 
I.  Chiss  of  Engineering :  The  object  of  the  course  will  be  to  show  the 
practical  application  of  science  to  some  branches  of  Engineering.  The 
series  of  lectures  will  form  a  two  years'  course,  so  arranged  that 
students  can  enter  on  the  course  at  the  beginning  of  either  year,  and 
should  they  attend  for  one  year  only,  will  receive  instruction  in  the 
four  following  sub-divisions  of  the  subject  matter.  (1)  Applied 
Mechanics;  (2)  one  branch  of  Civil  Engineering;  (3)  one  branch  of 
Mechanical  Engineering ;  (4)  a  series  of  examples  of  the  Application 
of  Machinery  to  Manufacturing  Purposes.  The  following  is  a  synopsis 
of  the  lectures  for  the  session:  1.  Principle  of  Statics;  couples; 
moments  of  forces,  parallel  and  inclined  forces;  centre  of  gravity; 
moments  of  inertia.  2.  Hydrostatics.  3.  The  principles  of  Dynamics. 
4.  Hydrodynamics.  5.  Arrangement  and  construction  of  water- 
works for  the  supply  of  towns.  6.  Drainage  and  sanitary  arrange- 
ments. 7.  Pumps,  turbines,  and  water  wheels.  8.  Mill-work  and 
gearing ;  spur  and  bevil  wheels.  9.  Efficiency  of  various  modes  of 
transmitting  power.      10.  Locomotives.      Four  examinatioins  are  held 
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during  the  aeasioii,  and  each  week,  when  ezaminationB  are  not  held,. 
Tohmtary  exerdees  are  g^ven  to  be  worked  at  home.  The  questions  in 
these  ezeroiaes  are  saoh  as  are  met  with  in  the  praotioe  of  Engineering, 
and  being  letnmed  annotated  and  oorreoted  to  the  students,  form  » 
body  of  examples  for  subsequent  ref erenoe.  Engineering  works 
and  factories  will  be  visited  by  the  class,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
professor. 

IL  Clast  ofMeehoMcal  Drawing. — Students  can  attend  the  drawing 
oiass  between  10  and  1  each  day.  The  work  will  be  examined  and  in- 
struction giren  at  10  o'clock,  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Engineering 
Class ;  the  class  will  at  other  times  be  taught  by  an  assistant,  who  will 
attend  from  10  to  1.  The  Drawing  Glass  may  be  attended  by  students 
who  are  not  following  the  Engineering  Class,  and  especially  might  be 
attended  with  advantage  by  those  students  who  propose  in  subsequent 
years  to  attend  the  Class  of  Engineering,  as  it  is  of  much  importance 
to  the  student  that  he  should  be  able  readily  to  understand  the 
diagrams  of  machinery,  and  to  apply  the  gprapbic  methods  of  calcula- 
tion employed  by  the  engineer.  The  examples  given  to  the  students 
are  of  a  practical  character,  consisting  chiefly  of  actual  working  en- 
gineering drawings.  They  are  also  taught  to  make  drawing^  from  the 
details  of  actual  machines. 

Summer  BessumJ—UI.  PraeHcal  Surveying :  A  short  course  of  Prac- 
tical Surveying,  Levelling,  Contouring,  and  Setting  Out  will  be  given 
every  second  year.  Lectures  on  the  instruments  employed  will  be 
delivered  during  one  fortnight  in  the  class-room  of  the  University,  and 
these  lectures  will  be  f oUowed  by  a  fortnight's  practical  work  in  the 
field.  This  practical  work  will  require  the  whole  of  the  students'  time 
during  each  day;  and  hence  the  number  of  hours  during  which 
instruction  is  given  will  correspond  to  an  ordinary  course  extended 
over  a  much  longer  period.  Cowrse  of  Study :  The  following  course 
of  study  is  recommended:  First  yean  Mathematics  (First  Class),. 
Geometrical  Drawing,  Chemistry.  Second  year :  Mathematics  (Second 
Glass),  Natural  Philosophy,  Engineering,  Mechanical  Drawing.  Third 
year :  Surveying  and  Levelling  (Summer  session).  Natural  Philosophy 
(Advanced  Class),  Engineering.  If  the  student  is  sufficiently  well  pre- 
pared, the  first  year's  course  may  be  dispensed  with,  with  the  exception 
of  Chemistry. 

5.  Gboloot  akd  Mikebaloot.  —  This  course  embraces  a 
system  of  instruction  in  the  following  subjects:  1.  The  History  of 
Geology — an  outline  of  the  growth  of  the  science  from  the  time  of  the 
early  cosmogonies  downwards.  2.  Astronomical  Qeology — an  account 
of  speculations  as  to  the  origin  of  the  earth,  and  a  discussion  of  the 
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planetary  relations  of  the  globe  from  a  geological  point  of  view. 
3.  Physical  Geography — a  description  of  the  parts  of  the  earth ;  land, 
water,  air,  and  of  their  co-operation  in  maintaining  the  life  of  the 
planet.  4.  Dynamieal  Ghology — a  diacossion  of  the  natore  and  cansraa 
of  geological  changes  effected  on  the  surface  and  within  the  interior  of 
the  earth.  5.  JfineroZo^^— an  acconnt  of  the  physical  and  chemical 
characters  of  minerals,  and  a  systematic  description  of  some  of  the 
more  important  and  typical  species  in  the  different  mineral  groups. 
-6.  Petrography — a  description  of  the  Tarions  femilies  of  rodcSy 
arranged  according  to  chemical  and  microscopic  analysis,  and  geo- 
logical position.  7.  (Teo^etonie  69^2o^-<-a  description  of  the  geologioal 
stractore  and  relations  of  rock-massee  to  each  other,  as  in  anconform* 
ability,  oyerlap,  faults,  joints,  deaTage,  metamorphism,  Ac.  8.  PAy- 
mographioal  Oeology — an  inquiry  into  the  origin  of  ihB  present  ontliiMB 
of  the  earth's  sarfaee.  9.  PaloBOfUologicdl  Oeology-^^tok  acoonmt  of  the 
nature  and  ose  of  Fossils  in  Geological  inquiry.  10.  StraJtigrafhioai 
Chology — ^the  history  of  the  snceessiye  geological  periods,  as  bajsed 
upon  the  organic  remains  and  litholog^oal  features  of  the  variona 
systems  and  formations  of  rooks.  The  applications  of  Geology  to 
Engineering,  Agricnltnrc,  Mining,  and  other  practical  pursnita,  axe 
described  and  illustrated.  A  small  mnsenm  is  attached  to  the  dasa, 
ezhibiiingthe  characters  of  minerals  and  rocks^and  the  typical  foasils 
of  the  different  formations.  Practical  instmotion  is  giren  in  the  de- 
termination of  minerals  by  blowpipe  analysis,  and  in  the  mieroscopic 
examination  of  minerals  and  rocks.  Advantage  is  taken  of  the  peculiar 
facilities  afforded  by  the  position  of  Edinburgh  for  the  stady  of 
Geology,  and  short  excursions  are  made  during  the  session  to  places  of 
geological  interest  in  the  yicinity,  when  the  dass-lectures  are  illus- 
trated by  demonstrations  in  the  field,  and  practical  instruotion  is  gi^en 
in  geological  surveying.  At  the  close  of  the  session  an  excursion,  ex- 
tending over  a  week  or  ten  days,  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
the  geological  structure  of  a  more  distant  district.  In  this  way  Airan, 
part  of  the  Grampian  Mountains,  the  Kincardinediire  coast-cliffs,  the 
Parallel  Boads  of  Glen  Boy,  the  rocks  of  Ballaoholish,  G-lencoe,  the 
east  of  Fife,  the  shores  of  the  Moray  Firth,  and  other  districts  have 
been  already  visited  by  the  class.  Teast  ho€h%i  "Text-Book  of 
Geology,"  by  the  Professor  (Macmillan  and  Co.) ;  "  Elementary  Les- 
sons in  Physical  G^eography ''  (MacmiUan's  School  Olass-book  Series) ; 
Itutley's  ''Mineralogy"  (Murb/s  Science  Olass-books).  More  detailad 
works  of  reference,  most  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  College  reading 
room,  are  recommended  for  each  branch  of  the  lectures.

Thereafter,  two  of  the  four  weekly  lectures 
are  devoted  to  History.  Three  written  examinations  are  held  during^ 
the  session,  and  three  essays  on  educational  questions  called  for. 
PraeHee  in  TMehing :  Those  students  who  have  not  been  in  trsimng^ 
colleges  will  have  arrangements  made  for  their  getting  praetioe  in 
teaching  in  connexion  with  one  or  other  of  the  normal  schools. 
Facilities  are  also  given  for  visiting  the  principal  schools,  and  aoquizing' 
a  knowledge  of  their  organization.  Boohs  necessary :  The  Professor'a 
"  Handbook  to  Lectures ; "  "  Comenius'  Life  and  Eduoaiional 
Writings,"  by  the  Professor. 
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8.  Fnns  Abt.— The  aim  of  the  oonrse  will  be  to  afford  to  those 
interested  in  Art  as  a  branch  of  general  culture,  ai9  well  as  to  profes- 
flioiial  students,  the  means  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  main 
outlines  of  the  theory  and  history  of  painting,  sccilptnre,  and 
architecture.  No  technical  knowledge  will  be  assumed  on  the  part  of 
those  who  attend  the  classes,  and  the  subjects  will  be  treated  from  the 
general  point  of  view,  while  at  the  same  time  the  interests  of  practical 
students  will  be  consulted  by  special  attention  being  paid  to  points  of 
artistic  treatment.  No  synopsis  of  the  complete  course  can  as  yet  be 
issued,  and  only  portions  of  the  subject  can  be  dealt  with  in  any  single 
wsdoiL  In  Greek  and  Early  Italian  Art,  the  general  history  of  those 
artistic  developments  will  be  traced,  and  examples  in  the  shape  of  casts, 
photographs,  and  drawings  will  be  employed  for  illustration.  At  the 
nine  time,  attention  will  be  paid  to  those  points  in  the  theory  of  the 
arts  which  are  naturally  illustrated  by  the  periods  chosen,  such  as 
the  differences  between  painting  and  sculpture,  the  principles  of 
classical  architecture,  the  treatment  of  the  nude  form  and  of  drapery 
bjr  the  Greek  sculptors,  &c.  A  constant  reference  will  abo  be  made 
to  the  history  of  the  times  in  which  Greek  and  Medieval  Art  arose 
and  flourished,  and  to  the  connection  of  the  general  tone  of  thought 
and  state  of  society  in  those  periods  with  the  condition  of  the  arts* 
A  series  of  eight  essays  on  subjects  treated  of  in  the  lectures  will  be 
set  during  the  session,  and  at  its  dose  the  Cousin  prize  (£18)  will  be 
awarded  to  the  student  who  has  shown  most  ability  in  this  branch  of 
the  session's  work.

OlTKBICtTLTTM  FOB  THE  MiNISTBY  IN  THB  CHXTBCH  OF  SCOTLAND. 

*-The  Laws  of  the  Ohurch  of  Scotland  require  that  every  Theological 
student  who  desires  to  qualify  himself  for  the  Ministry  should  attend 
the  Glass  of  Divinity  either  during  three  full  and  regular  sessions,  or 
during  two  regular  and  three  partial  sessions ;  and  also  that  he  should 
tegnlarly  attend  during  two  sessions  each  of  the  classes  of  Hebrew, 
Ecclesiastical  History,  and  BibHcal  Criticism. 

Bntrcmee  BoMmmcMons. — (1)  Students,  before  enrolment  for  the  first 
3rear  of  their  curriculum  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  in  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  must  produce  to  the  Professor  of  Divinity  certificates  of 
thor  having  satisfactorily  undergone  an  examination  in  the  subjects 
embraced  in  the  Curriculum  of  Arts,  and  also  in  the  Elements  of 
Hebrew  Grammar.  By  Act  IX.  of  General  Assembly,  1872,  it  is 
ordained  that  this  examination  shall  be  conducted,  at  each  of  the  four 
Scottish  Universities    shortly  before  the    commencement    of   every 
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session,  by  four  Examining  Committees,  consisting  of  members  elected 
by  the  adjoining  Synods,  with  conveners  nominated  by  the  General 
Assembly.  The  Convener  of  the  Committee  for  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  is  the  Bev.  John  Alison,  Minister  of  Newington.  The  time 
of  the  Committee's  meeting  and  the  prescribed  subjects  of  examination 
will  be  duly  advertised  in  the  *'  Missionary  Record  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland."  (2)  Students,  before  enrolment  at  the  beginning  of  every 
session  after  the  first  of  their  course  in  Divinity,  must  produce 
certificates  of  their  having  satisfactorily  undergone  the  examinations 
prescribed  by  their  respective  presbyteries.  For  subjects  of 
examination  prescribed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  see  post. 

Discowrses, — ^Every  student  of  Divinity  is  required  during  his 
curriculum  to  deliver  with  approbation  six  Discourses  upon  subjects 
prescribed  by  the  Professor  of  Divinity,  viz.,  a  Homily,  a  Latin 
Exegesis,  a  Lecture,  a  popular  Sermon,  a  Hebrew  Exercise  on  a 
passage  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  a  Critical  Discourse  on  a  passage 
of  the  New  Testament.  The  following  regtdations  have  been  made  by 
the  Faculty  of  Theology  in  regard  to  the  delivery  of  these  Discourses : 
(1)  Students  of  the  first  year  shall  give  in  their  Homily  to  the  Professor 
of  Divinity  not  later  than  1st  February.  (2)  Students  of  the  second 
year  shall  give  in  their  Latin  Exegesis  not  later  than  the  ^th 
December,  and  shaU  be  prepared  to  deliver  their  lecture  not  later  than 
the  3rd  January.  (3)  Students  of  the  third  year  shall  give  in  their 
Hebrew  Exercise  and  their  Greek  Critical  Discourse  not  later  than 
the  24th  December,  and  shall  be  prepared  to  deliver  their  Popular 
Sermon  not  later  than  the  1st  of  February. 

Attendance  at  Foreign  UniversUise. — ^The  General  Assembly  of  1868, 
with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  Presbyteries,  enacted  and  ordained : 
(1)  That  all  candidates  for  the  Ministry  shall  attend  during  at  least 
two  sessions  the  Theological  Classes  at  one  or  more  of  the  Universities 
of  Scotland,  and  shall  deliver,  with  approbation,  the  Six  Trial  Dis- 
courses required  by  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  (2)  That 
any  student  who  wishes  to  prosecute  the  remainder  of  his  Theological 
curriculum  at  any  Protestant  University  or  Universities  not  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Church,  shall,  before  repairing  thither,  undergo  satis- 
factory examination  by  the  presbytery  with  which  he  is  connected, 
and  shall,  moreover,  satisfy  the  same  presbytery  in  regard  both  to  the 
classes  which  he  proposes  to  attend,  and  to  the  proficiency  he  has 
acquired  in  the  language  used  in  the  foreign  university  in  which  he 
intends  to  study. 

I.  DrviKiTT. — ^Lectures  will  be  delivered  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and 
Thursdays   at   eleven   o'clock.     On  Wednesdays,  students  will    be 
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-examined  on  *'  Antitheiatic  Theories  "  or  Yan  Oostorzee's  "  Theology 
of  the  New  Testament."  Fridays  will  be  devoted  to  the  hearing  of 
Discourses  and  Exercises. 

n.  HsBBBW. — Jti/nior  Class :  Grammar  and  Exercises  (Davidson's 
**  Hebrew  Grammar  ") ;  Translations  into  Hebrew  Prose ;  Readings  and 
Explanations  of  Genesis  and  Psalms.  Oral  and  occasional  Written 
examinations. 

Senior  Class. — Grammar  (Davidson's  or  Gesenius) ;  Hebrew  Prose

Obdbb  of  Stttdt. — Extra4^  from  Minutes  of  a  Meeting  of  the 
FacuUy,  20th  February,  1863:  The  Faculty  having  taken  into  con- 
sideration that  the  course  of  study  in  Law  extends  over  three 
academical  years,  and  that  the  natural  order  in  which  the  various 
branches  of  the  course  ought  to  be  taken  up  is  often  departed  from  and 
sometimes  altogether  inverted— recommend  students,  whether  intending 
to  graduate  in  Law  or  not,  to  attend  the  lectures  in  the  following 
order,  viz. :  First  year— Civil  Law ;  Second  year — ^Scotch  Law ;  Third 
year — Conveyancing ;  and  to  attend  the  lectures  on  Public  Law,  Con- 
stitutional Law  and  Legal  History,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence,  during 
the  second  and  third  years  of  study,  in  such  order  as  may  be  most 
^xmvenient  to  each  individual  student. 

L  CiTiii  Law.-— The  course  of  lectures  on  Civil  Law  extends  over  a 
winter  and  summer  term,  covered  by  one  entrance  fee  of  £5  5s.  The 
winter  lectures  begin  in  November,  and  continue  until  the  end  of 
March ;  the  summer  lectures  are  given  in  May,  June,  and  July.  The 
sobject-matter  of  the  course  is  the  External  and  Intemal  History  and 
General  and  Special  Doctrines  of  the  Law  of  Rome,  as  developed  in  the 
Institutes  of  Gkdus  and  Justinian,  supplemented  by  the  other  ante- 
Justinianiau  and  Justinianian  texts.  The  lectures  will  be  equally 
adapted  for  students  intending  to  enter  the  legal  profession  in  Scotland 
'Or  Ikigland,  or  qualifying  for  service  in  India  or  the  Colonies.  Text

The  object  of  this  branch  of  the 
course  is  to  exhibit  Jurisprudence  in  the  light  of  a  science  resting,  in 
sU  its  departments,  on  nature,  as  opposed  to  a  system  of  rules  deduced 
from  premises  that  are  arbitrary  or  empirical.  '  The  Law  of  Nature  is 
consequently  investigated,  not  as  a  primitive  system  of  positive  law 
existing  in  a  particular  condition  of  society  real  or  imaginaxy,  but  as 
the  necessary  groundwork  of  society  itself,  and  the  unchangeable 
dement  in  sJl  systems  and  branches  of  Positive  Law.  The  rdation 
between  Natural  Law  thus  understood,  and  the  jue  natwrale  and  jne 
jfenOum  of  the  Romans,  having  been  examined,  and  the  more  celebrated 
dflfiwitiqns  and  divisions  of  the  science,  ancient  and  modem,  briefly 
•eaimoiated,  the  general  scheme  of  the  whole  course  is  explained,  and 
the  first  branch  subdivided  thus :  (a)  Sources  of  natural  law»  or  of 
general  jurisprudence  =  ultimate  somroes  of  positive  law,  or  of  special 
jnrisprudence.  (b)  Objects  of  natural  law,  or  of  general  jnrispru* 
dienoessultinuite  objeats  of  positive  law,  or  of  special  juxispnutacsu' 
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(c)  Fioziiiiate  sources  of  positive  law,  or  of  special  jnrispradence  viewed^ 
as  a  whole,  (d)  Frozimate  objects  of  positive  law,  or  objects  of  the 
different  branches  of  positive  law.

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  a  passport  to  tHe  Qeneral  OoaxieQ  of 
the  IJiuYersity,  to  professional  study  for  the  learned  professions,  to  the 
Army,  &c.  It  is  also,  under  recent  regulations,  a  passport  to  master- 
ships of  public  schools,  under  the  Education  Act  (1872),  subject  to  an 
examination  in  the  methods  of  instruction,  and  three  months'  atten- 
dance in  a  public  school  for  the  practice  of  teaching : 

L  The  ordiziaEy  oomae  of  stady  neoesaory  for  the  dogiee  of  MoiUr  <J  ArU 
(except  in  the  droomatonoeB  mentioned  in  the  following  artiole)  extends  oyer 
fowr  vfiaUr  MMumt,  and  inoladeB  attendance  for  not  lees  than  two  sessions  on

n.  Any  student  who,  at  the  time  of  his  enttanoe  to  the  FniYersiiy  shall 
satisfy  the  professofs  of  the  Faoolty  of  Arts,  on  examination,  that  he  is  qnaltfted 
to  attend  the  higher  oSasees  of  Latin,  Greek,  or  Mathematios,  or  any  one  of 
them,  may  be  admitted  to  sadh  higher  dass  or  clsasen  without  having  pee- 
Tioiuly  attended  tibe  junior  claas  or  cktsses  in  the  same  department.  Wlteaa 
stodenthaa  been  thus  admitted  by  the  Faoalty  of  Arts  to  the  higher  olassos  both 
of  Latin  and  Greek,  without  having  previoiuly  attended  the  first  or  judor  Latia 
and  Gfeek  olaases,  his  oomne  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  ol  Arts  may  be 
completed  within  ihfe$  winter  MMtotu,  instead  of  f onr.  And  no  student  who  ii 
thus  admitted  to  the  higher  dass  of  Latin,  Greek,  or  Mathftmatfiw  wilhoat 
having  pxeviondy  attended  the  first  or  jonior  dass  in  the  same  departaant  is 
required  to  give  attendance  in  Latin,  Greek,  or  Mathematios  respectiTely,  for 
more  than  one  session,  as  a  neceasagy  pert  of  the  courae  of  study  for  tiie  degies 
of  Master  of  Arts. 

III.  In  pursuing  the  course  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arta*  no 
student  la  permitted  to  pass  from  the  junior  to  the  higher  dass,  unless  the  pro- 
fessor is  aatisfied  of  his  fitness  to  enter  the  higher  dass. 

lY.  It  is  in  the  power  of  any  student,  who  has  given  attendance  during  one 
or  more  aeadona  in  any  Scottish  University,  to  complete  his  oourse  of  study,  by 
giving  attendance  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  during  the  remaining  sessions 
of  his  course,  provided  always  that  every  suoh  student  gives  attendance  in  the 
Univeraity  of  Edinburgh  during,  at  least,  the  la$t  two  taffioiw  of  his  eonrse ;  and 
provided  also  that  he  produces,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Faoul^  of  Arta  of  the 
Unxverdty  of  Edinburgh,  dass  certificates  of  his  attendance  at  tiie  former 
Scottish  University ;  but  he  shall  be  examined  in  aU  the  three  depaztmenti 
necessary  f<»  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  by  the  examinees  of  the  Universilgr  of 
Edinburgh.

4mr9  may  be  examined  on  these  snbjeots  at  any  examination  for  degrees,  although 
he  may  not  hftTO  oompleted  his  attendanoe  on  the  other  olasses  of  the  presoribed 


Also,  in  like  manner,  any  stndent  who  has  oompleted  the  attendanoe  required 
is  ^  presoribed  oonrse  of  stndy  on  the  olasses  of  Maihsmoitici  and  Naivral 
PUUmphy  may  be  examined  on  these  snbjeots  at  any  examination  for  degrees, 
slthoogh  he  may  not  hare  oompleted  his  attendanoe  on  the  other  olasses  of  the 
pNMribed  oonrse. 

And  if  snoh  stndent  shall  satisfy  the  examiners,  when  so  examined,  in  the 
departsaent  of  OUutieal  Literatwre^  whioh  oomprehends  Latin  and  Greek— or  in

Vin.  At  tiie  Public  Ceremonial  of  Graduation  in  Arts,  held  annually  in  April, 
tke  degree  of  Afosier  is  conferred  by  the  Chancellor  or  the  Yioe-Chancellor  of  the 
ITniTersLty,  in  name  of  the  Senatus  Academicus.  Degrees  are  not  conferred  on 
soy  who  are  not  present  at  the  Graduation  Ceremonial,  and  who  have  not 
•isaed  the  8p<miii0f  although  they  may  haye  passed  all  their  examinations.  Those 
who  arc  presented  to  receive  the  degree  must  appear  in  academical  costume,

GRADUATION  m  ABTS  WITH  HONOT7S8. 

I.  Stndents  who  haye  paeeed  the  examinationB  in  the  three  departmenti 
embraoed  in  the  oonree  of  atady  preBcribed  for  tKe  degree  of  Master  of  Arte, 
may,  before  taking  the  degree,  offer  themselyes  for  a  farther  ff-nMif|iTia.«n/>Ti^  with 
a  view  to  graduation  with  Honours ;  and  that  either  in  the  same  year  in  whioh 
they  have  completed  the  Pass  or  ordinary  examinations,  or  in  a  fntnre 
year.  Also,  any  student  who  desires  to  offer  himself  for  examina- 
tion with  a  view  to  graduation  with  Honours,  in  any  one  or  more  depart- 
ments,  may  proceed  to  such  Honours*  examination,  after  sufficient  atten- 
dance on  the  classes  in  the  department  or  departments  in  which  he  desires 
to  offer  himself,  without  having  previously  passed  the  examination  in  such 
department  or  departments  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  without  Honours;, 
and  if  such  student,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners,  fails  to  attain  the  standard 
for  Honours  in  any  department,  but  attains  to  the  standard  of  the  examinatSan. 
for  graduation  without  Honours,  he  shall  be  held  to  have  passed  in  that  de- 
partment for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  without  Honours ;  but  if,  in  any 
such  department,  he  fails  to  attain  to  the  standard  of  the  examination  for 
graduation  without  Honours,  he  shall  not  be  entitled,  until  he  shaU  have  passed 
in  that  department,  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  And  no  person,  withont 
the  permission  of  the  Senatus  Academicus,  can  be  admitted  to  an  unvmiuatifln 
for  Honours,  after  he  has  ceased,  for  more  than  one  winter  session, 
to  be  a  matriculated  student,  in  attendance  on  a  class  or  dlaasea  in  the 
TJniTersity.

in.  In  each  of  the  first  three  of  the  above-mentioned  departments,  vis.,  bk 
Classical  Literature,  in  Philosophy,  and  in  Mathematics,  there  are  two  grades 
of  Honour,  each  representing,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  uniform  standard  of 
qualification,  and  denominated  respectively  the  Firtt  Claaa  and  the  Beeond  Clost. 
The  names  of  candidates  entitled  to  Honours,  in  each  of  these  classes,  aze 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

lY .  In  the  department  of  Natural  Science,  there  is  only  one  dass  for  Honours,, 
and  the  names  of  candidates  entitled  to  Honours  in  that  class  are  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order.

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Y.  He  ]iAm«8  of  eandid&teB  to  whom  the  examinen  award  a  First  or  Seoond 
daBs  in  the  «zaiiiiiiation  for  Honours  W01  be  daly    published  and  retained 
in  ibe  "  UniTersity  Calendar,"  in  the  Class  Lists,  nnder  the  year  in  whioh  th^- 
HooouB  were  taken  by  them,  and  in  the  department  or  departments  in  which 
tii^  were  so  classed. 

BeguUsHons  for  Certificate  of  "  Literate  in  Art$ "  (X^.) 

THiA  following  regulatioiis  bare  been  adopted  by  the  UniTerBity 
Court  nnder  the  powers  conferred : 

1.  There  shall  be  institnted  in  the  Facnlty  of  Arts  a  University  oertiflcate 
eooferrinff  on  those  who  obtain  it  the  title  of  **  Literate  in  Arts." 

2.  The  said  oertiiioate  shall  be  open  to  persons  who  have  been  students  in 
the  Facnlty  of  Arts  for  not  less  than  two  sessions ;  and  who  have  dnring  that 
time  given  attendance  on  not  less  than  five  classes  in  the  said  Faculty,  so  as  to  - 
indnde  fonr  at  least  of  the  seven  subjects  necessary  for  graduation  in  Arts. 

3.  The  examinations  for  the  said  certificate,  in  the  four  (or  five)  subjects 
wUeh  are  also  necessary  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  shall  be  the  ordinary 
gzadaation  examinations  in  Arts  in  such  subjects ;  and  the  examination  in  any 
■object  not  in  the  course  of  study  necessary  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
ifasll  be  of  a  standard  equivalent  to  that  of  the  ordinary  graduation  examinations  - 
iaArts. 

4.  The  fee  for  the  certificate  of  Literate  in  Arts  shall  be  £2  2b. 

Su^ppUmentary, 

1.  The  title  of  Literate  in  Arts  is  not  open  to  persons  whose  qualifloattons  • 
for  the  oertifieate  are  entirely  of  a  date  anterior  to  April,  1880. 

2.  The  examinations  for  the  oertifieate  may  be  taken  either  at  one  or  at  two 
pttiods,  at  the  option  of  the  candidate.    When  divided,  the  First  examination^ 
nmst  embfaoe  at  least  two  out  of  the  five  necessary  subjects;  the  Second^ 
enminatlon  must  embrace  the  remaining  subjects. 

8.  When  the  five  necessary  subjects  are  all  taken  at  one  examination,  in  April 
or  in  October,  the  fee  is  ^  2s. ;  and  when  the  examination  is  divided  the  fee  is 
Jti  Is.  on  each  of  the  two  occasions. 

BegulaUons  for  Qraduation  in  Divinity. 

Begulations  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Diyinity;  approved  of  byr 
the  ChanceUor  of  the  XJniTersity,  17th  October,  1870,  and  17th  April,, 
1872: 

I.  No  one  shaU  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
IKvmity  unless  he  be  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  one  of  the  Universities  of  Soothind, 
or  of  Eagland,  or  of  Ireland,  or  of  a  Colonial  University,  whose  degrees  shall, 
for  this  purpose,  have  been  specially  recognised  by  the  University  Court. 

n.  This  degree  shall  be  conferred  only  after  the  candidate  has  completed 
hii  Theological  curxicnlum  with  a  view  to  the    Ministry  in  the  Church  or- 
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Denominatioii  to  whiob  ha  beloiigSy  md  after  he  hu  pMMd  »  aaiiifttttoKy 
ezaminsfcion  in  the  Terione  br»iiohee  of  IQieology  whioh  ace  taoght  in  Ham 
University. 

m.  Oandidetee  who  ere  not  ICeetare  of  Arte  of  the  Unirenitj  of  Edlnbuz^ 
mvat  hare  attended  two  olaasea  in  one  or  more  of  the  Faenltiee  of  this 
'UniTereity. 

lY.  The  snbjeots  of  examination  for  the  degree  of  Baehelor  of  Divinity  ihalL 
be  arranged  in  two  departments :  The  First  Department  embraoing — (1) 
Hebrew,  and  (2)  Apologetio  Theology,  or  the  Evidenoes  of  Natural  and  BsToaled 
~Bdigion;  and  the  Second  Department  embraoing — (1)  Ghnroh  History,  (2) 
•'Systemaiio  Theology>  Cxitioiam  and  Biblioal  Antiqnitiea. 

y.  Candidates  who  haye  oompleted  their  Theological  oonrse  may  be  examined 
in  either  of  these  departments,  and  may  defer  to  some  fntnre  oooasion  their

^greater  interval  than  two  years  between  their  two  examinations.

Yn.  The  examinations  shall  be  oondnoted  by  the  professors  of  the  Theologioal 
Faonlty  with  the  assistanoe  of  two  examiners,  being  Bachelors  of  Divinity  of 
-one  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland,  to  be  nominated  by  the  University  Court. 

YIXI.  The  examination  in  the  First  Department  shaU  take  place  at,  or  aooa

the  Second  Department  at,  or  soon  after,  the  close  of  the  Theologioal  seasion  ■ 

power  being  reserved  to  the  Senatos  Academicns,  should  they  see  oavse,  to 

appoint  the  examination  in  both  departments  to  take  plaee  at  eitiier  of  these 

periods.

BegreeM  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  {LL,B.)  and  Baehelor  of  Law  {BJj.). 
— ^Two  degrees  in  Law  are  conferred  by  examination  in  the  UniTersitj 
of  Edinburgh,  viz.,  Bachelor  of  Law  (B.L.)  and  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.B.)>  The  degree  of  B.L.  admits  to  the  profession  of  Law  Ai^ent, 
-provided  an  examination  in  the  Practice  of  the  Oovrt  is  paaaed  io  the 
satisfaction  of  the  examiners  nnder  the  Law  Agents  Act.  The  degves 
of  LL.B.  admits  to  the  profession  of  Advocate  without  farther 
exminolion.  Both  degrees  qualify  for  admission  to  the  Gknersl 
Council  of  the  University.  Oandidates  for  the  degree  of  LL3.  nuut 
have  previously  graduated  as  M.A.  in  a  ScottLsh  university,  or  soms 
•other  university  approved  of  by  the  Senatus  and  University  Court. 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.L.  do  not  require  to  have  graduated  as

candidates  with  the  neoessary  prehminary  qualification  for  either 
degree  may  present  themselves  for  the  Law  ezaminaion  in  any 
number,  not  less  than  two,  of  the  subjects  in  which  an  examination  in 
Law  has  to  be  passed,  and  they  may  present  themselres  for  examination 
in  the  subjects  in  which  they  hare  not  already  passed  at  a  subsequent 
examination.  Until  farther  notice  there  will  be  only  one  examination 
in  Law  for  degrees  in  each  year,  and  it  will  be  held  on  the  last  Monday 
in  June.

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  (B Jj.)  was  instituted  by  the  IJniyersity^ 
and  approved  by  her  Majesty  by  order  in  Oouncil,  dated  6th  August,. 
1874.    The  rules  of  the  Ordinance  are : 

I.  No  one  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
BMlielor  of  Laws  (LL.B.)  .  .  .  nnleaB  he  be  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  one  of 
the  nnirersitieB  of  Sootland,  or  of  England  or  Ireland,  or  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  a- 
eolonial  or  foreign  nniyersity  whose  degree  may,  for  this  purpose,  haye  been. 
qMdally  recognised  by  the  IJniyersity  Court. 

n.  The  course  of  study  in  Law  neoessary  for  the  degree  of  Badielor  of  Laws 
■hall  extend  oyer  three  aoademical  years,  and  shall  include  attendance  on  a 
distmct  course  in  each  of  the  six  following  departments,  yis : 

(1)  Ciyil  Iaw,  (2)  Law  of  Sootland,  (3)  Conyeyanoing— during  oonrses  of  not 
less  than  eighty  lectures  each ;  (4)  Pnblie  Law,  (5)  Constitutional  Law  and 
History,  (6)  Hedloai  Jurispmdenoe-— during  oourses  of  not  less  than  forty 
leetnres  each. 

IIL  No  one  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  to  examination  as  a  candidate  for  the* 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  until  he  has  completed  the  course  of  study  aboye 
prtseribed ;  and  no  one  shall  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  in  any  nniyersity  unless 
two  at  least  of  the  three  academical  years  of  his  course  of  study  in  Law  shall 
hate  been  in  such  uniyendty. 

ly.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  shall  be  examined,  both  in 
WBtfaig  and  vivd  voce,  on  each  of  the  six  departments  of  Law  aboye  spedfled. 

y.  Each  candidate  must  satisfy  the  examiners  that  he  possesses  a  competeni 
knowledge  of  Law  in  each  of  the  said  departments ;  and  the  examiners  shall 
brther,  in  judging  of  the  qualifications  of  candidates,  haye  special  regard  to- 
their  aoquirements  in  the  two  departments  of  Public  Law  and  Constitutional 
I*w  and  History. 

TI.  Except,  as  hereinafter  proyided,  with  regard  to  the  TTniyersity  of

XI.  Besides  the  degrees  in  Law  above  specified,  there  shall  be  in  the

XlT.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh,  unless  he  be  a  graduate  in 
Arts,  qualified  as  prescribed  in  Section  I.,  or  unless  he  shall  have  studied  in  one

Logic, 
Moral  Philosophy,  and  Mathematics.  The  examinations  shall  be  oonduoted  by

Xm.  The  course  of  study  in  Law  necessary  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Law  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh  shall  extend  over  at  least  two  aoademioal 
^ears,  and  shall  include  attendance  on  a  distinct  course,  as  specified  in  Section  IL, 
in  each  of  the  first  three  of  the  departments  therein  mentioned,  and  in  any  one 
of  the  other  three  departments,  and  no  one  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  as 
«  candidate  for  the  said  degree  unless  two  academical  years  of  his  oourse  of 
^tudy  in  Law  shall  have  been  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

XIV.  The  examination  for  the  said  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  in  the  Universiiy

Gentlemen  proposing  to  enter  for  either  of  these  degrees  are  requested 
to  apply  for  information  to,  and  to  lodge  their  names  on  or  before  the 
23ni  Jane,  with  the  Olerk  to  the  Uniyersitj.    Candidates  for  the  degree 
of  LL.B.  must  produce  eyidenoe  of  their  being  graduates  in  Arts.    The 
examinations  commence  in  June.    The  subjects  for  examination  will  be, 
mitil  farther  notice,  as  follows :  In  the  Civil  Law  the  examination  will 
be  on  the  History  of  the  Law  of  Bome ;  on  its  Principles  as  explained 
m  the  Institutes  of  Gains  and  Justinian ;  and  on  the  6th  and  4f5th 
Eooks  of  the  Digest.    In  the  Law  of  Scotland  the  subject  of  examina- 
tion will  be  the  Municipal  Civil  Law,  and  the  works  of  Mr.  Erskine  and 
Mr.  G.  J.  Bell  are  recommended  to  candidates.    In  Conveyancing  the 
subject  of  examination  will  be  the  Constitution  of  Heritable  Bights 
and  their  Transmission  inter  vivos  and  mortis  catbsa.    In  Pitblic  Law 
the  subjects  wiU  be  the  following:  1st,  Naturcd  Law  in  relation  to 
Ethics  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  Positive  Law  on  the  other.    Text  hooJcs : 
Lorimer's"  Institutes  of  Law,"  and  Ahrens'  "Cours  de  Droit  Naturel." 
2nd,  Public  Irdemalional  Law,  doctrinallj  and  historically  treated : 
Text  books :  Wheaton's  "  History,"  Kent's  "  International  Law "  by 
Abdy,  Bluntschli's  "  Modeme  Volkerrecht,"  of  which  there  is  a  French 
translation  entitled  "  Droit  International  Codifi^."    3rd,  Private  Inter- 
national  Law,  as  explained  in  the  eighth  vol.  of  Savigny's  "  System  des 
heatigen  romischen  Bechts  "  (of  which  there  is  both  an  English  and  a 
French  translation).    In  ConstihUianal  Law  and  History  the  subjects 
of  examination  will  be  as  follows :  1.  The  Constitutional  History  of 
England  from  the  accession  of  Henry  YII.  to  the  accession  of  Victoria. 
2.  The  Constitution,  Powers,  and  Privileges  of  Parliament,  including 
the  Law  relating  to  Election  of  Members  of  Parliament.    In  Medical 
Jurisprudence  the  subjects  will  be :  1.  Death  by  Asphyxia.    2.  Poisoning 
by  Phosphorus,  by  Prussic  Acid,  and  by  Aconite.    3.  Infanticide.    4. 
Criminal  Besponsibility.    Note :  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Law  are  required  to  pass  the  preliminary  subjects  at  the  ordinary 
examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  in  April  and  October,  except  French 
and  German,  in  which  a  special  day  wiU  be  fixed  for  examination.    See 
subjects  prescribed  under  Pass  examination  for  Degree  ofM^. 

Degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  (LL,D.), — The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  is 
inferred   honoris   causa   tanttvm.      It  was  first    granted   in    1695.

Qraduation  in  Science, 

Two  degrees  in  Science  are  conferred  by  the  XJniyersity  of  Edinbiorgh^ 
riz.,  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.Sc.)  and  Doctor  of  Science  (I).Sc.).  Both 
these  degrees  are  conferred  in  Physical  and  Natural  Science,  in  Pnblie 
Health,  and  in  Engineering.  In  Mental  Science  and  in  Philology 
(Sections  D  and  E)  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  only  is  conferred^

Pitt  Club  scholarship  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of 
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£1500,  tenable  for  not  more  than  four  years.  It  is  nnder  the  manage- 
sient  of  the  Senatns  Aoademicns.  Bj  Ordinance  No.  17  of  the  Scottish 
UmyergitieB  Commissioners  it  is  open  for  competition  to  all  who  hare 
passed  regularly  through  the  Coarse  in  Arts  in  the  UniTersity,  and 
have  been  admitted  to  the  degree  of  M.A.  in  Edinburgh,  at  any  time 
within  four  years  before  the  competition  takes  place.

Amongst  other  conditions  the 
aecond  year's  tenure  of  this  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  condition  that 
the  holder  shall  have  taken  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Science  in  the 
first  year  of  his  tenure  of  it.  It  cannot  be  held  with  any  other  scholar- 
Bhip, fellowship,  or  bursary,  or  with  any  situation  yielding  an  annual 
income  of  £100. 

YII.-X. — John  Edward  Bamter  Seholarehipa. — ^These  soholaTships 
were  fotmded  in  1876,  and  are  three  in  number,  each  consisting  of  the 
annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £2500.  They  are  in  the  departments  of 
Mathematics,  Classical  Literature,  and  Mental  Philosophy. 

X. — Drvmmond  Mathematical  SchoUMrehijp. — ^This  scholarship  was 
founded  in  1865  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Drummond,  in  memory  of  her 
brother.  Captain  Drummond,  B.E.,  Under  Secretary  for  Irdand.  It 
consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  simi  of  £2650,  and  is  tenable  for 
three  years.  By  the  deed  of  foundation  (given  at  p.  198  of  "  Calendar** 
for  1865-6),  it  is  open  to  graduates  in  Arts  of  not  more  than  three  yean* 
standing,  who  shall  have  graduated  with  Honours  in  the  department 
of  Mathematics.  It  is  not  to  be  held  with  any  other  buraaiy  or 
scholarship,  and  the  holder  is  recommended  to  travel  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting,  in  this  and  other  countries,  remarkable  engineering  and 
architecturaJ  structures,  to  extend  his  knowledge  of  the  pnctioal 
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mpp&uAxai  of  Mathematiol  principles ;  and,  if  reqnized  by  the  Senatna 
AcademicnB,  to  deHTer  reports  on  the  piinoipal  stmottireB  examined  by 
him,  and  the  Mathematioal  principles  exemplified  thereby;  which 
ispotts  the  Senatns  may  cause  to  be  publicly  read  in  the  UniTeraity  or 
elsewhere  in  Edinburgh. 

XL— Aniee  of  QrangehiU  €md  FaUcland'e  CloBnedl  Schola/rship, — 
This  ■oholarship  was  founded  in  1865  by  Mrs.  Tyndall  Brace  of  Falk- 
land,  and  is  of  the  annual  vahie  of  £100,  tenable  forthree  years,  daring 
two  of  which  the  studies  of  the  scholar  must  be  prosecuted  in  the- 
Uaiveraiiy  of  Sdinburgh,  but  in  the  third  year  they  may  be  prosecuted 
in  an  Bnglish  or  foreign  uniTersity.

It  is  tenable  for 
the  same  period,  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  the  preceding*- 
The  subjects  of  examination  are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Moral 
Fldlosophy. 

Xm.— Bnic6  of  QrangehiU  and  FalhUmd's  MaihemaHeal  Scholarahip^ 
— lUs  scholarBhip  was  founded  in  1865  by  Mrs.  TjmdallBruce  of  Falk- 
land, and  is  of  the  value  of  £100.  It  is  tenable  for  the  same  period,  and 
under  the  same  conditions  as  the  preceding.  The  subjects  of  examina-^ 
Oaa  are  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy.

All 
ttindidates  must  pass  the  examination  for  the  degi«e  of  Master  of  Arts. 
In  making  appointments  the  Senatus  are  directed  to  prefer  in  tho- 
fint  place  candidates  of  the  name  of  Gray ;  secondly,  such  as  are  bom 
in  the  parishes  of  Midcalder  or  Kirknewton.  Failing  well  qualified 
«sndidates  who  fulfil  these  conditions,  the  scholarships  are  awarded  to* 
tlie  most  distingniflhed  candidates  for  the  degree  in  Arts,  alternating: 
amongBt  the  Honours  departments.  The  holders  must  proceed  to- 
itody  in  one  of  the  Faculties  of  Theology,  Law,  or  Medicine. 

XVX— Gfiidkrisi  Beholar$hip9.''^ThdBe  scholarships  were  founded  in. 
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1865  by  the  Trofitees  of  the  late  Dr.  Qilchriat;  they  are  three  in 
uninber,  each  of  the  annual  value  of  £100,  and  are  open  to  nativee  of 
India  who  have  passed  competitiye  examinations  at  the  Presidential 
'OoUeges  of  India.  They  are  attached  to  the  Medical,  Law,  and  Literary 
Olasses  in  the  UniTersity. 

Xyil.-XIX.  —  Miss  Boaster  of  Balgavies'  Beholarshipa.  —  These 
•scholarships  were  instituted  in  1868  and  1878  by  Miss  Mary  Baxter  of 
Balgavie.  They  are  three  in  number,  two  of  the  annual  value  of  £40, 
the  third  of  £20.  They  are  in  the  gift  of  the  Directors  of  the  High 
School  of  Dundee.  They  are  open  for  competition  to  all  pupils  who 
» shall  have  finished  their  course  within  one  year  at  the  High  School  of 
Dundee.  The  examination  is  held  at  Dundee  by  examiners  appointed 
by  the  Directors,  and  the  s^bjects  are  Geometry,  Algebra,  Trigono- 
metry, and  Mechanical  Drawing.  They  are  tenable  for  one  year 
.certain,  and  for  a  second  if  a  favourable  certificate  is  sent  to  the 
Directors  by  the  Senatus  Academicus.  The  classes  to  be  attended  the 
first  year  are  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Engineering ;  the 
.second  year  Chemistry,  Engineering,  and  the  second  course  of  Natural 
Philosophy.  In  the  event  of  a  degree  in  Engineering  being  esta- 
blished, the  holder  of  any  of  these  scholarships  taking  that  degree  at 
the  end  of  his  two  years*  course  is  entitled  to  a  gratuity  of  £10  lOa 
These  scholarships  are  not  to  be  held  with  any  other  scholarship,  fel- 
lowship, or  appointment  yielding  £50  per  annum. 

XX.-XYT. — Fettea  ExhibiHona. — ^These  exhibitions  are  each  of  the 
annual  value  of  £60.  They  are  tenable  for  four  years,  open  annually 
for  competition,  one  among  the  foundationers  alone ;  and  the  other 
.among  the  foundationers  and  such  of  the  other  pupUsas  have  attended 
the  Fettes  College  regularly  for  not  less  than  four  years.  The  first 
•appointments  were  made  in  1875. 

XXll.-XXTn. — Bhind  Scholarships. — ^These  scholarships  were  in 
■accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late  A.  H.  Bhind,  Esq.,  of  Sibster, 
founded  by  his  trustees  on  the  reversion  of  his  estate.  They  are  two  in 
number,  each  consisting  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £2400^ 
'tenable  for  two  years,  with  the  possibility  of  a  prolongation  of  the 
tenure  at  the  end  of  that  period.  The  first  is  in  the  department  of 
Classical  Literature,  the  second  in  that  of  Philosophy.  Candidates  who 
are  undergraduates  must  have  completed  at  least  three  sessions  in  the 
regular  curriculum  in  Arts,  and  have  obtained  at  least  two  depart* 
mental  certificates;  and  candidates  who  are  graduates  must  have 
received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  this  IJniversiiy  within  two 
years  of  the  date  of  the  competition.  The  successful  candidates  may 
he  required  to  undertake  duties  connected  with  the  f^^^yrihmg  of  the 
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Umyeraity,  or  otherwise  aaaist  in  some  department  of  its  operations  in 
tenuB  of  the  tmst  deed. 

XXIY.  SeholarahipB  in  JtfiMio.— By  the  will  of  Signor  Theophile* 
Bodter,  who  died  in  1871,  his  tmstees  are  enjoined  (on  the  death  of  an 
azmnitant),  to  pay  over  the  residue  of  his  estate,  amounting  to  about 
£3000,  to  the  Senatos  aad  Oorators  of  the  Uniyersity  for  the  purpose 
of  founding  one  or  more  scholarships  of  Music  to  be  held  by  any  young- 
mea  bom  in  Scotland  who  may  shew  a  natural  talent  for  music  and 
wish  to  malce  it  their  profession,  for  the  purpose  of  improyxng  their 
education,  and  enabling  them  to  prosecute  the  study  of  the  science  and 
art  of  music  in  Italy,  Geormany,  and  France.  When  the  funds  become 
available,  regulations  for  the  sdiolarships  will  be  framed  by  the  Curators 
and  Senatns. 

JULY. — The  Chaaie$  MwLaren  Bcholarahipj'-'Tina  scholarship  was- 
foonded  in  1871  by  the  tmstees  of  Mrs.  Madaren,  in  memory  of  Charles 
Madaren,  Edq.,  the  eminent  geologist.  It  consists  of  the  proceeds  of 
a  capital  sum  of  £2600.  It  is  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Fhiloeophy,  and  is  open  to  all  graduates  in 
Arts  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competi- 
tkm  (and  under  thirty  years  of  age)  who  shall  have  taken  honours  in 
Mathematics.  It  is  tenable  for  three  years.  The  successful  competi* 
tors  are  to  spend  a  few  months  in  travelling  and  in  examining  remark* 
able  Engineering  and  Architectural  Structures,  and  to  report  to  the- 
Senatus,  which  report  the  Senatus  may  cause  to  be  publicly  read  in 
the  UniTersity. 

XXYL^JTeiZ  AmoU  BeholoTahip  for  EsoperimmdaL  P^ymea.— This 
scholarship  was  founded  in  1874,  and  is  awarded  annually  to  the  most 
distinguiahed  student  in  the  Physical  Laboratory  of  the  XJniyersity. 
It  consists  of  the'annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  about  £1000.  The  reci* 
pient  must,  during  the  ensuing  summer  and  winter  sessions  assist  the 
Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  in  the  Laboratory.  Failing  a  student 
deemed  by  the  professor  worthy  of  the  scholarship,  it  may  be  given  to- 
the  candidate  for  a  degree  in  Arts  who  has  undergone  the  examination 
in  Natural  Philosophy  with  most  distinction. 

XXV11.-X2XS.  Fergvi$(m  Seholcurehipa. -^  Founded  I860..*- The 
scholarddps,  of  £80  each  per  annum,  are  tenable  for  two  years,  subject- 
to  fulfilment  of  the  following  Bule  of  the  Trustees : 

Persons  gafaixig  the  sdholanhips  will,  during  the  tenure  thereof,  be  ezpeoted 
to  pcoeeottte  stadiee  in  forthenuioe  of  the  higher  leeraing ;  and  those  who  have^ 
aot  gmdnated  shall  be  required  to  do  so  before  the  last  pajment  is  made.  Any 
cue  of  eondnot  unbeooming  a  sdholar  and  a  gentiemaa  shall  inooB  f orf  eitnie  of 
the  aehdaiship,  of  which  the  Trustees  shall  be  sole  indges. 
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Geztifioates  will  be  granted  to  mieh  of  the  unsiiceeasfiil  oompetiiois 
-as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners,  shall  hare  taken  a  distangnidied 
position  in  the  examinations. 

XXX.-XXXy.  —  Fontf  Dunlop   8eholar9hip8.-^&iT    Vanf    Dwdap 
•aeholarahipe,  each  of  the  annual  yalne  of  about  £100,  and  tenable  for 
three  years,  are  now  founded  in  the  Faonlty  of  Arts.    By  the  deed  oi 
foundation  these  are  appropriated  to  the  fire  following  anbjeots :  L 
English  Literature  and  Poetry^    2.  Olassioal  Leaniing<^Latia  and 
t^reek ;  3.  Engineering  and  the  Mechanical  and  Useful  Aits;  4  Oom^ 
merdal  and  Political  Economy  and  Mercantile  Law;  5.  Logic  and 
Metaphysics ;  6.  Natural  Philosophy.    In  terms  of  the  trust  dispoaitioii, 
they  are  giren  only  for  "distinguished  proficiency"  in  the  vaiioos 
isub  jects  of  competition,  as  determined  by  the  examiners  and  the  Senates 
Academicus.    Not  more  than  one  of  the  Vans  Dunlop  schdarships  can

Com- 
wtercial  and  PoliHcal  Econowy  and  MereanUle  Law :  (a)  Candidates  are 
i&Vjeet  to  an  examination  testing  their  knowledge  (1)  of  Oommercial 
and  Political  Economy,  and  (2)  of  Mercantile  Law-^wo  papers  on  the 
loimer  and  one  on  the  latter.  (5)  The  competition  ib  open  to  all  who 
hare  been  matriculated  stndents  for  not  less  than  two  years,  who  have 
not  discontinued  attendance  at  the  XJniyersity  for  more  than  one  year, 
who  hsTe  regularly  attended  the  class  of  Commercial  an.d  Political 
Soonomy  and  Mercantile  Law,  and  who  at  the  time  of  the  competition 
are  matriculated  students,  (e)  The  Professor  of  Political  Economy  and 
an  examiner  nominated  by  the  Senatus  are  the  examiners.  Y.  Logie 
and  Meiaphy8ie9 :  The  examination  will  test  knowledge  of  (a)  Psycho- 
logy, {b)  Logic,  (c)  Metaphysics  and  the  History  of  Philosophy.

Natural  Philosophy :  The  examination  will  test  the 
biowledge  of  the  candidates  in  Experimental  Physics  and  Applied 
Kathematics.  The  competition  is  restricted  to  matriculated  students 
who  haTc  passed  at  least  two  and  not  more  than  six  sessions  at  the 
TTniTerBity,  and  who  have  attended  the  classes  of  Natural  Philosophy. 
The  Profeasors  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Mathematics  are  the 
^aminers.  No  one  is  considered  a  '' matriouJated  student"  in  the 
oompetitioiie  lor  Yans  Dmtlop  scholarships  unless  he  has  regidarly 
attended  in  at  least  one  class  in  the  UniTcrsity  of  Edinburgh  during 
each  winter  session  in  which  he  chums  to  haye  been  a  matriculated 
atndent.  Each  scholarship,  is  tenable  on  condition  that  the  scholar 
submits  annually  to  the  TJniyersity  evidence  that  he  is  prosecuting  his 
stodias^  or  Ida  professional  work,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
teatus.    ThQ.«ididGncfi  majjr  cosuuat  .o£^l).  Oedafiottbes  of  aitfndanoe 
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on  lectures  or  laboratories  in  this  or  some  other  nniyersity;  or  (2) 
Certificate  of  haying  acted  as  assistant  to  a  professor  in  this  or  some 
other  xmiyerBity ;  or  (8)  a  written  report  of  work  done  by  the  schobr 
during  the  year,  together  with  a  thesis  composed  by  himsftlf  on  a  sobject 
connected  with  that  work. 

XXXYI.— 2%e  Bkirvvng  Scholarahip  far  Moral  P^OoAopAy.— This 
scholarship  is  to  be  founded  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late 
Dayid  Skirying,  of  No.  13,  Westbonme-park,  London.  It  will  be  of  the- 
annnal  yalne  of  about  £50,  and  tenable  for  three  years. 

XXXYII.— 2%6  Lang  Scholarahipe.-^Tina  is  a  bequest  by  the  late 
John  Lang,  Esq.,  of  Warren  Park,  Ayrshire,  with  the  object  of  founding 
four  scholarships,  to  be  called  the  "  Lang  Scholarships,"  one  in  Natural 
Philosophy,  one  in  Mathematics,  one  in  Ghemistry,  and  one  in  Botany. 
The  capital  sum  will  be  payable  on  the  death  of  the  suryiyor  of  two- 
liferenters. 

Pacttltt  of  Divinitt.* — L — PiM  Club  Divinity  Sciholarahip.'-^TluB 
scholarship  was  instituted  ifi  1862  by  the  Pitt  Olub,  and  consists  of 
the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  about  £2900,  tenable  for  three  years. 
By  Ordinance  No.  77  of  the  Uniyersities  Commissioners,  this  soholar- 
ship  is  open  to  competition  to  all  Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of  the 
Uniyersities  of  Scotland  who  haye  giyen  regular  attendance  in  the 
Faculty  of  Diyinity  in  the  IJniyersity  of  Edinburgh  for  three  complete 
sessions,  and  who  are  in  the  course  of  studying  with  the  yiew  of 
becoming  clergymen  of  the  Ohurch  of  Scotland.  No  person  is  admis- 
sible who  has  been  entered  as  a  student  of  Diyinity  more  than  six  years 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  competition.  Candidates  are  to  be  examined 
on  (1)  The  Eyidences  of  Beyealed  Religion;  (2)  Systematic  Theology; 
(3)  Hebrew;  (4)  Church  History;  (5)  Biblical  Criticism.  It  cannot  be 
held  with  any  other  scholarship,  fellowship,  or  bursaxy  of  any  Scottish 
IJniyersity,  or  along  with  any  parochial  or  pastoral  charge,  whether  as 
minister  or  assistant. 

XL — MaoBtan  Ditnm^  Beholarship, — ^This  scholarship  was  founded 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  John  Maxton,  Esq.,  in  1867,  and  is  of  the 
annual  yalue  of  about  £40,  tenable  for  three  years.  It  is  open  only  to 
students  who  are  members  of  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  and

in. — The  Qlov&r  IHomiUf  Sc&oIorffttp.-rThis  eohohmhip  wae 
founded  in  1875  hy  sabBcriben  to  a  fond  for  celebrating  the  memoiy 
of  the  Bev.  W.  Glorer,  DJ)^  and  the  Uniyendty  Endowment  Aaaocia- 
tion.  It  oonBiate  of  the  annual  proceedB  of  a  sum  of  abont  £800, 
teoaUe  for  three  years,  and  open  to  aU  Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of 
the  uniyersities  of  Scotland  who  have  finished  their  study  of  Theology, 
before  entering  the  Church  of  Scotland,  within  six  years,  and  who  have 
sttoided  tbe  last  session  of  their  course  at  least  in  the  trmyersity  of 
Edinbui^li.  It  cannot  be  held  with  any  other  Divinity  scholarship  or 
hanaiy  in  any  Scottish  nniyersity,  and  it  is  not  offered  for  competition 
in  any  year  in  which  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Pitt  Divinity  scholarship, 
or  the  Mazton  Divinity  scholarship. 

17. — The  AUken  Theohgieai  iSe^Zara^ip.— This  scholarship,  founded 
in  1875  by  bequest  of  the  Bev.  David  Aitken,  D.D.,  formerly  minister 
of  Miato,  consists  of  the  proceeds  of  £2500.  Its  purpose  is  to 
make  provision  for  the  study  of  Ohurch  History  and  Biblical  Ori- 
ticism  at  one  or  more  University  seats  in  Germany,  or  elsewhere  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe,  in  the  case  of  meritorious  students  at 
Edinburgh  university.  It  is  to  be  awarded,  after  competitive  ezamina- 
tion.  to  a  student  in  Divinity  of  the  University  of  Edingurgh,  who  is  a 
graduate  in  Arts  of  that  University  of  not  more  than  four  years^ 
standing.  It  is  tenable  for  two  years ;  but  the  Senatus  may  extend 
the  term  for  another  year  if  it  appear  to  them  desirable.  The  time  of 
the  competition  to  be  fixed  and  publicly  intimated  by  the  Senatus  at 
least  three  months  before ;  and  the  Senatus  are  also  at  liberty  to 
prascribe  whether  one  or  more  semesters  in  the  foreign  university  shall 
be  attended  in  each  year.  It  is  not  offered  for  competition  in  the 
nme  year  as  the  Pitt  Divinity  scholarship  or  the  Glover  Divinity 
icholarBhip. 

Yj^The  Bamd  Kidd  SchoUMrskip.'^Thjui  scholarship,  which  consists 
of  the  annual  proceeds  of  about  £1000,  is  to  be  awarded,  after  compe- 
titive examination  in  Theology,  to  students  of  any  of  the  universities 
of  Scotland,  natives  of  Scotland,  who  have  finished  their  course  of 
study  with  the  view  of  becoming  Ministers  of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

TL — Qunning  8oholar$hips. — ^These  scholarships,  founded  by  Dr. 
Gunning,  of  Bio  de  Janeiro,  are  three  in  number,  of  the  aunual  value 
of  £50,  £90,  and  £20  respectively,  open  to  students  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  and  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  tenable  for  three  years.  The 
examination  is  on  Natural  History,  Botany,  and  (Geology,  and  some 
department  of  Natural  Theology  or  Christian  Apologetics.    They  are 

z 
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open  to  students  beginning  their  Theological  course  after  a  course  of 
not  less  than  three  years  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  a  Scottish  Uni- 
▼ersity.    First  appointments  were  made  in  May  1880. 

Faculty  of  Law. — Vans  Dtmlop  Scholaarahip  in  Oriental  Lan- 
guages  and  Comparative  Phihloffy, — ^Annual  valne  £100,  tenable  for 
three  years. 

Factjlty  07  MBDicnrs. — L-^Ettles  Medical  Seholarship.—TlnB 
scholarship  was  fomided  in  1868  by  Miss  Maiy  Ettles  of  Inyemess, 
and  consists  of  the  free  annual  proceeds  of  the  sum  of  £1000  mortified 
for  the  purpose.  It  is  to  be  awarded  annually  to  the  graduate  in 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  whom  the  Medical  Faculty 
may  consider  the  most  distinguished  of  that  year. 

II. — Sihhald  Medical  Scholarehip. — ^This  scholarship  is  of  the  annual 
yalue  of  £40.  First,  the  scholarship  shall  be  bestowed  on,  and  held  by, 
a  student  of  the  Medical  Faculty  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  who 
does  not  hold  any  other  echolarshi^  or  Imreary,  and  shall  be  tenable  for 
three  years,  during  which  period  the  scholar  shall  complete  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  medical  study  required  from  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Medicine.  Second,  the  scholarship  shall  be  bestowed 
upon  the  student  obtaining  the  highest  place  by  competitiye  examina- 
tion, and  shall  be  open  to  all  candidates  who  haye  not  previously  been 
students  of  Medicine  in  any  other  school  or  university,  and  who  have 
attended  Medical  Glasses  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  for  not  le$$ 
than  one  winter  and  one  summer  session,  and  for  not  more  than  one 
winter  and  two  summer  sessions.  The  c6mpetitive  examination  shall 
be  in  Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Natural  BEistory,  and  shall  be  conducted 
annually  about  the  commencement  of  each  winter  session,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Senatus  Academicus  shall,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Trustees,  prescribe.  Third,  Every  candidate  shall,  along  with  his 
application  to  the  Trustees,  lodge  a  certificate  by  a  professor  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  or  by  a  householder  in  Edinburgh,  to  the 
effect  that  he  is  a  person  of  respectability  and  good  conduct.  FourO^,  In 
the  event  of  the  scholar  being  expelled  or  rusticated  from  the  Uni- 
versity, he  shall  ijpso  facto  forfeit  his  scholarship  during  the  remainder 
of  its  currency.  Ftfth,  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Trustees  at  ai^ 
time,  on  a  report  from  the  Principal  of  the  University  for  the  tune 
being  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  holder,  to  declaxe  the  scholar- 
ship forfeited*  or  to  suspend  the  same  for  such  period  as  they  may 
think  proper.  Sixth,  The  scholarship  shall  be  payable  in  two  equal 
portions,  one  half  on  Ist  May,  and  the  other  half  on  1st  August- 
beginning  the  payment  of  the  first  half  of  each  year's  scholarship  on 
1st  May,  at  the  close  of  the  first  winter  session,  and  the  payment  of

m. — Thomson  fifc%oZar»^{p.-— The  Thomson  scholarship,  value  £40, 
is  tenable  for  four  years.  A  preference  is  giren  to  candidates  of  the 
names  of  Thomson  or  Traquair,  or  natires  of  the  town  or  coxmty  of 
Bmnfiries,  or  of  the  Oity  of  Edinburgh.  For  subjects  of  examination 
and  other  particulars,  application  may  be  made  to  Messrs  Traquair, 
Dickson,  and  Maclareu,  W.  S.,  11,  Hill  Street,  Edinburgh. 

lY. — Coldstream  Memorial  Medical  Missionary  Scholarship. — ^The 
Coldstream  Memorial  Medical  Missionary  scholarship  was  founded  in 
memory  of  the  deceased  John  Coldstream,  M.D.,  F.B.OJPJE1.  Yalue 
£25,  tenable  for  four  years.  The  holder  must  be  a  first  year's  medical 
stndent,  who  intends  to  devote  himself  to  the  life  of  a  medical  mis- 
sionaiy  at  home  or  abroad.  He  must  be  approved  of  by  the  awarders, 
and  pass  the  Preliminary  examination  before  beginning  his  studies.  It 
was  to  fall  vacant  in  1883.  A  preference  is  given  to  students  connected 
with  the  Edinburgh  Medical  Missionary  Society.

T.— Hope  Priw  Bcholarship. — ^Yalue  about  £30  (award  in  March, 
1883),  to  the  most  distinguished  junior  student  in  the  Chemical  Labo- 
ntoiy  during  the  winter  session. 

YI.-XI. — The  Vans  Dmnlop  SeholaA'ships. — Six  scholarships,  each  of 
the  value  of  about  £100,  and  tenable  for  three  years.  Not  more  than  one 
of  these  scholarships  at  a  time  to  be  held  by  the  same  person.  One 
to  be  awarded  to  the  Medical  student  who  shall,  at  either  the  March 
or  the  preceding  October  Preliminary  examination,  have  obtained 
the  highest  total  number  of  marks  in  the  subjects  required  to  enable 
him  to  appear  for  a  Professional  examination.

Botany,  Zoology,  Chemistzy,  and  Anatomy,  to  the  student  who, 
having  attended,  for  the  first  time,  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  on 
«sch  of  the  above  subjects  during  the  preceding  winter  session,  and 
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also  dnnng  eitlier  the  preoedrng  or  ooirent  sammer  weoDxmj  shaD 
obtun  the  bigbest  munber  of  maxka  ooUectiTely  in  the  TTniYBniix 
Glass  ffigamiwafcions  in  those  sobjeots ;  prorided  that  be  has  guned  noi 
less  than  60  per  oent.  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the  sab  jeets.  The  sue- 
oesBfnl  candidate  to  oontinue  bis  medical  stndies  in  the  XJniTenity 
during  his  tenure  of  the  scholarship  (an  award  in  July,  1884).  One  to 
be  awarded  for  sobjeots  of  Seocmd  year's  stndy,  Tiz^  Physiology  and 
Surgery,  to  the  student  who»  dining  the  winter  session,  shall  have 
attended,  for  the  firrt  time,  a  systematic  course  of  lectures  on  each  of 
these  subjects,  and  who  shall  haye  obtained  the  highest  collective 
number  of  marks  in  the  Glass  examinations;  provided  that  he  has 
gained  not  less  than  60  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the  two  sub- 
jeots.  The  successfnl  candidate  to  continue  his  medical  studies  in  the 
Uniyersity  during  at  least  two  years  of  his  tenure  of  the  scholarship, 
whilst  the  remaining  year  must  be  passed  in  study,  either  in  this  Uni- 
yersity, or  in  some  other  school  of  Medicine  to  be  approyed  by  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  (an  award  in  March,  1884).  Three  to  be  awarded

The  successful  candidate  to  oontinue,  for  at 
least  the  first  year  of  his  t&nure  of  these  scholarBhipe,  his  medical 
studies  in  this  Uniyersity,  and  during  the  remaining  period  to  prosecute 
research  in  some  branch  of  study  comprised  in  the  Medical  Gurricuhim, 
and  approved  of  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  One  of  these  scholar- 
ships to  be  awarded  annually  in  ApriL 

Xn. — Buchanan  Bcholarship. — ^This  consists  of  the  interest  of  £1000, 
and  is  awarded  yearly  on  the  day  of  medical  graduation  for  proficiency 
in  Midwif ery  and  GynsBcology.

Yahs  DmiLOP  SoHOLAsaHiPS  iir  Scibkos.^1.-— CfcesiMiry  cmd 
Chemioal  FkcurnMcy. — (1)  The  subjects  of  examination  shall  be— (a)- 
Inorganic  and  Organic  Ghemistry,  and  the  connection  between  the 
Ghemioal  and  Physical  character  of  Substances;  (6)  QuaHtatiye  and 
Simple  Quantitatiye  Analysis  of  Inorganic  Substances,  and  the  Prepa- 
ration and  Testing  of  the  Ghemical  Substances  in  the  British  Pharma- 
oopoaia.  (2)  The  examination  in  subjects  (a)  shall  be  similar,  and  held 
at  the  same  time,  as  that  for  the  Second  B.Sc.  examination.  The 
examination  in  subjects  (h)  shall   be  conducted   practically  in  the 
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LabonAoiy.  (3)  Tlie  oompetition  sludl  be  open  to  all  stadenta  of 
the  UniTeraity,  from  the  second  to  the  sixth  year  (inolnshre)  of  their 
attendaaoe. 

JL^Nahural  BiHory,  Uuluding  Otology  amd  Bo<ai»|f.— (1)  The  sub- 
jeets  Natural  Hastorj,  Geology,  and  Botany  are  co-equal  in  the 
exanunation,  and  the  ezamination  in  each  of  the  three  subjects  shall  be 
sumhur  to  that  for  the  Second  B.Sc.  examination,  and  shaU  consist  of 
two  parts — a  written  examination  extending  OTer  not  less  than  three 
hoim,  and  a  practical  ezamination  with  afpecimens.  (2)  The  examina- 
tion will  be  held  in  April,  at  the  same  time  as  the  Second  B.Sc. 
framination.  (3)  The  competition  shaU  be  open  to  all  students  of  the 
UniTersity,  from  the  second  to  the  sixth  year  (indnsive)  of  their 
attendance.  These  scholarships  shall  be  tenable  for  three  years,  on 
eondition  that  the  scholar  submits  annually— -(1)  A  certificate  of 
attendance  on  lectures  or  laboratories  approved  by  the  Senatus  ;  or  (2) 
a  certificate  of  having  acted  as  an  assistant  to  a  professor  in  this  or 
some  other  University ;  or  (3)  a  written  report  of  his  work  done  during 
tlie  year,  together  with  a  thesis  composed  by  himself  in  connection 
with  some  x»art  of  that  work.  The  examiners  shall  be  the  professors  in 
the  dijferent  subjects. 

Tacttlty  of  Asts. — L—Quthrie  Fellowship  in  Clasneai  lAieraJtwre. 
— This  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £2500,  tenable  for 
four  years,  and  is  for  proficiency  in  Olassioal  literature.  It  is  tenable 
by  graduates  in  Arts  of  the  UniTersity  who  may  have  taken  their 
degree  since  the  period  of  the  last  competition.  Students,  however, 
who  have  passed  their  examination  for  a  degree  since  the  last  competi- 
ticn,  but  deferred  graduating  for  the  sake  of  obtaining  Honours,  are 
alio  eligible.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  fellowship  or 
scholarship  in  any  Scottish  umTersity  in  the  same  department. 

n. — HaimiUon  Fellowship  in  HenJbal  Philosophy, — This  fellowship  was 
founded  in  1806  by  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  for  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Professor  Sir  William  Hamilton,  and  by  the  Association  for  the 
better  endowment  of  the  University.  It  consists  of  the  annual  pro- 
ceeds of  a  sum  of  £2600,  tenable  for  three  years,  and  is  open  to  all 
graduates  in  Arts  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  of  not  more  than 
three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition.  It  cannot  be  held 
along  with  any  other  scholarship  or  fellowship  in  a  Scottish  university. 
The  subjects  of  examination  are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  the  History  of  Philosophy. 

nL — Shaiw  Fellovoship  in  Menial  Philosophy. -^Tina  fellowship  was 
fmmdedin  1867.    It  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £4300, 
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tenable  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  is  in  the  patronage  of 
the  Senatns  Academicos  of  the  TTniTersity  of  EdinbiDurgh.  It  is  designed 
for  the  enoonragement  of  the  study  of  Logic,  Metaphysics,  inclading^ 
Psychology,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History  of  Philosophy,  and  is 
awarded  after  competitiTe  examination  on  these  subjects.  It  is  open 
to  graduates  in  Arts  of  any  of  the  four  Scottish  uniTendties,  of  not 
more  than  fiye  yean'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition,  and  ia 
tenable  for  five  yesrs.  It  is  not  to  be  held  along  with  any  other  f eUow- 
ship,  scholarship,  or  bursary  in  any  Scottish  uniyersity,  and  it  will  not 
be  open  to  the  competition  of  any  person  who  already  holds  a  feUowship 
in  any  English  or  Irish  uniyersity,  though  the  holder  of  the  Shaw 
fellowship  will  not  be  precluded  from  afterwards  obtaining  an  English 
or  Irish  fellowship.  The  first  series  of  the  Shaw  Lectures  was  deliyered 
in  1873  by  the  Bey.  Professor  Lindsay,  on  "  William  of  Occam,  and  lua 
position  in  Medueyal  Philosophy ; "  the  second  series,  "  On  the 
Philosophy  of  Kant,"  was  deliyered  by  Professor  Adamson  in. 
December,  1878. 

lY. — Fettes  mZotos^ipf.— These  fellowships,  to  be  instituted  by  the 
Fettes  Trustees,  are  two  in  number,  each  of  the  annual  yahie  of 
£100.  They  are  to  be  held  by  graduates  in  Arts  of  the  Uni- 
yersity, who  haye  been  educated  for  four  years  at  least  at  the  Fettes 
College. 

Y.^The  Falconer  Memorial  FsOowMhip.^TbiB  fellowship  was 
founded  in  1869  by  the  subscribers  to  the  Fund  for  a  memorial  to  Dr. 
Hugh  Falconer,  M.D.  (for  many  years  Superintendent  of  the  H.  E.  L 
Company's  Botanic  Gkodens  at  Suharunpoor  and  Calcutta),  and  the 
Association  for  the  better  Endowment  of  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh. 
It  is  of  the  annual  yalueof  about  £108;  and  is  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  study  of  Paleontology  and  Qeology.  It  is  tenable  for  two  years, 
but  if  the  SenatuB  see  fit,  it  may  be  held  for  three  years,  and  with  con- 
sent  of  the  Uniyersity  Court,  for  four  years,  and  is  awarded  after  com- 
petitiye  examination  in  Natural  History  as  applied  to  Palasontology  and 
Geology.  It  is  open  to  graduates  in  Science  or  Medicine  of  this  Uni* 
yersity  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  com* 
petition.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  fellowship,  scholarship^ 
or  bursary  in  any  Scottish  uniyersity. 

yi.-X — EUetive  Fellowahips  for  the  Eneouragemenl  qf  SMty  tmd 
Research  {the  gift  of  an  cmonymoua  donor), — ^Fiye  fellowships,  of  the 
yalue  of  £100  each,  for  one  year,  but  renewable  for  one  or  two  further 
years  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Senatus  Academicus.  There  will  be  no 
examinations  for  election  to  these  feUowships,  but  fellows  will  be 
elected  by  the  Senatus  Aoademiciu  after  consideration  of  the  qualifioa* 
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tioiiB  and  circiiinstaaioes  of  the  applicants.  These  f  eUowships  are  open 
to  any  graduate  of  a  Scottish  university,  not  being  more  than  thirty 
years  of  age  at  the  date  of  application,  and  provided  that  he  be  not  an 
usiBtant  to  any  professor,  or  an  examiner  in  any  department.  The 
feUowshipa  are  intended  for  persons  having  attained  some  proficiency 
in,  and  who  are  desirons  to  proseoatCy  nnprof  essional  study  and  research 
ia  one  of  the  following  subjects :  (1)  Mathematics  (pure  or  applied) 
or  Experimental  Physics;  (2)  Chemistry;  (3)  Biology;  (4)  Mental 
Philosophy;  (5)  History,  or  the  History  of  Literature.  Within  a  year 
alter  his  election,  each  fellow  will  be  expected  to  give  evidence  of  his 
pK^;res8,  by  the  prex>aration  of  a  Thesis,  the  completion  of  a  Research, 
the  delivery  of  a  Lecture,  or  in  some  other  way  approved  by  the 
Senatus  Academicus. 

Pacultt  of  DiviNiTT.*-2%d  Qwmiing  Fellotoshi^.^'Thia  fellow- 
ship, founded  by  Dr.  Gxmning  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  is  of  the  annual  value 
of  £100,  tenable  for  three  years,  open  to  students  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  or  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  who  have  completed  a  three  years' 
course  of  Theological  study.  It  is  to  be  awarded  after  a  Senior 
examination  in  Natural  History,  Botany  and  Gkology,  and  in  Theology 
hj  two  examiners  appointed  by  the  Faculty  of  Divinity,  one  of  whom 
may  be  belonging  to  the  Faculty.  Each  holder,  at  the  end  of  his  three 
years'  tenure,  to  produce  a  dissertation,  or  deliver  some  lectures  on 
some  subject  relative  to  the  connection  between  the  Scriptures  and  the 
Hataral  Sciences. 

Pacxtlty  ov  JjAW. -^Edmbwrgh  Univerdty  Endowment  Asaoeiation 
Lam  FeUawshi^, — ^This  fellowship,  of  the  value  of  £100,  tenable  for 
three  years,  is  open  to  Bachelors  of  Laws  (LL.B.)  and  Bachelors  of  Law 
(BJj.)  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  of  not  more  than  five  years' 
itanding  at  the  time  of  the  competition.    It  was  awarded  in  1879. 

Fagitltt  of  MBDioim. — ^I.  The  9yme  Swrgioal  FeUowahip.^-TlnB 
Idlowship,  which  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £2850, 
snd  is  tenable  for  two  years,  is  open  to  competition  among  Bachelors 
of  Medicine  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  who  shall  present 
the  best  thesis  on  a  Surgical  subject  giving  evidence  of  original  research, 
whether  such  thesis  be  given  in  for  graduation  or  otherwise. 

n.  The  Leehie-Mactier  FeUowship.^'Th.e  Ledde-Mactier  fellowship, 
conmsting  of  the  interest  of  £2000,  is  awarded  to  Bachelors  of  Medicine 
of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing.  It  is  tenable  for  three  years. 
The  examinations  comprise  written  reports  and  commentaries  on 
loedical,  surgical,  and  gynecological  cases  in  the  University  wards  in 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  written  examinations  in  Midwifery,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  and  FubHc  Health ;  also  oral  examinations  in  Medicine, 
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Surgery,  Midwifery,  Medical  Jtirispradenoe,  and  Pobfio  Health.  Brety 
holder  of  the  fellowship  must,  before  the  expiry  of  his  tennre,  tnnsmit 
to,  and  if  required  read  publicly  in  presence  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  a 
communication  embodying  the  result  of  original  obsenratiosi  or  historical 
research  in  some  department  of  Medicine. 

m.  2%e  Swiney  Lecbwretikip  im  Otology. ^^Th^  lecturesihip — 
candidates  for  which  must  haTe  taken  the  degree  of  Doctdr  of  Medicine 
at  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh — \b  in  the  patronage  of  the  Trustees  ol 
the  British  Museum,  and  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £144.  The  office  is 
tenable  for  five  years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  period  the  lecturer  is 
ineligible  for  the  next  election.  The  number  of  lectures  is  not  to  be 
less  than  twelye  in  each  year,  nor  more  than  three  in  the  same  wedc 
A  course  was  delivered  at  Edinburgh,  July,  1868.  Each  ooune 
must  be  deUvered  between  the  1st  of  Noyember  and  the  end  of 
July  following,  at  such  public  places  in  the  United  KingdcHn  as  tlte 
Trustees  shall  approve  of.  The  public  are  to  be  admitted  without  fee. 
The  lecturer  will  be  required  at  the  termination  of  each  course  to 
deposit  a  copy,  or  foil  extract  of  such  course  of  lectures,  with  the 
Principal  Librarian  of  the  British  Museum,  to  whom  application  may 
be  made  for  further  particulars. 

The  Jomf  Welsh  BTmsABiBS.— The  following  doeoment  xehites 
to  these :

Craigenpattook,  or,  for  distuMtioii,  Upper  Puiflw 
pattobk  (a  wing  of  it  having  been  sold  some  seventy  or  eii^rigr  jean  ago  whidh 
iM  now  called  Under  Oiaigeiq;mttook)  lies  at  the  head  of  the  pariah  of  Bimaeara^ 
in  Nithadale,  DnmfEiesBhin ;  extent  is  of  aboat  eight  hundred  aorei — improved 
moor  pastures,  do.  arable  ground,  do.  meadow  pasture,  with  rather  oopioos 
plantatums,  solid  enoagh  mansion  and  offioes  i  rental  at  present  (on  lease  of 
nineteen  years)  is  two  hnndred  and  fifty  poanda ;  annnal  worth,  with  improve- 
menta  now  in  progress,  is  probably  three  hundred  pounds.  Craigenpattook  was 
for  many  geneiationa  the  patrimony  of  a  family  named  Welah— the  eldest  aon 
usually  a  "  John  Welsh  "—in  aeries  going  baok,  think  some,  to  the  famous  Jobs 
Welsh,  aon-in-law  of  the  Beformer  Knox.

Therefore  I  do  mortify  and  dispone  to  and  in  faTour  of  the  said  Uni- 
fsnity  of  Edinburgh,  and  of  the  Prinoipal  and  whole  other  members  of  the 
Bsoatns  Aeademious  thereof,  and  of  their  suooessors  in  offloes  for  behoof  of  the 
mid  TlniTersitj,  for  the  foundation  and  endowment  of  ten  equal  bursaries,  to  be 
CiOed  the  "  John  Welsh  Bursaries,"  in  the  said  Uniyersity,  heritably  and  irre- 
deemably, all  and  whole  the  twenty-shilling  lands  of  Upper  Crsigenputtock,  with 
bouses,  biggings,  yeards,  orohyeards,  mosses^  moors,  meadows,  outfield,  infield, 
snnezes,  oonnezes,  parts,  pendioles,  and  pertinents  thereof  whatK>eTer,  lying 
within  the  parish  of  Bunsmore  or  Dunsoore  and  Sheriffdom  of  Dumfries,  a<^ 
eoidiBg  to  the  anoient  meiths  and  marohes  thereof;  as  said  lands  are  desoribed 
in  notarial  instrument  in  my  favour,  recorded  in  the  particular  register  of 
BuiiMs,  &0.,  kept  at  Dumfries  for  the  shire  thereof,  and  the  Stewartries  of 
Crkoodbright  and  Annandale,  the  fourteenth  day  of  June  eighteen  hundred  and 
iiztj-six ;  but  these  presents  are  granted  and  shall  be  aooepted  by  the  said  Uni- 
fenity  and  Senatus  Aeademious  thereof,  on  the  terms,  for  the  purposes  and 
mder  the  oonditions  hereinafter  written,  ris. :  Said  estate  Is  not  to  be  sold,  but 
to  be  kept  and  administered  as  land ;  net  annual  rerenue  of  it  to  be  divided 
bto  ten  equal  bursaries,  to  be  called,  as  aforesaid,  the  "John  Welsh"  Bur- 
mries«  The  Senatus  Aeademious  to  bestow  them  on  the  ten  applicants  entering 
tbe  TJniTetsity  who,  on  strict  and  thorough  examination  and  open  oompetitiTO 
trial  by  examiners  whom  the  Senatus  will  appoint  for  that  end,  are  judged  to 
■how  the  best  attainments  of  actual  proficiency  and  the  best  likelihoods  of  more, 
hi  the  department  or  faculty  called  of  Arts,  as  taught  there ;  examiners  to  be 
sotoal  professors  in  said  faoulty,  the  fittest  whom  the  Senatus  can  select,  with 
fit  assessors  or  coadjutors  and  witnesses  if  the  Senatns  see  good ;  and  always 
tiie  report  of  said  examiners  to  be  minuted  and  signed,  and  to  govern  the  ap- 
pomtments  made,  and  to  be  recorded  therewith.  More  specially,  I  appoint  that 
fire  of  the  John  Welsh  bursaries  shall  be  given  for  best  proficiency  in  mathe- 
Bistios  (I  would  rather  say,  "  in  Mathesis,*'  if  that  were  a  thing  to  be  judged  of 
frooi  competition),  but  practically,  above  all,  in  pure  geometry,  such  being 
perenniaUy  the  symptom,  not  only  of  steady  application,  but  of  a  dear  methodio 
inteUeot,  and  offering,  in  all  epochs,  good  promise  for  all  manner  of  arts  and 
portoits.  The  other  five  bursaries  1  appoint  to  depend  (for  the  present  and  in- 
defintteily  onwards)  on  profioiency  in  classical  learning — ^that  is  to  say.  In  know- 
ledge of  Latin,  Greek,  and  English,  all  of  these  or  any  two  of  them.  This  also 
giresgood  promise  of  a  mind;  but,  as  I  do  not  feel  oertain  that  it  gives 
peremdaOyy  or  will  perenniaUy  be  thought  in  universities  to  give  the  best  pro- 
mise, I  am  willing  that  tbe  Senatus  of  the  University,  in  case  of  a  diange  of 
iti  opinion  on  this  point  hereafter  in  the  course  of  generations,  shall  bestow 
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thme  Utter  Ave  bnnariM  on  what  it  doei  than  eonwdgr  the  meet  emePept  proA- 
oienoj  in  matters  elaeeioal,  or  the  beet  proof  of  a  olaem'ml  mind,  and  dizeoti  ite 
own  highest  effort  towards  teaching  and  dilfosing,  in  the  new  generations  thai 
will  oome.  In  brief — Ato  bnrsazies  for  profioienej  in  mathematios,  espeoially  in 
pore  geometrj;  and  Ato  for  profioienogr  in  olassios,  Latin  and  Greek  and 
Bnglish — ^this,  so  far  as  we  oan  praotioally  see  ahead  at  present,  yet  with  liberie 
to  modify  the  latter  fire,  should  new  and  better  light  arise,  and  the  Senatoa 
oome  to  be  oonyinoed  that  snoh  light  is  better,  expresses  my  intention  and 
desire  in  regard  to  oooapants  of  the  **  John  Welsh  "  Bursaries.  Boraaries  to  be 
open  to  free  oompetttion  of  all  who  oome  to  stndy  in  Edinburgh  Uniyeraiiy,  and 
who  hare  never  been  of  any  other  oniyersity ;  oompetition  to  be  held  on,  or 
direotly  before  or  after,  their  first  matrionlation  there.  Bnrsaries  to  be  always 
given,  on  solemnly  strict  and  faithful  trial,  to  the  worthiest ;  or  if  (what  in 
praotioe  oan  never  happen,  though  it  illustrates  my  intention),  the  oiaima  of  two 
were  absolutely  equal,  and  oould  not  be  settled  by  further  trial,  preferenoe  is  to 
fisll  in  favour  of  the  more  unreoommended  and  unfriended.  Under  penalties 
graver  than  I  or  any  highest  mortal  oan  pretend  to  impose,  but  wMoh  I  oan 
never  doubt — as  the  law  of  eternal  justioe,  inexorably  vaUd,  whether  noticed  or 
unnotioed,  pervades  all  comers  of  space  and  of  time — are  very  sure  to  be 
punotoally  exacted  if  incurred,  this  is  to  be  the  perpetual  rule  for  the  Sonatas 
in  deciding.  Bursars  are  to  continue  actual  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts, 
and  to  be  visibly  attending  one  or  more  classes  in  the  same,  so  long  as  their 
bursary  lasts,  are  not  permitted  to  hold  any  other  bursary  or  similar  endowment 
in  the  University,  are  permitted  to  compete  for  any  other  bursary,  sohdarahip, 
or  fellowship  falling  open  there,  but,  if  successful,  shall  renounce  the  bursazy 
they  held.  Bursaries  to  last  till  the  usual  term  of  admittance  to  trial  for 
graduation  as  Master  of  Arts  (that  is,  for  four  years  as  things  now  stand),  or 
till  decease  or  misbehaviour  of  the  holder,  if  sooner,  new  appointment  to  be 
made  at  opening  of  next  University  Session.  And  so  may  a  little  traoe  of  help, 
to  the  young  heroic  soul  struggling  for  what  is  highest,  spring  from  this  poor 
arrangement  and  bequest ;  may  it  run,  for  ever  if  it  oan,  as  a  thread  of  pure 
water  from  the  Scottish  rocks,  tinkling  into  its  little  basin  by  the  thirsty  wej* 
side,  for  those  whom  it  veritably  belongs  to.  Amen.  Such  is  my  bequest  to 
Edinburgh  Universiiy.  The  above  said  lands,  and  others  hereby  mortiAed  and 
disponed,  to  be  holden  amevel  deme;  and  I  resign  the  said  lands  and  others 
for  new  infef tment  or  investiture,  but  always  on  the  terms,  for  the  purposes,  sod 
under  the  conditions  herein  above  written ;  and  I  assign  the  writs ;  and  I  mmagA 
the  rents  to  become  due  for  the  said  lands  and  others  from  and  after  the  period 
of  my  death ;  and  I  reserve  my  liferent  of  the  said  lands  and  otiiexa,  and  fall 
power  to  alter,  innovate,  or  revoke  these  presents  in  whole  or  in  part ;  and  I 
dispense  with  the  delivery  hereof ;  and  I  consent  to  the  registration  hereof  for 
preservation.

Of  tiuse  XKm-pfTof essorial  examinerships  there  are  two  in  Divinity, 
two  in  JjBSWy  three  in  Arts,  one  in  Civil  Engineering,  and  thirteen  in 
Medicine  and  Smrgery: 

1.  AppHoants  should  lodge  nine  copies  of  their  applications  (one  of 
vhieh  should  be  signed),  and  nine  copies  of  any  testimonials  they  may 
desire  to  pvesent,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  University  Court,  not  later 
thsa  one  week  before  the  day  fixed  for  makiiig  appointments  in 
ttehcasa 

2.  AppUcaats  who  send  in  testimonials  must  not  send  more  than  four 
fot  any  one  apposntmeat 
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3.  The  days  for  makmg  appointmentB  to  the  Additional  Examinor- 
ehips  faUing  vacant  in  the  ordinary  oourse  are :  in  Arts,  on  the  second 
Monday  of  July  for  the  period  oommendng  on  the  1st  October  foU 
lowing;  in  Dirinity,  Law,  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  in  the  Civil 
Engineering  Department  of  Science,  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  19th 
January  in  each  year  for  the  period  commencing  on  the  let  Jaaaaxj 
preceding.

JEmeTUUxHons  in  the  foregtnng  Teoat. 

After  the  foregoing  account  of  Edinburgh  University  was  printed, 
the  following  emendations  of  the  text  were  receiyed  by  &your  of  the 
University  authorities;  and  the  reader  who  may  be  interested  is 
recommended  to  consult  them : 

Pages  245-51.— 02(M«e<  in  the  FaeuUy  of  ^tia.— The  programmeB  of 
study  given  under  this  heading  are  fair  specimens  of  the  work  done 
in  the  various  dasses ;  but  it  must  be  noted  that,  although  a  eunilar 
standard  is  kept  up,  the  books  used  and  work  prescribed  are,  in  some 
of  the  dasses,  entirely  changed  annually,  and  in  others  partially.  The 
following  changes  were  made  for  the  year  1888 :  In  Gkbbe:,  Second 
Cl<u8,  Plutarch  and  Ludan  are  omitted  from  the  range  of  altematife 
authors,  and  Plato  is  added.  In  Loaio  akb  Mbtaphtbios,  it  is 
explained,  in  respect  of  the  Jumor  CUus,  that  the  junior  or  ordinaxy 
course  is  pursued  on  five  days  in  each  week,  at  1  o'dodL  The  state- 
ment  of  the  subject  of  Physiological  Psychology,  epeoial,  is  awiendsd 
as  being  ''an  examination  of  the  faculties  of  intellect  implied  in  the 
origin,  growth,  elaboration,  and  ultimate  rational  constitatiQai  of 
human  knowledge.''  In  the  same  study,  and  conceming  the  same 
dass,  the  subject  of  Formal  Logic  is  restated  as  **  the  criteria  of 
consistency  in  discursive  or  inferential  thought.*'  As  to  the  Senior 
Glass,  for  Metaphysics  and   History   of  Philoaophj,  the   leotnras

mentioiied  vte  put  as ''  a  oonrse  on  MetapbyBics  and  the  History  of 
Philoflopliy/'  intended  for  advanced  students.  The  references  made 
to  the  chapter  in  the  Professor's  "Berkelej*'*  and  to  the  books 
proposed  for  Honours  at  graduation,  as  well  as  to  those  for  the  Vans 
Danlop  examinations,  are  stmck^out.  Further,  it  is  notified,  as  to  the 
days  fixed  for  the  course,  that  they  are  three  in  each  week.  In 
Natubal  PhUiOSOPHT,  respecting  the  Lovoer  DwUion,  the  subject  of 
^  Toluntary  Essay  for  the  year  is  announced  as  "  Contour  Lines 
and  their  application  in  various  branches  of  Physics."  To  the  infor- 
mation on  the  Ph/yneal  Lahoraiory  it  is  added  that  "  a  Practical  Glass, 
lor  the  instruction  of  beginners  in  the  elementary  processes  of 
measoring  Time,  Mass,  Length,  Angle,  Force,  &c.,  will  be  formed  in 
the  winter  and  also  in  the  summer  sessions."

UviTBBsrrY  OF  Glasgow. 

Thi  Uniyerait  j  is  governed  by  the  Chancellor  in  con jnnction  with  the 
General  Council,  comprising  the  members  of  the  XJniyersitj  Court,  the 
Professors,  and  graduates,  together  with  certain  nndergraduates  of  a 
prescribed  standing.  The  TJniyersitj  Court  consists  of  the  Bector,  the 
Principal,  the  Dean  of  Facolides,  and  several  assessors  appointed  either 
by  nomination  or  election;  and,  among  other  privileges,  has  the  power 
of  leriewing  the  decisions  of  the  Senatns  Academicns.  The  last- 
i^amed  body,  made  up  of  the  Principal  and  Professors,  regulates  the 
^csching  and  discipline!,  and  administers  the  University  property  and 
lerennes. 

The  stadent  is  required,  at  the  beginning  of  each  session,  to  matri- 
culate by  enrolling  his  name  in  the  University  Album,  before  joining 
any  class.  The  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Senate  is  open  for  this  purpose  on 
and  after  the  17th  October,  daily,  excepting  the  hoHdays  at  the  Sacra- 
Btent.  The  Matriculation  fee  is  £1  for  the  academical  year ;  for  the 
wmmer  session,  lOs.  Students  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
University  Library,  and,  under  certain  conditions,  to  the  Hunterian 
Huaemn ;  they  are  also  entitled  to  vote  for  the  Lord  Bector.  They  are 
Classified  as  students  in  Arts,  Theology,  Law,  and  Medicine,  and,  for 
academical  purposes,  are  divided  into  Togati  and  Non-togati— >the 
a^odents  of  the  Humanity,  Greek,  Logic,  Ethics,  and  Natural  Philo- 
sophy classes  being  Togati  or  gown  students,  from  being  required  to 
'^ear  the  ancient  academical  robe— a  scarlet  doak.    Under  the  Non- 
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togati»  or  tmgowxied  students,  ore  oomprelieiiddd  all  those  wlio,  baring 
finiBhecL  their  oonxse  in  Arts,  are  pzoseotiting  their  studies  in  the  other 
Eacolties,  with  a  view  to  their  intended  professions;  and  it  oompiises 
also  other  persons  who,  though  engaged  in  other  ayocatioiis,  are  dis- 
posed to  coltiTate  literary  pursuits,  or  to  extend  their  aeqpudntajioe 
with  some  favourite  branches  of  learning  or  science.  A  distinction  ib 
also  made  between  public  and  priyate  students.  The  former  are 
required  to  undergo  examinations,  and  to  read  or  peiform  exercises 
on  the  subjects  treated  of  in  the  lectures — and  they  only  are  aHowed 
to  reckon  their  sessions  of  study  as  a  qualification  for  proceeding  to 
degrees  in  the  several  Faculties.  Medical  students  have  access,  for  the 
usual  attendance  in  the  wards  and  on  the  Clinical  Lectures,  to  the 
Boyal  Infirmary  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  to  the  "Westeni 
Infirmary  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  University. 

Candidates  for  the  Army, 

An  examination  for  Army  candidates,  which  is  accepted  as  equivalent 
to  the  examination  at  the  English  and  Irish  Universities  for  the  same 
purpose,  consists  of  three  out  of  the  seven  examinations  required  tar 
the  ordinaiy  degree  of  MA.,  but  one  subject  must  be  taken  out 
of  each  of  the  three  separate  departments  of  Classical  Literature, 
Mental  Philosophy,  and  Mathematics.  Candidates  must  not  be  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  Fee,  £2  2s.  This  examination  is  intended 
only  for  students  who  have  actually  attended  classes  in  the  University. 

FaeiuUy  of  Arte, 

The  Faculty  of  Arts  embraces  the  classes  of  £[umanity,  Greel^ 
Logic  and  Rhetoric,  Moral  Philosophy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Mathe- 
matics, and  English  Language  and  Literature,  on  all  of  which 
attendance  is  required  for  a  degree  in  Arts,  and  also  the  classes  of 
Practical  Astronomy,  and  Civil  Engineering  and  Mechanics. 

HuMAKiTY.— The  class  consists  of  tlp:^  divisions— Junior^  Senior, 
Private. 

The  Junior  Class  meets  from  8  to  9,  and  from  11  to  12  a.m.  duzisg 
five  days  of  the  week.  Students  otherwise  engaged  may  attend  at 
one  hour  only  (either  at  8  ajn.  or  11  aan.)  with  the  sanction  of  the 
PrpfesBor,  and  will  obtain  certificates  of  attendance  qualifying  lor 
the  M.A.  degree.  The  subjects  of  study  are:  Extracts  from  the 
Elegiac  Poets;  a  book  of  Yirgil;  a  speech  of  Cicero,  or  a  book  of 
Livy ;  Latin  Prose  Composition ;  Grammar ;  Prosody;  Roman  Histoiy 
and  Antiquities.  On  entering  the  Junior  Class  students  are  ei^tected 
tp  have  a  good^knowledge  of  Latin  Grammar,  and  to  be  able  to  tcasa- 
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late  at  sigbt  aimple  pasaaffee  from  Latin  into  iBngliwh,  and  simple 
Bentenoes  from  Thigliah  into  Latin.  Early  in  the  month  of  November, 
a  written  examination  of  the  whole  daas  on  these  snbjeota  is  held, 
indnding  a  short  passage  for  translation  from  some  eaay  author. 
A  specimen  of  the  examination  papers  will  be  fonnd  in  the 
"Calendar." 

The  Senior  CUub  meets  from  9  to  10  a.m.,  and  from  1  to  2  pjn. 
during  five  days  of  the  week.  Students  otherwise  engaged,  or  pxe- 
senting  Yalid  ground  of  exemption,  are  not  required  to  attend  at 
1  pju.  In  the  aame  manner,  students  unable  to  attend  at  9  ajn.  may 
attend  the  olass  at  1  p.m.  only  (which  will  rank  aa  a  Public  Glass), 
ud  will  receiye  a  ticket  of  attendance  qualifying  for  the  degree  of 
MjL,  |>rovided  that  they  acquit  themaelyes  sufficiently  well  in  the 
examinataons,  and  perform  the  written  exercises  prescribed  in  the  class. 
Snoh  students  are  also  subject  to  oral  examination  throughout  the 
Besaion.  The  subjecta  of  atudy  in  the  claaa  at  9  a.m.  are :  The  worka 
of  Horaoe;  Cicero;  Livy;  Tacitna ;  Latin  Fxoaody;  Roman  Hiatory 
and  Antiquitiea. 

Studenta  desiring  to  attend  the  PriwUe  Class  at  1  p.m.  may 
attend  daily  ;  or  on  Mondays,  Wedneadays,  and  Fridaya  only.  A 
ocmrse  of  jG.ye  aeaaiona  embracea :  Lecturea  and  Prelectiona  on  Plautua, 
Lucretiua,  Oatullus,  Yirgil,  Peraiua,  Juyenal,  Martial,  Tacitna. 

JW.— Public  Claaa,  £3  3a. ;  Private  Claaa  daily,  £1 11a.  6d. ;  Mon- 
days, Wedneadaya,  and  Fridaya  only,  £1  la. ;  atudenta  who  return  for 
a  third  aeasion,  £1  la. 

GBEBK.-^The  Claaa  haa  three  diriaiona — the  Senior,  the  Middle,  and 
the  Junior.  Studenta  not  requiring  a  public  certificate  may  attend  aa 
priTate  atudenta  at  the  aecond  daily  hour  of  the  Senior  Claaa.  A 
public  certificate  for  attendance  at  that  hour  can  alao  be  obtained 
on  the  conditiona  atated  below. 

The  Senior  Greek  daaa  meeta  at  8  aon.  and  2  pjn.  on  eyery  week* 
day  except  Saturday.  At  8  a  ju.  the  Claaa  reada  Homer,  Herodotua, 
and  Thucydidea,  or  auch  other  authora  aa  may  be  appointed  for  the 
aeasion.  The  daaa  ia  daily  examined  orally  in  a  preacribed  portion  of 
the  book  which  ia  being  read.  At  2  p.m.  the  Prof  eaaor  lecturea  on 
Greek  authora  of  a  more  difficult  character,  auch  aa  the  dramatic 
poeta  and  the  philoaophera.  iSxerciaea  in  Compoaition  form  a  part  of 
the  claaa  work  at  2  pjn.  Studenta  who,  for  a  reaaon  deemed  yalid  by 
thePxofeaaor,  deoive  to  be  exempted  from  attendance  at  8  ajn.,  can 
obtain  a  certificate  qualifying  them  for  the  degree  of  M JL  by  attend- 
anoe  at  2  p.m.  only,  on  condition  of  being  liable  to  occasional  oral 
examination,  and  panmTig  the  written  examinationa. 
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The  Middle  Gbreek  Class  meets  at  10  ajn.  on  e^ery  week-day  except 
Saturday.  The  authors  usually  read  are  Xenophon,  Herodotus,  and 
Homer.  Written  ezerdses  in  Elementary  Gh-eek  Composition  are 
perf  onned  every  week  during  the  greater  part  of  the  session.  In  the 
course  of  the  academical  year  a  thesis  is  proposed  for  an  English.  Essay 
on  some  important  subject  connected  with  the  History  or  Literature 
of  Greece. 

The  Junior  Ghreek  Class  meets  at  12  noon,  on  every  week  day  except 
Saturday.  The  earlier  part  of  the  session  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  Grammar.  The  text-book  used  by  the  class  is  the  Greek  Gism- 
mar  of  Dr.  George  Curtius,  in  the  larger  edition  of  the  EngHsb  trans- 
lation. It  is  desirable  that  students  intending  to  join  the  Junior 
Greek  Class  should  study  beforehand  at  least  chapters  L  to  xi.  of  this 
Grammar.  An  examination  on  Gkeek  Grammar  is  held  early  in 
February.  The  class  then  proceeds  to  read  extracts  from  Greek 
authors,  and  to  perform  exercises. 

I^Vm.— For  any  public  class,  £3  3s. ;  as  a  private  student  at  2  p  jn., 
£1  lis.  6d. ;  third  session  in  any  class,  £1  Is. 

Logic  akd  Bhbtobio.— This  class  meets  daily  on  five  days  of  the 
week,  from  9  to  10  a.m.,  for  lecture,  and  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  from  11  to  12  noon,  for  oral  examination  and  the  reacting  of 
exercises  and  essays.  The  course  of  lectures  is  so  arranged  as  to  em- 
brace the  following  subjects  in  each  session :  I.  Psychology  and  Meta- 
phynca — ^under  which  is  given  an  account  of  the  Faculties  and  Capaci- 
ties of  tbe  Mind,  and  of  the  G^eral  Nature,  Limits,  and  Objects  of 
Human  Knowledge.  11.  Loffic :  (A)  Pure  or  Formal  Logic,  embracing 
the  Doctrine  of  Notions  (Terms),  Propositions,  Reasonings,  Fallacies; 
(B)  Applied  or  Material  Logic,  embracing  the  Theory  and  Processes  of 
Science  (Observation,  Induction,  Deduction),  and  the  General  Laws  of 
Evidence.  Instruction  in  Logic  is  conveyed  partly  by  means  of  a  text- 
book, m.  Bhetorie :  A  portion  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Rhetorical  and  Oratorical  Excellence.  The  class  is  annually 
arranged  into  two  divisions.  Senior  and  Junior,  according  to  the  age  of 
the  students ;  and  prizes,  adjudged  by  the  votes  of  their  dass-f eUows, 
are  assigned,  in  each  of  the  divisions,  to  those  who  hare  most  distin- 
groiahed  themsehres  by  diligence,  proficiency,  and  ability  in  the  exer- 
cises and  examinations  of  the  session.  The/ee  for  the  ordinary  course 
is  £3  8s. 

An  advanced  chue  for  the  Higher  Metaphysics,  embracing  the  sub- 
jects prescribed  for  Honours  in  Mental  Philoeopby,  meets  twice  a  week, 
on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  1  to  2  p.m.    Fee,  £1  Us.  6d. 

N3.«'To  qualify  for  the  Arts  degree,  the  Logic  Class  and  the  Moral 
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Philosophy  Olaas  most  be  attended  in  separate  sessionB,  the  Logic 
Class  bemg  taken  first. 

MoBAL  Philosophy.— 'The  Class  meets  at  8  a.m.  on  five  dajs 
of  the  week  for  lecture,  and  at  11  a.m.  on  Mondays  and  at  8  a.m.  on 
SatordajB  for  examination.  Pablic  stndents  mnst  attend  at  the 
hours  of  lecture,  and  either  on  Saturday  at  8  a.m.  or  on  Monday  at 
11  a.m.  for  examination.  In  the  lectures  Moral  Philosophy  is  treated 
both  historically  and  systematically.  The  historical  part  of  the  course 
incbdeB  some  general  lectures  on  the  relation  of  Philosophy  and 
History,  and  an  account  of  the  most  important  Ethical  and  Social 
theories,  ancient  and  modem.  The  systematic  part  of  the  course 
indndes  lectures  on  Psychology  as  the  baais  of  morals,  on  the  Principles 
of  Jurisprudence  and  Social  Ethics,  and  on  the  Relations  of  Philosophy 
to  Theology.  In  alternate  years  courses  of  lectures  are  delivered  upon 
Political  Economy,  and  upon  some  of  the  subjects  of  the  examination 
for  the  Degree  with  Honours.  Fee  for  the  Moral  Philosophy  Glass, 
£3  3s. ;  Political  Economy  Class,  £1  lis.  6d. 

N3. — ^To  qualify  for  the  Arts  degree,  the  Logic  Class  and  the  Moral 
Philosophy  Class  must  be  attended  in  separate  sessions,  the  Logic  Class 
being  taken  first. 

H'atitbal  Philobopht. — ^The  class  meets  daily  at  9  a.m.,  and  at 
11  a.m.  or  12  noon.  The  first  hour  is  chiefly  spent  in  statements 
of  Principles,  description  of  Results  of  Observation,  and  Experi- 
mental Illustrations.  The  second  hour  is  devoted  to  Mathematical 
Demonstrations  and  Exercises,  and  Examinations  on  the  Elementary 
parts  of  the  course,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  at  11  a.m. ;  and  to 
a  higher  Mathematical  Course  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  at  12  o'clock.  The  ieaet  hooks  used  are :  "  A  Treatise  on 
Katnral  Philosophy,"  by  Professors  Sir  William  Thomson  and  P.  G. 
Tait  (Cambridge  University  Press) ;  "  Elements  of  Natural  Philosophy," 
by  the  same  authors  (Cambridge  University  Press) ;  a  "  Lecture  on 
Kavigation,"  by  Professor  Sir  William  Thomson  (W.  Collins  and  Sons) ; 
"Dynamics,"  by  J.  T.  Bottomley  (W.  Collins  and  Sons);  "Hydro- 
statics," by  J.  T.  Bottomley  (W.  CoUins  and  Sons) ;  "  Heat,"  and 
"Elasticity,"  by  Sir  W.  Thomson,  reprinted  from  the  Encyclopflsdia 
Britannica  (A.  and  C.  Black);  Ganot,  "Experimental  Physics,"  trans- 
lated by  Atkinson  (Longmans  and  Co.) ;  "  Mathematical  Tables,"  J.  T. 
Bottomley  (W.  Collins  and  Sons).  The  more  elementary  of  the  trea- 
tises by  Thomson  and  Tait,  along  with  Dynamics  and  Hydrostatics  by 
Bottomley,  will  be  used  for  the  work  required  of  all  students  of 
Natural  Philosophy  in  the  regular  curriculum.  The  whole  or  cer- 
spedfied  parte  of  the  larger  treatise  will  be  prescribed  in  con- 
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neciioxL  with  yolnntary  exanunations  and  ezeroises  in  the  o1m8»  and 
for  candidates  for  the  degree  of  MA.  with  Honours.  Studeaits  who 
desire  to  undertake  these  higher  parts  of  the  business  of  the  daas 
ought  to  be  well  prepared  on  all  the  subjects  of  the  Senior  Mathe- 
matical Class. 

The  Laboratory  in  connection  with  the  class  is  open  daily  from 
10  ajn.  to  4  p.ni.  for  Experimental  Exercises  and  InvestigationSy  xmder 
the  direction  of  the  Professor  and  his  official  Assistant,  and  the 
Demonstrator  in  Experimental  Physics. 

The  main  divisions  of  the  course  are :  (1)  Abstract  Dynamics  (in- 
cluding Elements  of  Physical  Astronomy) ;  (2)  Properties  of  Matter; 
(3)  Thermodynamics ;  (4)  Illustration.  Illustration  is  conducted  partly 
through  examples  and  calculations;  partly  by  experiment.  A  pro- 
gramme of  the  subjects  that  will  be  taken  up,  as  far  as  time  per- 
mits during  the  session,  is  published  before  the.  commencement  of  the 
session,  and  may  be  had  on  application  at  the  Natural  Philosophy 
Class-room. 

Fees. — ^Natural  Philosophy  Class,  £4  46.;  students  of  the  Second 
year,  £3  3s. ;  Physical  Laboratoiy,  £B  5s. 

N.B. — ^For  a  degree  in  Arts  attendance  on  the  qualifying  course  of 
Natural  Philosophy  must  be  subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  quali- 
fying course  of  Mathematics. 

The  Amott  and  Thomson  Demonstratorship  vn  Eaperim^ental  Physiei 
was  founded  in  1875  by  Sir  William  Thomson  and  Mrs.  Amott,  widow 
of  Dr.  Neil  Amott,  founder  of  the  Amott  Prizes,  who  invested  re- 
spectively £2,000  and  £l,OOO.for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  study 
of  Experimental  Physics  in  the  University  of  Glasgow.  The  holder 
is  appointed  annually  by  the  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  University  Court. 

Mathematics. — Jtmior  Class. — Lower  Division  (or  First  yean'i 
cowrse):  Subjects:  Euclid  and  Algebra,  both  from  the  b^i;inning. 
Three  parallel  subdivisions  of  the  class  meet  daily  (except  on  Satur- 
days), one  from  9  to  10,  one  from  10  to  11,  one  from  12  to  1.  Upper 
Division  (or  Second  yearns  cowree),  for  students  who  have  attended  the 
first  year's  course,  or  who  have  otherwise  acquired  a  knowledge  of 
Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  iv.,  and  of  Algebra  as  represented  by  the  first 
twenty-two  chapters  (chaps,  xiv.,  xv.,  xix.,  excepted)  of  Todhunter's 
larger  Text-book.  Subjects'.  Euclid,  books  v.,  vi.,  and  xL,  Higher 
Algebra  and  Algebra  appUed  to  Geometry,  Elements  of  Trigonometry. 
Two  parallel  subdivisions  of  the  class  meet  daily  (except  on  Saturdaye), 
one  from  9  to  10,  one  from  12  to  1.

Higher  Senior  Claee, — SvbjecUi  Geometry  of  three  Dimensions, 
Diiferaatial  Equations,  Finite  Differences.  The  dass  meets  at  11-12 
<m  Maadaysy  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

Attendance  on  the  Mathematical  Classes,  for  not  less  tiian  two 
winter  sessions,  one  of  which  must  be  on  either  the  Upper  Jimior  or 
the  Senior  Glass,  is  required  for  the  degree  of  M.A.,  "miless  the 
candidate  at  the  time  of  his  entrance  to  the  University  shall  satisfy 
the  Professors  in  the  Facnlty  of  Arts,  on  examination,  that  he  is 
qfoalified  to  attend  the  Senior  Class,"  in  which  case,  attendance  on  the 
Senior  Class  for  one  session  is  sufficient. 

J^es.^The  fee  for  each  session,  £3  3s.  \  for  the  Extra  Senior  Class, 
£2  2b.  No  fee  is  charged  for  the  Extra  Senior  to  students  who  have 
oompleted  their  qualifying  course  of  attendance  for  MA.,  and  who 
hsTe  attended  the  Senior  Class. 

N.B. — ^Attendance  on  the  qualifying  course  of  Natural  Philosophy 
for  the  degree  of  M.A.  must  be  subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the 
qoahfying  course  of  Mathematics.  Two  sessions  of  the  lower  Junior 
Class  of  Mathematics  do  not  constitute  two  sessions  of  Mathematics 
for  the  purpose  of  graduation  in  Arts. 

PiucTiOAJi  AsTBONOUT.— The  Observatory  is  situated  on  an 
eminence  in  the  vicinity  of  the  University  buildings.  The  principal 
io^tRBnents  are:  A  Meridian  Circle  of  three  feet  six  inches  dia- 
meter, by  Ertel  of  Munich;  and  an  equatorially-mounted  Refractor, 
of  nine  inches  aperture,  and  thirteen  feet  focal  length,  by  Cooke 
of  York.  The  Professor  of  Practical  Astronomy  is  chiefly  occupied 
in  directixig  the  operations  of  the  Observatory;  but  he  also  delivers 
a  short  course  of  lectures  on  Astronomy  at  the  CoUege  during  the 
aesBion,  and  gives  expositions  on  instruments  and  methods  of  obser- 
iration  at  the  Observatory.    The  fee  for  the  course  is  £1  Is. 

OnriL  ENaiNJBKRiNa  ▲»!>  Meohanigs.— The  Professorship  of 
GiTil  Engineering  and  Mechanics  was  instituted  by  Queen  Victoria  in 
IfiiO,  and  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown. 

The  courses  of  the  Professor  of  Engineering  comprise  a  junior  and  a 
senior  coarse  of  Lectures  and  Examinations  designated  as  ''  Civil- 
Sngineerjng  and  Mechanics;"  and  a  junior  and  a  senior  practice  course 
of  instruction  designated  as  "  Office  and  Field  Work  in  Engineering." 
^Sach  cf  these  courses  commences  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
MssiQin,  and  lasts  during  the  whole  of  that  session — that  is,  from  the 
^'•ghiui'ng  of  November  till  the  end  of  April. 

The  /wMor  CZoss  of  CwU  JEngineering  and  Mechaniee  meets  on 
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MondajB,  WedneadajB,  and  Fridays,  from  11  till  12  noon.  It  is  intended 
ordinarily  to  be  taken  by  students  in  the  second  year  of  their  Eng^ineer- 
ing  carricnliun.  The  lectures  indnde  generally  most  of  the  following 
subjects :  Principles  and  Practical  Methods  of  Smreying  and  Levelling 
and  the  Principles  and  use  of  Theodolites  and  Levelling  Instroments ; 
Mensuration,  especially  in  reference  to  Railway  Earthworks ;  setting 
out  Bailway  Omres,  and  Lines  of  Railway  generally;  Tiumelling; 
Specifications  for  Eng^eering  Contracts;  a  brief  introduction  to 
Architecture  as  a  Fine  Art. 

The  Senior  Class  of  CivU  Engineering  and  Meehanies  meets  at  4  P  JC. 
daily,  Saturdays  excepted.  It  is  intended  ordinarily  to  be  taken  by 
students  in  the  third  year  of  their  Engineering  curriculum.  The 
subjects  of  sfcudy  from  which  the  courses  of  detailed  teaching  are  pro- 
posed chiefly  to  be  selected,  with  some  variations  in  different  sessionB, 
may  be  stated  briefly  as  follows :  Revision  or  further  prosecution  of 
some  of  the  subjects  proposed  for  the  junior  course;  Elasticity  and 
Strength  of  Materials ;  and  Strenth,  Stability,  and  Stiffness  of  Struc- 
tures; Bracing  of  Framed  Structures:  Energy,  Mechanical  Work, 
Horse  Power;  Frictions  and  allied  subjects  in  applied  Mechanics; 
Principles  of  Hydraulics ;  Gauging  of  Rivers  and  Streams ;  Flow  of 
Rivers ;  Elementary  Principles  of  Thermodynamics ;  Steam  lEIngines, 
common  Water  Wheels,  and  Turbines ;  Centrifugal  Pumps  for  raising 
Water,  and  Fans;  Principles  and  Mensuration  for  Shipbuilding;  Roofi; 
Carpentiy;  Bridges  and  Viaducts;  Works  of  Drainage  and  Water 
Supply;  Ventilation  and  other  Sanitary  arrangements  in  Buildings; 
Ventilation,  Drainage  and  Management  of  Water  in  Mines. 

The  Junior  Class  of  Office  and  Meld  WorJc  meets  on  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays,  from  1  till  3  p.m.  It  is  intended  ordinarily  to  be  taken 
by  students  in  the  first  year  of  their  Engineering  curriculum.  The 
Senior  Class  meets  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  1  till  3  P.X.,  and 
is  intended  ordinarily  to  be  taken  in  the  second  year  of  the  curricultun. 
The  students  of  both  classes  are  expected  to  prosecute  studies  and 
perform  practical  work  in  the  business  of  the  classes,  at  times  extra  to 
those  appointed  for  the  regular  meetings ;  and  they  are  occasionally 
required  to  attend  on  Saturdays  or  other  days,  for  some  hours,  for 
indoor  or  outdoor  engagements.

ExaminaHone,  Ac. — ^The  examinations  for  Certificates  of  proficiency 

in  Engineering  Science  are  carried  on  partly  along  with  the  examina- 

tions  for  degrees  in  Arts  and  Science,  and  partly  along  with  the  class 

examinations  and  written  examinations  for  the  Walker  prizes ;  and  the 

examinations  by  the  Professor  of  Engineering  for  decisions  in  April

EzamiiiatioiiB  in 
Oiyil  Engineering  and  Mechanics  and  in  Dra¥ring  will  be  held  in 
NoTember,  if  applied  for  to  the  Olerk  of  Senate  on  or  before  the  Ist  of 
October.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  the  special  examination  for  the 
Certificate,  in  any  department,  till  he  has  attended  the  prescribed 
course  of  stndy  in  that  department. 

Candidates  offering  themselyes  for  being  tested  as  to  their  skill  in 
J)rai0in^,  with  a  yiew  to  passing  in  April  or  in  November,  mnst  haTe, 
in  the  January  preceding,  passed  with  the  Professor  of  Engineering  a 
preparatory  test  by  examination,  and  by  scrutiny  of  their  drawings,  or 
otherwise  as  may  be  arranged  in  special  cases.  All  drawings  intended 
to  be  submitted  for  proof  of  skill  in  drawing  for  the  Certificate  are 
reqfoired  to  be  lodged  with  the  Professor  of  Engineering  on  or  beficyre 
the  10th  of  April,  or  the  2nd  of  October  in  each  year. 

Attendance  on  the  classes  of  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Chemistry,  and  Geology,  in  any  chartered  unirersity  in  the  United 
Kingdom  having  the  power  of  granting  degrees,  is  admitted  as  part 
of  the  course  for  the  above-mentioned  certificate,  provided  the  candi* 
date  passes  a  sufficient  examination  in  each  branch  of  Science  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  this  University. 

Candidates  for  Certificates  of  proficiency  in  Engineering  Scienoe 
who  are  graduates  in  Aits  of  any  chartered  university  of  the  United 
Kingdom  are  exempted  from  study  and  examination  in  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy;  and  if  any  such  g^raduate  has  obtained 
honours  in  Chemistry  or  in  Geology,  he  is  exempted  from  stndy  and 
examination  in  the  science  or  sciences  in  whidt  he  has  obtained 
Honours. 

A  fee  of  £1  Is.  is  paid  by  all  students  who  receive  the  Certificate  in 
Engineering  Science. 

Certifieaiee  of  AUendanee  a/Hd  of  Merit  in  separate  CZomm.— 
It  is  remarked  that  students  who  do  not  find  it  convenient  to  nnder- 
take  or  to  carry  out  all  the  courses  of  attendance  required  for  the 
Certificate  of  proficiency,  or  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  Engineering,  may 
in  many  cases  well  rest  satisfied  by  their  attending  such  classes  as  they 
may  deem  most  suitable  to  their  own  objects.  They  have  it  open  to 
them  to  obtain  due  testimony  to  their  attainments  and  merits  by  the 
ordinary  Class  Certificates,  and  marks  of  special  distinction.  The 
primary  object  of  entering  on  the  whole,  or  on  any  part,  of  the 
Engineering  courses  ought  to  be  to  gain  knowledge  and  skill — ^the  gain- 
ing .of  particular  forms  of  University  certificates  or  testimonies  to  merit, 
though  valuable  when  obtained,  ought  not  to  be  the  primary  object. 

BecoTMnendoHon. — It  is  strongly  recommended  that   students  of 
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Engmeering  Bbotild,  if  possible,  get  themselres  engaged,  for  two  or 
tliree  smnmers  within  the  period  of  tbeir  attendance  in  the  Uni- 
Tenity,  in  engineering  or  arohitectnral  service,  in  offices,  or  in  woric- 
ahops,  or  in  works  such  as  railways,  water  works,  or  harbour  works, 
in  progress. 

English  Language  and  Litebatube.— -This  Chair  was  founded 
by  ordinance  of  the  Universities  Commissioners  of  date  25th  November, 
1861,  and  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown.  The  classes  meet  from  the 
begimiing  of  the  session  on  five  days  of  the  week  till  the  end  of 
Febroary.  They  have  nsually  consisted  of  two  divisions,  Junior  and 
Senior,  attendance  on  either  of  which  qualifies  students  to  proceed 
to  their  d^rees. 

The  Jwnior  Clcua  meets  daily  from  2  to  3  p.m.  The  course,  adapted 
to  less  advanced  or  experienced  students,  consists  of  a  series  of 
lectures  on  English  Composition,  a  review  of  a  period  of  English 
Literature,  and  a  detailed  study  of  the  text  of  some  characteristic 
work  of  a  well-known  author. 

The  Senior  CUiss  meets  from  4.30  to  5.30  p.m. 

The  CowTBe  comprises :  1.  A  series  of  Philological  Lectures,  tracing 
the  origin  and  growth  of  the  English  Language  from  the  Anglo-Saxon 
down  to  the  present  day,  and  illustrating  its  affinities  with  other 
tongues.  2.  An  exposition  of  the  general  principles  of  Taste,  as 
applied  to  Style.  3.  A  historical  review  of  a  period  of  English 
Literature  (including  our  early  Literature),  with  more  minute  criticism 
of  some  works  of  the  more  difficult  authors.  Public  students  in  both 
<:]aB8es  are  examined  vivd  voce,  and  required  to  pass  a  written 
examination  (without  books)  before  the  close  of  the  session.  Written 
exerdaes  and  essays,  which  will  be  criticised  by  the  Professor,  are  also 
required  to  be  given  in  by  all  public  students  of  either  class. 

Text  Boohs :  Jwnior :  Arnold's  or  Spalding's  "  English  Literature  ** ; 
^'Composition  Primer,"  in  MacmiUan's  series ;  " Tables  of  History  and 
Literature,"  by  Professor  Nichol.  Senior;  Arnold's  or  Shaw's 
"English  Literature";  Marsh's  "English  Language";  "Tables  of 
Histoty  and  Literature,"  by  Professor  Nichol;  Campbell's  "  Rhetoric," 
and  Seeley  and  Abbott's  "English  Lessons  for  English  People"  are 
also  recommended. 

ClasB  Fees. — ^For  either  class,  £3  3s.;  for  second  year's  attendance,  or 
senior  students  who  have  been  in  the  Junior  Class,  £2  2s. 

FcieuUy  of  Theology, 

This  Eaculty  embraces  the  four  classes  of  Divinity,  Oriental  Lan- 
guages, Ecclesiastical  Histpxy,  and  Divixdty  and  Biblical  Criticism. 
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The  following  regalations  are  applicable  to  stndents  preparing  for 
the  Ministry  of  the  Church  of  ScotlancL  Under  the  Act  of  Greneral 
AjBsemblj,  1880,  consolidating  the  Acts  presently  in  force  in  regard  to 
the  study  of  Divinity,  all  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  required  to 
attend  at  the  Divinity  Hall  either  three  full  and  regular  sessions,  or 
two  full  and  regular  sessions  and  three  partial  sessions ;  and  to  give  at 
least  two  full  sessions  of  regular  attendance  on  the  Classes  of  Church 
History,  Hebrew,  and  Biblical  Criticism. 

Each  student,  in  order  to  be  enroUed  for  the  first  yea/r  of  his  atten- 
dance, must  present  to  the  Professor  of  Divinity,  ^0^,  a  certificate  from 
the  Presbytery  within  the  bounds  of  which  he  usually  resides,  and  by 
which  he  has  been  examined  in  his  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
according  to  the  Authorised  Yersion,  and  of  the  catechetical  standards 
of  the  Church ;  and,  secondly,  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Convener  or 
Yice-convener  of  one  of  the  Four  Examining  Committees  appointed, 
under  the  Act  of  Assembly,  1872,  to  conduct  the  examination  of 
students  previous  to  their  entering  the  Divinity  Hall.*  In  order  to  be 
admitted  to  this  examination  he  must  produce,  in.  addition  to  the 
certificate  from  the  Presbytery  recomjnending  him,  the  diploma  of  a 
Master  of  Arts,  or  certificates  from  the  several  professors  under  whom 
he  has  studied,  that  he  has  attended  r^ularly  all  the  classes  prescribed 
by  the  Church  for  students  who  intend  entering  the  Hall — ^viz.,  Latin, 
Greek,  Logic,  Mathematics,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Natural  Philo- 
sophy, in  such  order  as  is  prescribed  at  the  University  in  which  he  has 
studied,  and  to  the  extent  required  for  proceeding  to  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts.  If  he  produces  evidence  that  he  holds  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  or  that  he  has  passed  all  the  examinations  required 
for  taking  that  degree,  it  is  competent  for  the  Examining  Committee 
to  exempt  him  from  examination  in  those  branches  of  Literature  and 
Science  proficiency  in  which  is  denoted  by  such  a  degree.  The 
examination  also  embraces  the  Elements  of  Hebrew  Grammar. 

The  student,  in  order  to  his  enrolment  for  each  subsequent  session  of 
his  course,  is  required  to  present  to  the  Professor  of  Divinity  a 
certificate  from  the  Presbytery  within  whose  bounds  he  chiefly 
resides  of  his  having  been  examined  by  them  on  the  progress  made 
by  him  in  his  studies,  and  of  their  satisfaction  with  the  same,  as 
well  as  a  certificate  of  his  good  moral  character  from  the  minister  of 
his  parish. 

Each  student  is  required  during  his  curriculum  to  deliver  six  diB- 
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oomneB— viz.,  an  Exegesis  in  Latin  on  some  controyerted  head  in 
Diriiiiij,  a  Homily  in  English,  a  Critical  Exercise  on  some  portion  of 
the  original  text  of  the  Old  Testament,  an  Exercise  and  Addition  on 
some  portion  of  the  original  text  of  the  New  Testament,  a  Lecture  on 
some  portion  of  Scriptore,  and  a  Fopn^  Sermon,  with  such  other 
exercises  as  the  professors  may  think  fit  to  prescribe.  No  stndent  can 
be  taken  on  trials  for  Licence  by  any  presbytery  tmtil  he  has  pro- 
duced, along  with  Class  certificates  from  the  Professors  of  Church 
History,  Hebrew,  and  Biblical  Criticism,  a  certificate  from  the 
Professor  of  Dirinity  that  the  discourses  so  prescribed  haye  been 
sustained. 

The  Faculty  of  Theology  haye  adopted  the  following  regulations  as 
to  the  deliyery  of  these  discourses :  (1)  That  the  Latin  Exegesis  shall 
be  giyen  in  to  the  Professor  of  Dirinity,  the  Homily  to  the  Professor 
of  Church  History,  and  the  Lecture  to  the  Professor  of  Biblical 
Oritidsm,  not  later  than  the  Slst  January  in  the  second  year  of  the 
student's  course ;  and  (2)  that  the  Popular  Sermon  shall  be  giyen  in  to 
the  Professor  of  Diyinity,  the  Hebrew  Critical  Exercise  to  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Oriental  Languages,  and  the  Exercise  and  Addition  to  the 
Professor  of  Biblical  Criticism,  not  later  than  the  Slst  January  in  the 
UnM  or  last  session  of  the  course.  The  subjects  of  the  Discourses 
inH  be  prescribed  by  the  professors  to  whom  they  are  seyerally  to  be 
girenizL 

DiyiNiTT.— -The  course  of  Theology  extends  oyer  three  sessions. 
The  lectures  treat  partly  of  Biblical  Theology,  partly  of  the  His- 
toiy  of  Doctrine.  A  portion  of  time  is  deyoted  to  instruction  in 
Sjstematio  Theology  on  the  basis  of  a  text-book,  and  to  the  deliyery  of 
discourses  by  the  students.  In  addition  to  the  oral  examinations  on 
the  lectures,  examinations  in  writing  on  the  studies  of  the  dass  are 
held  at  intemds  during  the  session.  The  dass  meets  on  fiye  days  of 
the  week  at  12  o'clock.    Fee  for  each  session,  £3  Ss. 

Okixhtal  Languages. — Arra/ngement  of  Classes. — ^I.  Junior  Hebrew 
Class,  10  ajn :  (1)  Hebrew  Grammar,  from  the  elements,  with  pro- 
gressiye  exercises,  oral  and  written.  (2)  Beading  from  the  Scriptures. 
Students  preparing  for  the  Ministry  are  recommended  to  take  this 
elass  before  entering  the  Diyinity  HaU.  11.  Senior  Hebrew  Class, 
9  a.Tii. :  (1)  More  adyanced  study  of  the  Hebrew  Grammar.  (2)  Bead- 
ing from  the  Prophetical  and  Poetical  Scriptures,  with  Lectures  and 
£:q>ositions.  Before  being  enroUed  for  this  dass,  students  must  pass 
aa  examination  on  Hebrew  Grammar,  and  Genesis  i.-x.  inclusiye,  or  an 
eqniyalent  portion  of  the  Hebrew   Scriptures.     111.  Private  Byriao 
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CloBB,  1  p.m. :  Three  days  in  the  week,  viz.,  Monday,  Taesday,  and 
Thursday.  lY.  Lechi/re$  on  Old  Teatameni  ItUrodueHan:  Wednesday, 
1  p.ni.  Cla8S  fee,  £3  Ss.  Stndents  who  have  taken  two  complete  sea- 
sions  may  enrol  for  a  third  or  fomth  free.  The  fee  far  Syiiac  is  £1  1b. 
The  lectures  on  Wednesday  at  1  p.m.  are  free. 

EocLBSiASTiGAL  HiSTOBY. — ^The  clasB  of  Ecclesiastical  Histoiy 
meets  from  11  to  12  o'clock,  on  five  days  of  the  week.  The  conrse 
extends  over  two  sessions,  and  embraces  a  series  of  lectures,  as  well  as 
oral  and  written  examinations,  the  latter  being  in  part  founded  on  a 
text-book.  To  suit  the  class  arrangements,  the  Church  BEistory  Class 
should  be  taken  in  two  eonaectdive  years.  The  fee  for  each  session  is 
£3  8s.  By  his  commission,  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiatftical  History  is 
also  Lecturer  on  Civil  History  in  the  TTnivenity. 

DiYiNiTT  AND  BiBLioAL  Cbiticibm— This  class  meets,  on  fire 
days  of  the  week,  at  10  a.m.  The  course  of  lectures  is  arranged  to 
extend  over  two  sessions;  and  the  class  should  accordingly  be  attended 
in  two  eoneeoutive  years.    Fee  for  each  session,  £3  3s. 

FacvUy  of  LaM^ 
The  Faculty  embraces  the  classes  of  Law  (including  Sootoh  Law  and 
Civil  Law)  and  Conveyancing,  and  also  the  class  of  Medical  Juris* 
prudence.  In  this  Faculty  there  are  also  lectureBhipB  on  Publio  Law, 
and  on  Constitutional  Law  and  History.  The  lecturers  are  appointed 
lor  the  term  of  four  yean. 

Law. — 1.  Beotch  Lawi  The  course  extends  to  about  100  lectures, 
besides  the  meetings  of  the  class  for  examinatioii ;  and  it  embraces  as 
Ml  a  course  of  Scotch  Law  in  each  session  as  the  time  will  permits    It

tion  and  Lien ;  Loan ;  Deposit ;  Fledge;  Hiring,  and  the  Law  of  Master 
and  Servant ;  Law  of  Carriers  and  Affreightment;  Mandate;  Flartner- 
ship ;  Bills  of  Exchange ;  Cautionary  Obligations ;  Marine,  Fire,  and 
Life  Insurance;  Law  of  Heritage;  Bights  of  Fishing;  Servitudes; 
Teinds ;  Prescription  as  applicable  to  Heritage ;  Law  of  Landlord  and 
Tenant;  Succession  in  Heritage  and  Moveables,  Testate  and  Intestate; 
Marriage  and  Divorce,  and  the  Bights  of  Husband  and  Wife ;  Law  of 
Parent  and  Child;    Guardian  and  Ward;    Actions  and  Evidence; 
Damages ;  Bankruptcy ;  Criminal  Law,  &o.  The  te»i  hook  recommended 
to  students  is  Bell's  Principles  of  the  Law  of  Scotland.    The  class 
meets  five  days  a  week— viz.,  every  day  except  Monday,  from  8  to  9  ajn.

FaeuUy  of  Medicine. 

The  Faculty  embraces  the  classes  of  Practice  of  Medicine,  Ana- 
tomy, Natural  History,  Surgery,  Midwifery,  Chemistry,  Botany, 
Materia  Medica,  Listitutes  of  Medicine,  Medical  Jurisprudence, 
Clinical  Surgery,  Clinical  Medicine,  and  Pathology,  on  all  of  which 
attendance  is  required  for  the  degree  of  MB.  To  this  Faculty  also 
belongs  the  Lectureship  on  Diseases  of  the  Eye. 

Waltonian  Medical  Lectwreship, — ^Founded  in  1788  by  the  Ber.  Dr. 
WiUiam  Walton,  of  Upton,  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  who  be- 
queathed to  the  Senate  for  its  support  the  sum  of  £1000,  which  has  been 
increased  by  subsequent  accumulations  to  £2250. 

Ndval  ArchUeetwre  and  Marine  Bngineering. 

Lectures  on  Ship  Building  comprise:  Fundamental  Theorems,

Parts  of  Ships  are  assigned.  Measurement  of  Ships,  &c  Lectures  on 
Marine  Engineering  comprise:  The  Steam  Engine  and  its  Past 
Progress,  the  Marine  Steam  Engine,  Mechanical  Theorems  inyolred  in 
the  .Operation  of  the  Steam  Engine,  Theorems  regarding  Heat  and  its 
Work,  Action  of  the  Marine  Steam  Engine  in  Work  at  Sea,  Elements 
from  which  excellence  arises.  Mode  of  Measuring  the  Resultant  Effect 
of  the  Steam  Engine,  Modes  by  which  the  Besultaat  Effect  is  used 
in  the  Propnlsion  of  Ships,  Practical  Operations  in  the  Building  of

L  The  oonrse  of  stadj  neoeuary  for  the  degree  ol  Maeter  of  Arts  eoEtends 
orer  four  winter  seeaioziB,  and  inolndes  attendaaoe  for  not  lew  than  two  leBclons 
on  the  classes  of  Hnmanity,  Greek,  snd  Mathomatios  respeotlYely,  and 
•ttcndsnoe  for  not  leas  than  one  session  on  the  daises  of  Logio,  Moral  Fhflo- 
aophy,  and  Natural  Philosophy  reepeotiyely,  and  also  attendance  on  a  oonrse  of 
SngHih  Literatore ;  bnt  any  stndenc  who,  at  the  time  of  his  entranoe  to  the 
UniTertity,  shall  satisfy  the  professors  in  the  Eaooliy  of  Arts,  on  ezaminatioa, 
that  he  is  qualified  to  attend  the  higher  dasses  of  Latin,  Qreek,  and  Mathe- 
matios,  or  any  of  them,  is  admitted  to  suoh  higher  dass  or  oUsses,  without 
hsTing  preriously  attended  the  first  or  junior  olass  or  classes  in  the  same 
department  or  departments ;  and  in  the  case  of  students  who  are,  after  suoh 
emnination,  admitted  to  the  higher  Greek  and  Latin  classes,  the  course  of 
■tsdy  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  completed  within  three  winter 
sessions  instead  of  four. 

The  attention  of  students  about  to  pursue  the  oourse  of  study  for  the  degree  of 
Usster  of  Arts  is  called  to  the  following  regulations,  adopted  by  the  Senate  t 

1.  Attendance  on  the  qualifying  course  of  Natural  Philosophy  for  the  degree 
of  M.A.  shall  be  subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  qualifying  course  of 
Mathematios. 

2.  Two  sessions  of  the  lowest  dass  of  Humanity,  or  Greek,  or  Mathematios, 
do  not  oonstitnte  two  sessions  of  one  of  these  classes  within  the  meaning  of 
Ozdinanoe  No.  14. 

3.  A  student  found  qualified  at  the  preliminary  examination  to  attend  the 
aeDior  dass  of  Humanity,  or  Greek,  or  Mathematios,  must  attend  suoh  senior 
diss  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  degree  without  more  than  one  sessian's 
attendance  on  such  dass. 

It  is  strongly  reoommended  that  students  prepare  themselres  to  attend  the 
spper  diyision  of  the  junior  dass  of  Mathematios  in  the  first  or  second  session 
d  their  course  of  study  for  the  degree. 

4.  To  qualify  for  the  Arts  degree,  the  Logic  Class  and  the  Moral  Philosophy 
Class  must  be  attended  in  separate  sessions,  the  Logic  Class  being  taken  first. 

n.  In  pursuing  the  oourse  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  no 
stedent  is  permitted  to  pass  from  the  junior  to  a  higher  dass  in  any  department, 
vsless  the  professor  is  satisfied  of  his  fitness  to  enter  the  higher  dass. 

IIL  Any  student  who  has  oompleted  the  required  attendance  on  the  Latin 
sad  Greek  classes  may  be  examined  on  those  subjects  at  any  examination  for 
degress,  although  he  has  not  oompleted  his  attendance  on  the  other  olasses  of 
tts  pcesoribed  oourse ;  and,  in  like  manner,  any  student  who  has  completed  the 
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of  Engliflh  literature,  may  be  examined  on  these  eabjeotg'  aj  <tey  <Hh^(tiiifcion  ftr 
degrees,  althongh  he  has  not  oompleted  his  attendance  on  the  other  dasses  of 
the  prescribed  oonrse ;  and,  in  Ifte  tmnmer,  an^  student  who  has  oompleted  the 
geqoimd  attendance  on  the-daneB  of  Matiieimtios  and  Natoial  Fliilosophy  nsy 
be  examined  on  these  subjects  at  aay  examiBsAion  for  degrees,  althoagb  he  has 
not  oompleted  his  attendance  on  the  other  classes  of  the  prescribed  coarse;  and, 
if  such  stndent  shall  satisfy  the  examiners,  when  so  examined  in  Latin  sod

Students  who  have  passed  satisfactorily  an  examination  or  examinations 
on  the  sereral  subjects  embraced  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  are  entitled 
forthwith  to  receiYe  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  without  honours  ;  but  th^y 
may,  before  talijng  a  degree,  offer  themselyes  for  farther  examination,  with  a 
▼iew  to  graduation  with  Honours ;  provided  always  that  any  student  who 
desires  to  oifer  himself  for  examination  with  a  view  to  graduation  with 
Honours  in  any  one  or  more  departments  may  proceed  to  such  examinatioB 
without  having  previously  passed  the  examination  in  such  department  or 
departments  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  without  honours;  and  if 
suck  student,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners,  fails  to  attain  the  standard  for 
honours  in  any  department,  but  attains  to  the  standard  of  the  examinatkn 
for  graduation  without  honours,  he  shall  be  held  to  have  passed  in  that  depart 
ment  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  without  Jionours ;  but  if  in  any  sueh 
department  he  fails  to  attain  to  the  standard  of  the  examination  for  graduation 
without  honours,  he  shall  not  be  entitled,  until  he  shall  have  passed  in  that 
department,  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  :*  Provided,  also,  that  no  person 
shall  be  admitted  to  examination  for  Honours  after  he  has  ceased  to  be  a  matci- 
oulated  student  in  attendance  on  a  class  or  olasses  in  the  Universi^  for  mors 
than  one  winter  session,  unless  he  has  been  prevented  from  offering  himself  hj 
ill-health,  or  other  sufficient  causcf 

V.  There  are  four  departments,  in  any  one  or  more  of  which  candidates  for 
graduation  with  Honours  may  offer  themselves  for  examination,  vis. :  (1) 
Classical  Literature ;  (2)  Mental  Philosophy,  including  Logic,  MetaphysioSy  sad 
Moral  Philosophy  ;  (8)  Mathematics,  including  pure  Mathematics  and  Natval 
Philosophy ;  and  (4)  Natural  Science,  including  Botany,  Geology,  Zoology,  and 
Chemistry.

Greek  i  Selected 
books,  with  questions  as  above.  Logic :  The  Professor's  Lectures,  and 
Whately's  Logic,  books  ii.  and  iii.  Moral  Philosophy :  The  subjects 
discussed  in  the  Professor's  Lectures — see  imder  FactjIiTT  of  Abts. 
English  Literature :  Lectures  of  the  Professor.  MathemaOes :  Euclid, 
first  six  books ;  Algebra,  including  quadratic  equations,  progressions, 
and  binomial  theorem  for  positive  integers ;  Plane  Trigonometry,  as  far 
as  the  solution  of  triangles  by  the  aid  of  logarithmic  tables.  Naimrd 
Philosophy:  Examination  on  the  subjects  explained  in  the  class;  on 
the  Elements  of  Statics  and  Dynamics,  with  the  solution  of  problans 
not  requiring  the  Differential  or  Litegral  Calculus;  Experimental 
Science,  including  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  Electricity,  and  Magnetism; 
Galbraith  and  Haughton's  Astronomy;  Thomson's  Lectures  on  Naviga- 
tion; Thomson  and  Tait's  Outlines  of  Dynamics. 

Prdiminary  Examinations  in  Arts. — ^The  subjects  of  the  Preliminaiy 
examinations  in  the  different  departments  are  as  follows :  Latin  and 
Qreeh:  Easy  passages  to  translate  from  Latin  and  Gi^ek  Authors; 


ttilF  proCeH  ta  M  iadiipennbto  M  a  knovledce  of  tbe  text. 
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TraaBlatioii  from  English  into  Latin ;  Simple  Qnestionfl  in  Grammar 
and  History.  Mathematics:  First  six  books  of  Euclid;  Plane Trigo- 
oometiy;  Algelnra,  including  quadratic  equations.  [The  Preliminary 
examination  in  Latin,  Qreek,  and  Mathematics  will  be  combined  with 
the  examination  for  the  Competition  Bursaries.]  The  attention  of 
sfcudents  is  called  specially  to  the  following  points :  1.  The  Preliminary 
examinations  are  in  every  case  Yolnntary.  2.  No  student  can  offer 
himself  for  a  Preliminary  examination  except  when  entering  the 
Uniyersity  for  the  first  time.  3.  A  student  who  passes  the  Preliminary 
examinations  in  Greek  and  Latin  may  complete  the  course  of  study 
required  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  three  sessions.  4.  A 
student  who  passes  the  Preliminary  examination,  in  one  or  more 
departments,  is  entitled  to  enter  the  senior  class  or  classes  in  the 
department  or  departments  in  which  he  passes,  and  may  qualify  himself 
for  graduation  in  Arts  by  attending  such  senior  class  or  classes  for  one 
■ession,  without  attending  the  junior  class  or  classes  in  the  department 
or  departments  in  which  he  passes.  Names  of  candidates  to  be  given 
in  to  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Senate  not  later  than  October  21st. 

2.  Qraduatian  in  Bcienee. — Bachelor  of  Science. — The  Senate,  with  the 
appioTal  of  the  TJniYersity  Court,  have  instituted  the  d^^ee  of  Bachelor 
of  Scienoe,  with  three  altematiTe  courses  of  study.  The  courses  of 
itodyin  the  several  departments  are  as  follows:  A.  In  Biological 
Sdenee  —  Any  four  of  these  five:  L  Chemistry;  2.  Anatomy; 
3.  Physiology;  4  Zoology  (including  Comparative  Anatomy);  5. 
Bctany.  And  four  of  the  classes  in  the  Arts  Curriculum.*  B.  In 
Qtological  Science :  1.  Geology;  2.  Chemistry;  3.  2jOology  (including 
Comparative  Anotomy);  4.  Natural  Philosophy.  And  any  four  of 
the  classes  in  the  Arts  curriculum:  provided  always  that,  in  the 
event  of  a  student  taking  G^desy  in  conjunction  with  any 
Uiuversity  class  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  lectures,  he  shall  be 
allowed  to  dispense  with  one  of  the  Arts  classes.  C.  In  Engineering 
Science :  1.  Mathematics  (one  or  two  sessions,  according  to  proficiency 
displayed);  2.  Natural  Philosophy  (one  or  two);  3.  Liorganic 
OBemistry  (one);  4.  Geology  (one);  5.  Civil  Engineering  (two).  And 
any  two  of  the  classes  in  the  Arts  curriculum  except  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy :  provided  always  that  in  the  event  of  a 
student  taking  GFeodesy  in  conjunction  with  the  Practical  course  in 
Giril  Engineering,  or  any  other  University  class  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  lectures,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  dispense  with  one  of 
the  Arts  classes.

4.  The  fee  for  the  degree  in  Science  shall  be  J63  Ss.,  it  being  provided  that^  tf 
any  candidate  shall  present  himself  for  examination  in  the  different  subjects 
at  different  periods,  he  shall  pay  £1  Is.  in  each  session  in  which  be  is  examiasd, 
tm  he  has  paid  £S  8s. 

5.  Students  who  commenced  their  ooorae  for  a  oertilloate  in  Sngiaeerisg 
Science  before  session  1871-72,  may  be  graated  a  degree  on  esamiaation  in 
all  the  appointed  subjects,  witiiout  attendance  on  any  class  but  those  requisite 
lor  the  eertifloate  in  Engineering  Science. 

6.  Examinations  for  the  degree  of  MJk..  will  not  be  held  as  available  for 
the  degree  of  B.So.,  unless  passed  by  the  student  as  a  candidate  for  that  degree ; 
bnt  examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  passed  previously  to  1st  January,  1874, 
will  be  accepted  for  the  degree  of  B.So.  on  the  candidate  paying  the  f^es  for 
examination  for  that  degree  over  and  above  any  fees  he  may  have  paid  as  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  M.A. 

7.  Honours  in  the  subjects  taken  from  the  FaouU^  of  Arts  shall  be  given  to 
graduates  in  Science  only  on  the  same  curriculum  and  examination  as  to 
graduates  in  Arts. 

Subjects  of  Examination,  —  A.  Biological  Science.  —  Chemidry : 
Greneral  Principles  of  Organic  Chemistry;  Classification  of  Organic 
Substances,  and  Chemistry  of  Blood,  Bile,  and  Urine.  Anaiomyi 
Descriptive  Anatomy  and  Histology.  Physiology:  A  general  know- 
ledge of  the  subject  as  treated,  e.g.,  in  M'Kendrick's  Outlines  of 
Physiology,  and  special  knowledge  of  some  part  of  the  subject  to  be 
announced  from  time  to  time  in  the  "  Calendar."  Candidates  will  also 
be  subjected  to  a  practical  examination,  in  the  Laboratory,  on  Histo- 
logy, the  Chemistry  of  Physiological  processes,  and  the  use  of 
Physiological   apparatus.     Zoology   and    Comparatifve  Anaikmy:    A 
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general  knowledge  of  the  Principles  of  Zoological  Classiflcation,  with 
a  more  detailed  knowledge  of  certain  parts  of  the  snbject  to  be 
annonnoed  from  time  to  time.  Botany  :  Morphology,  Physiology,  and 
Systematic  Botany;  the  last  restricted  to  the  General  Principles  of 
Classification,  and  to  British  Natural  Orders.  The  candidate  may  be 
asked  to  describe  plants  set  before  him,  and  to  refer  them  to  their 
proper  places  in  the  Vegetable  Elingdom. 

B.  Geological  Science.  —  Geology  :  Lithology  and  Stratigraphy ; 
Paleontology,  and  the  conditions  on  which  climatal  changes  depend. 
Ckemitiry :  The  Greneral  Principles  of  the  Science,  including  the  pre- 
paration, properties,  and  chief  compounds  of  the  common  non-metallic 
and  metallic  elements ;  and  in  special  the  Chemistry  of  Bock  Forma- 
tioofl  and  Mineralogy.  Zoology  *.  Principles  of  Classification,  and  a 
more  detailed  knowledge  of  certain  parts  of  the  subject,  to  be 
announced  from  time  to  time.  Candidates  will  be  examined  in  these 
three  subjects  by  the  aid  of  specimens.  Nahiral  PhiloBophy :  Students 
win  be  required  to  show  proficiency  equal  to  that  which  is  required  for 
tiie  degree  of  M.A.  The  departmental  Certificate  in  Mathematics  for 
ibe  degree  of  M JL.  frees  the  candidate  from  this  part  of  the  examina- 
tion, but  he  must  pay  the  additional  fee. 

C  Engineering  Science. — Mathematica :  The  subjects  of  examination 
for  Second  Class  Honours  for  the  degree  in  Arts.  Ndtwral  Philosophy : 
Thomson  and  Tait's  Elementary  Treatise  on  Natural  Philosophy; 
portions  of  Maxwell  or  Balfour  Stewart  on  Heat;  Central  Forces. 
Candidates  may  profess  higher  subjects.  Chemistry:  The  General 
Principles  of  the  Science,  including  the  preparation,  properties,  and 
chief  compoxmds  of  the  common  non-metallic  and  metallic  elements, 
and  in  special  the  Metallurgy  of  Iron,  Copper,  Lead,  Tin,  and  Zinc ; 
the  Chemistry  of  building  materials,  and  of  water  and  atmospheric 
air.  Geology :  Lithology,  Stratigraphy ;  Coal  Mining  and  Geological 
Sorreying.  Besides  the  text  books  already  mentioned,  Smyth's  "  Coal 
Mining;"  Si)on's  "Well-boring  and  Sinking."  Civil  Engineering  i 
The  subjects  mentioned  for  the  two  courses  of  the  Professor  of 
Engineering.  Geodesy:  Theory  of  Greodesical  Instruments;  Methods 
of  determining  Local  Time;  Longitudes,  Latitudes  and  Azimuths; 
Measurement  of  Base  Lines ;  Principles  of  Triangulation ;  Measure- 
ment of  Arcs  of  the  Meridian. 

The  Engineering  examinations  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  in  En- 
gineering Science  may  commence  on  or  after  the  24th  of  March  in 
each  year.  The  examination  in  the  subjects  for  the  degree  of 
B.So.  admitting  of  it,  shaU  be  both  practical  and  oral  as  well  as  in 
writing. 
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3.  QraduaHon  in  JtfeelietffM.— Three  Medical  degrees  are  conferred  hj 
this  UniyerBitj — yiz,,  Bachelor  of  Medicine  (M.B.)>  Master  in  Surgery 
(0  J)i.)>  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  (M.D.)>  all  of  which  are  recognised  hj 
the  Medical  Act  as  quaUfying  for  practice  thronghont  the  Britiah 
dominions,  and  for  admission  to  the  Army,  "Sayj,  and  Pablic  Medical 
Service.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  may  be  obtained  by  can- 
didates of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  have  complied  with  the 
regulations  as  to  Education  and  Examination.  The  degree  of  Master 
in  Sm*gery  is  conferred  only  upon  those  who  at  the  same  time  obtain 
the  Bachelorship  of  Medicine ;  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
may  be  conferred  on  candidates  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of 
age  who  have  obtained  the  Bachelorship  two  or  more  years  prerionsly, 
and  have  fulfilled  certain  conditions.  The  following  rules  and  directions 
apply  more  immediately  to  the  Bachdorship  of  Medicine,  which  nraat 
precede  either  of  the  other  degrees. 

A. — EoMmvnaiion  of  MediecU ,  8iudent8  in  General  EducaHon  a$kd 
BegielriUion  hy  the  Medical  Council, — ^The  candidate  for  the  Bachelor- 
ship  of  Medicine  must  have  been  registered  in  the  books  of  the  Genend 
Medical  Council  at  least  four  years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  graduation. 
In  order  to  be  so  registered  he  must  transmit  to  Dr.  Inglis,  the  Scot- 
tish Branch  Registrar,  83,  Albany-street,  Edinburgh,  together  with  a 
printed  form  of  application  (which  may  be  obtained  from  Mr.  Moib 
the  Assistant-Clerk  of  Senate),  a  certificate  of  haying  passed  a  satisifao- 
tory  Preliminary  examination  in  English,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  Euclid, 
and  Algebra,  along  with  one  optional  subject,  as  French,  or  German,  or 
Greek,  or  Mechanics,  or  Natural  Philosophy.     The  possession  of  a 
degree  in  Arts,  not  being  an  honoraiy  degree,  exempts  from  exanuna- 
tion  in  G^eral  Education,  provided  that  it  has  been  conferred  by  a 
British  UniyersityyOr  by  such  Foreign  and  Colonial  TJniyersities  as  shall 
haye  been  recognised  by  the  Genend  Medical  Council.    The  examina> 
tion  in  G^eral  Education  may  be  passed  either  in  this  TJniyersity  or  at 
any  Uniyersity  or  Board  of  which  the  examinations  are  recognised  by 
the  General  Medical  Council  as  entitling  to  registration.    But  while  a 
certificate  of  haying  passed  any  recog^nised  Preliminary  examination 
entitles  to  registration  in  the  books  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  the 
Uniyersity  only    accepts  these  examinations  pro  tanto,  and  exacts 
examination  in  eyery  case  on  such  subjects  required  by  the  regulations 
of  the  Uniyersity  as  are  not  embraced  in  the  certificates  presented  from 
other  Examining  Boards,  or  which,  though  included  therein,  are  not  of 
similar  extent  to  the  same  subjects  as  prescribed  by  the  Uniyersity.  In 
such  cases  this  examination  required  by  the  Uniyersity  must  be  passed 
by  the  candidates  before  admission  to  their  First  Professional  examina- 
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tion.  This  registration  in  the  books  of  the  Medical  OoTmoil,  whioh  is 
imperstiTe  on  candidates  for  any  legal  qualification  to  practice  wliatso« 
erer,  is  quite  distinct  from  Matriculation  or  other  registration  of  students 
in  the  books  of  the  Uniyersity. 

In  addition  to  the  aboye-mentioned  Preliminary  examination,  can- 
didates for  the  Bachelorship  are  required  to  imdergo,  previous  to  their 
First  Professional  examination  (and,  it  is  recommended,  as  far  as  pos- 
nUe^  previous  to  the  commencement  of  professional  study),  anexamina* 
tion  in  two  of  the  following  subjects,  to  be  selected  by  the  candidate- 
vis^  Qreek,  French,  Gkrman,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy, 
I^c,  Moral  Philosophy.  Candidates  are  further  advised  to  appear  at 
aaearfy  a  period  as  possible  for  examination  on  the  subjects  enjoined  in 
Ftaiin. 

The  first  dnty,  then,  of  those  intending  to  enter  the  Medical  pro- 
fession is  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  Preliminary  examination 
in  General  Education;  and,  tmless  in  exceptional  circumstances  of 
great  proficiency  in  the  subjects  of  that  examination,  students 
are  recommended  not  to  enter  upon  professional  study  before  the 
age  of  seventeen  years ;  the  minimum  professional  curriculum  of 
foor  years  will  thus  occupy  the  period  till  the  ag^  of  twenty-one 
jean,  the  earliest  at  which  a  legal  qualification  to  practice  can  be 
obtained.

Duration  and  GonsHMiom  ^  tiba 
OurricttZtim.— The  professional  curriculum  is  of  four  yearB*  dmnatieaj 
the  medical  session  of  each  year  or  owmu  Tnedieus  being  oonstitotad 
by  attendance  on  two  courses  ol  not  less  than  100  leotnrea  eaok,  at  <m. 
one  such  course  with  two  or  three  months'  courses  of  not  leas  than  50 
lectures  each.  But  in  the  case  of  the  clinioal  courses  it  is  auficMBfc 
that  the  lectures  be  given  twice  a  week  during  the  prescribed  period. 
Of  this  curriculum,  if  not  passed  wholly  at  the  University  of  Glasgow^ 
two  years  must  be  constituted  by  attendance  on  courses  at  a  univeraiif 
entitled  to  grant  degrees  in  Medicine;  and  one  of  these  yeaxa  at  least 
must  be  at  the  University  of  Glasgow.

AU  graduates  in  Arts  of  any 
of  the  universities  of  Scotland  or  of  England,  or  of  Ireland,  or  of  a 
Colonial  university  whose  degrees  shall,  for  this  purpose,  have  been 
speciaJly  recognised  by  the  University  Court,  who  have  studied  at  tbia 
University  during  at  least  two  sessions,  and  "  who  have  gone  through 
a  due  course  of  Theological  training,  whether  in  this  University  or  in 
any  other  theological  school  in  Scotland  or  England,"  may  become  can- 
didates for  the  degree.  Students  who  have  completed  the  second  year  of 
their  Divinity  studies,  subsequent  to  the  termination  of  their  couise  in 
Arts,  may  present  themselves  for  examination  in  Hebrew  and  BibUcal 
Criticism.  Candidates  must  make  application  by  letter  to  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity  not  later  than  November  1st  or  April  1st  respectively, 
accompanying  their  letter  with  a  statement  of  their  course  of  stody  as 
students  of  Divinity,  and  with  the  necessary  certificates.  The  fee  fat 
the  degree  is  £3  3s.

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«f  liie  examinin  wbMn  the  degree  of  D.D.  ehall  be  ecmferred.  The  Senate 
nay  dispenie  wiilh  this  examinatiaii  in  the  OMe  of  •  Bebhelor  of  JDiylnitj  of 
wkon  the  Theologioal  Feonlty  ahaU  report  that  he  hat  pnUiihed  a  work  of 
awrit  In  Theologioal  Soienoe. 

nL  A  gxadnafce  in  Arta  or  member  of  the  General  Connoil,  who  oompleM  Ida 
theologioal  oonrae  before  the  reriYal  of  the  degree  of  B.D.»  may  proceed  to  the 
degree  of  DJD,  in  the  same  way  aa  a  B.D.  of  eight  yeara*  atanding  under  Begii- 
latkm  II.yOr  aa  a  B.D.  of  fifteen  yeara'  atanding  nnder  Begnlation  I.,  hia 
itanding  being  reckoned  from  the  completion  of  hia  theological  conrae. 

lY.  The  UniTeraity  dnea  for  the  degree  of  D.I>.  ahall  be,  aa  heretofore,  JB20 ; 
imder  deduction  of  the  dnea  preyionaly  paid  on  examination  for  the  d^greea  of 
HA.  and  B.B. 

7.  Doctor  cf  Laws  {LLJ)),^-The  following  lesolutioiis  regulating  tlie 
piooedure  of  the  Senate  in  oonferring  the  honorary  d^^ree  of  LLJ). 
were  agreed  ix>,  9tli  March,  1882 : 

1.  Propoaala  for  conferring  the  degree  of  LL.B.  shall  be  brought  before  the 
Senate  at  the  firat  meeting  in  Noyember,  or  the  first  meeting  in  March. 

2.  At  the  commencement  of  every  aeaaion  a  committee  shall  be  appointed,  to 
be  called  the  Ck>mmittee  on  the  Degree  of  LL.D.,  consisting  of  the  Principal, 
two  Frofeeaora  from  each  of  the  Faoultiea  of  Arta  and  Law,  and  one  Profeaaor 
from  each  of  the  FaeultieB  of  Medicine  and  Theology.  To  this  committee  all 
propoaala  to  ooofer  thia  degree  ahall  be  remitted. 

8.  It  ahall  be  the  duty  of  thia  Committee  to  oonalder  the  propoaala  brought 
before  the  Senate,  and  to  submit  to  the  Senate,  in  writing,  a  atatement  of  the 
gnmnda  on  which,  in  any  oaae,  their  recommendation  to  oonfer  the  degree  ia 
foimded. 

4.  To  enable  the  Committee  to  fulfil  the  third  regulation,  the  propoaer, 
along  with  two  other  membera  of  thelSenate,  ahall  fill  up  a  adhednle  ahowing  in 
file  eaae  of  the  peraon  nominated  :  (a)  Whether  he  ia  an  alumnua  of  thia  or  any 
ofchsr  TTmyeraiiy,  and  whether  he  holda  any  academical  degree ;  (b)  Whether  he 
is  the  author  of  any  work  of  acknowledged  merit,  or  haa  otherwise  contributed 
to  the  progreaa  of  learning  and  aoienoe :  (e)  and,  in  general,  whether  hia  oharaoter, 
prof eaaion,  or  poaition  in  aodety  are  auch  aa  to  warrant  the  oonferring  of  the 
propoaed  distinction. 

5.  No  reaolution  to  oonfer  the  degree  of  LL.I>.  shall  be  moyed  in  the  Senate 
ustQ  the  meeting  after  that  to  which  the  Committee' a  recommendation  ia 
preaented.

.qaesfcediilie  Uniroratty  Court  toreoommend  to  the  Senate  the  proprielj 
of  reqniiing  the  students  to  conform  to  the  ancient  practice  of  tbii 
Uniyendtj  as  to  academic  dress;  and  the  University  Court  having 
remitted  the  subject  to  the  determination  of  the  Senate,  with  an 
expression  of  r^ret  that  the  academical  dress  formerly  worn  by  the 
Arts  students  has  of  late  years  been  laid  aside,  the  Senate  has  givea 
notice  that  students  in  Arts  are  required  to  wear  the  gown  on  pohlie 
occasions,  and  in  their  classes,  unless  for  a  reason  satisfactory  to  the 
Professor  of  the  class.  The  Senate  further,  require  that,  in  future, 
all  candidates  for  gndnation  in  Arts  shall  appear  in  their  gowns  at 
the  examinations  and  at  the  oeremony  of  Graduation.  While  this 
notice  does  not  apply  to  students  nci  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  all 
students  in  the  University  are  entitled  to  wear  the  Bed  Gown. 

The  propriety  of  wearing  an  Academical  Cap  along  with  the  Gown 
havii!^  been  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  Senate  by  a  memorial 
from  the  students,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  April  25tli, 
1871 :  ''  The  Senate,  fully  recognising  the  propriety  of  a  suitable 
aoademio  cap  being  worn  along  with  the  gown,  recommend  that  the 
Trencher  Cap  be  so  worn,  but  desire  that  it  be  not  worn  without  the

Ceremony    of  Qraduation, — The   following    are     the     regulationB 

adopted  by  the  Senate:  All  degrees,  honorary  or  gained  by  examination, 

shall  be  publicly  conferred,  except  in  special  cases,  to  be  decided  by  the 

Senate.

Bwrsaries,  Scholarahips  and  Prizes. 

The  indacementa  to  stady  and  the  rewards  of  acquired  learning  in 
this  Uniyeredty  are  namerons  and  Taried.  A  great  part  of  the  endow*, 
meats  for  these  purposes  are,  however,  devoted  to  local  and  personal) 
pieferenoee;  that  is,  the  applioant  must  either  be  a  native  of  or> 
educated  at  a  specified  place,  which  is  tiniformlj  in  Scotland,  or  mnst 
be  of  a  particular  family,  or  bear  a  given  surname;  or  where  such 
conditions  are  not  absolute,  what  is  nearly  the  same  thing,  they  confer 
a  preferential  claim.  To  give  details  of  this  class  of  benefaction  would 
be  but  of  limited  interest ;  and  we  shall,  therefore,  simply  enumerate 
them,  with  the  intimation  that  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the 
"  Oalendar."  For  the  rest,  it  will  be  convenient  to  make  categories  of 
those  emoluments  which  are  open  and  those  which  are  profesaional^. 
diatingniahing,  however,  such  as,  constituting  independent  series, 
cannot  be  otherwise  classified.  Where  the  names  of  the  patrons  or 
the  time  and  place  of  application  are  not  given,  the  information  mustr 
be  sought  from  the  "  Calendar." 

Ho  aluxnnua  of  the  University  is  allowed  to  hold  at  one  time  more 
than  one  bursary,  scholarship,  or  fellowship,  except  in  cases  provided:

— Bursars  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  are  required  ta 
attend  each  session  two  at  lea«t  of  the  classes  embraced  in  the 
cunionlum  for  M.A.  Bursars  in  the  Faculty  ol  Theology  are  required- 
to  attend  the  Divinity  Class  and  any  two  of  the  three  classes  of  Hebrew*

Htiaooo  of  Giyil  Engineering,  Senior  Mathematics,  Practical  Astronomy, 
and  Chemistry;  two  at  least  of  these  classes  to  be  taken  each  year, 
examination  in  Pore  Mathematics,  inolnding  the  Elements  of  Pkae 
Trigonometiy,  of  Mechanics,  and  of  Theoretical  Astronomy. 

Mmr  Btvnariea, — One  for  a  student  of  Divinity  during  the  last  three 
years  of  his  curriculum ;  two  for  adyanced  students  in  Mathematics,- 
the  period  of  tenure  to  be  fixed  by  the  Senate;  and  two  for  advanced 
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Btadents  of  Engineering  and  Mechanics,  the  period  of  tenure  to  he 
fixed  bj  the  Senate.  The  following  are  the  rales  and  regolations  for 
these  bursaries : 

1.  Muir  Btirsary  in  DMnity, — Candidates  miut  be  entering  on  their  finfc 
BOsnon  in  Theology  in  the  TTniyendty,  and  the  appointment  to  the  buraaiy  ebaU 
be  determined  by  the  zeanlt  of  the  annual.  oompetitiYe  examination  for  Bnr- 
saries  in  Theol<^fy.  The  competition  shall  be  open  to  candidates  holding  a 
degree  in  Arts  in  any  Scottish  Uniyersity,  or  who  haye  passed  their  ezamxna- 
tions  in  any  two  departments  for  graduation  in  Arts.  The  bnraaxy  shall  be 
tenable  for  three  years^  bnt  the  second  moiety  of  the  third  year's  horse  shall  not 
be  paid  until  the  bursar  shall  haye  passed  the  examinations  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Diyinity. 

2.  Mu/ir  Bvrsaries  in  Mathemaiies, — ^Two  in  number,  of  which  the  Junior 
bursary  shall  be  tenable  for  two  years,  and  the  Senior  bursary  for  one  year,  the 
former  being  of  half  the  annual  yalue  of  the  latter.  The  appointments  shall  be 
determined  by  the  proficiency  shown  by  the  candidates  in  the  earlier  part  of 
their  Mathematical  course,  and  the  successful  candidates  shall  prosecute 
the  study  of  the  Higher  Mathematics  during  their  tenure  of  the  bur- 
saries. No  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  hold  both  bursaries  at  the  same 
time.  Should  the  Junior  bursary  be  resigned  by  the  bursar  at  the  end  of  his 
first  year  of  tenure,  the  Senate  may  make  an  appointment  for  the  remainder  of 
the  period. 

3.  Mv/ir  Bursaries  in  Civil  Engineering  and  Mechanics. — ^Two  in  number, 
and  of  equal  yalue.  The  appointments  shall  be  determined  by  the  proficieBcy 
shown  by  the  candidates  in  the  earlier  part  of  their  Engineering  course.  The 
period  of  tenure  for  each  bursary  shall  be  the  session  of  attendanoe  on  the 
Senior  Class  of  Ciril  Engineering  and  Mechanics.  Should  a  yacanoy  occur  by 
reason  of  non-attendance  of  a  selected  cai^didate  the  Senate  may  make  an  ap- 
pointment for  the  remainder  of  the  period.  No  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  hold 
both  bursaries. 

4.  The  Senate  reserye  the  right  to  withhold  the  bursary  in  any  case  in  which  a 
satisfactory  standard  has  not  been  attained  by  any  of  the  competitors. 

5.  Arrangements  for  carrying  out  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  the  Senate,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  published  in  the 
Uniyersity  Calendar.

John  Bo»s,  jvn.,  for  a  student  in  Divinity  entmng  on  his  first  session 
in  Theology,  with  a  yiew  of  becoming  a  clergyman  of  the  Established 
Church  of  Scotland,  the  award  to  be  determined  by  the  result  of  the 
annual  competitiYe  examination  for  Bursaries  in  Theology,  in  case  of 
equality  preference  to  student  most  in  need  of  help,  or  to  a  natiye  of 
Ayrshire,  three  years  ;  Siruihera,  for  an  M.A«  and  student  of  Divinity, 
three  years ;  WiUon,  for  an  M. A«  in  regular  attendance  as  a  student  in 
Theology,  three  years. 

FaeuUy  of  Law.  — *  WaJhingahoM  Young  Bwrsavy :  The  following 
r^iulations  have  been  adopted : 

1.  The  barmy  shall  be  tenable  for  two  yean,  duzing  whioh  the  holder  shall 
gire  TSffiilar  attendaaoe  as  a  pnblio  stadent  in  the  EeMolty  of  Law  in  the 
Unirenity,  to  the  aatisfaotion  of  the  Senate. 

2.  AS  penone  who,  within  two  years  preTions  to  the  time  when  an  appoint- 
ment to  the  bnzflary  is  made,  have  at  an  examination  in  Arts  for  the  degree  of 
B Ji.  pAseed  in  not  fewer  than  two  Arts  snbjeots,  or  have  passed  a  departmental 
wammation  for  the  degree  of  M.A.,  shall  be  eligible  as  oandidates,  and  the 
Senate  shall  appoint  that  one  among  the  caadidatea  who  in  their  opinion  is  the 
most  distingnished.

5.  The  «tt5i#ef«  of  wamination  tot  the  Eglinton  fellowship,  to  be  oompsfced 
for  in  November,  1881,  and  thereafter  triennially,  shall  be  Logic  and  Meta- 
physics, Moral  Philosophy,  English  Literature,  and  Classics,  including  Anoent 
History.  The  subjects  of  examination  in  Latin,  Greek,  Logic,  sad 
Moral  Philosophy,  shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  with  Honours.  Candidates  are  requested  to  take  notice  that  oonspionou 
ezoellenoe  in  one  of  the  departments  of  the  examination — ^in  Classics,  or  in  Fliib* 
sophy  and  English  Literature— will  be  preferred  to  moderate  attainments  in 
both. 

6.  The  subjects  of  examination  for  the  Eglinton  fellowship,  to  be  competed  for 
in  November,  1882,  and  thereafter  triennially,  shall  be  the  subjects  of  examias- 
tion  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  with  Honours  in  Mathematios  and  Natonl 
Philosophy. 

7.  The  Eglinton  fellowship  shall  not  be  held  along  with  the  Snell  aehols^ 
ship,  or  Breadalbane  scholarship,  and  the  holder  of  the  Luke  f eUowshxp  or 
of  the  Metcalfe  feUowship  shall  not  be  admitted  to  compete  for  the  i^lision 
fellowship. 

Names  of  candidates  for  the  Eglinton  fellowship  to  be  given  in  to  the 
Assistant  Olerk  of  Senate. 

Luke  FeUowahip.^-The  following  are  the  regulations : 

1.  There  shall  be  a  single  Luke  fellowship  (of  about  ^120  per  annum),  ten- 
able for  three  years,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  at  the  end  of  the  M 
and  second  year. 

2.  The  Luke  fellowship  shall  be  awarded  on  examination  in  Classios  and 
Ancient  History,  Moral  Philosophy,  Logic  and  Metaphysics,  and  Ea^iik 
Literature. 

8.  The  successful  competitor  shall  be  bound  to  give  such  assistance  in  tht 
teaching  of  the  dass  of  English  Literature  as  the  Senate  may  in  each  mm 
prescribe ;  and  in  reporting  to  the  Senate,  the  examiners  shall  pay  pariioalir 
attention  to  this  obligation,  and  shall  give  English  Literature  at  least  etiaal 
weight  with  either  Classics  or  Philosophy. 

4.  The  Luke  fellowship  shall  be  open  to  oompetition  in  November,  1868,  and 
thereafter  triennially. 
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5.  Competiton  for  the  Luke  ItUowahip  miurt  be  MMton  of  AxUi  of  tills  Uni- 
'nattj,  of  not  more  than  three  yeert'  etuidiiig,  proTided  Alwmys  tli»t  Btadenti 
giMlnatiag  »t  the  rapplementuy  grftdoAtioii  in  November  of  tuaj  yeer  shftU,  for 
•npnrpoeee^  beheld  to  haTe  gndnated  %t  the  ordinnry  gmdnfttion  in  the  May 
immediately  preceding. 

6.  The  Lnke  fellowehip  ahall  not  be  held  alonff  with  the  Snell  aeholaxehip,  the 
dark  aoholarship,  the  Eglinton  fellowship,  or  the  Eaing  fellowahip. 

7.  Sindenta  who  hare  competed  at  one  Lnke  feUowehip  examination  ahall  not 
be  admitted  to  another,  nor  ehall  the  holder  of  the  iSglinton  fellowahip ;  but  In 
fte  erent  of  a  candidate's  being  appointed  to  a  Taoan<^  to  be  filled  for  leas  than 
tioee  years,  snd  being  stiU  eligible,  nnder  the  nsnal  regulations  as  aboye,  to 
eonpete  for  the  Lnke  feUowahip  on  the  oooaiion  of  the  next  regular  yaoanoy,  he 
•ban  be  qnaHlled  to  compete  just  as  if  he  had  not  prerionsly  held  the  f  eUowship, 
bit  in  no  case  shall  any  student  be  permitted  to  hold  the  fellowship  for  more 
tbaa  three  years  in  alL 

John  Clark  (MUe-end)  Scholarships,  —  For  candidates  who  stand 
li^hest  at  written  examinations  in  the  branches  of  learning  appointed 
V  the  Trustees,  tenable  for  fonr  years. 

Thomson  JEgcperimevdal  Scholarships. — ^The  scholars  are  appointed 
by  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Professor  of  Natural 
Fhiloflophy  and  the  Committee  on  Physical  Apparatus,  from  among 
indents  who  have  previously  shown  their  zeal  and  ability  in  Experi- 
oieatal  Investigations  in  iJie  Physical  Laboratory,  and  they  are 
''Bqiured  to  engage  in  the  continued  prosecution  of  Experimental 
Investigations  in  the  Laboratory  for  not  less  than  nine  months  of  the 
year,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy. 
These  scholarships  may  be  held  along  with  any  other  bursary,  soholar- 
•^p,  or  fellowship. 

HeteaJfe  FeUowship, — ^The  following  are  the  regulations : 

L  Iheie  shall  be  a  fellowship  on  the  Metcalfe  foundation,  of  the  annual  value 
^4100,  temple  for  three  years,  to  be  competed  for  in  November,  1872,  and 
ibHaafter  triennially. 

^  Candidates  must  be  Masters  of  Arts  with  Honours  in  the  department  of 
^K^^kematies  and  Natural  Philosophy,  of  not  more  than  tiiree  years'  standing. 
Provided  always  that  students  graduating  at  the  supplementary  graduation  In 
^evanibtt  of  any  year  shall,  for  all  purposes,  be  held  to  have  graduated  at  the 
*d>>aiy  graduation  in  the  May  immediately  preceding. 

8.  The  examination  ahall  be  the  examination  for  the  degxeeof  Master  of  Arts 
^^  Honours  in  the  department  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

^  The  fellowship  shall  be  held  subject  to  the  condition  of  pursuing  a  course 
^  itady  hi  suoh  of  the  following  subjects — ^vix..  Higher  Mathematics,  Practical 
^'^'OBoaqr,  Civil  Engineering  and  Chemistry— as  tiie  Senate  shall  in  each  case 
IvtMribe. 
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Z.  Thtt  IMoille  falkwddp  flhan  nofe  be  bdd  aloi^  the  El^iBstoB  f aDov- 

■hip,  the  Snell  eoholanhqi,  or  the  BieadeUwne  soliobunihip ;  end  the  heldercf 
the.  Eglmton  feUowship  eball  not  be  allowed  to  oompete  for  the  Meioetfe  leDofir- 
ih^ ;  bnt  in  the  event  of  a  oudidate  being  ai^Kimted  to  a  Taeanoy  to  be  £Ded 
for  leea  than  three  yean,  and  being  still  eligible,  nnder  the  neiial  regulations  as 
above,  to  eompete  for  the  said  fellowship  on  the  ooeasion  of  the  next  regnhr 
Taoanoj,  heshall  be  qnaHiled  to  oompete  jost  as  If  he  had  not  prerionslj  held 
the  fellowahip,  bat  in  no  ease  shall  any  stadent  be  pennitted  to  hold  the  fsBov- 
wbxj^  for  more  tiian  three  years  in  all. 

Findlater  {Divinity)  Bcholcurshvp, — ^Tbe  following  r^;TilatioiiB  were 
adopted  by  the  Senate,  Nov.  80th,  1871 : 

1.  The  Findlater  sohbhueship  shall  be  awarded  annnally  by  eompetition. 

2.  At  the  ftfst  eompetition  (April,  1873),  and  thereafter  biennially,  ite 
examination  shall  be  in  Divinity  and  CShnroh  History ;  at  the  ■eoonci  eoiiQltir 
tion  (Nov.,  1878),  and  thereafter  biennially,  the  ezaminaticm  shall  be  in  Betarsv 
and  Biblical  Critioism. 

8.  The  subjects  of  examination  in  eaoh  of  the  four  departments  shall  be  ^ 
same  as  those  presoribed  for  the  degree  of  B  J). ;  bnt  any  of  the  oandidatai  at 
any  examination  shall  be  at  liberty  to  profess  additional  snbjeote  in  one  or  b«Bi 
of  the  departments  in  which  he  is  examined. 

4.  The  examination  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  <»Ta.mfna.«<wi  for  ft* 
degree  of  B.D. ;  those  in  Hebrew  and  Biblioal  Critioism  in  the  oommenoooMit 
of  the  session,  and  those  in  Divinity  and  Church  History  at  tlie  dose  of  tiM 
eession. 

5.  The  competition  shall  be  open  to  all  students  of  Divinitf  ivho  shall  oob- 
plete  the  ordinary  oonrse  at  the  elose  of  the  seesion  in  whioh  tiie  eiaminathm  ii 
held,  or  who  shall  have  oompleted  their  eonrse  at  the  eloee  of  tte  eession  ioui^ 
diately  preceding. 

George  A.  Ola/rk  Bwraariea  or  BchoUvrshipz. — The  following  aie  tHe 
regolationB: 

1.  One  of  these  bursaries  shall  be  competed  for  aonnally  at  or  iamediaMf 
after  the  November  examination  for  degrees  in  Arts. 

2.  The  oandidates  for  the  bursaries  shall  be  eitiier  Hasten  of  Arisol  tti> 
Unirersity  who  have  taken  the  degree  of  MJk.  with  Honours,  or  studenfts  pM- 
■enting  themselves  for  the  Final  examination  for  the  M.A.  degree  with  Hobov^ 
in  any  one  of  the  four  departments  enumerated  in  the  Ordinanese  of  the  Vtif^ 
sities  Commissioners,  No.  14,  §  vii.,  and  No.  18,  §  iii,  vis.  i  (1)  dassisal  Ltte» 
tuie ;  (2)  Mental  Fhiloeophy,  ineluding  Logic,  Metaphysios,  and  Moml  ^'^ 
Bophy ;  (8)  Mathematics,  including  Pure  Mathematics  and  Natural  Phflosophy; 
(4)  Natural  Scienee,  including  Botany,  Qeology,  Zoology,  and  Chenistiy.  ^ 
no  student  shall  be  eligible  for  the  examination  after  the  expiration  of  moie  ftv 
three  winter  sesnons  from  the  time  of  his  completing  the  eouree  neossstfy  ^ 
the  M.A.  degree. 
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&  TIm  raooeflafnl  ouidldate  AaSl  vaAaMkB,  dwAag  his  tenuo  of  ih«  hmmxjp 
to  ghe  aiioh  aamttanoe  in  fche  twfcohing  work  of  the  UniTersitj,  and  to  foUow 
fioh  a  oome  of  study  in  the  UniTeraity  t  aa  tlie  Senate  may  determine. 

4.  The  Bob jeets  of  examination  eaoh  year  ehaU  be  tlioie  wluoh  oonetitate  the 
enmination  for  Hononza  in  one  of  the  abore-named  department!  (the  depart* 
BWDt  Mleeted  eaoh  year  for  examination  to  be  pablidy  annonnoed).  The  Senate 
ZMvre  the  right  to  withhold  the  eoholarahip,  ehonld  none  of  the  oompetitore 
neoh  the  standard  of  attainment  required  of  gradnatea  in  Arte  with  highest 
HooourB. 

5.  In  the  erent  of  the  examinera  reporting  in  any  year  that  no  oandidate  has 
done  nffloiently  well  in  the  anbjeota  of  that  year  to  deaerre  the  loholarahip,  no 
^poinfaiient  ahall  be  made  in  that  year ;  bnt  it  ahaU  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Senate  to  hold  an  examination  for  the  same  aohdlarahip  and  in  the  aame  aubjeota, 
in  the  following  year,  prorided  that  in  that  oaae  the  aoholarahip  ahall  be  held 
for  tlsee  years  only  and  not  for  fonr,  the  sorplns  rerenne  being  added  to  the 
oapifad  of  the  fand.  Should  the  same  thing  ooonr  again,  it  ahall  be  in  the  power 
of  iiie  Senate  to  appoint  a  aeholar  for  two  y eara  only,  or  for  one  year  only,  the 
nauinatlon  in  each  oaae  being  in  the  aame  anbjeota  aa  when  the  aoholarahip  was 
Meompeted  for.  In  the  same  manner,  in  the  erent  of  a  raoanoy  oooarring  in 
Cm  temne  of  any  of  the  soholaTshipa  otherwiae  than  by  lapae  of  time,  the  Senate 
■ly  make  an  appointment  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  whioh  the  aoholar- 
ahip flkight  haTO  been  held  by  the  atadent  Taoating  it,  and  after  examination  in 
the  Kme  anbjeots  aa  thoae  for  i«ofloienoy  in  whioh  the  aoholar  waa  originally 
■Ppomted ;  bot  in  no  oaae  ahall  the  regnlar  rotation  of  anbjeota  aa  above  pro- 
vidid  for  be  disturbed.  In  the  eompetition  for  aoholarahipa  to  be  held  for  less 
thsQ  four  yeara,  no  stndent  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  who  wonld  not  be 
d%ib]e,  aa  abore  arranged,  for  a  aoholarahip  to  be  held  for  four  yeara.  In  the 
efTcot  of  a  oandidate  being  appointed  to  a  Taoanoy  to  be  filled  for  lew  than  four 
yean,  and  being  atiU  eligible,  nnder  the  nanal  regnlationa  aa  abore,  to  oompete 
tor  the  said  aoholarahip  on  the  oooaaion  of  the  next  regular  vaoanoy,  he  ahaU  be 
Vttlilied  to  oompete  jnat  as  if  he  had  not  previoaaly  held  the  aoholarahip,  bnt  in 
BO  <aae  ahaU  any  atndent  be  permitted  to  hold  the  aoholarahip  for  mora  than 
toyearain  aU. 

6.  It  ahall  not  be  oompetent  for  the  holders  of  theae  bursaries  to  hold  any 
€<hn  bnraary  or  aoholarahip  in  tiiis  Uniyeraity. 

7.  It  ahall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Senate  to  deprire  any  bnraar  of  his  bnrsary^ 
^  the  event  of  his  not  complying,  to  their  satisf action,  with  any  of  the  aboye 
i^flfolatioDB. 

8.  The  examinera  ahaU  be  the  aame  aa  the  examinera  for  the  degree  of  M.A» 
with  Hononra  in  eaoh  of  the  aereral  departmenta. 

8coU  Scholarship, — ^For  Masters  of  Arts  in  the  Unlyersity  of  Glas- 
gow of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing,  haying  graduated  with 
HonourB  in  Glassies  or  in  Mental  Philosophy,  or  for  stndents  who,, 
at  the  time  of  competition,  are  presenting  themselyes  for  the  Final 
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ezamination  in  the  said  trnirersity  for  tke  MJL.  degree  with  Honom 
in  Classios  or  in  Mental  Philosophy,  tenable  for  two  years.  The  Soott 
scholarship  is  not  to  be  held  along  with  any  other  sbholanliip, 
fellowship,  or  bursary  of  the  XTnirersity  of  Glasgow.  The  tubjscU 
of  examinoHon  are,  with  the  addition  aftermentioned,  Classios  or 
Mental  Philosophy,  or  both  of  these,  the  special  subjects  being  thoie 
for  the  exanunation  for  the  M.A.  degree  with  Honours  in  the  giTen 
department  or  departments  for  the  year,  and  in  addition  to  the  ex- 
amination aboYe-mentioned  the  competitors  most  undergo  an  examina- 
tion  in  English  Literature  of  a  higher  kind  than  that  required 
for  an  ordinaiy  pass  in  Mental  Philosophy." 

WHliam  Euing  FeUotoahips. — ^For  deserving  students  who  have 
completed  the  r^;xdar  curriculum  in  Arts,  and  taJcen  the  d^pree  of 
MJL  at  this  Uniyersity,  and  to  be  awarded  after  competition  in  the 
subjects  of  the  Arts  curriculum.  The  fellows  are  required  to  reside 
in  Glasgow  for  at  least  nine  months  of  the  year,  and  "  to  open  private 
classes,  of  limited  numbers,  for  giving  instruction  to,  and  aiding 
students  of  the  University— more  especially  during  the  vacatioii,  or 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  found  expedient— in  such  stadies  as  msj 
be  auxiliary  to,  or  illustratiye  of,  the  course  of  lectures  which  such 
students  may  have  attended,  or  be  desirous  of  attending,  and  also  to 
carry  out  the  same  purposes  by  a  systematic  course  of  pziTate  taitioa." 
One  fellowship  is  attached  to  the  department  of  Classics,  one  to  the 
department  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  one  to  the 
department  of  Mental  Philosophy,  including  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  English  Literature. 

Black  Theological  Fellowship. — Candidates  must  be  members  of  the 
Established  Church  of  Scotland.  The  following  regulations  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Senate  with  the  sanction  of  the  University  Court : 

1.  The  Black  Theologioal  feUowahip  shall  be  tenable  for  two  years. 

2.  It  shall  be  awarded  by  oompetitlon  open  to  Maeters  of  Arts  from  vaj  of 
the  TTaiversities  of  Scotland,  who  ehall  complete  the  ordinacj  ovrrionhim  of 
Theologioal  study  in  the  University  of  Glasgow  in  the  year  in  wfaioh  the 
examination  is  held,  or  who  ehall  have  oompleted  that  onrzionlnm  in  any  of  th« 
three  preceding  yean. 

3.  At  the  first  competition  in  November,  1877,  and  thereafter  in  Novembw  at 
intervalB  of  four  years,  the  examination  shall  be  in  Hebrew  and  Biblioal 
Criticism;  and  at  the  second  competition,  in  April,  1879,  and  thereafter  isApDl 
at  intervals  of  four  years,  the  examination  shall  be  in  Divinity  and  Chueb 
History. 

4.  The  fellowship  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Theological  Faculty  only  when  fhe 
examining  Prof  essora  shall  report  that  the  candidate  is  of  snflioient  merit. 

5.  The  holder  of  the  feUowship  shall,  during  his  tenure  of  it,  perform  sack 
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dsliflv— wbouMr  in  tho  fom  of  girin^  a  riiort  oomk  of  woiotCi  or  of  nado^ 
tiknif  taioiiil  work,  or  otherwifle— withfti  the  TTnirenitj,  at  may  be  eiilgiied 
iolum  by  the  AuniUgr  of  Theology  with  the  lanetion  of  the  Senate. 

6.  No  candidate  wlio  has  gained  the  f  eliowahip  at  one  examination  ihall  be 
it  liberty  to  oompete  for  it  a  oeoond  time. 

7.  Tlie  fellowafaip  ehafl  not  bo  held  in  oonjvnotion  with  any  other  Thedogioat 
idbwehip  or  ■ofaolarthip  fiJling  to  be  awarded  at  tlie  eaBie  timoy  or  rabeeqnently- 
dgripg  its  tenure. 

Ferguson  Bckolcurshi^s, — One  of  the  scliolarsliips  will  be  awarded  for 
the  greatest  proficiency  in  Olassics ;  one  for  the  greatest  proficiency  in 
Mathematics  indnding  Natural  Philosophy ;  and  one  for  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  Mental  Philosophy,  indnding  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and 
Ethics. 

Ska»  PhUotopkical  FellowMp.'^^The  following  are  the  oonditionB, 
namely: 

1.  Hie  said  feDowship  ahall  bear  the  name  of  '*  The  Shaw  Hiilosophioal 
FaDowihip/'  in  memoiy  of  the  eaid  Sir  James  Shaw,  Buonet. 

2.  Hie  patronage  of  the  mad  Shaw  Philoeophioal  FeUowehip  shall  belong  to  the 
midSenaioa  Aeademions,  and  shall  beezeroiaedby  them,  snbjeot  to  theoonditions 
hoon  eontsined,  for  the  enoooiagement  of  the  stady  of  Logie,  Metaphysios, 
iaohding  Psyohology,  Moral  PhUoeophy,  and  the  History  of  Philosophy. 

S.  The  fbOowsfaip  shall  be  awarded  by  oompetitiTe  examination  in  the  snbjeets 
ef  Logio,  Metaphysios,  indnding  Psychology,  Moral  Philosophy,  end  the  Histety 
ef  Philosophy. 

4  The  fellowship  shall,  on  snoh  oooasion  of  an  appointment  thereto,  be  open 
to  the  oompetition  of  gradnates  in  Arts  of  the  Soottiah  TTniTsrsitieB,  that  is  to 
•qr,  the  XJnifersity  of  Bdinbnrgh,  the  TTnirersi^  of  GhMgow,  the  TTnirersil^  of 
Aberdeen,  and  the  UniTendty  of  St.  Andrew,  of  not  more  than  Ato  years' 
■tuiding  at  the  time  of  the  competition,  and  of  all  students  of  the  said  Scottish 
UsiTenitlee  who,  althongh  they  have  not  gradoated  in  Arts,  shall  yet  have 
mooessfiilly  passed  the  last  of  the  examinations  necessary  for  snch  gradnatSon 
in  Arts,  within  the  period  of  Ato  yean  before  the  time  of  the  oompetitiou ;  and 
the  asid  Sonatas  of  the  IJniTersiiy  of  Edinburgh,  with  consent  of  the  Senatns  of 
ihe  other  Scottish  XTnirersities  aforesaid,  or  of  a  majority  of  them,  and  with  the 
ooneorrenoe  of  the  University  Gonrt  of  the  UniTersity  of  Edinburgh,  shall  hare 
power  either  to  increase  or  to  redace  the  number  of  years  of  standing  as 
liaduatss,  or  as  stadents  who  have  passed  all  the  examinations  necessary  for 
gaduation,  as  aboTS  flasd,  for  competitors  for  the  fellowship. 

S.  The  feOowsh^  shall  be  tenable  for  Atc  yesis  eoly,  but  the  said  Seosins 
Aflsdemioas  of  tiie  UniTersity  of  Edinburgh  shall  haTS  power,  with  consssKt  ol 
the  Senates  of  the  other  Scottish  UnirersitieB  aforesaid,  or  of  a  majority  of 
tbam,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Uniyersity  Court  of  the  said  Unirersity 
ol  Sdinbugh,  to  extend,  with  reference  to  all  holders  of  the  f ellowthip,  the  tern

6.  The  oompetitiTe  examination  for  the  nid  fellowihip  shall,  exoept  in  the 
oaae  below  proyided  for,  be  oondnoted  by  two  examiners,  to  be  appointed  in  tiie 
manner  following — to  wit»  one  of  the  examiners  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Senatns  Aoademiona  of  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh,  either  from  among  the 
members  of  the  said  Senatns  or  others,  as  th^  may  tiUnk  proper,  and  the  otiier 
examiner  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senatns  Aoademions  of  one  of  the  other 
Soottish  nniyersities  in  rotation. 

7.  The  said  examiners,  so  appointed,  shaQ  report  their  opinion  of  the  result 
of  the  examination  to  the  Senatns  Aoademions  of  the  Umyersity  of  Edinbnrgh, 
who  shall,  as  patrons  of  the  said  faUowship,  appoint  thereto  the  oandidate  who 
appears  by  the  report  to  be  best  qnalifled  by  proficiency  in  the  snbjeota  of  Logfio, 
Metaphysics,  indnding  Psychology,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History  of  Philo- 
sophy, prorided  that,  as  required  by  the  clause  next  following,  saoh  beet  qnali- 
fled candidate  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  both  the  examiners,  have  manifested  a 
snffioiantly  high  degree  of  proficiency  to  merit  the  fellowship.     .    •    • 

9.  Each  holder  of  the  said  fellowship  shall,  during  his  tenure  thereof,  be 
entitled  to  receiye  the  annual  proceeds  of  J64100,  and  of  any  additions  cf  the 
said  sum  which  may  hereafter  be  made  thereto,  as  after  mentioned,  after  deduct- 
ing all  reasonable  expenses,  including  the  payment  of  remuneration  to  the 
examiners  appointed  as  aforesaid.    .    .    .

17..  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Senartna  Academious  of  the  Untyernty  of 
Edinburgh  to  require  the  holder  of  the  Shaw  Philosophical  f  ellowsh^,  during  the 
fourth  or  fifth  year  of  his  tenure  of  it,  to  deliyer  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh 
a  oourae  of  lectures,  not  exceeding  four,  on  any  of  the  subjects  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  study  of  which  the  feUowship  has  been  founded;  and  notioe  shaQ  be 
giyen  to  the  holder  of  the  feUowship  twelye  months  preyiously  to  the  time  fixed 
for  the  deliyery  of  the  said  lectures  that  he  is  required  to  deUyer  them  ;  but  the 
said  Senatns,  with  consent  of  the  Uniyersity  Court  of  the  Uniyersitj  of  Edin- 
burgh, shaU  haye  power  to  alter  the  number  of  lectures,  if  it  shall  be  found 
desirable  to  do  so. 

3.— Fbizbs. — ^Besides  the  Glass  Prizes  and  a  number  of  prizes  given 
by  the  different  Professors  for  particular  kinds  of  merit,  tbere  are  others 
which  the  generosity  of  public-spirited  indiridnals  has  founded  for  the 
encouragement  of  learning  in  the  UmTersity :

AdmUaion  of  Candidates  v/nder  Seventeen, 

On  tlie  4tli  April,  1882,  tlie  Uniyer8ii7  Court  decided  to  introduce 
«i  Entrance  ExamwMxtwn  for  students  entering  the  Faculty  of  Arts 
▼ith  a  view  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  The  examination  to  come  first  into 
foroe  in  November,  1883.    The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  scheme : 

1.  The  examination  shall  apply  only  to  pnblio  students,  vs.,  to  stadenta 
sttendiog  a  daas  with  a  view  to  reoeiving  a  pnbUc  oertiftoate,  but  all  matrioa- 
hied  students  shall  be  permitted,  as  at  present,  to  enrol  without  examination  in 
SBy  olasg  in  the  Faculty  of  Aria  for  purposes  of  instruction. 

2.  The  examination  shall  in  the  meantime  be  oompulsory  only  in  the  oase  of 
■lodaits  under  the  age  of  seventeen,  and  optional  to  students  above  that  age. 

8.  The  subjects  of  examination  shall  be  the  following:  (1)  English;  (2) 
l^th;  (3)  Oreek;  (4)  Elementary  Mathematics  including  Arithmeiio;  (6)  a 
Xodsm  Language ;  (6)  History.  Of  these  subjects,  English  shall  be  compulsory 
«a  aQ  eandidates,  and  any  two  of  the  other  subjects  which  the  candidates  may 
•hot  But  no  student  below  the  age  of  seventeen  shall  in  his  first  session 
^^^Wa  a  public  oertilloatein  a  Olasaioal  class,  unless  he  has  passed  the  examina- 
te  in  one  of  the  dassioal  languages ;  or  in  a  Mathematical  daas  unless  he  has 
9HMd  tiie  Mathematical  examination. 

4.  PtoYision  shall  be  made  for  the  appointment  and  remuneration  (whether 
\i$  a  anaU  fee  from  each  candidate,  or  otherwise,  as  may  hereafter  be  determined) 
d  fainfaiers  to  act  as  joint-e»miners  with  the  Profsesors  of  the  subjects 
•nbEaoed  in  the  examinations,  or  as  examiners  in  the  subjects  not  included  in 
^onrdeuhuiL 

ZTmversiiy  of  Glasgow  Local  EoBOMMUxHona, 

Both  boys  and  girls  are  admitted,  but  boys  are  not  admitted  above 
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the  age  of  eigliteeii.  Printed  ionoBt  ui  which  candicbteB  ara  to  make 
application,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  at  the  UniTenity,  in 
the  end  of  March.  Candidates  must  fill  up  and  return  these  f  omis 
h^ore  ike  IBth  April,  forwarding  the  fees  at  the  same  time.  Serious 
inconTenience  ia  caused  when  applications  are  reoeiYed  after  the  date 
mentioned. 

Places  of  J&KMn«iia^»on.---Candidates  will  be  examined  at  the  IJuiTeiv 
8ity»  Glasgow,  and  at  each  places  as  the  Board  may  appoint  as  Locsl 
Oentres.  The  Board  nndertake  to  establish  a  local  centre  in  any 
district  in  Scotland*  (excepting  the  other  Uniyersity  seats,  St. 
Andrews,  Aberdeen,  and  Edinburgh),  npon  the  following  conditioiis: 
1.  A  local  committee  of  those  interested  in  the  higher  education  of 
the  district  must  be  formed,  and  must  make  arrangements  for  the 
proper  management  of  the  examination.  2.  This  committee  miisfc 
g^uarantee  the  appearance  of  at  least  six  candidates,  or  a  sund  equiva- 
lent to  their  fees.  3.  Any  expenses  incident  to  the  <*^^™mftt»'^?T»  i& 
each  local  centre  (but  not  including  fees  to  examiners)  must  be  borne 
by  the  local  committee. 

The  secretary  of  the  local  committee  will  receive  from  the  candidales 
belonging  to  the  district  their  forms  of  application,  duly  filled  up,  and 
their  fees,  and  will  transmit  them  on  the  19th  April  to  the  Secretary  at 
the  Uniyersity. 

Certificates, — ^The  certificates  granted  by  the  Board  are  of  three 
grades,  yiz.:  I.  Junior— 11.  Senior,  for  both  boys  and  girls.  IIL 
EUgher,  for  women.  They  are  signed  by  the  Yice-OhanceUor  of  the 
Uniyersiiy,  and  specify  in  each  case  the  subjects  in  which  the  candidito 
has  passed.  The  subjects  of  eoMtmino^on,  proficiency  in  which  gives  a 
right  to  a  certificate,  are  divided  into  two  classes — ^those  that  are 
common  to  all  the  certificates,  and  those  that  are  special  to  the  several 
certificates.  All  candidates  must  take  the  common  subjects,  and  moat 
make  a  selection  from  the  special  subjects,  according  to  the  grade  of 
certificate  desired.  Candidates  for  the  Junior  or  Senior  oertifioafce 
may,  and  candidates  for  the  Higher  certificate  mnBt»  take  the  oommoB 
and  the  special  subjects  in  different  years.  The  names  of  those  who 
pass  in  the  common  subjects  are  registered,  but  no  oertifieate  is  isroed 
till  the  candidates  have  also  passed  in  the  special  subjects.  Oandidaies 
may  also  present  themselves  for  examination  in  Drawing  and  Ktak, 
and  their  proficiency  in  these  extra  sul^ects  will  be  recorded  in  the 
certificate,  but  the  numerical  values  obtained  will  not  be  reckoned  in 
any  competition.

•alecied  by  any  candidate  must  be  taken  from  at  least  two  of  the 
dspartments.

Candidates  for  the  Senior  certificate  must  profess  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  eix  subjects,  selected  from  at  least  two  of  the  departments 
in  which  the  special  subjects  for  this  certificate  are  arranged.

The  Higher  examination  is  open  to  all  women  who  (a)  hare  taken  the 
Senior  certificate  in  the  Local  Examinations  of  any  UxuTersity,  or  (5) 
laving  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  have  passed  in  the  common 
snbjects.  Candidates  must  offer  themsdyes  for  examination  in  at 
least  threet  and  not  more  than  ai»  subjects,  selected  from  at  least  three 
cot  of  five  departments  in  which  the  special  subjects  for  this  eramina- 
tion  are  arranged.  Department  A  comprehends :  1.  English  Language 
and  Literature;  2.  History  of  English  Literature.  Department  Bi  1, 
Latin;  2.  Greek;  3.  French;  4  Italian;  5.  German.  D^artment  0: 
L  Mathematics ;  2.  Natural  Philosophy ;  3.  Astronomy.  Dq^artment  D  t 
L  Psychology,  Logic  and  Metaphysics ;  2.  Moral  Philosophy ;  3.  Politioal 
ikxmomy;  4  History;  5.  Scripture.  D^artment  Ez  1.  Chemistry;  2. 
Botany;  3.  Geology  and  Physical  Geography;  4  Zoology;  5.  Physiology. 

The  successful  candidates  for  the  Junior  certificate  are  ranked  in  two 
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Diyisions,  the  first  induding  those  who  pass  in  three  or  more  than  three 
special  sab  jects ;  the  second,  those  who  pass  in  only  two  special  sub  jeoto. 
The  candidates  in  each  division  are  ranked  in  two  classes.  In  detennin- 
ing  the  order  of  merit,  the  aggregate  of  the  marks  gained  in  the 
several  subjects  is  taken,  but  in  the  case  of  candidates  who  take  more 
than  three  special  subjects,  no  marks  are  giyesa  for  such  additionsl 
subjects  unless  the  candidate  has  gained  more  than  40  per  cent,  of  the 
attainable  marks ;  and  the  marks  added  from  such  additional  subjects 
are  the  aggregate  marks  gained,  minus  the  40  per  cent. 

Those  who  obtained  Senior  certificates  are  classified  in  like  manner, 
with  a  like  deduction  in  the  case  of  candidates  who  take  more  than 
three  special  subjects.  In  the  Higher  examination  the  deduction  in  the 
case  of  candidates  who  take  more  than  three  special  subjects  is  50  per 
cent.  No  certificate  is  granted  if  the  subjects  ia  which  the  candidate 
has  passed  belong  to  only  one  department.  In  the  Higher  ezaminatioii 
a  candidate,  in  order  to  obtain  a  certificate,  must  pass  ia  subjects  taken 
from  at  least  three  departments. 

Candidates  for  the  Junior  certificate  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  208. 
No  additional  fee  is  payable  if  the  candidate  take  the  common  subjects 
at  one  examination  and  the  special  subjects  for  the  Junior  certificate 
at  another.  Candidates  for  the  Senior  certificate  holding  a  Junior 
certificate  of  Glasgow  Uniyersity,  or  of  any  university  whose  certificatei 
may  be  recognised  by  the  Board,  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  208.  Can- 
didates who  do  not  hold  such  a  certificate  are  required  to  pay  908. 
Candidates  who  take  the  common  subjects  at  one  examination,  and  the 
special  subjects  for  the  senior  certificate  at  another,  are  required  to  pay 
a  fee  of  20s.  for  each  examination.  The  fee  for  the  Higher  examination 
for  Women  (special  subjects)  is  £2  2s.  Any  holder  of  a  certificate 
(Junior,  Senior,  or  Higher)  may,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  10s.,  be  admitted 
to  examination  in  one  or  more  additional  subjects,  with  the  view  of 
adding  to  the  value  of  the  certificate  previously  obtained. 

Candidates  who  have  not  been  successful  may  re-appear  for  examina- 
tion on  the  following  terms :  1.  Any  candidate  who  has  failed  in  only 
one  of  the  common  subjects  shall,  on  application  in  a  subsequent  year, 
be  admitted  to  examination  in  that  subject  without  payment  of 
additional  fee,  and  without  requiring  to  undergo  examination  again  in 
the  subjects  already  passed.  2.  Any  candidate  who  has  failed  in  more 
than  one  of  the  common  subjects  shall,  on  application  in  a  subsequent 
year,  be  admitted  to  examination  in  the  whole  of  the  common  subjects 
on  payment  of  a  fee  of  10s.  3.  Any  candidate  who  has  failed  in  only 
one  of  the  special  subjects  shall,  on  application  in  a  subsequent  year, 
be  admitted  to  examination  in  that  subject  so  as  to  complete  the  mini- 
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mum  xeqairements  for  a  certificate,  without  pajrment  of  additional  fee, 
and  to  examinatioii  in  any  other  subject  or  subjeots  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  lOiB.  4l  Any  candidate  who  has  failed  in  more  than  one  of  the 
special  subjects,  but  who  has  passed  in  such  subject  or  subjects  as, 
with  the  addition  of  one  of  those  in  which  the  candidate  f^dled, 
would  have  sufficed  for  a  certificate,  shall,  on  application  ,in  a 
sabsequent  year,  be  admitted  to  examination  in  thai  subject  with* 
out  additional  fee,  and  to  examination  in  any  other  subject  or  subjects 
on  payment  of  a  fee  of  10s.  Fees  are  not  returned  under  any  cir-

Theological  Soeiefy. -*The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  discuss,  by 
means  of  essays  and  debates,  theological  and  ecclesiastical  questions. 
The  membership  of  the  Society  is  open  to  all  students  attending  the 
Glasgow  UniYersity  Divinity  ILaSL 

MedieO'Chirwrgieal  Sooidy. — ^The  principal  business  of  the  Society 
IB  the  prosecution  of  Medical  Besearch  by  dissertations  and  debates. 
All  medical  students  and  medical  men  of  one  year's  standing  are 
eligible  for  ordinary  membership,  which  may  be  obtained  on  pajrment 
of  the  annual  subscription  of  2s.  6d.  All  qualified  medical  practitioners 
of  more  than  one  year's  standing  are  eligible  for  extraordinary  member- 
ship. Meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  in  the  Forensic  Medicine  Glass- 
room  ereiy  Friday  evening  during  the  winter  session  at  7.30  p.ic. 

Biaiedie  Society. — The  Society  meets  weekly  during  the  session  for 
the  discussion  of  literary,  philosophical,  and  political  subjects.  All 
stadents  of  the  University  are  eligible  for  ordinary  membership,  which 
IS  obtained  by  payment  cdF  the  annual  subscription  of  Is.  The  roll  is 
closed  each  session  January  15. 

Ihm^rieUhire  and  Odlloway  Literary  ffoeteiy.— The  object  of  this 
society  is  to  bring  together  students  from  the  shires  of  Dumfries, 
Kirkeudbright,  and  Wigton.  Any  student  who  is  a  native  of  these 
ahires,  or  is  connected  with  them,  may  become  a  member  on  payment 
of  the  annual  subscription  of  Is.  Meetings  are  held  fortnightly  during 
the  seasiony  when  essays  are  read  and  criticised  and  subjects  debated. 

Uhivbbsity  of  St.  Andbkwb. 
Univereity  Pritee  and  Scholarshipe, 

The  number  of  bursaries  attached  to  the  United  College  is  eighty- 
four,  varying  in  value  from  £5  to  £50  per  annum.  The  endowments 
fcft  special  prizes  yield  annually  about  £182. 

The  number  of  bursariee  belonging  to  St.  Mary*s  GoU^^  is  twenty. 
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in  ▼alne  from  £6  to  £50  per  annnm.  There  are  also  tireot j  bonanee 
of  the  aame  Talne,  trensferable  from  the  United  OoU^ge,  when  the 
borsars  proeeed  to  the  stady  of  Divinity.  In  this  College  thero  are 
two  prizes  of  £10  each,  and  a  testimonial  of  £21,  open  to  oompctition 
in  each  session. 

There  are  ten  scholarships  in  the  Uniyeraity— 4wo  of  the  annind 
Talne  of  £50  each,  tenable  for  four  years;  two  of  the  annnaJ  Talne 
of  £50  each,  tenable  for  two  years ;  four  tenable  for  four  years— value 
for  the  first  year  £100,  and  £50  for  each  of  the  three  following  yean; 
and  two  of  the  annual  value  of  £39,  tenable  for  three  years. 

The  proceeds  available  for  bursaries,  prizes,  and  scholarBhips  in  the 
University  amount  annually  to  upwards  of  £2500. 

Besides  the  Olass  prizes,  and  prizes  given  by  the  difEerent  ptolesMn 
for  particular  distinction,  the  following  have  been  founded  : 

Qray  {JBhuglish), — One  prize  of  the  value  of  £10,  awarded  annually  for 
the  best  essay  on  some  prescribed  subject  in  Literature  or  Philosophy. 
This  prize  ie  open  to  the  competition  of  all  students  in  regular  atten- 
dance on  the  olftflsos  during  the  session  at  the  close  of  which  the  essay 
is  prescribed.

Carstairs  (MathemaHos). — ^The  annual  value  is  £10,  divided  as 
follows :  (1)  BooJcB  of  the  value  of  £5,  to  the  best  scholar  in  the  third 
or  highest  Mathematical  Class.

(3)  BooJcm  of  the  value 
of  £2,  to  the  best  scholar  in  the  first  or  junior  Mathematical  Clasa 
Patrons— the  Senatus  Academicus. 

Miller  {General  8oholair$hip). — ^Yalue  ejqpended  in  prizes  for  the 
encouragement  of  learning  in  the  United  College,  St.  Andrews.  (1) 
There  are  altogether  twelve  prixee  ■  namely,  one  for  each  of  the  three 
best  students  in  each  of  the  four  years  of  the  onrrioulum  of  the  CoUege, 
(2)  The  Prizes  are :  EigJUpoumde  to  the  best  student  of  the  firat  year, 
and  boohe  worth  £2,  divided,  at  the  discretion  of  the  College,  between 
the  second  and  third  best.

Duncan  (Maihematiee). — Pounded  in  1858,  by  former  pupils  of  Fio- 
f  essor  Thomas  Duncan,  LL  J>.,  of  this  Unirersii^i  and  directed  by  him 
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to  tJie  fortlieniioe  of  Mathematical  leanung  in  the  United  OoUege. 
One  pnae  of  the  value  of  £14,  or  theiebj,  which  is  anmially  oompeted 
to  hj  fltndents,  who  miut  haye  attended  at  least  the  second  and  third 
Mathematical  Classes  dnring  separate  sessions.  The  competition  takes 
place  at  the  commenoement  of  the  session  immediately  f  oUowing  that 
of  their  attendance  on  the  third  ckss.  Tmstees—the  Professor  of 
Msthematics,  the  FroToet  of  St.  Andrews,  and  the  Minister  of  St. 
Leonard's. 

Bmee  of  OrcMigehiU  and  Falkland  (Xo^fio).— To  be  aanoally  awarded 
hj  competition  to  a  student  "for  excellence  in  the  study  of  Logic  and 
Metftphyjca.**    The  Talue  of  the  prize  is  £10.    Patrons— the  Senatus 


JnoU  JPrisM.— Founded  in  1869,  by  Dr.  Keil  Amott»  who  presented 
feotheUniTersity  of  St.  Andrews  £1000  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a 
pnsB  or  prises  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Physical  Science. 
Ihuier  thia  foundation  a  prize  or  prizes  will  be  awarded  annually  at  the 
eoBdusion  of  the  session  of  the  United  OoUege. 

TuOU  lVtsM.--Founded  in  1876,  by  William  TuUis,  Bothes,  Mark, 
inehy  an  alumnus  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  who  presented  to 
the  United  College  £700  for  encouraging  the  study  of  Mathematics. 
From  the  annual  proceeds,  £12  to  be  given  to  the  student  who  obtains 
the  first  prize  in  the  first  Mathematical  Glass,  along  with  a  commemo* 
ntive  medaL  Also  the  same  sum  and  medal  to  the  student  who 
elitaias  the  first  prize  in  the  second  class. 

Bt,  Mary's  College  Pri»e8. 

Prizes  are  awarded  for  general  proficiency  in  the  different  classes  at 
the  doee  of  the  session.  The  following  special  prizes  are  annually 
oompeted  for : 

Qray. — One  prize,  of  the  yalue  of  £10,  for  the  best  essay  on  a 
prescribed  subject.  The  competition  is  open  to  all  students  in 
legolar  attendance  on  the  dasses  in  the  College  in  the  session  at  the 
doee  of  which  the  essay  is  prescribed.

QraduaHan  in  Arts. 

L  The  course  of  study  necessary  for  the  degree  of  Masler  of  ArU 
tttends  over  four  winter  sessions,  and  includes  attendance  for  not  less 
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than  two  sessioiis*  on  the  classes  of  Hmnanitj,  Greek,  and  Mathe- 
matics respectiyely ;  and  attendance  for  not  less  than  one  session  on 
the  classes  of  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Natural  Philosophj  re- 
spectiTcly;  and  also  attendance  on  a  coarse  of  English  Literature 
(Rhetoric).    Bnt  any  student  who,  at  the  time  of  his  entrance  to  the 
University,  can  satisfy  the  professors  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  on  exami- 
nation,  that  he  is  qualified  to  attend  the  higher  classes  of  Latin,  Gkeek, 
or  Mathematics,  or  any  one  of  them,  may  be  admitted  to  sucli  higher 
class  or  classes,  without  haymg  previously  attended  the  first  or  junior 
class  or  classes  in  the  same  department.     And  when  any  student  has 
been  thus  admitted  to  the  higher  classes  both  of  Latin  and  Greek 
without   having  previously  attended  the  first  or  junior  Latin  and 
Greek  Glasses,  his  course  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may 
be  completed  within  three  winter  sessions  instead  of  four.    2.  Li  pur- 
suing the  course  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  no  student 
is  permitted  to  pass  from  the  junior  to  a  higher  class  in  any  d^art- 
ment,  unless  the  professor  is  satLsfied  of  his  fitness  to  enter  the  higher 
class.    8.  A  student  who  has  attended  one  or  more  sessions  in  any 
Scottish  university  may  complete  his  course  of  study  for  the  M.A.

Any  student  who  has  completed  his  attendance  on  the  Latin 
or  Greek  classes  required  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  may  be 
examined  on  these  subjects  at  any  examination  for  degrees,  although 
he  has  not  completed  his  attendance  on  the  other  classes  of  the  pre- 
scribed course.    Li  like  manner,  any  student  who  has  completed  the 
attendance  required  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  on  the  classes  of 
Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  English  Literature  (Rhetoric),  may  be 
examined  on  these  subjects  at  an  examination  for  degrees,  although  he 
has  not  completed  his  attendance  on  the  other  classes  of  the  prescribed 
course.    Ako,  in  like  manner,  any  student  who  has  completed  the 
attendance  required  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  on  the  classes  of

Qraduaiion  in  Arts  unth  Honottrt.—- 1.  There  are  four  Departments  of 
Szamination  for  Qraduation  in  Arts  with  Honours,  namely :  (1)  Olas- 
aieal  Literature,  including  Latin  and  Greek ;  (2)  Mental  Philosophy, 
including  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Moral  Philosophy;  (3)  Mathe- 
matics, including  Pure  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy ;  and  (4) 
Natural  Science,  including  Ohemistry,  Physiology,  Natural  History, 
and  Botany.  Li  each  of  the  first  three  of  these  departments  there  are  two 
grades  of  Honours,  denominated  respectiyely  the  First  Glass  and  the 
Second  Glass ;  but  in  the  fourth  department  there  is  only  one  grade  of 
HononrB.  Each  gprade  of  Honours  is  intended  to  represent  as  nearly 
as  may  be  a  uniform  standard  of  qualification,  and  the  names  of  the 
candidates  found  on  examination  to  be  entitled  to  Honours  are  arranged 
in  either  class  in  alphabetical  order.  2.  Students  who  have  not  yet 
graduated,  but  who  hare  passed  in  any  or  in  all  of  the  departments  of 
the  examination  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  may  pro- 
ceed to  examination  for  Honours  in  such  departments,  proyided  they 
We  not  ceased  to  attend  a  class  or  classes  in  the  Uniyersity  as  matri- 
<^ted  students  for  more  than  one  winter  session.  Thereafter  they  can 
only  be  admitted  by  special  permission  of  the  Senatus  on  the  groimd 
of  iU  health  or  other  sufficient  cause.  3.  Any  student  who  has  com- 
pleted the  attendance  required  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  Master  of 
-to*  on  the  classes  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  departments  of  Glassies, 
^Cental  Philosophy,  or  Mathematics,  may  proceed  to  examination  for 
HoQourB  in  such  department  without  preyiously  submitting  to  exami- 
nation for  the  ordinary  degree;  and  if  found  sufficiently  qualified,  he 
sliaQ  be  held  to  haye  passed  in  that  department  for  the  degree  of  Master 
^  tos  with  Honours  ;  but  if  he  do  not  satisfy  the  examiners  that  he 
ii  irarthy  of  Honours,  and  yet  show  such  attainment  as  in  their  judg- 
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ment  may  entitle  lum  to  graduate  without  Honours,  he  aliall  be  keldiD 
have  passed  for  the  ordinaiy  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  the  depart^ 
ment  in  which  he  has  been  examined;  which  failing,  he  shall  not  agaa 
be  admitted  to  examination  for  Honours  in  the  same  department  natQ 
he  shall  have  passed  for  the  ordinary  degree. 

Fm8  for  Examination  for  MJL-^A.  fee  of  £1  Is.  must  be  paid  at 
least  one  day  previoos  to  entering  eaok  of  the  examinations  speeifled 
in  the  preceding  notice,  viz. :  1.  For  the  examination  on  Latin  sad 
Greek;  2.  For  the  examination  on  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  and 
English  Literature;  3.  For  the  examination  on  Mathematics  sad 
Natural  Philosophy.  The  fees  are  reoeiyed  at  the  Uniyeraitj  Libniy 
by  the  Registrar.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  that  the  fee  has 
been  paid  must  in  each  case  be  presented  to  the  examiiiers  bsfcro 
examination.

Graduation  in  Science. 

I.  Natural  or  Phyeieal  Soieneee.'^l.  All  candidates  for  the  degne 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  department  of  the  Physical  and  Natual 
Sciences  must  give  proofs  of  having  received  a  liberal  education  If 
being  either-^a)  Bachelors  or  Masters  of  Arts  in  any  Britiafa  or 
Oolonial  University ;  (h)  Doctors  or  Bachelors  of  Medicine  or  Sm^ge^ 
in  any  British  or  Oolonial  University;  (e)  Holders  of  two  dqiaii* 
mental  certificates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  of  St.  Andrews ;  {d}  Matnea^ 
lants  who-  have  passed  the  matriculation  examination  in  any  Scotch 
university  in  the  department  of  Medicine,  or  matriculated  students  of 
the  University  of  London.  Failing  any  of  the  above  qualificatioaa, 
the  candidate  must  pass  a  Preliminary  examination  in  Engliah 
Latin,  Arithmetic,  the  Elements  of  Mathematics,  the  Elementa  cf 
Mechanics,  and  at  least  two  of  the  following  subjects :  Greek,  Frenohi 
German,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Logic,  and  Moial 
Philosophy.  (For  subjects  of  Preliminary  examination  see  SjUftinw 
poetea,)  The  candidate  will  not  be  admitted  to  any  Profesnoaal 
examination  for  his  degree  till  he  has  passed  in  the  subjects  of  tbtf 
Preliminaiy  examination.  There  will  be  two  examinations  in  ScieiUM 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  examinations  will  ^ 
written  and  oral,  and  special  value  will  be  given  to  the  pTaeti<sal 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  possessed  by  the  candidate.  The  fiivt 
examination  will  be  concerned  with  the  general  knowledge  of  the 
candidate  on  the  following  subjects :  L  Mathematics ;  2.  Natnral 
Philosophy;  a.  Ohemistry;  4  Zoology;  5.  Geology;  6.  PhTBidoS7' 
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This  flnramfnatjon  is  called  the  Firgt  Bael&elor  of  Science  Examination, 
and  is  compnlBOTy  on  all  who  do  not  possess  the  following  qnali- 
ficstions:  (a)  Chradnates  of  the  nniyersitj  of  8t.  Andrews  are 
exempted  from  examination  on  the  snb jeots  in  which  they  haye  passed 
lor  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  (5)  Bachelors  or  Doctors  of 
Medicine  who  have  taken  Hononrs  in  the  Natnral  Sciences  at  their 
Professional  examinations  are  exempted  from  the  subjects  in  which 
they  haTB  taken  Hononrs.  3.  The  candidate  who  has  saccessfnlly 
passed  the  First  Bachelor  of  Science  examination  may,  after  an 
interval  of  twelve  months,  present  himself  for  the  Final  examination, 
wlaak  shall  be  entitled  the  Second  Bachelor  of  Science  examination. 
Por  this  examination  the  candidate  mnst  restrict  his  studies  to  some 
special  group  of  the  Sciences,  of  which  he  will  be  expected  to  show  an 
aoconte  and  detailed  knowledge.  The  candidate,  therefore,  must 
profess  one,  and  not  more  than  one,  of  the  following  groups,  Tiz. :  A. 
Higber  Mathematics,  and  Natural  Philosophy;  B.  Experimental  Physics, 
and  Chemistry;  0.  Chemistry,  and  Geology;  D.  Physiology,  iSoology, 
and  Palaeontology;  E.  Phjrsiology,  Botany,  and  Geology.  4.  Should  the 
candidate,  after  obtaining  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  desire  to 
proceed  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science,  he  may,  after  the  lapse  of 
twelre  months,  present  himself  for  a  third  examination,  to  be  called 
the  Doctor  of  Science  examination.  Fortius  examination,  the  candi- 
date must  profess  one,  and  not  more  than  one,  of  the  subjects  belonging 
to  the  group  in  which  he  proceeded  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science;  and  he  must  further  profess  some  special  branch  of  that 
sabjeoty  to  which  he  has  devoted  special  attention,  and  in  which  he 
beKeres  himself  to  have  attained  special  knowledge.  He  must  also 
present  a  thesis  embodying  some  original  researches  on  the  subject  of 
liis  intended  examination,  and  this  must  be  approved  of  by  the 
euuninenu  Should  the  candidate  satisfy  the  examiners  that  he  has 
obtained  this  thorough  knowledge  of  his  subject,  he  may,  provided  he 
lias  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  be  recommended  to  the 
Benatus  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science. 

II.  Omeral  Joules.— Degrees  in  Science  will  be  given  only  to  candi* 
dates  who  have  attended  at  least  two  academic  years  in  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews.  During  each  of  these  years  the  candidate  must  have 
attended  at  least  two  Science  classes,  embracing  150  lectures,  on  the 
subjects  embraced  in  the  examination.  The  candidate  must  also  bring 
evidence  that  he  has  attended  two  other  Science  classes,  of  at  least  fifty 
leetnres  each,  for  one  or  two  sessions,  either  at  the  University  of  St. 
Andrews  or  at  universities  or  institutions  recognised  and  approved  of 
l>y  the  University  of  St  Andrews.    It  shall  be  in  the  option  of  the

stadent  either  to  take  the  necessary  classes  required  for  graduation,  in 
Science  in  tliree  sessions,  during  each  of  which  he  attends  two  Sdence 
classes,  or  to  make  up  one  of  these  sessions  by  attendance  on  a  single 
Science  class  in  each  of  two  separate  sessions,  Ulus  extending  his  entire 
Science  course  oyer  four  sessions.  Ko  course  shall  be  considered  as 
qualifying  candidates  for  examination  in  the  terms  of  this  sectioii 
unless  it  consist  of  at  least  fifty  lectures.  No  course,  further,  shall  be 
considered  as  qualifying  for  graduation  in  Science  unless  the  fee  paid 
for  the  course  shall  hare  been  at  least  £3  3s. 

m.  Times  of  ExaminaUon  cmd  Fees, — The  Preliminary  ezaminatioD 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  will  be  held  in  the  early  part  of 
April  in  each  year,  before  the  period  fixed  for  the  M.A«  examinatioiia, 
and  also  in  the  later  portion  of  the  month  of  October.  The  Professional 
examinations  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Science  will  be 
held  in  the  April  of  each  year,  at  the  time  when  the  examinatLons  for 
the  M. A.  degpree  are  in  progress.  Candidates  for  any  of  these  examina- 
tions must  announce  their  names  to  the  Conyener  of  the  Oommitfcee  on 
Science  Degrees,  on  or  before  the  1st  of  April  and  the  1st  of  October^ 
Before  admission  to  examination,  the  candidate  must  pay  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  University  the  fee  exacted  for  the  same,  according  to 
the  following  scale :  1.

The  laws  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  require  that,  in  order  to  be 
enrolled  for  the  first  year  of  his  attendance,  every  student  shall 
produce  to  the  professor  a  certificate  from  the  minister  of  the  parish 
in  which  he  has  his  usual  residence— or  in  his  absence,  or  during  a 
vacancy  in  said  parish,  from  some  neighbouring  minister — ^bearing 
that  his  character  is  suitable  to  his  views ;  together  with  a  certificate 
from  the  Examining  Committee  of  the  Church,  stating  that  he  has 
passed  the  examination  prescribed  by  Act  of  Assembly  1873,  which 
substituted  an  examination  by  a  Synodic  Committee  in  room  of  the 
former  examination  by  presbyteries,  in  the  case  of  students  entering 
the  Divinity  Hall  for  the  first  time.  In  order  to  be  enrolled  for  sobse» 
quent  years,  the  student  is  required  to  produce  two  certificates— rix., 
one  from  the  minister  of  the  parish,  and  the  other  from  the  Presbytery 
within  whose  bounds  he  has  chiefly  resided  during  the  last  twelve 
months— stating  that  he  has  passed  the  examination  required  to  be 
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imd6i*gone  by  stademta  of  DiTinity  before  entering  the  Dirinity  Hall 

for  the  second  and  third  sessionB. 

"Every  student  mnst  be  enrolled  for  at  least  three  sessions  of  regolar 

attendance.    Every  stndent  must  also  give  regular  attendance^  during 

at  least  two  sessions,  on  the  clagsos  of  Church  History,  Hebrew,  and 

Biblical  CriticiBm.    Every  student  is  required  to  deliyer  six  discourses

order  as  is  prescribed  in  the  nniTereity  at  which  he  has  studied.    In 

addition  to  these,  the  stndent  must  prodnce  a  certificate  from  the 

presbytery  within  the  bounds  of  which  he  chiefiy  resides,  bearing  that 

he  has  passed  the  prescribed  examination  before  said  presbytery  in  a 

satisfactory  manner.

When  a  stadent  has  been  thus 
admitted  to  the  higher  classes,  both  of  Latin  and  Ckeekt  without 
having  preyionsly  attended  the  first  or  junior  Latin  and  Greek  ohnHca, 
his  conrse  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  completed 
within  three  wintar  sessions,  instead  of  f  onr. 

3.  In  pursuing  the  course  of  study  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
no  student  is  permitted  to  pass  from  the  junior  to  a  higher  class  in 
any  departmoit  unless  the  Professor  is  satisfied  of  his  fitneoato  entor 
the  highw  class. 

4.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  must  be  examined 
on  the  Bul^ects  of  instruction  embraced  in  the  course  of  study  abore 
prescribed.  The  examinations  take  place  twice  a  year^  at  the  begin- 
ning and  close  of  the  winter  session.  But  in  the  departments  of 
Logic,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  English  Literature  and  of  Natntsl 
History,  special  notice  must  be  giyen  by  candidates  who  desire  to  he 
examined  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.

Students  who  haye  passed  satisfac* 
torQy  the  examinations  on  the  several  subjects  embraced  in  the 
prescnbed  course  of  study  are  entitled  to  receive  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts  without  Honours;  but  they  may,  before  talking  a  degree,  offer 
themselves  for  examination  with  a  view  to  graduation  with  Honours. 
Any  student  who  desires  to  offer  himself  for  examination  with  a  view 
to  gradufttioB  with  Honours  in  any  one  or  more  departments  may

there  are  two  grades  of  Honour,  each  representing,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
a  uniform  standard  of  qualification,  and  denominated  respectiTely  the 
First  Class  and  the  Second  Class ;  but  in  the  department  of  Natonl 
Science  there  is  one  class  of  Honours  only.  The  names  of  the  candi- 
dates entitled  to  Honours  in  each  class,  in  the  seyeral  departments,  aie 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

Session,  Class  ExaminaMons,  and  Frizes, — ^The  Arts  session  begins  in 
the  end  of  October,  and  extends  oyer  twenty-one  weeks.  At  the  end 
of  each  session,  examinations  are  held  in  the  different  classes  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  which  all  students  are  required  to  attend.  These 
examinations  are  conducted  in  writing.  The  Senatus  awards  prizes 
to  the  most  distinguished  students.  Only  such  students  as  attend 
regularly,  perform  the  exercises  of  the  classes,  and  pass  the  examina- 
tions at  the  dose  of  the  sessions,  can  claim  certificates  from  the 
professors,  or  reckon  their  attendance  as  qualifying  for  a  degree.

department  of  Natural  Science,  a  prize  of  £10;  to  the  best  genend 
scholar,  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Magistrates  and  Town  Council  of 
Aberdeen ;  to  the  greatest  proficient  in  Experimental  Physics,  the  Neil 
Amott  prize  of  £35 ;  to  each  of  the  best  English  and  Latin  scholars,  a 
Seafield  gold  medal ;  to  the  best  student  in  the  Tertian  or  Magistrand 
Class  in  the  department  of  Classical  Philology,  the  Jenhyns  prize  of 
about  £8.

QradtMtion  in  Divinity, 
Jkgree  of  B.D. — ^The  following  are  the  regulations  relating  to  the 
d^ree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity : 

1.  Candidates  must  be  graduates  of  Arts  of  a  Scottish  university,  or  of  any 
vaiTenity  whose  degrees  shall  be  recognised  by  the  Senatus  (with  the  approv  1 
d.  the  University  Ckmrt),  as  suffident  for  this  purpose. 

2.  This  degree  shall  be  oonf erred  only  after  the  oandidate  shall  have  oom- 
plsted  his  Theological  onrrioolum  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church  or 
l^tnominatioii  to  which  he  belongs,  and  shall  have  produced  satisfactory  evidence 
to  that  effect ;  provided  always  that,  in  the  event  of  the  oandidate  not  being  a 
ffnduate  in  Arts  of  this  XJniTeraity,  he  shall  have  given  not  less  than  two  years 
attendance  on  Theological  classes  in  this  University. 

S.  Candidates  who  are  members  of  the  Chnr'oh  of  Sootland  must  have  attended 
tte  IHvhiity  Hall  in  this  University  during  one  year,  at  least,  of  their  Theological 
^wnie. 

1  Candidates  must  pass  a  satisfactory  evamincitum  in  the  Evidences  of 
<^l>rittianify.  Systematic  Theology,  Churoh  History,  Biblical  Criticism,  and

5.  Candidates  may  offer  themselves  for  examination  In  Churoh  History,

7.  The  degree  is  conferred  on  snoh  persons  as  submit  to  the  Senatos  oeitifi- 
cates  of  haying  passed  the  requisite  examinations  together  with  eridenoe  thst 
they  haye  reoeiyed  licence  or  ordination. 

8.  Candidates  must  intimate  to  the  Seoretsry  of  the  Diyinity  Faoidty  when 
they  propose  to  present  themselves  for  examination ;  and  this  intimation  nest 
be  made  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the  day  named  for  the  eraminatJan, 

9.  The  fee  for  examination,  payable  in  advance,  is  JS3  8s. 

Oraduaiion  in  Medicine, 

1.  The  Matriculation  Register  is  open — ^for  the  winter  aession,  on 
the  last  Wednesday  of  October  ;  and  for  the  summer  session,*  on  the 
first  Monday  of  May.  On  each  occasion  it  is  k^t  open  for  the  space 
of  fifteen  days,  after  which  no  names  can  be  entered  unless  a  satis- 
factory reason  be  g^ven  to  the  Medical  Faculty  for  the  delay.  2.  The 
degrees  in  Medicine  granted  by  this  University  are:  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  (M.B.),  Master  in  Surgery  (Q.M.),  and  Doctor  of  Medidne 
(MJ).) 

Degrees  of  MJ3.  and  CJf. — 3.  The  preliminary  branches  of  extra- 
professional  education  are  English,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  the  Elements  ol 
Mathematics,  and  the  Elements  of  Mechanics.t  The  proficiency  of 
students  in  these  branches  is  ascertained  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  their  medical  studies.  4.  No  candidate  is  admitted  to  a  ProfeB- 
sional  examination  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  on 
at  least  two  of  the  following  subjects,  in  addition  to  the  subjects 
mentioned  above:  Greek,  French,  German,  Higher  Mathematics, 
Natural  Philosophy,  Natural  History,  Logic,  Moral  Philosophy ;  and 
the  examination  on  these  subjects  also,  as  far  as  possible,  takes  place 
before  the  candidate  has  entered  on  his  Medical  curriculum.  Y.  A 
degree  in  Arts  (not  honorary)  of  any  of  the  uniyersities  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  of  any  other  university  specially  recognised  by  the 
Uniyersity  Court,,  exempts  candidates  from  all  extra-professional  exami- 
nations. YI.  No  one  can  be  admitted  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery  who  has  not  been  engaged  in  Medical 
and  Surgical  study  for  four  years — ^the  medical  session  of  each  year,  or 
annus  medicus,  being  constituted  by  two  courses  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  lectures  each,  or  by  one  such  course,  and  two  oounes  of  not  less

during  courses,  including  not  less  than  one  hundred  lectures ;  Practical 

Anatomy,  six  months;  Practical  Chemistry,  three  months;  Practical 

Midwif eiy,  three  months  at  a  Midwifery  hospital,  or  a  certificate  of 

attendance  on  six  cases  from  a  registered  medical  practitioner ;  Clinical 

Medicine,   Clinical  Surgery,  during  courses  of   six  months,  or  two 

oonraes  of  three  months,  the  lectures  being  given  at  least  twice  a-week ; 

Medical    Jurisprudence,  Botany,    Natural   History,   during   courses 

including  not  less  than  fifty  lectures.    2.  That  he  has  attended  for  at 

least  two  years,  either  at  Aberdeen  or  elsewhere,  the  Medical  and 

Suigical  practice  of  a  general  hospital,  which  accommodates  not  fewer 

than  eighty  patients,  and  possesses  a  distinct  staff  of  physicians  and 

surgeons.    3.  That  he  has  been  engaged  for  at  least  three  months,  by 

apprenticeship  or  otherwise,  in  compounding  and  dispensing  drags,  at 

the  laboratory  of  an  hospital  or  a  dispensary,  or  that  of  a  member  of  a 

Surgical  college  or  Faculty,  of  a  Licentiate  of  the  London  or  I>ublin 

Society  of  Apothecaries,  or  of  a  Member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain.    4.  That  he  has  attended  for  at  least  six  months,  by 

apprenticeship  or  otherwise,  the  out-practice  of  an  hospital,  or  the 

practice  of  a  dispensary,  or  of  a  registered  medical  practitioner.    Till. 

The  studies  of  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and 

Master  m  Surgery  are  subject  to  prescribed  regulations  as  to  time, 

place,  and  manner.    IX  Every  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 

of  Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery  must,  at  the  examination  term  in 

which  he  proposes  to  graduate,  lodge  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 

Medicine  :  1.  A  declaration,  in  his  own  handwriting,  that,  on  the  day 

of  graduation,  he  will  have  completed  his  twenty-first  year,  and  wiU 

not  be  under  articles  of  apprenticeship.    2.  A  statement  of  his-  studies, 

as  well  in  Literature  and  Philosophy  as  in  Medicine,  accompanied  with 

proper  certificates. 

Professional  Examinatiotu. — ^X.  Professional  examinations  are  held 
twice  in  each  year,  namely,  in  April  and  July,  directly  after  the  close 
of  the  winter  and  summer  sessions.  XI.  Every  candidate  for  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  Master  in  Surgery  shall  undergo 
three  Professional  examinations,  which  wiU  be  conducted  both  in

Botany,*  Natural  History,  Chemistry,  and  Anatomy.  The  seoond 
examination  to  include  Regional  Anatomy,  Institates  of  Medicine^ 
Materia  Medica,  and  Surgery.  The  third  examination  to  inolnde 
Practice  of  Medicine  and  G-en^ral  Pathology,  Olinical  Medicine,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Midwifery,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  XII.  The  Medical 
examiners  for  graduation  in  Medicine  are  the  Professors  in  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine,  and,  in  addition,  six  persons  appointed  annually  by  the 
Uniyersity  Court.  XIII.  The  degree  of  Surgery  is  not  conferred  on 
any  person  who  does  not  at  the  same  time  obtain  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Medicine,  nor  is  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  con- 
ferred on  any  person  who  does  not  also  at  the  same  time  obtain  the 
degree  of  Master  in  Surgery. 

Degree  of  M.D, — ^XIY.  The  deg^ree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be 
conferred  on  any  candidate  who  has  obtained  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine,  who  is  of  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  who  has  been 
engaged,  subsequently  to  his  having  received  the  degree  of  M.B.,  for 
two  years  in  attendance  on  an  hospital,  or  in  the  Military  or  Naval 
Medical  Service,  or  in  Medical  or  Surgical  practice.  But  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  is  not  conferred  on  any  person  unless  he  be  a 
graduate  in  Arts,  or  unless  he  shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of  his  ob- 
taining the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  or  thereafter,  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  Greek,  and  in  Logic  or  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  in  one  at  least  of  the  following  subjects,  namely,  French,  GrermaBf 
Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Natural  History.  Pro- 
vided also  that  he  shall  lodge  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  or  some  other  professor  appointed  by  the  Senatus,  a  thesis  f 
composed  by  himself,  to  be  approved  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  on 
any  branch  of  knowledge  comprised  in  the  Professional  examinations 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  which  he  may  have  made  a 
subject  of  study  after  receiving  that  degree. 

Fees  for  Qradfuaiion. — ^XY.  Each  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  ICJD. 
and  CM.  pays  a  fee  of  five  g^uineas  in  respect  of  each  of  the  first  two 
Professional  examinations,  and  a  fee  of  ten  guineas  in  respect  of  the 
third  Professional  examination — ^payable  before  examination.  And 
every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  pays  in  addition 
a  fee  of  five  guineas,  exclusive  of  stamp  duty.

BnTBars  in  Arts  are  required  to  attend  all  the  claases  necessaiy  to 


*TheMbaxMclMnMdrbebeld  bj  atudfloti  in  any  of  the  AoaltiM. 
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qualify  them  for  taking  a  degree.  Thoee  whose  onrriotdxim  extends 
orer  f  otir  years  must  attend  three  classes  during  each  of  their  first 
three  years,  and  they  must  attend  the  Junior  Greek  and  Junior  Latin 
in  their  first  year,  the  Junior  Mathematics  in  their  second  year,  the 
Natural  Philosophy  in  their  third  year,  and  the  Moral  Philosophy  in 
their  fourth  year ;  also,  they  must  attend  the  Logic  class  preyious  to 
their  fourth  year.  Those  whose  cnrrictdnm  extends  only  over  three 
years  must  attend  not  fewer  than  three  classes  during  each  of  their 
first  two  years,  and  they  must  attend  the  Junior  Mathematics  (unless 
exempt  from  attendance  on  that  class)  in  their  first  year,  the  Natural 
Philosophy  in  their  second  year,  and  the  Moral  Philosophy  in  their 
third  year;  also,  they  must  attend  the  Logic  class  previous  to  their 
third  year. 

No  stndent  is  aUowed  to  hold  at  one  time  more  than  one  bursary  or 
scholarship,  except  in  cases  provided  for  by  the  Begulations.

Preference  first  to  applicants  of  the  name  of  Sharp ;  next  to  the  name 
oi  Sim ;  •ft"^»'*g  whom  any  student  being  a  natiye  of  or  subject  to  the 
jnrisdiotion  of  the  Presbyteiy  of  Perth  may  be  appointed.  Patrons—' 
thePreabyteryof  Perth.  Ihmean  {PreebyferyofArhrocUh) :  For  assisting^ 
in  the  education  of  young  men  studying  with  a  yiew  to  the  ministry  of 
the  FieeOhuroh of  Scotland.  Annual  income  about  £250.  The  bursaries 
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vaxy  in  Talne  from  £20  as  a  minimwn  to  £30  aa  a  maoBiiMimi,  and  axe 
meantime  confined  to  UniTenity  and  Theologplcal  students,  those  bora 
or  brought  up  and  educated  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery 
having  a  preferential  claim.  They  are  determined  by  a  competition 
held  annually,  in  the  month  of  September,  and  conducted  chiefly  by 
written  papers.  The  subjects  of  examination  are  announced  annually 
in  the  month  of  April,  and  embrace  aU  the  usual  branches  of  the 
curriculum  in  Arts  or  Theology;  on  all  cases  60  per  cent,  of  the 
combined  value  of  all  the  examination  papers  is  fixed  as  the  niiiMiiiiim 
amount  required  for  acquiring  or  retaining  a  bursary.  The  bursaries 
are  tenable  through  the  whole  ordinaiy  curriculum  in  nniver8ii7  or 
Hall,  provided  those  holding  them  satisfy  the  Presbytery  annually, 
by  certificate  and  examinations,  of  their  continued  good  character, 
diligence,  and  progress;  but  the  amount  held  by  any  bursar  may  be 
varied  within  the  limits  of  the  maximum  and  minimum  values 
according  to  the  appearance  made  by  him  in  these  yearly  examina- 
tions.

The  examination  is  on  Natural 
History,  Botany,  and  Greology,  and  some  department  of  Natural 
Theology  or  Christian  Apologetics,  j  |They  are  open  to  students  b^|;in- 
ning  their  Theological  course,  after  a  course  of  not  less  than  three 
years  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  a  Scottish  University. 

Shaw  Philosophical  FeUowahip. — The  fellowship  was  founded  in 
1867,  and  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £171,  tenable  for  five  years. 
It  is  open  to  graduates  in  Arts  of  any  of  the  four  Scottish  UniTersitiies 
(or  students  who  have  passed  all  examinations  for  the  degpree  in  Arts) 
of  not  more  than  five  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  competition.  It 
cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  fellowship,  scholarship,  or  bursaiy 
in  any  Scottish  university,  nor  by  any  person  who  already  holds  a 
fellowship  in  any  English  or  Irish  University,  though  the  holder  of  the 
Shaw  fellowship  will  not  be  precluded  from  afterwards  obtaining  aa 
English  or  Irish  fellowship.  The  subjects  of  examinations  aro— Logic, 
Ketaphysics,  including  Psychology,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History 
of  PhUoaophy.    It  is  in  the  patronage  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
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UfwvenUy  of  Aberdeen  Local  EgMmwnaHone. 

The  regolations  conoeniing  Local  Examinations  in  connection  with 
this  Uhiyersity  are : 

The  ezuninations  will  be  held  in  Aberdeen,  and  at  any  other  initable  p]ao» 
vhere  siz  or  more  oandidates  are  prepared  to  oome  forward.  Arraafe-

Guididatee  win  reoelye,  on  application  to  the  looal  Seoretary,  a  printed 
Mbednle,  to  be  returned  before  June  lit,  atating  (1)  the  plaoe  of  their  ednoa-^ 
tka  for  the  last  two  years ;  and  (2)  the  snbjeota  ohosen  by  them  for  their 
SDunination.

Those  who  haTO  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  of  any  of  the  other 
Saotttsh  vnirersities  wiU  be  exempted  from  passing  the  Preliminary  examination 
ofttisUniTerBity. 

The  holder  of  an  Hononrs  Certifloate  in  Latin,  Gbeek,  and  Mathematics  will' 
be  held  by  the  Uniyersity  as  qualified,  without  further  examination,  to  enter 
the  senior  classes  in  these  subjects  without  attending  the  junior. 

The  Qeneral  Medical  Council  hare  agreed  to  accept  an  Honours  certificate- 
oVtsined  in  these  examinations  in  any  subject  as  a  pa^s  in  that  subject  for  the 
ICedioal  PjreUminary  examination  in  any  uniyersity  or  medical  school  in  the 
IJuted  Kingdom.

SCOTTISH  INSTITUTIONS  GRANTING  CERTIFICATES. 

GlasgofO  AgHcuUvral  College — Highland  and  AgHcuUwral  Boeiely  of 
Scotland — Boyal  Scotfieh  Society  of  Artg^^GUugow  Choral  Union. 

Glasgow  AoBicnLTxrBAL  OoLLsaB. 

Thb  Glasgoir  Agricaltaxal  Oollege  has  been  founded  to  Infford  a 
thorough  training  in  the  Principles  and  Practice  oi  Agiiooltiue.  Tbe 
Glasgow  Agricoltiiral  College  is  affiliated  to  the  Glasgow  Yetsiiiisiy 
Oollege.  In  the  class-rooms  and  laboratories  of  the  latter  iastitntioa 
the  lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given  by  special  teaehera  in  Pmo> 
tical  Agriecdticre  and  other  sab jects,  aided  to  the  extent  neoenary  bj 
the  teachers  of  the  YeinBrmarj  OoUege.  The  lectures  at  the  Oollege 
are  arranged  so  as  to  embrace  all  the  important  subjects  bearing 
on  Agricultore.  Systematic  courses  of  lectures  are  giyen  on  Prac- 
tical Agriculture,  General  and  Agricultural  Ohemistry,  Yeterinary 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  Botany,  Natural  Histoiy,  Farm  Accounts,  and 
Surveying.  The  full  course  of  instruction  will  qualify  students  for 
the  diploma  of  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  and  the  Oertifi- 
cates  of  the  Boyal  Agricultural  Society  of  England,  but,  while  the 
whole  course  is  recommended  for  all  those  who  are  qualifying  them- 
selves for  a  diploma,  a  shorter  course,  embracing  the  Syllabus  of  the 
Science  and  Ait  Department,  is  given;  or  a  student  may  select  any 
single  class  which  he  may  desire. 

Cowrse  of  Ingtmction. 

Science  and  Praetiee  of  Agriculture. — ^The  members  of  this  dan 
receive  a  complete  course  of  instruction  in  Practical  Agriculture, 
including  the  most  approved  methods  of  cultivating  different  classes 
of  soils,  and  the  crops  adapted  for  each;  the  influence  of  soil  and 
climate  on  husbandry;  the  selection  and  rotation  of  crops,  and  the 
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<5sltiy»t]on  ol  all  tilie  difflerent  crops  nsnallf  grown  in  this  oouufciy; 
the  Breeding,  Feeding,  and  Geneml  Management  of  all  kinds  of  £Win 
Stoek,  Dairy  Farming,  Drainage,  and  General  Bstate  Management. 

Jbrm  Work. — Stndents  have  an  opportunity  of  taking  part  in  all 
kinda  of  wodk  in  pxogreaa  at  the  Farm  mider  the  snperintendence  of  the 
FrolaBsor  of  Agricnltizre  and  the  Farm  Oreraeer. 

ChenUairy. — ^The  course  of  instruction  in  Chemistry  consists  of: 
L  Leetores  on  Qeneral  Ohemistry.  2.  A  Special  Oourse  of  lectures 
•on  Agricultural  Chemistry.  3.  Laboratory  Instruction-— including  the 
Analysis  of  Manures,  Fedding  StufEs,  Water>  Soils,  and  other  sub- 
stanoes  of  Agricultural  importance. 

Veterinairy  Medid/ne  and  Swrgery. ^^Tor  tins  subject  the  stndents  are 
allowed  to  attend  the  lectures  delirered  to  the  Yeteiinary  students, 
and  will,  therefore,  have  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
the  nature  of  the  diseases  to  which  farm  stock  is  liable,  and  the  most 
approved  methods  of  treatment. 

Boiawy. '^Jji  this  class  students  have  brought  under  their  notice  the 
structure  and  functions  of  the  different  organs  of  Plants ;  Gemina- 
tion; Modifications  eAected  in  Plants  by  selectiom  and  cultivation; 
Hybrids ;  Farm  Plants ;  including  the  diseasss  to  which  they  are  most 
haUa. 

Nisbwnd  MiMory. — The  lectures  embrace  the  Gtoeral  Principles 
<d  CBaanfication;  i^iecial  history  of  Parasites,  and  other  forms  noxious 
to  man  and  those  animals  on  which  his  food  depends ;  influences  which 
aiEeei  Domesticated  Animals,  beneficially  or  injuriously ;  the  theory  of 
Sdective  Breeding*  If  a  practical  class  is  arranged,  those  jwiTnaJa  are 
examined  which  illustrate  the  general  characters  of  each  group. 

Fees. — Science  and  Practice  of  Agriculture^  £4t  4s. ;  Practical  Work 
on  Farm,  Surveying,  and  Farm  Accounts,  £2  2s. ;  General  and 
Agricultural  Chemistry,  £2  2s. ;  Natural  History,  £2  2s. ;  Yeterinary 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  £3  3s. ;  Botany,  £1  Is. 

HlOSLiJrD  AND  AeBXCULTTTBAL  SoCCDITr  OV  SOOTLAITD. 

Certificaiea  cmd  Diploma  in  AgrieuUure,  —  The  Society  conducts 
examinations,  which  are  both  written  and  oral.  There  are  three 
examinations,  styled  respectively  the  "  Second-class  Certificate  exami- 
nations," the  "First-class  Certificate  examinations,"  and  the  "  Diploma 
examination."  To  pass  the  8econd-cla$9  certificate  examinaHon,  a 
candidate  musk  be  acquainted  with  the  science  and  practice  of  Agri- 
culture, Elementary  Chemistry,  Field  Engineering,  and  Book. 
keepiQg.  To  pass  the  Mrst-clase  certificaie  examinaiion,  a  candidate 
Sftust  be  acquainted  with  the  science  and  practice  of  Agriculture, 
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Botanj,  OhemistTy,  Natural  History,  Field  Engineering,  and  Book* 
keeping.  To  pass  the  Diploma  emamUutHan,  a  candidate  mnst  posMw 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  science  and  practice  of  Agricoltore, 
Botany,  Chemistry,  Natural  History,  Field  Engineering,  and  Book- 
keeping. The  Society  grants  annually  ten  hwrsaries  of  £20  each  and 
five  of  £10  each,  to  be  competed  for  amongst  the  pupils  of  sdiools 
approred  by  the  directors. 

The  Society  grants  first  and  second  class  eerHficaU9  in  Forestiy. 
Candidates  must  possess :  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  details  of 
Practical  Forestiy ;  a  general  knowledge  of  the  following  branches  of 
study,  so  far  as  these  apply  to  Forestry— the  outlines  of  Botany,  the 
Nature  and  Properties  of  Soils,  Drainage  and  Effects  of  Climate^ 
Land  and  Timber  Measuring  and  Surveying,  Mechanics  and  Con- 
struction, as  applied  to  fencing,  draining,  bridging,  and  road  making; 
Implements  of  Forestry ;  Book-keeping  and  Accounts.  The  examina* 
tions  are  open  to  candidates  of  any  age. 

BoYAL  Scottish  Socisty  of  Abts. 

The  Society  consists  of  ordinary  and  honorary  Fellows  and  of 
Associates.  It  is  necessary  that  the  recommendation  for  ordinaiy 
fellowship  or  assodateship  be  subscribed  by  one  Fellow.  The  admii- 
sion  fee  for  ordinary  Fellows  is  £1  Is.,  and  a  like  sum  is  exacted  as 
an  annual  subscription.  Associates  must  be  under  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  their  admission  fee  and  annual  subscription  are  each  10s.  (li 
Prises  are  awarded  by  the  Society.  The  work  of  the  Society  is  chiefly 
in  relation  to  the  useful  arts  and  such  branches  of  science  as  bearupoD 
the  useful  arts. 

Qlasqow  Choral  Union. 

Applicants  for  admission  as  members  must  possess  competent 
musical  knowledge  and  ability.  The  musical  qualifications  of  appli- 
cants are  tested  by  examiners  appointed  by  the  Council.  The  admis- 
sion fee  is  5s.,  and  the  annual  subscription  5s.  After  the  seventh  pay- 
ment there  is  no  further  subscription.  Ladies  or  gentiemen  remaining 
members  for  seven  consecutive  years  are  entitied  to  eertificaUM  to  that 
effect. 
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CHAPTER  VI, 
PRINCIFAL  LEARNED  AND  ARTISTIC  SOCIETIES.

soientific. 

The  Royal  Society  of  London. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  the  "  improyement  of  natural  knowledge/' 
and  of  all  institutions  of  its  kind  it  holds  the  highest  position.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Lyncean  Academy  at  Rome,  celebrated  as  having 
numbered  Galileo  amongst  its  members,  the  Royal  Society  is  the 
oldest  learned  society  in  Europe.  This  institution  commenced  its 
existence  about  the  year  1645.  It  at  first  confined  itself  to  meeting  at 
a  certain  Dr.  Gbddard's  lodgings,  in  Wood-street ;  at  the  Bull  Head 
Tarem,  Cheapside;  and  at  Gresham  College.  About  1648,  some  of 
the  members  removed  to  Oxford,  and  there  continued  to  meet  in  the 
houae  of  an  apothecary.  The  members  remaining  in  London  carried 
on  the  Society  until,  in  1658,  they  were  obliged  to  quit  Gresham 
GoUege,  this  building  being  required  for  barracks.  On  April  22nd, 
1663,  the  Society  was  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter,  and  presented 
with  a  mace  by  the  King.  In  1664,  Charles  II.  declared  himself,  by 
his  signature  in  the  Charter-book,  to  be  the  founder  of  the  Society, 
and  the  Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  II.,  was  elected  a  Fellow. 

The  Charter-book  is  bound  in  crimson  velvet,  with  gold  clasps  and  oor- 
Mts  and  inscription  plates  :  1.  The  Shield  of  the  Society ;  2.  Crest — ^an  eagle 
or,  holding  a  shield  with  the  arms  of  England.  The  leares  are  fine  Yellnm,  and 
bear,  superbly  emblazoned,  the  arms  of  England  and  of  the  Society ;  next,  the 
iUid  Charter  and  Statutes,  Autographs  (first  page) ;  emamented  scroll 
border  and  Bojal  Shield  aboTC  the  signatures,  "  Charles  B.,  Foonder  "  (written 
Jannary  9th,  1664—5);  "James,  Fellow;"  and  "Qeorge  Bnpert,  Fellow.'' 
In  the  next  page  are  the  antosrraphs  of  yarious  foreign  ambassadois ;  and  the 
thiid  and  saooeeding  pages  oontain  the  signatures  of  the  Fellows  beneath  the 

PF. 
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obligation   which  heads  each  leaf ;  Clarendon,  Boyle,  Wallie,  Wren,  Hooke, 

Erelyn,  Pepys,  Norfolk,  Flameteed,  and  Kewton  are  here  (the  name  beneafh 

that  of  Newton  ia  nearly  obliterated  by  the  sad  habit  of  tonching).    Ssreaty- 

one  pages  are  ooonpied  by  the  Antographe  of  the  FellowH  (including  those  on 

the  foreign  list.)     Here  are  the  antographs  of  the  snoceBsiTe  Kings  and  Qaeens 

of  England  and  many  soYcreigns  of  foreign  conntries  who  haye  risited  Englsnd. 

Qneen  Victoria  has  signed  her  name  as  patron  of  the  Society;  and  on  the 

same  richly  illnminated  page  are  the  signatures  of  Prince  Albert  and  the  KinfS 

of  Prussia  and  Saxony. — Weld*s  Hittory  of  the  BoyaX  Society. 

A  candidate  for  election  to  fellowship  must  be  nominated  by  six 

or  more  Fellows,  tliree   of    wliom  mast  recommend  upon  personal 

knowledge.     The  names  of  sacli  candidates  are  annonnced  at  tbe  first 

meeting  in  March ;  and  a  number,  not  exceeding  fifteen,  is  selected  by 

the  Council.    These  are  submitted  to  an   ordinary  meeting   of  the 

Society  in  the  following  May,  and  a  day  of  election  appointed.    Those 

approved  are  then  admitted.    Those  who  have  not  been  elected  may, 

however,  continue  their  names  on  the  list  of  candidates  for  future 

election.    No  admission  fee  is  required ;  the  annual  subscription  is  £3 ; 

life  composition,  £60. 

Society  of  Arts. 

Candidates  for  fellowship  must  be  proposed  by  three  Members,  to 
one  of  whom  the  candidate  must  be  personally  known.  Amniftl  sub- 
scription, £2  28. ;  composition  fee,  £21. 

EoYAL  Botanic  Socibtt  op  London. 

The  Society  consists  of  Fellows  and  Members.  Fellows  pay  an 
entrance  fee  of  £5  5s.,  and  an  annual  subscription  of  £2  2s.,  or  a  Hfe 
composition  of  £26  5s.,  which  includes  entrance  fee.  Members  pay 
£10  10s.  for  life ;  no  entrance  fee. 

BoYAii  Astronomical  Society  of  London. 

The  Society  consists  of  Fellows  and  Associates.  Every  candidate 
for  fellowship  must  be  proposed  by  at  least  three  Fellows,  one  of  whom 
must  certify  his  personal  knowledge  of  the  candidate.  The  annual 
contribution  for  Fellows  is  £2  2s.,  and  the  admission  fee  £2  28. 

Mbtsobolooical  Society. 

Every  candidate  for  fellowship  must  be  proposed  by  three  Fellows, 
one  of  whom  must  certify  his  personal  knowledge  of  the  candidate. 
The  aumission  fee  is  £1,  and  the  annual  subscription  £1.  The 
composition  fee  is  £12,  exclusive  of  the  sum  paid  for  admission. 

The  Institution  of  Ciyu.  ENaiNSfiss. 
The  institation   consists   of  Members,  Honorary   Membera^  and 
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Assodatee.  'Every  candidate  for  memhership  mnBt  show  that  lie  has 
been  educated  as  a  Civil  Eng^eer  according  to  the  tuinal  routine  of 
pupilage,  and  has  had  subsequent  employment  for  at  least  five  years  in 
responsible  institutions  as  resident  engineer,  or  otherwise  in  some  of 
the  branches  defined  by  the  charter  as  constituting  the  profession  of  a 
ciyil  engineer,  or  has  practised  on  his  own  account  in  the  profession  of 
a  Civil  Engineer  for  at  least  five  years,  and  has  acquired  a  considerable 
d^;ree  of  eminence  in  the  same. 

Assoeiaies  are  divided  into  those  who  are  and  those  who  are  not 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  corporate  membership.  Every  candidate 
for  election  into  the  first  division  must  be  more  than  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  have  been  regularly  educated  as  a  Civil  Engineer,  and  be 
actually  engaged  in  the  design  or  construction  of  such  works  as  are 
<K)mprised  within  the  profession  of  a  Civil  Engineer  as  defined  by  the 
chaifter.  Candidates  for  election  into  the  second  division  must  be  more 
than  twenty-five  years  of  age ;  they  need  not  be  Civil  Engineers  by 
profession,  but  their  pursuits  must  constitute  branches  of  engineering, 
he  connected  with  science  or  the  arts,  or  otherwise  qualify  them 
to  concur  with  Civil  Engineers  in  the  advancement  of  professional 
knowledge. 

Honorary  Members  ore  elected  from  persons  not  practising  as  Civil 
Engineers,  but  whose  distinguished  position  or  eminent  science  and 
experience  enable  them  to  advance  the  work  in  which  the  institution 
is  interested. 

SiudenU  must  be  not  less  than  eighteen  years  ot  age,  and  must  be 
pupils  of  corporate  members  of  the  institution.  They  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  library,  and  are  eligible  to  compete  for  certain  prizes. 

Those  Members,  Associates,  and  Students  residing  within  ten  miles 
of  the  Greneral  Post  Office  are  considered  residents,  and  those  beyond 
soch  limits,  non-residents.  Each  resident  Member  pays  £4: 4a,,  and 
each  non-resident  Member  £3  3s.  per  aunum.  Each  resident  Associate 
pays  £3  3s.,  and  each  non-resident  Associate  £2  12s.  6d.  per  annum. 
Each  resident  Student  pays  £2  2s.,  and  each  non-resident  Student 
£1  lis.  6d.  per  annum.  Admission  fee  for  each  new  Member  and 
Associate,  £10  10s.  Composition  fee  for  Members  and  Associates — 
(annual  subscriptions  only) — £52  10s.;  for  Members  and  Associates 
residing  abroad,  £26  5s.

MeGill  College  and  University,  Montreal — Laval  University — Universiiy^

Queen's  University  and  CoUege,  Kingston — Victoria  University, 
Cohourg — University  of  New  Brunsvnch — King's  College,  Windsor 
(Nova  Scotia) — School  of  Practical  Science,  Ontario. 

McGiLL  COLLEaS  AND  UnIYEBSITY. 

The  siatntes  and  regulatioiiB  of  the  UniYerBity  liaYe  been  framed 
with  the  Yiew  of  affording  to  all  olasses  of  persons  the  greatest  possible 
facilities  for  the  attainment  of  mental  cnltore  and  professional 
training.  In  its  religions  character  the  UniYersity  is  Protestant,  but 
not  denominational ;  and  while  all  possible  attention  will  be  giYen  to 
the  character  and  conduct  of  students,  no  interference  with  their 
peoaliar  religions  Yiews  will  be  sanctioned.  The  educational  work  of 
the  UniYersity  is  carried  on  in  McGill  College,  Montreal,  and  in  the- 
several  afiiliated  colleges  and  schools. 

L  McGiLL  GOLLEOE. — The  Faculty  of  Arts. — The  complete  course

The  FacvUy  of  Applied  Science  provides  a  thorough  professional 
training,  extending  over  three  or  four  years,  in  Civil  Engineering, 
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Mecliaiucal  Engineering,  Mining  Engineering  and  Assaying,  and 
Practical  Chemistry,  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Applied  Science,  Master  of  Engineering,  and  Master  of  Applied 
Science. 

The  Faculty  of  Medicine, — ^The  complete  course  of  study  in  Medicine 
extends  over  four  sessions,  of  six  months  each,  and  leads  to  the 
degree  of  M.D.,  CM.  There  is  also  a, summer  course,  which  is 
optional. 

The  FacvUy  of  Law, — ^The  complete  course  in  Law  extends  over 
three  sessions,  of  six  months  each,  and  leads  to  the  degrees  of  B.G X. 
and  D.O.L. 

II.  Affiliated  Colleges. — Students  of  affiliated  Colleges  are 
matriculated  in  the  University,  and  may  pursue  their  course  of  study 
wholly  in  the  affiliated  college,  or  in  part  in  McGill  College,  and  may 
<!ome  up  to  the  Uniyersity  examinations  on  the  same  terms  with  the 
•students  of  McGill  College.

m.  Affiliated  Theological  Colleges. — ^Affiliated  Theological 
Colleges  have  the  right  of  obtaining  for  their  students  the  advantage, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  course  of  study  in  Arts,  with  such  f acOitieB 
in  regard  to  exemptions  as  may  be  agreed  on.  They  are :  The  Congre- 
gational College  of  British  North  America,  Montreal ;  the  Presbyterian 
OoUege  of  Montreal,  in  connection  with  the  Canada  Presbyterian 
-Church ;  the  Diocesan  College  of  Montreal ;  the  Wesleyan  CoUege  of 
Montreal. 

lY.  Affiliated  Schools.— The  McQiU  Normal  School  provides  the 
training  requisite  for  teachers  of  Elementary  and  Model  Schools  and 
Academies.  Teachers  trained  in  this  School  are  entitled  to  Provincial 
Diplomas. 

The  Model  Schools  of  the  McOiU  Normal  School  are  Elementaiy 
•Schools,  divided  into  a  Boys*  Department,  Girls'  Department,  and 
Primary  School. 

Collegiate  Institutes,  Academies,  and  High  Schools  may  be  affiliated 
in  so  far  as  regards  Matriculation  in  Arts  and  Applied  Science,  under 
regulations  prescribed.

French  or  G^erman ;  English  Language  and  Literature ;  Pure  Mathe- 
matics; History;  Elementary  Chemistry.  Second  year:  Classics; 
French  or  Qerman;    English    Literature*;   Logio  and  Elementary 

*  For  UniTenitiy  EzamlBations ;  Leotores  Optional, 
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Fsycliology;  Pore  Mathematics;  Botany.  Third  year:  ClassioB; 
Bhetoric;  Moral  Philosophy;  Mixed  Mathematics;  Experimental 
Physics;  Zoology.  Fourth  year:  Classics;  English  Literature; 
History;  Mental  Philosophy;  Mixed  iSCathematics;  Experimental 
Physics;  Mineralogy  and  G^logy.  Undergraduates  are  required  to 
study  either  French  or  German  for  two  years  (viz.,  in  the  first  and 
second  years),  taking  the  same  language  in  each  year.  Any  student 
failing  to  pass  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  will  he 
required  to  pass  a  Supplementary  examination,  or  to  take  an  additional 
session  in  the  language  in  which  he  has  failed.  In  addition  to  the 
obligatory,  there  are  other  lectures,  attendance  on  which  is  optional. 
Students  who  intend  to  join  any  Theological  school,  on  giying  written 
notice  to  this  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  year,  may  take  Hebrew 
instead  of  French  or  German.  The  Faculty  may  permit  any  student 
to  take  Spanish  instead  of  French  or  German. 

At  the  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  Honours  are  given  in  the 
following  subjects,  for  which  special  Honour  courses  are  provided: 
1.  Olassical  Languages  and  Literature.  2.  Mathematics  and  Physics. 
3.  Logic  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy.  4.  English  Language, 
Literature,  and  History.  5  Geology  and  other  Natural  Sciences. 
Honours  are  given  in  the  above  subjects  in  the  third  year  also,  and  in 
Mathematics  in  the  first  and  second  year  as  weU. 

Matbicxtlation  and  Admission.— Candidates  for  McUricidaiian 
as  undergraduates  are  required  to  present  themselves  to  the  Bean 
of  the  Faculty,  on  the  15th  of  September,  for  examination;  they  may, 
however,  enter  after  the  commencement  of  the  session,  if,  on  examina- 
tion, found  qualified  to  join  the  classes.  The  8vhjeet$  of  examinatUm 
for  entrance  into  the  first  year  are  Classics,  Mathematics  and 
English. 

Fartial  Students. — Candidates  for  Matriculation  as  partial  students, 
taking  three  or  more  courses  of  lectures,  or  ajs  students  in  any  special 
course,  will  be  examined  in  the  subjects  necessary  thereto,  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  determined  by  the  Faculty. 

Occasional  Students. — Persons  desirous  of  taking  one  or  two  cooraes 
of  lectures,  as  occasional  students,  may  apply  to  the  Yice-Dean  for 
entry  in  his  Register,  and  may  procure  from  the  Secretary  tickets  for 
the  lectures  they  desire  to  attend. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  present,  on  his  entrance,  a  written  inti- 
mation, from  his  parent  or  guardian,  of  the  name  of  the  minister  of 
religion  xmder  whose  care  and  instruction  it  is  desired  that  he 
shall  be  placed ;  and  the  minister  will  thereupon  be  invited  to  com- 
municate with  the  Faculty  on  the  subject.    Failing  such  intimation 
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from  liis  parent  or  guardian,  the  Faculty  will  endeaTOur  to  establish 
befitting  relations. 

Medals,  Honottbs,  Pbizes,  and  Glassing. — 1.  Gold  Medals  will 
be  awarded  in  the  B.A.  Honour  examination  to  students  who  take 
the  highest  honours  of  the  first  rank  in  the  subjects  stated  below,  and 
who  shall  have  passed  creditably  the  Ordinary  examinations  for  the 
Degree  of  B.A. :  The  Henry  Chapman  Gold  Medal,  for  the  Classical 
Languages  and  Literature ;  the  Prince  of  Wales  Gold  Medal,  for  Logic 
and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  the  Anne  Molson  Gold  Medal,  for 
Mathematics  and  Natxu'al  Philosophy;  the  Shakespeare  Gold  Medal, 
for  the  English  Language,  Literature,  and  History ;  the  Logan  Gold 
Medai,  for  Geology  and  other  Natural  Sciences. 

2.  Honours,  of  first  or  second  rank,  will  be  awarded  to  those 
Matriculated  students  who  have  successfully  passed  the  examina- 
tions in  any  Honour  course  established  by  the  Faculty,  and  have 
also  passed  creditably  the  ordinary  examinations  in  all  the  subjects 
proper  to  their  year.  By  a  recent  order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  Ontario  in  Council,  Honours  in  this  University  confer  the  same 
privileges  in  Ontario  as  Honours  in  the  Universities  of  that  Pro- 
rince,  as  regards  certificates  of  eligibility  for  the  duties  of  Public 
School  Inspectors,  and  as  regards  exemption  from  the  non-profes- 
aional  Examination  of  Teachers  for  First-Class  Certificates  for  Grades 
"A.andB." 

3.  Special  Certificates  will  be  given  to  those  candidates  for  B.A.  who 
shall  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class  at  the  ordinary  B.A.  exami- 
nation, in  which  case  exemptions  cannot  be  taken. 

4.  Certificates  of  high  general  standing  will  be  granted  to  those 
Matriculated  students  who  are  placed  in  the  First  Class  in  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  studies  proper  to  their  year. 

5.  Prizes  or  CertificcUes  to  those  Matriculated  students  who  may 
have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  studies  of  a  particular  class,  and 
have  attended  all  the  other  classes  proper  to  their  year. 

6.  EUs  Excellency  the  Marquis  of  Lome  has  been  pleased  to  offer  a 
Gold  Medal  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  yearly  during  his  term  of  office, 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Modem  Languages  and  Litera- 
tnre  with  History. 

Lome  Chid  Medal. — ^The  Regulations  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  rabjecta  for  competition  shall  be  Frenoh  and  either  German  or  Spanish, 
together  with  the  History  part  of  the  present  Hononr  oonrse  for  the  Shakespeare 
Medal 

2.  The  course  of  atady  shall  extend  over  two  years,  vis.,  the  Third  and 
fourth  Ye»s. 
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8.  The  Bnooesflf  al  oandidftte  most  be  capable  of  speakinf  and  wriimg  botii 
languages  oorreotly. 

4.  There  ihall  be  ezaminationB  in  the  subjecte  of  the  oonrae  in  both  the  third 
and  fonrih  yean,  at  which  Hononzs  may  be  awarded  to  deterring  oasndidates. 

5.  The  general  conditions  of  competition^  and  the  privileges  as  regards 
exemptions,  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  other  gold  medals  in  the  Faooltj 
of  Arts. 

6.  Students  from  other  Faculties  shall  be  allowed  to  compete,  provided  HkSf 
pass  the  examinations  of  the  third  and  fonrth  years  in  the  aboye  subjects. 

7.  Candidates  desiring  to  enter  on  the  third  year  of  the  coorsa,  who  have 
not  obtained  First  Class  standing  at  the  Intermediate  or  Sessional  examinataoni 
of  the  second  year  in  Arts,  are  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  work  of 
the  first  two  years  of  the  course  in  Modem  Languages,  if  called  on  to  do  so 
by  the  Professors. 

8.  The  subjects  of  examination  shall  be  as  follows  :  French,  Qerman,  Spanish, 
History. 

Exemptions  from  Fees  under  Presentation  SclMlarships,  &c, — ^A 
number  of  these  are  in  the  gift  of  benefactors,  and  entitle  the  students 
holding  them  to  exemption  from  the  sessional  fees  in  the  Faculty  of 
Arts.  Sixteen  have  been  placed  by  the  Governors  at  the  disposal  of 
his  Excellency  the  Governor- General.  Candidates  must  pass  the 
usual  Matriculation  examination,  "^v^i  exemptions  from  fees  mSijh^ 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Gk>yemors,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
most  successful  students  who  may  present  themselves  as  candidates. 
By  order  of  the  Board,  one  of  these  is  given  annually  to  the  Dux  of  the 
High  School  of  Montreal,  and  one  to  the  Dux  of  any  other  Academy 
or  High  School  sending  up,  in  one  year,  three  or  more  candidates  com- 
petent to  pass  creditably  the  Matriculation  examination.  In  the  event 
of  any  Academy  or  High  School  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  offering  for 
competition  among  pupils  an  AnnuaZ  Bursary  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts, 
of  not  less  than  80  dols.,  the  Governors  will  add  the  amount  of  the  fees 
of  tuition  thereto.  An  exemption  from  fees  may  be  given  anAuallj  to 
any  teacher  holding  the  Model  School  or  Academy  diploma  of  the 
McGill  Normal  School,  recommended  by  the  Principal  and  Pro- 
fessors of  the  School,  and  passing  creditably  the  Matriculation  exami- 
nation in  Arts. 

Examinations.— Co226<7e  Examinations. — 1.  There  are  two  ex- 
aminations in  each  year— one  at  Christmas  and  the  other  at  the  end 
of  the  session.  In  each  of  these,  the  students  who  pass  are  arranged 
according  to  their  answering,  as  First  Class,  Second  Class,  and  Third 
Class.  In  the  fourth  year  only  the  University  examination  for  BA. 
takes  the  place  of  the  Sessional  examination.    Fourth  year  students 
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are  required  at  the  Christmas  examinations  to  pass  in  all  the  subjects 
of  the  obligatory  lectures,  even  though  some  of  the  subjects  do  not 
form  part  of  their  B.A.  examination.  2.  Students  who  fail  in  any 
subject  in  the  Christmas  examinations  are  required  to  pass  a  Supple- 
mental examination  in  that  subject  before  admission  to  the  Sessional 
examinations.  3.  Students  who  fail  in  one  subject  in  the  Sessional 
examinations  are  required  to  pass  a  Supplemental  examination  in  it. 
Should  they  fail  in  this,  they  will  be  required  in  the  following  session 
to  attend  the  lectures  and  pass  the  examination  in  the  subject  in  which 
they  have  failed,  in  addition  to  those  of  the  Ordinary  Course,  or  to  pass 
the  examination  alone  without  attending  lectures,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty.  4.  Failure  in  two  or  more  subjects  at  the  Sessional 
examinations  involyes  the  loss  of  the  session.  The  Faculty  may  permit 
the  student  to  recover  his  standing  by  passing  a  Supplemental  exami- 
nation at  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  session.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  Regulation,  Classics  and  Mathematics  are  each  regarded  as  two 
subjects.  5.  The  time  for  the  Supplemental  examination  will  be  fixed 
by  the  Faculty ;  and  such  examination  will  not  be  granted  at  any 
other  time,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty,  and  on  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  5  dols. 

University  Examinations. — 1.  For  the  Degree  of  B,A. — ^There  are  three 
XTniyersity  examinations :  The  Matriculation,  at  entrance ;  the  Inter- 
mediate, at  the  end  of  the  second  year;  and  the  Final,  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year.  In  the  Intermediate  examiuation  the  subjects  are 
Classics  and  Pure  Mathematics,  Logic,  and  the  English  Language, 
with  one  other  Modem  Language,  or  Botany.  Theological  students 
are  allowed  to  take  Hebrew  instead  of  a  Modem  Language.  For 
the  Final  examination  six  subjects  are  offered  for  selection,  namely 
—(1)  Classics,  (2)  Mixed  Mathematics,  (3)  Mental  and  Moral  Philo- 
sophy, (4)  Natural  Science,  (5)  Experimental  Physics,  (6)  One  Modem 
Language  and  Literature  (or  Hebrew),  with  History.  Every  candidate 
must  pass  in  four  of  these,  namely :  Classics  and  Mixed  Mathematics, 
which  are  obligatory,  and  any  two  of  the  remaining  subjects,  at  his 
option. 

2.  For  the  Degree  of  M.A, — Candidates  are  required  to  prepare  and 
nihmit  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  not  less  than  two  months  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  degree,  a  Thesis  on  some  literary  or  scientific  subject 
previously  approved  by  the  Faculty.  All  candidates,  except  those  who 
have  taken  First  Class  BA.  Honours,  or  have  passed  First  Class  in 
the  Ordinary  examinations  for  the  deen^ee  of  B. A.;  are  required  also  to 
pus  an  examination,  either  in  Literature  or  in  Science,  as  each 
candidate  may  select. 

Ga2 
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3.  Degree  of  LLJ), — ^Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.  in 
course  is  required  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Aits,  not 
less  than  three  months  before  proceeding  to  the  degree,  twenty-fire 
printed  copies  of  a  Thesis  on  some  literary  or  scientific  snbject  pre- 
viously approved  by  the  Faculty,  and  possessing  such  a  degree  of 
literary  or  scientific  merit,  and  evidencing  such  originality  of  thonf^ht 
or  extent  of  research  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty,  justify  it 
in  recommending  him  for  that  degree.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree 
of  LL.D.  in  course  is  required  to  submit  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  with 
his  Thesis,  a  list  of  books,  treating  of  some  one  branch  of  literature  or 
of  science,  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty,  in  which '  he  is  .prepared  to 
submit  to  examination,  and  on  which  he  shall  be  examined,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Speciai.  Fboyisions  fob  Pbofessional  Students. — Law  cmd 
Medical  Bivderde.  —  Students  of  the  third  and  fourth  years,  rnatzi- 
culated  in  the  Faculties  of  Law  or  Medicine  of  the  University,  are 
entitled  to  the  following  exemptions :  In  the  third  year  they  may  omit 
the  lectures  and  examinations  in  Optics  and  in  any  one  of  the  following 
subjects :  Zoology,  Experimental  Physics,  or  Rhetoric  and  English 
Literature.  In  the  lectures  of  the  fourth  year  they  may  omit  Greek 
and  Astronomy  and  also  Geology  or  Experimental  Physics.  At  the 
Christmas  examination  of  the  fourth  year  they  may  omit  Astronomy 
and  Optics.  In  the  Ordinary  B.A.  examinations  they  may,  in  Classics, 
pass  in  Latin  alone ;  and  in  Mixed  Mathematics,  in  Mechanics  and 
Hydrostatics  alone.  To  be  allowed  these  privileges  in  either  year,  they 
must  g^ve  notice  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  of  their  intention  to  claim  exemption  as  Professional 
students,  and  must  produce  at  the  end  of  the  session  certificates  of 
attendance  on  a  full  course  of  Professional  lectures  during  the  year 
for  which  the  exemptions  are  claimed. 

Students  in  the  FacuUy  of  Applied  £fctenc6.— Students  in  Arts  who 
have  passed  the  Intermediate  examination  and  been  placed  therein  not 
lower  than  the  Second  Class  in  Mathematics,  have  the  privilege  of 
entering  the  second  year  in  Applied  Science,  and  will  be  exempted 
from  the  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  the  Greek  of  the  third  and 
fourth  years  in  Arts  while  proceeding  regularly  in  the  course  for 
B.Ap.Sc. 

Students  of  Affiliated  Theological  Colleges, — Such  students,  whether 
entered  as  Matriculated  or  Occasional,  are  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  in  the  same  manner  as  other  students. 

Licensed  Boabdikg  Houses.  —  All  students  under  twenty-ose 
years  of.  age,  not  residing  with  parents  or  guardians,  nor  belonging 
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to  a  Theological  college,  aliall  reside  in  licensed  boarding  houses, 
unless  they  produce  written  antlioritj  from  parents  or  guardians  to 
reside  elsewhere. 

Fees.  —  Matriculation  fee  for  the  first  year  (to  be  paid  in  the 
year  of  entrance  only),  4  dols. ;  for  the  second  year  (exigible  from 
students  who  enter  in  the  second  year,  and  also  from  those  who  have 
failed  in  the  first  year  and  re-enter  in  the  second  year  on  examination), 
6  dols. ;  sessional  fee,  20  dols. ;  library  fee,  4  dols. ;  gymnasium  fee, 
2  dols.  50c.  Undergraduates  and  students  in  special  courses  are 
required  to  pay  all  the  aboye  fees.  Partial  students,  viz.,  those  taking 
three  or  more  courses  of  lectures,  are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation, 
library,  and  gymnasium  fees,  and  5  dols.  for  each  class  which  they 
attend,  or  20  dols.  for  all  the  courses.  Occasional  students  taking  one 
course  of  lectures  only  are  required  to  pay  5  dols.  per  session  for  that 
course.  Occasional  students  taking  two  courses  of  lectures  are  re- 
quired to  pay  the  library  fee  and  5  dols.  for  each  course.  The  matri- 
culation, library,  and  gymnasium  fees  are  exigible  from  students 
holding  exemptions  from  sessional  fees.  Graduates  in  Arts  are  allowed 
to  attend,  without  payment  of  fees,  all  lectures  except  those  noted  as 
requiring  a  si>ecial  fee.  The  fees  must  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  and 
the  tickets  shown  to  the  Yice-Dean  within  a  fortnight  after  the  com-' 
mencement  of  attendance  in  each  session.  In  case  of  default,  the 
student's  name  will  be  remoyed  from  the  College  books,  and  can  be 
replaced  thereon  only  by  permission  of  the  Faculty  and  on  payment 
of  a  fine  of  2  dols.  Fee  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  5  dols.;  fee  for 
the  degree  of  M.A.,  10  dols.;  fee  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  50 
dels.  If  the  degree  of  M.A.  be  granted,  with  permission  to  the 
candidate,  on  special  grounds,  to  be  absent  from  Convocation,  the  fee 
is  25  dols.  The  B.A.  fee  must  be  paid  before  the  examination.  The 
M.  A  fee  must  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  TTniyersity  at  the  same 
time  that  the  candidate  s^ids  his  thesis  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
This  is  a  condition  essential  to  the  reception  of  his  application.  A 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Master  of  Arts,  intending  to  proceed  to  a  higher 
degree,  is  required,  in  addition  to  the  above,  to  keep  his  name  on  the 
hooks  of  the  University,  by  the  annual  payment  of  a  fee  of  2  dols.  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University  (which  payment  suffices  also  for 
Eegistration  under  chap,  iii  of  the  Statutes  of  the  University).  He 
may,  if  he  prefer  it,  compound  for  the  above  annual  fees  by  the  pay- 
ment of  6 'dols.  in  one  sum  for  the  Master's  degree,  or  30  dols. 
for  the  Doctor's  degree,  on  or  before  the  date  of  application  for  the 
degree. 

GouBSES  OP  Lectuses. — Ordinary  Course. — 1.  Classical  Literature 
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and  History,  —  The  lectures  in  this  department  are  of  the  nsoal 
character,  and  embrace  the  better  known  authors.  The  range  may  be 
gathered  from  a  given  specmien.  Where,  in  the  first  yearns  jGreek, 
Homer  and  Xenophon  were  taken,  one  book  of  each  was  selected, 
together  with  Prose  Composition ;  in  the  second  year,  of  L jsias  ajid 
Euripedes,  one  [oration  and  one  play;  in  the  third  year,  of 
Demosthenes  and  ^schylus,  the  like;  and  in  the  fourth  year,  of 
Herodotus,  one  book.  In  Latin,  first  year,  Cicero  and  Yirgil  being 
taken,  the  Epistolse  Selectse,  and  one  book  of  Yirgil  were  selected, 
with  Prose  Composition;  second  year,  book  i.  of  Horace's  Epistles, 
and  the  G^rmania  of  Tacitus,  with  composition  continued ;  third  yeoTg 
of  Juvenal,  two  satires,  and  of  Plautus  the  Miles  Gloriosus,  with  Cx>m- 
position ;  fourth  year,  of  Tacitus,  one  book.  The  attention  of  the 
student  is  directed,  in  the  course  of  the  class  work,  to  History, 
Antiquities,  Grammar,  and  Geography. 

2.  English  La/nguage  and  Literature, — In  the  first  year,  the  text- 
book is  Bain's  English  Grammar ;  in  the  second,  a  detailed  course  is 
taken  of  some  period  of  English  literature ;  in  the  third,  the  text-book 
is  Whately's  Bhetoric;  and,  in  the  fourth,  a  course  is  take^  on  one  or 
two  special  subjects — as,  for  example,  a  poem  of  Chaucer  and  a  play 
of  Shakespeare. 

3.  History, — ^The  Professor  delivers  a  given  course. 

4.  Logic  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy. — Second  year,  Bain*B 
Mental  Science,  and  Jevons*  Elementary  Lessons  in  Log^c;  third, 
Calderwood's  Handbook  of  Moral  Philosophy ;  fourth,  Murray's  Out- 
line of  Hamilton's  Philosophy. 

5.  French  Language  and  Litetaiwre. — In  the  first  and  second  years, 
the  Grammaire  des  Grammaires  of  De  Fivas  is  used ;  and  in  the  third 
year,  the  Grammaire  Elementaire  of  Poitevin.  Tlhe  first  year  is  occu- 
pied in  the  study  of  easy  French  authors,  with  dictation  and  colloquial 
exercises ;  the  second  with  more  advanced  works,  and  translation  into 
French;  the  third  in  more  difficult  works,  with  French  compo- 
sition and  dictation ;  and  the  fourth  in  the  same  class  of  work,  with 
such  translation  into  French  as  a  play  of  Shakespeare's.  The  lec- 
tures of  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  conducted  in  the  French 
language. 

6.  Qerman  Language  and  Literature, — In  the  first  year,  devoted  to 
grammar,  reading,  and  translations,  the  text-books  are  Schmidt's 
German  Guide  (first  and  part  of  second  course)  and  Adler's  Progres- 
sive German  Reader;  in  the  second  and  third  years,  devoted  to 
€(erman  plays  and  the  History  of  German  Literature,  the  books  are 
Schmidt's  German  Guide  (second  and  third  course),  Otto's  Oonver- 
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Bation  Grammar,  and  Adler's  Header,  with  Translation  and  German 
Composition. 

7.  Hebrew  and  Oriental  Literature. — Elementary  Couree.^For 
Students  of  the  First  and  Second  Years:  Grammar — text-hook, 
Gesenins'  "Hebrew  Grammar,"  with  exercises  in  orthography  and 
etymology ;  Beading ;  Translation  and  Grammatical  Analysis  of 
HiBtorical  portions  of  the  Scriptnres — Syntax — Mishit  Shualim — 
Fables,  &c.  Advanced  Course  i  For  Students  of  the  Second,  Third, 
and  Fourth  Tears  :  Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Hebrew  Poetry — its 
spirit  and  characteristics.  Lowth  and  Sarchi  as  text-books.  Transla- 
tion from  the  Psalms,  Lamentations,  and  Isaiah.  Ancient  compared 
with  Modem  Hebrew  Poetry;  the  productions  of  Halevi,  Gabirol, 
&c.,  Grammar,  Exercises,  &c.,  continued.  The  Chaldee  Language  i 
Grammar,  Mebo  Halashon  Aramith  of  J.  Jeitteles.  The  Chaldee 
portions  of  Scripture.  Targum  of  Onkelos  and  T.  Terushalmi.  The 
8yria4i  Langnagei  Grammar  (Uhlemann's)  and  Translation.  The 
coarse  comprises  lectures  on  the  above  Languages  and  their  Litera- 
ture in  particular,  with  a  general  notice  of  the  other  Oriental  Lan- 
guages, their  genius  and  pecidiarities.  Comparative  Philology 
affinity  of  roots,  <&c.,  also  receive  due  attention,  while  the  portions 
selected  for  translation  will  be  illustrated  and  explained  by  reference 
to  Oriental  manners,  customs,  history,  &c. 

8.  Spanish  Language  and  Literature, — ^The  study  of  the  Spanish 
Language  on  this  continent,  being  generally  pursued  with  special 
reference  to  commercial  purposes,  it  will  be  sought  to  impart  in  this 
course  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  Castilian — ^the  richest  and  most 
harmonious  of  the  Peninsular  languages — as  well  as  an  acquaintance 
with  its  literature.  OUendorf's  Spanish  Grammar  by  Yelazquez  and 
Simmon^,  and  the  Beader  of  Yelazquez,  are  the  text-hooks  employed 
in  the  Junior  Class,  who  are  also  exercised  in  Composition  by  both 
written  and  oral  exercises.  In  the  Senior  Class  Eemandes'  Exercises. 
Besides  a  special  comparison  with  the  Portuguese  Language,  a  general 
notice,  literary  and  historical,  of  the  Bascuence  and  other  dialects  is 
given. 

9.  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. — Mathematics  {first  year) : 
Arithmetic ;  Euclid,  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  iv.,  vi.,  with  Definitions  of  v.  (omitting 
propositions  27,  28,  29,  of  book  vi.),  Todhunter's  edition;  Tod- 
hunter's  Algebra  for  Beginners,  to  the  end  of  Quadratic  Equations 
with  one  unknown  quantity,  together  with  Involution,  Indices,  and 
Surds ;  Galbraith  and  Haughton's  Plane  Trigonometry  to  beginning 
of  solution  of  Plane  Triangles.  Mathematics  {second  year) :  Arith- 
metic, Euclid,  Algebra,  and  Trigonometry  as  before ;  nature  and  use 
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of  Logarithms;  remainder  of  Galbraitli  and  Hangliton's  Plane 
Trigonometry ;  Elements  of  Solid  Greometry,  including  tlie  Mensura- 
tion of  Surfaces  and  Solids — Geometrical  Conic  Sections — ^the  Para- 
bola with  the  fundamental  properties  of  the  Ellipse  and  Hyperbola— 
text-hooh,  Wilson's  "  Solid  Geometry  and  Conic  Sections,"  pp.  1-60  and 
93-118.  The  course  for  the  Intermediate  University  ezamination 
consists  of  the  Mathematics  for  the  first  two  years,  except  Conic 
Sections  and  Solid  Greometry.  Mathematical  Physics  (third  year): 
Galbraith  and  Haughton's  Mechanics  (omitting  chap.  y.  of  Statics), 
Hydrostatics,  Optics.  Astronomy  (fourth  year):  Galbraith  and 
Haughton's  Astronomy — the  lectures  on  this  subject  are  giren 
before  Christmas.  Experimental  Physics  {third  and  fourth  years) : 
1 .  Light :  Theories  —  Reflection  —  Refraction — Dispersion  —  Inter- 
ference and  Diffraction — Double  Refraction — Polarisation.  2.  Heat : 
Dilatation  of  Solids,  Liquids,  and  Gases — Specific  and  Latent  Heat- 
Radiation  and  Conduction — Mechanical  Theory  of  Heat.  3.  EUe- 
tricity :  Statical  and  Dynamical,  including  Electro-Magnetism, 
Magneto-Electricity,  Thermo-Electricity,  Diamagnetism,  Electric 
Measurements,  Practical  Application  to  Telegraph,  &c.  4.  Mag- 
netism, 5.  Sound :  Theory  of  Undulations — ^Production  and  Propa- 
gation of  Sound — ^Vibrations  of  Strings,  Rods,  and  Plates — ^Vibrations 
of  Fluids — Musical  Sounds.  Text-books  :  Ganot's  "Treatise  Translated 
by  Atkinson,"  and  Tyndall  "  On  Heat  and  Sound."  This  course 
extends  over  two  years.  The  lectures  in  Mathematical  and  Experi- 
mental Physics  wiU  be  illustrated  by  apparatus,  of  which  the  College 
has  a  very  good  collection. 

10.  Geology  and  Natural  History.  —  I.  Biological  Course,  — 
Botany  {second  year)  :  Vegetable  Histology  and  Organography; 
Nutrition  and  Reproduction  of  Plants;  Classification;  Descrip- 
tive Botany;  Flora  of  Canada;  Notices  of  Pal^eobotany  and 
Geographical  Botany.  Text  Booh — Gray  or  Bessey.  A  prize  of 
20  dols.  will  be  given  by  the  Professor  for  the  best  collection 
of  plants  and  the  greatest  proficiency  in  their  determination.  The 
prize  collections  or  duplicates  of  them  to  remain  in  the  College 
Museum.  Candidates  must  be  students  in  Botany  of  the  preriouB 
session.  Zoology  and  Palceontology  {third  year) :  Elements  of  Animal 
Physiology — Classification  of  Animals — Characters  of  the  Classes  and 
Orders  of  Animals,  with  Recent  and  Fossil  Examples,  taken  as  far  as 
possible  from  Canadian  Species.  Text  hooJc — ^Dawson's  "  Handbook  of 
Zoology,"  with  books  of  reference. 

11.  Geological  Course. — Mineralogy  and  Gkology  (fourth  year) :  (1) 
Mineralogy  :  Chemical  and  Physical  characters  of  Minerals,  including 
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Crystallographj,  the  method  of  determining  speciee,  and  Descriptiye 
Mineralogy ;  with  Bpecial  reference  to  those  Bpecies  motst  important  in 
Geology,  or  nsefol  in  the  Arts.  (2)  Lithology  and  Stratigraphy :  Com- 
position of  Bocks  and  their  structure  on  the  small  scale ;  Classifica- 
tion of  Bocks — ^Arrangement  of  Bocks  on  the  large  scale ;  Stratifica- 
tion, Elevation  and  Disturbances,  Denudation.  (3)  Chronological 
Geology  and  PalcBontology :  Data  for  determining  the  relative  ages  of 
Formations — Classification  according  to  age — Fauna  and  Flora  of  the 
successive  periods — Greology  of  British  America.  Text  hooka :  Dana's 
"  Manuals  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology,"  Dawson's  "  Lecture  Notes  on 
Geology."  The  lectures  in  Natural  History  will  be  accompanied  with 
demonstrations  in  the  Museum.  Students  in  Natural  History  are 
also  entitled  to  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Museum  of  the  Natural 
History  Society  of  Montreal. 

11. — Chemistry. — First  Year :  A  course  of  lectures  preparatory  to 
the  Course  in  Natural  Science.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by 
experiments,  and  treat  of  the  Elementary  Constitution  of  Matter,  the 
laws  of  Chemical  Combination  by  weight  and  volume,  the  Atomic 
Theoiy,  Chemical  Formulse  and  Equations,  Chemical  AiBnity,  charac- 
teristics of  Acids,  Bases  and  Salts,  Compound  Badicals,  the  preparation 
and  properties  of  the  non-metallic  and  metallic  Elements,  and  many 
of  their  compounds,  &c.  A  few  lectures  are  also  devoted  to  the  con- 
sideration of  some  of  the  more  important  Organic  Substances,  including 
Starch,  Sugar,  Albumen,  Alcohol,  the  Yegetable  Acids,  &c.  During 
the  course  attention  is  called,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  relations  of 
Chemistry  to  the*  various  manufacturing  industries.  The  laboratory 
is  supplied  with  the  usual  apparatus,  including  a  balance  by  Becker 
and  Sons,  spectroscope  by  Duboscq,  Oxy-hydrogen  lamp  and  blowpipe, 
large  gas-holders,  &c.  Text-booh  :  Wilson's  "  Inorganic  Chemistry." 
In  connection  with  the  Lectures  on  Organic  Substances  students  may 
consult  Boscoe's  "  Elementary  Chemistry,"  or  Fowne's  "  Chemistry." 

12.  Meteorology  :  Instruction  in  Meteorological  Observations  will  be 
given  in  the  Observatory,  at  hours  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  senior 
students.  Certificates  will  be  granted  to  those  students  who  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  on  the  construction  and  use  of  Meteorological 
Instruments  and  on  the  general  facts  of  Meteorology. 

13.  ^ocu^ton.— Students  are  recommended  by  the  Faculty  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  instructions  of  the  Professor,  who  will  make  arrange- 
ments for  evening  classes  to  meet  during  the  session. 

Faculty  of  Applied  Science. 
The  instruction  in  this  Faculty  is  designed  to  afford  a  complete 
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preliminary  training  of  a  teclmical  as  well  as  theoretical  nature,  to 
such  students  as  are  preparing  to  enter  anj  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  Professions  of  Engineering  and  Surveying,  or  are  destined  to  be 
engaged  in  Assaying,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  the  higher  forms  of 
Manufacturing  Art.  Four  distinct  branches  of  study  are  cstabliBhed, 
viz.:  (1)  Civil  Engineering,  (2)  Mechanical  Engineering,  (3)  Mining 
Engineering,  (4)  Practical  Chemistry.  Each  of  these  extends  over 
four,  or,  under  certain  conditions,  three  years,  and  is  specially  adapted 
to  the  prospective  pursuits  of  the  student.  The  third  and  fourth  years 
in  the  different  branches  are  each  divided  into  an  Ordinary  and  an 
Advanced  Course,  as  explained  in  Section  III.  The  degrees  conferred 
by  the  University  upon  such  undergraduates  of  this  department  as 
shall  fulfil  the  conditions  and  pass  the  examinations  hereinafter  stated, 
will  be,  in  the  first  instance,  "  Bachelor  of  Applied  Science,"  mention 
being  made  in  the  diploma  of  the  particular  branch  of  study  pursued ; 
and,  subsequently,  the  degree  of  "  Master  of  Engineering  "  upon  those 
who  have  pursued  branches  1,  2,  or  3,  and  of  '*  Master  of  Applied 
Science  "  upon  those  who  have  pursued  Course  4. 

JExamination  for  Land  Bv/rveyorai  Any  graduate  in  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  in  the  Course  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Land  Survey- 
ing may  have  his  term  of  apprenticeship  shortened  to  one  year  for  the 
profession  of  Land  Surveyor  in  Quebec  or  Ontario,  or  for  the  profes- 
sion of  Dominion  Land  Surveyor.  He  must,  however,  pass  the  Preli- 
minary and  Final  examinations  before  one  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners. 
The  former  examination  should  be  passed  before  entrance  into  the 
Faculty,  or  during  the  first  or  second  year  of  attendance.  Students  of 
the  Civil  Engineering  Course,  who  at  the  beginning  of  their  fourth 
year  give  notice  to  the  Faculty  of  their  intention  to  prepare  for  the 
examination  for  Dominion  Topographical  Surveyors,  will  receire 
special  preparation  for  that  examination,  more  especially  in  Spherical 
and  Practical  Astronomy  and  Geodesy,  and  may  be  exempted  from 
the  Steam  Engine  and  Hydraulics  or  from  the  Designing  of  the 
fourth  year.  Occasional  students  may  be  admitted  to  the  lectures 
and  examinations  in  the  above  special  work. 

MatbicitIiAtion  and  Admission. — ^For  entrance  into  the  first  year 
the  subjects  for  examination  will  be:  Mathematics — ^Arithmetic; 
Algebra,  to  end  of  simple  equations ;  Euclid's  Elements,  books  i.,  ii^ 
iii.  English — Grammar  (including  Analysis),  Composition,  and  the 
leading  facts  of  the  History  of  England.  Candidates  in  the  School 
examinations  of  the  University,  who  have  passed  in  Geometry,  Algebra 
and  English,  may  be  received  as  matriculated  students  in  the  first 
year.    2.  The  full  course  will  extend  over  a  period  of  fowr  years,  bat 
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candidates  may  enter  the  second  year,  and  tliiiB  reduce  the  coarse  to 
three  years,  if  competent  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
following  subjects :  Arithmetic ;  Algebra — to  the  end  of  quadratics ; 
Euclid — ^books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  iy.,  vi.,  and  zi.,  and  the  definitions  of  book  v. » 
Plane  Trigonometry,  including  solution  of  triangles;  Chemistry — 
Inorganic,*  as  in  Wilson's  Elements ;  English — Gi*ammar  (including 
Analysis),  Composition,  and  the  leading  facts  -  of  the  History  of 
England ;  French  or  German — ^French  as  in  De  Fivas'  Grammaire  des 
Grammaires  as  far  as  Syntax,  and  easy  translation.  German  as  in 
Schmidt's  Grerman  Guide,  Part  I.,  and  easy  translation.  Candidatea 
unable  to  pass  in  Chemistry,  French,  or  German,  may  be  allowed  by 
the  Faculty  to  enter  and  take  the  first  year  lectures  on  Chemistry  and 
German.  Candidates  who  have  already  completed  a  portion  of  a 
oourse  in  some  recognised  School  of  Applied  Science  may  be  admitted 
to  an  equivalent  standing,  provided  they  are  able  to  take  up  the 
daases  and  work. 

Medal,  Exhibitions  and  Psizes. — The  Lome  Silver  Medal  (the 
gift  of  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honourable  the  Marquis  of  Lome. 
Open  for  competition  to  fowrth  year  students  of  the  three  courses  of 
Civil,  Mechanical  and  MiTimg  Engineering.  Candidates  must  take  a 
first-class  general  standing  in  their  Ordinary  course,  and  the  medal 
will  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  stands  first  in  the  Advanced 
Course.  The  Scott  exhibition  (founded  by  the  Caledonian  Society  of 
Montreal,  in  commemoration  of  the  centenary  of  Sir  Walter  Scott). 
An  exemption  from  fees  will  be  given  to  students  entering  the  fourth 
year  as  a  prize  in  Descriptive  Geometry  to  be  awarded  by  examination 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year.  The  student  enjoying  this 
privilege  will  be  required  to  give  assistance  to  the  professor  in  the 
drawing  room. 

Adyanced  Coubse. — Third  Year:  The  Higher  Mathematics, 
Mathematical  Physics  and  Applied  Mechanics.  Fourth  year  :  The 
Higher  i>ortion8  of  Applied  Mechanics.  All  students  must  take  the 
Ordinary  Course.  Students  who  have  obtained  two-thirds  of  the 
marks  in  the  Mathematical  subjects  of  the  second  year  may  enter  the 
Advanced  Course  of  the  third  year,  and  such  students,  if  they  have 
passed  not  lower  than  Second  Class  in  the  French  or  German  of  the 
second  year,  may  be  exempted  from  the  Modem  Languages  of  the 
third  year. 

Examinations. — For  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Applied  Science: 
There  will  be  a  Christmas  examination  for  students  of  the  first  year 
in  all  the  subjects,  and  for  students  of  the  following  years  in  those 
Bubjects  which  they  take  in  the  Facidty  of  Arts.     A  Sessional  exami- 
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nation  will  be  lield  at  the  end  of  eacli  jear.  Candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Applied  Science  are  liable  to  be  examined :  1.  In  all 
the  subjects  of  the  fourth  jear.  2.  In  the  Materials  and  Applied 
Mechanics  of  previous  years.  3.  In  the  Pure  Mathematics  of  previoiiB 
years.  4.  In  a  Problem  Paper  on  the  Technical  subjects  of  the  whole 
course.  The  Problem  Paper  is  not  coihpulsory,  but  will  serve  to 
determine  the  relative  standing  of  students.  Practical  Chemistry 
students  are  exempted  from  Nos.  2  and  3  of  the  above,  but  are  liable 
for  a  special  examination  in  Practical  Chemistry,  Experimental 
Physics,  and  Biology.  The  General  Classification  for  the  D^ree 
examination  will  be  under  two  heads,  viz.  :  1.  Those  who  have 
deserved  Honourable  Mention,  in  order  of  merit.  2.  Those  who  have 
satisfied  the  examiners,  in  order  of  merit.  The  Deg^e  examinatioiis 
in  Mathematics  and  Materials  are  to  be  held  at  the  Christmas  pre- 
ceding the  Final.  Certificates  of  merit  may  be  given  to  such  students 
as  take  the  highest  places  in  the  Degree  examinations.  Special  Cer- 
tificates may  be  given  for  proficiency  in  particular  subjects.  Certifi- 
cates may  be  given  to  students  who  have  passed  the  Special  Courses 
added  to  the  curriculum.  Students  who  take  their  degree  in  one  of 
the  Courses  provided  by  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  may  obtain 
credit  in  either  of  the  remaining  courses  by  attending  one  or 
more  subsequent  sessions,  the  necessary  provision  for  which  will  be 
made. 

For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Engineering. — Candidates  must  be 
Bachelors  of  Applied  Science  of  at  least  three  years'  standing,  and 
must  produce  satisfactory  certificates  of  having  been  engaged  during 
that  time  upon  bond  fide  work  in  either  the  Civil,  Mechanical,  or 
Mining  Branch  of  Engineering.  They  must  pass  with  credit  an 
examination,  which  will  extend  over  the  general  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Engineering,  in  which  papers  will  be  set  having  special  reference  to 
that  particular  branch  upon  which  they  have,  during  the  three 
preceding  years,  been  engaged.  The  examination  will  be  held  once  in 
each  year  in  the  second  week  of  the  month  of  December,  and  will  be 
partly  written  and  partly  vivd  voce.  Notice  of  the  intention  of  a  candi- 
date to  offer  himself  at  any  examination  for  this  degree  must  be  sent 
in,  together  with  the  necessaiy  certificates  and  fees,  not  less  than  two 
calendar  months  before  each  examination  is  to  be  held. 

For  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Applied  Science. — Candidates  mnst  be 
Bachelors  of  Applied  Science  of  at  least  three  years'  standing,  miiflt 
present  certificates  of  having  been  employed  during  that  time  under 
competent  guidance  in  some  branch  of  scientific  work,  and  must  pass 
with  credit  an  examination  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  thoae 
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branches  of  scientific  work  in  whicb  they  may  have  been  engaged.  The 
other  conditions  as  under  the  last  heading. 

Sps^iaIi  Psotisions. — 1.  Occasional  students  may  be  admitted  to 
the  Professional  Glasses  upon  payment  of  special  fees.  2.  Under- 
graduates in  Arts  may,  if  allowed  by  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  be  admitted 
to  the  Professional  Glasses  in  Practical  Science  on  payment  of  the 
fees  for  these  classes.  3.  Students  in  Applied  Science  may,  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Faculty,  take  the  Honour  Glasses  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 
4.  Students  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate  in  Arts  not  lower  than 
the  Second  Glass  in  Mathematics  have  the  privilege  of  entering  the 
second  year  in  Applied  Science,  and  will  be  exempted  from  the  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy  and  the  Greek  of  the  third  and  fourth  years  in 
Arts.  5.  Undergraduates  in  Arts  of  the  second  or  third  years  or 
graduates  of  any  University,  entering  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science, 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Professors,  be  exempted  from  such 
lectures  in  that  Faculty  as  they  may  have  previously  attended  aa 
students  in  Arts,  but  must  pass  all  the  examinations. 

Fees. — In  the  Gourse  of  Givil  Engineering:  45  dols.;  Library,  4  dols. ; 
in  all,  49  dols.  for  each  session.  In  the  Gourse  of  Mechanical 
Engineering :  45  dols. ;  Library,  4  dols. ;  in  all,  49  dols.  for  each 
session.  In  the  Gourse  of  Mining  Engineering :  first  year,  45  dols. ; 
second,  third,  and  fourth  years,  55  dols.;  Libi*ary,  4  dols.;  in  all, 
49  dols.  to  59  dols.  for  each  session.  In  the  Gourse  of  Ghemistry : 
first  year,  45  dols. ;  second,  third  and  fourth  years,  55  dols. ;  Library, 
4  dels. ;  in  all,  49  dols.  to  59  dols.  for  each  session.  Matriculation  fee, 
for  the  first  year  (to  be  paid  in  the  year  of  entrance  only),  4  dols. ;  for 
the  second  year  (exigible  from  students  who  enter  in  the  second  year, 
and  also  from  those  who  have  failed  in  the  first  year,  and  re-entered 
the  second  year  on  examination),  6  dols.  Fee  for  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Applied  Science :  10  dols.  Fee  for  degree  of  Engineering  or 
Master  of  Applied  Science :  25  dols.  The  fees  must  be  paid  to  the 
Secretary  and  the  tickets  shown  to  the  Dean  within  a  fortnight  after 
the  commencement  of  attendance  in  each  session.  The  B.App.Sc. 
fee  must  be  paid  before  the  examination.  Laboratory  students  are 
required  to  purchase  their  own  chemicals,  &c.  The  larger  articles  of 
apparatus  will  be  supplied  by  the  Laboratory,  the  students  paying 
6  dols.  per  session  for  their  use,  and  being  responsible  for  breakage. 
Occasional  students  may  be  admitted  to  the  Professional  Glasses  in. 
any  year  by  payment  of  the  ordinary  fee  for  that  year,  and  5  dols.  for 
entrance  and  use  of  the  Library.  Partial  students  are  required  to  pay 
tbe  ordinasy  Library  fee,  and  in  addition,  fees  to  the  amount  of  10  dols. 
for  each  subject;  in  the  case  of  Ghemistry,  however,  the  additional  fee 
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is  to  be  20  dole.,  or  10  dole,  per  term.  Students  taking  Blowppe 
Analysis,  when  it  does  not  form  part  of  their  course,  are  required  to 
pay  a  fee  of  5  dols.  Occasional  students  may  attend  the  course  of 
instruction  in  Meteorology  on  paying  a  fee  of  5  dols.

Faculty  of  Law. 

The  Lecture  Booms  of  the  Faculty  are  situated  in  the  Mokon's 
Bank  Chambers,  in  St.  James-street.  The  complete  course  of  stady 
in  this  Faculty  extends  over  three  years ;  but  it  may  be  shortened  to 
two  years,  when  the  student  matriculates  in  the  third  year  of  hiB 
indentures.  Students  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
attending  two  years  only  will  nevertheless  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  in  the  subjects  comprised  in  the  three  years'  courBe. 
Matriculated  students  who  do  not  take  the  whole  course  are  classed  as 
partial  students,  and  are  not  entitled  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
B.C.L.  Occasional  students  will  be  received  without  matriculatioa 
for  attendance  on  any  particular  series  of  lectures.  Students  who 
have  completed  their  course  of  three  years — or  of  two  years,  if  they 
have  commenced  in  the  third  year  of    their  indentures*-«iid  have 
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passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  will  be  entitled,  upon  the  certificate 
aad  recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Civil  Law.

Faculty  Regulations. — ^Any  person  desirous  of  becoming  a 
Matriculated  student  shall  apply  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  for 
examination  and  entry  in  the  Register  of  Matriculation,  and  shall 
procure  a  ticket  of  Matriculation  and  tickets  of  admission  to  the 
lectures  for  each  session  of  the  Course.  Students  are  requested  to  call 
on  the  Registrar,  who  will  furnish  them  with  the  necessary  forms. 
Candidates  for  Matriculatio;i  must  pass  an  examination,  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  of  Law,  in  Latin,  iVench,  English,  Mathematics,  and 
Ancient  and  Modem  History,  and  the  books  upon  which  such 
examination  is  to  be  had  are  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  the 
Faculty.

Matheniatica — ^Arithmetic ;  Algebra  to  the  end 
of  simple  equations;  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.  History — ^White's 
Outline  of  Universal  History  (or  any  equivalent  manual),  *Green'8 
Short  History  of  the  English  People;  Miles'  School  History  of 
Canada;  fDuruy  Histoire  de  Prance.  Litercdv/re — *Collier's  Bio- 
graphical History  of  English  Literature;  fLaharpe,  Cours  de 
Litterature;  •yL&trdJi.Qt  Cours  de  Litterature.  Rhetoric — Whatel/s 
Rhetoric ;  Blair's  Lectures  (small  edition).  Philosophy — *Whately'8 
Logic;  fl^a  Logique  de  Port  Royal;  fCousin,  Histoire  de  la  Philo- 
sophic; *Stewart's  Outline  of  Moral  Philosophy.  N.B. — ^The  woricB 
mentioned  above  preceded  by  an  asterisk  are  for  English  students 
only.  Those  preceded  by  a  cross  are  for  French  students  only.  The 
remainder  are  for  both  English  and  French.  Students  in  Law  shall 
be  known  as  of  the  first,  second,  and  third  years,  and  shall  be  so 
graded  by  the  Faculty.  Li  each  year,  students  shall  take  the  studies 
fixed  for  that  year  and  those  only,  unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty.  The  Register  of  Matriculation  shall  be  closed  on  the  Ist  of 
November  in  each  year,  and  return  thereof  shall  be  immediately  made 
by  the  Dean  to  the  Registrar  of  the  University.  Candidates  applying 
thereafter  may  be  admitted  on  a  special  examination  to  be  determined 
by  the  Faculty ;  and,  if  admitted,  their  names  shall  be  returned  in  a 
supplementary  list  to  the  Registrar.  *  Persons  desirous  of  entering  as 
occasional  students  shall  apply  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  for  admis- 
sion as  such  students,  and  shall  obtain  a  ticket,  or  tickets,  for  the  class 
or  classes  they  desire  to  attend.  Students  who  have  attended 
collegiate  courses  of  study  in  other  universities  for  a  number  of  terms 
or  sessions,  may  be  admitted,  on  the  production  of  certificates,  to  a 
like  standing  in  this  University,  after  examination  by  the  Faculty. 
The  Elizabeth  Torrance  Gold  Medal,  in  the  Faculy  of  Law,  is  awarded 
to  the  student  who,  being  of  the  Gi*aduating  Class,  having  passed  the 
Final  examination,  and  having  prepared  a  thesis  of  sufficient  merit  in 
the  estimation  of  the  Faculty  to  entitle  him  to  compete,  shall  take  the 
highest  marks  in  a  Special  examination  for  the  medal,  which  examina- 
tion shall  include  the  subject  of  Roman  Law.  Every  candidate 
before  receiving  the  degree  of  B.C.L.  must  make  the  following 
declaration :

The /ecs  exigible  in  this  Faculty  are  as  follows:  Matriculation  fee. 
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5  dols. ;  sessional  fee  by  ordinary  students,  20  dols. ;  sessional  fee  hy 
occasional  or  partial  students,  for  each  coarse,  5  dols. ;  graduation  fee, 
including  diploma  and  case,  10  dols.;    additional  fee  for   Notarial 
students,  10  dols.    Matriculation  and  sessional  fees  must  be  paid  on  or 
before  Nov.  1st,  and  if  not  so  paid  the  name  of  tbe  student  will  be 
removed  from  tbe  books,  but  may  be  re-entered  by  consent  of  tbe 
Faculty,  and  on  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  less  tban  3  dols.     Students 
abeady  on  tbe  books  of  tbe  TJniyersity  shall  not  be  required  to  pay 
any  Matriculation  fee.     The  course  of  lectures  upon  the  Theory  and 
practice  of  Notarial  deeds  and  proceedings  is  optional  to  candidates 
for  the  profession  of  law,  but  is  compulsory  upon  candidates  for  the 
Notarial   profession;  the  latter  may  omit  the  subject  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.C.L.  in  Course,  under  chap, 
viii.,  section  4,  of  the  Statutes  of  the  University,  shall  be  required  to 
pass,  within  four  years  from  his  graduation  as  B.C.L.,  such  examination 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  regulations  of  the  Faculty  of  Law;  unless 
he  shall  have  graduated  as  a  B.A.  of  this  University,  either  in  course 
-OTodeundem,    And  not  less  than  two  months  before  proceeding  to 
the  degree  of  D.C.L.,  the  candidate  shall  deliver  to  the  Faculty  of 
Law  twenty -five  printed  copies  of  a  thesis  or  treatise  upon  a  subject 
selected  or  approved  by  the  Faculty ;  such  thesis  to  contain  not  less 
than  twenty-five  octavo  pages  of  printed  matter,  and  possessing  such  a 
degree  of  literary  and  scientific  merit  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Faculty,  justify  them  in  recommending  him  for  that  degree.      And  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing  qualifications,  the  candidate  shall  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Faculty  annually  during  term,  for  the  retention  of 
his  name  on  the  books  of  the  Faculty,  during  the  said  period  of  twelve 
years,  a  fee  of  2  dols.,  to  be  added  to  the  Library  fund  of  the  Faculty. 
Except  as  regards  the  thesis,  this  regulation  applies  only  to  those  who 
have  taken  the  degree  of  B.C.L.,  subsequently  to  October,  1873.    The 
examination  under  the  above  rule  is  as  follows :  1.

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mercial.  The  examination  will  be  written  and  oral ;  and  translation 
from  the  Latin,  French,  or  English  texts,  as  well  as  familiarity  with 
the  subject,  will  be  required. 

The  Higher  Examinaiion  of  Women, 
Women  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  hare  already  received  the 
Senior  or  Junior  Certificates  of  the  University,  or  who  present  certifi- 
cates of  education  and  examination  accepted  as  equivalent  by  the 
examiners,  may  enter  on  the  following  examinations,  and  on  passing 
the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  Certificates  as  Senior  Associates  in  Arts. 
Imperative  Examination. — 1.  Latin  and  History  or  Greek  and  History 
— stated  books;  (2)  Mathematics — ^Arithmetic,  Euclid,  Algebra,  and 
Trigonometiy ;  (3)  Logic  and  English. 

Option^il  ExaminaHon. — ^Li  addition 'to  the  above,  candidates  mTist 
pass  in  at  least  one,  and  not  more  than  three,  of  the  following  subjects : 
(1)  Chemistry — Inorganic;  (2)  Botany;  (3)  Mathematical  Physics ;  (4) 
Experimental  Physics;  (5)  Biology  and  Greology;  (6)  Mental  Philo- 
sophy; \7)  English  Literature  and  Ancient  History;  (8)  French 
Language  and  Literature,  with  Ancient  History;  (9)  German  Lan- 
guage and  Literature,  with  Ancient  History;  (10)  Qreek  or  Latiiv 
with  History,  if  not  taken  in  the  imperative  part  of  the  examination. 

Layal  Univebsitt. 

There  ai'e  three  terms  in  each  year.  The  first  commences  in  October,, 
and  finishes  at  Christmas ;  the  second  commences  in  January  and  ends- 
in  Holy  week ;  the  third  commences  shortly  after  Easter,  and  termi- 
nates about  the  end  of  June. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Law  instruction  is  given  dming  nine 
terms ;  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  during  twelve  terms. 

At  the  end  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  in  the  subjects  in 
which  instruction  has  been  given. 

In  Theology,  the  degrees  granted  ai*e  those  of  Bachelor,  Master  or 
Licentiate,  and  Doctor.  The  Baccalaureat  may  be  obtained  at  the 
end  of  six  terms ;  the  Licence  by  Bachelors  at-  the  end  of  the  third 
year ;  the  Doctorate  by  Bachelors  of  one  year's  standing. 

Arts, — ^The  degi'ees  granted  are  those  of  Bachelor,  Master  or  Lioen* 
tiate,  and  Doctor.  For  the  Bachelorship  or  Baccalaureat  there  are 
two  examinations.  The  Mastership  of  Arts  is  double,  i.e.,  there  is  one 
for  Letters  and  one  for  Science.  So  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  thi* 
Faculty. 

Law. — ^The  degrees  are  the  same  as  in  Arts. 

For  further  particulars  concerning  this  University  address  the 
B.ector,  Laval  University,  Quebec,  Canada.

FacuUy  of  Arts, 

Degree  of  BJL. — There  axe  two  ordinary  modes  of  proceeding  to  the 
degree  of  B.  A.,  viz. :  (1)  by  taking  a  Pass  coarse ;  or  (2)  by  taking  an 
Honor  conrse. 

Entrance. — Candidates  may  enter  this  Faculty  by  passing  the 
Matricnlation  examination,  or  the  First  examination,  or  the  second 
examination.  Candidates  entering  at  the  Matriculation  or  at  the  First 
examination  must  have  completed  the  fifteenth  year  of  their  age. 
Candidates  entering  at  the  Second  examination  must  have  completed 
the  seventeenth  year  of  their  age.  All  candidates  entering  at  the 
Matricnlation  examination  mnst  take  the  Pass  subjects  in  Classics, 
Mathematics,  English,  and  History  and  Geography ;  but  French  and 
Genoan  may  be  substituted  for  Greek  by  candidates  who  purpose 
taking  any  of  the  Honour  courses  except  that  in  Classics,  or  that  in 
Mental  and  Moral  Science  and  Civil  Polity.  All  candidates  entering 
at  the  First  examination  must  take  the  Pass  subjects  in  Classics 
Mathematics,  and  English,  specified  below  under  the  title  of  First 
examination;  but  French  and  German  may  be  substituted  for 
Greek  by  candidates  who  purpose  taking  any  of  the  Honour 
courses  except  that  in  Classics,  or  that  in  Mental  and  Moral 
Science  and  Civil  Polity.  Such  candidates  may  present  them- 
selves either  with  the  undergraduates  in  May,  or  at  a  special 
Examination  (called  the  Senior  Matriculation)  in  September.  Those 
candidates  who  present  themselves  at  the  former  examination 
may  compete  with  undergraduates  for  Honours  and  scholarships. 
Separate  scholarships  are  offered  for  competition  among  those  who 
present  themselves  at  the  latter  (Senior  Matriculation)  examination ; 
but  these  scholarships  are  not  open  to  students  of  any  affiliated  college. 
Candidates  entering  at  the  Second  examination  must,  in  addition  to 
the  subjects  required  from  undergraduates  of  the  second  year  who 
have  matriculated  in  the  ordinary  way,  pass  in  the  Arithmetic, 
Algebra,  Euclid,  and  Plane  Trigonometry,  prescribed  for  the  First 
examination ;  but  French  and  German  will  be  allowed  as  a  substitute 
for  Greek  to  every  successful  candidate  for  Honors  in  any  Department 
except  that  of  Classics,  or  that  of  Mental  and  Moral  Science  and  Civil 
Polity,  who  shall  signify  his  intention  of  continuing  to  take  an  Honour 
conrse.  An  undergraduate  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  in  any  university 
in  her  Majesty's  dominions,  may  enter  by  being  admitted  ad  eundem 
ttaium  on  special  application  to  the  Senate.  If  such  application  be  for 
admission  to  the  standing    of   the    third    or    fourth  year  in  this 
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University,  the  Senate  will,  if  it  sees  fit  to  grant  the  same,  prescribe 
the  subjects  of  examination  in  which  such  applicant  shall  be  required 
to  pass  before  proceeding  to  the  degree,  haTing  regard  to  the  subjects 
in  which  he  has  already  passed  satisfactory  examinations  in  his  own 
university.  If  such  applicant  be  admitted  to  a  lower  standing  in  this 
University  than  he  held  in  his  own  university,  he  may  not  compete  for 
Honors  or  scholarships  at  the  next  ensuing  examination ;  but  if  the 
examiners  report  that  he  was  otherwise  entitled  to  be  ranked  in 
Honors,  he  shall,  at  the  next  succeeding  examination,  enjoy  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  with  respect  to  necessary  subjects  as  an  original 
imdergraduate  of  this  University  who  has  passed  an  examination  of 
the  same  merit.  The  ordinary  Annual  examination  for  Matriculation 
(both  Pass  and  Honours)  will  commence  in  the  latter  part  of  Jnne. 
Supplemental  examinations  for  Matriculation  will  be  held  in  the  latter 
pai-t  of  September,  at  which  those  who  were  rejected  at  the.  Jnne 
examination,  as  well  as  new  candidates,  ma7  offer ;  but  no  Honors  or 
scholarships  will  be  awarded  at  such  examination.  The  Special  exami- 
nation  for  entrance  at  the  First  examination,  previously  referred  to* 
will  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  these  Supplemental  examinations. 
Candidates  for  entrance  must  produce  satisfactory  certificates  of  age 
and  of  good  conduct.  The  fee  for  Matriculation  is  5  dels.,  and  mnst 
be  paid  to  the  Registrar  at  the  time  the  candidate  gives  notice  of 
intention  to  present  himself.  Candidates  who  have  been  rejected  at 
the  June  examination  may  present  themselves  at  the  Supplemental 
examination,  upon  payment  of  an  additional  fee  of  2  dols.  The  fee  for 
admission  ad  eundem  statum  is  6  dols.,  and  must  be  paid  to  the 
Registrar  at  the  time  of  application. 

BegulctHone, 
I.  Begulaiions  relating  to  all  Ufidergraduaies. — ^Undergraduates  are 
required  to  attend  as  matriculated  students  one  of  the  colleges 
affiliated  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  except  in  those  cases  in  which 
the  Senate,  in  consideration  of  peculiar  circumstances,  shall  dispense 
with  this  rule ;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  cases  attendance  upon  a 
full  course  of  the  lectures  of  either  the  secondj^^the  third,  or  the  fourth 
year  at  such  affiliated  college  shall  be  required.  Every  undergraduate 
who  has  not  received  such  dispensation  from  the  Senate  for  any 
particular  year  must,  before  being  admitted  to  examination,  produce 
to  the  Registrar  from  the  Head  of  the  affiliated  college  which  he  hsB 
attended  during  the  year  a  certificate  of  attendance  and  of  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  that  college.  Every  undergraduate  who 
proposes  to  present  himself  at  an  examination  is  required  to  send 
to  the  Registrar,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  day  appointed  for  the 
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commencement  of  the  examination,  a  notice  (according  to  a  printed 
form  which  will  be  furnished)  giving  particulars  of  his  standing,  the 
course  he  is  taking,  whether  Pass  or  Honours,  and  the  Departments, 
sub-departments,  or  subjects  in  which  he  proposes  to  offer  himself, 
together  with  such  other  particulars  as  the  printed  form  may  indicate. 
Notice  of  the  time  of  commencement  of  the  Undergraduate  examina- 
tions will  be  given  annually  in  January,  An  undergraduate  required 
to  take  two  examinations  in  French  or  in  German  may  be  permitted 
to  Bubsitute  therefor  three  examinations  in  Oriental  Languages,  upon 
application  to  the  Senate,  giving  satisfactory  reasons  for  desiring  such 
substitution. 

II.  Begulations  relating  to  the  Paae  Course. — In  these  regulations 
the  tei-m  "  undergraduate  "  means  a  student  taking  the  Pass  course. 
An  undergraduate,  who  is  a  student  in  an  affiliated  college,  is  not. 
required  to  pass  the  First  or  the  third  examination  in  this  University ; 
but  he  must,  before  proceeding  with  the  Second  or  Fourth  examina- 
tion, produce  a  certificate  from  the  Head  of  such  affiliated  college  that 
he  has  satisfactorily  passed  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  First  or  the 
Third  examination  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  that  he  has  fulfilled  the 
requirements  of  that  college.  The  subjects  of  this  course  ai*e  hereafter 
specified  in  the  form  of  four  successive  examinations;  but  certain 
options  and  alternatives  are  allowed,  which  are  stated  in  detail  under 
the  appropiate  headings.  The  attention  of  undergraduates  is 
directed  to  the  following 

SYNOPSIS. 

In  Classics All  the  four  examinations  mnst  be  paesed. 

In  Maihematies  and  The  First,  Seoond,  and  Final  examination^  most  be 
Natvral  Philo  -  taken.  At  the  Third  examination  either  this  subject 
sophy.  or  Mental  and  Moral  Science  is  required. 

In  English The  FirBt,  Third,  and  Final  examinations  must  be  taken. 

In  History The  Second  and  Third  examinations  mnst  be  taken. 

In  French  or  Qerman,    Each  undergraduate  must  pass  the  two  examinations 

in  (1)  French  or  (2)  Qerman,  of  which  the  subjects  are 
specified  under  the  headings  of  First  examination  and 
Second  examination.  The  first  of  these  two  examina- 
tions may  be  taken  at  the  end  of  either  the  First  or 
the  Second  Tear  of  the  conrse,  and  they  must  be  taken 
in  consecutive  years,  unless  the  Senate  shall  upon 
application,  founded  on  special  dbrcumatanoee,  permit 
an  interval  of  two  years  to  elapse  between  such 
examinations.

Science  and  Civil  At  the  Third  examination  either  this  Department  or 
Polity.  that  of  Mathematics  mnst  be  taken. 

Undergraduates  below  the  Btanding  of  the  fourth  year,  who  have 
oeen  rejected,  or  who  have  been  prevented  from  attending  the  Annual 
examinations  in  May  by  sickness,  domestic  affliction,  or  other  canses 
beyond  their  control,  may  present  themselves  for  examination  in 
September,  at  the  times  of  the  Senior  Matriculation  examination.  A 
candidate  who  has  failed  in  one  subject  of  examination,  but  has  shown 
respectable  proficiency  in  the  other  subjects,  may  be  pennitted  by  the 
examiners  to  take  it  at  the  next  ensuing  examination.  Candidates 
who  failed  to  attend  at  the  May  examinations  must  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Yice-Gbancellor,  before  presenting  themselves  in 
September,  the  existence  and  sufficiency  of  the  alleged  cause  of 
absence.  Candidates  who  were  rejected  must  pay  a  fee  of  10  dols.  and 
those  who  did  not  attend,  a  fee  of  5  dols.,  before  offering  themselveB 
for  the  Supplemental  examination.  A  student,  who  has  been  pursuing 
the  Pass  course,  but  who  has  also  succeeded  in  taJdng  Honours  in 
some  Department  in  any  year  of  his  course,  may  apply  to  the  Senate 
to  be  permitted  to  take  such  Honour  course,  afi  if  he  had  originally 
entered  thereon;  and  such  application  may  be  granted,  the  Senate 
having  due  regard  to  the  subjects  on  which  he  has  already  been 
examined. 

Degree  of  M.A. — Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  must  have  been 
admitted  to  the  degree  of  B.A.,  must  be  of  the  standing  of  one 
year  from  admission  to  the  degi*ee  of  B.A.,  must  have  sent  in  an 
approved  thesis  upon  some  subject  in  one  of  the  Departments  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  and  must  compose  another  thesis  in  the  Examination 
Hall. 

Change  of  FacuUy  and  Joint  Matriculation, — Matriculation  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  or  in  the  School  of  Civil  Engineering,  or  of  Agri- 
culture, will  not  be  accepted  as  a  substitute  for  Matriculation  in  Arts 
or  in  Law ;  nor  will  Matriculation  in  Arts  be  accepted  as  a  subetitate 
for  Matriculation  in  Law.  Candidates  for  Matriculation  may  not 
compete  for  Honours  or  scholarships  in  two  Faculties  or  Schools,  nor 
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in  a  Fmeflib^  *"^^  *  School.  Those  who  have  matriculated  in  a  Faculty 
^r  in  the  Scho^^^  o^  Civil  Engineering  may  not  compete  for  Honours 
or  scholarships  at  b,  subsequent  Matriculation  examination  in  another 
Faculty  or  School. 

Admisnon  ad  Ewidem  Oraduni.^A  graduate  in  the  Paculty  of  Arts 
in  any  university  in  Great  Blitclki  or  Ireland  (if  his  degree  be  not  an 
honorary  one),  may  be  admitted  tcP  the  same  degree  in  the  University 
of  Toronto.  All  applications  for  ad»^Si»ion  ad  eundem  atatum  or  ad 
eundem  gradum  must  be  sent  to  th^  Registrar,  together  with  the 
necessary  certificates,  at  least  one  week  before  the  first  meeting  of  the 
jpegular  or  Special  Session  of  the  Senate,  at  which  the  application  is  to 
he  brought  forward. 

Fees. — ^The  following  fees  are  payable :  For  nSti^riculation,  5  dols. ; 
for  each  examination  after  matriculation,  2  dols/;  for  change  of 
faculty,  4  dols. ;  for  admission  ad  eundem  etatum,  6  dols. ;  for  the  first 
degree  in  the  University,  6  dols. ;  for  every  subsequent  degree,  8  dols. ; 
for  admission  ad  eundem  gradumy  10  dols.  The  fee  for  Matriculation 
and  for  each  subsequent  examination  must  accompany  the  application 
to  the  Registrar.  The  fee  for  admission  ad  eundem  eiatwm  or  for 
Matriculation  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Head  of  an  affiliated  institu- 
tion, must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  at  the  time  of  the  application. 
The  fee  for  a  degree  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  before  the  degree 
is  conferred.    For  fees  for  Supplemental  examinations,  vide  ante. 

Subjects  of  Examination. 

Junior  Mairieulaiion. — ^The  Pass  examination  has  usually  com- 
priaed :  Ciaeeics  :  One  book  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis  and  one  book  of 
Homer's  Hiad,  with  selections  from  Cicero,  YirgH,  and  Ovid,  about 
300  lines  each,  according  to  previous  notification ;  translation  into 
Latin  prose,  and  a  paper  on  Latin  Grammar,  to  which  special  import- 
ance is  attached.  Maihematice:  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  Quadratics, 
and  the  first  three  books  of  Euclid.  English :  Grammar,  Composition, 
and  Critical  Analysis  of  a  Selected  Poem.  History  and  Geography : 
Ancient  and  Modem — prescribed  periods  and  places.  French  and 
German  are  both  optional. 

Deobee  Examinations. — First:  Classics:  Usually,  portions  of  Hero- 
dotas  and  Homer  (of  the  latter  one  book) ;  a  portion  of  Livy ;  and  of 
Horace's  Odes  and  Yirgil's  ^Sneid,  one  book  each ;  Latin  Composition 
and  Grammar.  Mathematics:  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  end  of  Pro- 
gressions ;  Euclid,  the  first  four  and  the  sixth  books,  and  Definitions 
of  Book  y. ;  Plane  Trigonometry,  to  the  Solution  of  Plane  Triangles. 
English :    Composition  ;    History   and   Etymology    of    the    English 
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Language  ;    Rhetorical  Forms ;   History  of  English  Literature  for  a 
prescribed  period ;   Boohs  of  Reference :    Oraik — "  History  of  LiteraJ* 
ture  and  Learning  in  England,"  b.  v. ;   Earle — "  The  Philology  of  the 
English    Tongue;"     Bain — "English    Composition    and   Rhetoric." 
French  and  German :   Grammar  and  prescribed  books.      Ckemidry : 
Elementary  Inorganic  Chemistry.     Text  Boohs  :   Fownes's  "  Manual," 
vol.  i. ;   Roscoe's  "  Elementary  Chemistry."     Biology  :  Rudiments  of 
Animal  and  Vegetable  Physiology  ;   Rudiments  of  Animal  and  Vege- 
table   Morphology.      Text  Boohs:    Thomee's    "Botany;"    Packard's 
"  Zoology."       Mineralogy    and    Geology :    Elementary    Mineralogy; 
Elementary  Geology  (including  Elements  of  Physical  Greography  and 
Palseontology).     An  undergraduate  taking  the  Pass  course  has  an 
option  between  French  and  German,  but  he  must  pass  two  consecTitire 
examinations  in  the  language  he  selects.     He  is  only  required  to  take 
one  branch  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  namely,  Chemistry,  or  Biology,  or 
Mineralogy  and  Geology ;   but  he  must  pass  two  consecutive  examina- 
tions in  the  branch  he  selects.    The  only  subjects  which  it  is  compul- 
sory upon  an  undergraduate  to  take  at  the  end  of  his  first  year  are 
Classics,  Mathematics,   and  English.      He  may  postpone  his  First 
examination  in  French  or  German  until  the  end  of  hi^  second  year.

If  he  takes 
a  branch  of  the  Natural  Sciences  in  this  year  he  must  take  the  Second 
examination  in  the  same  branch  at  the  end  of  his  second  year ;  bat  he 
may  postpone  until  the  end  of  his  third  year  the  First  examination  in 
the  branch  he  selects. 

Second  Examination, — Classics:  Usually  Thucydides,  about  sixty 
chapters;  an  oration  of  Demosthenes;  and  one  play;  an  oration 
of  Cicero,  one  book  of  Horace,  and  one  of  Virgil ;  Latin  Com- 
position and  Grammar.  Mathematics  :  Elementary  Mechanics 
(statics  of  Solids  and  Dynamics  of  a  Particle).  French :  Prescribed 
books ;  Grammar ;  Translation  into  French ;  Translation  from  French 
authors  not  specified,  German :  Similar  requirements,  but  instead  of 
Translation  into  German,  Outlines  of  German  Literature,  prescribed 
period.  History :  Ancient  and  Mediaeval  (authors  prescribed  in 
"  Calendar").  Chemistry :  Inorganic.  Biology :  The  subjects  of  the 
First  examination  in  greater  detail,  comprising  papers  on  Zoology  and 
Botany.  Zoology :  1.  Morphology,  including  (a)  Histology,  Anatomy* 
and  Development ;  (&)  Special  Morphology  of  the  Classes  and  Orders 
of  the  Animal  Kingdom.  2.  Physiology,  including  the  relations  of 
Animals  to  Climate,  &c.  (Animal  Geography) ;  3.  Pal»ontology  (sub- 
sidiary).    Botany :  1.  Morphology,  including  (a)  Histology,  Anatomy> 
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and  DeYelopmeut ;  (&)  Special  Morphology  of  the  GlasseB  and  Orders 
of  the  Vegetable  Kingdom.  2.  Physiology,  with  the  Geographical 
Distribation  of  Plants.  3.  Vegetable  Palaeontology  (subsidiary). 
Text  Books  :  Sachs's  "  Text  Book  of  Botany  "  ;  Huxley's  "  Vertebrata  j  '* 
Huxley's  "  Invertebrata."  Mineralogy  and  Geology :  Physical  and' 
Chemical  Characters  of  Minerals,  including  Crystallography  and  the 
Application  of  the  Blowpipe ;  Systematic  and  Descriptive  Mineralogy  v 
Physical  Geography,  Palaeontology,  Structural  and  Historical  Geology. 
Logic  and  Mental  Philosophy  :  Logic :  Names,  Notions,  Propositions, 
Syllogisms.  Mental  Philosophy  :  The  Senses,  the  Intellect,  the  Emo- 
tions. The  compulsory  subjects  of  this  year  are :  Classics,  Mathe- 
matics, History,  French  or  German  (either  first  or  second  examination)^ 
Logic  and  Mental  Philosophy.  A  candidate  who  has  taken  the  first 
examination  in  French  or  German,  or  in  any  branch  of  the  Natural 
Sciences,  must  pass  the  second  examination  this  year.  A  candidate 
who  did  not  take  French  or  German  in  the  first  year  must,  this  year> 
pass  the  first  examination  in  either  of  these  languages. 

Third  Examination. — Classics :  In  Greek  usually  an  oration  and  a 
play ;  in  Latin,  a  book  of  Horace,  and  a  selection  from  an  Historian. 
MathenuUics :  Hydrostatics  (statics  of  fluids) ;  Geometrical  Optics. 
In  English,  the  study  of  a  prescribed  poetical  selection  is  required  > 
and  in  Mental  amd  Moral  Science  and  Civil  Polity,  examination  must 
be  undergone  in  two  or  three  text  books  as  announced.  A  candidate 
who  has  not  already  taken  the  first  examination  in  a  branch  of  the 
Natural  Sciences  must  do  so  this  year.  If  he  took  such  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  he  must  take  the  second  examination 
this  year.  The  other  compulsory  subjects  of  this  year  are  :  (1)  Classics ; 
(2)  Mathematics,  or  Mental  and  Moral  Science  and  Civil  Polity;  (3) 
English ;  (4)  History ;  (5)  French  or  German  for  the  candidates  who 
passed  the  first  examination  therein  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Year. 

Final  Examination. — Classics :  In  Greek,  usually  Plato,  Republic,, 
one  book,  together  with  a  particular  play  or  oration  announced ;  in 
Latin,  selected  portions  of  Tacitus,  Juvenal,  and  Persius,  Latin  Com- 
position and  Granmiar.  Mathematics :  Two  of  these  three,  viz.,  Sound, 
Heat,  Plane  Astronomy.  English  :  Principles  of  Composition,  Gram- 
mar, and  Etymology  ;  History  of  the  Formation  of  the  English 
Language ;  Philology  of  the  English  Language  (Earle) ;  History  of 
Literature  from  Dryden  to  Wordsworth ;  Craik,  History  of  Literature 
and  Learning  in  England,  bb  vi.  and  vii.  Logic :  Induction  and  the 
Subsidiary  Operations.  Candidates  who  have  not  previously  passed 
their  second  examination  in  a  branch  of  the  Natural  Sciences  must  do 
ao  at  this  examination. 
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University  Medals,  Priees,  and  Scholarships, 

'  Uledals. — One  gold  and  one  silver  medal  may  be  given  upon  ike 
'special  recommendation  of  the  examiners,  to  the  stadents  who,  at  the 
Pinal  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  with  Honours,  have  been 
placed  respectively  first  and  second  in  the  First  Class  in  any  of  the 
departments,  viz :  Classics ;  Mathematics ;  Modem  Languages,  with 
History ;  Natural  Sciences ;  Mental  and  Moral  Science  and  Civil  Polity. 

No  candidate  for  Honours  in  Modem  Languages  can  receive  the 
recommendation  for  the  gold  or  the  silver  medal  unless  he  has  been 
placed  in  the  First  Class  of  the  sub-departments  of  English,  French, 
German,  Italian,  and  History.  No  candidate  for  Honours  in  Natural 
Sciences  can  receive  the  recommendation  for  the  gold  or  the  silver 
medal  unless  he  has  been  placed  in  the  First  Class  of  the  sub- 
departments  of  Chemistry,  Biology,  and  Mineralogy  and  Greol(^. 

Prizes. — A  prize  of  the  value  of  10  dols.  in  hooks,  will  be  given  to  the 
candidate  who  has  been  placed  first  in  the  First  Class  in  Meteorology. 
A  prize  of  the  value  of  10  dols.  in  books  will  be  given  to  the  candidate 
who,  at  any  of  the  four  examinations  of  undergraduates,  has  been 
placed  first  in  the  First  Class  in  Oriental  Languages.  Prizes,  each  of 
the  value  of  10  dols.  in  hooks,  may  be  awarded  annually  among  under- 
graduates in  Law,  Medicine,  or  Arts,  for  the  best  Compositions  in 
Greek  Yerse,  Greek  Prose,  Latin  Verse,  Latin  Prose,  English  Terse, 
English  Prose,  French  Prose,  and  German  Prose.  Certifieaiea  of 
honour  will  be  given  at  each  examination  to  those  students  who  have 
been  placed  in  the  First  Class  in  any  Department. 

Scholarships, — ^The  following  scholarships  are  annually  offered  for 
•competition  among  candidates  for  Honours  in  this  Faculty :  At  ^

— At  the  Junior  Matriculation  examina- 
tion the  sum  of  50  dols.,  being  the  annual  proceeds  of  the  fund  pre- 
sented by  his  Boyal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  on  the  occasion  of 
his  admission  ad  eundem  statum. 

Blake  Scholarship. — Of  the  value  of  100  dols.,  offered  annually. 
Awarded  to  the  candidate  in  the  third  year  who,  having  obtained  First 
Class  Honours  in  each  of  the  sub-departments  of  History  and  Civil 
Polity,  passes  the  best  examination  on  the  Pass  and  Honour  work  in 
History  (not  including  Ethnology)  and  Civil  Polity,  as  laid  down  in  the 
curriculum  for  that  year,  with  the  following  additional  subjects : 
Taswell-Langmead's  English  Constitutional  EUstory;  Broom's  Consti- 
tutional Law ;  Maine's  Early  History  of  Institutions. 

Faculty  of  Law, 

Degree  of  LL.B. — ^The  foUowing  are  the  requisites  for  obtaining  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  in  the  ordinary  course :  Having  produced  satisfactory 
certificates  of  good  conduct.  Having  matriculated  in  the  Faculty  of 
Law.  Being  of  the  standing  of  four  years  from  matriculation. 
Having  passed  in  each  of  those  years  the  examination  prescribed  in 
the  Statute  respecting  "  Subjects  of  Examination  in  the  Faculty  of 
Law."  Being  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Any  person  who 
has  been  admitted  a  Barrister  by  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada, 
on  production  of  satisfactory  certificates,  may  enter  the  Faculty  of

Law  at  the  Second  Year's  ezaminatioii.  A  graduate  in  tlie  Paculty  of 
Arts  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  or  an  undergraduate  of  the  staading 
of  the  third  or  fourth  year  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  may  enter  the 
Faculty  of  Law  at  the  Second  Year's  examination ;  but  no  student 
who  has  obtained  his  standing  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Toronto  by  admis- 
sion ad  eundem  statum  from  another  university  can  exercise  tliis 
privilege,  unless  he  has  passed  at  least  one  examination  in  the  Facxdtj 
of  Arts  in  the  University  of  Toronto. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  may  also  be  conferred  after  one  Special  exami- 
nation,  at  which  no  Honours  will  be  awarded,  if  the  candidate  be  a 
Master  of  Arts  of  seven  years'  standing  in  the  University  of  Toronto* 
or  a  Barrister  of  seven  years'  standing  from  his  admission  by  the  Law 
Society  of  Upper  Canada,  or  if  he  be  a  graduate  in  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  in  the  University  of  Toronto  of  three  years'  standing,  being  aiflo 
a  Barrister  admitted  by  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada. 

Degree  of  LL.B, — The  following  are  the  requisites  for  obtaining  tie 
degree  of  LL.D. :  Having  been  admitted  to  the  degree  of  LL.B.  Being 
of  ten  years'  standing  from  admission  to  the  degree  of  LL.B.  or  of 
M.  A.  Having  composed  two  approved  theses  upon  subjects  in  Law. 
The  candidate  is  allowed  to  state  the  two  departments  from  which  he 
elects  that  the  subjects  of  his  theses  are  to  be  chosen,  according  to 
the  following  scheme :  Department  I.  Civil  Law  ;  II.  Constitutional 
Law;  ni.  Real  Property ;  TV.  International  Law ;  Y.  Other  branches 
of  Law  mentioned  in  the  Curriculum.  The  theses  are  to  be  written 
in  the  Examination  Hall  in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  examiners,  and 
the  subjects  of  the  theses  are  then  announced. 

Fees. — The  following  fees  will  be  required :  For  Matriculation  or 
Entrance,  5  dols.;  for  each  examination  after  matriculation,  2  dais.; 
for  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  6  dols. ;  for  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  after  Special 
examination,  20  dols. ;  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  20  dols.  For  admis- 
sion ad  eundem  gradum,  20  dols.  The  fee  for  matriculation,  and  tear 
each  subsequent  examination,  must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  before  the 
candidate  offers  himself  for  the  examination.  The  fee  for  a  degree 
must  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  before  the  degree  is  conferred. 

Examinations. — ^The  examinations  will  take  place  in  the  month  of 
May.  Notice  of  the  day  when  they  commence  will  be  given  early  in 
January.  Every  student,  who  proposes  to  present  himself  at  any 
examination,  is  required  to  send  to  the  Registrar,  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  day  appointed  for  the  conmiencement  of  the  examination,  a 
paper  (according  to  a  printed  form  which  will  be  provided),  stating  his 
standing,  and  whether  he  is  a  candidate  for  Honours  or  otherwise. 
Matriculants  who  have  been  I'ejected,  or  who  have  been  prevented  from 
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attending  the  Annual  examinations  in  May  by  sicknesa,  domestic 
affliction,  or  other  causes  beyond  their  control,  may  present  themselves 
for  examination  in  September,  at  the  time  of  the  Supplemental  exami- 
nations in  Arts,  upon  payment  of  an  additional  fee  of  2  dols.  Under- 
graduates in  this  Faculty  below  the  standing  of  the  fourth  year,  who 
hare  been  rejected,  or  who  have  been  prevented  from  attending  the 
Annual  examinations  in  May  by  sickness,  domestic  affliction,  or  other 
causes  beyond  their  control,  may  present  themselves  for  examination 
in  September,  at  the  time  of  the  Supplemental  examinations  in  Arts. 
The  fee  for  such  Supplemental  examination  is  10  dols.  for  those  who 
were  rejected  at  the  Regular  examinations,  and  5  dols.  for  those  who 
did  not  attend  them.  Candidates  who  failed  to  attend  at  the  May 
examinations  must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Yice-Chancellor, 
before  presenting  themselves  in  September,  the  existence  and  suffi- 
ciency of  the  alleged  cause  of  absence. 

Scholarships. — ^Four  scholarships  for  general  proficiency  will  be 
annually  offered  for  competition — ^viz.,  one  among  matriculants ;  one 
among  students  of  one  year's  standing ;  one  among  students  of  two 
years'  standing ;  one  among  students  of  three  years'  standing.  Each 
scholarship  is  of  the  value  of  120  dollars  a  year.  If  the 
scholarship  shall  not  have  been  taken  at  the  examination  for  Ma- 
triculation, or  for  the  first  year,  a  scholarship  may  be  awarded,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  examiners,  to  a  candidate  entering  the 
Faculty  at  the  second  year,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  scholarship  for 
that  year.  Each  scholarship  is  tenable  for  one  year,  but  the  scholar  of 
one  year  is  eligible  for  the  scholarship  of  the  succeeding  year.  "No 
scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  any  candidate  at  Matriculation,  or  at 
the  examination  for  the  first  year,  unless  he  shall  have  obtained  First- 
class  Honours  in  two  Departments,  one  of  which  shall  be  either 
Classics  or  Mathematics;  nor  in  the  second  or  third  years  unless 
he  shall  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class  of  Honours.  All 
scholars  will  be  required  to  sign  a  declaration  that  it  is  their  inten- 
tion to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  the  Faculty  of  Law  in  the  University  of 
Toronto. 

Medals,  Prizes,  and  Certificates  of  Honour, — One  gold  and  one  silver 
inedal  may  be  given  upon  the  special  recommendation  of  the  examiners 
to  the  students  who,  at  the  Final  examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.B., 
have  been  placed  respectively  first  and  second  in  the  First  Class  of 
Honours.  Prizes,  each  of  the  value  of  10  dols.  in  books,  may  be  awarded 
annually  among  undergraduates  in  Law,  Medicine,  or  Arts,  for  the 
^>e8t  Composition  in  Qreek  Verse,  Greek  Prose,  Latin  Verse,  Latin 
I^roee,  English  Verse,  English  Prose,  French  Prose,  and  German  Prose. 
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OertificateB  of  Honour  will   be  given  at  each  examination  to  those 
students  who  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class  of  Honours.

Univbbsity  Colleoe,  Toronto. 

Students. — The  regular  students  of  the  College  are  those  who  haye 
passed  the  Matriculation  examinations  in  Arts,  Civil  Engineering,  or 
Agriculture,  in  any  University  in  her  Majesty's  dominions ;  and  Matri- 
culants, who  are  students  taking  the  full  undergraduate  coiu*se. 
Matriculated  students  are  required  to  attend  the  lectures  and  exami- 
nations on  all  the  subjects  necessary  for  students  of  their  respective- 
standings.  Certificates  of  attendance,  during  one  or  more  academic 
years,  will  be  given  to  those  matricidated  students  and  matriculants 
who  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  on  the  required  lectures,, 
and  who  have  passed  the  prescribed  examinations.  Matriculated 
students  are  required  to  reside,  during  the  period  of  their  attendance 
on  lectures,  in  the  College,  or  in  houses  selected  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  or  approved  by  the  President.  Non-matriculated  students- 
may  be  admitted  to  lectures  on  application  to  the  professors  in  the 
respective  departments.  Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  in  any 
department  during  an  academic  year  may  be  given  to  non- 
matriculated  students  who  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance,  and 
who  have  also  passed  the  examinations  in  such  department. 

BetideiU  Students. — The  fee  payable  for  resident  students,  for  board 
and  rent  of  room,  varies  from  3)  dols.  to  4  dfila,  per  week.  All  fees  of 
undergraduates  are  to  be  paid  in  advance  per  month  or  per  quarter  ; 
of  graduates,  per  quarter. 

Cowse  of  8tudy  in  Arts, 

The  courses  of  lectures  and  the  practical  instruction  given  in  the 
Physical,  Biological,  Geological,  and  Chemical  laboratories  are  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  University  of  Toronto,, 
both  in  Pass  and  Honour  courses,  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Fees. — ^The  following  is  the  scale  of  fees  for  lectures :  For  ma- 
trieulaied  students  in  Arts,  Civil  Engineering,  or  Agriculture:  For 
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academic  year,  10  dols. ;  for  Micliaebnas  term,  5  dolfi. ;  for  Easter 
term,  7  dols.  For  non-mcUrwidated  students :  One  Course  of  LectnreB : 
Six  or  five  in  each  week,  for  academic  year,  6  dols. ;  for  Michaelinas 
term,  3  dols. ;  for  Easter  term,  4  dols.  Four  or  three  in  each  week,  for 
academic  year,  4  dols. ;  for  Michaelmas  term,  2  dols. ;  for  Easter 
term,  3  dols.  Two  or  one  in  each  week,  for  academic  year,  3  dols. ;  for 
Michaelmas  term,  1  dol. ;  for  Easter  term,  2  dols.  Three  Courses  of 
Lectures :  A  reduction  of  one  dollar  for  each  course  for  academic 
year ;  or  half -a-doUar  for  each  course  per  term.  All  the  Courses :  For 
academic  year,  20  dols. ;  for  Michaelmas  term,  10  dols. ;  for  Easter 
term,  12  dols.    The  above  fees  are  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

Terms, — 1.  The  academic  year  consists  of  two  terms;  the  first 
(Michaelmas)  extending  from  October  1st  to  December  22nd  ;  and  the 
second  (Easter)  from  Januaiy  4th  to  May  Slst.  2.  The  term  will  not 
be  allowed  to  students  who  have  been  reported  to  the  President  by  any 
of  the  professors  as  neglecting  to  attend  the  required  lectures ;  or  who 
have  not  passed  the  prescribed  examinations,  or  have  not  conformed  to 
the  other  Statutes  or  Regulations  of  the  College,  or  have  been  reported 
to  the  Council  for  bad  conduct. 

College  Examinaiions, — 1.  All  Matriculated  students  are  required 
to  attend  the  College  examinations  in  every  department  or  branch 
prescribed  by  the  University  of  Toronto  as  necessary  for  their 
respective  standings.  2.  Prizes  and  Honours  are  awarded  in  each 
departmient  on  the  results  of  the  examinations  at  Easter,  with  addi- 
tional examinations  at  Christmas,  at  the  discretion  of  each  professor 
or.  lecturer.  3.  Candidates  for  Prizes  or  Honours  are  arranged, 
according  to  their  proficiency,  in  two  classes,  and  those  who  are  not 
candidates  for  Prizes  or  Honours,  or  who  fail  to  obtain  Honours,  are 
similarly  arranged  in  the  Third  Class ;  but  no  name  of  a  candidate  for 
Honours  shall  be  entered  on  the  Class  Lists  until  he  has  passed  in  all 
the  prescribed  subjects.  4.  Certificates  of  Honour  in  each  department 
are  awarded  to  those  students  who  have  been  placed  in  the  Fii'st  Class 
at  the  examinations.  5.  Matriculated  students,  who  are  not  candidates 
for  Honours,  if  they  have  kept  term,  and  pass  the  College  examina- 
tions during  the  first  and  third  years  of  their  course,  are  not  required 
to  attend  the  University  examinations  for  those  years.  6.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  not  required  to  attend  the  examinationB. 
unless  they  are  candidates  for  Prizes  or  Honours,  or  desire  to  obtain 
•certificates  of  attendance. 

Prizes, 

1.  The  Maedonald  Scholarship. — ^The  Macdonald  Scholarship,  of  the 
value  of  60  dols.,  will  be  awarded  to  the  student  ranking  highest  in 
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general  proficiency  in  the  College  examinations  of  the  First  Year  who 
shall  be  in  attendance  in  the  following  year,  provided  he  shall  have 
obtained  First-class  Honours  in  one  Department,  and  First  or  Second- 
class  Honours  in  another  Deparment. 

2.  The  Oovemor-GeneraTs  Medal. — ^His  Excellency  the  Marquis  of 
Lome,  having  presented  a  silver  medal  for  amiual  competition,  it  will 
be  awarded  to  the  student  of  the  second  year  who,  haying  taken  First- 
class  Honours  in  the  College  examinations  in  one  department,  and 
First  or  Second-class  Honours  in  another  department,  shall  rank  highest. 
The  relative  proficiency  of  different  candidates  is  estimated  on  the 
Honour  work  of  the  two  departments  alone.

AUegiance. 

Matrieulation. 

A  candidate  for  admission  is  required  to  produce  testimonials  of 
good  conduct,  and  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  following  subjects : 
Diviniiy,  including  Scripture  History  and  selected  portions  of  the 
Greek  Testament ;  Classics,  selected  portions  of  easy  Latin  and  Greek 
authors;  Ancient  History ,  "preBcnbed  periods  (Liddell's  *' Rome  "and 

II 
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Dr.  Smith's  "  Greece  "  recommended) ;  Mathematics,  elementary ;  and 
French,  grammar  and  translation.  On  a  more  advanced  examination, 
tliree  scholarships  of  the  respective  valnes  of  200  dols.,  140  dola,  and 
100  dols.,  are  offered. 

The  examination  begins  on  Ck^tober  1st,  unless  that  day  shoold  fall 
on  Sunday  or  Monday,  when  it  will  begin  on  the  Tuesday  following. 
For  further  particulars  application  may  [be  made  to  the  Provost, 
Trinity  College,  Toronto.  Every  candidate  for  admission  must  have 
entered  on  his  sixteenth  year.  The  tuition  fees  for  resident  students  are 
55  dols.  per  annum,  and  for  non-resident  students  65  dols.  per  annum. 
The  charge  for  rent  of  rooms  and  board  of  resident  students  is 
165  dols.  per  annum.  These  fees  are  payable  in  instalments,  Uar- 
minaUy,  in  advance,  and  on  payment  being  made  during  the  first  fort- 
night of  term,  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  is  allowed,  thus  i-educing  the 
annual  charges  to  198  dols.  and  58  dols.  50  cents  for  resident  and  non- 
resident students  respectively.  Students  whose  parents  do  not  live  in 
Toronto  are  required  to  reside  in  College,  unless  they  have  obtained 
the  permission  of  the  Corporation  to  live  out  of  College,  which  per- 
mission will  be  granted  only  in  very  special  cases. 

Proceedings  in  Arts, 

All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  B,A.  must  be  matriculated  students 
of  Trinity  College,  and  have  kept  nine  complete  terms.  They  will  be 
required  by  the  University  to  pass  three  examinations.  Residence 
and  attendance  at  lectures  may,  however,  be  dispensed  with  in 
individual  cases,  in  which  application  to  that  effect  shall  have  been 
made  to  the  Corporation,  and  the  grounds  assigned  by  the  appHcant 
unanimously  approved  by  the  Corporation.  In  such  cases  the 
applicant  must  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age,  and  will  be 
required  to  pass  the  Matriculation  examination,  the  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  First  Year,  the  Previous,  and  the  Final  examinationa  at 
intervals  not  less  than  those  which  are  prescribed  in  the  case  of  resi- 
dent students,  and  to  pay  for  each  examination  which  he  undergoes,  in 
addition  to  the  fees  for  matriculation  and  degree,  the  sum  of  5  dols.  to 
the  University  chest.  The  permission  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  this 
manner  by  examinations  only  must  be  given  by  the  Corporation 
before  the  candidate  presents  himself  for  the  matriculation  exami- 
nation.

The  particular  authors  are 
amiouneed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Lent  term  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  names  of  students  who  pass  this  examination  will  be 
arranged  in  three  classes,  in  alphabetical  order;  the  first  class  con- 
sisting of  those  who  shall  baye  obtained  at  least  half  the  whole 
amount  of  marks  in  each  subject;  the  second,  of  those  who  shall  hare 
passed  creditably,  though  below  this  standard ;  the  third,  of  those  to 
whom  the  examiners  shall  have  only  not  refused  their  certificate  of 
approTak

The  names  of 
students  who  pass  this  examination  will  be  arranged  in  the  same 
manuier  as  in  the  case  of  the  First  Year  examination.  Any  student  who 
shall  haye  obtained  a  first-class  in  the  preyious  examination,  and  shall 
also  haye  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Honour  subjects  in 
Classics  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  shall  be  allowed  to  declare  for 
Classical  Honours,  and  shall  be  exempted  from  attendance  at  Mathe- 
matical lectures  during  the  third  year.  The  like  exemption  will  be 
granted  on  the  like  conditions  (mutatis  mtUandis)  to  Mathematical 
students. 

m.  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  B^. — Pass  Examination. — ^The 
regular  time  for  passing  this  examination  is  at  the  end  of  the 
ninth  term  of  residence.  AH  students  not]  candidates  for  Honours, 
intending  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  B.A.,  must  go  through  this 
examination.  The  list  will  be  published  in  the  College  Hall,  in  alpha' 
betical  order.    Studeats  who  shall  haye  been  allowed  to  declare  for 
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Classical  Honours  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  and  shall  have  passed 
a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Honour  subjects  in  Classics  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year,  shall  be  exempted  from  examination  in  the 
Mathematical  subjects  of  the  ordinary  examination  for  BJl  The 
like  exemption  will  be  granted  on  the  like  conditions  {nMUoHt 
mutandis)  to  students  who  have  been  allowed  to  declare  for  Mathe- 
matical Honours.

MathemaHcs :  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  ir,,  yi. ;  Algebra,  to 
Binomial  Theorem  inclusiye;  Plane  Trigonometry,  to  Solution  of 
Triangles inclusiTe;  Statics;  Hydrostatics;  Optics.  French:  Grammar, 
and  portions  of  some  standard  French  authors.  The  particular  authors 
are  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  Lent  term  of  the  second 
year.  Those  students  who  shall  hare  been  rejected  at  the  regular 
examination  of  their  own  year,  or  who  shall  have  been  absent  from 
such  examination,  may  present  themselyes  at  a  Supplementary 
examination  which  will  be  held  in  the  beginning  of  the  Michaelmas 
term,  and  those  who  then  fail  to  pass  will  be  required  to  attend  the 
same  examination  of  the  succeeding  year.  Students  who  hare  ^ed 
at  their  ft.T»Tma.1  regular  examination  in  not  more  than  three  depart- 
ments, or  their  equivalent  (Classics  and  Mathematics  each  being' 
reckoned  as  two  for  this  purpose),  may  be  permitted,  if  the  examinera 
think  fit,  to  present  themselves  for  examination  in  those  depart- 
ments  at  the  following  Supplementary  examination.  The  examination 
list  will  be  published  in  the  usual  way,  and  candidates  must  make 
their  own  arrangements  for  learning  the  result,  as  the  Begistrar 
cannot  undertake  the  duty  of  conveying  the  information  to  each. 
Students  proposing  to  |  attend  the  Supplementary  examination 
are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  which  fee,  together  with  a 
notice  of  his  intention  to  present  himself  for  examination,  the 
candidate  must  transmit  to  the  Registrar  on  or  before  the  10th  of 
September.

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Tendties  recognised  by  Trinity  College,*  graduatee  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  who  hare  been  rendewt  students  and  nndergradnates  of 
Trinity  College  who  hare  attended  the  lectures  of  the  Arts  Course  for 
^  leajBt  one  year,  provided  that  they  have  obtained  the  approval  of  the 
FroTOst  and  Professors,  and  are  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 
Oradoates  of  other  universities  in  Canada  are  also  admitted  to  the 
Divinity  Class  under  the  following  conditions:  1.  That  they  shall 
have  proceeded  to  their  degree  by  residence,  and  not  simply  by  exami- 
nation. 2.  That  they  shall  have  graduated  in  Honours,  or  have  taken 
an  ordinary  degree,  passing  an  examination  in  Classics  and  Mathe- 
matics. 3.  That  they  shall  pass  an  examination  in  Trinity  College  in 
-all  the  Divinity  subjects  for  the  BJL  examination:  viz..  Scripture 
Hifitory,  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles  in  Greek.  4.  That  they  shall  be  recommended 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  they  reside,  or  in  which  they 
propose  to  serve. 

Bcichelor  of  Divinity. — Candidates  for  this  degree  must  be  Masters 
of  Arts  of  at  least  seven  years'  standing.  The  requisite  exercises  are : 
A  liatin  and  an  English  thesis ;  the  one  on  some  point  of  doctrine 
oonnected  with  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  and  the  other  on  some 
Scriptural  subject,  to  be  appointed  by  the  examiners.  An  examination 
must  also  be  passed  in  some  Latin  or  Qreek  treatise  or  treatises  chosen 
by  the  examiners.  An  English  sermon  must  be  preached  before  the 
UniTcrsity. 

Doctor  of  Divttit^.-^andidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Divinity  of 
five  years'  standing.  They  will  be  required  to  write  an  English  and  a 
Latin  thesis,  as  in  the  case  of  B  J).,  and  to  preach  an  English  sermon 
before  the  University. 

Fees.-—¥oT  the  degree  of  B.D.,  40  dols. ;  D.D.,  100  dols. 

Froceedings  in  Law, 

Degree  of  B.C.L, — Candidates  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  three 
yeaars'  standing,  and  must  have  passed  the  examinations  required  by- 
the  Law  Society  for  the  degree  of  Ban*ister-at-Law,  and  have  been 
admitted  to  that  degree. 

Degree  of  D.C.L. — Candidates  must  have  been  Bachelors  of  Civil 
Law  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  must  have  written  a  thesis  on  a 
given  subject.

Faculty  of  Arts, 

MatriculcUion. — ^There  are  two  Matriculation  examinations,  a  Junior 
and  a  Senior.  Candidates  who  pass  the  Junior  examination  take  rank 
as  undergraduates  of  the  first  year,  and  those  who  pass  the  Senior 
^examination  take  rank  as  undergraduates  of  the  second  year.  In  both 
of  these  examinations  the  candidate  is  required  to  pass  in  one  of  the 
following  groups  of  subjects :  (1)  Latin,  Greek,  English,  Mathematics; 

(2)  French  and  German,  Greek,  English,  Mathematics;  (3)  French 
and  German,  Latin,  English,  Mathematics.  Candidates  who  have 
passed  the  High  School  Intermediate  are  exempted  f  i*om  examination 
in  the  English  and  Mathematics  of  the  Junior  Matriculation*  unless 
they  desire  to  compete  for  rank  or  scholarships. 

Degree  of  BJL, — ^The  course  of  study  for  students  who  have  passed 
the  Junior  Matriculation  examination  extends  over  four  sessions,  and 
for  students  who  have  passed  the  Senior  Matriculation  examination, 
over  three  sessions.  Junior  matriculants  must  take  one  of  the  follow- 
ing  groups  of  subjects :  (1)  Junior  Latin,  senior  Latin,  junior  Greek^ 
senior  Greek,  junior  Mathematics;  (2)  junior  French  and  Grerman, 
senior  French  and  German,  junior  Greek,  senior  Greek,  junior 
Mathematics;  (3)  junior  French  and  German,  senior  French  and 
German,  junior  Latin,  senior  Latin,  junior  Mathematics.  Senior 
matriculants  must  take  one  of  the  following  groups:  (1)  Senior 
Latin,  senior  Greek;  (2)  senior  French  and  German,  senior  Gre^; 

(3)  senior  French  and  German,  senior  Latin.  All  students  must 
take  the  classes  of  junior  Philosophy  (Mental  and  Moral),  English 
Literature  (junior  and  senior),  junior  Physics  or  junior  Chemistiy, 
together  with  one  of  the  following  groups:  (1)  History,  senior 
Philosophy;  (2)  History,  senior  Mathematics;  (3)  senior  Mathe- 
matics, senior  Philosophy;  (4)  senior  Mathematics,  senior  Physics; 
(5)  senior  Chemistry,  senior  Mathematics;  (6)  senior  Chemistiy, 
senior  Philosophy;  (7)  senior  Chemistry,  History;  (8)  senior 
Chemistry,    Natural    Science;      (9)    senior    Mathematics,    Natiurf 
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Science;  (10)  Natural  Science,  senior  Philosophy;  (11)  senior 
PhjaicB,  History;  (12)  senior  Physics,  Natural  Science.  The  class 
of  Senior  Mathematics  must  be  taken  before  the  class  of  Senior 
Physics.  The  candidate  for  graduation  must,  in  each  session*  pass  an 
examination  upon  the  subjects  he  has  studied ;  but  he  is  not  allowed 
to  present  himself  for  examination  upon  more  than  three  subjects  at 
one  time,  nnless  he  has  previously  failed  in  some  subject.  To  pass  in 
any  subject  the  candidate  must  obtain  at  least  two-fifths  of  the  number 
of  marks ;  but  if  at  the  same  examination  he  obtains  Honours  in  any 
subject,  he  may  pass  in  the  other  subjects  upon  which  he  has  been 
examined  by  obtaining  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  subject.  In 
exceptional  cases  the  Senate  may  allow  a  candidate  to  come  up  for 
examination  without  attendance  on  classes,  but  he  will  be  examined 
not;  only  on  the  class-work  indicated  in  the  Calendar,  but  also  on  work 
specially  prescribed.  Graduates  of  other  colleges  are  admitted  ad 
eundem  fftiadum  on  producing  satisfactory  proof  of  rank  and  character. 

Decree  of  M^, — ^This  deg^e  is  conferred  upon  the  candidate  who 
obtains  first-class  Honours  in  Mathematics,  Physics,  or  any  two  of  the 
subjects  appended,  or  the  equivalent  in  second-class  Honours  (second- 
class  Honours  in  two  subjects  being  equivalent  to  first-class  Honours 
in  one) :  (1)  Latin,  (2)  Greek,  (3*)  French  and  German,  (4)  Mathematics, 
(5)  Natural  Science,  (6)  Physics,  (7)  Chemistry,  (8)  Mental  Philosophy, 
(9)  Moral  Philosophy,  (10)  English  Literature,  (11)  History,  (12) 
Political  Economy.  The  degree  cannot  be  obtained  until  one  year 
after  the  date  of  graduation  as  B.A.  The  candidate  must  compose  a 
satisfaotoiy  thesis  in  connection  with  one  of  the  subjects  in  which  he 
has  taken  Honours.  The  thesis  must  be  sent  in  to  the  Secretary,  of  the 
Senate  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  March. 

Degree  ofD.Se, — ^This  degree  is  conferred  upon  candidates  who,  after 
taking  the  deg^ree  of  MjL.,  obtain  first-class  Honours  in  all  of  the  subjects 
in  one  of  the  following  groups,  except  those  in  which  they  have  obtained 
such  Honours :  A.  (1)  Latin,  (2)  Greek,  (3)  French  and  German,  any 
two;  (4)  English  Literature ;  (6)  History;  (6)  Mental  Philosophy;  (7) 
Moral  Philosophy;  (8)  Political  Economy,  b.  (1)  Latin,  (2)  Greek,  (3) 
French  and  German,  any  two;  (4)  Chemistry ;  (5)  Natural  Science ;  (6) 
Mental  Philosophy;  (7)  Moral  Philosophy,  c.  (1)  Latin,  (2)  Greek, 
(3)  French  and  German,  any  two ;  (4)  Mathematics  ;  (5)  Physics ;  (6) 
English  Literature;  (7)  History;  (8)  Political  Economy;  any  one.  D. 
(1)  French  and  Gennan ;  (2)  Chemistry ;  (3)  Natural  Science ;  (4) 
Mathematics;  (5)  Physics;  (6)  History;  (7)  EngUsh  Literature;  (8) 
Political  Economy ;  any  one.    The  degree  cannot  be  obtained  until  two

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years  after  the  date  of  graduation  as  M.A.  After  passing  the  required 
examinations,  the  candidate  most  compose,  and  send  in  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Senate,  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  March,  a  series  of 
three  or  more  lectures  on  some  topic  connected  with  one  of  the  depart* 
ments  of  study  in  which  he  has  passed.  These  lectures  he  will  be 
expected  to  deliver,  in  the  first  session  after  he  has  obtained  the  degree, 
to  the  students  in  the  department  chosen.  Candidates  who  aJreadj 
possess  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  may  obtain  the  degree  of  D.Sc.  by  con- 
forming to  the  foregoing  regulations.  Any  B.A.  or  M.A.,  on  payment 
of  the  registration  fee,  may  attend  the  classes  in  Honours  free  of 
charge. 

Degree  ofLL.D, — ^This  degree  is  honorary,  and  is  awarded  for  lite- 
rary, scientific,  or  professional  distinction. 

Subjects  of  Study. 

Latin. — In  the  Junior  class,  three  authors  are  taken,  the  kind  and  ex- 
tent of  matter  for  preparation  being  as  thus  exemplified,  viz.,  an  oration 
of  Oicero,  one  book  of  the  ^neid,  and  one  book  of  Horace's  Odes.  In 
the  Senior  class,  four  authors,  as,  for  example,  a  book  of  Livy,  a  book 
of  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  two  of  Juvenal's  Satires,  and  one  play. 

Mathemaiics. — In  the  Junior  class.  Algebra,  including  quadratic  equa- 
tions, ratio,  logarithms,  and  undetermined  co-efficients';  Oeometrjf, 
Euclid,  books  ii.,  iii.,  and  vi.,  with  part  of  iv.,  Elementary  Co-ordinate 
Geometry,  and  Elementary  Principles  of  Trigonometry.  Senior  Class : 
Algebra — Of  functions ;  nature  of  roots  and  factors ;  integral  roots  of 
an  equation ;  evaluation  of  indeterminate  expressions ;  the  n^  term,  and 
the  sum  of  a  series ;  principle  of  undetermined  co-efficients ;  partial 
fractions ;  expansion  of  algebraical  functions ;  reversion  of  series;  ex- 
ponential series ;  logarithmic  series  and  theory  of  logarithms ;  expansion 
of  trigonometrical  and  circular  functions;  expressions  for  it;  Machou' 
formula ;  De  Moivre's  formula,  &c. ;  general  theory  of  equadons. 
Geometry — Co-ordinate  Geometry  of  lines  of  the  first  and  second 
orders  (conies) ;  elementary  co-ordinate  Geometry  of  three  dimensions ; 
theory  of  limits.  Trigonometry — ^Plane  Trigonometry,  with  the  simpler 
elements  of  spherical ;  Elements  of  Differential  and  Integral  Calcnlns. 

Physics, — Junior  class:  Lectures  on  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics  and 
Pneumatics,  Heat,  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  Sound  and  Light,  with 
experimental  illustrations.  Boohs  recommended:  Everett's  '^Text 
Book  of  Physics,"  Balfour  Stewart,  Ganot,  Amot.  Senior  elasi: 
Mechanics  (Galbraith  and  Haughton) ;  Hydrostatics  (Gkdbraith  and 
Haughton);  Optics  (Dupuis);  Lockyer's  Elementary  Lessons  in 
Astronomy 
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Menial  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy, — Junior  eUue : 
This  daaa  meets  six  days  a  week,  four  of  wluch  are  deroted  to  Meta- 
physics and  Ethics,  one  to  Logic,  and  one  to  Political  Economy.  The 
text  books  are  Jevons'  "  Lessons  in  Logic,"  and  Rogers'  "  Manual  of 
Political  Economy."  In  Metaphysics  and  Ethics  no  text  book  is  used, 
hat  students  are  recommended  to  consult  Ferrier's  **  Lectures  on  Greek 
Philosophy,"  or  Schwegler's  "  History  of  Philosophy,"  in  the  composi- 
tion of  their  weekly  exercises.  The  lectures  embrace  a  critical  account 
of  the  main  philosophical  systems  of  ancient  and  modem  times, 
and  a  systematic  discussion  of  metaphysical  and  ethical  problems. 
Senior  class :  This  class  meets  four  days  a  week,  and  deals  with  the 
higher  problems  of  philosophy.  Kant's  "  Critique  of  Practical  Reason" 
(A.hbott'8  translation)  is  recommended  for  reference.  Students  are 
required  to  give  in  fortnightly  essays.  Private  class:  This  class  is 
Toluntaiy,  and  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  some  classical  author  in 
philosophy. 

Chemistry. — Junior  class :  The  subjects  of  study  in  this  class  are : 
The  leading  elements  with  their  more  prominent  compounds ;  Chemical 
system  of  weights  and  measures;  Specific  weight;  Atomic  weight; 
Gaseous  volumes,  &c. ;  Solution ;  Dif^ion  and  Osmose.  Heat  in  its 
more  observable  manifestations ;  Thermometry ;  Potential  Heat ;  Con- 
duction; Convection,  &c.  Senior  cUus :  The  chemical  elements  more 
thoroughly  studied;  Chemistry  of  Carbon  compounds;  Chemical 
Philosophy;  Crystallization;  Principles  of  Crystallography;  Heat  in 
its  phenomenal  and  dynamical  relations ;  Theory  of  a  Cras.  Radiant 
energy ;  Its  prominent  laws ;  The  Spectrum ;  The  Spectroscope.  In 
the  Junior  class  the  subject  is  studied  more  in  its  phenomenal  rela 
tions;  in  the  Senior  class,  more  in  its  theoretic  and  fundamental  rela- 
tions. Boohs  for  consultation:  Roscoe's  "Elementary  Chemistry,'' 
Pownes*  "Chemistry,  by  Watts,"  Youmans'  "Chemistry,"  Miller's 
**  Chemistry,"  Remsen's  "  Theoretical  Chemistry,"  Lockyer  on  "  the 
Spectroscope." 

Laboratory  Work:  The  Laboratory  may  be  attended  for  the  first 
time  during  the  Senior  class.  Books  for  consultation:  Fownes' 
"Chemistry,  by  Watte;"  Roscoe  and  Schorlemmer's  "Chemistry;" 
Schorlemmer's  "  Chemistry  of  the  Carbon  Compounds ;"  Harcourt 
-and  Madan's  "  Practical  Chemistry ;"  Fresenius'  "  Qualitative 
Analysis;"  Thorpe's  "Quantitative  Chemical  Analysis;"  Wagner's 
**  Chemical  Technology." 

Natural  Science, — ^The  lectures  embrace  an  outline  of  the  subjects  of 
Botany,  Zoology  and  Geology.  No  text  book  is  used  in  this  class,  but 
ihe  following  works  should  be  cpnsulted :  Gray's  "  Structural  Botany,'*

People."  Senior  Class :  I.  Lectures  on  English  Literature ;  II. 
Critical  Beading  of  some  Author.  Boohs  recommended :  Craik's 
«  English  Literature,"  Taine's  "  English  Literature,"  Dowden's  "  Shske- 
speare,  his  Mind  and  Art." 

In  the  French  and  Qerman  classes  the  work  is  of  the  usual  cha- 
racter. 

Faculty  of  Law. 

Matriculaiion. — ^The  Junior  MatriciQation  examination  is  the  same 
as  the  Junior  Matriculation  in  Arts.  The  Senior  Matriculation  exami- 
nation is  the  same  as  the  Senior  Matriculation  in  Arts,  with  the 
addition  of  Taswell-Langmead's  Constitutional  History. 

Degree  ot  LL,B. — The  course  of  study  for  students  who  have  passed 
the  Junior  Matriculation  examination  extends  over  four  sessions,  and 
for  students  who  have  passed  the  Senior  Matriculation  over  three 
sessions.  Junior  matriculants  must  take  the  following  subjects: 
Junior  Latin ;  senior  Latin ;  junior  Mathematics  ;  junior  Physics  or 
Chemistry;  jxmior  French;  senior  French;  junior  Philosophy  aad 
Political  Economy ;  English  Literature ;  History  ;  Boman  Law  and 
Constitutional  Law  and  History;  the  Law  of  Beal  Property ;  Equity; 
Common  Law ;  Criminal  Law  and  Medical  Jurisprudence ;  Commercial 
Law.  Senior  matriculants  must  take  the  following  subjects:  Senior 
Latin;  junior  Physics  or  Chemistry;  senior  French;  junior 
Philosophy  and  Political  Economy;  English  Literature;  History; 
Boman  Law  and  Constitutional  Law  and  History ;  The  Law  of  Real 
Property ;  Equity ;  Common  Law :  Criminal  Law  and  Medical  Juris- 
prudence ;  Commercial  Law.  The  candidate  for  graduation  must  in 
each  session  pass  an  examination  upon  the  subjects  in  Arts  he  has 
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•tadied,  bat  he  is  not  allowed  to  present  hiniBelf  for  examination  upon 
more  than  three  of  those  subjects  at  one  time,  unless  he  has  previouslj 
laQed  in  some  subject.  He  must  also  pass  an  examination  in  the  last 
3rear  of  his  course  in  all  the  Professional  subjects  prescribed. 

Cwrrieulum  of  Law  FtumUy. — ^The  Legal  studies  for  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  extend  oyer  three  sessions.  Every  candidate  must  have  regu- 
larly attended  the  classes  in  Constitutional  Bistory,  Criminal  and 
Commercial  Law,  Common  Law,  Real  Property  Law  and  Equity 
during  each  year  of  his  course;  the  class  in  Roman  Law  during  his 
Second  and  Third  years;  and  the  class  in  Medical  Jurisprudence 
during  his  Third  year.  Any  graduate  in  Arts  of  Queen's  Uniyersity, 
who  is  also  a  Barrister-at-Law,  will  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  upon  passing  an  examination  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Faculty. 

The  cowrse  of  instruction  embraces :  Constitutional  History^ 
Criminal  and  Commercial  Law,  ^oman  Law,  Medical  Jurisprudence. 
Real  Property,  and  Equity. 

Graduates  in  Arts,  being  barristers-at-law,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
degree  of  LL^.,  upon  passing  an  examination  on  the  following  sub- 
jects: Taswell-Langmead's  "English  Constitutional  History,"  May's 
"  Constitutional  Bttstory,"  Russell  "  On  Crimes,"  Justinian's  "  Insti- 
tutes" '  (Sanders'  edition),  Tomkins  and  Jencken's  "  Compendium  of 
Roman  Law,"  Wheaton's  "  Litemational  Law,"  Pollock  "  On  Con- 
tracts," Underbill  "On  Torts,"  Dart's  "Vendors  and  Purchasers," 
Snell's  "Principles  of  Equity,"  Taylor's  "Equity  Jurisprudence," 
Maine's  "  Ancient  Law."  Candidates  are  required  to  send  notice  to 
the  R^fistrar  of  their  intention  to  attend  this  examination  by  the  20th 
day  of  March. 

Faculty  of  Theology. 

Matriculation  and  Pass  examinations  begin  early  in  November. 

BegulaOoTis  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Bivinity, — I.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  (B.D.),  must  be  graduates  in 
Arts  of  this  University  or  of  a  xmiversity  whose  degrees  ai*e  recog- 
nized for  this  purpose  by  the  Senate.  II.  The  degree  shall  not  be 
conferred  until  the  candidate  has  completed  his  theological  curri- 
culum, with  a  view  to  the  Ministry  in  the  Church  to  which  he  belongs, 
and  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  branches  of  Theology 
taught  in  this  University.  III.  The  subjects  of  examination  shall  be 
in  two  departments,  the  first  embracing — (1)  Hebrew  and  (2)  the 
Evidences  of  Religion  and  the  Inspiration  of  Scripure ;  and  the  second 
embracing — (1)  Church  History,  (2)  Biblical  Criticism,  and  (3)  Sys- 
tematic Theology.  lY.  Candidates  who  have  completed  their  Theo- 
logical course  may  be  examined  in  either  of  -these  departments,  and 
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may  defer  their  examination  in  the  other  department,  proTided  there 
be  not  a  greater  interval  than  two  years  between  their  two  examina- 
tions. Y.  Students  who  haye  oompleted  all  the  sessions  but  one  of 
their  Theological  course  may  be  admitted  to  examination  in  the  first 
•department.  YI.  A  candidate  may,  subject  to  the  preceding  regula- 
tions, appear  at  any  IJniyersity  examination  in  Theology,  provided  he 
gives  two  weeks'  notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Registrar.  Vll.  When 
.a  student,  who  is  a  candidate  for  the  d^ree,  shall  obtain  at  a  pass 
.examination  on  any  subject  two-thirds  of  the  marks  allotted  to  the 
.subject,  he  may,  on  recommendation  of  the  examiner,  be  exempted  from 
further  examination  on  that  subject.

Scholcvrahipa,  Bursaries,  and  Prizes. 

These  are  fairly  numerous,  and  of  substantial  value.  They  are 
appropriated  variously  to  junior  and  senior  matriculanta,  and  to 
imdergraduates  on  sessional  examinations.  Certain  scholarships  and 
bursaries  pertain  to  the  Theological  Department,  and  prizes  are  pro- 
vided for  special  subjects.  Scholarships  in  Arts  have  endowm^t 
nominations  connected  with  them,  securing  exeniption  from  class  fees 
for  one  session,  and  thereby  adding  from  18  dols.  to  24  dols.  to  the 
given  value  of  each.  A  student,  though  not  an  undergraduate,  is 
eligible  for  a  scholai'ship ;  but  certain  scholarships  can  be  held  onlybj 
students  having  in  view  the  ministzy  of  a  Presbyterian  Church,  being 
given  by  their  founders  upon  that  condition.  Scholarships  awarded 
upon  matriculation  examinations  are  tenable  during  the  first  seasioo, 
and  those  awarded  upon  sessional  examinations  are  tenable  during  tlie 
following  session,  except  open  scholarships,  gained  by  students  in  the 
last  year  of  their  course  in  Arts,  which  are  paid  at  once.  Successful 
candidates  for  scholarships  must  make  at  least  one-half  the 
number  of  marks  allotted  to  the  subject  or  subjects  upon  which  the 
scholarship  is  awarded.

Students  coming  from  other  universities,  and  bringing  letters  of 
honourable  dismission,  are  admitted  ad  eundem  statum,  after  prelimi- 
nary examination.  The  work  on  which  such  students  receive  standing,, 
together  with  the  work  done  subsequently,  must  be  fully  equivalent  to 
what  is  ordinarily  required  at  this  University  for  the  degree  of  6.A. 
Ladies  are  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  University  on  the  same 
terms  as  gentlemen.  In  Faraday  Hall,  a  new  and  spacious  buildings 
greatly  improved  facilities  are  now  offered  for  the  study  of  Science, 
and  especially  for  instruction  in  Blow-pipe  Analysis,  Assaying,  Crys- 
tallography, and  Determinative  Mineralogy. 

T&rious  scholarships  ajidprizes  are  open  to  competition. 

Degrees. — Bachelor  of  Arts :  In  order  to  proceed  regularly  to  this 
degree,  candidates  are  required — ^1.  To  pass  the  Matriculation 
examination.  2.  To  attend  the  daily  instructions  of  the  lecture  room, 
unless  xmder  special  circumstances,  when  a  dispensation  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Faculty.  3.  To  pursue  their  University  studies 
regularly  for  a  period. of  at  least  four  years.  4.  To  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 
Besides  the  ordinary  daily,  terminal,  and  occasional  examinations 
oondncted  by  the  Professors,  there  will  be  a  Primary  examination  at 
the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year,  and  a  final  at  the  end  of  the  Senior 
year.  "So  student  will  be  admitted  to  the  Primary  examination  who 
has  not  passed  all  previous  examinations ;  and  no  student  will  be 
admitted  to  the  examination  of  the  Junior  year  who  has  not  passed  in 
all  the  subjects  of  the  Sophomore  year.  Students  who  fail  at  the 
regular  examination,  and  again  in  the  same  subjects  at  the  prescribed 
Supplementary  examination,  must  attend  a  second  course  of  lectures 
in  those  subjects  in  whioh  they  fall.  5.  To  maintain  a  good  moral 
character.  Dispensation  firom  residence  may,  in  peculiar  cases,  include 
the  privil^^  of  proceeding  to  B  A.  on  three  examinations — ^the  Matri- 
cnlatum,  the  Primary,  and  the  Final;  and  the  usual  interval  of  two 
years  between  these  examinations  may,  when  it  is  found  expedient,  be 
shortened  on  application  to  the  Faculty.     The  Primary  examination 
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will  embrace  the  subjects  of  the  first  two  years,  aad  the  Final  the 
subjects  of  the  last  two,  as  prescribed  in  the  ordinary  course  for  B.A. 
by  four  annual  examinations.  The  fees  are  the  same  as  in  pTOceeding 
to  B. A.  by  foui*  annual  examinations.  In  no  case  is  a  degree  conferred 
by  this  University  without  the  completion  of  the  course  of  stady 
prescribed.  Degree  of  Master  of  Arte :  Candidates  for  this  degree 
must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  at  least  three  years'  standing.  Their 
attainments  and  moral  character  must  be  satisfact(»y  to  the  Senate  of 
the  University.  They  must  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Fred* 
dent  on  or  before  the  day  specified  in  the  Calendar.

The  Bregulations  coneeming  admiwiion  fees^ 
and  expenses  for  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  will  apply  in  this  department 
also.  Graduates  and  undergraduates  in  Arts  who  proceed  to  the  degfee 
of  B.Sc.  are  charged  a  fee  of  5  dols.  for  enrolment  in  the  Scieaoe 
Department,  and  a  fee  of  2  dols.  a  paper  for  all  papers  set  after 
enrolment.  No  re-examinations  are  required  on  subjects  pasaed  ia 
the  Arts  Course.  There  is  a  Special  Course  of  snininer  leetmeB  ia 
Experimental  Chemistry  and  in  Crystallography  (f onnal  and  appHed)^ 
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and  Determmative  Mineralogy  with,  blow-pipe  anyalsis,  intended  to 
afford  joung  and  inexperienced  professors,  high  school  teachers,  and 
others,  who  are  unable  to  attend  during  the  regular  session,  every 
faciliiy  for  the  study  of  methods  of  chemical  experiments,  and  of 
the  determination  of  minerals  and  projection  of  crystals.  The  fee  for 
the  two  courses,  the  one  in  Experimental  Chemistry,  the  other  in 
Detenninatiye  Mineralogy  and  applied  Crystallography,  is  30  dols. 
each,  in  addition  to  charges  for  minerals  used.  Applicants  desiring 
more  explicit  information  on  points  that  may  particularly  concern 
them  are  requested  to  communicate  on  the  subject  with  the  Professor 
of  Chemistry  and  Physics,  Faraday  Hall,  Victoria  Uniyersity,  Cobourg» 
Ontario,  Canada. 

Ftieulty  of  Laws. 

Degree  of  LL3, — ^To  obtain  the  degree  of  LL.B.  it  is  necessary  to 
pass  the  examinination  for  Matriculation  and  the  four  subsequent 
annual  examinations.  A  graduate  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  is  exempt 
from  subjects  on  which  he  has  passed  in  the  Arts  coarse.  A  graduate 
in  Arts  of  three  years'  standing,  who  has  also  been  admitted  a  barrister 
by  the  Law  Society  of  Ontario,  is  admitted  to  the  degree  of  LL.B.  on 
a  final  examination  on  the  following  works :  1.  Kent's  International 
Law,  or  Woolsey;  2.  Hallam's  Constitutional  History  of  England; 
3.  Story's  Conflict  of  Laws ;  4.  Mill's  Kepresentative  Government;  5. 
£entham's  Theory  of  Legislation ;  6.  Lieber's  Political  Ethics.  Any 
barrister,  not  a  graduate  in  Arts,  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  on  two  examinations — ^a  Primary  on  the  first  two  years,  and  a 
Final  on  the  last  two  years,  of  the  course. 

Degree  of  LLJ). — ^A  graduate  m  both  Arts  and  Law  of  this  University 
may  take  the  degree  of  LL.D.  in  course,  in  ten  years  after  receiving 
that  of  M.A.  or  LL.B.,  on  complying  with  the  following  regulations : 
I.  Two  years  before  proceeding  to  the  degree  he  must  pass  an  examin- 
ation in  the  following  works :  (1)  Commentaries,  Gkdus,  books  L-iv;  (2) 
Tacitus,  Annals,  book  iv;  (3)  Aristotle's  Politics,  books  i.,  ii. ;  (4) 
Plato's  BfCpublic,  i.,  ii. ;  j(5)  Savigny's  Private  International  Law ; 
(6)  Phillimore's  International  Law ;  (7)  Austin's  Jurisprudence,  vol.  i. ; 
(8)  Lecky's  History  of  European  Morals ;  (9)  Hooker's  Ecclesiastical 
Polity,  book  i.  II.  Eight  months  before  proceeding  to  the  degree  he 
shall  deliver  to  the  President  fifty  copies  of  a  printed  thesis,  containing 
at  least  thirty-two  octavo  pages,  on  a  subject  approved  by  the 
examiners.  The  thesis  must  give  evidence  of  such  literary  and 
scientific  attainments  as  shall  justify  the  examiners  in  recommending 
the  candidate  for  the  degree.  III.  The  fee  for  the  examination  shall 
be  10  dols.,  and  for  the  degree  50  dols.

They  are  required  to  give  evidence  of  satisfactory  acquaintance  with 
the  subjects  assigned  as  preliminary  studies.  They  are  required  to 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  three  years* 
course  of  study.  Special  facilities  for  this  course  are  afforded  to  resi- 
dent graduates  in  Arts.    Theological  students  who  are  not  gradii»t««» 
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but  who  Iiave  matriculated  in  Arts,  may  pursue  a  special  course  in 
Arts  and  Theology,  for  whicH  a  testimonium  will  be  given;  and 
students  receiving  such  testimonium  will  be  exempt  from  examination 
on  the  subjects  embraced  therein,  when  they  subsequently  proceed  to 
the  degrees  of  B^.  and  B.D. 

Candidates  far  the  Ministry, — ^Probationers  for  the  Ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Church  of  Canada,  who  have  been  appointed  to  College,  will 
pursue  the  course  of  study  prescribed  on  page  192  of  the  Discipline  of 
the  Church.  They  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  college  year 
by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Annual  Conferences.  A  very  full 
and  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  elocution,  is  available,  at  a  low 
fee,  to  all  Theological  students.  The  Educational  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Church  makes  provision  for  free  tuition,  and  aids  in  meeting 
the  g^eral  expenses  of  young  men  appointed  by  the  Conferences  to 
attend  College.  The  Lectures  in  Theology  begin  Oct.  1st  and  close 
Apnl  15th.    Examinations  begin  May  1st. 

Preliminary  Cowrse  of  Study, -^This  course  of  study  is  designed  to 
meet  the  wants  of  young  men  preparing  to  offer  themselves  to  be 
received  on  trial  for  the  Ministry.  It  embraces  all  the  subjects  pre- 
scribed for  the  preliminary  and  first  year's  examinations  of  the 
Methodist  Conference,  and  may  extend  over  one,  two,  or  three  years, 
according  to  the  circumstances  and  previous  attainments  of  the 
student.  The  Theological  parts  of  this  course  may  be  pursued  in 
connection  with  preparation  for  Matriculation  in  Arts.  Students  of 
this  class  will  be  admitted  only  on  certificates  from  their  quarterly 
meetings,  by  which  alone  they  can  be  finally  recommended  for  the 
work  of  the  Ministry. 

Beholarsh^s,  Bursaries,  and  Prizes  are  open  for  competition  to 
Theological  students  under  tlte  reg^ulations  established  by  the  Senate.

IJniybbsity  of  New  Bbtjnswioe. 

Classes  of  StudsTds. — ^There  are  four  Classes  of  students  recog^sed 
by  the  Act  establishing  the  University,  viz. :  (1)  Undergrciduaies,  who 
aie  regularly  matriculated,  and  undertake  the  whole  course  of  study 
required  for  the  degree  of  A.B.    This  course  extends  over  a  period  of

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three  7eai*8.  (2)  Students  in  Special  UndergraducUe  Courses,  irho  aie' 
matrictdated,  and  pursue  the  studies  necessary  for  the  diploma  in  such 
special  courses.  (3)  Partial  Students,  who  are  matriculated,  and 
attend  two  or  more  courses  of  lectures.  (4)  Occiuional  Stvdents,  who^ 
on  application  to  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to  a  particTikr 
course  or  courses  of  Lectures. 

^(^M9ton.»*Candidates  for  matriculation  as  underffraduaies  are 
required  to  present  themselyes  for  examination  on  or  before  the  third 
Thursday  in  September,  when  the  academical  year  commences.  In- 
tending candidates  are  required  to  forward  their  names  to  the  Pren- 
dent  at  least  a  week  previous  to  the  commencement.  Candidates  for 
matriculation  as  students  in  any  special  tmdergraduaie  course  are 
required  to  pass  examination  in  the  same  subjects  as  are  prescribed 
for  those  entering  the  General  Course,  omitting  the  Greek  and  Latin. 
Candidates  for  matriculation  as  partial  students,  are  required  to  pass 
such  an  examination  as  will  prove  that  they  are  qualified  to  make 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  classes  they  may  wish  to  join.  PersoDS 
desirous  of  entering  as  occasional  students,  must  apply  for  permissioii 
to  the  President,  and  procure  from  the  Registrar  tickets  of  admissiQa 
to  such  lectures  as  they  may  desire  to  attend. 

The  Matrictdaiion  examination  embraces  :  Classics — selected  por- 
tions of  two  Greek  authors,  e.g.,  four  chapters  of  Xenophon  and  about 
300  lines  of  Homer ;  and  of  three  Latin  authors,  e.g.,  Csesar,  Cicero 
(one  oration),  and  Yirgil  (one  book) ;  with  easy  translation  into  LatixL 
Honour  candidates  are  offered  more  advanced  authors,  with  tranalatioii 
from  books  not  prescribed.  MaiHiematics — ^Arithmetic,  including  vulgar 
and  decimal  fractions ;  Algebra,  to  quadratic  equations ;  and  Geometry, 
first  four  books  of  Euclid,  and  first  twelve  chapters  of  WormeIl*B 
Modem  Plane  Geometry.  Also  English  Language  (composition)  and 
History  and  Geography,  including  History  of  England  and  of  Canada, 
and  of  Greece  and  Borne. 

University  Terms  and  Lectures, — ^There  are  three  terms  for  academic 
exercises  in  each  year :  (1)  First,  or  Michaelmas,  term  begins  on  the 
third  Thursday  in  September,  and  ends  on  the  2l8t  of  December. 
(2)  Second,  or  Lent,  term  begins  on  the  5th  of  January,  and  ends  on  the 
Thursday  before  Easter.  (3)  Third,  or  Easter,  term  begins  on  the 
Wednesday  after  Easter,  and  ends  on  or  about  the  last  Thursday  in 
June. 

rV,  Degrees, — ^The  degrees  conferred  by  the  University  are  thoee  d 
Bachelor  and  ^faster  in  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  Doctor  of  Philo- 
sophy, Bachelor  and  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  and  Doctor  of  Laws. 

JSzeTcises  and  JExaminaUons  for  De^reea.^-Caiididates  for  the  degree 
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of  B.A.  are  required  to  attend  lectures  and  pasB  examinations  on  all 
the  subjects  of  the  ordinary  Underg^radnate  Gonrse,  except  in  those 
cases  in  whicli  the  Faculty,  in  consideration  of  peculiar  circumstances, 
shall  dispense  with  attendance  on  lectures.  Examinations  are  held  in 
ereiy  department  at  the  end  of  every  term.  Supplemental  examina- 
tions are  held  at  the  beginning  of  every  term  for  those  who  fail  to 
pass  the  ordinary  examinations.  An  examination,  known  as  the 
University  examination,  is  beld  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year  on 
all  the  subjects  of  study  prescribed  in  the  ordinary  course  for  each 
year.  A  Supplemental  examination  is  held  at  the  beginning  of  each 
academic  year  for  those  who  fail  in  not  more  than  two  subjects  at  the 
University  examination,  the  departments  of  Mathematics  and  Classics 
each  counting  as  two  subjects.  Failure  at  this  examination  involves 
the  loss  of  the  previous  academic  year. 

ExaminoHonsfar  Women. — ^1.  Candidates  will  be  admitted  to  a  first 
examination,  embracing  the  subjects  of  the  Matriculation  examina* 
tion.  French,  however,  may  be  substituted  for  Greek.  2.  Candidates 
wiU  be  admitted  to  a  further  or  second  examination,  embracing  the 
subjects  of  the  course  for  the  Freshman  year ;  but  Hygiene  and  the 
rudiments  of  Yegetable  and  ATiiuial  Physiology  and  Morphology  may 
be  substituted  for  Greek.  3.  Candidates  on  passing  each  of  the  above 
examinations  will  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  bearing  the  seal  of  the 
University.  4.  No  candidate  will  be  admitted  to  'the  first  examination 
unless  she  has  completed  the  fifteenth  year  of  her  age ;  nor  to  the 
second  examination  unless  she  has  completed  the  sixteenth  year  of  her 
age.  5.  Every  candidate  who  proposes  to  present  herself  at  an  exami- 
nation must  give  notice  of  her  intention  to  the  Registrar  of  the 
University  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  commencement  of  such 
examination ;  and  each  notice  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  3  dols. 
6.  Both  the  first  and  second  examinations  will  be  held  each  year  at  the 
University,  on  the  opening  of  the  term  in  September.  But  should  no 
fewer  than  four  candidates  have  given  timely  notice  of  their  wish  to 
be  examined  at  any  other  central  locality  in  the  Province,  the  Senate 
will  endeavour  to  make  such  arrangements  with  the  local  trustees  of 
schools,  or  others,  as  wiU  enable  them  to  hold  a  simultaneous  examina- 
tion  in  that  locality. 

The  Cowrte  of  Study  embraces  Classics,  Mathematics,  Natural 
Science,  English  Language  and  Literature,  English  Literature  and 
Logic,  Mental  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy,  French,  and  History, 
and  extends  over  three  years. 

Higher  Degrees. — ISo  one  is  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
(MjL)  until  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  degree  of 
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B. A. ;  nor  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfactoTy  examination  in  the  lugher 
Mathematics  and  the  Greek  and  Latin  Languages.  Nor  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  (Sc.B.)  nntil  six  years  from  the  degree  of  B.A.r 
nor  nntil  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  ChemiiBtry, 
Mechanical  Philosophy,  and  Natural  Science.  Nor  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  (PhJ).),  until  fiye  years  from  the  degree  of 
Sc.B. ;  nor  until  he  has  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  General 
Physics  and  Mental  Science.  Nor  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  (Hvil 
Law  (B.G.L.)  until  six  years  from  the  degree  of  B.A  ;  nor  until  he 
has  passed  such  examination  and  performed  such  exercises  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  President  and  the  Uniyersity  examiner  or  lecturer  in 
Civil  Law.  Nor  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  (D.OX.),  until 
five  years  from  the  degree  of  B.G.L. ;  nor  until  he  has  performed  sacli 
exercises  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  and  the  Univeisitj 
examiner  or  lecturer  in  Civil  Law.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Law$ 
(LL.D.)  is  regarded  as  strictly  honorary,  and  is  conferred  only  on  snch 
persons  as  the  Senate  may  consider  worthy  of  the  distinction.  N.B.— 
Candidates  for  any  degree  must,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
April,  send  to  the  President  a  written  notice  of  their  intention  to 
present  themselves  for  examination,  stating  the  subjects  on  which  they 
propose  to  be  examined. 

Medals,  Prizes,  and  Scholarships  include  gold  and  silver  medals  for 
special  proficiency.  Exemptions  from  fees  are  granted  to  any  one  in 
needy  circumstances  on  the  production  of  required  testimonials ;  and 
teachers  are  admitted  to  the  classes  free  of  charge.  Besides  a 
number  of  county  scholarships,  the  following  of  60  dols.  each,  and 
tenable  for  one  year,  are  annually  offered  for  competition  among  under- 
graduates who  hold  no  other  scholarship  from  the  University :  In  the 
Freshman  Year,  one  for  proficiency  in  Classics ;  in  the  Junior  Tear, 
one  for  proficiency  in  English  Language  and  Literature ;  in  the  Senior 
Year,  one  for  pi*oficiency  in  Mathematics.  No  candidate  is  awarded  a 
scholarship  in  any  department  unless  he  has  been  placed  in  the  first 
class  in  Honours  in  that  department. 

Fees. — Students  are  required  to  pay  the  following  fees  to  the 
University:  On  Matriculation,  2  dols.;  for  Tuition  (annnallj) 
22  dols.  50  cents. 

Board  and  Besidence,^^iTid.eiiiia  may  reside  either  in  College  or  in 
town  boarding-houses  approved  by  the  Faculty.  The  annual  average 
expenses  of  a  student  residing  in  College  are  as  follows :  Board  for 
forty  weeks,  at  3  dols.  per  week,  120  dols. ;  tuition  fees,  22  dols.  50  cents; 
text  books  (average),  9  dols. ;  subscription  for  library,  1  doL ;  for  plate, 
^  cents;   fuel  and  light,  13  dols.;   washing,  8  dols.;  gynmasium, 
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1  doL — ^175  dols.    Board  may  be  obtained  in  town  for  2  dols.  50  cents 
a  week  and  upwards. 

A  Collegiate  School,  established  in  connection  with  the  Uniyersity,  is 
8}>eciall7  designed  to  prepare  students  for  entering  college  life.  The 
indnsive  charge  is  200  dols.  per  annum. 

Kino's  CoLLEaE,  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia. 

Faculty  of  Arts, 

Candidates  for  Arts  degrees  must  pass  the  following  Matriculation 
examinaiion:  (1)  Classics;  Greek  and  Latin,  grammar  and  selected 
books,  with  prose  composition ;  (2)  Arithmetic ;  (3)  Algebra— ^first  fom* 
rules;  (4)  Euclid — ^first  two  books ;  (5)  English  Grammar;  (6)  English 
History;  (7)  GJeog^phy;  (8)  French  or  German. 

Matriculation  in  Engineering,  the  same  as  in  Arts,  with  the  omission 
of  the  Classical  subjects.  Attendance  at  lectures  is  compulsory  in  all 
faculties. 

Scholarships — Ten  Divinity,  of  £S0  annual  value,  each  tenable 
during  curriculum.  One  exhiMtion  of  £16  per  annum,  tenable  during 
curriculum ;  One  Hebrew  prize  of  £9 ;  the  Bishop's  prize  of  £20  in 
books ;  the  President's  prize  of  SO  dols. ;  the  Oenerdl  Williamis  prizes, 
three  of  60  dols.  each ;  the  Akins  Historical  prize  of  30  dols. ;  three 
Stevenson  scholarships  of  80  dols.  each,  tenable  for  two  years;  the 
CogsweU  Cricket  prize — the  interest  of  400  dols ;  the  Almon  Welsford 
TesHmonial — ^the  interest  of  400  dols.;  the  McCawley  scholarship — 
interest  of  a  fund  (amount  unstated  by  the  college).  Every  student  is 
required  to  undergo  terminal  examinations. 

Heaponaions, — ^All  Matriculated  students  must  pass  this  examination.

School  of  Civil  and  Mining  Engineering, 

The  course  for  degrees  extends  over  three  years,  but  under  certain 
circumstances  this  period  may  be  abridged  to  two,  and  even  one  year. 
The  first  University  examination  is  identical  in  some  respects  with 
Besponsions.    The  subjects  are :  English  Literature,  Mathematics,  and 
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FbiTBics.  The  Final  examinatioii  is  on — Engineering,  Mensuration, 
Leyelling  and  Mapping,  Mathematical  Physics,  Applied  Natunl 
Philosophy,  Ghemistiy,  Otology,  Mineralogy. 

The  Academical  year  begins  in  October,  and  contains  three  ieroB^ 
Michaelmas,  from  beginning  of  October  to  beginning  of  December; 
Lent,  from  beginning  of  January  to  Saturday  before  Palm  Simday; 
Easter,  from  Monday  after  Easter  Monday  to  last  Thursday  in  June. 

Fees,  &e. — ^Board  and  attendance — ^thirty-three  weeks  at  3  dols. 
20  cents. — 105  dols.  60  cents. ;  room  rent,  three  terms,  6  doU. ;  pew 
and  road,  2  dols. ;  fuel  and  light,  33  dols. ;  library,  5  dols. — ^151  dok 
60  cents.  Matriculation,  2  dols. ;  tuition — each  professor  per  tenui 
4  dols. ;  degree  of  B.A.,  12  dols. ;  degree  of  M.A.,  12  dols. ;  any  higher 
degree,  20  dols. 

Tenns^  Ac. — ^B.A. — ^twelve  terms'  standing,  nine  residence;  EE. 
—nine  terms'  residence,  which  may  be  reduced ;  M.A. — ^twenty  terms* 
standing;  B.G.L. — twenty  terms'  standing;  D.O.L. — ^thirty-tliree 
terms'  standing ;  B.D. — ten  years'  standing  from  time  of  taking  first 
degree ;  D.D. — ^fourteen  years'  standing  from  time  of  taking  first 
degree. 

School  of  Practical  Scibnce,  Pbotikcb  of  Ontabio. 

The  curriculum  extends  throughout  three  years.  There  are  three 
departments :  1.  Engineering ;  2.  Ohemistry ;  3.  Assaying  and  Mining 
Gkology. 

Fees. — 30  dols.  for  the  first  session;  40  dols.  for  the  second;  and 
50  dols.  for  the  third.  These  are  payable  in  two  instalments,  one  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term.

mnVEBSITIES  AND  COLLEGES  IN  AUSTRALIA  AND  NEW 

ZEALAND. 

University  of  Sydney ;  St.  PauVs  College;  St  John's  College;  St 
Andrew's  College — University  of  Melbov/me — University  of  New 
Zealand, 

Univbesity  of  Sydney. 

These  are  three  Facultiea — ^Arts,  Law,  and  Medicine,  In  Arts,  tlic 
degrees  granted  are  those  of  Bachelor  and  Master ;  in  Law,  those  of 
Ba^^elor  and  Doctor. 

The  academic  year  consists  of  three  terms — ^Trinity  term,  from  June 
to  August  indnsiye;  Michaelmas  term,  from  October  to  December 
inclnaiTe ;  Lent  term,  from  March  to  May  inclusive. 

MairiculaHon, — ^The  Matriculation  examination  takes  place  in  the 
early  part  of  Trinity  term ;  it  is  conducted  by  means  of  written  or 
printed  papers,  and  at  the  examiners'  discretion  by  viva  voce  questions. 
The  subjects  are :  Greek — selected  books  ;  Latin — selected  books ; 
TgngHtth — Grammar  and  Composition ;  Elementary  Chemistry,  Physics, 
or  Gkology ;  Arithmetic ;  Algebra,  to  simple  equations  inclusive ; 
Euclid,  book  i.  The  above  are  the  Poa^'*' subjects.  For  Honours  the 
examination  is  of  a  more  extended  character.  Any  candidate  for 
matriculation  may,  by  applying  to  the  examiners,  be  exempted  from 
examination  in  Greek. 

Candidates  for  degrees  during  their  first  year  attend  the  University 
lectures  on  the  following  subjects :  1.  Greek  Language  and  Litera- 
ture ;  2.  Latin  Language  and  Literature ;  3.  Mathematics ;  4.  Experi- 
mental Physics.  Ajid  during  their  second  year,  lectures  on :  1.  Greek 
Language  and  Literature;  2.  Latin  Language  and  Literature;  3. 
Mathematics;  4.  Natural  Philosophy;  5.  Chemistry;  6.  Geology. 
Candidates  for  the  B.A.  degree  during  their  third  year  attend  lectures 
on  two  of  the  xmdermentioned  divisions :    1.  Classical — Greek  and 
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Latin  Languages — ^Ancieat  History.  2.  Mathematical — ^Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy;  3.  Natural  Science — Chemistry,  Experi- 
mental Physics,  Practical  Chemistiy  and  Geology. 

If  a  candidate  satisfy  the  authorities  that  his  abilities  and  attain- 
ments are  such  as  to  enable  him  to  keep  up  with  the  usual  course  of 
study  at  the  Uniyersity  without  attendance  upon  lectures,  eoBempHan 
from  such  attendance  may  be  granted  him  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  year  at  any  one  time. 

Admission  ad  Eundem  Qradum. — Graduates  of  other  uniTersities 

approved  by  the  Senate  may  be  admitted  ad  eundem  gradum  without 

examination. 

Colleges. 

By  Act  of  Parliament  provision  is  made  for  the  foundation  of 
Colleges  within  the  University  in  connection  with  the  various  religioafi 
denominations,  in  which  students  of  the  University  may  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  residence,  instruction  in  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of 
their  respective  Churches,  and  tuition  supplementary  to  the  lectures 
of  the  public  professors. 

No  student  can  be  admitted  to  any  such  College  unless  he  imme- 
diately matriculates  in  the  University,  submits  to  its  discipline,  and 
attends  the  statutable  lectures ;  nor  can  he  continue  a  member  of  the 
College  longer  than  his  name  remains  upon  the  University  books. 

St.  Paul's  Coulege ^{Anglican). — In  addition,  to  the  several  Uni- 
versity scholarships,  which  are  open  alike  to  all  members  of  the 
University,  two  scholarships,  of  the  value  of  £25  each  per  annum, 
are  given  by  the  Lay  Fellows,  intended  for  resident  students  desirous 
of  taking  Holy  Orders,  and  are  tenable  for  three  years.  There  is  also 
an  annual  scholarship,  called  the  Edward  AspinaU  scholarship,  of  the 
value  of  £25,  open  to  students  of  the  second  year,  tenable  by  either  a 
resident  or  non-resident  student ;  and  another  called  the  Kemp  scholar- 
ship, value  about  £20  per  annum,  tenable  for  one  year  by  the  best 
matriculant  entering  the  College  in  June. 

St.  John's  College  {Bom^n  Catholic). — This  institution  oestows 
one  scholarship  of  £50  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  an  eccle- 
siastical student;  one  of  £50,  open  to  newly  matriculated  students; 
and  one  of  £50,  open  to  resident  and  non-resident  students  who  hare 
passed  the  first  year's  examination  in  the  First  or  Second  Class. 

St.  Andbew's  College  {Presbyterian). — Scholarships :  One  of  £50, 
tenable  for  one  year ;  one  of  £50,  tenable  for  three  years ;  one  of  £50, 
tenable  for  three  years,  open  to  students  for  the  Ministiy ;  and  one  of 
£50,  open  to  students  from  any  of  the  public  schools  in  Illawarra. 

University  Scholarships  and  Prites.-^Wentworth  TraveUing  felUm* 
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ship,  for  a  graduate  in  Arts,  tenable  three  years,  interest  of  £916; 
seholarshipB  of  £50  each,  for  one  year,  in  Natural  Science,  Mathe- 
matics, Chemistry,  and  Experimental  Physics,  and  Classical  Litera- 
tmie ;  of  £25,  for  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  LL.D. ;  of  £100,  for 
three  years,  for  a  graduate  in  Arts  qualified  by  residence ;  of  £50,  for 
three  years,  in  general  proficiency ;  of  £25,  for  two  years,  in  Theoretical 
and  Practical  Chemistry ;  of  £50  for  ecclesiastical  students ;  cadetakip 
in  the  Boyal  Military  CoUege,  for  a  graduate ;  a  grammar  school  exhU 
ifUion  of  £25  for  three  years ;  Grovei'nment  Training  School  exhibitions, 
£30,  £40,  £50,  for  three  years ;  eight  bursaries  of  £50,  one  of  £25,  for 
three  years,  with  exemptions  from  fees,  for  graduates  in  Arts ;  one  of 
£50  for  sons  of  Ministers  of  religion;  one  of  £50  for  a  student  unable 
to  pay  the  college  pension ;  medals  in  special  subjects ;  prizes  of  £20 
and  £10  for  distinctions  in  examination  for  women ;  of  £5  in  special 
sabjects  at  the  college  examination. 

Fees. — ^Matriculation,  £2 ;  undergraduates  exempted  from  attendance 
on  lectures,  when  presenting  themselyes  for  yearly  examination,  £2 ; 
for  B.A.  degree,  £3  ;  for  ML  A.  degree,  £3 ;  for  LL.B.  degree,  £10 ;  for 
LL.D.  degree,  £10  (if  not  a  B.A.  in  ordinary  course  there  is  an  extra 
fee  of  £2);  for  admission  ad  eundem  gradum,  £5  58.;  for  entering 
name  on  books,  £2;  Matriculation,  £2.  Lecture  fees:  Classics,  £2  28 ; 
Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  £2  28. ;  Chemistry,  £3  3s. ;  Experi- 
mental Physics,  £3  38. 

Appointments  in  the  Civil  Service, — ^Examinations  for  this  purpose  are 
held  in  rudimentary  education. 

Admission  to  the  Profession  of  Solicitor. — Examinations  for  this 
purpose  are  similar  to  those  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  under  like 
conditions.  Preliminary  examinations  for  Articled  Clerks  are  held  in 
March,  July,  and  October;  the  subjects  are  the  same  as  for  the  Matri- 
culation examination.  The  clerk  must  be  articled  for  five  years,  or,  if 
a  graduate,  for  three  years,  and  he  must  pass  two  Intermediate 
examinations  in  History  and  Law  respectively. 

Admission  to  the  Bar.*— Two  undergraduate  years  excuses  from 
examination  in  Classics  and  Mathematics,  to  which,  however,  other 
candidates  are  subject.  Latin  Classics  and  Logic,  or  Latin  Classics, 
and  the  French  Language  and  Literature,  go  to  dispense  with  Greek. 
Bistory  includes  Hallam's  Constitutional  History  and  selections  from 
Middle  Ages,  Creasy  on  the  Constitution,  and  Stephen's  Commentaries 
(introduction  and  concluding  chapter).  Yearly  examinations  are  held 
in  the  subjects  of  the  undergraduate  course  upon  which  lectures  have 
been  £^ven  during  the  year.  Undergraduates  of  other  universities 
may  be  admitted  ad  eundem  8t(xtum. 
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Bachelor  of  Arts. — ^The  examination  for  this  defpree  takes  place  once 
a  year  at  the  beginning  of  Trinity  term.  No  candidate  can  be 
admitted  nnlesB  be  be  of  nine  terms'  standing,  and  has  passed  all  the 
examinations  required  since  bis  admission  to  tbe  Uniyersity.  The 
examination  is  both  written  and  oraL  Every  candidate  must  pass  in 
two  at  least  of  the  undermentioned  divisions :  (1)  Glassical — Greek 
and  Latin  languages,  Ancient  History;  (2)  Mathematical — ^Mathe- 
matics, and  Natural  Philosophy;  (3)  Natural  Science — Chemistiy, 
Experimental  Physics,  Practical  Ohemistry,  and  Geology.  Special 
papers  are  set  for  Honou/ra  in  each  of  these  divisions. 

Master  of  Arte, — There  is  a  yearly  examination  for  this  degree. 
Every  candidate  must  have  previously  obtained  the  degree  of  BJl, 
and  two  years  must  have  elapsed  since  the  time  of  his  examination  for 
such  degree.  Candidates  must  elect  to  be  examined  in  one  or  more  of 
the  following  branches  of  knowledge:  (1)  Classical  Philology  and 
History ;  (2)  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy  ;  (3)  Log^c,  Moral, 
Mental,  Natural  Philosophy ;  Natural  Science.  The  Senate  may  at  its 
discretion  admit  to  examination  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  anj 
person  who  shall  have  obtained,  at  least  two  years  previously,  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  equivalent  first  degree  in  Arts  in  mj 
other  University  approved  by  the  Senate.  Scholarehipe  are  awarded 
after  examination  as  the  Senate  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. 

Bachelor  of  Laws, — ^Every  candidate  must  have,  taken  the  degree  of 
B.A.,  or  some  equivalent  degree,  at  least  one  year  previously  in  this  or 
some  other  university  approved  by  the  Senate.  The  subjects  of 
examination  are — (1)  B^man,  Civil,  and  International  Law;  (2i 
Constitutional  History  and  Constitutional  Law  of  England;  (3) 
General  Law  of  England. 

Doctor  of  Laws. — ^This  degree  is  not  conferred  until  after  the  ex- 
piration of  two  years  from  the  granting  of  the  LL.B.  degree.  Evoy 
candidate  is  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  Civil  Law  in  the 
origpaial  Latin,  with  especial  reference  to  such  particular  works  as  the 
examiners  may  from  time  to  time  determine.  The  Senate  has  power 
to  admit  to  examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.  any  person  who  shall 
have  obtained,  at  least  two  years  previously,  the  degree  of  LL.B.  at 
any  other  university  approved  by  the  Senate,  and  who  shall  hare 
completed  his  twenty-seventh  year,  and  shall  also  have  obtained  tbe 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  an  equivalent  first  d^^ree  in  Arts,atanj 
such  university,  as  shall  pass  an  examination  similar  to  that  prescribed 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  this  University.

Mann's  Ancient  Law.    2.  Constitutional  Law  z  Beam's  Gk>veminentol

menty  Grown  remedies  and  liabilities.  Municipal  Corporations.  3.  In- 
terfuUional  Law :  The  Laws  of  Allegiance,  of  Aliens,  of  Naturalisation, 
of  'Extradition;  the  rights  and  duties  of  Nations  in  times  of  Peace  and 
in  times  of  War ;  the  Principles  of  Priyate  International  and  Inter- 
colonial Law. 

IJniyebsitt  of  Melbourne. 

The  academical  year  is  divided  into  three  terms — ^namely,  the  Feb- 
mary  term,  commencing  on  the  9th  Monday  in  the  year  and  ending  on 
the  Saturday  before  the  23rd  Monday;  the  July  term,  commencing  on 
the  26th  Monday  and  ending  on  the  Saturday  before  the  34ith  Monday ; 
the  October  term,  commencing  on  the  36th  Monday  and  ending  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  4i9th  Monday.  No  person  can  be  permitted  to 
matriculate  imder  the  age  of  fifteen.  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  not  less 
than  two  years'  standing  and  Bachelors  of  Laws  of  not  less  than  three 
yeaj:^'  may  be  admitted  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arfcs  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  Students  of  any  college  affiliated  to  the  Uniyersity  may  be 
allowed  credit  for  attendance  on  such  of  the  courses  of  lectures  in  that 
college  as  shall  be  recognised  in  the  Statute  of  Affiliation.  Graduates 
of  recognised  universities  are  admitted  ad  eundem  gradwn. 

Fees. — ^Matriculation,  10s. ;  for  each  subject  of  examination  selected 
by  the  candidate  at  any  such  examination,  5s. ;  for  attendance  on  any 
number  of  courses  of  lectures,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  for 
examination  in  the  subjects  thereof  within  six  months  from  the  con- 
dnsion  of  the  course — ^f or  each  course,  £3 ;  for  attendance  upon  any 
coarse  of  lectures  by  any  lecturer  in  Law  or  Engineering,  and  for 
examination  in  the  subjects  thereof  within  six  months  from  the  con- 
clusion of  the  course,  £12 ;  for  each  year  for  the  degree  of  LL.B., 
£24 ;  for  examination  for  the  degree  of  LL.D.,  £12 ;  fee  payable  by 
non-matriculated  students  for  any  attendance  on  lectures,  or  for  any 
examination  other  than  the  matriculation  examination — ^the  fee  pay- 
able in  the  Uke  case  by  matriculated  students,  with  the  addition  of  one- 
fourth.  For  certificaies  and  degrees :  For  certificate  of  any  examina- 
tion prescribed  for  matriculation  or  for  the  completion  of  any  yeai*, 
2s.  6d.;  for  any  other  certificate  of  examination,  with  or  without 
attendance  on  lectures,  10s.  6d. ;  for  certificate  of  Engineering,  £5 ;

The  subjects  of  the  Matriculation  examination  are  :  Greek,  Latin, 
English,  French,  German,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid,  Histoiy, 
Geography.     Candidates  must  pass  in  six  of  these  subjects. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall,  subsequentlj  to 
their  nmtriculation,  pass  three  examinations  and  complete  three  years. 

The  subjects  of  the  First  examination  are :  Junior  or  Senior  Greek, 
Junior  or  Senior  Latin,  Lower  Mathematics,  Upper  Mathematics, 
Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Botany,  Deductive  Logic,  Ancient  History. 
Candidates  who  at  the  First  examination  shall  have  passed  in  Greek 
and  Latin  and  in  three  other  subjects  shall  thereby  complete  their 
first  year. 

The  subjects  of  the  Second  examinaJtion  are :  Junior  Greek  or  Senior 
Greek,  Junior  Latin  or  Senior  Latin,  English  Language  and  Litera- 
ture, Advanced  Mathematics,  Elementary  Natural  Philosophy,  Com- 
parative Anatomy  and  Zoology,  History  of  the  British  Empire  (part  i.) 
Candidates  who  at  the  Second  examination  pass  in  any  five  subjects 
thereby  complete  their  second  year. 

The  subjects  of  the  Third  examinaJtion  are :  Senior  Greek,  Senior 
Latin,  Advanced  Mathematics,  Mixed  Mathematics,  Advanced  Natural 
Philosophy,  G^logy,  and  Palseontology,  History  of  the  British  Em- 
pire (part  ii.).  Political  Economy,  Liduotive  Log^c.  Candidates  who 
pass  in  any  four  subjects  thereby  complete  their  third  year,  and  maj 
be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Bachelors  of  Laws  may  present  themselves  for  the  Third  examination 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  any  two  subjects  prescribed  for 
that  examination  other  than  the  subjects  passed  by  them  in  the  cohtbc 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  after  passing  in  these  subjecta 
may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  subjects  of  examination  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  are 
divided  into  four  schools:  (1)  Language  and  Logic;  (2)  Mathematica 
and  Physics;  (3)  Natural  Science ;  (4)  History  and  Political  Economy; 
in  any  one  of  which  a  candidate  may  pass.  Candidates  must  be 
Bachelors  of  Arts  of  at  least  one  year's  standing. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  must,  subsequentlj  to 
their  matriculation,  pass  four  examinations  and  complete  four  yeara. 

The  subjects  of  the  First  examination  are :  Junior  Greek  or  Senior 
Greek,  Junior  Latin  or  Senior  Latin,  Lower  Mathematics,  Upper 
Mathematics,  Ancient  History,  Deductive  Logic.  Candidates  who 
pass  in  Greek  and  Latin  and  in  two  other  subjects  thereby  complete 
their  first  year. 
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The  subjects  of  the  Second  examination  are :  Jurispmdence,  English 
Ijangoage  and  Literature,  History  of  the  British  Empire  (part  i.)r 
Political  Economy,  Inductive  Logic.  Candidates  who  pass  in  Juris- 
prudence and  three  other  subjects  thereby  complete  their  second  year. 

The  subjects  of  the  Third  ezamination  ajce :  Boman  Law,  Constitu- 
tional Law,  the  Law  of  Property,  Law  of  Obligations. 

The  subjects  of  the  Fourth  examination  are :  Litemational  Law,  the 
I^aw  of  Wrongs  (Civil  and  Criminal),  the  Law  of  Procedure. 

Candidates  who  pass  these  several  examinations  may  be  admitted  to 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws.  Bachelors  of  Arts  candidates  for  the 
d^ree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  are  taken  to  have  completed  their  first  two 
years  of  the  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  but  Juris- 
prudence must  form  one  of  the  subjects  of  the  Third  examination  in 
addition  to  the  subjects  prescribed. 

The  subjects  of  examination  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  are : 
Boman  Law,  Jurisprudence,  the  Principles  of  Legislation.  Candi- 
dates must  be  Bachelors  of  Laws  of  at  least  two  years'  standing. 

Candidates  for  the  certificate  of  Engineer  must,  after  matriculation^ 
pass  three  examinations  and  complete  three  years.  The  subjects  of  the 
First  examination  are:  Lower  Mathematics,  Chemistry  and  Mine- 
ralogy, Practical  Mensuration,  Surface  and  Mining  Surveying  and 
Levelling,  Drawing  and  Mapping.  Candidates  who  pass  in  these 
subjects  thereby  complete  their  first  year.  The  subjects  of  the  Second 
examination  are  :  Elementary  Natural  Philosophy,  Geology,  excluding 
Palssontology,  Practical  Chemistry,  Advanced  Surveying,  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Descriptive  Greometry,  Upper  Mathematics  or  Advanced 
Mathematics.  Candidates  who  pass  in  these  subjects  thereby  com- 
plete tlieir  second  year.  The  subjects  of  the  Third  examination  are  : 
Group  1.  Advanced  Natural  Philosophy,  Applied  Mechanics,  the  Law 
of  Contracts ;  Group  2.  Metallurgy,  Mining,  Mining  Law ;  Group  3. 
CivO.  Engineering,  including  Architecture.  Candidates  must  produce 
evidence  of  having  been  engaged  during  twelve  months  in  acquiring 
and  of  having  acquired  a  practical  knowledge  of  miuiTig  imder  a 
mining  manager  or  of  civH  engineering  under  an  engineer  in  charge  of 
works.  Candidates  who  pass  in  the  first  of  the  above-mentioned 
groups  and  in  either  the  second  or  the  third,  and  who  produce  the 
certificate  mentioned  above,  have  completed  their  third  year.  The 
certificate  of  Engineer  specifies  the  branch  of  Engineering  for  which 
it  is  granted.  Candidates  who  have  obtained  the  certificate  in  either 
branch  may,  on  passing  in  the  subjects  of  the  special  third  year  group 
(either  2  or  3)  prescribed  for  the  other  branch,  receive  the  certificate 
for  that  branch. 
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Attendance  on  lectures  is  compidsorj. 

Honours  examinatione  are  held  in  all  the  subjects  of  stadj. 

Scholarships, — A  sum  not  exceeding  £36  is  annuaUj  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  prizes  of  books.  There  are  three  exhibitions  of  £25  each 
and  twelve  of  £30 ;  and  eight  scholarships  each  of  £45  a  year,  tenable 
for  two  jears.  The  ShaJeespeare  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of  £50  a 
year,  tenable  for  three  years ;  it  is  open  to  all  Bachelors  of  Arts  of 
not  more  than  six  terms'  standing  from  the  date  of  their  Final  exami- 
nation. The  examination  is  in  connection  with  the  works  of  Shake- 
8X>eare.  The  Engineering  scholarship  is  of  the  value  of  £45  per  annum, 
tenable  for  two  years.  The  BtauoeU  exhibition  is  of  the  value  of  £30 
per  annum,  tenable  for  two  years.  The  Bowen  prize  consists  of  a 
medal  or  books,  as  the  Council  may  from  tim6  to  time  direct.  The 
Dtoight  prizes  are  of  the  value  (about)  of  £25  a  year  each. 

There  is  an  examination  in  the  subjects  of  Law  from  time  to  time 
prescribed  by  the  Grovemor  in  Council  for  candidates  for  admission  to 
the  Professional  division  of  the  Civil  Service  in  the  Departments  of 
the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown. 

Uniyebsitt  of  New  Zealand. 

All  graduates  of  the  Home  or  Austi'alian  Universities  may  be 
admitted  to  ad  eundem  degrees. 

Scholarships,  &e. — ^There  are  scholarships  of  two  kinda— Junior  and 
Senior — of  the  annual  value  of  £45  and  £60  respectively;  their 
number  is  fixed  annually  by  the  Senate.  Junior  scholarships  are  open 
to  persons  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one^ 

The  subjects  of  the  MatriculaHon  examinaUon  are :  Latin,  Englid)i 
Arithmetic,  and  three  of  the  following:  Greek,  French,  German, 
Italii^,  Algebra,  Euclid,  History,  Geography,  Elementary  Chemistryi 
Elementary  Physics,  Elementary  Natural  Science. 

There .  are  educational  institutions  affiliated  to  the  University  at 
certain  centres  throughout  the  island,  and  candidates  for  degrees  must 
attend  the  annual  examinations  of  some  one  such  body ;  residence  is 
not  compulsory,  nor  is  attendance  on  lectures  if  the  candidate  can 
show  that  he  is  tmable  by  reason  of  his  occupation  to  avail  himself  of 
the  advantages  they  offer. 

For  the  degree  of  B.A,  a  curriculum  of  three  years  is  required.  He 
subjects  of  examination  are :  1.  Greek  Language  and  Literature ;  2. 
Latin  Language  and  Literature;  3.  English  Language  and  Litera- 
ture ;  4.  Modem  Languages  and  Literature ;  5.  General  History  and 
Political  Economy;  6.  Jurisprudence  and  Constitutional  History;  7. 
Mathematics;  8.  Physical  Science,  to  include  (a)  Heat  and  Eadiant 
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Heat,  and  (6)  Sound  and  Light,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  candidate. 
Electricity  and  Magnetism ;  9.  Chemistry;  10.  Natural  Science,  any 
one  of  the  following  branches^a)  [Geology  and  Mineralogy,  (&) 
Zoology,  (e)  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  (c^)  Botany,  11.  Mental  Science. 
Five  of  the  abore  subjects  must  be  passed  in,  including  Latin  and 
Mathematics. 

Candidates  for  the  M.A,  degree  must  have  taken  the  Bachelorship 
at  least  one  year  preyiously.  The  subjects  are:  1.  Languages  and 
Literature,  any  two  of  the  following  sub-divisions :   (a)   Greek,  (h)

Latin,  (c)  English,  (d)  two  modem  languages  other  than  English. 
2.  Political  Science,  including  General  History,  Political  Economy, 
Jurisprudence,  and  Constitutional  History.  3.  Mathematics  and 
Mathematical  Physics.  4.  Chemistry  and  Experimental  Physics.  5. 
Xatnral  Science.    6.  Mental  Science. 

Degrees  in  Law, — ^The  curriculum  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
hi  of  four  years'  duration.  Candidates  must  pass  three  Uniyersity 
examinations,  one  at  the  end  of  their  second  or  any  subsequent  year, 
the  subjects  of  which  are :  1.  Roman  Law ;  2.  English  Law  on  (a) 
Personal  Bights,  (5)  Bights  of  Property,  (c)  Bights  in  Private  Bela- 
tions.  The  third  examination  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  or  any  subse- 
quent year  embi'aces :  (1)  International  Law ;  (2)  English  Law  on  (a) 
Public  Bights,  (&)  Wrongs  (Civil  and  Criminal).  In  the  event  of  a 
candidate  being  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  the  University,  either  by  exami- 
nation or  ad  eundem,  the  curriculum  may  be  dispensed  with,  and  the 
degree  granted  on  the  examination  being  passed. 

The  subjects  of  examination  for  the  Doctorate  of  Laws  are :  1.  Boman 
Law ;  2.  Jurisprudence ;  3.  The  Principles  of  Legislation.  No  can- 
didate can  be  admitted  to  the  LL.D.  examination  until  the  examina- 
tion of  the  second  year  following  that  in  which  he  has  passed  for  the 
degree  of  LL.B. 

Degrees  in  Music, — ^A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music 
must  declare  at  the  time  of  matriculation  his  intention  of  proceeding 
to  that  degree,  and  must  also  produce  evidence  that  he  has  been 
studying  or  practising  Music,  whether  in  New  Zealand  or  elsewhere, 
for  four  years.  A  Bachelor  of  Music  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  must  produce  a  similar  certificate  for  five  years  from  admis- 
sion to  his  present  degree.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.  Mus.  are 
required  to  pass  an  examination  in  each  year  in  Music  only.  To 
obviate  difficulties  arising  from  difference  of  opinion  amongst  Masters 
in  Harmony,  the  examiners  will  accept  as  correct  all  answers  given  in 
accordance  with  any  standard  work  on  Harmony.  The  books  recom- 
mended for  study  are :  Sir  Frederick  Ouseley's  **  Harmony,  Canon,  and

writing.  A  Bachelor  of  Music  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  must  pass  an  examination  conducted  in  writing.  A  student 
who  has  taken  his  degree  in  Arts  in  the  Universitj  may  proceed  to  * 
Mus.  B.  degree,  though  he  may  not  have  declared  his  intention  at  the 
time  of  his  matriculation.

UNIVERSITIES  IN  INDIA. 

Vmveraity  of  Bombay — University  of  Madras — University  of  Calcutta. 

Uniyebsity  of  Bombay. 

There  are  two  teiiuB  in  each  year.  Terms  must  be  kept  by  attending 
for  a  prescribed  nimiber  of  days  at  one  or  more  of  the  institutions  or 
colleges  recognised  by  the  University.  For  the  first  term  ninety  days 
attendance  is  prescribed ;  and  for  the  second  term,  in  the  Faculties  of 
Arts  and  Engineering,  eighty  days.  But  if  an  undergi*aduate  has 
after  his  matriculation  attended  sixty  days  during  that  same  term  in 
which  he  has  matricidated,  he  will  be  held  to  have  kept  that  term. 

Faculty  of  Arts, 

Candidates  for  the  Maii'icuUUion  examination  must  be  sixteen  years 
of  age.  The  subjects  are :  (1)  English.  (2)  One  of  the  following : 
Sanskrit,  Greek,  Latin,  Hebrew,  Arabic,  Portuguese,  Marothi,  Gujarati, 
Caoarese,  Hindustani,  Persian,  Sindhi.  This  list  is  liable  to  alteration. 
No  information  as  to  particular  books  is  given  beforehand.  (3)  Arith- 
metic. (4)  Algebra,  to  simple  equations  inclusive.  (5)  First  four  books 
i  Euclid  with  deductions.  (6)  Elementary  History  and  Geography. 
7)  Elementary  knowledge  of  (a)  the  Mechanical  powers ;  {b)  the  Laws 
of  Chemical  Combination;  the  Chemistry  of  Air,  Land,  and  Water 
*ad  the  Phenomena  of  Combustion ;  (c)  the  Colour  System. 

Candidates  having  matriculated,  will  be  required  to  pass  the  First 
^^<nninaiion  in  Arts.  The  subjects  are:  (1)  Languages — ^Native  and 
Classical ;  (2)  Mathematics— Algebra,  Euclid  and  Plane  Trigonometry ; 
(3)  Logic ;  (4)  History — ^Ancient  and  Modem ;  (5)  (a)  Analytical 
Geometry,  or  (b)  Chemistry,  Heat,  and  Electricity,  or  (c)  some  other 
"ubject  fixed  by  the  authorities  beforehand. 

^he  Final  examinaHon  for  the  Bachelorship  includes:  (1)  Languages. 
(I)  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy.   (3)  Three  of  the  following,

Candidates  for  the  Firet  examination  must  be  matriculated  and  have 
kept  four  terms  in  a  school  or  College  of  Civil  Engineering  recognised 
by  the  University  of  Bombay.  The  fee  is  5  Bs.  The  subjects  are : 
Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Euclid,  Plane  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sectionis, 
Analytical  Geometry,  Mathematical  Physics,  Experimental  and  Natural 
Science,  Engineering,  Engineering  I>rawing,  &c. 

The  Final  examination  embraces:  Mathematics,  Applied  Mathe- 
matics, Exi>erimental  and  Natural  Science,  Architecture,  Engineering, 
Engineering  Drawing. 

The  degree  of  Master  is  granted  only  to  Bachelors  of  Arts  of 

Bombay  or  some  university  recognised  by  it.    The  fee  is  50  Bs.    The 

examination  has  reference  to  the  candidate's  practical  work  during  the 

two  preceding  years. 

Scholarships,  &c. 

Amongst  these  are :  (1)  Mvmguldass  Nathoohhoy's  Travelling  feUow- 
ship.  This  is  open  to  all  graduates  of  Bombay  University  beizig

NOTES  ON  THE  CONTINENTAL  UNIVEB8ITIE8. 

France  — Austria'Sungary  —  Germany  —  Italy  —  Russia  —  Spain  — 
SwUzerlaTid — the  Netherlands — Finland-^Turhey. 

FSANCE. 

CoiXEQE  OF  France. — **  The  College  of  France  is  an  establisliment 
for  Buperior  instraction  where  the  courses  are  public  and  gratuitous. 
It  confers  neither  a  diploma  nor  uniyersity  title — that  is  to  say,  a 
degree." 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of  the  U.S.  Commissioner  of 
Education : 

The  fonndaiion  of  this  great  institation  ooineided  with  the  eztensiTe  moye- 
sent  in  the  sixteenth  oentnzy  which  placed  the  study  of  ftzts,  icieDoes,  and 
lettera  on  a  new  baaia.  The  UniTersity  of  Paris,  which  was  still  penetrated 
with  the  old  scholastic  spirit,  and  under  the  control  of  theologians,  showed  itself 
more  than  eyer  hostile  to  changes.  It  excluded  Hebrew,  Greek,  and  all  other 
hnmches  from  which  the  partisans  of  the  reform  moyement  deriyed  the  spirit  of 
oritioism  and  free  inqoiry.  The  Uniyersity  was,  therefore,  opposed  to  the 
eollege  created  by  Francois  I.,  and  need  all  means  to  hinder  its  deyelopment. 
After  great  efforts  by  the  Uniyersity,  the  Boyal  College  was  placed  under  its 
jorisdiotion.  The  college  professors  continned  to  instmct  gratuitonaly,  but 
they  had  no  authority  to  confer  degrees.  The  number  of  diairs  increased,  how- 
eyer,  to  such  an  extent  that  law,  medicine,  anatomy,  the  sciences  and  lettera, 
were  repreaented  in  the  college  with  a  liberty  which  was  nnknown  in  the  facultiea. 
Thia  liberty  is  still  to-day  the  mie  in  the  College  of  France,  which  has  been 
entirely  separate  from  the  Uniyersity  of  Fiance  since  the  beginning  of  the 
preaent  centuy.  From  1871  to  1878  seyen  new  chairs  were  created,  and  the 
aalaries  of  the  professors  haye  been  raised  from  1500  dols.  to  2000  dds. 

AUSTBIA-HUKOABY. 

AvsTBiA. — ^In  1879  the  Uniyersity  of  Vienna  had  257  professors  and 
3609  students;  Gratz,  94  professors  and  743  students. 
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HuNOABY. — The  Univereity  of  Budapesth  has  the  four  Faculties  of 
Theology,  Law,  Medicine,  and  Philosophy,  while  Klausenburg  has  only 
the  three  latter  Faculties.  Budapesth  had,  in  1878,  7  classes  of 
Theology,  37  of  Law,  47  of  Medicine,  and  73  of  Philosophy,  the 
number  of  students  being  2717.  Ellausenburg,  in  1877,  had  111  pro- 
fessors and  363  students.  All  the  Schools  of  Theology,  including  the 
Budapesth  Faculty,  are  under  the  control  of  the  respectiye  religious 
denominations.

Subjoined  is  a  copy  of  the  Gk)Yernment  report : 

In  compUanoe  with  your  request,  enclosed  is  » list  of  the  Italian  UniTersitiet 
and  Saperior  Institutes  whioh  confer  diplomas  in  Medidne  and  Snrgeiy.  Is 
regard  to  jonr  inqnizy  whether  foreigners  qnalifled  elsewhere  are  entitied  to 
exercise  their  profession  in  Italy,  I  beg  to  inform  yon  that^  aooording  to  the 
Law  Casati,  sll  examinations  made  and  degrees  obtained  ontside  our  kingdoa 
are  utterly  yalneless,  except  in  special  cases  of  the  law.  Notwithsiandinf 
this,  those  who  haye  acquired  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  any  of  the  foreign  UniTsr- 
sities  of  high  standing,  and  can  prove  to  have  suocessf  ally  passed  the  neeeswy 
examinations,  are  entitled  to  dispense  with  the  special  ones,  and  maybe  sdmitttd 
to  the  general  examinations  for  the  grade  to  which  th^  aspire.  As  for  thoso 
who  have  gained  well  merited  honours,  and  are  exceptionally  skilled  in  tbsir 
special  profession,  they  may  be  allowed  to  dispense  even  with  the  Geontl 
examination,  but  this  concession  can  only  be  granted  on  obtaining  the  approval 
of  the  Superior  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  it  will  then  be  ssnctioD«d 
by  Boyal  decree. 

The  students  who  can  certify  to  hare  passed  in  any  of  the  undermentioned  Uai- 
▼ersities  one  or  more  of  the  courses  corresponding  with  those  prescribed  in  ths 
Law  Casati  may  be  admitted  to  the  relatlYe  examinations  without  fvthv 
trouble.* 

Russia.

I  b*Te  tbe  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  reqnetting  to  be 
fumuhed  with  information  as  to  the  Bneaian  UniTerdtiei,  and  in  aocordanoo 
with  your  reqneet  I  beg  to  inform  yon  of  the  following  facta  : 

The  namee  of  the  UniTersitiefl  of  this  country  are:  St.  Petersburg, 
MoBcow,  Eieff,  Kharkoff,  Kasan,  Odessa,  Dorpat,  Warsaw,  and  Helsingfors. 

The  laws  affecting  the  practice  of  Dental,  Yeterinaxy,  and  Fharmaoeatical 
Science  are  quite  determinate  in  Bossia  and  inolnded  in  the  Imperial  Code,  as 
well  as  the  laws  affecting  Medical  practice.  A  short  and  compendions  enumera- 
tion of  these  laws  is  impossible,  because  the  statutes  relating  to  the  matter  are 
very  nmnerons  and  complicated.  The  information  that  I  can  give  you  is  only 
that  eretyone  is  obliged  to  pass  a  regular  examination  in  a  Bussian  UniTcrsity, 
to  have  a  quaUfioation  to  practice  in  this  oountiy.  No  corporations,  universities 
ezospted,  are  able  to  distribute  degrees  or  diplomas  in  those  sciences. 

There  is  only  one  special  College  for  military  physicians  and  surgeons  in 
St.  Petersburg,  but  in  some  other  towns  of  Bussia  are  many  Lower  Surgeon 
Collages  and  also  four  Colleges  for  Veterinary  Sciences  (at  Dorpat,  Kharkoff, 
Kaian,  and  Warsaw). 

The  laws  affecting  the  Practice  of  Women  are  not  yet  determinate,  as  that 
kind  of  feminine  profession  is  rery  recent.  At  St.  Petersburg  is  a  College  for 
Women  Physicians,  and  in  some  other  towns  are  a  few  lower  colleges  of  that 
kind  for  women  studying  medical  science. 

Foreign  degrees  and  diplomas  do  not  give  any  rights  and  privileges  in 
Bossia^  and  foreign  physicians  are  obliged  to  pass  an  examination  at  an  unirer- 
aity  of  this  country. 

The  aame  rules  exiat  in  Bussia  in  regard  to  all  other  faculties  and  umveraity 
atadies. 

The  Umyersities  are:  St.  Petersburg,  with  1901  students  (a.d. 
1877) ;  Moscow,  with  1509 ;  Kharkof ,  481 ;  Kazan,  536 ;  Kief,  667 ; 
Odessa,  372;  Dorpat,  786;  Warsaw,  546. 

Spain* 

The  Unlyersities  are :  Madiid,  6672  students  (a.d.  1878) ;  Barcelona, 
2459;  Granada,  1225;  (Medo,  216;  Salamanca,  372;  Santiago,  779; 
Seville,  1382 ;  Valencia,  2118 ;  Valladolid,  880 ;  Saragossa,  771.  The 
llniversities  are  supported  by  the  State,  which  also  collects  the  fees. 
Exceptions  to  this  rule  ai-e  the  Faculties  of  Sciences  and  Medicine  at 
Salamanca  and  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Seville,  which  are  sup- 
ported by  their  respective  municipalities  and  provinces.  All  the 
Uiuversities  have  a  complete  Faculty  of  Law,  and  aU,  except  Oviedo, 
^^e   a   Faculty    of   Medicine.    Madrid,   Barcelona,    Granada,    and

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Santiago  have  Faculties  of  Pharmacy.  Each  University,  except 
Oviedo,  has  a  Faculty  of  Sciences.  Faculties  of  Philosophy  and 
Xietters  are  found  in  all  the  Universities.  All  the  Universities  confer 
degrees  of  Licentiate,  but  Madrid  alone  is  authorised  to  confer  the 
degree  of  Doctor.  Theology  is  not  taught  in  any  Spanish  Universitj. 
but  in  seminaries  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Bishops. 

Switzerland. 

In  1879,  Basel  had  245  students,  Berne  385,  Zurich  390.  The  School 
^f  Veterinary  Surgery  at  Berne  had  28  students.  There  is  at  Zurich 
SL  Polytechnic  School,  giving  instruction  and  gpranting  diplomas  in 
Architecture,  Engineering,  Chemistry. 

The  particulars  relating  to  the  Universities  of  Switzerland  were 
forwarded  to  me  as  an  official  report  by  the  Qovemment  of  that 
country. 

Netherlands. 

The  Dutch  Universities  are :  Leyden,  Utrecht,  Groningen,  and 
Amsterdam.  In  1877-78  Leyden  had  627  students,  Utrecht  401, 
Groningen  189,  and  Amsterdam  389.  There  is  an  Agrix^ultoral 
Bchool  with  319  students. 

Finland. 
The  University  of  Helsingfors  in  1879  had  892  students.

Christopher  B.  Boberts,  both  American  oitizens.  Though  established  bet  » 
feir  years  ago,  this  college  now  numbers  among  its  students  the  children  of  flf* 
or  six  different  raoes — Greeki,  Bulgarians,  Armenians,  Syrians,  and  Bniiiuit. 
Near  the  bridge  which  joins  Oalata  to  old  Stamboul  is  looated  the  Bible  bout  of 
Dr.  Isaac  BUss,  formerly  an  American  missionary,  but  now  agent  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  of  New  York.  From  this  house  Bibles  are  daOy  mt 
^ut,  printed  in  the  Armenian,  the  High  and  Low  Turkish,  the  Greek,  sad  tht 
Sdavonio  languages,  to  all  parts  of  the  Turkish  Empire  where  these  laognsgti 
-are  spoken.  At  Siras,  in  the  heart  of  Asia  Minor,  and  at  Lake  Vso,  is 
Soordistan,  Ameriosn  missionaries  preadh  and  teaoh.  At  Marash,  in  Noitb 
Sjria,  near  the  passes  of  the  Taurus  Mountains,  another  ooUsgs  is  spriagbv 
up,  supported  by  an  endowment  secured  in  the  United  States  by  Dr.  Prat^  sa 
Amerioan  missionary.    There  is  also  at  this  place  a  feoiale  ■sminaxy  direettd 
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1)7  Miaa  Prootor,  an  Amnioan  lady.  At  Laiakeea  (anolent  Laodioea),  in 
Syria,  in  the  only  weU-bnilt  edifioe  ontsids  the  walla,  ia  an  Amerioan  school 
•crowded  to  orerflowing  with  the  peasant  children  of  the  hack-lying  moantainB. 
At  Damaaons  and  at  Zahleh,  in  Monnt  Lebanon,  Amerioan  mieaionariee  taper- 
intend  schoola  which  they  have  eetabliehed  in  many  yillagee  of  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  the  plain  back  of  Tyre  and  Sidon  ia  dotted  with  primitiye  ichooU 
honaea  under  the  eame  or  similar  snperyision.  At  Haifa  (Iffonnt  Carmel)  a 
Oerman-Amerioan  colony  has  planted  yineyards  and  redeemed  large  tracts  of 
abandoned  lands,  while  at  the  same  time  detoting  themselTes  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  natiyes.  In  Egypt,  at  Alexandria,  Cairo,  and  Sioot,  the  American 
miaatonaries  have  day  and  boarding  schools  for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  in 
^pper  Egypt  oonsiderable  progress  has  been  made.  At  Cairo  there  is  a  moat 
prosperous  oollege  in  a  magnificent  stone  building,  which  is  doing  a  grand  work 
for  Egypt.  The  sales  of  books  by  the  American  missionaries  in  Egypt  in  the 
year  1879  aggregated  21,000  volumes,  about  one-half  Bibles  and  religious  books, 
the  other  half  educational  and  miacellaneoua. 

But  perhaps  the  moat  important  and  auoceasfnl  of  the  educational  inatitn- 
tiooa  eatabliahed  by  Americana  in  the  Eaat  ia  the  College  of  Beyrout,  in  Syria. 
It  oompriaea  a  literary  and  acientific  department,  a  medical  oollege,  and  an 
obaervatory,  all  founded  and  oonducted  by  Americana.  Since  thia  college  was 
eatabliahed  the  Jeauita,  the  Papal  Greeka,  the  Greeka,  and  the  Maronitea  have 
opened  high  aehools  in  that  city,  ao  that  now  there  are  in  Beyrout  flfty-aix 
aehoola,  with  about  aix  thouaand  acholara,  all  of  which  ia  undoubtedly  due  to 
tiie  impulae  given  to  the  oauae  of  education  by  the  American  miaaionarias. 
There  is  alao  an  Amerioan  female  aeminary  at  Beyrout  now  in  aucceaafnl 
operation.  The  booka  publiahed  by  the  American  miaaionaries  at  Beyrout 
circulate  wherever  Arabic  ia  read — ^from  Meaopotamia  to  Tripoli  and  Tunis,  in 
North  Africa.  These  publications  include  the  Bible  in  four  or  five  siaes  and 
fonna,  three  or  four  worka  on  Arabic  Grammar,  three  achool  arithmetica, 
algebra,  geometry,  logarithma,  full  text-book  on  aatronomy,  email  achool 
'Utronomy,  geography,  hymn  booka  (large  and  amall),  elementa  of  muaic, 
dictionazy  of  Arabic  language,  botany,  chemiatry,  anatomy,  aurgery,  practice  of 
medicine,  moral  philoaophy,  natural  philoaophy,  booka  for  primacy  aehools,  and 
many  othera.  The  aalntary  influence  of  American  miaaionariea  and  teachers  in 
the  Turkish  Empire  cannot  possibly  be  overrated. 


CHAPTER  II. 
UNIVEB8ITY  EDUCATION  IN  FRANCE. 

UniversUy  of  Paris:   Faculty  of  Letters — Fa^iuUy  of  Science — Theo- 
logical Faculty, 

Univebsity  of  Pabis. 

Faculty  of  Letters. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  Licence,  the  candidate  most 
have  obtained  the  Baccalaureat  one  year  previouslj,  and  have  taken 
inBcriptionB  during  one  year  at  least  in  two  of  the  conrses  of  the 
Faculty  of  Letters.  Foreign  and  other  candidates  who  have  attended 
at  some  institution  other  than  the  Uniyersity  courses  of  instmetioii, 
and  passed  examinations  equivalent  to  those  given  and  held  at  the 
University  for  the  Baccalaureat,  may  have  their  studies  and  examina- 
tions recognised,  and  proceed  to  the  examination  for  the  Licence. 

The  examinoHon  for  the  Licence  embraces  common  and  special 
proofs.  The  candidate  is  allowed  the  choice  of  his  special  proof. 
These  sx>ecial  proofs  are  of  three  kinds — ^Letters,  Philosophy,  History. 

The  Common  Proof. — The  written  part  of  the  examination  embraces 
French  and  Latin  Composition.  The  candidate  may  also  offer  Latin 
Yerse. 

The  Special  Proofs  embrace — Letters'-  Greek  translation;  Greek, 
Latin,  or  French  Grammar.  Philosophy :  A  Philosophical  Thesis ;  a 
Thesis  on  a  subject  in  the  History  of  Philosophy.  -  History :  A  Thesis 
on  Greek  or  Roman  History ;  a  Thesis  on  Mediaeval  or  Modem  Histoxy, 
with  Geography. 

The  Common  and  Special  Proofs  are  passed  in  the  same  session. 
Six  hours  are  allowed  for  each  subject,  except  for  the  Greek  Exercise, 
which  must  be  done  in  three  hours,  and  for  the  Latin  Verse,  which 
must  be  done  in  four  hours. 

The  oral  part  of  the  Common  Proof  embraces— Explanation  of  a 
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Greek  Author,  of  a  Latin,  and  of  a  French  Author.  The  oral  part  of 
the  Special  Proof  embraces — Letters :  History  of  the  three  Literatures 
— Greek,  Latin,  and  French ;  Questions  on  Greek  and  Roman  Listitu- 
tions.  History :  Ancient,  MedisBval,  Modem  History ;  Geography. 
Philosophy :  Philosophy  and  its  History. 

The  four  inscriptions  for  the  year's  curriculum  are  gratuitous.  The 
fees  exacted  are ;  For  the  diploma,  <&c.,  lOOfr. ;  for  the  library  at  each 
inscription,  2fr.  50c. 

The  Greek,  Latin,  and  French  books  in  which  candidates  will  be 
examined  are  announced  beforehand. 

The  Special  Licence  in  Modern  Languages, — ^A  candidate  for  the 
Licence  es  Lettres  who  produces  certificates  of  competency  in  the 
teaching  of  foreign  languages  may  be  granted  the  privilege  of  haying 
the  words  "  langues  vivantes"  inserted  in  his  diploma,  provided  he 
fulfil  the  following  requirements.  If  the  certificate  he  present  concern 
the  German  language,  he  must  pass  an  examination  (translation  and 
composition)  in  English,  Italian,  or  Spanish.  If  the  certificate  concern 
the  English  tongue,  he  must  pass  in  German,  Italian,  or  Spanish.  If 
the  certificate  concern  the  Italian  or  Spanish  language,  he  must  pass 
in  German  or  English. 

The  Doctor  at  hs  Lettres. — To  be  admitted  to  this  degree  the  candi- 
date must  hold  the  Licence,  and  write  two  theses,  one  in  Latin, 
the  other  in  French,  on  two  distinct  subjects.  The  theses  must 
be  publicly  defended.  The  fee  is  140fr. — For  the  Baccalaureat,  see 
Addenda. 

Faculty  of  Sciences, 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Faculty — the  Baccalaureat,  Licence, 
and  Doctorat. 

The  Baccalaureat — ^The  candidate  must  be  sixteen  years  of  age  at 
the  least.  The  fee  is  lOOfr.  25c.  The  examination  is  conducted  at  one 
time  and  embraces :  The  written  'part :  Mathematics,  Physics,  and 
Latin  Translation.  Four  hours  are  allowed  for  the  scientific,  and 
three  for  the  Latin  work.  The  oral  part :  Explanation  of  passages 
from  a  French  and  a  Latin  Author ;  Mathematics ;  Physics ;  History 
and  Geography;  Philosophy;  a  living  Foreign  Language,  Gkirman  or 
English  being  taken  at  Paris.  The  oral  part  of  the  examination  lasts 
three-quarters  of  an  hour.  A  candidate  producing  the  diploma  of 
Bachelier-es-Lettres  is  exempted  from  the  literary  part  of  the  exami- 
nation. The  same  favour,  with  exemption  from  part  or  the  whole  of 
the  scientific  examination,  is  accorded  to  those  who  have  passed  at 
some  institution  other  than  the  University  of  Paris  an  examination  iu 

M  M 
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subjects  identical  witli  and  eqiuYalent  in  extent  to  those  of  the  Baoca- 
lanr^t. 

The  following  details  will  explain  the  extent  of  the  examination: 
Mathematics  —  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  with  Logarithms ;  Geometry, 
Plane  and  Solid,  Plane  Trigonometry,  Descriptive  Greometrj,  Cosmo- 
graphy. Mechanics — Statics,  Simple  Machines;  Elements  of  Dynamics 
and  Kinematics ;  the  work  of  Forces.  Physics  —  Weight,  Heat, 
Electricity,  Magnetism,  Acoustics,  Optics.  Chemistry — Inorganic. 
French — Standard  authors,  previously  announced.  Latin — Standard 
Authors,  previously  announced,  ffistory — Stated  Periods.  Philo- 
sophy of  History  —  Stated  Periods.  Geography — Physical,  Political, 
Administrative  and  Economical  of  France  and  her  Colonial  possessions. 
Philosophy — The  Principles  of  Morals,  and  the  Elements  of  System. 
Living  Languages  —  Grammar,-  Explanation  of  the  Text  (pievionsly 
announced  authors) ;  Conversation.  Where  a  candidate  intends 
presenting  himself  either  for  the  Doctorate  in  Medicine  or  the  Licence 
^s  Sciences  Naturelles,  he  is  required  to  pass  an  examination  for  the 
Baccalaoreat  ^s  Sciences  modified  in  its  mathematieal  part;  to  the 
diploma  issued  the  term  restreint  is  applied. 

The  Licence  he  Sciences. — ^There  are  three  varieties  of  this  degree— 
the  Licence  ^s  Sciences  Mathematiques,  the  Licence  es  Sciences 
Physiques,  and  the  Licence  es  Sciences  Naturelles.  The  candidate 
for  the  Licence  ^s  Sciencces  Mathematiques  and  for  the  Licence  h 
Sciences  Physiques  must  have  taken  the  diploma  of  Bachelier-is- 
Science.  The  candidates  for  the  Licence  ^s  Science  Naturelles  most 
have  taken  the  same  degree  or  the  diplomas  of  Bachelier-^Lettres 
and  of  Bachelier-^s-Sciences  Bestreint.  Every  candidate  for  the 
Licence  must  have  taken  four  inscriptions  iinless  he  can  produce  proof 
of  equivalent  studies  made  at  some  institution  other  than  the  Uni- 
versity. The  examination  is  written,  practical  and  oral.  The  written 
proof  for  the  Licence  es  Sciences  Mathematiques  embraces  the 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  and  Mechanics.  The  written  proof 
for  the  Licence  es  Sciences  Physiques  embraces  Physics  and 
Chemistry.  For  the  Licence  ^s  Sciences  Naturelles,  the  proof 
embraces  Botany,  Zoology,  Anatomy,  and  Physiology,  oral  proofi. 

Licence  es  Sciences  JbTa^AremaH^tMs.^Differential  Calculus,  Practical 
Geometry  (Applications  G^metriques) ;  Loitegral  Calculus ;  Mechamcs 
— Statics,  Kinematics  and  Dynamics ;  Astronomy. 

Licence  ea  Sciences  P/i^si^u6«.— Physics ;  Chemistry  (Organic  and 
Inorganic);  Mineralogy. 

Licence  hs  Sciences  Naiurelles, — Zoology,  Botany,  Botanical  Geo- 
graphy, Geology. 
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The  Doetorat  hs  Sciences. — There  are  tliree  varieties  of  this  degre< 
the  Doetorat  es  Sciences  Mathematiques,  the  Dootorat  ^s  Sciences 
Physiques,  and  the  Doetorat  ^s  Sciences  Naturelles.  To  obtain  the 
decree  of  Doctor  the  candidate  must  possess  the  Licence  of  the  corre- 
sponding division,  submit  two  Theses,  and  reply  to  questions  or  objec- 
tions concerning  them.  The  theses  in  Physical  and  Natural  Science 
must  concern  original  investigations.  The  fee  is  140fr.  Printed 
eopies  of  one  of  the  theses  to  the  number  of  100  must  be  presented  to 
the  University.  The  thesis  for  the  Doetorat  ^s  Sciences  Mathe- 
matiques  must  concern  some  original  investigation.  The  same  rule 
applies  to  the  Doetorat  ^s  Sciences  Physiques,  and  to  the  Doetorat  ^s 

Sciences  Naturelles. 

Faculty  of  Theology. 

The  degrees  granted  are  the  Baccalam*6at,  Licence  and  Doetorat. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  Bachelier  en  Thiologie  the  candidate  must 
be  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  least,  have  taken  the  degree  of 
Bachelier-es-Lettres,  have  passed  a  three  years'  course  in  a  Theological 
Seminary,  have  taken  foui-  inscriptions  in  the  Faculty  of  Theology, 
submit  to  an  examination  in  the  matters  hereinafter  mentioned,  pre- 
sent a  dissertation  in  Latin,  and  sustain  it  before  the  Faculty. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  Idcencie  it  is  necessary  to  hold  the  diploma 
of  Bachelor,  to  have  taken  four  new  inscriptions,  to  submit  to  an 
examination  in  the  subjects  mentioned  below,  to  present  a  thesis  in 
Latin  or  in  French,  and  to  sustain  it  before  the  Faculty.  Permission 
may  be  granted  to  take  the  inscriptions  simultaneously.  Before  pre- 
senting himself  for  examination  the  candidate  must  submit  his  theses. 
Licentiates  desiring  to  obtain  the  Doctorate  may  present  the  thesis 
required  and  submit  to  the  necessary  examination  immediately  after 
obtaining  the  Licence.  The  total  fee  for  the  Baccalaur^at  and  the 
Licence  respectively  is  25fr.,  for  the  Doetorat  60fr. 

ExamdnaUon  for  the  Baccalaureat. — Subjects :  Dogmatic  Theology, 
Morals,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Holy  Scripture. 

Examination  for  the  Licence. — Subjects  :  Sacramental  Theology  (Holy 
Baptism,  Confirmation,  the  Eucharist,  Penance,  Extreme  Unction, 
Orders,  Marriage),  Moral  Theology,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, Canon  Law. 

Examinaiion  for  the  Doetorat. — Subjects:  Dogmatic  Theology,  Eccle- 
siastical History,  Holy  Scriptures,  Canon  Law. 

The  examinations  are  written  and  oral.

CHAPTER  in. 

UNIVERSITY  EDUCATION  IN  AUSTRIA. 

UniversUy  of  Vienna :  the  Legal  Faculty ;  the  Faculty  of  PhUoBophyf 

the  Faculty  of  Theology. 

Vienna  is  well  endowed  with  resources  for  superior  educatioiu 
Its  School  of  Medicine  is  described  as  the  best  in  Germany.  It  has- 
public  classes  for  Philosophy,  the  Classical  Languages,  Literature, 
Law,  and  Theology,  and  a  seminary  for  Oriental  Languages.  The 
Imperial  Library  is  yeiy  extensive,  consisting,  it  is  said,  of  12,000- 
manuscripts,  300,000  printed  volumes,  and  a  great  collection  of  en- 
gravings. The  Library  of  the  University  contains  90,000  volumea- 
The  imperial  collection  of  medals  and  coins  is  accounted  the  most 
complete  in  Europe. 

The  chief  Austrian  university  is  that  of  Vienna.  As  to  the  rest,  it 
is  only  necessary  to  say  that  all  the  universities  of  the  Empire  ba^^ 
nearly  identical  statutes. 

Univkbsitt  of  Vienna. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  concerning  the  Degree  of  Doctor 
in  the  various  Faculties : 

Faculty  of  Law. 

Rigorosen  Ordnung  for  the  degree  of  Doctor : 

(1)  To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  it  is  neoessaiy  to  pan  tlirs» 
Severe  examinations.  The  entrance  to  these  depends  npon  the  produotion  of 
proof  that  the  oaadidate  has  pnrsned  the  neoesBary  etadiss,  to  which  end  l» 
moat  deposit  with  the  Dean  a  oertifloate  that  he  has  pssted  the  Profmom  C«l- 
iegium. 
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X2)  Thetbree'exaiiimatioiia  inolnde  the  foUofwing  nibjeots :  L  Bommr,  Oanon, 
and  Germaa  Law ;  II.  Austrian  CItU  Law,  Commeroial  Law,  Law  of  Exobange, 
Aaatrian  Ciril  Prooeis,  Criminal  Law ;  IIL  General  and  Austrian  State  Law, 
Law  of  Nations  and  PoUtioal  Eoonomy,  National  Eoonomy,  and  the  Soienoe  of 
Finano«. 

(3)  Difference  of  religion  does  not  relioTe  the  oandidate  from  the  neoessitj  of 
undergoing  a  Seyere  examination  on  the  Canon  Law. 

(4)  The  three  Sigorosen  examinations  mnst  be  held  in  the  same  nniyersity  in 
the  order  preferred  by  the  candidate. 

(5)  Each  examination  will  be  held  publicly  and  last  two  hours. 

(6)  Between  two  Sigorosen  examinations  a  period  of  at  least  three  months 
must  elapse.  Should  the  oandidate,  howeyer,  hare  distinguished  himself  by  the 
•excellence  of  his  answers  at  a  preceding  examination,  the  Dean  has  the  power 
•of  shortening  this  period. 

(7)  The  Examining  Committee,  the  Dean,  the  Professors  of  the  College,  as 
wen  as  four  professors  of  the  subjects  of  examination,  as  examiners,  are  pre- 
sent, and  hare  a  right  to  take  part  in  the  examination.     .     .     . 

(12)  The  results  are  classified  thus  :  '*  yery  good  ;"  "sufficient;"  " insuffi- 
cient." 

(13)  Should  the  candidate  be  unsuccessful  he  is  not  permitted  to  enter  again 
for  examination  for  three  months ;  and  if  unsuccessful  at  the  second  trial,  he 
must  not  appear  for  another  year.  A  third  failure  debars  him  for  eyer  from 
taking  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  any  uniyersity  of  the  Empire,  or  from 
making  use  of  a  foreign  diploma. 

(14)  The  /m  for  each  Bigorosum  is  60fl.,  and  for  each  re-examination 
dOfl.     ... 

(18)  The  /m  for  the  degree  in  all  Austrian  XJniTersities  is  60fl. 

Faculty  of  Philosophy. 

Bigorosen  Ordwwng  for  the  degree  of  Doctor : 

(1)  To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  of  a 
Uniyersity  in  the  Austrian  Empire,  it  is  necessary  to  write  a  scientific  treatise 
and  to  pass  two  Seyere  examinations  {Rigorosen),  The  candidate  must  have 
attended  for  three  yeax»,  as  a  matriculated  student,  an  Austrian  or  foreign 
uniyersity.  In  exceptional  cases,  the  admission  of  candidates  who  cannot  pro- 
duce this  necessary  proof  may  be  permitted  by  the  Minister  of  Education  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  professors  of  the  college. 

(2)  The  thesis,  which  must  be  either  ?rritten  or  printed,  must  treat  of  some 
eubject  chosen  by  the  candidate  from  the  department  of  Philosophy,  and  must 
f  omiBh  proof  that  the  candidate  «is  well  instructed  in  the  subject  of  which  it 
treats,  and  able  to  reason  justly,  and  express  his  ideas  well. 

(3)  The  Dean  allows  a  reasonable  time  for  the  examination  of  the  scientific 
worth  of  the  thesis  by  two  referees,  and  afterwards  by  the  professors  of  the 
•nbjeet  of  which  it  treats. 
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(4)  These  decide  whether  the  oandid»te  ihall  be  admitted  to  the  exuninetiim 
Bigozoanm. 

(5)  Of  these  two  exsminations  the  first  oomprisee :  A,  Philosophy.  (The 
extent  of  this  exiuninstion  will  be  fixed  with  ref erenoe  to  the  sabjeot  upon  whioh 
the  thesis  was  written).  The  seoond  oomprisee;  B,  The  following  grasps 
acoording  to  the  ehoioe  of  the  candidate — either :  (a)  History  in  oonionotion 
with  Greek  and  Latin  Philology ;  or  (b)  Classic  Philology  in  oonjnnotion  with  the 
History  of  the  Old  World ;  or,  (c)  Mathematics  and  Physios,  or  one  of  these 
two  subjects  in  connection  with  Chemistry;  or  flnaUy,  (d)  a  department  of 
Katorsl  Science  (Zoology,  Botany,  or  Mineralogy),  with  either  Mathematios  or 
Physios.    •    •     . 

(7)  These  examinations  are  held  publicly :  the  duration  of  the  examination 
whioh  proTOS  the  candidate's  knowledge  of  the  subject  whioh  he  has  chosen  for 
his  thesis  lasts  two  hours ;  the  other  examination,  an  hour.  The  resultfl  are 
classified  as  "  very  good ;"  "  suifioient ;"  or  ''  insufOicient."     .     .     . 

(9)  The  candidate  is  allowed  to  decide  the  length  of  the  interral  between 
the  first  and  second  examination  aboYC  described.  Should  the  candidate  be 
rejected  he  is  not  permitted  to  enter  again  for  examination  for  three  montlis ; 
and  if  unsuccessful  at  the  seoond  trial  he  must  not  appear  again  for  a  yeir. 
A  third  failure  debars  him  for  ever  from  taking  .the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  in  any  uniyersity  of  the  Empire,  or  from  making  use  of  a  foreign 
diploma. 

(10)  The/ees  are  :  For  examination  of  diploma,  20fi. ;  for  the  Bigorosum  of 
two  hours'  duration,  40fi. ;  and  for  the  examination  of  one  hour's  doraiioD, 
20fi.  in  Austrian  currency. 

(12)  The  degree  is  conferred  under  the  presidency  of  the  Bector,  in  the  pre* 
sence  of  the  Bean,  by  one  of  the  professors  in  ordinary. 

(18)  The  fee  tor  graduation  in  all  Austrian  uniyersities,  except  Yienns,  is 
80fi.  in  Austrian  currency. 

Factdty  of  Theology. 

The  regulations  conceming  the  degree  of  Doctor  are  contamed  in 
the  following  section  of  the  statutes : 

Section  19.  To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology,  the  candidate  mnBt 
produce  certificates  from  his  professors  that  he  has  satisfactordy  pursued  the 
requisite  course  of  study  before  he  is  permitted  to  enter  for  exammatioa. 
Students  of  Theology  who  haye  distinguished  themselyes  by  their  profioienoy  in 
Theological  Science  may  enter  for  examinations  in  their  fourth  year.  Four 
Seyere  examinations  are  necessary :  (1)  On  Church  History  and  Churoh  Lev, 
acoording  to  the  principles  laid  down  in  Synopsis  Juris  Ecclesiastici.  (2)  On  tiie 
Bible,  Old  and  New  Testaments,  with  the  Languages  of  the  Bible.  (3)  On 
DiTinity.     (4)  On  Moral  and  Pastoral  Theology. 

In  the  examination  on  Biblical  Studies,  two  examinations  are  held,  on  aooonnt 
of  the  Isrge  number  of  Biblical  subjects— the  first  on  the  subjects  of  the  Old 
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Testament,  and  the  aeoond  on  the  New ;  nererthelew,  fees  are  charged  for  one 
examination  onlj. 

After  the  candidate  has  passed  the  examinations  he  receiyes  only  the 
BaocalanT^at  of  Theology  from  the  Dean.  Should  he  wish  then  to  obtain  the 
Doctorate,  he  mast  pnblioly  defend  fifty  dogmas,  ohoeen  from  the  whole  range 
of  Theology,  and  send  in  for  the  oritioism  of  the  Director  a  Thesis  on  some 
important  theological  snbjeot.  Should  the  Thesis  be  approved  of,  the  oandidate 
may  print  it,  and  distribute  copies  at  the  public  debate. 

The  fees  tor  each  examination  amount  to  4  ducats ;  for  the  public  disputation 
pro  doctoratus,  8  ducats ;  for  the  Baccalaureat,  4  ducats ;  for  the  Doctorate, 
7  ducats ;  i.e.,  in  all,  81  ducats.

Regulations  concerning  the  Degrees  in  tlie  Legal  Fa>culty : 

Four  oondittons  mnat  be  fulfilled  :  1.  The  prodttotion  of  an  original  ThesiB  of 
anffioient  exoellenoe.  2.  The  written  interpretation  of  a  text  chosen  from  the 
Boman,  German,  and  Canon  Law.  8.  An  oral  examination.  4.  A  pablio 
dispatation  on  the  printed  thesis. 

The  candidate  when  he  sends  in  his  application  must  prodnoe — 1.  A  certi- 
ficate of  maturity,  if  he  be  a  German.  2.  Certificate  of  Departure  from  tha 
Bojal  Frederick  WiUiam  Uniyersity  when  the  candidate  has  matricnlated  then; 
bnt  when  he  has  not  matriculated  at  the  said  nniyersity  he  mast  do  so,  and  for 
this  it  is  not  necessary  to  pay  any  fee.  3.  A  dissertation  on  Jorispradenoe, 
which  the  candidate  may  write  in  Latin  or  German.  4.  Short  sketch  of  the 
candidate's  life,  his  religions  belief,  and  education.  5.  Petition  to  the  Facol^ 
in  L%tin  or  German  for  permission  to  enter  for  his  examination.  Should  the 
Theeia  proye  aatiafactory,  the  candidate  muat  giye  a  written  interpretatioa  of 
three  texts,  and  German  must  be  the  language  used,  unless  special  permiasioD 
for  the  use  of  Latin  has  been  giyen. 

After  the  approyal  by  the  Faculty  of  the  interpretation  of  the  texts  the  oral 
examination  ia  held. 

The  Thesis  must  be  printed  at  the  candidate's  own  cost,  and  at  the  pnbHe 
debate  thereon  the  German  language  muat  be  used. 

The/eea  amount  to  355  marks,  of  which  170  marks  are  for  the  oral  examina- 
tion, and  185  for  the  granting  of  the  diploma. 

Regulations  concerning  Degrees  in  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy : 
The  following  conditiona  muat  be  f QlfiUed :    1.  The  production  of  an  oriftnil 
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ThemB  of  saffioient  ezoellenoe.  2.  The  undergoing  of  an  oral  ezaminstidn  by  the 
candidate.  3.  A  pnblio  debate,  in  which  the  oandidaie  mnat  defend  hifl  printed 
Theeis.    None  of  these  three  oonditioni  can  be  dUpensed  with. 

With  the  applioation  the  candidate  mnst  send  in :  1.  Certificate  of  mataritj 
when  the  candidate  is  a  Pmssian.  2.  Certificate  of  departure  from  the  Boyal 
Frederick  William  Uniyersity  when  the  candidate  has  matriculated  there,  but 
when  he  has  not  matriculated  at  the  said  unireraity  he  mutt  do  so,  and  for  this 
it  is  not  necessary  to  pay  a  fee.  3.  A  Thesis,  which  must  be  written  in  Latin 
when  it  treats  of  Classics,  Oriental  Philology  and  ArohfBology,  Ancient  History 
<jr  the  Old  Philosophy.  When  the  candidate  has  chosen  other  subjects  than 
these,  he  has  the  choice  of  German  or  Latin,  on  the  understanding  that  the  same 
language  must  be  used  for  the  Thesis  and  public  debate.  4.  The  written 
•declaration  of  the  candidate  that  he  has  written  the  Thesis  himself  without 
assistance.  5.  Short  sketch  in  Latin  of  his  life,  religious  belief,  and  previous 
studies.  6.  Petition  in  Latin  to  the  Faculty  for  permission  to  enter  for  the 
degree.  When  these  conditions  are  folfilled,  and  the  Thesis  pronounced 
sulBoiently  good  by  the  Faculty,  the  candidate  is  submitted  to  oral  examina- 
tion. The/eM  amount  in  all  to  855  marks,  of  which  170  are  for  the  oral  and 
185  for  the  granting  of  the  diploma. 

Univeesity  of  Kiel. 

Legal  Faculty, 
Begulations  concerning  the  degree  of  Doctor : 

I.  Graduation  in  absentia  has  not  been  permitted  since  3rd  October,  1861. 
Ko  degree  can  be  conferred  except  in  prcMentia. 

II.  Graduation  requires :  1.  An  application,  written  in  German,  for  admission 
to  the  graduation  of  the  Legal  Faculty,  to  which  must  be  added  (a)  a  evrriculum 
iHto,  written  in  German ;  (6)  for  Germans  a  certificate  of  completion  of  the 
ooursej  of  study  for  a  gymnasium ;  (e)  proofs  of  at  least  three  years'  study  off 
Law ;  (d)  a  thesis  written  in  German  or  Latin  on  some  subject  of  Jurisprudence 
chosen  by  the  candidate,  who  must  make  a  declaration  on  oath  that  he  has  com- 
posed the  dissertation  himself;  should  the  dissertation  be  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  and  the  candidate  be  allowed  to  graduate,  the  latter  must  print  the 
thesis  at  his  own  cost,  after  the  Dean  h&s  given  his  sanction,  before  the  degree 
can  be  conferred.  2.  After  the  thesis  has  been  approved  the  candidate  must 
submit  three  passages  to  written  interpretation — one  from  the  Boman,  one  from 
the  Canon  Law,  one  from  old  German  Law.  These  interpretations  must  be 
written  in  German.  They  are  composed  openly,  and  without  limitations  as  to 
the  consultation  of  scientific  authorities.  3.  Should  these  interpretations  be 
satisfactoiy  to  the  Faculty  the  candidate  must  undergo  an  oral  examination. 
4.  Should  he  pass  the  oral  he  must  send  in  a  certain  number  of  theses  on  the 
different  departments  of  'Jurisprudence  for  the  approval  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty.  These  theses,  as  well  as  the  dissertation,  he  must 
(Afterwards)    defend  against   all  comers  in  a  public  debate    (in   which   the 
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language  nBed  is  Qerman),  held  under  the  presidency  of  the  Dean.  After  ilie 
olose  of  this  dispntation,  and  administration  of  the  Doctor's  oath  in  Latin,  the 
Dean  proolaims  the  candidate  as  Doctor  of  Laws.  5.  The  Faoalty  has  the 
power  of  relieving  the  candidate  froln  the  interpretation  of  the  texts  and  otiber 
public  reading  of  his  theses  and  debate  thereon. 

III.  The  honorarimn  for  the  degree,  which  mnat  be  paid  before  the  beginning 
of  the  oral  examination,  is  450  marks.  The  candidate  most  also  pay  the  oost 
of  printing  of  the  invitations  to  the  pablio  debate  and  the  conferring  of  ilis 
degree,  and  the  cost  of  the  diploma. 

Theological  FctcuUy, 

The  regulations  ai*e  as  follow : 

1.  The  Theological  Faoalty  of  Kiel  bestows  two  academical  degrees,  Tii. : 
that  of  Licentiate,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Theology. 

2.  He  who  wishes  to  obtain  the  Licentiate  most  send  in  writing  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  a  gymnasial  certificate  of  "maturity"  and  his  certificate  of 
departure  from  the  Uniyersity,  as  well  as  a  currieulum  vitcB.  Permission  to 
enter  for  the  degree  can  only  be  granted  when  at  least  two  years  haye  passed 
since  the  candidate  finished  his  academical  course. 

8.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology  must  send  in  writing  to 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  a  curriculum  vitos.  Only  those  who  have  bees 
educated  in  a  Theological  academy  or  Higher  Church  oollege,  or  who  bsre 
already  made  a  name  in  Theological  science  by  literary  work,  are  permitted  to 
enter  for  this  degree. 

4.  The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  in  Latin  or  German  on  some  theologiesl 
subject ;  or  in  place  of  the  thesis  may  send  in  a  book  already  printed  of  whieh 
he  is  the  author.  Should  this  be  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  the  candidate  is 
permitted  to  enter  for  examination  pro  gradis.  The  examiners  for  this  degise 
must  be  Doctors  of  Theology. 

5.  The  examination  extends  oyer  all  departments  of  Theological  scienoe,  ta 
well  as  oyer  the  Systems  of  Philosophy  which  are  in  relation  with  Theology. 
Each  member  of  the  Faculty  who  is  entitled  (according  to  section  4)  to  tike 
part  in  the  proceedings  has  the  right  to  examine.  At  the  oonclusion  oi  the 
examination  a  meeting  is  held  under  the  presidency  of  the  Dean,  at  which  the 
candidate's  fitness  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology  is  decided  by  the  votes 
of  the  Faculty. 

6.  When  the  examination  for  the  degree  is  successfully  passed  the  oandidsto 
is  submitted  to  the  test  of  a  public  debate.  For  this  occasion  he  must  hsTS 
printed  in  Latin  or  Qerman  a  number  of  theses  which  have  already  been 
approved  by  the  Faculty,  and  he  is  obliged  to  defend  them  in  public  debais 
under  the  presidency  of  the  Dean. 

7.  At  the  dose  of  the  debate  the  candidate  will  be  publicly  admitted  by  the 
Dean  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology,  and  his  diploma  handed  to  hiffl*  ^ 
the  diploma  the  thesis  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Faouligr  must  be  m^' 
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tioned,  and  the  Teralt  of  the  examination  registered  "  cum  lauds"  or  *'8umma 
eum  laude,** 

8.  The  fees  for  the  degree  of  Lioentiate  amount  to  75  thalen  ;  for  the  Doctor 
of  Theology,  150  thalen. 

9.  Degrees  are  not  conferred  on  absentees.  Honozaiy  degrees  can  onlj  be 
conferred  by  the  wnanimoue  decision  of  the  Faculty ;  the  cost  of  the  same  will 
be  defrayed  oat  of  the  exchequer  of  the  Faculty. 

Degree  of  Doctor  in  Philosophy. 

The  regxdatioiis  are : 

Each  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  fulfil  the  fol- 
lowiog  requirements : 

(1)  He  must  send  in  a  printed  or  written  thesis,  in  Latin  or  German,  on  some 
scientific  subject.  Those  theses  which  treat  of  the  subjects  of  Ckssical 
Philology  must  be  written  in  Latin  ;  and  each  thesis  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  candidate's  sworn  statement,  in  his  own  handwriting,  that  the  essay  is  his 
own  composition. 

(2)  School  and  uniTcrsity  certificates,  or  other  documents,  must  be  produced^ 
which  testify  to  the  candidate's  general  scientific  education,  and  also  a  short 
history  of  his  career. 

(3)  The  Faculty  haying  approyed  of  the  thesis,  the  candidate  must  undergo 
an  oral  examination. 

(4)  The  examination  being  oyer,  the  candidate  in  open  disputation  must 
defend  his  thesis  and  others  against  three. opponents  selected  by  himself.  The 
Faculty  has  the  power  of  dispensing  with  this  disputation,  under  special  cir- 
cumstances. 

(5)  The  fees  amount  in  all  to  200  marks.  Should  the  candidate  fail  to  pass, 
a  portion  of  this  money  will  be  returned  to  him. 

(6)  The  candidate  is  obliged  to  print  at  his  own  cost  200  copies  of  the  thesis 
for  distribution  amongst  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 

University  of  Freiburg. 
Degree  of  Doctor  in  Philosophy. 

The  reguIationB  prescribe : 

1.  The  candidate  must  send  in  to  the  Faculty  :  (a)  A  petition  to  the  Faculty 
for  permission  to  enter  for  the  degree,  (b)  His  eurriculwn  vitaSf  and,  in  case 
he  is  Lot  a  matriculated  student  of  Freiburg,  proof  of  bis  position  in  life,  (c) 
Ceriificate  of  his  education,  especially  of  at  least  three  years'  academical  study, 
of  which  one  semester  has  been  spent  at  a  foreign  uniyersity  or  foreign  insti- 
tution for  higher  technical  education,  (d)  An  original  thesis  on  some  subject 
included  in  the  department  of  Philosophy.  The  candidate  must  sign  his  name 
to  a  written  declaration,  on  his  word  of  honour,  that  the  thesis  is  original,  (e) 
The  Jees  amount  to  300  marks. 
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2.  If  the  fhesiB  is  considered  latufaoiory  the  oandidate  mwit  nndeiso  aa  oral 
eznminaiion,  whioh  oomprifles  a  ohief  Btibjeot  (the  same  as  the  snbjeot  of  thesis) 
find  two  minor  sabjeots. 

8.  Shonld  the  thesis  not  be  considered  satisfactory,  100  marks  will  be  retamsd 
to  the  oandidate.  Should  he  also  fail  in  the  oral  he  will  reoeiTe  bsok  50fr.  more. 
Shonld  he  re-enter  for  examination  he  will  be  obliged  to  pay  only  150  msrks. 
The  result  of  the  examination  is  classified  as  follows  :  1.  Swnma  cum  lavde ; 
2.  Insiffni  ewn  lauds ;  8.  MvUa  cum  caude ;  4.  Cum  laude ;  5.  RUe, 

Univbbsitt  op  Eblangen. 

To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  of  this  UniverBity  the 
f ollowinf2^  conditions  must  be  fulfilled : 

(1)  A  petition  to  the  Faculty  for  permisaion  to  enter  for  the  degree ;  with 
whioh  most  be  sent :  (a)  Short  sketch  of  the  candidate's  life  and  edncation ;  (() 
a  certificate  that  his  TJniyersity  studies  have  extended  over  three  yean. 
Candidates  who  haye  taken  a  three  years'  course  at  the  Polytechnic  School 
require  only  one  year  of  study  at  the  TJniTersity ;  (c)  a  scientific  treatise  oa 
some  subject  of  FhUosophy,  which  the  candidate  must  state  on  his  word  of 
honour  is  original  (tlus  may  be  written  in  Latin  or  German) ;  (d)  if  the  theaes 
treat  of  some  subject  in  the  Philosophico-Historical  section  of  the  Faculty,  a 
certificate  of  completion  of  the  course  of  study  of  a  gymnasium  must  be  sent  in 
(for  candidates  who  are  not  German  subjects,  this  is  not  neoessarj).  (2) 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  the  department  of  Natural  History 
must  produce  maturity  certificates  from  a  "  Humanistisch  or  Beal- 
gymnasium." 

Should  the  foregoing  conditions  be  satisfactorily  fulfilled,  the  candidate  most 
undergo  an  oral  examination,  the  time  for  whioh  will  be  arranged  by  the  Dees 
and  candidate.  The  examination  extends  over  the  subject  of  whioh  the  theeiB 
treats  as  principal  subject  of  examination  ;  and  two  other  subjects,  whioh  tiie 
candidate  must  name  to  the  Dean  before  the  examination.  For  the  choioe  of 
chief  and  secondary  subjects  there  are :  A.  in  the  Philosophioo-Historioal 
section  :  (1)  as  ohief  and  secondary  subjects  :  Systematic  Philosophy ;  History 
of  Philosophy ;  Pedagogical  Science ;  Classic  Science  of  Language ;  Claaito 
Literature  ;  Classical  Antiquities  ;  Germanic  Philology ;  Philology  of  the 
Modem  Languages,  Bomanoe,  or  English ;  Oriental  Philology  ;  History  of  the 
Arts  ;  Political  Science.  (2)  One  of  the  minor  subjects  may  be  chosen  from  the 
department  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  History.  B.  The  Section  of  Hathe- 
matics  and  Natural  History  ;  as  chief  and  minor  subjects.  Physics,  Chemiitiy, 
Mineralogy,  Geology,  Botany,  Zoology. 

(1)  One  of  the  minor  subjects  may  be  chosen  out  of  section  A.  (2)  The 
successful  candidate  must  print  his  thesis.  (8)  The  /sex,  amounting  to 
296  marks,  must  be  paid  to  the  Dean  before  the  oral  examination.  (4)  ShoeU 
the  oandidate  not  undergo  the  oral  examination,  209  marks  will  be  returned 
to  him. 
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IJiriyEBSiTY  OF  Hbidelbebg. 
Begulaiions  concerning  the  Degree  of  the  Philosophical  Faculty. 

A  oandidate  for  the  degree  x>f  Doctor  of  Philotoplij  must  addreflB  himself  in 
writing  to  the  Faonlty,  and  indoee  a  curriculum  vita,  giring  Boffloieiit  infor- 
mation as  to  hiB  pretions  career  and  education. 

He  must  also  enclose  a  certificate  of  moral  character 'from  the  nmyersity 
where  he  has  pnrsned  his  studies,  a  certificate  that  he  has  completed  the 
enrriotQnm  of  the  said  vniyersity,  and  a  Matoritatssengniss  (certificate  of 
matnrity)  in  case  he  possess  one,  and  the  other  documents  necessary  to  prore 
the  tmth  of  his  statements.  The  candidate  must  pass  an  oral  examination 
before  the  asseembled  members  of  the  Faculty,  before  he  can  obtain  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  The  composition  of  a  thesis  is  not  a  necessary 
condition  ;  bat  should  one  be  written,  and  approred  by  the  Faculty,  it  will  not 
only  be  taken  into  account  in  deciding  the  result  of  the  examination,  but  wiU 
be  inentioned  in  the  diploma.  Moreorer,  should  the  author  haye  180  copies 
printed  within  six  months  after  he  has  obtained  the  degree,  the  sum  of  20  mark# 
shall  be  returned  to  him  out  of  his  fees  to  defray  the  expense  of  printing. 

The  oral  esDaminaiion  comprises  the  three  undermentioned  subjects,  of  which 
one  is  the  principal  subject,  the  other  two  secondary.  The  holding  of  the 
examination  in  any  modem  language  except  German  is  not  permitted.  The  candi- 
date, in  his  application,  selects  the  chief  subject  and  secondary  subjects  of 
examination.  Over  the  admissibilil^  of  his  selection  the  Faculty  decide 
according  to  the  Statutes. 

As  chief  subject  any  of  the  following  may  be  chosen :  1.  Philosophy ;  2.  His- 
tory; 3.  Comparatiye  Science  of  Language;  4.  Classical  Philology;  5.  Archae- 
ology ;  6.  Semitic  Languages  (yiz.,  Hebraic,  Arabic,  and  Aramaic)  and  Litera- 
ture ;  7.  Sanscrit  or  Persian  Language  and  Literature ;  8.  Turlnsh  Language—^ 
fiteratore ;  9.  German  Language  and  Literature ;  10.  Bomance  (Languages)  and 
Literature;  by  the  regulations  concerning  groups  6,  9,  and  10,  an  accurate 
knowledge  of  one  language  and  literature  and  a  general  knowledge  of  the  remain- 
ing subjects  of  the  group  are  required ;  11.  General  Science  of  State  and  Politics  ; 
12.  Science  of  Goyemment;  13.  Political  Economy  (including  Science  of 
Finance) ;  14.  Statistics  ;  15.  Mathematics  ;  16.  Natural  Philosophy ;  17. 
Chemistry;  18.  Mineralogy  (with  Geognosy  and  Geology)  ;  19.  Botany;  20.  PalsB- 
ontology ;  21.  Zoology ;  22.  Agricultural  Science ;  23.  State  Law ;  24.  Law  of 
Nations ;  25.  Law  of  Goyemments.  The  secondary  subjects  of  examination 
may  be  chosen  from  such  of  the  aboye-mentioned  sciences  as  are  auxiliary  to 
the-ohief  subject  of  examination. 

Where  no  sufficient  MaturUatszeu^nisB  can  be  produced  by  the  candidate,  and 
dassie  Philology  is  not  one  of  the  subjects  of  examination  chosen  by  him,  he 
must  undergo  a  school  examination  in  liatin  at  the  commencement  of  the  exami- 
nation by  the  Faculty.  The  chief  subject  will  be  mentioned  in  the  diploma. 
Hie  results  of  the  examinations  are  classed  as :  1.  Summa  cum  laude ;  2.  Insigni 
cum  laude ;  3.  Multa  enm  laude ;  4.  Ohne  Pxadioat.    The  fees  must  be  depo- 
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aited  before  the  ezammation  with  the  Qneetor ;  th«y  amount  in  aU  to  420 
marks. 

University  of  Jena. 

BegtdaMon8  Concerning  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 
Before  a  candidate  can  obtain  the  degree  he  must  fulfil  the  following 
conditions :

5.  Proof  that  he  haa  enjoyed  a  good  reputation  np  to  the  preaent  tioM,  from  a 
competent  authority. 

6.  An  original  acientific  treatiae  in  German,  in  the  candidate' a  own  haad- 
writing.    Treatiaea  already  pnbliahed  mnat  not  be  aent  in. 

7.  Wrifcten  declaration  on  word  of  honour  and  oath  fhat  the  thesis  U  the 
candidate's  own  compoaition. 

8.  Payment  of  240  marks. 

If  the  Faculty  permit  the  candidate  to  enter  for  the  oral  examination,  the 
anbject  of  which  the  theaia  treata  ia  the  chief  aubject  of  examination,  and  the 
candidate  is  allowed  the  choice  of  two  minor  anbjeots.  The  subjects  ofseoMi- 
ntUion  are :  Philosophy  (including  Pedagogical  Science),  Hiatory,  Geograpby,

to  the  apeoial  atndiea  of  the  candidate. 

Having  paaaed  the  oral  examination,  the  candidate  muat  print  and  distributi 
to  the  Eaonliy  280  copies  of  his  thesis. 

The  degree  will  then  be  conferred. 


CHAPTER  V. 
UNIVERSITY  EDUCATION  IN  ITALY. 

CongtituHon  and  Oovemmeni  of  the  Universities — Topographical  Distri^ 
button  of  Studies — The  Several  Faculties — Tal)le  of  Fees — Subsidies 
and  Rewards, 

• 

In  Italy  UniyerBity.  education  is  regulated  by  the  State,  and,  subject 
to  prescribed  payments  at  the  hands  of  students,  is  maintained  from 
the  public  funds.  It  is  conducted  at  various  local  centres,  which^ 
though  vaiying  as.to  the  particular  departments  of  learning  estab- 
lished, are  govemed  by  a  common  statute.  The  information  to  be 
given  must  therefore  be  general,  and  the  following  details,  which 
happen  to  be  supplied  from  the  Uniyersity  of  Naples,  are  applicable, 
80  far  as  they  go,  to  every  University  in  the  kingdom. 

The  regular  inspection  and  ultimate  control  of  any  university  vests 
in  the  Minister  of  State ;  but  its  immediate  administration  is  in  the 
hands  of  its  proper  authorities,  viz. :  (1)  The  Bector,  (2)  the  Academical 
Council,  (3)  the  Presidents  of  Faculties,  (4)  Councils  of  Faculties, 
(5)  the  General  Assembly  of  Professors. 

Five  Faculties  are  recognised ;  (1)  Philosophy  and  Letters ;  (2)  Juris- 
prudence ;  (3)  Mathematical  Science ;  (4)  Natural  Science ;  (5)  Medicine. 
Special  teaching  in  Classical  and  Oriental  Languages,  Diplomacy,  and 
PalflBography,  with  all  technical  instruction,  is  provided  in  special 
establishments  outside  the  University. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  present  topographical  distribution 
of  University  studies  and  the  nature  of  the  several  Faculties :

Arl.  6. — ^The  Faonlty  of  Philosophy  and  Letters  comprises  the  foUowiog 
seotioDS :  1.  Bational  Philoeophy ;  2.  Moral  Philosophy ;  3.  History  of 
Philosophy ;  4.  National  History  ;  5.  Philosophy  of  History ;  6.  Science  of 
Geography  and  Statistics ;  7.  ^dthetios ;  8.  Italian  Literature ;  9.  Latin  Liteza* 
tnre ;  10.  Greek  Literature ;  11.  Oriental  Literature ;  12.  ComporatiTe 
Literature;  13.  Arohseology ;  14.  Scholastic  Teaching;  15.  Philology r 
16.  History  of  the  Church. 

The  Faculty  of  Jurisprudence  comprises  :  1.  Philosophy  of  Law  ;  2.  Hiitosy 
of  Law ;  3.

The  Faculty  of  Mathematieal  Sciences  :  1.  Higher  Algebra  and  the  Theozy  of 
Numbers;  2.  G^metry,  with  two  and  three  co-ordinates;  3.  DescriptiTe 
Geometry;  4.  Introductions  to  Sublime  Calculation;  5.  Integral  and  Diffe- 
rential Calculation ;  6.  Bational  Mechanics ;  7.  Applied  Mechanics ;  8.  Astro- 
nomy ;  9.  Mathematical  and  Geodesial  Geography ;  10.  Superior  Geometry ; 
11.  Hydraulics. 

The  Faculty  of  Naiurai  Science:  1.  Physics  with  Cabinet;  2.  TerreiiiUI 
and  Meteorological  Physics  with  Cabinet  and  Observatory;  3.  Inorganio 
Chemistry,  with  Laboratory ;'  4.  Organic  Chemistry,  with  Labozatorj; 
5.  Geology;  6.  Mineralogy,  with  Cabinet;  7.  Botany,  with  Garden;  8. 
Zoology,  with  Cabinet ;  9.  Comparative  Anatomy. 

There  are  two  classes  of  Stvdents  in  the  TJniverBitj — Students 
proper  and  *'  auditors.''  Students  proper  are  admitted  to  the  required 
faculty  by  public  examination ;  those  who  wish  to  attend  any  of  the 
courses  without  being  subjected  to  the  examinations  are  received  as 
auditors.  These  latter,  however,  cannot  be  admitted  to  degree  examin- 
ations without  having  passed  the  students'  examinations;  but  they  majT 
at  any  time  assume  the  privileges  of  students,  on  complying  with  the 
prescribed  conditions. 

The  acholctstie  year  has  a  duration  of  nine  months  and  a  hs^ 
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comprised,  at  the  discretioii  of  tlie  Council,  within  the  15th  of  October 
and  the  SOth  of  the  following  July.  The  vacationa  are  :  Sundays  and 
other  ciyil  festiyals,  twelve  days  at  Christmas,  eighteen  days  at  the 
Camiyal,  the  National  F^te-day,  and  the  King's  birthday  anniyersary. 

Italian  is  the  official  language  of  the  instructions  and  examinations ; 
but  it  is  intimated  that  "facilities  will  be  given  to  students  to 
qualify  themselves  in  the  Latin  tongue." 

For  mairieulaiion  the  regulations  are  thus  prescribed  in  chap.  ii.  of 
the  Act.  Art.  9,  it  will  be  noticed,  relates  specially  to  foreigners;  and 
it  may  be  added,  in  this  place,  that  examinations  passed  or  degrees 
received  beyond  the  kingdom  are  of  no  avail  in  Italy : 

Art.  8. — To  matrioTilate,  atudentB  must  make  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
ihe  UniyerBity.  Therein,  besides  the  names  of  the  stadent  and  his  parents, 
mnst  be  given  (a)  place  of  birth  ;  (h)  the  residence  of  his  family ;  (c)  his  own 
residence  in  the  city;  (d)  mention  of  the  faoolty  in  which  he  intends  to  enter. 
The  application  mnst  be  accompanied  by  the  following  docnments :  1.  Certifi- 
cate of  birth ;  2.  The  original  diploma  of  legal  licence  or  the  other  credentiala 
which,  according  to  the  regnlationa,  are  necessary  for  admission  to  the  varions 
oonrses ;  3.  The  receipt  for  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee,  and  of  the  first 
instalment  of  the  entrance  fee.  An  auditor  must  present  his  application  accom- 
panied by  the  same  documents,  and  produce  his  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the 
prescribed  fees.  If,  however,  he  only  wishes  to  enter  for  a  single  course,  he 
is  not  obliged  to  produce  the  papers  indicated  at  Clause  8.  He  may  also  acquire 
the  title  of  student  on  producing  proof  of  having  complied  with  all  the  condi- 
tions imposed  on  students.  Auditors  of  a  single  course  will  only  have  finished 
the  courses  after  acquiring  the  titles  indicated  above  at  Clause  2.  Ladies 
may  be  entered  in  the  register  of  students  and  auditors,  in  case  they  present 
the  documents  required  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  or  equivalents. 

Art.  9. — ^Foreigners  who  wish  to  matriculate  as  students  in  an  Italian 
University  must  present  a  formal  certificate  of  having  completed  the  secondary 
studies  if  they  wish  to  enter  for  the  first  Uniyersity  year,  and,  together  with 
{his  certificate,  if  they  wish  to  enter  for  another  year,  for  the  other  courses  pur- 
sued in  the  University.  The  Councils  of  the  Faculties  of  Philosophy  and 
Letters,  and  of  Mathematical,  Physical,  and  Natural  Science,  wiU  judge  if  the 
Certificate  of  secondary  studies  is  equivalent  to  the  legal  Licence;  and  the 
Conxioil  of  the  Faculty  in  which  the  applicant  wishes  to  enter  must  decide  if, 
and  to  what  year  of  the  course  the  studies  pursued  in  a  foreign  uniyersity  apply  • 
The  decision  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  will  be  communicated  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Minister,  and,  on  the  advice  of  the  Superior  Council,  confirmed  or 
amended  by  him. 

Art.  10. — ^The  time  allowed  for  presenting  the  application  mentioned  in  Art.  8 
win  be  tweniy-five  days,  commencing  fifteen  days  before  and  ending  ten  days 
after  the  opening  of  the  sohdlastio  year.

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Art.  11. — The  Seoretary  will  add  daily  to  the  list  the  names  of  stiideiita  and 
anditon  whose  applicatione  haye  been  f onnd  regular. 

Art.  12. — Stadentfl  and  auditors,  as  soon  as  th^y  see  their  names  pmblishsd, 
will  present  themselves  to  the  Secretary  and  rooeire  from  him  the  tieket  of 
admission. 

Faculty  of  PhUoaophy  and  Letters. 

The  oourse  of  study  is  of  f onr  years'  duration.  The  Faculty  confers 
two  degrees,  one  in  Philosophy,  and  the  other  in  Letters ;  also  two 
certificates,  one  called  the  Licence,  and  the  other  the  Jyegree  certifi- 
cate.   Following  are  the  explanatory  articles  of  the  B^ulations : 

Art.  6. — To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  Licence,  the  stadent 
most  have  pnrsaed  for  two  years  the  course  of  Italian  Literature,  Latin  litera- 
ture, and  Greek  Literature ;  for  one  year  a  oourse  of  Theoretical  Philosophy, 
Comparative  History  of  the  Classical  and  Modem  Latin  Languages ;  Anoie&t 
History ;  Modem  History ;  Geography.  For  these  studies  and  the  others  which 
he  has  pursued,  according  to  the  General  Begulations,  he  must  take  a  certificaie 
of  diligence. 

Art.  7. — The  examination,  which  is  held  in  two  distinct  sittings,  refers  to  all  the 
subjects  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  and  consists :  (I)  Of  the  pressn- 
tation  of  an  essay  in  Italian  on  a  critical,  historical,  or  grammatical  subject 
The  professors  will  question  the  student  on  the  matter  of  the  said  euay.  (2) 
Of  a  composition  written  in  Latin  on  a  subject  given  by  the  examining  commis- 
sion, and  selected  in  such  a  manner  that  the  student  may  be  able  to  treat  it 
with  the  use  only  of  dictionaries.  For  this  composition  at  least  six  hours  will 
be  allowed.  (3)  Of  a  conversation  of  at  least  an  hour  with  the  examiners,  on 
the  subjects  which  are  prescribed  by  Art.  6,  and  are  not  treated  of  in  the 
two  written  examinations.  The  division  of  the  subjects  for  each  sittisg 
will  be  fixed  by  the  Faculty  at  the  begining  of  the  soholastlo  year.  The 
student  will  be  at  liberty  to  present  himself  for  the  first  as  well  as  the  other. 
On  the  proposition  of  the  Faculty,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister,  one  of 
the  two  sittings  may  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  first  year.  N.B. — ^In  thisosie 
it  is  ordered  that  the  two  written  attempts,  or  at  least  the  free  essay  in  Italian, 
should  be  put  o&  to  the  second  year,  and  that  the  oral  examination  should  be 
divided  in  such  a  manner  that  youths  shall  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  underf» 
an  examination  on  the  annual  subjects  of  their  studies  in  the  first  year,  sad 
another  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  on  the  annual  subjects  studied  in  the 
second  year  (Ministerial  Note  of  the  23rd  May,  1877.) 

Art,  9. — To  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for  the  degree,  the  student  msit 
have  pursued  the  instructions  of  the  Faculty  for  two  years  more,  and  have 
obtained  the  certificate  of  diligence  for  the  courses  determined  in  Art.  10  or  in 
11,  as  well  as  for  the  other  instructions  which  he  must  have  followed  aooordiog 
to  the  General  Begulations. 

Art.  10.— To  obtain  the  degree  in  Lettere,  the  student  will  in  the  second 
biennial  term  attend  a  course  of :  Italian  Literature ;  Latin  Literatuxe ;  Qm^ 
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litonkion;    Anoient   Hiitozy;    Modem    History;   Arohaieology ;    HUioiy   of 
Philoaopliy. 

Art.  11. — ^To  obtain  the  degree  in  Philoeoph^  the  Btndent  will,  in  the  leoond 
bienxiial  tenn,  attend  a  conree  of  Hiitory  of  Philoiopby ;  a  oonne  of  Theoretioal 
Philoaopby ;  Moral  Philoaopliy ;  Qreek  Literature ;  Italian  Literature ;  Anoient 
History ;  Edaoational  Soienoe ;  beeidea  a  oonrse  of  Physiology,  or  another  of 
the  Natural  Soienoes  to  be  appointed  by  the  Faonlty. 

Art.  12. — The  examinations  for  eaoh  of  the  two  degrrees  will  torn  on  the 
-siibjeota  indicated  in  Articles  10  and  11,  and  will  be  held  in  the  form  presoribed 
in  the  examination  for  the  Lioence,  before  a  oommission  composed  of  official 
{>Tof  essors  of  the  subjects  of  examination,  with  whom  shall  be  oonneoted,  on  the 
proposition  of  the  Faculty,  one  or  two  examiners  selected  from  prirate  teachers, 
•or  from  the  assembled  doctors  where  th^  exist,  or  all  ontside  the  Academical 
Body.  For  the  degree  in  Philosophy  both  the  examinations  may  be  written  in 
Italian.  N.6.  Besides  the  sittings  for  these  examinations  for  the  degree, 
may  be  held  the  one  at  the  end  of  the  third,  the  other  at  the  fourth  year  of 
«tady,  by  the  rules  indicated  in  the  examinations  for  the  licenoe ;  that  is  to 
«ay,  that  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  the  student  may  be  admitted  to  undergo 
-the  oral  proof  of  oouTersation  on  the  subjects  studies  for  which  end  in  the 
4Kforesaid  year  (Ministerial  Note,  lath  June,  1877). 

Art.  13. — ^The  Licence  is  an  indispensable  condition  for  aspiring  to  the  name  of 
professor  in  teaching  the  three  first  classes  of  the  Gymnasium  and  of  the 
Teobniosl  Schools.  The  after  proofs,  and  the  other  conditions  which  may  be 
presoribed  by  the  State  with  a  Yiew  to  conducing  to  an  effeotlTe  use  of  the 
teapbing,  will  be  detersuned  in  a  Ministerial  regulation. 

Art.  15. — ^The  School  of  Instruction  is  divided  in  three  secttons,  Tis. : 
Pfailologicsl,  Historical,  and  Philosophical.  In  order  to  obtain  the  special 
dlploDUM  of  eaoh  section,  the  candidate  must  be  prepared  to  follow  its  course  of 
preparation  for  two  years  before  haying  attempted  the  degree. 

Art.  16. — ^The  Philological  Section  is  composed  of  Professors  of  Italian 
liifeeratnre,  Latin  Liteiature,  Greek  Literature,  ComparatiTe  History  of  Classical 
and  Modem  Latin  Languages,  Archnology.  It  will  be  obligatory  on  each 
stadent  entered  for  this  section  to  attend  the  course  of  ComparatiTe  History  of 
Modern  Latin  Literature  where  this  subject  is  taught.  The  Historical  Section 
is  oomposed  of  Professors  of  Anoient  History,  Modem  History,  Geography, 
Arohseology,  Italian  Literature.  Students  entered  for  thui  section  must  attend 
^e  oonrse  of  Statistics,  Physical  Geography,  and  Philosophy  of  History,  where 
-these  studies  are  taught  in  the  several  faculties.  The  Philosophical  Section  ia 
-oomposed  of  Professors  of  Philosophy,  History  of  Philosophy,  Anthropology 
-and  Pedagogy,  Greek  Literature,  Italian  Literature.  Students  entered  for  this 
section  must  attend  the  course  of  Philosophy  of  History  where  this  study  is 
taught. 

Art.  18.— The  studies  for  Doctor  consist,  besides  those  required  by  the  degree, 
'Of  special  exoerdses  intended  to  render  the  student  not  only  apt  in  original 
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researoh  and  explanation  of  loientifio  dootiJnes,  bnt  also  expert  in  tiie  metikode 
and  limits  of  the  snbjeot. 

Art,  21.^The  ^plication  for  admiision  to  eaoh  of  the  aeotions  mutt  he  made 
to  the  director  of  the  school,  accompanied  by  the  diploma  of  Lioentiato  in  Philo- 
sophy and  Letters. 

The  Faculty  of  Mathematical,  Physical,  and  Natural  Sciences. 

The  necessary  information  is  contained  In  tbe  following  articles 
selected  from  the  Regulations : 

Art.  2. — The  following  are  common  to  all  the  Faoolties  of  Scienoe :  Experi- 
mental Physios,  Chemistiy,  Mineralogy,  Geology,  Zoology,  Compantire 
Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Botany,  Algebra,  Fractions,  Analytical  Qeometry, 
ProjeotiTe  Qeometry  with  Design,  DesoriptiTe  Geometry  with  Design,  Ele- 
mentary Design  of  Ornament  and  Arohiteotore  (which  may  be  tanght  in  the 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  where  such  exists  in  the  city  in  which  the  UniTenity 
is  established).  The  following  belong  to  the  Faculties  of  Soienoe  and  carry 
ont  the  intention  of  Article  4 :  Rational  Mechanics,  Astronomy,  Mathematieil 
Physios,  three  complementary  courses  of  Mathematics ;  a  oonrse  of  Physical 
Geography  may  also  be  institnted. 

Art.  S.— The  subjects  indicated  in  Art.  2  are  completed  in  a  year,  with  the 
exception  of  Design  in  Ornament  and  Architectare,  the  first  of  which  is  taoght 
for  two  years,  and  the  second  for  six  months. 

Art.  4. — ^The  Faculty  of  Science  confers :  (1)  The  Licence  in  Mathematiosl 
and  Physical  Sciences ;  (2)  the  Licence  in  Natural  Sciences ;  (3)  the  Degree 
in  Mathematics;  (4)  the  Degree  in  Physics;  (5)  the  Degree  in  Chemistry; 
(6)  the  Degree  in  Natural  Sciences. 

Art.  5. — The  obligatory  subjects  for  Licence  in  Mathematical  and  Physioal 
Sciences  are  :  Experimental  Physics,  Chemistry,  Algebra,  Fractions,  Ans^tiesl 
Geometry,  Projectiye  Geometry  with  Design,  DescriptiTe  Geometry  with  Deeign. 

Art.  6. — ^The  obligatory  subjects  for  Licence  in  Natural  Soienoe  are :  Experi- 
mental Physics,  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Botany,  Zoology,  Comparatire 
Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

Art,  7. — ^The  subjects  indioated  in  Articles  5  and  6  will  aU  be  aooompsnied  by 
frequent  and  convenient  practical  experiment.  To  assist  the  professors  in 
their  demonstrations  there  may  be  assistance  in  the  faculty. 

Art,  8. — ^Both  the  Licences  are  obtained  by  examination.  The  student  is 
admitted  after  haying  followed  the  biennial  oourse,  indicated  in  ArticUs  5 
or  6  (which  treat  of  the  LLoence  in  Mathematioal  and  Physioal  Science,  or  of 
the  Licence  in  Natural  Science),  and  haying  obtained  corresponding  cerii- 
flcates  of  diligenoe  in  accordance  with  the  oonditions  of  the  General  Begs- 
lations. 

Art.  9. — The  ewamvnation  for  the  Licence  in  Mathematieal  and  Ph/^tieel 
Science  is  held  in  three  sittings :  In  the  first  the  candidate  is  exaaioed  ii 
Algebra  and  Fractions,  in  the  second  in  Analytical  Geomefeigr  and  PiN^jeolire 
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mnd  DeMriptiYe  Geometry,  and  in  tihe  thizd  in  Fhyiiei  uid  Ohemtattj.  The 
examination  for  lioenoe  in  Natnial  Soienoe  is  held  in'  two  eittingB.  In  the 
first  the  oandidste  is  examined  in  Phyrioe  and  Chemietiy;  in  the  seoond,  in 
Botany,  Mineralogy,  Zoology,  Compantire  Anatomy  and  Pbynology.  Eaoh 
sitting  will  last  an  hoar,  and  the  examining  oommission  will  reqnire  written 
and  praotioal  proofs  in  all  sabjeots  to  whioh  they  refer. 

Art.  10. — On  the  proposition  of  the  Faonlty,  and  with  the  oonsent  of  the 
Minister,  the  yarioas  sittingB  in  whioh  the  examination  for  Lioenoe  is  oompleted 
may  alao  be  held,  pert  at  the  end  of  the  first  and  part  at  the  end  of  the  seoond 
year.  The  order  in  whioh  the  attempts  are  made  is  left  to  the  disoietion  of  the 
student. 

AH.  12. — ^The  Lioenoe  in  Mathematioal  and  Physioal  Seienoe,  together  with 
oertifioates  of  diligenoe  in  the  oonrses  of  Mineralogy,  Geology,  Design  in 
Ornament  and  Arohiteotore,  with  the  respeotiTe  proofs,  are  available  for 
admission  to  the  School  of  Application.  It  opens,  besides  admission  to^  students 
for  degrees  in  Mathematics,  Physios  and  in  Ohemistry,  the  Lioenoe  in  Natural 
Soienoe,  and  together  with  a  sample  of  Free-hand  Drawing,  g^ves  admission  to 
the  stadent  for  degrees  in  Natural  Soienoe  and  in  Ohemistry.  To  the  studies  for 
Degree  in  Natoral  Soienoe  those  only  can  be  admitted  who  haye  obtained  the 
Iiioence  in  Mathematical  and  Physical  Science  or  that  of  Faculty  of  Medicine ; 
but  first  to  present  themselyes  for  examination  for  the  Degree,  thoy  must  obtain 
the  oertificate  of  diligenoe  in  the  subjects  prescribed  for  the  Lioenoe  in  Natural 
Science  whioh  are  not  included  in  the  examination  passed  for  Licence. 

Art,  13. — ^The  Degree  in  Mathem<U%eal,  Phyeical,  Chemical,  and  Natural 
Bdencee  is  obtained  by  means  of  a  seoond  two  years'  study,  and  an  examination. 
To  the  courses  for  this  second  two  years  none  can  enter  who  haye  not  obtained 
the  corresponding  Licence  according  to  the  preceding  articles. 

Art.  14. — ^For  the  Decree  in  Mathematiee  it  is  necessary  to  haye  followed 
during  the  two  years  a  course  of  Bational  Mechanics,  and  no  less  than  four 
other  annual  courses  selected  from  those  indicated  in  Art.  12. 

Art.  15. — For  the  Degree  in  Phyeies  it  is  necessary  to  haye  attended  for  two 
years  the  experiments  in  a  physical  laboratory,  to  haye  done  for  at  least  six 
months  chemical  experiments  and  to  haye  pursued  in  equal  numbers  the 
courses  in  Bational  Mechanics,  Mathematical  Physios,  Mineralogy  and  one  other 
course  according  to  the  General  Regulations. 

Art.  16. — For  the  Decree  in  Chemittry  it  is  necessary  to  haye  attended  for 
two  years  experimental  studies  in  a  ohemical  laboratory,  to  haye  done  for  at 
least  six  months  practical  experiments  in  Physics,  and  to  haye  followed  at  least 
three  courses  in  the  Faculty  of  Science  or  in  that  of  Medicine. 

Art.  17. — ^For  the  Degree  in  NaturaZ  Sciences  it  is  necessary  to  haye  oulti- 
yated  for  two  years  one  of  the  branches  of  Natural  History  in  one  of  the  scientific 
institutions  of  the  Uniyersity,  and  to  haye  followed  an  equal  number  of  courses 
of  Geology,  Physioal  Geography  (where  it  is  taught) »  Zoology,  Oomparatiye 
Anatomy,  and  Physiology. 
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Art.  18. — ^The  o&ndidaie  will  be  admitted  to  the  examiaatioii  for  one  of  IW 
degrees  on  preaenting '  (1)  oeitifioatee  of  diUgenoe  for  the  eonnee  indSoateJ 
in  the  preoeding  Artidea  in  oonformity  with  the^  Gtoneral  BegolatioBflr  {^)  •& 
essay  on  a  sabjeot  ohosen  indiBcriminataly  from  those  whidi  speoially  refer  t» 
the  degree  to  whioh  he  aspires. 

Art.  19. — ^The  examination  for  the  Degree  ooniiBts  s  For  MaihemtOieB :  (1> 
In  a  oonferenoe  on  the  snbjeot  of  the  essay;  (2)  in  an  oral  eiamination  lastang 
at  least  an  hour  on  the  subjeots  studied  by  the  oaadidate  in  the  second  two* 
years.  The  oommission  oan,  after  the  conference  indicated  at  No.  1,  ezoliide  the 
candidate  from  the  oral  examination.  N.B.  The  Minister  has  oonsented  thai 
a  short  interral  may  intenrene  between  the  first  and  second  attempts,  in  snoh  a^ 
manner,  however,  that  the  unity  of  the  examination  is  maintained,  and  incnrs  a 
single  Yotiog  and  not  two,  as  in  the  case  of  an  examination  being  divided  in  two- 
sittings  (Ministeral  Note,  19th  June,  1877).  For  Phyiiea,  for  Chemistry  afui 
for  Natural  Beiencee :  Of  a  practical  examination  in  Physics,  Ohemistiy,  or  the 
branch  of  Natural  History  most  studied  by  the  candidate,  the  object  and  rules 
of  which  examination  shall  be  fixed  by  the  oommission.  (2)  Of  an  oral  exami- 
nation lasting  at  least  an  hour  not  only  on  the  subjects  whioh  refer  to  tiie 
practical  examination,  but  also  on  others  studied  in  the  second  two  years. 

Honorary  Degrees. 

These  are  only  conferred  in  rare  and  particular  cases  where  the 
distinction  is  held  to  be  justified.  The  special  provision  on  the  sabject 
is  that  "The  Oonncil  of  Public  Instruction,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Superior  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  may  recommend  for 
nomination  to  the  King  persons  who,  by  their  labours,  discoveries,  or 
teachings,  shall  have  acquired  special  celebrity  in  the  subjects  which 
they  are  to  profess." 

Private  Instruction, 

The  professors  in  the  several  faculties  are  allowed  to  give  private 
instruction  in  all  the  authorised  courses ;  but  it  is  provided  (apparently 
somewhat  ambiguously)  that  they  must  not  repeat  in  private  the 
teaching  which  they  give  in  public.  The  right  of  instruction  in  the 
official  programme  is  reserved  to  the  authorised  doctors.  The  courses 
taJcen  privately  have,  however,  the  same  academical  value  as  those  of 
the  public  classes,  provided  they  be  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

Schools  of  Obstetrics  for  Midwives. 

Schools  of  Obstetrics  for  the  instruction  of  women  are  permitted  in 
association  with  the  universities  of  their  several  districts ;  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  such  an  association  is  at  present  effected.  Schools  of 
the  kind  are  established  in  Milan,  Venice,  Aquila,  Bari,  Oatanzaro, 
Novara,  Tercelli,  and  Voghera,  most  of  them  attached  to  the  local 
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Ijoemns  (scliools  of  Becondary  'education) ;  but  they  are  not  described 
as  haYing  complied  with  the  conditions  required.  One  of  these  is  that 
such,  a  school  shaU  have  a  lying-in  hospital  of  at  least  fifteen  beds. 
Ladiea  practising  Midwifery  without  a  recognised  qualification  are 
eligible  forthe  diploma  on  passing  the  practical  examination  prescribed.

Subsidies  and  Rewards. 

Certain  funds,  in  the  nature  of  bursaries  and  scholarships,  are  set 
apart  for  the  assistance  of  students  and  the  reward  of  distinguished 
scholars.  Students,  for-  example,  may  procure  a  dispensaUon  from 
scholastic  fees  on  showing — first,  that  they  are  in  need ;  and,  next,  on 
complying  with  certain  other  conditions  prescribed.  The  following 
rules  regulate  the  preparation  of  certificates  for  this  purpose : 

The  certificate  of  the  oommnnal  oonncils,  according  to  the  Minieterial  circnlar 
of  the  let  October,  1876,  mnet  contain  the  following  information :  (a)  The 
nsms,  age,  and  reepeotiye  position  of  the  parents  of  each  person  who  oompoees 
the  student's  family,  and  of  his  sisters ;  if  he  be  marriageable  or  married ;  (() 
the  profession,  art,  indnstry,  or  business  exercised  by  each  of  the  said  persons ; 
(e)  the  approximate  income  which  each  receives  from  the  same ;  (d)  the  kind, 
the  extension,  the  approximate  yalne  of  goods  which  they  possess,  the  capital 
employed,  the  receipts  from  each  item ;  (e)  the  pensions,  stipends,  posts  of 
stady,  or  of  maintenance  in  inatitntions  of  beneyolence  or  instmction  which 
they  enjoy ;  (/)  the  fees  by  which  they  benefit.  The  certificate  of  the  Begistry 
OiBoe  mnst  comprise  the  taxes  paid  by  each  member  of  the  family,  those  paid 
in  the  place  of  domicile  as  weU  as  those  fees  which  are  paid  in  his  birthplace 
or  another  oommnne.  Snch  certificates  mnst  be  of  recent  date  and  near  that  of 
the  presentation  of  the  application,  and  in  any  case  not  older  than  a  year. 
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Subsidies  for  Qraduaies  are  tlitiB  proyided: 

Ohap.  Y. — Art,  40. — ^Every  solidbuitio  year  a  oompetiiion  win  be  open  to  all 
thoee  on  whom  degree*  have  been  conferred  in  the  seTeral  unlTersitiee  of  tlie 
kingdom  for  a  snbddy  intended  to  pnt  them  in  a  position  to  perfect  themaelTet 
in  their  atadiea  near  a  national  or  foreign  nniTeraity.  The  nnmben  of  inbBidiM 
and  the  enm  to  be  need  in  them  for  nnirerBity  atodente,  as  well  aa  for  othert, 
will  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  year  by  year. 

Art,  41. — Students  obtaining  the  degree  beyond  the  fonrth  year  wiU  not  bo 
admitted  to  the  oompetition,  neither  can  those  compete  for  the  snbsidiei  who 
have  not  obtained  the  degree  in  less  than  one  year. 

Art,  42. — The  competition  shall  be  made  by  means  of  presentation  for  psitiai 
of  the  competitors  according  to  the  distinctions  obtained  in  their  stedies.  For 
the  subsidies  outside  the  application,  the  memorials  and  the  honours  moit  be 
asked  for  not  later  than  the  month  of  April ;  and  for  those  inside,  not  later 
than  the  month  of  August. 

Art,  43. — The  honours  of  memorials  will  be  adjudged  by  commissions  noni- 
nated  by  the  Minister.  The  conmussions  will  propose  to  which  of  the  oompetitoti 
the  subsidy  shall  be  granted,  and  for  what  national  or  foreign  university. 

Art,  88. — ^There  is  still  established  in  Naples  a  University  scholarship,  whieh 
is  open  to  those  scholars  who,  having  completed  their  course,  may  be  ordered 
to  finish  their  studies  in  other  European  citieB  at  the  expense  of  the  Govern- 
ment.

CHAPTER  VI. 

UNIVEB8ITY  EDUCATION  IN  BELGIUM. 

University  of  Oand :  Faculties  of  Philosophy  cmd  Letters ;  of  Science ; 

of  Law ;   of  Medicine. 

Univebbity  of  Gand. 

The  University  embraces  the  Faculties  of  Philosopliy  and  Letters ; 
Science — ^Mathematical,  Physical,  and  Natural ;  Law ;  and  Medicine. 

Inscriptions, — These  are  of  two  kinds — ^the  inscription  au  role,  and 
the  inscription  aux  cours.  The  student  must  take  the  former  annually, 
paying  a  fee  of  15fr.  The  second  mentioned  inscription  is  for  all  the 
courses  of  the  student's  curriculum,  and  the  fee  for  the  Legal  Faculty  is 
250fr.  per  annum ;  for  other  Faculties  200fr,  per  annum. 

Single  cowrses  may  be  taken  at  the  University.  There  is  a  fixed  fee 
for  each  course. 

The  academical  year  is  divided  into  two  sessions.  The  first  com- 
mences the  first  Tuesday  in  October,  and  the  second  the  last  Monday 
in  February. 

Frizes,  &c, — QoJd  medals  are  awarded  annually.  Added  to  each 
medal,  value  400fr.,  are  hoolcs  to  the  same  amount.  These  prizes  are 
given  by  the  Crovemment.  In  addition  eighty  bursaries  of  the  value 
of  400fr.  each  are  given  annually. 

Two  principal  degrees  are  granted  by  the  University — Candidate  and 
Doctor.  There  is  a  third  degree  obtainable  by  those  who  have  already 
graduated  as  Candidate  in  Pharmacy — Fharma^cien, 

Ko  person  is  allowed  to  exercise  a  profession  for  the  recognised 
practice  of  which  a  degree  is  required  by  the  law,  if  he  has  not 
obtained  the  same  degree  conformably  to  the  law.  Nevertheless,  the 
Government  can  accord  special  dispensations,  more  particularly  in  the 
case  of  foreign  practitioners  of  Medicine. 

Faculty  of  Philosophy  and  Letters, 
Examination  for  the  Degree  of  Candidate — in  one  or  two  Proof s^  at  the 
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Student 8  Option. — ^The  first  proof  cominriBes :  Histoiy  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  Ancient  History,  Political  Hifltorj,  Roman  Antiquities.  The 
seeoTid  proof  comprises:  Latin  translation.  History  of  French  or 
Flemish  Literature,  Moral  Philosophy  and  Logic,  Psychology,  Poli- 
tical and  Belgian  History.  In  addition,  Greek  is  compulsory  on  all 
those  who  aspire  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Philosophy. 

The  examination  for  the  Doctorate  may  also  be  taJcen  on  one  or  two 
proofs.  The  subjects  are:  Latin,  Greek,  Philosophy,  Ancient  and 
Modem  History,  Greneral  Grammar,  Gomparatiye  History  of  Modem 

European  Literature. 

Fa^cuUy  of  Law. 

There  is  one  examination  for  the  degree  of  Candidate.  Bubjedt: 
History  and  Institutes  of  Roman  Law,  Natural  Law  and  Philosophy 
of  Law,  EncyclopsBdia-  of  Law,  and  Historical  Introduction  to  the 
course  of  Civil  Law. 

Tbe  examination  for  the  Doctoraie  is  of  a  more  advanced  character. 

Faculty  of  Sciences. 

The  Candidate's  degree  may  be  taken  in  one  or  two  proofs.  The  frd 
comprises :  Logic,  Psychology,  Moral  Philosophy,  complete  Analytical 
Geometry,  Higher  Algebra,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  £xpe» 
limental  Physics.  The  second  proof  comprises :  Descriptive  Geometry, 
Chemistry,  Crystallography. 

The  examination  for  the  Doctorate  embraces ;  Higher  Mathematics, 
Theoretical  and  Applied,  Physics,  <&c. 

Cafididaie  in  Natural  Sciences. — The  examination  is  in  one  or  two 
proofs,  at  the  candidate's  option.  First  proof:  Logic,  Psychology,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Experimental  Physics,  Zoology,  General  Chemistiy  (Inor- 
ganic). Second  proof:  Experimental  Physics,  Organic  Chemistiy, 
Botany,  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  Practical  Chemistry. 

Degree  of  Doctor  in  Natural  Sciences. — ^There  are  one  or  two  proofs, 
at  the  candidate's  option.  The  ft/rst  proof  embraces  three  of  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  1.  Zoology,  Animal  Geography  and  Paleontology, 
Histology,  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physiology ;  2.  Botany,  General 
and  Special,  including  Yegetable  Geography  and  Palssontology ;  S. 
Minei*alogy,  Geology,  and  Stratigraphical  Paleontology;  4.  General 
and  Analytical  Chemistry.  Second  proof :  on  the  subjects  omitted  in 
the  first.    The  examination  is  partly  practical 

Fees. — Examiuation  of  Candidate  in  Philosophy  and  Letters,  50fr.; 
examination  of  Doctor  in  Philosophy  and  Letters,  50fr. ;  examination 
of  Candidate  in  Law,  lOOf r. ;  each  of  the  examinations  of  Doctor  in 
Law,  lOOf r. ;  examination  of  Candidate  in  History,  lOOfr. ;  each  exami- 
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nation  far  Candidate  in  Sciences,  40fr. ;  examination  for  Doctor  in 
Physical  and  Mathematical  Sciences,  40fr. ;  examination  of  Doctor  in. 
Natural  Sciences,  SOtr. 

Examinations  are  also  held  for  Scientific  di/plomoM^^i^vA,  is,  for 
diplomas  which  do  not  confer  a  right  to  practice  in  Belgium.  Thej 
are  granted  in  the  same  Faculties  and  have  the  same  titles  as  the 
ordinazy  diplomas.  Special  scientific  diplomat  are  also  granted  after* 
ezammation  to  persons  who,  haying  already  obtained  the  degree  of 
Doctor,  have  applied  themselves  to  some  particxQar  branch  of  science.^ 
Full  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary. 

Begulatione  of  the  Schools  of  Civil  Engineering,  Arts  and  Manufacturer, 

attached  to  the  University. 

For  each  of  the  above  schools  there  is  a  Preparatory  and  a  Special 
or  Advanced  department.  The  School  of  Civil  Engineering  comprises 
the  two  sections :  Ist,  Bridges  and  Roads,  and  2nd,  Civil  Engineering 
proper.  The  section  of  Bridges  and  Roads  is  intended  for  students 
studying  for  the  diplomas  of  Honorary  Engineer  of  Bridges  and 
Roads,  and  Honorary  Conductor  of  Bridges  and  Roads.  In  the  corps 
of  Bridges  and  Roads  the  appointments  of  sub-engineer  and  conductor 
of  the  third  class  are  reserved  for  Engineers  and  Conductors  of  Bridges 
and  Roads.  In  the  administration  of  the  Railways,  the  appointments 
of  sub-engineer  and  sub-chief  of  section  are  also  reserved  for  the 
same  grade. 

The  Section  of  Civil  Engineering  is  intended  for  students  aspiring  to 
the  diplomas  of — Civil  Engineer,  Architectural  Engineer,  Conductor  of 
Civil  Constructions  for  those  who  desire  to  acquii'e  a  knowledge  of 
the  science  of  Civil  Engineering. 

The  School  of  Arts  and  Manufactures  is  intended  for  those  who 
aspire  to  the  diploma  of  Industrial  Engineer,  or  who  desire  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  manufacturing  processes. 

The  School  of  Civil  Engineering  is  open  to  foreigners  as  well  as 
to  Belgians. 

The  C.E.  Preparatory  School. — Section  of  Bridges  and  Boads. — The 
examinations  for  admission  take  place  each  year  at  the  commencement 
of  October.  Candidates  must  present  themselves  at  the  School  at 
least  one  hour  before  the  commencement  of  the  examination.  The 
examination  fee  is  30fr. ;  candidates  pay  another  2fr.  for  the  diploma, 
and  3f r.  to  the  hall  porter.  Duration  of  the  Studies :  At  the  Pre- 
paratory School  (Bridges  and  Roads  section)  the  curriculum  is  of  two 
years'  duration.  The  courses  open  about  the  middle  of  October.  The 
eowrses  and  exercises  are  as  follow :  First  year  of  study  :  Analytical 
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Ckometry,  Higher  Algebra  and  Elements  of  the  Theoiy  of  Deter- 
minantB,  Desoriptive  G^metrj,  Differential  and  Integral  Calcoliu, 
Analytical  Statics,  Experimental  Physics,  Elements  of  Mathematical 
Physics,  Constmctiye  Exercises,  Practical  Drawing  as  applied  to 
Engineering.  Second  year  of  study :  Applications  of  DeacriptiTe 
Greometry — Integral  Calculus,  Elements  of  Differential  Calculus  and 
of  Variations ;  Dynamics,  Analytical  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  Hydro- 
dynamics, General  Chemistry ;  Astronomical  Physics  and  Elements 
of  G^od^sie ;  Elements  of  Architecture ;  Study  of  Machinery ;  Calcu- 
lation of  Probabilities;  Practical  Exercises;  Practical  Drawing  as 
applied  to  Engineering. 

Temporary  Division, — ^A  temporary  division  is  established  for  stu- 
dents unacquainted  with  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Analytical  Plane 
Geometxy,  and  the  Elements  of  Descriptiye  Geometry.  The  teaching 
giyen  in  this  division  is  so  conducted  that  pupils  can  terminate  their 
preliminary  studies  in  one  year,  after  which  they  submit  to  the  exami- 
nation for  admission  into  the  Preparatory  School. 

Exemption  from  Admission  Examination. — ^The  Director  of  the 
School  may  grant  special  permission  to  persons  to  attend  one  or  more 
courses  without  passing  an  Entrance  examination.  The  answers  of  the 
pupils  in  the  ordinary  tutorial  examinations  are  taken  into  account  in 
connection  with  th^  granting  of  diplomas. 

Fees, — ^The  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  general  inscription  for  all  the 
courses  is  20Qfr.  each  year.  The  fee  paid  by  pupils  admitted  to  the 
temporary  division  includes  that  for  the  first  year  of  study  in  the  Pre- 
paratory School.  Admitted  pupils  pay  annually  25f r.  for  repetitiaD» 
&c. ;  pupils  of  the  second  year  pay  in  addition  20fr.  for  labonitoiy 
work. 

Inscriptions,  &c. — ^The  examinations  take  place  each  year  at  the  com- 
mencement of  October.  Candidates  must  present  themselves  an  hour 
before  the  examination  commences.  The  examination  fee  is  dOfir. 
Candidates  also  pay  2fr.  for  the  diploma,  and  3fr.  to  the  hall  porter. 

The  cwrriculwm  is  of  two  years'  duration.  The  courses  commence  in 
October.  They  are  as  follow :  IKrst  year;  Principles  of  and  Exercises 
in  Analysis;  Descriptive  Geometry;  Analytical  Statics  ;  Experimental 
Physics ;  Practical  Exercises  in  Construction,  Drawing,  &c.  Second 
year :  Applications  of  Descriptive  Geometry ;  Elementary  Analysis ; 
Dynamics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Hydrodynamics;  Elements  of  Che- 
mistry; Elements  of  Architecture;  Elements  of  Machinery;  Practical 
Exercises  (as  above).    The  fees  are  as  for  the  Preparatory  division. 

Special  School  of  Civil  Engineering, 
The  following  classes  of  pupils  are  educated  here :  Bridge  and  Bead 
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Sngineers,  Civil  Engineers,  Arcliitectriral  Engineers,  and  Conductors 
of  CiYil  Constmctions. 

Section  of  Bridges  and  Roads  (comprising  two  Classes  of  Pupils^^ 
Pupil  Engineers  and  Fupil  Condttctors), — Candidates  for  admission 
mnst  be  between  eighteen  and  twenty-five  years  of  age.  Pupil 
Engineers :  The  examination  for  admission  is  divided  into  two  parts. 
Between  passing  the  first  and  subndssion  to  the  second,  a  greater 
interval  than  two  years  cannot  be  allowed.  Each  examination  is  on 
the  subjects  forming,  the  teaching  of  each  of  the  two  years  of  study  of 
the  Preparatory  school.  Pupil  Conduetorsi  The  examination  for 
admission  embraces:  Arithmetic,  Algebra  to  equations  of  the  second 
degree  inclusive;  Elementary  Geometry;  Plane  Trigonometry;  the 
French  or  Flemish  Languages ;  Designing.  CurrieuViMn :  For  Pupil 
Engineers,  three  years;  for  Pupil  Conductors,  two  years.  Fees: 
Candidate  Conductors:  First  examination,  20fr. ;  second,  30fr. ; 
third,  50fr.  Candidate  Engineers :  First  examination,  90f r ;  second, 
30fr. ;  third,  60fr, ;  fourth,  60fr. ;  fifth,  50fr. 

Section  of  Civil  Engineering  (comprising  Pupil  Ciffil  Engineers,  Pvpil 
Architectural  Engineers,  and  Pvpil  Conductors  of  Civil  CoTutruciions). 
— ^For  admission  under  the  first  two  headings,  the  examina/tion  subjects 
are :  Descriptive  Geometry ;  the  Calculus,  Differential  and  Integral ; 
Analytical  Mechanics;  Experimental  Physics;  Elements  of  Archi- 
tecture; Elements  of  Machinery;  Design;  French.  For  admission 
under  the  third  heading  the  examination  compidses:  Arithmetic, 
Elementary  Algebra,  Greometry,  Plane  Trigonometry,  the  French  or 
Flemish  Languages;  Design,  &c.  The  fees  for  the  admission  examina- 
tion are :  Pupil  Civil  Engineers,  and  Pupil  Architectural,  90fr. ;  Pupil 
Conductors,  20fr. ;  for  the  diploma,  2f r.  is  charged,  and  3f r.  for  the  hall 
porter.  The  duration  of  the  cwrriculum  is  two  years.  The  amnual 
fees  are:  Pupil  Engineers,  150fr. ;  Pupil  Conductors,  lOQfr. ;  Pupil 
Civil  Engineers,  and  Pupil  Architectural,  35fr. ;  Pupil  Conductors  of 
Civil  Constructions,  25fr.

CHAPTER  VII. 
8WI88  UNIVERSITIES  AND  FACULTIES. 

University  of  Geneva — University  of  Basel — the  Legal  Faculty  of  Bern — 
the  Philosophical  Faculty  of  the  High  School  of  Bern. 

Uniyebsitt  of  Geneva. 

These  are  two  sessions  in  each  year.  The  winter  session  oommenoes 
on  October  15th,  ending  on  March  22nd ;  and  the  summer  session  com- 
mences on  April  1st,  ending  on  the  1st  Jnlj. 

At  the  commencement  of  their  studies  students  must  matriculate  at 
the  bureau  of  the  Uniyersitj  in  the  Faculty  which  they  hare  choseii. 
Candidates  must  submit  their  certificates  to  the  approbation  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  concerned.  Students  must  have  their  names 
inscribed  each  session  in  the  University  books,  and  for  each  oonne 
which  they  propose  to  follow  in  the  session  must  pay  a  fee  at  the  rate 
of  2fr.  50c.  for  each  hour  of  instruction  given  in  each  week. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  University  d^^ee  it  is  not  necessary  to  reside 

at  Geneva. 
Are  admitted  to  matriculate  in  the  Faculty  of  Sciences,  in  that  of 

Letters,  and  in  the  section  of  Philosophy:  1.  Bacheliers  ^s  Lettree; 
2.  Persons  who  produce  diplomas  or  certificates  equivalent  to  the 
above ;  3.  Persons  who  successfully  pass  an  oral  examination  con- 
ducted at  the  University.  This  last  may  be,  at  the  candidate's  option, 
either  in  the  subjects  of  the  oral  division  of  the  examination  for  the 
Baccalaur^at  ^s  Lettres,  or  on  the  following  matters;  1st,  Literature; 
2nd,  General  History;  3rd,  Philosophy;  4th,  Physical  Geography; 
5th,  Elementary  Mathematics ;  6th,  Elements  of  the  Natural  Scieneee; 
7th,  Elements  of  Physics  and  of  Chemistry. 

Law  and  Theology. 
Are  admitted  as  students  of  the  above  Facultie  :  1st,  BaehelierB  hi 
Sciences  and  Licencies  ^s  Lettres;   2nd,  Holders  of  the  degree  d 
Bachelier-^s-Lettres  and  of  foreign  diplomas,  Ac.,  in  so  far  as  their 
certificates  are  equivalent  to  the  examination  for  Matriculation. 
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For  the  Facnltj  of  Theologj  candidates  must  have  an  acquaintance 
with  the  Hebrew  tongae.  The  examinations  are  public.  The  examina- 
tions for  admission  and  graduation  take  place  at  the  commencement  of 
each  academical  jear.  The  degrees  conferred  by  the  Uniyersitj  are : 
Ist,  Bachelier-es-Lettres ;  Bachelier-^-Sciences  Physiques  et  Natu- 
relles,  Bachelier-^s-Sciences  Mathematiques,  Bachelier-^s-Sciences 
MMicales,  Bachelier  en  Th^olog^e ;  2nd,  Licenci^-^-Lettres,  es  Sci- 
ences Sociales ;  en  Droit ;  en  Theologie ;  3rd,  Docteur-^s-Lettres ;  ^s 
Sciences  Physiques;  ^s  Sciences  Naturelles;  es  Sciences  Mathema- 
tiques ;  en  Droit ;  en  Theologie ;  en  M6decine.  The  acquisition  of  the 
degrees  of  Bachelier-^-Sciences  and  of  Bachelier-^s-Lettres  gives  a 
right  to  a  diploma  of  Maitre-^s-Arts. 

ExaminaiioiM. 

For  the  Baccalaureat-hS'Lettres, — ^The  examination  is  written  and 
oral.  The  oral  division  embraces:  Greek,  Latin,  Ancient  History 
Literature  and  History  of  the  French  Tongue,  History,  Logic,  Ele- 
mentary Physical  and  Natural  Science,  Elementary  Mathematics, 
Gezman  (not  demanded  of  foreigners).  The  written  division  embraces  : 
A  Latin  Thesis,  Greek  and  Latin  Translation,  German  Thesis  and 
Translation,  French  Composition. 

For  the  Licence  he  Lettrea  and  Licence  es  Sciences  Sociales, — ^The 
examination  is  oral  and  written.  Candidates  for  the  first  degree 
should  be  Bachelors  in  Science  of  two  years'  standing.  The  oral 
examination  comprises:  Latin,  French,  German,  History  of  Philo- 
sophy, General  History,  Comparative  Literature.  The  written  part 
embraces:  Latin  Prose  Composition,  French  Prose  Composition, 
Latin  Terse  Composition,  Greek  Thesis.  Candidates  for  the  second- 
named  degree  must  be  Bacheliers-^s-Lettres  or  possess  equivalent 
certificates,  &c.  The  oral  examination  for  this  Licence  is  on:  The 
History  of  Philosophy,  the  History  of  Religions,  the  History  of  Litera- 
ture, the  History  of  Art,  Philosophy,  &c. ;  Political  Economy  and 
Statistics.  The  written  part  comprises :  History  (General  and  Swiss) ; 
History  of  Civilisation  and  the  Philosophy  of  History ;  Constitutional 
Law;  Comparative  Law  and  the  study  of  the  Social  Systems.  The 
Doctorat-^s-Lettres  can  be  obtained  only  by  Licenci^s-^s-Lettres. 

The  Baccalaureat  hs  Sciences. — First  Baccalaureat  hs  Sciences  MathS- 
masques.  Subjects :  Oral  divieion :  Mathematics,  Astronomy,  Physical 
Geography,  Physics,  Liorganic  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Mechanics. 
Written  division :  Mathematics,  including  the  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus,  Descriptive  Geometry,  Astronomy,  Physics.  Second 
Baccalawreai  ^  Sciences  Physiques  et  Natwelles, — ^The  oral  part  com- 
prises:   Physics,    Chemistry,   Mineralogy,    Palsoontology,   Geology. 
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Botany,  Zoology,  Comparative  Anatomy.  The  subjects  of  the  wriMen 
part  are:  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Comparatire 
Anatomy,  Geology. 

The  examination  for  the  Doctorat  ea  Sciences  is  the  same  as  for  the 
Baccalanr^at  with  regard  to  range  of  subjects.  The  standard,  how- 
ever, is  of  course  higher.  Candidates  are  not  required  to  have  taken  a 
previous  degree  in  the  University. 

Licence  en  DroU, — Candidates  must  either  pass  the  first  three  annual 
examinations  of  the  University  required  for  this  degree ;  or  must  pass 
a  special  Preliminary  equivalent  to  these  three.  In  special  cases  this 
rule  may  be  dispensed  with.  The  examination  for  the  Licence  is 
oral  and  written.  Candidates  for  the  Doctorat  en  Droit  must  have 
previously  obtained  the  Licence. 

BaccalaurecU  en  Tkeologie. — ^Are  admitted  to  the  examination  for 
this  degree  :  Matriculated  students  in  the  Faculty,  those  presenting 
equivalent  certificates.  The  examination  is  oral  and  written.  Candi- 
dates for  the  Licence  en  Th^ologie  must  have  obtained  the  Bacca- 

laureat. 

University  of  Basel. 

Regulations  for  the  Examinations  of  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy. 

The  candidate  informs  the  Dean  of  the  subjects  in  which  he  wishes 
to  be  examined,  and  presents  to  him  a  short  sketch  of  his  educational 
career  {cwrricuhim  vitce)  in  Latin  or  German,  and  a  scientific  Thesis. 

For  the  oral  examinaHon  the  following  are  the  regulations  viz. :  The 
candidate  will  be  examined  in  three  subjects  of  his  own  choosing.  These 
subjects  are :     (a)  Li  the  Department  of  History  and  Philology :  (1) 
Philosophy  (Historical  or  Systematic);   (2)  Comparative  Science  of 
Language ;  (3)  Greek  Language  and  Literature ;  (4)  Latin  Language 
and  Literature;  (5)  German  Language  and  Literature;  (6)  Romance 
Languages  and  Literature ;  (7)  Oriental  Languages  and  Literature 
(8)  History;  (9)  Political  Economy  and  Statistics;  (10)  Archieology 
and  the  History  of  Arts.    The  candidate  in  the  Department  of  BListoiy 
and  Philology  must  give  proof  of  his  knowledge  of  the  two  classic 
tongues,  should  he  not  have  chosen  these  as  subjects  of  examination, 
either  by  a  valid  maturitatszeugniss,  or  when  he  cannot  produce  such, 
by  an  examination,  (b)  In  the  Department  of  l£athematics  and  Natural 
History :  (1)  Philosophy  (Historical  or  Systematic) ;  (2)  Mathematics ; 
(3)  Physics;  (4)  Chemistry;  (5)  Mineralogy;  (6)  Botany;  (7)  Zoology; 
(8)  Political  Economy  and  Statistics.    The  candidate  can  select  two 
subjects  from  the  department  on  which  his  thesis  has  been  written, 
and  one  subject  from  the  other  department.     The  entire  Faculty 
decides  as  to  the  result  of  the  examination;  the  division  according  to

merit  is  as  follows :  (1)  Swnma  cum  laude ;  (2)  Insigni  cum  laude ; 
(3)  Magna  cum  laude;  (4)  Cwm  laude \  (5)  Jadgment  not  given 
{ohfie  urtheiJ),  The  promotion  to  the  degree  is  a  public  ceremony. 
This  is  prefaced  by  a  short  speech  from  the  Dean ;  after  which  the 
candidate  is  offered  the  choice  of  a  pnbUc  debate,  or  a  speech  in  Latin 
or  German.  Finally  he  takes  the  oath,  and  the  degree  is  conferred. 
The  diploma  may  also  be  given  immediately  after  the  examination,  in 
seaHone,  when  the  candidate  may  be  sworn  in  by  the  Dean  and 
receiTe  the  diploma.  The  examination  fees,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
printing,  amount  to  300fr.,  which  must  be  deposited  with  the  beadle. 
Should  the  candidate  fail  to  pass,  half  the  fees  will  be  returned. 

The  Legal  Faculty, 

Subjoined  are  the  Regulations  concerning  the  Degree  of  this 
Faculty : 

1.  The  candidate  must  mnd  into  the  Dean  oertifioates  that  he  has  pursued 
the  necessary  ttndies,  and  a  eurrieulum  vita.  The  application  must  be  aooom- 
paaied  by  an  original  Thesis  in  Qerman  or  Latin  on  some  legal  subject  chosen  by 
the  candidate. 

2.  The  Dean  places  these  doonments.  before  the  Fellows  of  the  Faculty, 
who  decide  whether  or  not  the  candidate  will  be  permitted  to  enter  for 
examination. 

3.  If  the  admission  of  the  candidate  is  decided  upon,  four  problems  are 
chosen  by  the  Faoolty,  which  the  candidate  must  solve  in  writing.  These  will 
be  eelected,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Facnlt/i  from  the  Boman  and 
German  Law,  from  the  Criminal  Law,  the  (Hrman  Civil  Law,  or  the  Canonical 


4.  Candidates  are  allowed  fonr  weeks  to  answer  the  questions,  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  time  cannot  be  prolonged  or  new  questions  set  except  for 
most  urgent  reasons.  From  the  commencement  of  the  examination  the  Dean 
and  Fellows  preside  in  torn. 

5.  The  Dean  appoints  a  day  for  oral  examination,  which  examination  will 
comprise  the  subjects  mentioned  in  Section  3,  as  well  as  General  or  German 
National  Law. 

6.  The  •uocessfnl  candidates  are  dassed :  (1)  8umma  own  laude ;  (2)  magna 
cmm  Ittude ;  (3)  eum  laude ;  (4)  legitime, 

7.  The  Faculty  can  confer  the  Degree  without  examination  on  a  lawyer  of 
eminenoe  who  sends  in  a  Thesis,  which  he  states,  on  his  word  of  honour,  to  be  of 
his  own  composition. 

8.  The  fees,  including  the  cost  of  printing  the  diploma,  amount  to  378  francs 
70  centimes. 

9.  100  franca  will  be  retnned  to  nnsuccessfnl  candidates. 

Theological  Faculty, 
The  Regulations  concerning  the  degree  of  Lieentiaie  are: 

o  o 
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1.  The  beBiowal  of  the  degree  of  Licentiate  pie-snppoees  that  tiie  candMato 
has  the  intention  of  taking  Holy  Orders.  A  diatinotion  between  oandidatee  to 
loco  and  in  ahaentia  is  not  admiasible. 

2.  The  degree,  honoris  causa,  may  be  conferred  in  two  ways :  either  the 
Facnlty  may  confer  it  epontaneonely  npon  a  distingniahed  icholar,  in  whieh  eaie 
of  conrse  there  are  no  fees  charged ;  or  the  Faculty  may  dispense  with  tha 
examinations  on  the  application  of  a  candidate  whose  literary  aohieTements  an 
known. 

3.  To  obtain  the  degree  by  examination,  tiie  candidate  mast  send  in  a  writiea 
application,  a  cwrrieulum  vitm  in  Latin,  certificates  that  he  has  passed  the 
necessary  examinations  in  Theology,  and  lastly  (should  the  applicant  be 
onknown  to  the  Faculty)  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character. 

4.  The  candidate  haTing  sent  in  these  documents,  his  admission  to  examinaii(m 
rests  with  the  Faculty. 

5.  Should  the  candidate  already  hare  a  reputation  as  a  writer,  the  Faealfy 
may  reUeye  him  of  the  neceaaity  of  writing  a  thesis,  which  would  otherwise  be 
necessary. 

6.  After  the  thesis  has  been  approved  of,  the  applicant  must  defray  the  eoit 
of  printing. 

7.  He  is  then  subjected  to  an  oral  examination,  which  must  oooupy  not  lets 
than  two  houra,  and  include  all  Theological  subjeota.  Only  the  examination  in 
Practical  Theology  can  be  diapenaed  with,  at  the  candidate' a  wiah,  on  hia  atatiog 
that  he  does  not  intend  to  derote  himself  to  that  branch. 

8.  An  examiner  is  appointed  by  the  Faculty  for  each  of  the  following  duef 
Departments :  (a)  Old  Testament,  Exegesis  and  Theology ;  (b)  New  TeBtament, 
Exegesis  and  Theology ;  (e)  Church  History  and  the  History  of  Dogmas ;  (d) 
DiTinity  and  Ethics ;  («)  Practical  Theology.  To  each  of  these  Departments  a 
half-hour  must  be  dcYoted,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Faculty  have  the  right 
to  aak  a  few  queetiona  of  the  candidate. 

9.  The  candidate  before  the  lamination  muat  select  one  of  the  aubjeeti 
mentioned  in  Section  8  aa  hia  apeciality.  Thia  will  form  the  chief  subjeet  of 
examination. 

10.  Should  it  be,  by  exception,  the  candidate'a  intention  not  to  take  Holj 
Ordera,  he  muat  distinctly  atate  ao  in  hia  application.  In  this  case  the  ezasu- 
nation  will  be  more  general. 

11.  The/eet  amount  to  800  francs,  including  5  francs  for  the  beadle,  and  150 
francs  of  the  sum  must  be  paid  in  adTance.  Should  the  candidate  be  rejeokad 
after  the  Thesis,  two-thirds  of  the/esf  will  be  returned;  if  after  the  Ozal,  one- 
third. 

The  Legal  Faculty  of  Been. 

The  regpilations  concerning  the  degree  of  Doctor  are : 

1.  With  the  application  muat  be  enclosed  :  1.  An  original  Thesis  on  Lagal 
flcienoe,  written  or  printed  in  Latin,  German,  French,  or  Italian.     (2)  A  Hia- 
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"karj  of  the  oandidate'a  career  written  in  the  same  language  aa  the  Theaia.     (8) 
CJeriifioateB  that  he  has  pnrsned  the  neceeaary  atadiea. 

2.  Should  the  Thesis  be  aatiafaotory,  the  Dean  will  hand  to  the  candidate  the 
liat  of  anbjeota  ohoaen  by  the  profeaaora  in  ordinary  for  the  independent  work, 
whioli  muat  be  completed  within  eight  days. 

3.  The  written  and  oral  examinationa  inclnde :  (1)  Pandeota.  (2)  One  of  the 
following  groapa  of  anbjeota :  Group  L  :  (a)  German  or  French  PriTate  Bighta, 
witb  Commercial  Law  ;  (&)  German  or  French  Civil  Proceaa  ;  (e)  State  Law  ; 
-(<!)  Penal  Law  and  Penal  Proceaa.  Gronp  II. :  (a)  Philosophy  of  Law  or  Enoy. 
dopiDfiia  of  Law;  (b)  General   and  Particolar  State'  Law;  {c)    International 

Law  ;  (<2)  Eooleaiastioal  Law,  or  Penal  Law  and  Penal  Prooeas.  Gronp  III. : 
<a)  General  and  Partionlar  State  Law;  (b)  Science  of  National  Economy; 
ic)  The  Politics  of  National  Economy  (PoUoe);  (<Z)  The  Science  of  Finance. 
And  also  :  a  written  examination  on  a  subject  taken  from  the  Pandects,  and  in 
two  of  the  subjects  from  the  group  selected  by  the  candidate  ;  an  oral  examina- 
tion on  the  Pandects  and  all  the  subjects  of  the  said  group* 

4.  Should  the  candidate  pass  the  Written  examination  he  will  be  peroutted  to 
enter  for  the  Oral,  which  is  conducted  by  the  professors  of  the  various  subjects 
<if  examination.  Should  there  be  more  than  one  professor  of  a  subject,  each  ia 
entitled  to  take  part  in  the  examination. 

5.  The  oral  examinations  are  held  openly  in  the  uniTcrsity  building ;  the 
place,  day,  and  hour  are  announced  several  days  before  by  the  Dean  on 
'the   black  board.    The  examination  on  the  Pandeota  last  half  an  hour;  on 

the  other  subjects  together,  one  hour  and  a  half.  At  least  three  Fellows 
-of  the  Faculty  must  be  present,  and  in  voting  the  result  all  present  must 
4ake  part. 

6.  Should  the  candidate  satiafy  the  Faculty  'as  to  his  proftdeney  in  legal 
icnowledge  he  will  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  jum  utriusque,  with  the  note — 
■swuitma  cum  Zauds,  or  magna  cum  Vauds,  For  the  first  of  these  (wumma  cum 
-iaude)  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Faculty  are  necessary. 
fiejeoted  candidates  are  not  permitted  to  present  themsdvea  for  re-examina- 
tion until  aix  months  have  elapsed. 

7.  The  whole  or  part  of  the  oral  examination  may  be  omitted  in  the  case  of 
^candidates  who  have  passed  the  examination  of  the  Cantons  or  other  similar 
•examination. 

8.  The  dq»loma  will  be  conferred  so  soon  as  a  hundred  copies  of  the  Thesis 
liave  been  printed  and  distributed. 

9.  The  Faculty  can,  by  an  unanimous  vote,  confer  the  degree  Twnoris  catua 
upon  men  distinguished  in  legal  or  political  science. 

10.  The/eM  amount  to  800  francs ;  and  half  wiU  be  returned  to  candidates  who 
fail  to  pass.  Should  the  candidate  be  re-examined,  he  must  pay  150  franca.  If  the 
candidate  answer  with  distinction  one  of  the  prise  questions  set  by  the  Faculty, 
balf  the  feea  may  be  returned  to  him.  The  degiee  of  Doctor  honorU  eaitaa  U^ 
free  of  coat. 
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Philosophical  Pacxiltt  of  the  High  School  op  Bebk. 

The  regulationB  conoeming  the  degree  of  Doctor  are  *. 

1.  The  appHoation  for  admission  to  the  defiree  of  Doctor  of  the  Philosophiosl 
Facility  is  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

2.  The  neoessarj  documents  to  be  sent  in  ate :  (a)  A  Tharis  in  Laian  wbm 
the  studies  of  the  candidate  hare  included  OlassioB ;  in  Latin,  or  other  langnace 
if  preferred,  when  his  studies  hare  embraced  PUloeophy,  History,  Mathemiti«, 
Physics,  and  Natural  History,  (h)  A  history  of  the  candidate's  life,  in  whioh 
espedaUy  must  be  stated  the  complete  extent  of  his  studies :  this  must  be 
written  in  the  same  language  as  the  thesis,  (c)  Certiilcates  of  morality  sad 
education,  (d)  The  half  of  the  sum  which,  according  to  Article  11  of  the  Boks 
of  Feb.  15,  1869>  must  be  paid  for  the  bestowal  of  the  degree  of  M.D. ;  tins  ii 
fixed  at  290  francs,  and  the  sum  to  be  prepaid  is  therefore  145  francs. 

3.  The  Philosophical  Faculty  divides  examinations  for  degree  of  Doctor  into 
two  sections ;  the  first  including  Philosophy  and  History,  the  second  Mslhe- 
matics.  Physics,  and  Natural  History.  Always  according  as  the  education  of 
the  candidate  inclines  him  more  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  two  sides,  h» 
chooses  three  subjects  in  which  he  wishes  to  be  examined,  and  one  of  the  ssae 
as  chief  subject ;  but  Philosophy  is  necessazy  for  erery  examination,  and  a 
knowledge  of  Latin  suflcient  to  enable  him  to  read  the  works  written  in  that 
tongue  on  his  chosen  subjects.  In  the  Natural  Science  Section  two  of  its  msm- 
bers,  by  command  of  the  Oollege,  add  examinations  in  Latin  and  Fhiloflophy  to 
its  own  examinations  in  Natural  Science. 

4.  Professors  are  appointed  examiners  in  the  subjects  which  th^  teaoh. 
If  neyertheless  there  are  sereral  professors  of  the  same  subject  in  the  Umversity, 
they  Appoint  one  or  more  examiners  from  among  themselTes. 

5.  At  the  oral  examination  three  science  questions  approred  by  the  Faooltj 
are  put  before  the  candidate,  which  he  must  answer  in  writing  without  sssisfe- 
ance.  He  wiU  be  allowed  three  hours'  time  to  answer  these  questions.  The 
professor  who  asked  the  question  sends  in  a  report  upon  the  answers,  upon  whidi 
the  Faculty  come  to  a  decision. 

6.  The  judgment  upon  the  oral  examination,  at  whioh  half  an  hour  im  spent 
on  each  subject,  is  given  at  the  meeting  of  the  Faculty,  first  by  the  professon 
who  have  examined,  and  then  by  the  other  professors  who  were  present  at  the 
examination.  If  the  majority  of  the  deo&Bions  are  faTouraUe  the  dsgieoof 
Doctor  is  conferred. 

7.  If  the  majority  ot  decisions  are  in  favour  of  the  candidate  he  must  pi^  ti* 
remaining  half  (145  francs)  of  the  sum  requisite  for  the  bestowal  of  thersakof 
Doctor ;  after  which  the  diploma  of  Doctor  will  be  handed  to  him  so  soon  as  Us 
thesis  is  printed  and  the  Faculty  supplied  with  100  copies.  Should  the  najoriiy 
of  votes  not  bo  in  the  candidate's  favour  he  will  be  rejeotedt  and  wiU  not  be 
allowed  to  present  himself  for  re-examination  for  ai^lcast  half  a  year.  He  dosi 
not  receive  back  again  the  money  (146fr.)  he  has  aheady  paid.    Neverthskii, 
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should  he  pvMent  hioiaelf  for  re-exuninatioii  he  will  not  be  obliged  to  pay  anj 
moze  money  until  he  has  snooeasf  nlly  peseed. 

8.  It  zenwins  ftt  the  diaoretion  of  the  oandidate  to  resign  the  right  of  defend* 
ing  in  a  pnblio  diaonasion  hia  Theaia  or  some  other  well-known  eauy. 

9.  Shonld  the  oandidate  decide  in  fayovr  of  a  pnblio  diaonaaion,  the  Faonlty 
mnat  nominate  a  president,  who  will  at  the  same  time  aet  as  promoter.  The 
oandidate  seeks  opponents  and  deddea  npon  the  langnage  in  which  he  will 
debate ;  ahonld,  howerer,  the  subject  be  Classical,  the  Latin  language  mnat  be 
used. 

10.  The  formula  which  the  Dean  at  the  end  of  the  examination,  when  the 
diploma  ia  tobe  bestowed,  repeata  to  the  oandidate  before  the  assembled  Faculty, 
or  the  promoter  at  the  end  of  the  debate  before  the  asaembled  public,  runs  thus  : 
"By  reception  of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  you  yow  always  to 
adranoe  soienoe,  to  which  you  doTote  yourself,  as  much  as  liea  in  your  power, 
and  to  maintain  ita  dignity ;  you  promiae  to  protect  the  University  of  Bern,  and 
especially  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy,  from  all  harm,  and  to  forward  its  interests 
as  much  as  possible." 

11.  The  Faculty  of  Philosophy  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  bestowing  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  honorU  eaiMa  on  men  distinguished  by  their 
learning  and  public  serrices.

CHAPTER    I. 

HIQHEB  EDUCATION  IN  TEE  UNITED  STATES. 

Honorary  Degrees — Stumma/ry  of  Degrees  Conferred — Chief  American 

Universities  and  Colleges. 

AccoBDiNG  to  tlie   Report  of  tlie  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education  for  the  year  1879 — 

The  oonferring  of  honorary  degrees  withont  due  oonBiderfttion  has  tended  to 
detraot  somewhat  from  the  value  of  American  degrees.  The  frandnlent  and 
disgraoef  al  proceedings  connecied  with  the  sale  of  sporions  diplomas  haye  had  a 
similar  effect.  The  thorough  exposare  of  this  base  imposition  will  do  mnoh  to 
▼indioate  the  character  of  onr  superior  instruction,  and  the  leading  uniyersitiea 
and  colleges  are  taking  efficient  measures  to  restore  and  preserre  the  full  sign!- 
ficanoe  of  their  honours.  Many  colleges  now  require  an  examination  for  the 
degree  of  M.A.,  and  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  has  been  introduced  and  is  in  meet 
instamoes  bestowed  on  examination  only,  though  it  occasionally  appears  among 
honoraries. 

The  same  Report  shows  a  "Statistical  Summary  of  all  Degrees 
Conferred,"  from  which  it  appears  that  the  grand  totals  in  all  classes 
were :  In  course,  10,261 ;  honorary,  469.  These  are  distributed  over 
the  various  f aculities  thus  :  Letters — ^in  course,  8765 ;  honorary,  159.

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CHAPTER  II. 

JJNIVEB81TIE8   IN  TEE   UNITED   STATES. 

Harvard   Univernty —^  UnivereUy  of  Fen/Mylvania — College  of  New 

Jersey, 

Habyabd  Univbbsitt. 

The  Uniyersity  comprises :  (1)  Harvard  College;  (2)  a  Divinity  School ; 
(3)  a  Law  School;  (4)  a  Medical  School;  (5)  a  Dental  School;  (6)  the 
Lawrence  Scientific  School;  and  (7),  under  the  name  of  the  Bnssey 
Institute,  a  school  of  Agriculture.  Each  of  these  faculties  has  a  Dean, 
appointed  by  the  Corporation,  and  he  is  assisted  when  necessary  by  a 
Registrar  as  Secretary. 

The  academic  year  begins  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last 
Wednesday  in  September.  The  annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  June.  The  vacation  begins  at  Commencement,  and 
ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  September.  The  Christmas  recess  begins 
on  the  23rd  of  December,  and  ends  on  the  2nd  of  January.  TheSprmg 
recess  begins  on  the  Wednesday  before  Fast  Day,  and  ends  on  the 
Tuesday  after  Fast  Day.    Thanksgiving  Day  ici  a  holiday. 

The  ordinary  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science, 
Bachelor  of  Divinity,  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  Doctor  of 
Dental  Medicine,  Civil  Engineer,  and  Mining  Engineer,  are  conferred 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  several  Faculties ;  those  of  Master  of 
Arts,  Doctor  of  Philosophy^  and  Doctor  of  Science,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Academic  CouncU.  It  is  required  that  no  candidates  tor 
the  ordinary  degrees  be  recommended  except  after  thorough  public 
examination  and  a  residence  at  the  University  of  at  least  one  year. 
There  are  four  grades  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  two  grades  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws,  and  three  grades  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  of  Mining 
Engineer. 

Honorary  degrees  are  conferred  by  vote  of  the  Corporation.  The 
degrees  conferred  by  the  University  are  announced  at  Commencement. 
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Students  on  admission  to  any  faculty  are  required  to  give  bond  for 
the  payment  of  their  dues. 

In  the  Divinity  School  no  assent  to  the  peculiar  doctrines  or  practices 
of  any  denomination  of  Christians  is  required. 

Harvard  CoUege. 

This  College  was  founded  in  1636  by  vote  of  the  General  Court  of 
the  Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay.  The  locality  selected  for  the  building 
was  then  known  as  Newtown ;  but  in  recognition  of  the  place  where 
many  of  the  colonists  had  been  educated,  this  was  soon  afterwards 
changed  to  Cambridge ;  and,  the  year  after  the  foundation,  one  John 
Harvard  having  died  bequeathing  his  whole  property  to  the  coU^e, 
the  institution  was  distinguished  by  his  name. 

Admission  is  by  examination  in  certain  prescribed  and  electiye 
subjects  of  the  usual  character.  The  programme  is  apparentlj 
intended  to  be  of  a  permanent  kind,  but  in  the  year  1882  underwent 
some  modifications  prescribed  for  students  whose  special  instruction 
had  not  then  begun.  It  may  now  be  taken  as  foUows;  Prescribed 
subjects,  (1).  Latin :  Csesar's  Gallic  War,  i.-iv.  (or  i.-iii.,  with  Sallust's 
Catiline),  subject-matter  and  grammar;  Yirgil's  Aeneid,  i.-vi.  (or 
Eclogues,  and  JBneid,  i.-v.),  subject-matter  and  prosody ;  (2)  transla- 
tion at  sight  of  average  passages  from  CsBsar,  and  translation  of  easj 
sentences  into  Latin.  Qreek  z  (3)  Translation,  at  sight,  of  easy  passage 
of  Xenophon;  (4)  translation  into  Greek  of  simple  sentences. 
Ancient  History  and  Geography :  (5)  Greek  History  to  the  death  of 
Alexander;  Boman  History  to  the  death  of  Commodus  (Smith's 
Smaller  History  of  Greece,  and  Leighton's  History  of  Borne). 
Mathematics:  (6)  Arithmetic,  without  commercial  technicalities,  but 
including  the  metric  system.  (7)  Algebra  to  quadratic  equations. 
(8)  Plane  Geometry  (first  13  chapters  of  Peirce's  Greometry.  Physics: 
<9)  Bolfe  and  Gillett's  Natural  Philosophy  for  High  Schools  and 
Academies  (without  the  Appendix),  or  parts  i.  and  ii.  of  Amott's 
Physics.  English  Composition:  (10)  A  short  English  composition, 
correct  in  spelling,  punctuation,  granmiar,  division  and  expression, 
upon  a  subject  announced  at  the  examination.  French  or  German: 
(11)  Translation  at  sight  of  easy  prose.  Elective  subjects :  I.  Latin  (1) 
Cicero,  Orations  against  Catiline,  and  for  Archias,  with  subject-matter 
and  grammar;  translation  at  sight  of  average  passages  of  Cicero's 
Orations,  of  the  JQneid,  and  of  Ovid's  Metamorphoses,  with  questions  on 
prosody ;  (2)  translation  into  Latin  of  a  passage  of  connected  English 
narrative,  based  upon  the  prescribed  prose.  IE.  Qreek :  (1)  Transla- 
tion at  sight  of  average  passages  from  Herodotus  or  Herodotus  ril, 
196-239,  and  viii. ;  (2)  easy  Greek  Prose  composition,  and  either  trans- 
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latdon  at  sight  of  average  passages  from  the  Iliad,  or  Iliad  ii.  1-408,  and 
iii.,  with  questions.  III.  MaihenuUics:  (1)  Logarithms  and  Plane 
Trigonometry;  (2)  Solid  Qeometrj.  IV.  Pkyaieal  and  Naiwral 
Science:  (I)  Amott's  Physics,  as  far  as  part  iy.,  sec.  iii.;  (2)  either 
Ohemistry  (Nichols's  Abridgment  of  Eliot  and  Storer's  Manual),  or 
JBotanj  (Gray's  How  Plants  Grow,  with  analysis  of  simple  specimens). 
Bvery  student  is  required  to  pass  in  all  of  the  prescribed  subjects,  and 
and  in  at  least  two  of  the  four  groups  of  elective  subjects. 

I^rantmeiation  of  Latin  and  Greek, — ^In  Latin  the  following  pronun- 
ciation is  recommended :  d  as  in/other,  a  the  same  sound  but  shorter ; 
e  like  the  e  iafete,  e  sMiaeet;  I  as  in  machine,  f  as  iaeit;  o  as  in  hole, 
<i  as  in  nor ;  i^  as  in  rude ;  «^  as  in  put ;  j  like  y  in  year,  c  and  g  like 
Oreek  k  and  y.  Instructors  are  requested  to  teach  their  pupils  in  pro- 
nouncing Chreek  to  use  the  Greek  accents,  and  to  give  (for  example)  a 
4he  sound  of  a  in  father,  rj  that  of  a  in  fate,  i  that  of  t  in  machine,  &c. 

Smamination  Papers, — ^A  set  of  recent  examination  papers  will  be 
Bent  to  any  address,  on  application  to  the  Registrar. 

Preliminary  Examin>aHons, — These  examinations  are  held  only  in 
June.  Any  candidate  for  admission  to  GoUege  may,  at  his  option,  pass 
the  entire  examination  at  one  time ;  or  he  may  pass  a  Preliminary 
examination  on  a  part  of  the  course,  and  be  examined  on  the  remaining 
•subjects  in  some  subsequent  year  (not  in  the  same  year).  But  no  can- 
didate will  be  admitted  to  examination  on  a  part  of  any  subject;  and 
no  account  will  be  mad^  of  the  Preliminary  examination,  nor  will  any 
certificate  be  given,  unless  the  candidate  has  passed  satisfactorily  in  at 
least  five  subjects.  Gandidates  will  be  received  for  the  Preliminary 
examination  only  in  subjects  in  which  their  teachers  give  them  certifi- 
cates as  prepared.  These  certificates  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Registrar  one  week  before  the  examination  period  begins;  and  no 
person  will  be  received  at  any  Preliminary  examinatibn  who  has  not 
presented  his  certificate  at  the  required  time.  The  Preliminary  exami- 
nation wOl  be  limited  to  the  prescribed  subjects  (numbered  1-11),  and 
will  not  be  allowed  to  include  any  of  the  advanced  or  elective  subjects; 
and  certificates  will  be  granted  for  any  five,  prescribed  subjects* 
Teachers  are  advised  and  requested  not  to  present  their  pupils  for  pre- 
liminary examination  on  the  whole  minimum  in  either  Greek,  Latin,  or 
Mathematics,  unless  they  mean  to  prepare  them  in  the  advanced  sub- 
jects in  the  same  study. 

Optional  JEk^minations. — ^A  principal  aim  in  providing  [optional 
examinations  is  to  encourage  teachers  to  carry  the  studies  of  their 
brighter  and  more  diligent  pupils  beyond  the  bare  requisitions  for 
admission,  in  whatever  direction  taste  or  opportunity  may  suggest^ 
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Fall  employment  may  thus  be  secured  for  the  most  capable  student 
until  be  is  thongbt  mature  enongb  to  enter  College ;  while  his  greater 
progress  in  school  wUl  make  his  college  course  more  piofitable,  by 
enabling  him  to  take  up  his  studies  at  a  more  advanced  stage,  or  to 
give  more  time  to  the  studies  of  his  choice.  In  order  to  pass  any 
optional  examination  the  candidate  must  earn  a  higher  mark  than  is 
required  at  other  examinations. 

Advanced  Standing. — ^A  candidate  may  be  admitted  to  the  Sopho* 
more,  Junior,  or  Senior  Class,  if  he  appear  on  examination  to  be  well 
▼ersed  in  the  following  studies :  1.  In  the  studies  required  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  Class.  2.  In  all  the  prescribed  studies  already 
pursued  by  the  class  for  which  he  is  oftered ;  and  in  as  many  deetm 
studies  as  he  would  have  pursued  if  he  had  entered  at  the  beginning  of 
the  course. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  must  be 
examined  at  the  times  of  the  regular  examinations  for  admiBsion, 
and  in  conformity  with  the  following  rules:  1.  All  candidates  for 
admission  to  advanced  standing  must  first  be  examined  for  admisrion 
to  the  Freshman  Class ;  for  this  examination  they  may  ofEer  them- 
selves at  either  the  first  or  the  second  examination.  2.  The  examina- 
tion on  the  studies  of  the  Freshman,  Sophomore,  and  Junior  years  is 
held  only  in  the  auttumn,  beginning  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  last 
Wednesday  in  September.  3.  Allcandidatesforadmission  to  advanced 
standing  will  assemble  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  last  Wednesday 
in  September,  punctually  at  eight  o'clock  a.m.,  in  Harvard  Hall. 

In  the  case  of  graduates  of  other  colleges  who  seek  admission  to 
Harvard  College,  the  examination  will  be  directed  to  ascertaining 
whether  their  previous  course  of  study  has  been  sufficiently  extensive, 
and  their  proficiency  in  it  sufficiently  great,  to  fit  them  to  join  the 
class  for  which  they  offer  themselves — a  minute  acquaintance  with  all 
the  ground  they  have  previously  gone  over  not  being  essentiaL  Such 
candidates  should  bring  etidence  of  their  standing  at  the  colleges  at 
wKich  they  received  their  degrees. 

Time  of  Examiination,'^Two  regular  examinations  for  admission  to 
the  Freshman  Class  are  held  each  yeap-*one  at  the  beginning  of  the 
simmier  vacation,  the  other  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in 
the  autumn. 

CouBSE  OF  Study  pob  the  degbee  of  Bachelob  op  Abts.— The 
course  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  a  candidate  for  the  Bachelor's  degree 
is  made  up  in  part  of  studies  which  are  prescribed  for  all  students 
alike,  and  in  part  of  studies  selected  by  the  student  himself,  from 
the  various  courses  of  instruction  given  in  the  College. 
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Prescribed  Studies, — ^Prescribed  studies  occnpy  the  whole  of  the 
Preshman  jear ;  in  the  Sophomore  jear,  Rhetoric  and  certain  written 
exercises  are  prescribed;  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  certain 
written  exercises  only  are  prescribed.  A  student  will  be  allowed  to 
pass  an  examination  in  Rhetoric,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Freshman  or 
Sophomore  year,  and  will  be  excused  from  pursuing  the  study  on  con- 
dition of  obtaining  at  that  examination  not  less  than  seventy  per  cent, 
of  the  marimum  mark.  The  mark  thus  obtained  will  be  the  student's 
mark  for  Rhetoric  on  the  annual  scale.  Information  concerning  the 
requirements  for  passing  the  examination  can  be  obtained  from  the 
instructor. 

Elective  Studies, — ^In  addition  to  the  prescribed  studies,  each  Sopho- 
more is  required  to  pursue  courses,  chosen  by  himself  from  the  elective 
studies,  amounting  to  twelve  exercises  a  week,  for  the  year;  each 
Junior,  courses  amounting  to  fourteen  exercises  a  week;  and  each 
Senior,  courses  amounting  to  twelve  exercises  a  week.  Students  are  at 
liberty  to  attend  the  instruction  in  as  many  other  subjects  as  they  may 
have  time  and  taste  for  pursuing.  In  choosing  his  electives,  the 
student  must  satisfy  his  instructors  that  he  is  qualified  by  his  previous 
training  to  pursue  those  which  he  selects.  With  this  limitation,  all 
th  e  courses  given  in  the  College  are  open  to  him  in  making  his  choice; 
but  he  is  strongly  recommended  to  make  his  choice  with  great  care, 
under  the  beet  advice,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  his  elective  courses, 
from  first  to  last,  may  form  a  rationally  connected  whole.  Under- 
graduates who  intend  to  study  Engineering  are  recommended  by  the 
Scientific  Faculty  to  take,  as  extras,  the  courses  of  Drawing  and  Sur  - 
veying  in  the  Scientific  School;  and  those  who  intend  to  study  Medi- 
cine are  advised  by  the  Medical  Faculty  to  pay  special  attention  to  the 
study  of  Natural  History,  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  the  French  and 
Grerman  languages. 

The  Bachelof^a  Degree,^-'So  student  can  be  recommended  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  until  he  has  attained  the  minimnm  mark* 
in  each  of  the  prescribed  studies  of  the  College  course  and  of  the  pre- 
scribed number  of  elective  studies,  and  has,  moreover,  obtained  at 
least  one-7udf  of  the  total  maximum  mark  for  the  whole  course  from 
the  time  of  his  admission.  Any  student  who  has  not  complied  with 
the  requisitions  for  a  degree  before  the  end  of  his  college  course  may 
be  recommended  for  a  degree  in  any  subsequent  year,  when  he  shall 
have  made  up  all  conditions  standing  against  him,  and  shall  have 
passed  all  examinations  which  the  Faculty  may  have  required  of  him 

*  The  minimom  mark  in  a  pmeribed  stndj  is  two^flfths  of  the  tnaTimnm  mark ;  in  an  eUetine 
fitiid7(  twv^fifths. 
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on  account  of  his  failure  to  obtain  one-half  of  the  maxiiTMim  mark  of 
the  whole  course.  Any  such  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  may  attend  the  exercises  in  an  j  department  of  instruetien  in  the 
College  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  are  required  by  the  OorporatiaiL 
Persons  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  may  be  re- 
commended either  for  an  ordinary  degree  or  for  a  degree  wUh  didine- 
tion.  Distinction  in  the  degree  shall  be  in  three  grades^  indicated  hj 
the  words  cum  laude,  tntigna  cum  laude,  and  gumma  cum  laude  re- 
spectively. Every  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has  attained 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  mark  on  the  general  scale  for  the 
whole  course,  or,  if  he  has  entered  Sophomore,  for  the  last  three  years 
of  the  course,  or  who  receives  Highest  Honours  in  any  department, 
shall  be  recommended  for  a  degree  swnma  cum  laude.  Every  member 
of  the  graduating  class  (not  recommended  for  the  degree  gumma  cum 
laude)  who  has  attained  eighty  per  cent  of  the  maximum  mark  on  the 
general  scale  for  the  whole  course,  or  eighty-five  per  cent,  for  the  last 
three  years,  or  who  receives  Honours  in  any  department,  shall  be  re- 
commended for  a  degree  nuigna  cum  laude.  Every  member  of  the 
graduating  class  (not  recommended  for  the  degree  sumTna  or  magna 
cum  lavde)  who  has  attained  seventy-five  per  cent,  on  the  general  scale 
for  the  whole  course,  or  who  receives  Honourable  Mention  in  any 
study,  provided  he  has  attained  sixty -five  per  cent,  on  the  general  scale 
for  the  whole  course,  or  seventy  per  cent,  for  the  last  three  years,  or 
seventy-five  per  cent,  for  the  last  two  years,  shall  be  recommended  for  a 
degree  cu/m  laude.  The  reason  for  the  grade  of  distinction  in  the 
degree  shall  be  stated  in  the  recommendation,  in  each  case,  that  it  may 
be  inserted  in  the  diploma ;  where  two  reasons  exist,  both  shall  be 
stated.  Students  entitled  to  a  degree  with  distinction  shall  receive  a 
part  at  Commencement. 

Courses  of  Instruction. — These  embrace  the  usual  subjects.  In  each 
there  are  certain  prescribed  and  certain  elective  courses. 

Prizes. — ^These  consist  of :  (1)  Books ;  (2)  Three  Bowdoin  prizes,  of 
100  dols.  each ;  (3)  Five  Boylton  prizes,  for  elocution,  ranging  in  value 
from  45  dols.  to  60  dols.  each;  (4)  the  Lee  prizes,  for  reading, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  900  dols. 

Pecuniary  Aid. — The  experience  of  the  past,  it  is  declared,  warrants 
the  statement  that  good  scholars  of  high  character  but  slender 
means  are  seldom  or  never  obliged  to  leave  college  for  want  of 
money. 

Scholarships. — One  hundred  and  seventeen  scholarshipB  have  been 
established  in  the  College,  varying  in  their  ftnuna.!  income  from 
40  dols.  to  350  dols. 
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Beneficiary  Funds, — ^Yarious  other  bequests  and  donations  to  tlie 
College  have  from  time  to  time  been  made,  the  income  of  which  is 
appropriated  for  the  aid  of  deserving  students  in  narrow  circum- 
stances. The  annual  amount  thus  appropriated  is  about  2000  dols^ 
which  has  usuallj  been  distributed  in  gratuities  ranging  from  25  dols. 
to  75  dols.  Among  these  bequests  is  The  Monroe  Fnnd  of  15,000  dols., 
of  which  10,140  dols.  has  now  been  received  bj  the  College.  In  the 
bestowal  of  the  income  of  this  fund,  preference  is  to  be  given  to 
natives  of,  or  children  of  citizens  of  Concord,  Mass.  Applications  for 
aid  from  the  Beneficiary  Fund  are  addressed  to  the  Dean,  and  must  be 
presented  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  by  the  student's 
parent  or  guardian,  or  by  the  student  himself,  if  of  age.  The  application 
should  state  particularly  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  with  the  reasons 
for  asking  aid. 

Loan  Fund, — There  is  also  a  Loan  Fund,  the  interest  of  which, 
^  amounting  annually  to  about  2700  dols.,  is  lent  to  meritorious  students 
desirous  of  receiving  it,  in  sums  ranging  from  30  dols.  to  75  dols.  This 
fond  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  in  Boston.  More 
than  8000  dols.  have  been  already  added  to  the  principal  by  reim- 
bursements. 

JIfonttorships,  &c, — Besides  the  foregoing  provisions  the  various 
monitorships,  &c.,  amount  to  about  700  dols.  a  year,  which  may  be 
considered  an  addition,  to  that  extent,  to  the  beneficiary  means  of  the 
College. 

Expenses, — ^The  following  table  exhibits  four  scales  of  annual 
expenditure,  the  expenses  of  the  Long  Yacation  not  being  included :

Members  of  any  department  of  the  University  can  board  at  cost  by 
joining  the  Association  which  uses  the  great  dining  hall  of  Memorial 
Hall.  The  cost  of  board  to  the  members  of  this  association  is  ex- 
pected not  to  exceed  4  dols.  a  week.    The  Bursar  is  authorised  to  make 
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the  following  deduction  from  the  fuU  year's  tuition  fee  in  Harvard 
College,  in  cases  of  absence  during  part  of  the' year,  without  regard  to 
the  cause  of  absence :  For  absence  not  less  than  three  consecutiTe 
months  at  any  time  of  the  year,  30  dols.  to  be  deducted.  For  absence 
during  the  whole  year,  not  including  the  Final  examinations,  100  dols. 
to  be  deducted.  Any  student  required  to  pass  an  examination,  m 
order  to  remove  a  condition,  will  hare  one  opportunity  to  make  up  such 
deficiency,  free  of  charge ;  but  thereafter,  for  each  attempt  to  make 
lip  the  deficiency,  a  fee  of  3  dols.  will  be  charged. 

The  Divinity  School. 

The  constitution  of  this  School  prescribes  that  "  erery  encourage- 
ment be  given  to  the  serious,  impartial,  and  unbiassed  investigation  of 
Christian  truth,  and  that  no  assent  to  the  peculiarities  of  any  denomi- 
nation of  Christians  shall  be  required,  either  of  the  instructors  or 
students." 

Admission. — Candidates  for  admission,  if  unknown  to  the  Facultji 
must  produce  testimonials  of  their  good  moral  character.  All  gra- 
duates of  colleges  will  be  admitted  without  examination.  Other  candi- 
dates for  admission  to  the  full  course  must  have  received  a  good 
English  education,  and  must  also  pass  an  examination  in  some  of  the 
Latin  classical  authors,  and  in  the  Greek  text  of  the  Gospels.  While 
a  preliminary  college  training  is  not  insisted  upon,  it  is  uxged  as  a 
most  important  preparation  for  a  course  of  Theological  study. 
Persons  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may  be  admitted  to  the 
School  as  special  students  at  any  time,  without  examination,  and  avail 
themselves  of  its  advantages  in  whatever  manner  and  to  whatever 
extent  they  see  fit.  All  persons  who,  while  members  of  the  School, 
shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  one  or  more  subjects,  will  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate,  stating  the  leng^  of  time  they  have  been 
members  of  the  School,  and  specifjring  the  subjects  in  which  they  have 
passed  such  examination.  Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  only  on  examination  in  the  studies  previously  pursued  by  the 
class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

Course  of  Instruction. — ^The  course  of  instruction  comprises  Lec- 
tures, Recitations,  written  Essays,  and  other  exercises.  The  subjeeU 
studied  are :  The  Hebrew  and  Biblical  Aramaic  Languages,  and  the 
characteristics  of  the  New  Testament  Greek ;  Textual  Criticism,  and 
the  Principles  of  Interpretation;  Origin,  Character,  and  Histoiyof 
the  Books  of  the  Bible  (including  the  History  of  the  Canon) ;  Exegena 
of  Lnportant  Parts  of  the  Old  Testament,  embracing  selections  from 
the  Pentateuch,  the  Book  of  Job,  the  Psalms,  and  the  Prophets; 
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jBxegesiB  of  Important  Parts  of  the  New  Testament,  particularly  the 
Grospels,  and  some  of  the  Epistles  of  Paul ;  Biblical  ArchsBologj  and 
Geography;  Ethnic  Religions;  Christian  ETidences;  Ecclesiastical 
History  and  the  History  of  Christian  Doctrine;  Philosophy  in  its 
relation  to  Theology  ;  Systematic  Theology ;  Philosophical  and 
Christian  Ethics;  Church  Polity  and  Administration;  the  Compo- 
sition and  Deliyery  of  Sermons ;  Liturgies  and  the  Offices  of  Public 
Worship,  and  the  duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office ;  Elocution. 

Devotional  senrices,  conducted  by  students,  are  held  daily  in  the 
Chai>el  of  Diyinity  Hall ;  Conference  Meetings  are  also  regularly  held. 
All  the  members  of  the  School  have  exercises  in  the  practice  of  Extem- 
poraneous Speaking;  and  the  members  of  the  Middle  and  Senior 
Classes  preach  in  turn  in  the  Chapel,  this  last  service  being  open  to 
the  public. 

Students  have  access  to  the  Divinity  School  Library,  which  consists 
of  19,100  volumes,  and  also  to  the  College  Library,  which  consists  of 
251,625  volumes,  and  is  rich  in  theological  literature.  There  is  con- 
nected with  the  Divinity  School  Library  a  room  containing  books  of 
reference,  to  which  students  have  admission  at  all  hours. 

Students  of  this  School  are  entitled  to  attend,  without  extra  charge, 
any  exercises  in  the  College,  or  other  departments  of  the  University, 
for  which  they  may  show  themselves  fitted;  except  exercises  in  the 
special  Laboratones,  and  in  Elocution,  which  is  also  taught  in  the 
SchooL 

Degrees, — ^The  full  course  occupies  three  years,  on  completing  which, 
students  who  shall  have  passed  satisfactorily  all  required  examinations 
in  the  studies  pursued  in  the  School,  and  in  the  German  language 
(which  may  be  studied  in  the  College),  will  receive  from  the  University 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  This  degree  will  also  be  conferred 
on  those  students  who,  without  taking  the  full  course,  shall  have 
studied  theology  in  this  School  for  not  less  than  one  year,  and  shall 
have  passed  satisfactorily  an  examination  equivalent  to  the  regular 
examinations  of  the  School.  Former  graduates  of  the  School  may 
receive  the  degree  on  examination,  without  further  residence.  Appli- 
cants for  the  degree  must,  four  weeks  before  Commencement,  which  is 
the  last  Wednesday  in  June,  present  their  names,  with  a  theological 
thesis,  to  the  Faculty,  and  must  be  prepared  to  be  examined  at  such 
times  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  several  professors.  The  degree  of 
Matier  o/  Arte  will  be  conferred  upon  persons  who,  being  both  Bache- 
lors of  Arts  and  graduates  of  the  School,  shall  pursue  at  the  Univer- 
sity, for  at  least  one  year,  an  approved  course  of  study  in  Divinity, 
and  shall  pass  an  examination  upon  that  course. 
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Scholarahips  and  other  Pecuniary  Aid, — ^There  are  ten  scholarBliipB 
established  in  the  School,  varying  in  their  annual  income  from 
125  dols.  to  175  dols.  They  are  assigned  by  the  Corporation,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty,  to  those  students  who  are  deserving, 
and  who  need  assistance.  In  addition,  the  income  of  the  Hophiw 
Fund,  awarded  to  six  students,  who  most  need  aid,  about  350  dols- 
each ;  the  income  of  the  WiUiams  Fund,  awarded  to  students  reoom* 
mended  by  the  Faculty,  about  150  dols.  to  each  beneficiary;  the 
income  of  the  hequeet  of  Ahner  W,  BuUrick  of  Lowell,  awarded  to 
deserving  young  men  in  preparing  and  educating  themselves  for  the 
Ministry,  about  550  dols.  In  some  cases,  beneficiary  aid  from  more 
than  one  of  the  above  sources  may  be  given  to  the  same  student.  In 
special  cases,  some  assistance  from  other  sources  may  be  obtained  for 
students  who  g^ve  promise  of  usefulness ;  and  all  who  are  qualified  to 
enter  upon  the  regular  course,  and  who  faithfully  pursue  it,  may  be 
enabled  to  meet  their  necessary  expenses.  Applicants  for  scholarships 
and  for  pecuniary  aid  must  be  addressed,  in  writing,  to  the  I>ean, 
before  December  1. 

ExpeTiees, — The  necessary  expenses  for  the  year  are :  For  rent  and 
care  of  room,  35  dols.  to  75  dols. ;  for  tuition,  50  dols.  to  50  dols. ;  for 
board  (thirty-eight  weeks),  133  dols.  to  152  dols. ;  for  fuel,  20  dols.  to 
25  dols. — ^238  dols.  to  302  dols. ;  to  which  are  to  be  added  the  expenses 
of  washing  and  lights.  The  price  of  rooms  varies,  according  to  their 
location  and  desirableness,  from  35  dols.  to  75  dols.  per  year.  It  is 
probable  that  the  price  of  board  will  not  exceed  4  dols.  a  week  at 
Memorial  Hall.  For  rooms  in  Divinity  Hall,  application  should  be 
made  to  the  Bursar.  Further  information  will  be  furnished,  if  desired, 
on  application  to  the  Dean. 

The  Law  School. 

Cowrae  of  Instruction, — ^The  design  of  this  School  is  to  afford  such  a 
training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Engb'sh  and  American  Law 
as  will  constitute  the  best  preparation  for  the  practice  of  the  profession 
in  any  place  where  that  system  of  law  prevails.  With  this  view,  the 
course  of  study  is  designed  to  occupy  the  student  three  full  years. 

Admiienone,  Examinations^  and  Degrees. — Graduates  of  colleges  will 
be  admitted  as  candidates  for  a  degree,  without  examination,  upon 
producing  their  diplomas;  candidates  for  a  degree  who  are  not 
graduates  of  colleges  will  be  admitted  only  upon  passing  a  satisfactoiy 
examination  in  the  following  subjects :  1.  Latin :  Candidates  will  be 
required  to  translate  (without  the  aid  of  grammar  or  dictionary) 
passages  selected  from  one  or  more  of  the  following  books :  Gssar's 
Commentaries  on  the  Gallic  War,  Cicero's  Select  Orations,  and  the 
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^Tieid  of  Yirgil.  2.  Blackstone's  CommerUariea  (exclusiye  of  editor's, 
notes).  Froiiciencj  in  French,  representing  an  amount  of  preparatory 
work  eqaiyalent  to  that  demanded  of  those  who  offer  Latin  will  be 
accepted  as  a  substitute  for  the  requisition  in  the  latter  language. 
Candidates  will  be  required  to  translate  (without  the  aid  of  grammar 
or  dictionary)  passages  from  standard  French  prose  authors,  and  also 
to  render  passages  of  easy  English  prose  into  French.  The  Faculty 
will,  at  their  discretion,  permit  some  other  language  to  be  substituted 
for  Latin  or  French ;  but  a  satisfactory  examination  in  some  language 
other  than  EngHsh  wiU  be  required  in  aU  cases.  The  examinations 
will  be  in  writing;  and,  in  judging  the  work  of  the  candidates^ 
attention  will  be  paid  to  spelling,  punctuation,  grammar,  and 
expression.  Two  examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  each  year : 
one  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  vacation ;  the  other  at  the  beginning 
of  the  academic  year  in  the  autumn.  Applicants  will  be  required,, 
before  examination,  to  produce  certificates  of  good  moral  character. 

The  Faculty  will  accept  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  or  other 
degree  of  similar  import,  instead  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,. 
when  satisfied  that  it  represents  an  amount  of  linguistic  training 
equal  to  that  required  of  those  who  offer  themselves  for  examination. 

Admission  to  advanced  standing  will  be  allowed  only  upon  an 
examination,  which  wilL  be  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year,^ 
and  will  require  of  the  candidates  a  through  knowledge  of  the  follow- 
ing books :  Williams  on  ^eal  Property ;  Washburn  on  Real  Property 
(book  i.,  chapters  1  to  5  inclusive,  10  to  12  inclusive,  and  chapter  14; 
also  book  ii.,  chapters  1  and  2);  Langdell's  Cases  on  Contracts;  Ames's; 
Cases  on  Torts,  parts  i.-ii.;  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  book  iv. ; 
Greenleaf  on  Evidence,  part  v.;  Ames's  Cases  on  Pleading.  The 
examination  is  by  printed  questions,  which  the  candidates  answer  in 
writing,  in  the  presence  of  the  examiner.  Candidates  for  advanced 
standing  will  also  be  required  to  pass  the  examination  for  admission 
as  above  set  forth,  unless  they  have  received  a  degree  which  entitles 
them  to  admission  without  examination. 

Persons  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may,  upon  producing 
certificates  of  good  moral  character,  enter  the  School  as  special 
students  at  any  time  without  examination,  and  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages  in  whatever  manner  and  to  whatever  extent  they  see  fit. 

All  x>er8ons  who,  while  members  of  the  School,  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  one  or  more  subjects,  will  be  entitled  to  a 
certificate,  stating  the  length  of  time  they  have  been  members  of  the 
School,  and  specifying  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  passed  such 
examination. 
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The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Latoeynll  be  conferred  upon  Btadentawlio, 
haTing  been  in  the  School  daring  at  least  two  fall  years  as  candidates 
for  a  deg^e,  shall  haye  passed  satisfactory  examinations  in  the  entire 
ordinary  coarse  of  three  years.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
eum  lavde  will  be  conferred  upon  students  who,  having  been  in  the 
School  daring  at  least  two  fall  yearq  as  candidates  for  a  degree,  shaU 
have  passed  satisfactory  examinations  in  the  entire  honoor  coarse  of 
three  years.  The  examinations  in  the  stadies  of  the  second  and  third 
years  must  be  passed  at  the  end  of  each  year  respectiyely.  In  the 
stadies  of  the  first  year,  the  examinations  mast  be  passed  either  at 
the  end  of  that  year  or  at  the  examination  for  advanced  standing  in 
September  following.  In  order  to  obtain  the  honour  degree,  the 
candidate  must  pass  the  examinations  in  the  studies  of  the  second  and 
third  years  without  any  conditions,  and  must  obtain  a  general  average 
of  not  lees  than  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  maximum  mark  in  each 
of  those  years.  Those  who  try  for  the  honour  degree  and  fail  will 
receive  the  ordinary  degree,  provided  their  examinations  come  up  to  the 
standard  required  for  that  degree.  Neither  degree  will  be  conferred  until 
the  candidate  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Those 
who  cannot  remain  more  than  two  years  are  advised  to  enter  at  the 
beginning  of  the  course  and  remain  during  the  first  and  second  yean, 
and  be  absent  during  the  third  year,  returning  for  the  final  examinatunu 
in  June  of  their  third  year. 

Fees  and  JBmpenses. — ^The  tuition  fee  is  150  dols.  a  year.  There  are 
no  extra  charges  in  the  School.  The  other  expenses  for  a  student  far 
an  academic  year  may  be  estimated  as  follows :  Bent  and  care  of 
furnished  room,  40  dols.  to  150  dols.;  board  for  thirty-eight  weeks, 
133  dols.  to  304  dols. ;  f  ael  and  lights,  20  dols.  to  25  dols. ;  text-books, 
20  dols.  to  25  dols.— Total  213  dols.  to  504  dols.  Board  at  cost  can  be 
obtained  by  members  of  the  Law  School  at  Memorial  Hall.  It  may  be 
anticipated  that  the  cost  per  week  will  not  exceed  4  dols.  Applications 
for  seats  should  be  made  at  the  Hall  to  the  Auditor,  from  whom  full 
information  can  be  obtained.  Deductions  from  the  full  year's  tuition 
fee  will  be  made  as  follows :  If  a  student  joins  or  leaves  the  School 
between  January  let  and  April  1st,  one-third  will  be  deducted.  If  s 
student  joins  the  School  between  April  1st  and  Oommencement,  or 
leaves  the  School  before  January  1st,  two-thirds  will  be  deducted.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  in  case  of  a  student  leaving  the  School,  unless 
he  gives  immediate  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  Dean.  Sveiy 
student  must  file  a  bond  with  the  Bursar  in  the  sum  of  200  dols^ 
signed  by  two  bondsmen,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  citizen  of  Massachu- 
setts, for  the  payment  of  dues  to  the  University ;  or,  instead  of  filing  a 
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bondi  lie  may  pay  his  tnitioii  fee  far  the  year  in  adnmee,  and  deposit 
50  dols.  with  the  Bursar  upon  his  entrance,  and  at  the  beginning  of 
each  subsequent  academic  year,  to  be  retained  until  the  end  of  the 
academic  year,  and  then  to  be  accounted  for.  No  officer  or  student  of  the 
University  will  be  accepted  as  bondsman.  Law  students  who  lire  in 
College  rooms  or  board  at  Memorial  HaU  must  file  the  same  bond  as 
undergraduates  (400  dols.),  or  pay  rent  for  the  year  in  advance,  and 
deposit  200  dols.  with  the  Bursar  as  security  for  the  payment  of  their 
board.  All  persons  living  in  OoUege  rooms  are  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Parietal  Committee,  in  the  same  manner  as 
undergraduates. 

Sc/^2ar«&ip«.— 'Four  Busaey  aeholarshipa  and  four  University  scholar- 
ships,  of  the  auTiual  value  of  150  dols.  each,  have  been  estabUshed  in 
the  Law  School.  They  are  assigned  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic 
year  to  meritorious  students  standing  in  need  of  such  assistance,  who 
have  been  in  the  School  the  whole  of  the  preceding  year,  and  propose  to 
remain  in  it  the  whole  of  the  ensuing  year.  The  award  is  made  by  the 
Corporation,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty.  One-third  of  the 
annual  value  of  the  scholarships  is  paid  on  the  10th  of  October  follow- 
ing the  award,  one-third  on  the  12th  of  January,  and  one-third  on  the 
12th  of  April.  Applications  for  these  scholarships  must  be  made,  in 
writing,  to  the  Dean  by  the  1st  of  June, 

Instruction  in  other  Departments  of  the  University. -^The  instruction 
given  in  the  other  departments  of  the  University,  with  the  exception 
of  exercises  carried  on  in  the  special  laboratories,  is  also  open,  without 
additional  charge,  to  students  of  the  Law  School.  Among  the 
numerous  courses  of  instruction  in  Harvard  College  (more  than 
one  hundred  in  all),  those  upon  Roman  Law,  Political  Economy,  and 
History  are  particularly  suitable  for  Law  Students ;  but  many  other 
courses,  as  those  upon  English  Literature,  Modem  Languages, 
Philosophy,  and  Physical  Science  may  be  useful  to  students  whose 
previous  opportunities  have  been  limited.  Those  who  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  these  privileges  must  procure  from  the  Dean  a 
certificate  of  membership  of  the  SchooL  For  further  information 
and  for  examination  papers,  address  The  Librarian  of  the  Law  School, 
Cambridge,  Mass. 

The  Scientific  School. 

This  School  offers  complete  courses  of  instruction  in  various  depart- 
m^its  of  Science  as  stated  below : 

I.  Course  of  Four  Tears  in  Civil  and  Topographical  Engineering. — 
Students  who  complete  this  course,  pass  the  required  examinations, 
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and  present  a  satisfactorj  thesis,  receiye  the  degpree  of  Oivil  Engineer, 
and  are  prepared  to  enter  on  the  practice  of  their  profession. 

n.  Cowrse  of  Four  Years  in  Chemistry, — ^It  has  been  so  arranged  that 
the  studies  of  the  first  two  years  constitute  a  special  coarse  in  Prac- 
tical Chemistry,  including  all  the  details  of  Chemical  Analysis.  To 
those  who  finish  satisfactorily  this  partial  course,  and  prore  their  com- 
petency by  laboratory  work  and  by  examination,  certificates  will  be 
giyen  stating  the  length  of  time  they  have  been  members  of  the  School, 
and  the  extent  of  their  preparation  as  Practical  Chemists. 

in.  Courses  ofFowr  Tears  in  Natural  History. — Students  who  make 
-good  use  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  summer  schools,  or  who, 
during  the  Long  Vacation,  pursue  studies  under  the  direction  of  the 
professors  in  their  departments,  may  shorten  this  course  of  study  to 
three  years.  Students  who  complete  either  of  the  required  courses, 
pass  the  required  examinations,  and  present  a  satisfactory  thesis,  wOl 
receive  the  deg^ree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

lY.  Cowrse  of  Four  Years  in  MaihemaHes,  Physics,  and  Astronomy. 
-Students  who  complete  this  course,  pass  the  required  examinations, 
and  present  a  satisfactory  thesis,  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science. 

Admission. — Candidates  for  admission  to  any  one  of  the  r^^nlur 
courses  in  Engineering,  Chemistry,  Natural  History,  or  Mathematics, 
Physics,  and  Astronomy,  will  be  examined  in  the  following  subjects : 
Modem  Geography :  Miss  Hall's  Our  World,  No.  2.  English  Composi- 
tion :  Each  candidate  will  be  required  to  write  a  short  English  com- 
position, correct  in  si)elling^,  punctuation,  grammar,  division  by  para- 
graphs, and  expression,  upon  a  subject  announced  at  the  time  of 
examination.  The  subjects  are  drawn  from  prescribed  works,  of 
which  the  following  afford  a  recent  specimen:  Shakspere's  Hamlet, 
and  Romeo  and  Juliet;  the  first  two  books  of  Milton's  Paradiw 
Lost;  Goldsmith's  She  Stoops  to  Conquer;  Irving's  Life  of 
Groldsmith ;  Hawthorne's  Our  Old  Home ;  G^rge  Eliot's  Silas 
Marner;  Scott's  Abbot.  Every  candidate  is  expected  to  be 
familiar  with  all  the  books  in  the  list.  French  or  German :  Trans- 
lation at  sight  of  easy  French  prose,  or  of  easy  German  prose 
if  the  candidate  prefer  to  offer  German.  It  is  expected  that  a 
knowledge  of  the  lang^ag^  itself  will  be  shown  in  examination, 
rather  than  a  knowledge  of  the  grammar;  but  proficiency  in 
elementary  grammar,  a  good  pronunciation,  or  facility  in  speaking,  will 
be  accepted  as  a  set-of  for  some  deficiency  in  traiulation.  There  is 
be  no  required  examination  in  pronunciation ;  but  it  is  reconunended 

*  Worotiter't  Dictionary  ia  the  atandafd. 
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hat  attention  be  given  to  pronunciation  from  tlie  outset.  Candidates 
who  offer  German  will  be  required  to  study  Frencb,  and  those  who 
offer  French  will  be  required  to  study  Grerman,  during  the  Freshman 
year.  Latin :  Four  books  of  Cesar's  Commentaries,  and  four  books  of 
the  i^neid  of  Yirgil,  or  their  equivalents ;  Latin  Grammar,  as  much 
as  is  contained  in  either  Allen  and  Greenough's  or  Harkness'g 
Elementary  Latin  Grammar.  ArUhmetic  (including  the  metric  system 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  use  and  rudiments  of  the  theory  of 
logarithms).  The  examples  requiring  the  use  of  logarithms  at  the 
examinations  will  be  adapted  to  a  four-place  table.  Elementary 
Algebra :  Through  quadratic  equations.  Elementary  Geometry :  The 
first  five  books  of  Chauvenet's  Geometry.  Plane  and  Analytic  Tri- 
gonometry:  As  much  as  is  contained  in  the  first  eight  chapters  of 
Chauvenet's  Trigonometry,  or  in  Wheeler's  Elements  of  Flaiie  Tri- 
gonometry. Elementary  Descriptive  Chemistry :  As  much  as  is  con- 
tained in  Nichols's  Abridgment  of  Eliot  and  Storer's  Manual. 
Elementary  Physics :  As  much  as  is  contained  in  Balfour  Stewart's 
Lessons  in  Elementary  Physics. 

For  the  Cowrse  in  Engineering^  or  in  Mathematics,  Physics,  and 
Astronomy, — ^In  addition  to  the  above  requisitions,  candidates  who  pro- 
pose to  take  either  of  these  courses  will  be  examined  in:  Advanced 
Algebra:  As  much  as  is  contained  in  the  larger  works  of  Olney, 
Robinson,  Todhimter,  or  Greenleaf .  Solid  Oeomstry :  The  last  four 
books  of  Chauvenet's  Geometry.  Every  candidate  for  admission  to 
advanced  standing  will  be  further  examined  in  all  the  studies  already 
pursued  by  the  class  for  which  he  offers  himself. 

Graduates  of  Harvard  College  who  have  passed  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation while  in  College  on  the  subjects  of  the  first  and  second  years 
of  the  Engineering  course,  except  Drawing  and  Surveying,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  third  year  of  that  course.  Undergraduates  who  intend 
to  study  Engineering  are  recommended  by  the  Scientific  Faculty  to 
take,  as  extras,  the  courses  of  Drawing  and  Surveying  in  the  Scientific 
School ;  but  these  subjects  may  be  made  up  in  the  third  and  fourth  years. 

In  all  the  courses  of  the  Scientific  School,  the  successful  study  of 
any  subject  in  College  will  be  taken  as  an  equivalent  for  the  same  sub- 
ject in  the  Scientific  School. 

Two  regular  examinations  for  admission  are  held  each  year — one  at 
the  beg^inning  of  the  Summer  Vacation,  and  the  other  at  the  beginning 
of  the  academic  year  in  the  autumn. 

Degrees. — 2%e  Degrees  of  Civil  Engineer  and  Bachelor  of  Science : 
As  already  stated,  the  degree  of  CivU  Engineer  may  be  conferred  upon 
any  student  who  has  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  in  Civil 
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Engmeexing,  passed  the  required  examinations,  and  presented  a  satis- 
factory thesis ;  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  may  be  confexred 
upon  any  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  above  requizements  in 
Chemistry,  Natural  History,  or  Mathematics,  Physics,  and  Astronomy. 
The  grades  of  the  degree  are  cwm  latfde,  nukgna  cwm  laude,  and  eumma 
cvm  laude.  The  grade  of  the  degree  and  the  course  of  study  for  which 
the  degree  is  given  will  be  specified  in  the  diploma.  The  requisitioiiB 
for  the  degpree  of  Doctor  of  Science  are  stated  further  on. 

Instruction  for  Teachers, — 1.  The  Sshool  also  offers  facilities  to 
teachers,  and  to  persons  preparing  to  be  teachers,  who  desire  to  qualify 
themselves  in  the  modem  methods  of  teaching  science  by  observation 
and  experiment.  A  one  year's  course  of  study,  adapted  to  this  purpose, 
may  be  selected  from  the  elements  of  Natural  BListory,  Chemistry,  and 
Physics,  including  any  of  the  following  subjects :  Physical  Geogpraphy 
and  Elementary  Geology;  General  Chemistzy  and  Qualitative 
Analysis;  Mineralogy;  Physics;  Botany;  Comparative  Anatomy  and 
Physiology;  Zoology.  This  course  is  flexible  and  comprehensive:  the 
instruction  is  mainly  given  in  the  laboratories  and  museums  of  the 
University,  and  is  of  the  most  practical  character,  every  student  being 
taught  to  make  experiments  and  study  specimens.  Botanical  instruc- 
tion is  g^ven  at  the  botanical  laboratory.  Dissecting  microscopes  are 
provided  for  students,  and  the  garden  and  greenhouses  afford  ample 
material  for  the  practical  study  of  the  science.  All  work  is  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  respective  Professors.  Similar  facilities 
are  afforded  for  the  study  of  Zoology,  Comparative  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  Geology,  and  PalsBontology,  at  the  laboratories  of  the 
Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology,  and  of  Mineralogy  at  the  Mineral 
Cabinet.  The  instruction  in  Experimental  Chemistry  and  Physios  is 
given  in  the  laboratories,  and  the  students  are  shown  the  best  methods 
of  illustrating  experimentally  the  principles  of  these  sciences.  2. 
Special  courses  in  Botany,  Chemistry,  and  (Geology  are  given  during 
the  vacation  to  teachers  and  others  who  are  unable  to  attend  during 
term  time.  3.  There  is  no  examination  for  admission  to  the  Teachers' 
Course. 

Special  Students, — ^Persons  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may 
enter  the  school  as  Special  Students,  at  any  time,  without  eTaminal.ioTi, 
and  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages  in  whatever  manner  and  to 
whatever  extent  they  see  fit.  Such  students,  who  have  been  members 
of  the  School  for  at  least  one  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  oerCific&te^ 
specifying  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  proved  themselves  proficient 
either  by  examination  or  by  laboratory  work. 

Instruction  in  other  Departmente  of  the  University.^AJl  students  of

the  Scientific  School  may,  if  found  competent,  pursue  any  of  the 
ooursee  of  instruction  given  in  the  other  departments  of  the  UniTerBityy 
except  exercises  carried  on  in  the  special  laboratories,  without  addi- 
tional charge. 

Scholarships. — ^Four  University  seholarshipSy  of  the  annual  value  of 
150  dols.  each,  have  been  established  in  the  Scientific  School.  They 
are  assigned  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year  to  meritorious 
students  standing  in  need  of  such  assistance,  who  have  been  in  the 
School  the  whole  of  the  preceding  year,  and  propose  to  remain  in  it 
the  whole  of  the  ensuing  year.  The  award  is  made  by  the  Corporation 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty.  One-third  of  the  annual  value 
of  the  Scholarships  is  paid  at  the  time  of  the  award,  one- third  on 
January  12th,  and  one-third  on  April  12th  following.  Applications  for 
these  scholarships  must  be  addressed,  in  writing,  to  the  Dean,  by  the 
Ist  of  June.  There  are  also  scholarships  in  the  Scientific  School,  not 
exceeding  eight  at  any  one  time,  of  the  annual  value  of  150  dols.  each, 
for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  the  State  Normal  Schools.  The  manner 
in  which  these  scholarships  are  divided  among  the  Normal  Schools  is 
determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  incumbents  are 
originally  appointed  for  one  year  on  the  recommendation  of  the  prin- 
cipala  of  the  schools  from  which  they  have  been  severally  graduated ; 
these  appointments  may  be  annually  renewed  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  Scientific  School. 

Fees  and  Expenses. — ^The  tuition  fee  for  the  academic  year  in  any  of 
the  above  departments  or  courses  is  150  dols. ;  the  tuition  fees  for  can 
didates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  are  stated  elsewhere 
The  other  expenses  of  a  student  for  an  academic  year  may  be  esti 
mated  as  follows :  Boom,  from  30  dols.  to  100  dols. ;  board  for  thirty 
eight  weeks,  from  133  dols.  to  304  dols. ;  books,  from  20  dols.  to  25  dols. 
fuel  and  lights,  from  15  dols.  to  35  dols.;  washing,  from  19  dols 
to  38  dols. — ^total,  from  217  dols.  to  502  dols.  Deductions  from  the 
full  year's  tuition-fee  will  be  made  as  follows :  If  a  student  joins  or 
leaves  the  School  between  January  1st  and  April  1st,  one-third  will  be 
deducted  ;  if  a  student  joins  the  school  between  April  1st  and  Com- 
mencement, or  leaves  the  School  before  January  1st,  two-thirds  wUl  be 
deducted,  but  no  deduction  will  be  made  in  case  of  a  student  leaving^ 
the  School,  imless  he  gives  immediate  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the 
Dean.  Students  in  the  Scientific  School  may  obtain  rooms  in  the 
College  buildings  by  applying  to  the  Bursar,  either  by  mail  or  in 
person.  They  may  also  join  the  Harvard  Dining  Association*  and 
board  at  cost  at  Memorial  Hall.  Students  in  Chemistry  are  supplied 
wiih  all  needed  apparatus,  but  are  required  to  restore  it  in  as  good^ 
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condition  as  when  receiyed.  They  are  charged  for  all  damage  or 
breakage,  and  also  from  10  dols.  to  80  dols.  per  annum  for  ch^nicals 
and  use  of  apparatus.  Students  in  Engineering  provide  their  own 
drawing  materials.  The  Hemenway  Gymnasium  is  open  to  all  mem* 
bers  of  the  University  without  extra  charge. 

Teitimonials  and  Bonds. — All  students  admitted  to  the  Lawrence 
Scientific  School  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character ;  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  200  dols.,  signed  by  two  bonds- 
men, one  of  whom  must  be  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  dues  to  the  University;  and  register  their  names  with  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the  School.  Instead  of  filing  a  bond,  a  student 
may  deposit  with  the  Bursar  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  deemed 
sufficient  to  secure  the  payment  of  all  dues  to  the  University. 
Students  engaging  college  rooms,  or  boardiiig  at  Memorial  Hall,  will 
be  required  to  file  the  same  bond  as  undergraduates  of  the  College 
{400  dols.),  or  to  pay  rent  for  the  year  in  advance,  and  deposit  the  som 
of  200  dols.  as  security  for  the  payment  of  their  board ;  and  they  hold 
the  rooms  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Parietal  Committee,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  they  were  undergraduates.  No  officer  or  student  of 
the  University  will  be  acc^ted  as  bondsman.    For  further  information 

address  the  Dean. 

The  Astronomical  Observatory, 

This  Observatory  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  scientific  research 
in  all  departments  of  Astronomy.  To  fulfil  this  purpose,  it  has  been 
equipped  with  instruments  of  the  first  class  and  with  a  library  of 
about  5000  works  (including  pamphlets),  principally  relating  to 
astronomical  subjects.  It  has  likewise  been  provided  with  funds 
for  the  maintenance  and  increase  of  its  equipment  and  library,  and 
for  the  payment  of  its  current  expenses,  special  provision  having  also 
been  made  for  the  publication  of  its  observations. 

Any  one  properly  qualified  to  pursue  the  study  of  Practical 
Astronomy  may  be  admitted  to  the  Observatoxy  as  a  student.  Such 
students  will  be  permitted  to  take  part  in  the  observations  and 
other  work  carried  on  at  the  time  in  the  Observatory,  as  well  as 
to  make  use  of  the  Observatory  library.  They  will  also  receive 
from  the  officers  of  the  Observatory  such  assistance  in  the  study  of 
any  branch  of  Astronomy  as  can  be  rendered  without  interference  with 
current  work. 

Application  to  be  made  to  the  Director. 

The  Bussey  InetUtUion,  Jamaica  Plain, 
This  is  a  School  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture,  established  in 
execution  of  the  trusts  created  by  the  will  of  Benjamin  Bossey.    It 
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giYes  systematic  instmctioii  in  Agricnltox^,  Useful  and  Ornamental 
Chardening,  and  Stock  Raising.  It  is  intended  for  the  foUdwing 
classes  of  persons:  (1)  Young  men  who  intend  to  become  practical 
farmers,  gardeners,  florists,  or  landscape  gardeners;  (2)  joimg  men 
who  will  naturally  be  called  upon  to  manage  large  estates,  or  who 
wish  to  qualify  themselves  to  be  stewards  or  overseers  of  gentlemen's 
estates ;  (3)  persons  who  wish  to  study  some  special  branch  of  Agri- 
calture,  Horticulture,  Botany,  or  AppHed  Zoology. 

The  Bussey  Institution  is  situated  near  the  village  of  Jamaica  Plain, 
about  five  miles  south-west  of  the  centre  of  Boston,  and  close  to  the 
Forest  Hills  station,  on  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad.  Students 
may  live  either  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  School,  or  in  Boston 
proper,  or  in  some  one  of  the  neighbouring  villages  upon  the  line  of  the 
railroad. 

The  academic  year  begins  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last 
Wednesday  in  September,  and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June, 
with  a  recess  from  December  23rd  to  January  2nd,  inclusive,  and  a 
spring  recess  from  the  Wednesday  before  Fast  Day  to  the  following 
Tuesday,  inclusive. 

Instruction. — Instruction  is  given  in  Theory  of  Farming,  Agri- 
cultural Chemistry,  Applied  Zoology,  Horticulture  (students  interested 
in  tree  culture  have  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  raising  of  trees  in 
great  variety  for  the  Arnold  Arboretum  in  the  green-houses  and  upon 
the  grounds  adjacent  to  the  School) ;  Botany,  Entomology,  and  Quanti- 
tative Ohemical  Analysis  (for  advanced  students)  are  also  studied. 
Instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and  recitations,  and  by  practical 
exercises  in  the  laboratories,  green-houses,  and  fields ;  every  student 
being  taught  to  make  experiments,  study  specimens,  and  o)>serve  for 
himself.  The  aim  of  the  teachers  is  to  give  the  student  a  just  idea  of 
the  principles  upon  which  the  arts  of  agriculture  and  horticulture 
depend ;  to  teach  him  how  to  maJce  intelligent  use  of  the  scientific 
literature  which  relates  to  these  arts ;  and  to  enable  him  to  put  a  proper 
estimate  upon  those  kinds  of  evidence  which  are  obtained  by  experi« 
ments  and  by  the  observation  of  natural  objects.  Examinations  are 
held  statedly  to  test  the  student's  proficiency. 

The  courses  above  described  are  given  in  one  year,  so  that  they  may 
be  profitably  pursued  by  young  men  of  ability  and  judgment  who  cannot 
afford  to  spare  much  time  for  advanced  study.  In  addition  to  these 
courses  given  at  Jamaica  Plain,  students  of  the  Bussey  Institution,  in 
regular  standing,  may  freely  attend  any  of  the  courses  of  instruction 
(about  two  hundred  in  number)  in  the  other  departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Q(^2 
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BequUitions  far  Admission  and  QradwxHon. — Candidates  for  admis- 
sion  must  be  at  least  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  most  present  testi- 
monials of  good  moral  character.  No  formal  examination  will  l)e 
required  of  them ;  but  each  student  must  satisfy  the  instructors  of  his 
ability  and  of  his  intention  to  profit  by  the  teachings  of  the  School 
Young  men  who  may  feel  unprepared  to  pursue  the  foregoing  courses 
of  instruction  can  pass  one  year  at  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  in 
Cambridge,  which  provides  elementary  courses  of  instruction  in 
Chemistry,  Physics,  Biology,  Physical  Geography,  Geology,  Meteo- 
rology, Drawing,  French,  and  Grerman. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Agricultural,  Horti- 
cultural, or  Yeterinary  Science  must  take  this  preKminary  course  of 
one  year  at  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  or  prove  by  examinations 
that  they  possess  an  equivalent  amount  of  knowledge.  They  mast, 
furthermore,  on  completion  of  the  stated  courses  above  described, 
devote  a  year  to  advanced  study  at  the  Bnssey  Institution,  and  to 
practical  research  in  Agriculture  or  Horticulture,  or  in  Botany, 
Anatomy,  or  Chemistry  as  appb'ed  to  those  arts,  and  must  satisfy  the 
instructors,  by  passing  examinations,  that  they  have  acquired  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  subjects  taught  at  the  School. 

Candidates  for  a  degree  are  expected  to  pursue  with  equal  diligence 
aU  the  subjects  above  described,  but  the  advanced  studies  of  the  final 
year  may  be  varied,  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructors,  in  accordance 
with  the  student's  aims  and  purposes.  Instead  of  Quantitative 
Analysis,  any  other  advanced  elective  course  may  be  substituted. 
Among  the  numerous  courses  of  this  character  open  to  students  of  the 
Bussey  Institution,  though  gtven  in  other  departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity, those  upon  Advanced  Botany  (both  phaenogamic  and  ciypto- 
gamic),  Geology,  Zoology,  and  Physics,  upon  Physiology,  Pathology, 
Political  Economy,  and  Surveying,  are  particularly  suitable  for  agri- 
cultural students. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may,  upon  pro- 
ducing certificates  of  good  moral  character,  join  the  School  at  any 
time,  without  examination,  to  pursue  any  special  course  or  ooursea  of 
instruction  which  they  are  qualified  to  pursue  witii  advantage. 
.  Lihraries, — Students  may  freely  use  the  Special  Agricultoral 
Library  at  the  Bussey  Institution;  the  College  Library  at  Gam- 
bridge,  from  which  books  are  brought  regularly  to  the  Busaey  Instita- 
tion  by  express ;  and  the  Boston  Public  Library,  which  has  a  branch 
and  office  for  the  delivery  of  books  in  Jamaica  Plain  not  far  from  the 
Bussey  Institution. 

Bond  or  Deposit. — ^Every  student,  when  admitted,  must  give  a  bond

in  the  Bum  of  200  dols.  to  pay  all  charges  accruing  under  the  laws  and 
customs  of  the  University.  The  bond  must  be  executed  by  two  bonds- 
men, who  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  (office  No.  70,  Water- 
street,  Boston),  and  one  of  whom  must  be  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts.  . 
Instead  of  filing  a  bond,  a  student  may  pay  his  tuition  fee  for  the 
year  in  advance,  and  deposit  such  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding 
50  dols.,  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to  secure  the  pa3rment  of  other' 
school  dues.  Special  students  will  pay  the  txiition  fees  in  advance  at 
the  Treasurer's  office,  or  to  Professor  F.  H.  Storer,  Dean,  at  the  Bussey 
Institution. 

Fees  and  Expenses. — The  regular  fee  for  the  academic  year  is  150 
dols. :  for  half  or  any  less  fraction  of  a  year,  75  dols. ;  for  any  fraction 
of  a  year  greater  than  one-half,  the  fee  for  the  whole  year  will  be 
charged.  The  reg^ular  fee  will  be  charged  also  to  those  special 
students  who  devote  themselves  to  continuous  laboratory  work  in  a 
single  department  of  the  School.  For  any  one  of  the  special  courses 
above  enumerated  under  the  heading  **  Instruction,"  the  fee  is  40  dols. 
for  the  year,  excepting  for  Entomology,  which  is  given  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year  at  20  dols.  The  tuition  fees  will  be  freely  remitted  to 
poor  and  meritorious  students.  The  other  expenses  of  a  student  for 
an  academic  year,  not  including  clothing,  may  be  estimated  as  follows : 
Boom,  40  dols.  to  100  dols. ;  board  for  thirty-eight  weeks,  133  dols.  to 
200  dols. ;  text-books  and  instruments,  15  dols.  to  20  dols. ;  fuel  and 
lights,  15  dols.  to  25  dols. ;  washing,  15  dols.  to  25  dols. — ^218  dols.  to 
370  dols.

Qraduate  BepartmeWt, 

Courses  of  Instruction  for  Bachelors  of  Arts  and  of  Science, — ^The 
following  courses  of  study  have  been  arranged  with  special  reference 
to  graduates.  Besides  these,  all  the  elective  courses  offered  to  under- 
graduates are  open  to  graduates.  "No  undergraduate  is  allowed  to 
take  any  graduate  course  except  by  vote  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  instructors  in  the  department  of  study  to  which  the 
course  belongs:  Semitic  Languages,  Sanskrit,  Classical  Philology, 
Modem  Languages,  Philosophy,  Political  Economy,  History,  Boman 
Law,  Music,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Natural  History. 

The  Degrees  of  AJf.,  Ph,D,,  and  8.D. — ^The  Degrees  of  M^ter  of 
Arts,  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  and  Doctor  of  Science  are  conferred  on 
candidates  recommended  for  them  by  the  Academic  Council  of  the 
University.  The  following  are  the  Standing  Rules  of  the  Corporation 
and  Overseers  relating  to  these  degrees : 

1.  The  degrees  of  Master   of  Arte  and  Doctor  of  Philosopby  are  open  to 
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Baohelon  of  Arts  of  Hanrard  College,  and  to  Bachelors  of  Aria  of  other  eol- 
leges,  who  ahall  have  aatiafled  the  College  Faculty  hj  ezamination  that  tiie 
oonrae  of  itndy  for  whieh  thej  reoeired  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  eqiuYaleBt  to 
that  for  which  the  Bachelor's  degree  is  giyen  in  Harvard  College,  or  shall  have 
passed  snoh  additional  examinationB  as  that  Faculty  may  prescribe. 

2.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  is  open  to  Bachelors  of  Science  of  Hsnrsid 
.Uniyersity,  and  to  Bachelors  of  Science  and  Bachelors  of  Philosophy  of  other 
institntiona  who  shall  hare  satisfied  the  Faculty  of  the  Lawrence  Sdentiflo 
School,  by  eiamination,  that  the  course  of  study  for  which  they  receiTedthe 
Bachelor's  degree  is  equiyalent  to  that  for  which  the  degree  is  given  in  Harvard 
Uniyer8ity»  or  shall  have  passed  such  additional  examinations  as  that  Faenlty 
may  prescribe. 

8.  The  Academic  Council  will  recommend  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Fhilo- 
sophy  candidates  otherwise  properly  qualified  wbo,  after  taking  the  Baehelor's 
degree,  shall  pursue  at  Harvard  UniyerBily  for  two  years  a  course  of  Ubeitl 
study,  approved  by  the  Council*  in  any  one  of  the  following  departaenta: 
Philology,  Philosophy,  History,  Political  Sdenoe,  Matheraatios,  Physies, 
Natural  History  or  Musio ;  shall  pass  a  thorough  ezamination  on  that  ooune» 
and  shall  present  a  satisfactory  thesis. 

4.  The  Aoademio  Council  will  recommend  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Sdenoe 
candidates,  otherwise  properly  qualified,  who,  after  taking  their  Bachelor's 
degree,  shall  reside  at  least  two  years  at  the  TTniversity,  and  pursue  dnrisg 
three  years  a  course  of  soientiflc  study  embracing  at  least  two  subjeots,  and 
approved  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  a  thorough  examination  upon  that 
course,  showing  in  one  of  the  subjects  special  attainments,  and  shall  aJso  make 
some  contribution  to  science,  or  some  special  investigation,  to  be  embodied  in 
a  Thesis ;  provided,  however,  that  a  oourse  of  study  of  two  years  only  ahsU 
suffice  for  candidates  who  are  both  Bachelors  of  Arts  and  Bachelora  of  Saienoe 
of  Harvard  University. 

5.  The  Academic  Council  will  recommend  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
oandidates  otherwise  properly  qualified  who,  after  taking  the  Bachelor's  degrea, 
shall  pursue  for  at  least  one  year  at  the  University  a  course  of  liberal  study 
approved  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  a  thorough  ezamination  on  that  ooane* 

6. 'The  Aoademio  Council  will  also  recommend  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  candidates  otherwise  properly  qualified  who  shall  pursue  at  the  University 
for  at  least  one  year,  after  taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  Baohetor  of 
Divinity,  or  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  Harvard  University,  a  course  of  stajyiB 
Law,  Theology,  or  Medicine,  approved  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass  a  thoroe|h 
ezamination  on  that  course. 

7.  In  special  cases,  the  Aoademio  Council  is  authorised  to  remit  the  reqsiai- 
tion  of  residence  at  the  Universi^  to  Bachelors  of  Arts  or  Science  of  Harnrd 
University. 

8.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  oarries  with  it  that  of  Master  of  AiU ; 
the  full  title  of  the  degree  being  Doctor  of  PhUoeophy  and  Master  of  Arts. 
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Fee^  and  Bond$. — ^The  fees  to  be  paid  by  Bachelors  of  Arts  or 
Science  who  receiye  instruction  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts,  Doctor  of  Pbilosoplij,  or  Doctor  of  Science,  or  who  attend 
lectures  or  recitations  without  being  members  of  any  professional 
school,  are  as  follows :  At  the  rate  of  15  dols.  for  one  hour  a  week  of 
instruction  during  the  academic  year,  up  to  150  dols.,  the  fees  coTering 
examinations  and  certificates ;  except  that  the  fee  for  the  examination 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  or  Doctor  of  Science  shall  in 
all  cases  be  60  dols.,  and  for  si>ecial  examinations  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  the  fee  shall  be  30  dols.,  and  every  candidate  for  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  or  Doctor  of  Science, 
whether  resident  or  not,  must  pay  at  least  the  nm'Tn'irmm  fee  of  30  dols. 
a  year  to  the  IJniyersity,  imless  he  pays  a  fee  as  a  member  of  a  prof es- 
sional  school.  For  any  laboratory  course  the  fee  will  be  150  dols.  a 
year.  Students  must  pay  the  full  year'e  fee  for  all  the  courses  of 
instruction  which  they  attend.  Any  student  paying  the  full  fee  of 
150  dols.  in  any  department  of  the  University  is  entitled  to  attend  any 
instruction  (but  not  laboratory  courses)  in  any  other  department,  with- 
out further  payment.  Graduates  of  the  University,  or  other  collegiate 
insftitutionB,  desirous  of  pursuing  their  studies  at  Cambridge  without 
guidance,  may  enjoy  the  use  of  the  Library  on  the  payment  of  5  dols* 
a  year ;  but  such  graduates  are  not  entitled  to  be  classed  as  students 
of  the  University,  nor  will  residence  on  these  terms  be  accepted  as 
residence  qualifying  for  any  degree.  Candidates  for  the  higher  degrees, 
and  resident  graduates  who  receive  instruction  at  the  University 
must  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  200  dols.,  signed  by  two  bondbmen,  one 
of  whom  must  be  a  citizen  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  payment  of  all 
dues  to  the  University;  but,  instead  of  filing  a  bond,  any  student  who 
prefers  so  to  do,  may  pay  his  fees  in  advance,  and  deposit  with  the 
Bursar  such  a  sum  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to  secure 
payment  of  all  other  dues  to  the  University. 

AppliecUions, — ^Any  one  who  wishes  to  study  for  the  degp*ee  of  A.M., 
Ph.D.,  or  S.D.,  must  send  a  written  application  to  be  admitted  as  a 
candidate  (with  a  statement  of  his  qualifications)  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Academic  Council. 

If  the  applicant  is  not  qualified  for  candidacy  by  having  received  the 
degree  of  A.B.  or  S.B.  from  Harvard  University,  his  request  must  first 
be  referred  to  the  College  Faculty  or  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Scientific 
School.  Such  requests  are  not  granted,  unless  thoroughly  satisfactory 
gtounds  are  shown.  In  ordinary  cases,  the  Faculties  prefer  to  admit 
giaduates  of  other  institutions  to  advanced  standing  in  the  under- 
graduate courses,  or,  at  any  rate,  to  receive  them  as  candidates  for 
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the  higher  degrees  onlj  after  a  suitahle  period   of  atadj  at  this 
UniTerritj. 

Eveiy  applicatum  for  adndssion  to  candidacj  for  the  degree  of  A.M. 
most  contain  a  definite  statement  of  the  course  of  study  proposed  for 
the  degree.  The  same  f  tdness  of  detail  is  not  expected  of  candidates 
for  the  degrees  of  Fh.D.  and  SJ>.  The  course  for  the  degree  of 
A.M.  may  be  limited  to  one  department  of  study,  or  may  be  mis- 
oellaneous  in  character;  that  pursued  for  the  degree  of  Fh.D.  must 
belong  to  one  of  the  departments  named  in  §  3  of  the  Standing  Rules 
of  the  Corporation  and  Overseere.  But  the  committees  exercise  their 
discretion  in  admitting  courses  which,  without  falling  strictly  within 
the  limits  of  any  one  of  those  departments,  still  constitute  connected 
fields  of  investigation  and  work,  and  can  Intimately  be  referred  to 
single  departments.  The  d^;ree  of  A.M.  is  conferred  for  a  good  year 
of  study  in  fulfilment  of  a  determinate  programme.  The  doctorates 
are  given,  not  for  the  mere  reason  of  &ithful  study  for  a  prescribed 
time  or  on  a  prescribed  course,  but  on  the  ground  of  high  attainment 
in  a  special  subject,  manifested  not  only  by  examinations,  but  by  the 
performance  of  a  masterly  piece  of  work.  Hence,  candidates  for  the 
degrees  of  Ph.D.  and  S.D.,  especially  if  they  have  not  already  acquired, 
at  the  outset,  considerable  knowledge  in  the  branches  of  study 
which  they  pursue  for  the  degrees,  must  often  expect  to  continue 
their  candidacy  for  longer  periods  than  those  required  by  the  standing 
rules. 

All  applications  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  at  least  one 
week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council  at  which  they  are  to  be  pre- 
sented, in  order  that  they  may  first  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
committees ;  and  applications  from  graduates  of  other  colleges  must  be 
received  two  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council.  But  no  applies* 
tions  should  be  sent  in  during  the  vacation,  which  extends  from  the 
last  Wednesday  in  June  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  September.  Eveiy 
application  must  state  the  Jull  name  of  the  applicant,  the  dates  at 
which  he  attained  the  degrees  he  already  holds,  his  post-office  address, 
and  (if  he  has  already  taken  his  residence  near  the  University)  the 
place  of  his  room  or  house ;  and  candidates  are  required  to  inform  tha 
Secretary  of  the  Academic  Council  of  any  change  in  their  address. 

Registration. — Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  A JC.,  PhJD.,  or 
S.D.,  whether  resident  at  the  University  or  not,  is  required  to  give 
written  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Academic  Council,  before  the 
first  Wednesday  in  October  in  each  year,  of  his  purpose  to  continue  or 
discontinue  his  candidacy,  and,  if  he  continues,  to  state  his  addreaa. 
A  candidate  who  omits  this  notice  will  be  dropped  from  the  list. 
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Ererj  graduate  student,  whether  a  candidate  for  a  degree  or  noty 
who  wishes  to  attend  instruction  at  the  University,  must  obtain 
authority  to  do  so,  and  r^fister  at  No.  5,  University  Hall,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year, 

Any  candidate  for  the  degree  of  A.M.,  Ph.D.,  or  S.D.,  who  withdraws 
from  his  candidacy,  must  give  immediate  notice  of  his  withdrawal  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Academic  Council  and  to  the  Bursar,  and  pay  his 
dues  to  the  University. 

Fellowships, — ^The  Harris  Fellowship  has  an  endowment  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  the  yearly  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  under  the 
following  conditions  established  by  the  founder :  "  That  this  income 
be  given  to  some  graduate  of  acknowledged  excellence  in  one  or  more 
departments  of  literature  or  science  (but  not  necessarily  of  the  highest 
college  rank),  for  one  or  more  years,  &c.,  &c."  The  Qrctdriates* 
scholarship  has  an  endowment  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  income 
of  which  is  to  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  following  directions, 
given  by  the  founder  :*'.,.  For  the  encouragement  and  attainment 
of  a  higher,  broader,  and  more  thorough  scholarship  than  is  required 
or  expected  of  undergraduates,  in  all  sound  literature  and  learning, 

except  science  strictly  so  called "  Parker  Fellowships :    Four 

Fellowships  of  the  annual  value  of  800  dols.  each  have  been  created 
from  the  income  of  the  bequest  of  John  Parker,  Jr.  These  fellowships 
may  be  held  by  graduates  of  Harvard  College,  or  of  any  other  depart- 
ment of  the  University,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years  in  any 
case.  The  John  Thornton  Kirkland  fellowship :  This  fellowship, 
tenable  for  three  years,  having  an  endowment  of  about  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  has  been  established  with  the  gift  of  Gkorge  Bancroft,  LL.D. 
The  incumbent  of  this  fellowship  must,  as  a  rule,  have  resided  at  least 
three  years  at  the  University  as  a  member  either  of  the  College  or  of 
one  of  the  Schools. 

The  Toppan  Prize. — ^A  prize  of  150  dols.  is  offered  in  the  Graduate 
Department  of  the  University  for  the  best  Essay  (of  sufficient  merit) 
on  one  of  certain  selected  subjects. 

Admission  to  Harvard  College  without  Matrictdaiion. 

The  elective  courses  of  study  in  Harvard  College  are  open  to 
persons  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age  who  satisfy  the  Faculty 
of  their  fitness  to  pursue  the  particular  courses  they  elect,  although 
they  have  not  passed  the  usual  examination  for  admission  to  College, 
and  do  not  propose  to  be  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 
A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given,  if  desired,  to  any  person  who, 
having  faithfully  pursued  his  chosen  subjects  throughout  the  year. 
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pttMeB  the  mid-year  and  June  examinatioiiB  therein,  and  attains  not 
less  than  serentj-fire  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  marks  therefor.  The 
Facnltj  reserve  the  right  to  deprive  any  student  of  his  privileges  at  any 
time,  if  he  abuse  or  fall  to  use  them.  Persons  who  propose  to  aTail 
themselves  of  this  provision  will  be  required  to  begin  their  attendance 
at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year.  They  must  present  tHem* 
selves  at  No.  1,  Harvard  Hall,  on  the  Thursday  following  the  last 
Wednesday  in  September,  at  10  A.M.,  prepared  to  furnish  testunonials 
as  to  their  age  and  character,  to  indicate  the  courses  of  study  tbey 
wish  to  pursue,  and  to  demonstrate  by  examination  or  otherwise  their 
fitness  to  attend  those  courses. 

The  tuition  fees  for  unmatriculated  students  will  be  computed  at  the 
rate  of  15  dols.  for  one  hour  a  week  of  instruction  during  the  academic 
year,  up  to  150  dols. — ^the  fees  covering  examinations  and  certificates ; 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  fee  be  less  than  90  dols.  a  year.  For  any 
laboratory  course,  the  fee  will  be  150  dols.  a  year.  Any  student  who 
attends  a  course  of  instruction  for  only  a  part  of  the  year  must  pay  the 
full  year's  fee  for  that  course.  The  bills  of  unmatriculated  students 
are  payable  in  each  year  on  January  12th,  April  12th,  and  October  10th ; 
but  when  a  student  severs  his  connection  with  the  College,  his  whole 
bill  becomes  payable  at  once.  Each  bill  will  contain  one-third  of 
the  annual  charges.  Unmatriculated  students  must  file  a  bond  for 
200  dols.,  similar  to  that  filed  by  undergraduates,  or  make  a  deposit 
with  the  Bursar.  For  further  information  on  this  subject,  address 
the  Registrar,  Cambridge,  Mass. 

JEveni/ng  Beadings, — ^Evening  Readings,  consisting  mainly  of  selec- 
tions from  ancient  and  modem  classics,  are  open  to  aU  members  of  the 
University,  and  also  to  the  public,  several  evenings  in  the  week,  from 
October  till  April. 

The  University  Library. 

The  several  libraries  now  contain  about  the  following  numbers  of 
bound  volumes:  Gore  Hall,  187,300;  Lawrence  Scientific  School, 
2300  ;  Bussey  Institution  (Jamaica  Plain),  2200  ;  Phillips  Library 
(Observatory),  2700;  Botanic  Garden  (Herbarium  Library),  3500; 
Law  School,  18,000 ;  Divinity  School,  19,100 ;  Medical  School  (Boston), 
2000;  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology,  14,100;  Peabody  Museum, 
425—251,625. 

The  Hemenway  Gymnasium,  Cambridge, 

The  new  gymnasium,  named  in  honour  of  Augustus  Hemenway  of 
Boston,  who  gave  it  to  the  University,  is  a  handsome  and  spacioaB 
structure,  built  and  equipped  with  the  utmost  thoroughness.  It  is 
fiunished  with  the  best  patterns  of  ordinary  gynmastic  apparatus^  and 
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wiih  many  new  appliances  designed  to  develop  the  different  parts  of 
the  body,  and  so  constructed  that  thej  can  be  adjusted  to  the  strength 
of  the  strong  or  to  the  weakness  of  the  weak.  The  bathing  arrange- 
ments are  complete,  and  the  dressing  accommodations  are  ample. 
Facilities  for  recreatiye  exercise  have  been  provided  in  the  bowling 
alleys  and  ball  court,  and  in  the  rowing,  fencing,  and  sparring- 
rooms. 

The  Episcopal  Theological  School  in  Cambridge.* 

CondiHone  of  Admission, — ^Bachelors  of  Arts  may  be  admitted  to 
the  membership  of  the  School.  All  other  applicants  must  be  examined 
in  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  History,  Rhetoric,  Mental  and 
Moral  Science,  and  shaU  be  admitted  only  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty.  Lx  all  cases,  satisfactory 
evidence  shall  also  be  produced  of  such  religious  character  as  renders 
the  applicant  apt  and  meet  for  the  sacred  Ministry.  Members  of 
other  Theological  seminaries  may  be  admitted  ad  eundem.  Candi- 
dates for  Orders  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  selection  of  rooms  in 
the  dormitory. 

Expensee, — There  are  no  charges  made  by  the  School  for  rooms  and 
tuition.  The  cost  of  board,  fuel,  lights,  washing,  and  necessary  books 
can  be  met  with  about  225  dols.  per  annum. 

Term  Time,  Ac, — ^The  annual  term  opens  on  the  fourth  Wednesday 
of  September,  and  closes  with  Commencement,  the  third  Wednesday 
in  June.  "Vacations :  between  the  close  and  opening  of  the  terms,  as 
above ;  from  December  24th  to  January  6th ;  from  the  Saturday  before 
Passion  Week  to  Easter  Tuesday,  inclusive. 

Buildings. — ^The  School  possesses  a  Dormitory,  Library  (containing 
Lecture  rooms).  Refectory,  and  Chapel,  all  new,  and  excellently 
adapted  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  students.  They  are 
situated  on  Brattle-street,  a  few  minutes'  walk  from  Harvard-square. 
Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  St.  John's  Memorial 
Chapel,  on  Brattle-street,  was  erected  and  given  to  the  School  for  the 
especial  and  free  accommodation  of  Harvard  students.  They  are, 
therefore,  invited  to  attend  its  services,  and  the  Dean  regards  it  as  a 
part  of  his  duty,  as  well  as  a  pleasure,  to  extend  any  pastoral  attention 
tliat  may  be  desired  by  them.  For  further  details  of  information 
re^^^ding  this  institution,  address  the  Dean  at  the  School. 

Examinations  for  Wom^n, 

These  are  held  in  the  subjects  of  the  admission  and  higher  examina- 
tioxis.

InBtmction  is  now  given  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  seren 
different  Departments,  viz.:  The  Department  of  Arts,  the  Towne 
Scientific  School,  the  Department  of  Medicine,  the  Department  of  Law, 
the  Axiziliarj  Department  of  Medicine,  the  Department  of  Music,  the 
Department  of  Dentistry. 

The  Trostees  of  the  University  have  erected,  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  Departments  of  Arts  and  of  The  Towne  Scientific  School,  one 
of  the  largest  and  most  conveniently  arranged  college  buildings  m  the 
coontiy.  The  students  in  these  two  Departments  are  under  a  common 
government  and  discipline,  and  are  in  constant  association  with  each 
other.  The  instruction,  however,  in  each  Department  is  in  charge  of  a 
distinct  Faculty,  and  both  the  objects  of  that  instruction  and  the 
methods  of  imparting  it  differ  essentially. 

The  details  of  the  course  of  instruction  in  each  of  the  Departments 
will  be  found  under  the  proper  head.  Lectures  on  the  following  sub- 
jects are  included  in  the  instruction  given  to  the  students  in  the 
Department  of  Arts  and  the  Towne  Scientific  School,  viz. :  On  Systems 
of  Intellectual  Philosophy,  on  Medieval  History,  on  Grerman  Litera- 
tare,  on  Rhetoric  and  English  Prose  Authors,  on  National  Economy, 
on  the  History  of  the  Civil  Law,  and  on  Communism,  on  Physics  and 
Astronomical  Physics,  on  Engineering  and  Contracts,  on  Mineralogy, 
on  Geology,  and  on  Metallurgy  and  Applied  Chemistry,  on  Liorganio 
and  Organic  Chemistry. 

Lectures  on  the  Science  of  Mueic  are  delivered  twice  a  week  to  such 
persons,  members  of  the  University  and  others,  male  or  female,  as  may 
desire  systematic  instruction  on  this  subject.  This  instruction  includes 
Harmony,  Counterpoint,  and  Compodtion,  with  as  much  of  the  Histoiy 
of  Music  as  may  be  necessary  to  illustrate  these  subjects.  The  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Music  will  be  conferred  on  those  who  attend  two 
courses  of  lectures  and  pass  satisfactory  periodical  and  final  examina- 
tions thereon. 

Oeneral  Information  in  regard^  to  the  Undergraduate  D^artnenU. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  regulations  in  regard  to  Behoht" 
ships  (excepting  the  Towne  Scholarships) : 

Each  candidate  must  present  written  testimonials  to  the  Provost  at 
or  before  the  Entrance  examinations  in  June  and  September.  He 
must  pass  these  examinations,  or  (in  the  case  of  those  who  are  alresdy 
in  the  classes)  the  annual  examination,  with  credit.  He  will  then  be 
recommended  for  admission  to  the  proper  Committee.     A  limited 
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number  only  can  be  admitted,  and  the  scbolarsliips  are  granted  for 
one  jear  onlj,  renewable  by  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 

Persons  of  both  sexes  are  now  admitted  to  the  Lectures  on  History, 
Social  Science,  and  Specnlative  Philosophy,  giyen  to  the  Seniors  ;  and 
to  those  on  the  older  English  Classics  giyen  to  the  Seniors  and 
Jnniors:  in  the  Towne  Scientific  School,  to  those  on  General  Chemistry, 
given  to  the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores ;  to  those  on  Physics,  giyen  to 
the  Sophomores  and  Juniors;  and  to  the  instruction  in  Analytical 
Chemistry,  giyen  to  the  Juniors  and  Seniors  in  the  Laboratories ;  in  the 
Department  of  Music,  to  the  instruction  giyen  in  that  Science.  Those 
desiring  to  attend  in  any  of  these  subjects  should  apply  to  the  Dean. 
They  should  haye  the  same  preparation,  in  order  to  profit  by  the 
instruction,  as  that  required  of  the  young  men  pursuing  the  same 
adyanced  studies.    The  fee  for  each  course  is  5  dols. 

The  income  of  the  Bloomfield  Moore  Fund  is  appropriated  to  enable 
those  women  (not  exceeding  six  in  number  in  any  one  year)  who  are  or 
propose  to  become  teachers,  and  who  desire  to  receiye  instruction  in  one 
or  more  of  the  aboye  named  subjects,  to  do  so  without  cost  to  them. 

A  public  Commencement  for  conferring  degrees  is  held  on  the  15th 
of  June,  unless  that  date  should  fall  on  Saturday  or  Sunday.  In  such 
case  the  Commencement  is  held  on  the  Friday  preceding. 

PrUes, — ^A  stated  annual  appropriation  is  made  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  enable  the  Faculty  to  offer  prizes  for  superiority  in  the 
performance  of  yoluntary  exercises  (in  most  cases)  oyer  and  aboye  the 
ordinary  course.  The  subjects  are  proposed  by  the  several  professors 
early  in  the  year  ;  the  award  is  made  by  the  Faculty,  and  reported  to 
the  Board,  before  the  month  of  June ;  and  the  names  of  those  who 
haye  received  prizes  are  published  at  the  annnal  Commencement. 

The  Society  of  the  Alumni  have  founded  several  prizes. 

Departmeni  of  Arts, 

Terms  of  Admission. — To  be  admitted  into  the  Freshman  Class  of 
the  Department  of  Arts,  a  student  must  be  at  least  fourteen  years  of 
age,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  following  subjects  and 
authors :  Geography :  Ancient  and  l^odern  (geography  (Mitchell's 
Ancient  Atlas  is  recommended).  English :  Grammar,  Composition,  and 
Etymology  (Greek  and  Latin  roots).  Abbott's  How  to  Parse  indicates 
the  amount  required  in  Grammar,  and  Sargent's  Manua.1  the  amount  in 
Etymology ;  a  composition,  one  (foolscap)  page  long,  will  be  required 
on  a  theme  to  be  set  at  the  time  of  the  examination.  Qreek :  Greek 
Grammar;  Greek  Prose  Composition  (as  much  as  is  contained  in 
Arnold  to  the  end  of  exercise  34);   Xenophon   (four  books  of  the 
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Anabasis);  Homer  (first  three  books  of  the  Iliad).  LaHm  Ijatin 
Crammar ;  CflBsar  (three  books  of  the  Gallic  War) ;  Yirg^  (six  books  of 
the  ^neid);  Cicero  (four  Orations  against  Catiline);  Horace  (first 
book  of  the  Odes) ;  Arnold's  Latin  Prose  Composition  (to  the  end  of 
exercise  20).  MathemcUics :  Arithmetic,  including  the  decimal  qratem 
of  weights  and  measures ;   Algebra,  through  simple  equations. 

The  students  in  the  Department  of  Arts  are  divided  into  four 
classes,  viz. :  The  Senior,  the  Junior,  the  Sophomore,  and  the  Freshman 
Classes. 

All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Art$  pursue  the  same 
studies  during  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years.  For  the  remaining 
two  years  of  the  course  a  limited  election  or  choice  of  studies  is 
permitted  under  the  following  rules :  During  the  two  years  ail  the 
members  of  the  class  are  required  to  study  Intellectual  and  Morsl 
Philosophy;  Mathematical  Astronomy;  English  Literature  and 
General  Histoiy;  the  elements  of  Social  and  Political  Seienoe; 
General  Mechanics,  and  Physics  (Astronomical  and  Terrestrial) ;  and 
English  Composition  and  Oratory.  Besides  these  studies,  each 
member  of  the  class  at  the  beginning  of  his  Junior  year  must  select 
from  the  following  list  three  subjects  of  study  to  be  pursued  for  the 
last  two  years  of  his  course,  the  altematlTes  being  the  following.  He 
must  take  either :  Greek  or  German ;  Latin  or  French ;  Pure  Mathe- 
matics or  adyanced  studies  in  History  and  English  Literature.  A 
student  may  pursue  the  full  course,  or  he  may  take  any  portion  of 
that  course  which  the  Faculty  may  sanction;  but  admission  to  a 
partial  course  is  to  b'e  considered  an  exceptional  arrangement,  made 
by  the  Faculty,  to  be  granted  and  withdrawn,  when  and  as  it  may  be 
deemed  expedient.  At  the  termination  of  such  a  partial  course, 
satisfactorily  pursued,  a  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  awarded. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  on  the  alumni  of 
the  University,  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  three  years'  standing,  who  give 
evidence  that  they  have  pursued  liberal  studies  since  their  gradu- 
ation, and  present  a  satisfactory  Thesis  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  The 
theses  must  be  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  by  the  first  Friday 
in  April. 

College  Terms  and  Va^ations^^TuUion  Fees. — ^The  college  year  in  the 
Department  of  Arts  and  the  Towne  Scientific  School  is  divided  into 
three  terms :  the  first  beginning  on  the  I5th  of  September,  and  ending 
on  the  24th  of  December ;  the  second  beginning  on  the  2nd  of  January, 
and  ending  on  the  Wednesday  before  Easter ;  and  the  third  beginning 
on  the  Tuesday  after  Easter,  and  ending  on  the  15th  of  Jane  (Com- 
mencement day).  The  annual  tuition  fee  is  150  dols.,  or  50  dols.  for  each 
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tenn,  pajable  always  in  advance,  to  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  XJniyersity, 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  The  gradtLotion  fee  is  20  dols.  Daring 
the  first  and  second  terms  private  examinations  in  the  waj  of  review 
are  held  hj  each  professor ;  and  an  examination  is  held  bj  the  Faculties 
of  both  Departments,  partly  in  the  month  of  January,  and  concluding, 
for  the  Senior  class,  in  Maj,  and  for  the  three  lower  classes,  at  the 
close  of  the  college  year  in  June.  At  the  end  of  each  term  students 
who  attain  distinction  are  classed  in  order  of  merit.  Students  shown 
by  their  term  average  to  be  deficient  in  any  of  their  studies  may  be 
conditionally  attached  to  their  class  until  they  prove  on  re-examination 
that  said  deficiency  has  been  fully  made  up.  In  case  of  persistent 
neglect  of  study,  great  irregularity  of  attendance,  of  evident  inability 
to  keep  up  with  the  class,  from  any  cause,  the  student  must  be  dropped 
from  the  roUs.

The  Towne  Scientific  School. 

AiwA  of  the  Towne  Scientific  School. — ^The  design  of  the  instruction 
in  this  School  is  to  give  a  thorough  technical  and  professional  training 
to  those  who  propose  to  engage  in  the  following,  among  other  pur- 
suits, viz. :  In  Chemistry,  with  its  manifold  applications  to  the 
industrial  arts ;  in  Metallurgy  and  Assaying ;  in  Mineralogy  and 
^3^1ogy ;  in  Civil,  Dynamical  or  Mechanical,  and  Mining  Engineering; 
in  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Architecture,  and  in  studies  preparatoiy 
to  Medical  study. 

In  order  that   this  professional  training  shall  be  complete  and 
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sTBtematic,  and  rest  npon  a  broad  basis,  so  that  tbe  student  at  its  close 
may  not  be  a  mere  specialist,  bnt  a  man  of  liberal  education  as  well, 
it  has  been  determined  that  the  course  shall  be  a  comprehensive  one, 
extending  through  five  years.*  The  first  two  years  are  devoted  not 
merely  to  a  thorough  training  in  the  preparatory  and  elementary 
Mathematics,  Ohemistry,  and  the  methods  of  scientific  research  gene- 
rally,  but  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  is  given  to  instruction  in 
certain  English  studies — ^History,  Logic,  English  Composition,  and 
Rhetoric— as  well  as  to  the  Modem  Languages  and  to  Mechanical  and 
Free-hand  Drawing. 

At  the  close  of  these  two  years,  the  student  is  presumed  to  be  pre- 
pared for  studies  of  a  strictly  professional  or  technical  character,  and 
he  then  selects  one  of  six  parallel  courses  in  which  instruction  is  given 
in  this  Department,  and  during  the  last  three  years  his  work  is  con- 
fined mainly  to  the  studies  of  one  or  other  of  these  courses,  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  he  may  have  formed  in  regard  to  his  future 
profession. 

The  professional  courses  from  which  a  student  may  select  are 
at  present:  I.  Course  in  Analytical  and  Applied  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy;  II.  Course  in  Geology  and  Mining;  III.  Course  in  Civil 
Engineering;  lY.  Course  in  Mechanical  Engineering;  Y.  Course 
in  Drawing  and  Architecture;  YI.  Course  Preparatory  to  Medical 
Studies. 

The  degree  conferred  by  the  University,  on  the  completion  of  any 
one  of  these  professional  courses,  in  addition  to  the  studies  pursued 
by  the  whole  class  during  the  five  years  of  the  curriculum,  and  on 
the  presentation  of  a  satisfactory  Thesis,  is  that  of  Bachelor  of 
Science. 

Special  students  not  candidates  for  a  degree  maybe  received  into 
any  of  the  professional  courses  when  the  professor  in  chai*ge  of  that 
.  course  ia  satisfied  of  their  competency  to  profit  by  his  instructions. 
They  take  all  those  studies  which  the  professor  thinks  necessary  to  the 
completeness  of  the  course,  together  with  such  others  as  the  Faculty 
may  require:  At  the  end  of  two  years  of  study,  they  will  receive  a 
Certificate  of  Proficiency  on  passing  the  examination  reqtdred,  and 
presenting  a  satisfactory  Thesis.  Persons  who  may  be  desirous  of 
prosecuting  any  special  study  in  any  department  of  this  School 
are  allowed  to  make  arrangements  for  that  purpose  with  the  pro- 

*  Ab  the  four  yean'  cmricolTim,  heretofore  in  foroe,  has  heen  found  too  short  for  the  work 
rwinlred  of  ondergradnates  of  this  Facility,  it  has  heen  lengthened  to  five  years,  while  the  age  for 
admission  has  been  lowered  from  sixteen  to  fifteen  years,  enabling  young  men  to  graduate,  as 
fnrmerl^,  by  their  twentieth  year.  The  statements  m  the  catalogue  have  been  adapted  to  the 
oew  arrangement.

A  Pogt-gradtioie  Course  of  instruction  in  this  School  has  been 
organised. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Scienee  wiU  be  conferred  upon  BacheLors 
of  Science  who  have  pursued  the  course  of  post-graduate  instruction 
prescribed,  and  who  have  shown  their  proficiency  by  ATi>.TniTn>.f.i/\¥i^  and 
by  presenting  a  satisfactory  thesis. 

Terms  of  Admission, — Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
Class  in  the  Towne  Scientific  School  must  be  at  least  fifteen  years  of 
age,  and  must  be  prepared  to  pass  an  examination  in  Ancient  and 
Modem  Geography,  in  English,  in  Arithmetic  (including  the  decimal 
system  of  weights  and  measures),  in  Algebra  (through  quadratic 
equations),  and  in  the  first  four  books  of  Ohauvenet's  Geometry. 
Candidates  for  the  Senior  or  Junior  Class,  if  they  pass  the  requisite 
examinations  satisfactorily,  will  have  special  appointments  made  for 
their  examinations  on  the  studies  of  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  yean* 
A  second  examination  of  applicants  for  admission  wiU  be  held  under 
the  same  conditions,  before  the  opening  of  the  collegiate  year,  in 
September.    For  dates,  &c.,  see  Circular. 

The  fees  for  instruction  in  the  Towne  Scientific  School  are  50  dols. 
per  term  (payable  in  advance  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term),  or  150  dols.  per  annum.  The  g^raduation  fee  is  20  dols.  A 
separate  charge  of  10  dols.  per  term  is  made  to  the  Chemical  and 
Geological  students  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes  for  chemicals 
and  gas,  and  a  like  charge  of  5  dols.  per  term  to  students  of  the  Sub- 
junior  Class.    Students  are  required  to  have  their  own  apparatus. 

Ten  prize  scholarships  in  the  Towne  Scientific  School  (tenable  for  fi^e 
years)  are  given  annually  to  pupils  from  the  public  schools  of  Phila- 
delphia. The  candidates  for  the  scholarships  are  sent  up  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  to  the  annual  examination  for  admission,  in 
the  month  of  June.  They  are  examined  at  the  same  hours  and  on  the 
same  subjects  as  other  candidates,  but  not  necessarily  on  the  same 
papers.  The  scholarships  are  bestowed  upon  those  of  their  number 
(not  exceeding  ten)  who  reach  the  highest  grade  in  that  examination, 
provided  that  grade  is  at  least  sixty-five  out  of  a  possible  100.  Any 
further  information  concerning  the  Towne  Scientific  School  may  be 
obtained  by  addressing  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  or  the  Secretary, 
at  the  University. 

Course,  Methods,  and  Means  of  Study. — ^The  students  in  the  Towne 
Scientific  School  are  divided  into  five  classes — Senior,  Junior,  Sub* 
junior,  Sophomore,  and  Freshmen. 
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Instraction  is  given  by  lectures  and  recitaiioiis,  and  by  daily 
'exercises  in  tbe  laboratories,  drawing  and  nu>del  rooms,  whicb  are 
-open  to  the  students  all  day,  work  being  required  of  them  in  the  after- 
noon as  well  as  in  the  morning  hours. 

Instruction  is  made  as  practical  as  possible.  In  the  Department  of 
Chemittry,  the  Sophomores  have  a  course  of  fully  illustrated  lectures, 
-covering  the  whole  ground  of  Inorganic  Chemistry.  In  the  Sub- 
junior  year  their  work  commences  in  the  Analytical  laboratories, 
while  they  also  attend  lectures  on  Mineralogy  and  Metallurgy.  In 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  Quantitative  Analysis  and  the  making 
ot  Chemical  Preparations  are  combined  with  lectures  on  Organic 
<]lhemistry,  and  practical  work  of  metallurgical  and  technical 
.subjects. 

Students  in  Oeology  and  Mining  Engineering  are  trained  in  drawing 
zooms  in  the  plotting  of  original  field  notes,  contouring,  making  relief 
maps  of  mineral  properties,  constructing  sections  on  an  equal  vertical 
and  horizontal  scale,  converting  thereby  their  maps  into  clay  and 
plaster  models,  with  colouring  to  show  the  structure  of  the  country. 
Solid  models  of  underground  work  are  made  to  show  the  position  of 
veins  and  beds,  and  the  connection  of  these  with  the  surface.  To  these 
are  added  illustrative  diagrams  and  pictures,  calculations  of  quantity, 
and  whatever  else  is  needful  for  the  preparation  of  professional 
reports. 

Students  in  Civil  Engineering  are  instructed  by  recitations,  lectures, 
and  practical  work,  so  as  to  develope  to  the  best  advantage  the  qualities 
required  of  the  practical  engineer.  The  afternoons  and  Saturdays  are 
devoted  to  drawing  and  practical  work  in  the  shop,  or  to  surveying  or 
visiting  public  or  private  works,  manufactories,  &c.  The  Course  in 
Drawing  includes  the  projection  of  maps ;  various  methods  of  repre- 
senting Topography;  conventional  signs;  problems  in  shades, 
shadows,  and  perspective;  details  of  framing;  composition;  general 
drawings  for  constructions  in  wood,  stone,  and  iron ;  special  designs ; 
working  drawings  for  modelling;  platting;  and  drawing  of  profiles 
and  cross  sections.  In  visiting  shops  and  manufactories,  students  are 
required  to  collect  all  the  practical  information  possible,  and  to 
embody  it  in  a  written  report,  noting  particularly  any  new  or  special 
features  for  economising  time  or  materials,  improved  methods  of 
assembling  parts,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  general  plant,  apparatus,  and 
facilities  for  receiving  and  shipping  materials.  The  field  practice 
embraces  the  various  problems  in  chain  surveying,  the  measurement  of 
areas,  and  computation  of  results;  line  surveys  and  location,  cross 
sections  and  levels  for  estimating  quantities,  hydrography,  topography^

with  the  plane  table,  and  the  solution  of  such  Greodetic  problems  as 
relate  to  the  orientation  of  maps. 

Students  of  Dynamical  Engineering  are  required  to  giye  particular 
attention  to  the  kinematics  of  mechanism,  to  the  conditions  under 
which  work  and  power  act,  and  the  means  of  regulating  and  trans- 
mitting  the  same ;  to  the  problems  of  hydraulics  or  hydraulic  motors, 
and  to  the  mechanical  theory  of  heat  with  its  applications  to  the 
steam  engine,  &c.,  as  will  appear  from  the  detailed  course  of  study 
given  elsewhere.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  execution  of 
drawings,  first  from  designs  and  models,  and  afterwards  from  calcu- 
lations ;  and  also  to  the  methods  of  casting  and  working  in  iron,  and 
of  making  and  using  machine  tools.  Weekly  visits  of  inspection  will 
be  made  during  two  years  of  the  course  to  blast  furnaces,  foundries, 
machine  shops,  iron  and  steel  rolling  miUs. 

The  instruction  ir  Physics  extends  over  three  complete  years.  In  the 
Sub- junior  year  the  subjects  treated  are  Elementary  Mechanics  and 
Sound,  the  exercises  consisting  of  recitations  from  a  text-book, 
illustrated  by  experiments,  with  occasional  lectures.  In  the  Junior 
year,  the  subjects  treated  are  Heat  and  Light,  the  instruction  being  by 
lectures,  with  recitations  and  examinations.  In  the  Senior  year, 
lectures  are  delivered  on  Electricity,  and  on  Astronomical  and 
Terrestrial  Physics.  The  Senior  class  receives  also  practical  instnic- 
tion  in  the  physical  laboratory  throughout  the  year.  The  education 
both  of  the  eye  and  of  the  hand  which  is  thus  given  secures  fami- 
liarity with  apparatus  and  the  knowledge  of  methods  of  precise 
measurement. 

Depariment  of  Music, 

The  qualifications  required  to  enter  this  department  are :  (1)  A  know- 
ledge of  the  rudiments  of  music,  and  (2)  the  ability  to  play  on  some 
instrument — ^preferably  the  piano  or  orga^i. 

The  course  extends  over  two  years.  Each  year  is  divided  into  three 
terms.  The  first  year  is  devoted  to  Harmony,  the  second  to  Counter- 
point and  Composition. 

Pupils  who  take  the  whole  course  will  receive  a  diploma  (or  certifi- 
cate) to  that  effect,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  professor,  their  acquire- 
ments entitle  them  to  it. 

Pupils  who  have  taken  the  whole  course  may,  at  any  time,  receive 
the  degree  of  Mus,  Bac.  on  the  following  conditions :  (1)  They  must 
undergo  an  examination  in  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  and  Composition, 
by  three  examiners  appointed  by  the  professor,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Provost ;  the  examination  to  be  oral  or  written,  or  both,  at  the 
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option  of  the  examiners.  (2)  Thej  must  also  submit  an  original  com- 
position to  the  examiners,  in  the  form  of  a  cantata  for  solos  and 
chorus,  with  accompaniment  of  at  least  a  quintette  of  string  instru- 
ments. It  must  be  of  such  length  as  to  require  at  least  twenty  minutes 
for  its  performance.  (3)  It  must  contain  a  four-part  fugue,  and  the 
accompaniment  must  be  independent  except  in  the  fugue.  The  com- 
position must  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  that  it  is  their 
own  unaided  effort. 

Law  Depwrtment, 

It  is  the  design  of  this  department  to  aid  in  preparing  gentlemen 
for  admission  to  the  Bar,  and,  also,  to  offer  to  those  who  have  not  the 
Bar  in  view,  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  knowledge  in  any  one  or  all 
of  the  branches  of  legal  learning.  The  conyeyancer  and  the  merchant 
may  attend  with  profit  the  particular  lectures  appropriate  to  their 
lespectiye  pursuits. 

Ingtrucbion  is  conveyed  by  lectures  and  by  books  and  portions  of 
books,  upon  the  subjects  of  the  lectures,  which  are  recommended  by 
the  professors.  The  students  are  frequently  and  carefully  examined. 
Moot  courts  are  held,  at  which  questions,  prepared  by  the  prof  essors» 
are  argued.  These  courts  meet  once  a  week  ^during  both  terms  of  the 
annual  session.  A  special  evening  is  assigned  to  each  case,  so  that  a 
continuous  discussion  can  be  had  of  the  points  raised  for  argument. 
And  the  Law  Academy  of  Philadelphia,  an  institution  of  long  standing, 
to  which  not  only  students,  but  many  practising  lawyers  belong,  gives 
opportunity  for  debate  and  argument  which  has  been  found  of  the 
greatest  practical  advantage.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania, 
the  County  Courts,  and  the  Federal  Courts  are  in  session  in  Phila- 
delphia during  a  gpreat  part  of  the  year,  so  that  students  can  have 
ample  facilities  for  observing  judicial  proceedings. 

The  full  cowrae  occupies  two  years. 

There  are  two  terma  each  year.  The  first  term  begins  on  the  1st  of 
October,  the  second  on  the  1st  of  February.  Each  term  continues 
four  months.  From  the  1st  day  of  June  to  the  Ist  of  October  is 
vacation.  The  course  is  so  arranged  that  a  student  entering  at  the 
commencement  of  any  October  term  will  complete  his  term  of  study 
in  two  academical  years. 

The  twUionfee  for  the  full  course  with  all  the  professors  (except  the 
Professor  of  Medical  Jurisprudence)  is  40  dols.  for  each  term.  Each 
professor  will  issue  separate  tickets  for  his  own  lectures  to  such 
students  as  do  not  desire  to  attend  the  full  course,  for  such  fee  as  he 
shall  determine.  Each  student  taking  the  full  course  is  required  also 
to  pay,  upon  entering,  a  matriculation  fee  of  5  dols.,  which  will  entitle 
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lum  to  a  diploma  (if  he  shall  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws), 
without  further  charge.    There  are  no  other  charges  made. 

Students  who  have  attended  the  lectures  of  any  of  the  professors 
without  taking  the  full  course  may  receive  from  such  professors  certi- 
ficates of  proficiency.  Those  who  have  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  may  attend  all  future  lectures  free  of  charge. 

A  hall  has  been  assigned  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Law  Depart* 
ment  in  the  University  building,  which  will  be  open  for  the  use  of  the 
students  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  their  studies  in  private,  in  day 
time,  under  proper  regulations.  The  students  in  this  department  are 
allowed  also  to  attend  all  the  lectures  given  in  the  other  departments 
— ^with  the  exception  of  certain  special  exercises  in  Practical  Chemistiy 
— ^free  of  charge.  Some  of  these,  especially  the  Lectures  on  English 
History  and  Literature,  Rhetoric,  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy, 
and  Social  Science,  are  of  value  to  the  lawyer,  and  an  opportunity  iff 
thus  offered,  to  those  whose  previous  training  has  been  to  some  extent 
limited,  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  The  law  students  have  also  the 
free  use  of  the  University  Library,  under  the  usual  regulations.  The 
use  of  the  Library  of  the  Law  Association  of  Philadelphia  (which 
is  one  of  the  largest  law  libraries  in  the  country)  is  also  allowed  to 
the  students  of  law  in  the  University  at  reduced  rates,  under  proper 
regulations. 

Degrees, — ^The  following  statute,  fixing  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
for  graduation,  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year 

1873: 

In  order  to  obtain  the  decrree  of  BacheXor  of  Laws  there  shall  be  required  ci 
every  candidate : 

1.  That  he  shall  have  attended  npon  the  fall  oonrse  of  instmotion  (both 
leotnres  and  examinationB)  given  in  the  Law  Department,  except  the  lectures 
on  Medical  Jnrisprndenoe. 

2.  He  shall  have  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Faculty,  at  some  time  to  be 
fixed  by  them,  an  essay,  composed  by  himself,  on  some  legal  s abject,  snffieieat 
in  merit  to  satisfy  the  Faonlty  of  his  fitness  to  receive  the  degree. 

3.  He  shall  have  passed  an  examination  at  the  end  of  each  session  upon  the 
snbjectsof  study  dariagthat  session.  The  examination  shall  be  oonduoted  hy 
the  Faonlty,  either  orally  or  in  writing  as  they  may  determine,  in  the  presence  of 
such  of  the  members  of  the  committee  on  the  said  Law  Department  bekmging  to 
this  Board  as  may  choose  to  attend.  And  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Examfneits 
appointed  by  the  Courts  of  Phihtdelphia  may  be  present  at  the  eTaminatiiwi  if 
they  desire  to  do  so. 

The  essay  required  from  each  candidate  must  be  handed  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March  preceding  the 
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Commencement.  Bad  spelling  or  bad  grammar  in  an  essay,  or  other 
evidence  of  the  want  of  a  good  English  education,  will  preclnde  a  can- 
didate from  receiving  a  degree.  The  examinationB  required  by  the 
statute  are  both  written  and  oral,  and  are  held  daring  the  last  week 
in  May  in  each  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  no  provision  is  made  in 
these  regulations  for  students  entering  npon  advanced  standing.  The 
degree,  therefore,  cannot  be  conferred  npon  any  one  who  has  not 
actnaUy  attended  the  full  course  of  two  years. 

Prizes. — ^The  alumni  of  this  department  have  established  two  prizes, 
one  of  50  dols.,  called  the  Sharswood  prize,  and  one  of  25  dols.,  called 
the  Meredith  prize,  to  be  competed  for  by  the  Graduating  Class  in  each 
year  for  the  best  and  second  best  graduating  essays— ^e  merits  of  the 
essays  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty.  A  prize  of  50  dols.  has  been 
established  by  the  Faculty,  to  be  given  to  the  student  in  either  class 
who  shall  pass  the  best  vmitten  examination  with  aU  the  professors. 
The  answers  to  the  questions  proi>osed  to  be  completed  within  a 
limited  time. 

Admission  to  the  Bar. — Graduates  of  this  department,  having  com- 
plied with  the  Rules  of  Court,  are  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Courts 
of  Common  Pleas  and  Orphans'  Court  of  Philadelphia.

The  Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Economy. 

Aims  of  the  Wharton  School. — ^The  design  of  the  instruction  in  this 
School  (founded  by  Joseph  Wharton,  Esq.,  in  1881)  is  to  give  a 
thorough  general  and  professional  training  to  young  men  who  are 
looking  forward  to  business  pursuits,  and  to  fit  them  for  the  under- 
standing of  those  scientific  and  economical  problems  which  they  may 
expect  to  meet  in  business  life,  besides  imparting  to  them  that  dis- 
cipline in  business  habits,  and  that  moral  training,  which  are  the 
foundation  of  genuine  success. 

It  is  believed  that  such  a  school  has  become  necessary  (1)  because 
young  men  no  longer  receive  in  large  business  houses  that  instruction 
in  the  various  branches  of  mercantile  procedure  which  was  formerly 
imparted;  and  (2)  because  the  problems  now  encountered  in  business 
life  are  too  complex  for  any  solution  that  could  be  furnished  without 
a  dose  acquaintance  with  the  principles  of  economic  science. 

Heretofore  students  of  this  class  have  been  obliged  to  content  them- 
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selTes  with  the  general  culture  imparted  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  to 
enter  upon  bnsinesB  life  with  the  understanding  that  they  are  to  pick 
up  the  knowledge  of  ite  methods  as  opportunity  offers.  But  witheTCiy 
increase  in  the  complexity  of  business,  there  is  less  opportunity  of 
learning  in  this  way ;  and  a  young  man  may  spend  years  in  a  counting- 
room  without  having  acquired  the  knowledge  requisite  for  the  proper 
management  of  his  own  estate,  or  for  the  discharge  of  a  trust,  or  for 
taking  his  place  as  a  partner  in  a  firm. 

The  association  of  this  School  with  the  Uniyersity  of  Pennsylyania 
marks  the  purpose  to  connect  with  the  special  training  in  Economic 
and  Mercantile  Science  that  general  culture  which  is  as  necessaiy 
to  the  business  man  as  to  every  other  useful  member  of  society. 

An  appropriate  degree  will  be  conferred  by  the  University,  on  the 
completion  of  the  three  years'  course  of  study,  and  on  the  presentation 
of  a  satisfactory  Thesis. 

Terms  of  Admission. — Candidates  for  admission  as  full  students  of  the 
subjunior  year  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  must  be  pre- 
pared to  pass  examinations  in  all  the  subjects  specified  in  the  following 
list  under  the  head  A,  and  either  those  which  are  specified  under  the  head 
B^  or  those  under  the  head  0. 

A.  Arithmetic :  Thomson  and  Quimby's  Algebra ;  Chanvenet's 
Geometry  ;  Chauvenet*s  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry;  Bowser's 
Analytical  Geometry;  Ancient  and  Modem  Geography;  Freeman's 
General  Sketch  of  History ;  Composition  ;  Haldeman's  Outlines  of 
Etymology  ;  Lounsbury^s  English  Language ;  Abbot's  How  to  Write 
Clearly ;  McElroy's  System  of  Punctuation ;  the  Elements  of  Bhe- 
toric;  CoUot's  French  Reader;  Br^gy's  French  Rules  (part  i); 
Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry. 

B.  Horace's  Satires  and  Odes;  Livy;  Yirgil's  JBneid;  Cicero's 
Orations  against  CatUine ;  Tacitus'  Agricola,  Germania,  or  AimulIq  ; 
Cicero's  De  Officiis  or  De  Senectute  ;  Arnold's  Latin  Prose  Composi- 
tion ;  Arnold's  Greek  Prose  Composition  ;  Xenophon's  Anabasis  (four 
sKK)ks) ;  Homer's  Iliad  (three  books) ;  Xenophon's  Hellenics ;  ^schy- 
lus,  Aristophanes,  or  Euripides ;  Thucydides  (the  Sicilian  Expedition); 
Whitney's  German  Grammar ;  Whitney's  or  Woodbury's  German 
Reader. 

C.  Schmitz'  German  Grammar ;  Storm's  Immensee ;  Hodge's 
Course  of  Scientific  German ;  Bregy's  French  Rules  (part  iL)  ;  Sou- 
vestre's  Tin  Philosophe  sous  les  Toits;  Descriptive  Geometzy; 
Mechanics ;  Analytical  Chemistry  (Qualitative) ;  Drawing  (G-eometriiad 
and  Isometrical— from  the  flat— Freehand  Sketching— Linear  Per- 
spective—Projection of  Shadows- Architectural  Drawing). 
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In  exceptional  cases  proficiency  in  subjects  equivalent  to  those  re* 
quired  may  be  accepted  by  the  Faculty. 

Candidates  who  have  passed  through  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
chisses  in  either  the  Department  of  Arts  or  theTowne  Scientific  School 
wUl  be  admitted  as  full  students  without  examination.  Other  appli- 
cants for  admission  will  report  to  the  Dean  on  the  16th  day  of  June  at 
9  o'clock  A.M.  Those  who  desire  to  enter  as  full  students  will  pass  on 
that  and  the  following  days  the  examinations  for  admission,  beginning 
with  those  for  the  Freshman  class,  which  are  held  June  16-18th.  A  second 
examination  of  candidates  will  be  held  before  the  opening  of  the 
academic  year,  in  September.  Special  students,  not  candidates  for  a 
degree,  will  be  admitted  to  the  studies  of  this  School  without  being 
required  to  pass  the  examinations  for  admission  exacted  of  full 
students,  provided  the  Faculty  are  satisfied  that  they  possess  the 
elements  of  a  good  English  education,  and  are  able  to  profit  by  the 
course  of  instruction.  They  shall  pursue  all  those  studies  which  the 
Faculty  shall  require  of  them.  Persons  who  are  desirous  of  prosecuting 
any  special  study  in  any  department  of  this  School  can  make  arrange- 
ments for  that  purpose  with  theprofessor  in  charge  of  that  department, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  fee»  for  instruction  in  the  Wharton  School  are  150  dols.  a 
year,  or  50  dols.  per  term,  payable  in  advance  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  University  at  the  beginning  of  each  term.  The  graduation  fee  is 
20  dols. 

The  School  is  open  to  those  students  from  the  public  grammar 
schools  who  have  gained  the  prize  scholarships  in  the  Towne  Scientific 
School,  after  they  have  passed  through  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Coiir«6,  Methods,  and  Means  of  Study, — ^The  students  in  the  Wharton 
School  are  divided  into  three  classes :  Subjunior,  Junior,  and  Senior. 
Instruction  is  given  by  recitations  and  lectures,  and  through  original 
research  under  the  direction  of  the  professors.  A  portion  of  the 
studies  are  of  a  general  nature,  covering  those  branches  of  literature, 
history,  language,  and  physical  science,  which  are  requisite  to  a  liberal 
education.  The  rest  are  specially  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the 
School.  The  University  possesses  what  is  believed  to  be  the  largest 
and  most  complete  library  of  works  on  economic  science  that  is  to  be 
found  in  any  educational  institution  of  the  world.  The  foundation  was 
laid  by  the  great  collection  of  the  late  Stephen  Colwell,  comprising 
between  seven  and  eight  thousand  volumes,  and  including  nearly  every 
important  book  in  this  science  in  the  English,  French,  and  Italian 
languages,  besides  many  in  German.    This  has  been  supplemented  (1) 
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by  the  giffc  from  Mr.  McOahnont,  of  London,  of  a  collection  of  some  three 
thousand  English  pamphlets,  coTering  the  period  from  the  close  of  the 
seyenteenth  century  till  our  oim  time,  and  boimd  in  chronological  order; 
(2)  by  the  bequest  of  the  library  of  the  late  Henry  G.  Carey,  indnding 
many  works  and  pamphlets  which  appeared  sinoe  Mr.  Golweli's  death, 
and  especially  rich  in  statistical  literatm^,  European  gOTemmental 
reports,  and  the  like. 

Cowrse  of  Study. — ^The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  course  of  study 
pursued  in  the  Wharton  School;  but  is  subject  to  modification  and 
enlargement  as  experience  may  suggest.

(2)  Municipal,  Sfcate,  and  National  Taxation;  the  Manage- 
ment of  Brcvenue ;  Sinking  Funds ;  Methods  of  Taxation,  and  their 
moral  and  social  influence  (Direct  and  Indirect  Taxes,  Land  Taxes, 
Taxes  on  Corporations,  Internal  Revenue  Taxes,  and  Duties  on  Im* 
ports) ;  the  relation  of  Wars  and  Militaiy  Systems  through  taxation  to 
National  Industry;  the  Handling  of  Public  Debts.  (3)  Industry, 
Commerce,  and  Transportation ;  the  national  necessity  for  a  Balance 
of  the  great  Industries ;  National  Self-defence  in  the  development  of 
the  Industries.  (4)  Wage  Questions;  the  relations  of  Capital  and 
Labour ;  Strikes  and  Lock-outs ;  Harmony  and  Discord.  Mental  cmd 
Moral  Science:  Atwater's  Logic;  Whewell's  Elements  of  Morality. 
English:  Compositions  and  Exercises  in  Elocution.  Chologyz  Ele- 
ments  of  Greology ;  Descriptive  and  Determinative  Mineralogy ;  Metal- 
lurgy.  Physics :  Heat  and  Light.  Latin :  Cicero's  Epistol®,  De 
Senectute,  &c.  (Long's  edition) ;  Virgil's  Georg^cs.  German :  Schiller*s

tion Meetings.  Social  Science  :  (1)  Lectures  on  Liying  Issues  (Land,. 
Labour,  Monetary  Questions  in  their  Popular  aspects.  Socialism  and 
Communism,  Free  Trade  and  Protection,  Charity  Organization, 
Popular  and  Industrial  Education);  (2)  Mulford's  Nation;  (3)  Ori-^ 
ginal  Research  in  the  theory  and  history  of 'economical  questions, 
under  direction  of  the  professor.  History :  Lectures  on  Modem  an(f 
MedisBval  History ;  Guizot's  History  of  CiyiUzation  in  Europe. 
English :  Composition  and  Exercises  in  Elocution.  Physics  :  Elec- 
tricity ;  Practical  and  Astronomical  Physics.    Astronomy. 

Any  further  infonnation  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty,  or  its  Secretary,  at  the  University. 

The  College  of  New  Jebset. 
BegulcUions  of  the  Cov/rse, 

The  whole  course  of  study  requires  four  years ;  one  year  in  each  of 
the  four  classes  into  which  the  students  are  divided.    The  entrance, 
standing,  and  graduation  of  every  student  are  determined  by  exami- 
nations at  the  times  and  upon  the  conditions  here  specified. 

Enirance  Examinations. — ^Examinations  for  admission  will  be  both- 
oral  and  written.  Examinations  at  other  times  than  those  specified 
ore  very  inconvenient  and  often  impracticable,  and  applicants  for 
admission  at  other  than  the  regular  days  are  required  to  pay  10  dols. 
into  the  treasury.  Subjects :  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Fredi- 
man  Class  are  examined  in  the  following  books  and  subjects:  Engli^*'. 
English  Grammar  (Whitney's)  ;  Orthography ;  Punctuation ;  Short 
and  Simple  English  Composition ;  Geography  (Ancient  and  Modei-n) ; 
United  States  History  (Scott's).  The  attention  of  preparatory  schools 
is  called  to  the  need  of  a  more  thorough  study  of  elementary  Englisli.. 
Latin :  Latin  Grammar  (including  Prosody) ;  CsBsar  (five  books  of 'the. 
Commentaries) ;  Sallust  (Catiline  or  Jugurtha) ;  Yirgil  (six  books  of 
jSSneid)  ;  Cicero's  Select  Orations  (six)  ;  Arnold's  Latin  Prose 
Composition  (twelve  chapters).  Oreele :  Greek  Grammar  (including^ 
Prosody) ;  Xenophon  (three  books  of  the  Anabasis) ;  or  Greek  Reader- 
(Groodwin's,  111  pages) ;  Homer  (the  first  two  books  of  the  Hiad,  except 
the  Catalogue  of  the  Ships) ;  Greek  Composition  (thirty  exercises  of 
Jones  or  Arnold,  with  special  reference  to  writing  with  the  accents) ;. 
Gk)odwin's,  Hadley's  and  Crosby's  Grammars  are  recommended.  The 
Continental  pronunciation  of  the  vowels  and  diphthongs  in  both  Latin 
and  Greek  is   preferred.     Mathematics:   Arithmetic  (including  the: 
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metric  system) ;  Algebra  (through  quadratic  equationB  of  one  un- 
known qnantitj) ;  Geometry  (first  book  of  Eaclid).  Equivalents  will 
.be  receiyed  in  place  of  the  books  named  aboYe ;  but  it  is  recommended 
that  the  candidates  be  prepared  for  examination  on  the  requirements 
aboye  specified.  Candidates  for  admission  to  any  class  higher  than 
the  Freshman  are  examined  in  the  previous  studies  of  the  class  which. 
they  wish  to  enter,  as  published  in  the  last  annual  Catalogue,  or  their 
•equivalents.  Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Sophomore  Class  are 
•also  examined  in  the  preparatory  studies.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  the  Junior  or  Senior  Class,  coming  from  another  College,  are  ex- 
amined only  in  the  studies  of  the  year  preceding  that  which  they  wish 
to  enter.  While  it  is  important  that  the  applicants  should  have 
studied  French,  Physiology,  and  Natural  History,  an  examination  in 
these  studies  is  not  required. 

Conditions, — No  person  ia  admitted  to  the  College  as  a  candidate  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  after  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  of 
the  Senior  year.  All  candidates  for  admission  to  any  class  must  bring 
with  them  testimonials  of  moral  character;  and  if  the  candidate  has 
been  a  member  of  another  college  or  university,  he  must  produce  a 
certificate  from  the  president  or  faculty  that  he  is  free  from  oensoze 
in  that  institution.  No  candidate  is  admitted  into  the  CoU^^  without 
an  examination  and  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Awnual  Examinaiions. — ^At  the  close  of  the  College  year  each  of  the 
iour  classes  is  publicly  examined  in  aU  its  studies  of  that  year.  The 
annual  examinations  are  conducted  both  orally  and  in  writing.  The 
results  of  the  Animal  examinations  are  combined  with  those  of  the 
previous  Sessional  examinations  to  determine  the  average  grade  of 
the  student  for  the  year.  Should  the  average  gnAe  of  a  student  prove 
him  unqualified  to  go  forward  with  advantage  in  his  class,  his  name  is 
'Struck  from  the  roll  and  he  cannot  be  admitted  to  re-examinatum  at 
the  beg^inning  of  next  term,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Biennial  Examinations. — ^At  the  close  of  the  second  year  of  the 
course,  the  Anmml  examination  of  the  Sophomore  Class  includes  the 
studies  of  the  Sophomore  year,  together  with  such  studies  of  the 
Freshman  year  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  several  Departments. 
Members  of  the  Sophomore  Class,  found  deficient  in  any  study  at  their 
examination,  are  conditioned  and  re-examined  in  that  study  before  they 
•are  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  Elective  Courses  of  the  Junior  year. 

Elective  Courses. — ^For  the  last  two  years  of  the  course  students  have 
an  opportunity  of  selecting  to  a  certain  extent  the  studies  which  thej 
will  pursue.  These  elective  studies,  chosen  at  the  beginning  of  the 
college  year  and  for  the  entire  year,  will,  when  chosen,  be  equally  obU- 
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gatory  with  the  required  studies.  On  the  second  day  of  the  first  term, 
at  twelre  o'clock,  the  members  of  the  Jnnior  and  Senior  Classes  meet 
in  the  Chapel  to  declare  in  writing  their  choice  of  electiye  studies  and 
to  be  enrolled  in  the  several  Departments.  In  the  Junior  year  students 
must  take  two  of  the  following  five  electires :  Latin,  Greek,  Mathe- 
matics, French  and  German,  and  Anglo-Saxon.  In  the  Senior  year 
they  must  take  four  of  the  following  eleven  electives  :  Latin,  Greek, 
Mathematics,  Astronomy,  Physics,  History,  Chemistry,  History  of 
Philosophy,  French  and  German,  Political  Science,  Museum  Work. 

Final  ExamtTiations. — Bachelor^s  Degree. — ^At  the  close  of  the  whole 
course  of  study  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  are  publicly  examined 
for  admission  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  on  the  studies  of  the 
Senior  year.  No  student  will  be  recommended  to  the  Trustees  for  a 
degree  who  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  Final  examination.  A  student 
whose  grade  at  his  Final  examination  is  below  fifty  in  any  department 
will  forfeit  the  title  to  a  degree,  and  it  can  only  be  restored  by  express 
vote  of  the  Faculty  upon  sufficient  reasons  given.  These  rules  shall 
not  be  rendered  inoperative  by  the  length  of  time  a  student  has  been  a 
member  of  the  College.  The  Final  grade  of  a  student  is  the  average 
of  all  the  Annual  grades  received  by  the  student  during  his  college 
course.  Students  whose  Final  grade  is  above  fifty  are  ordinarily  recom- 
mended by  the  Faculty  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  if  the 
recommendation  is  approved  by  the  Trustees,  they  receive  diplomas 
signed  by  the  President  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Commencement  Orations,  indicative  of  general  or  special  excellence^ 
are  awarded  by  the  Faculty  to  such  students  as  are  deemed  worthy  of 
distinction.  The  Latin  Salutatory  is  ordinanly  awarded  to  the  student 
who  stands  first  in  the  class ;  and  the  English  Salutatory  to  the  stu- 
dent who  stands  second.  The  Valedictory  is  awarded  with  special 
regard  to  the  qualifications  of  the  student  as  a  Yaledictorian,  as  well 
as  on  the  ground  of  scholarship.  Philosophical,  Classical,  Mathe- 
matical, Physical,  Metaphysical,  Ethical,  EUstorical,  Literary,  Belles 
Lettres,  French,  and  German  Orations  and  Theses  are  awarded  to 
students  who  are  eminent  respectively  in  the  corresponding  Depart- 
ments. In  awarding  all  literary  honours  and  distinctions  regard  is 
had  by  the  Faculty  to  the  moral  conduct  of  the  candidates. 

Tost-graduaie  Courses. — ^Provision  has  been  made  for  courses  of 
instruction  open  to  resident  graduates  of  this  and  other  colleges. 
Graduate  Course  in  Biology :  It  has  been  decided  to  establish  a 
thorough  graduate  course  in  Biology,  the  objects  of  which  are,  first,  to 
foster  a  spirit  of  original  research,  and  second,  to  qualify  advanced 
students  to  become  teachers.     BegulaUona  of  the  Course  in  Biology : 
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1.  The  Goarses  leading  to  a  d^^pree  are  open  only  to  graduates  of  this 
and  other  colleges,  or  to  students  presenting  diplomas  from  recognised 
medical  schools.  Other  students  maj  attend  the  lectures  and 
laboratory  work,  but  will  not  be  eligible  for  a  d^;ree.  2.  At  the  dose 
of  the  first  term,  the  student  may  select  a  department  of  special  study 
for  his  Thesis.  This  Thesis  should  present  the  results  of  original  work 
pursued  under  the  direction  of  the  instructor.  If  the  student  pass  all 
his  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  his  Thesis  be  satisfactoiy 
to  the  Board  of  Instructors,  he  will  be  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  (M.Sc.)-  Attached  to  the  diploma  will  be  a  statement  that 
the  degree  has  been  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Biology.  3.  The  Theses 
which  are  accepted  as  giving  title  to  a  degree,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  of  Instructors,  will  be  published  in  the  Bulletins  or 
Jifemoirs  of  the  E.  M.  Museum.  4.  In  addition  to  receiving  his  degree, 
the  student  may  at  the  close  of  the  year  be  enabled  to  pursue  his  study 
at  the  seaside  or  in  the  West  should  the  projects  for  summer  work  be 
carried  into  effect.  5.  The  annual  fee  will  be  40  dols.,  together  with 
an  additional  charge  for  material  actually  consumed  in  the  laboratories 
^say  10  dols.). 

Degrees  of  AM,  and  PhJ), — ^Bachelors  of  Arts  devoting  one  year 
exclusively  to  study  in  the  College,  under  the  care  of  the  Faculty,  and 
passing  rigid  examinations  in  the  studies  pursued,  are  entitled  to 
^pply  for  the  degree  of  A.M.,  two  years  after  taking  the  First  degree. 
Those  taking  at  least  one  post-graduate  course  each  year  for  two  yeaxs, 
and  passing  examinations  on  the  same,  are  entitled  at  the  dose  of 
the  two  years  to  apply  for  the  degree  of  A.M.  Those  pursuing  the 
learned  professions,  including  teaching,  are  entitled  to  apply  for 
the  degree  of  AM.,  three  years  after  graduation.  Those  not  pursuing 
the  learned  professions  (including  teaching)  are  entitled  to  the  degree 
of  A.M.,  three  years  after  graduation,  provided  they  shall  have 
submitted,  in  manuscript  or  print,  on  or  before  May  1st  of  the  year 
in  which  they  shall  seek  the  degree,  a  literary,  philosophical,  or  scien- 
tific paper  to  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
shall  report  thereon  to  the  Board.  A  Bachelor  of  Arts  who  has  devoted 
nil  his  time  to  a  two  years'  post-graduate  course  in  the  College,  taken  a 
prescribed  course  of  special  reading,  passed  a  rigid  examination  on  sub- 
jects studied,  and  presented  a  thesis  giving  evidence  of  original  research 
and  high  attainment,  may  apply  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 
The  above  courses  of  study  are  open  to  graduates  of  other  colleges 
whose  course  of  study  is  equivalent  to  that  of  the  College  of  New 
Jersey,  or  who  shall  pass  such  examinations  as  the  Faculty  may  require. 

There  is  a  graduate  course  in  Fals&ontology. 
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Anntuil  PrUes  and,  Fellowshipa, 

Besides  the  degrees  and  honours  conferred  in  the  regular  course, 
prizes,  scholarships,  and  fellowships  are  offered  as  special  incentives  to 
«tad7,  in  the  classes  or  departments  with  which  they  are  connected. 
Only  matriculated  students  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree  are 
admitted  to  the  competition  for  prizes,  scholarships,  and  fellowships, 
and  none  are  admitted  to  such  competition  who  hare  failed  to  pass 
satisfactorily  their  last  preceding  examination  in  any  of  the  depart- 
ments. No  member  of  any  class  is  allowed  to  compete  for  more  than 
one  of  the  scholarships  or  fellowships  offered  to  that  class.  The  names 
of  the  prizemen,  scholars,  and  fellows  of  each  year  are  included  in  the 
Honour  List  for  the  year. 

Prizes  and  SchoUurahips. — The  Junior  Orator  medaiU:  Four  gold 
m,edals,  or  books  of  equal  value,  are  awarded  by  a  committee 
Appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  four  successful  competitors 
in  an  Oratorical  contest  on  the  evening  before  Commencement.  The 
IJynde  prizes :  Three  prizes — one  of  130  dols.,  one  of  120  dols.,  and  one 
of  100  dols. — ^the  income  of  5000  dols.,  contributed  by  Charles  B. 
Lynde,  Esq.,  will  be  awarded  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Faculty 
to  the  three  successful  competitors  in  a  Debate  on  the  Monday  evening 
preceding  Commencement.  The  Qeorge  Potte  Bible  prizes :  The  yearly 
interest  of  1000  dols.,  expended  in  the  purchase  of  two  copies  of 
Matthew  Henry's  "Commentary  on  the  Bible,"  is  presented  to  the 
two  best  Biblical  scholars  of  the  Senior  Class  at  the  end  of  their 
College  course.  The  Dickinson  prize,  consisting  of  a  medal  of  the 
value  of  60  dols.  (or  its  equivalent  in  money),  is  awarded  to  that 
member  of  the  Junior  Class  who  shall  write  the  best  dissertation  upon 
a  given  subject.  The  Class  of  1859  prize :  The  interest  of  2000  dols.  is 
given  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  write  the  best 
essay  on  a  given  subject,  and  pass  the  best  examination  on  an 
announced  author  or  work.  The  essay  must  be  handed  in  on  or  before 
June  1,  and  the  examination  is  held  in  June.  The  Class  of  1861 
prize :  The  interest  of  1200  dols.  is  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
Sophomore  Class  who  shaU  pass  the  best  examination  in  June  on  those 
portions  of  the  Mathematical  course  of  the  Sophomore  year  which  shall 
be  specially  designated  by  the  Professor  of  Mathematics.  The  Freshman 
First  Honowr  prize :  A  prize  of  200  dols.,  to  be  paid  in  quarterly  instal- 
ments during  the  following  year,  is  awarded  to  that  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class  who,  having  entered  said  class  at  the  beginning  of 
the  College  year,  shall,  at  the  end  of  such  year,  be  reported  to  the 
Trustees  by  the  Faculty  to  have  attained  the  highest  average  grade  in 
scholarship,  provided  he  pursue  his  studies  in  this  CoUege,  and  main- 
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tain  a  good  standing  during  the  Sophomore  year.  No  stndent  who  haa 
been  suspended  from  College,  or  who  has  been  pntnpon  his  last  proba- 
tion, is  eligible  to  this  prize.  Science  and  Reliffion  priae:  A 
medal  of  the  value  of  100  dols.  (or  its  equivalent  in  money),  is 
awarded  to  that  member  of  the  Senior  class  who  shall  pass  the  "best 
examination  in  the  department  of  the  Harmony  of  Science  and  Revealed 
Religion,  and  write  the  best  Essay  on  Premature  Alliances  between 
Science  and  Religion.  The  Baird prize:  Through  the  liberality  of 
Charles  O.  Baird,  Esq.,  the  following  prizes  are  distributed  in  the 
Senior  Class,  viz. :  The  Baird  Prize  of  100  dols.  to  the  studeut  adjudged 
to  be  the  best  writer  and  speaker ;  a  Prize  for  Oratory  of  50  dols.  to 
the  next  best  writer  and  speaker ;  and  a  prize  of  50  dols.  for  the  best 
Poem,  and  of  50  dols.  for  the  best  written  disputation  delivered  at  the 
public  Oratorical  Exercises  of  the  Senior  Class.  These  prizes  are 
awarded  by  the  Professors  in  English  Literature,  Rhetoric,  and 
Oratory,  or  under  their  direction.  Their  decision  with  reference  to  the 
Baird  Prize  and  the  Prize  for  Oratory  may  be  based  upon  the  work 
done  in  Composition  and  Oratory  in  their  respective  departments 
during  the  last  three  years  of  the  Coll^;e  Course.  The  Miss  SHwMcke 
scholarship :  The  sum  of  200  dols.,  the  income  of  a  legacy  of  Miss 
Maria  Stinnecke,  is  awarded  to  the  member  of  the  Junior  Class 
who  receives  the  highest  grade  for  the  Junior  year. 

Fellowships, — "No  student  is  allowed  to  compete  for  more  than  one  of 
the  fellowships.  Every  competitor  must  have  been  a  member  of  the 
College  in  full  standing  for  at  least  two  academic  years  previous  to  the 
Fellowship  examinations.  Every  fellow  obtaining  any  one  of  the 
000  dols.  fellowships  must  devote  his  whole  time  for  one  year  to  study 
in  the  department  for  which  the  fellowship  is  provided,  under  the 
direction  of  the  professors  in  that  department.  He  must  reside  in 
Princeton,  and  pass  two  rigid  examinations  on  his  work,  unless,  by  a 
vote  of  the  Faculty,  he  be  allowed  to  study  at  an  approved  foragn 
University,  in  which  case  he  shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  written 
reports  of  his  work  to  the  professors  in  his  department.  The  result  of 
every  examination  and  the  reports  of  work  done  abroad  shall  be  imme- 
diately reported  to  the  Faculty.  He  shall  be  allowed  to  reside  free  of 
cost  in  one  of  the  College  buildings,  in  a  room  assigned  to  him  bj  the 
College  authorities.  He  shaU  be  regarded,  whilst  occupying  such 
place,  as  a  resident  officer  of  the  College,  and  he  shall,  when  called  on, 
perform  such  duties  in  the  department  to  which  he  belongs  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  the  President  at  the  request  of  the  Professors  in 
that  department.  The  J.  8,  K.  Mathematieal  fellowship :  The  sum  of 
600  dols.,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  is  awarded  to  the  member  of  the 
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Senior  CQass  who  shall  stand  highest  at  a  special  examination  to  be 
held  in  Jtme,  on  the  following  subjects :  Analytical  Geometry ;  Diffe- 
rential and  Integral  Oalonlns.    The  OhanoeUor  Qreen  Menial  Science 
feUowehyp :  The  snm  of  600  dcAs.,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  is  awarded 
to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  may  write  the  beet  essay  on 
"  The  Nature  and  Extent  of  a  priori  Principles,  with  Special  Criticism 
of  the  ETolotion  Theory  of  Conscience  "  (to  be  given  in  on  or  before 
let  Jane),  and  who  may  stand  highest  at  a  special  examination  to  be 
held  in  June  on  the  following  subjects :  A  general  knowledge  of  the 
Fhiloeophies  of  Plato,  Aristotle,  Descartes,  Locke,  Hiune,  Kant,  and 
Hamilton ; .  Cicero   De  Officiis,  chapter  De  Contentione  Honesti  et 
TJtilis;  Theoretical  Ethics;   Psychology  and  Metaphysics  (M* Cosh's 
Intuitions,  parts  i.,  iL,  and  iii.,  book  L) ;  the  Syllogism.      The  Bovdinot 
Historical  fellowship :  The  sum  of  250  dols.,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  is 
awarded  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  write  the  best 
Essay  and  pass  the  best  examination  on  previously  announced  sub- 
jects.   The  Essay  to  be  presented  on  or  before  Ist  June.    He  shall, 
from  time  to  time  during  the  following  year,  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Professor  of  History,  give  evidence  by  written  papers  that  he  is 
reading  such  a  course  as  the    said   professor  may  approve.      The 
Boudinot  Modem  Language  fellowship  :  The  sum  of  250  dols.,  to  be 
paid   quarterly,  is    awarded   to    that  member   of   the  Senior  Class 
who  shall  pass  the  best  examination  in  June,  on  the  following  subjects : 
A  comprehensive  knowledge  of  both  the  French  and  German  descrip- 
tive Grammars ;  History  and  development  of  either  of  these  languages, 
their  literary  history  and  history  of  literature  complete ;  Beading  at 
sight  of  any  given  author  of  the  classical  or  recent  period;  an  essay  of 
not  less  than  four  pages  (foolscap)  in  the  original  idioms.    The  exami- 
nation will  be  conducted  orally  and  in  writing.    He  shall  from  time  to 
time  during  the  following  year,  as  may  be  required  by  the  Professor  of 
Modem  Languages,  give  evidence  by  written  papers  that  he  is  reading 
such  a  course  as  the  said  professor  may  approve.    The  CUiss  of  1860 
Experimented  Science  fellowship :    The  sum  of  600  dols.,  to  be  paid 
quarterly,  is  awarded  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  may 
stand  highest  at  a  special  examination,  to  be  held  in  June.    The  W.  S, 
Ward  fellowship  in  Economic  Oeology:  Competition  for  this  fellowship 
is  open  to  the  Senior  Class,  in  both  the   Academic   and  Scientific 
Departments,  and  to  post-graduate  students.    The  award  will  be  made 
according  to  the  merits  of  the  competitors,  as  determined  by  an 
examination,  on  the  subjects  treated  of  in  the  courses  in  General 
Chemistry  and  in  G^logy  and  Palseontology  of  the  undergraduate 
academic  curriculum,  as  well   as   by  a  written  discussion  of    the

General  Gharaoteristics  of  Gold  and  Silyer  Ores,  and  their  modes  of 
occurrence,  with  a  consideration  of  the  Gk>ld  and  Silver  Ores  of 
tne  Western  United  States  especiaUj.  The  fellow  thns  appointed 
will  receive  the  sum  of  600  dols.,  to  be  paid  '  quarterly,  and  wiH 
be  required  to  spend  one  year  in  the  continnons  study  of  the  mines 
and  mining  interests  of  Colorado,  pursuing  his  preparatory  studies 
under  the  direction  of  the  proper  professors  of  the  College,  and  then 
visiting  the  mines  of  Colorado.  Before  the  end  of  his  fellowship  he 
will  be  required  to  prepare  a  thesis  on  the  geological  and  ohemical 
history  of  certain  mines  in  Colorado. 

General  College  Orders. 

Every  undergraduate  student  is  expected  to  reside  in  the  College 
buildings  unless  excused  by  the  Faculty,  and  ia  required  to  attend  all 
College  exercises  in  the  Chapel,  to  be  present  during  the  lectures  and 
recitations  of  his  class,  and  to  avail  himself  of  the  privileges  of  the 
Library  and  Gymnasium  upon  the  conditions  and  at  the  hours  ap- 
pointed. 

Terms  and  Variations. — The  college  year  is  divided  into  three  terms 
or  sessions.  The^rs^  term  of  the  college  year  begins  about  the  14th 
of  September,  and  ends  about  the  21st  of  December.  The  second 
term  begins  about  the  4th  of  January  and  ends  about  the  12th  of 
April.  The  third  term  begins  about  the  19th  of  April,  and  ends  about 
the  2l8t  of  June.  Students  are  required  to  return  to  College  on  the 
first  day  of  each  term,  and  absences  from  any  College  exercise  at  the 
beginning  of  a  term  affect  a  student's  standing  in  the  same  manner  as 
absences  at  any  subsequent  period.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  leave 
College  during  term  time  without  express  permission  obtained  from  the 
officer  of  the  class  to  which  they  belong.

Pectmicvry  Aid, — ^A  limited  number  of  students  of  good  moral 
•character,  intellectual  ability  and  promise,  needing  assistance,  are 
aided  in  their  efforts  to  obtain  a  liberal  education,  by  means  of 
^endowed  scholarships,  which  discharge  the  amount  of  their  tuition  fees. 
Application  for  admission  to  these  scholarships,  as  they  become  yacant, 
should  be  made  to  Professor  Atwater.  The  OoUege  also  possesses  a 
fund  giyen  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  indigent  candidates  for  the 
Ministry  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  from  which  they  can  receive  at 
least  30  dols.  a  year  each. 

The  John  G.  Gbebn  School  of  Science. 

This  institution,  endowed  by  Mr.  John  G.  Green,  is  a  department  of 
the  College  of  New  Jersey.    It  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  giving 

882 
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a  thorougli  training  in  general  science  and  art,  together  with  a  liberal 
education  in  certain  academic  studies.  Provision  is  also  made  for  the 
special  pursuit  of  certain  studies  of  the  general  course  and  of  the  pro- 
fessional course  of  Civil  Engineering.  The  students  in  this  School  ara 
r^^larlj  eng^aged  in  the  laboratory,  drawing  room,  museum  and  field, 
and  make  excursions  to  different  points  of  interest.  For  graduates 
and  advanced  students,  and  those  desiring  to  pursue  special  branches, 
every  fadlity  will  be  supplied  for  study  and  research.  Two  courses  in 
general  science  are  provided.  The  one  is  a  course  of  four  years,  to  be 
pursued  by  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.) : 
the  other  is  a  course  in  special  departments  of  Science,  to  be  pursued 
by  students  who  have  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  of 
Science,  and  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  (M^.). 

Terma  of  Entrance, — Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
Class  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  bring  satisfactory  tes- 
timonials of  moral  character.  They  will  be  examined  in  the  following 
books  and  subjects :  English :  Orthography ;  Punctuation ;  English 
Grammar;  Simple  English  Composition;  Geography,  Ancient  and 
Modem;  U.S.  History  (Scott).  Mathematics:  Arithmetio  entire, 
including  the  metric  system,  a  practical  knowledge  of  which  is  indis- 
pensable; Algebra  through  quadratic  equations  of  one  and  two> 
unknown  quantities,  including  evolution,  radicals  and  theory  of 
exponents — Geometry,  Plane  Geometry  entire  (five  books  of  Chauvenet 
or  their  equivalent).  In  preparing  for  this  examination  it  is  recom- 
mended that  Chauvenet's  Geometry  be  studied,  as  that  is  the  text 
book  used  here,  but  an  equivalent  in  other  books  will  be  accepted. 
Latin :  Five  books  of  Cesar's  Commentaries,  with  especial  attention  to 
the  Grammar,  including  Parsing. 

Bachelor  of  Science. — ^The  course  of  study  for  this  degree  occupies 
four  years,  as  follows ;  the  bracketed  figures  indicating  the  number  of 
exercises  devoted  to  each  subject:  Freshman  Year:  First  IWm:

Master  of  Scienee, — ^Bachelors  of  Science  who  shall  have  devoted  one 
year  in  this  College  exclusively  to  the  study  of  such  of  the  following 
subjects  as  the  Faculty  shall  prescribe,  and  who  shall  have  shown 
satisfactory  proficiency  therein  by  dissertations  and  exaininatians, 
may  apply  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  (M.S.) :  Biology,  Mathe- 
matics, Rational  and  Applied  Mechanics,  Practical  Astronomy,  Ap- 
plied Chemistiy,  Qualitative  Analysis,  Physics,  Mineralogy,  Drawing, 
Modem  Languages  (one  or  more).  Dissertations  on  Scientific  subjects. 
Any  Bachelor  of  Arts,  who  after  examination  may  be  found  to  be  pre- 
pared to  pursue  a  post-graduate  course  in  Science,  may  become  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  the  same  conditions 
as  a  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Doctor  of  Science. — ^A  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  of  Science,  who  has 
devoted  all  his  time  to  a  two  years'  post-graduate  course  in  the  College 
and  passed  rigid  examinations  on  the  subjects  studied,  and  presented  a 
Thesis  containing  the  results  of  original  research,  may  apply  for  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Science. 

Elective  Studies, — ^During  the  Junior  year  students  desiring  to  devote 
to  certain  branches  more  time  than  is  allotted  to  them  in  the  general 
course  may  elect  one  of  three  courses  providing  special  instruction  in : 
Mathematics  and  Mechanics,  Biology  and  Geology,  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy.  The  choice  must  be  fixed  for  the  remainder  of  the  couise 
and  before  the  end  of  the  first  teim.  The  extra  time  devoted  to  one 
branch  will  be  taken  from  that  allotted  to  other  scientific  studies.  In 
the  Senior  year  students  may  pursue  a  Select  course  in  Physics,  but 
those  who  propose  to  taJce  this  course  must  pursue  the  general  course 
during  the  Junior  Year  or  elect  the  course  in  Mathematics  and 
Mechanics.  Students  pursuing  such  elective  courses  will  remain 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  will  be  required 
to  produce  a  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  assigned  by  the  pro- 
fessors in  charge,  before  receiving  their  degree. 

Course  in  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. — ^During  the  first  term  of  tiie 
Junior  year  students  electing  this  course  will  pursue  the  regular 
schedule  of  studies  for  the  General  course  in  Science.    During  the 
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eecond  and  third  terms  of  the  Jtmior  year  the  hotirs  occupied  hj 
Mechanics  in  the  General  Course  will  also  be  devoted  to  the  stndies 
of  this  Electire  Oonrse,  and  during  the  Senior  year  the  exercises 
allotted  to  Physics,  Physical  Geography,  Biology,  and  one-half  of 
those  allotted  to  Modem  Languages,  will  be  given  to  the  special  work 
of  this  Elective  Course,  which  is  designed  to  afford  full  instruction  in 
Analytical  and  Technical  Chemistry,  and  will  include  the  following 
studies:  QuaUtaHve  Analyns,  Inorganic  and  Organic,  including  Blow- 
pipe Analysis ;  QuantitcUive  Ancilyns,  Inorganic  and  Organic,  including 
Volumetric  Analysis ;  Applications  of  Chemistry  to  Medicine  and 
Hygiene,  including  Toxicology,  Water  Analysis,  Adulterations  of 
Foods,  Disinfectants,  &o, ;  Mineralogy,  including  the  optical  study  of 
Minerals;  LUhology^  with  microscopical  examination  of  rocks;  Tech^ 
niealOhmvlitvy i  Lectures;  Assaying. 

Course  in  Biology  and  Oeology, — The  special  studies  of  this  course 
begin  with  the  second  term  of  the  Junior  Tear,  and  include  the  fol- 
lowing subjects :  General  Cowrse  of  Zoology,  during  Junior  and  Senior 
years,  including  Embryology  and  Osteology ;  149  lectures.  FractieaL 
Anatomy  and  Histology  during  Junior  and  Senior  years ;  114  lectures. 
Physiology  :  Senior  year  ;  35  lectures.  Geology :  Jxmior  year ;  86 
lectures.  Physical  Chography:  Senior  year;  86  lectures.  Pa2cBonio- 
logy :  Senior  year;  85  lectures. 

Civil  JEngineering, — ^This  department  of  the  School  of  Science^ 
endowed  by  Mr.  John  C.  Green,  is  designed  to  furnish  its  graduates  with 
complete  preparation  for  entering  the  profession  of  Civil  Engineering. 
The  regular  course  of  study  will  occupy  four  years,  and  the  degree 
conferred  on  graduates  of  this  department  will  be  that  of  CivH 
Engineer  (C.E.).  As  shown  in  the  following  distribution  of  studies, 
this  course  diverges  from  that  in  G^eral  Science  from  the  beginning. 
It  is  desirable,  therefore,  that  applications  for  admission  to  the  depart- 
ment of  Civil  Engineering  be  made  immediately  after  matriculation ; 
otherwise^  the  applicant,  when  admitted,  may  find  it  difficult  to  make 
up  the  practical  work  engaged  in  by  his  class  previous  to  his  admis- 
sion. During  the  first  three  years  the  course  of  study  will  be  the  same 
for  all  candidates  for  the  C.E.  degree,  but  during  the  Senior  year  those 
students  in  full  standing,  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  professor  in  charge 
may  have  shown  marked  tastes  for  and  proficiency  in  any  special 
branch  of  Civil  Engineering,  maybe  allowed  to  depart  from  the  regular 
course,  to  a  limited  extent,  in  order  to  pursue  more  fully  their  favourite 
studies.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  distribution  of  studies :

Con^ 
structions :  Materials  of  Structures ;  Dressing  and  Preservation  of 
Materials ;  Foundations ;  Details  of  Boof  s  and  Bridges ;  Constmcticm 
of  Beads,  Bailroads,  Canals,  and  Tunnels;  Harbour  and  Biver  Lb- 
provements ;  Water  Supply  and  Drainage  (80).  Geodesy :  Preliminary 
and  Final  Surveys  of  Boutes ;  staking  out  for  construction ;  Problems 
in  higher  Qeodesy  (45).  8tereotom/yi  Stone  Cutting  (theory  and 
plates)  (25).  Topographical  Drawing :  Preliminary  and  Final  Drawing 
of  Boutes  (25).  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  above  list  of  studies  does 
not  provide  for  regular  instruction  in  the  Modem  Languages  after  the 
Sophomore  year.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  explain  that  a  partial 
equivalent  for  such  instruction  has  been  provided  by  the  use  of  French 
and  German  books  of  reference  in  some  of  the  technical  courses  of 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  Every  candidate  for  this  degree  will  be 
required  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  approval' of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  department  a  design  for,  or  a  review  of  some  special 
machine,  structure,  or  process  as  a  graduating  Thesis  before  receiving 
his  degree. 

Special  Students. — ^For  graduates  or  others  who  desire  to  devote 
especial  attention  to  any  of  the  scientific  studies  of  the  School,  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  professors  of  those  branches,  if  the  piiK 
fessor  in  charge  shall,  after  due  investigation,  decide  that  the 
applicants  can  pursue  such  studies  with  advantage.  Every  facility 
wiU  be  offered  for  their  advancement  in  the  studies  selected,  with  the 
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personal  enpeiriBion  of  the  professor  and  fall  access  to  the  collections, 
^.;  bnt  it  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  opportnnity  is 
intended  only  for  those  who  desire  to  attain  proficiency  in  special 
branches,  and  not  for  students  who  have  failed  to  keep  up  with  the 
regular  classes.  Special  students  will  be  required  to  give  evidence  of 
satisfactory  progress  in  their  studies.  To  those  passing  successful 
examinations  in  the  branches  selected  certificates  of  proficiency  will 
be  given.  The  branches  open  to  special  students  include :  Greology, 
Mineralogy,  Biology,  Physics,  Analytical  and  Applied  Chemistry, 
Assaying,  Topography.  A  course  of  two  to  four  months,  according  to 
the  previous  preparation  of  the  students,  is  provided  for  post-graduates 
and  special  students  intending  to  study  Medicine.  It  includes  a 
selected  course  in  Qualitative  Analysis,  Physiological  Chemistry,  Dis- 
infectants, Analysis  of  Potable  Waters,  &c.,  and  consists  mainly  of 
laboratory  work  and  microscooical  investigations. 

Ih^penees. — ^The  tuition  fee  for  all  the  courses  for  regular  degrees  is 
120  dols.  per  annum,  to  which  will  be  added  room  rent,  fuel,  &c.,  the 
same  as  in  the  Academic  Department.  For  the  special  courses  in 
Analytical  Chemistry  the  fee  is  at  the  rate  of  120  dols.  per  annum. 
For  other  special  courses  arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  pro- 
fessors in  charge.  Every  student  will  be  required  to  make  a  deposit  to 
pay  for  materials  consumed  and  apparatus  injured  or  destroyed.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  any  excess  in  his  favour  will  be  returned  to  him. 
The  deposits  will  be :  For  candidates  for  B.S. — Seniors  and  Juniors, 
15  dols. ;  Sophomores,  20  dols.  For  Civil  Engineers — Sophomores,  8 dols. 
For  elective  course  in  Chemistiy  and  Mineralogy — Seniors,  35  dols. ; 
Juniors,  25  dols. 

Terms  and  Vaeatums, — ^These  are  the  same  as  in  the  Academic 
Department. 

Buildings,  Ajpparcdus,  and  Collections. — ^The  School  of  Science 
building  contains  large  and  commodious  lecture  and  recitation  rooms 
for  each  department  of  study,  with  chemical,  physical,  mineralogical, 
engineering,  assay  and  biological  laboratories,  museums,  drawing  and 
photographic  rooms,  besides  the  private  rooms  of  the  professors.  The 
laboratories  are  supplied  with  all  the  apparatus  requisite  for  the  study 
of  the  highest  branches  of  science.  The  museums  comprise  full 
collections  for  the  study  of  G^logy,  Mineralogy,  Biology,  and 
Chemistry.

Details  of  the  Honours  courses  for  the  First  and  Second  Public 
examinations,  to  which  reference  is  made  at  pp.  35-6,  are  here  sup- 
plied : 

First  Public  ExamincUion  of  those  who  seek  Honov/rs  in  Classics. 

1.  Timc-^The  examination  is  held  twice  a  year,  and  beg^ins  on  the 
same  dajs  as  the  examination  of  those  who  do  not  seek  Honours. 

2.  Candidates. — ^The  preliminary  conditions  are  the  same  as  are 
required  from  those  who  do  not  seek  Honours,  with  the  exception  that 
ihey  must  have  entered  upon  their  fifth  and  not  have  exceeded  their 
eighth  term  from  the  term  of  their  Matriculation  inclusively. 

3.  Subjects. — (1)  The  Fov/r  Qospets  in  Greek  :  This  part  of  the 
examination  differs  in  no  respect  from  that  of  those  who  do  not  seek 
Honours,  and  every  candidate  who  objects  on  religious  grounds  to 
an  examination  in  the  Gospels  may,  in  the  same  way,  after  having 
delirered  the  required  statement  to  the  Proctor,  offer  instead  thereof 
any  one  of  the  Ghreek  books  which  may  be  offered  by  those  who  do  not 
seek  Honours,  provided  that  it  is  not  the  same  as  that  in  which 
he  satisfied  the  masters  of  the  Schools  (or  the  examiners  whose 
certificates  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Testamur  of  the  masters  of  the 
Schools),  or  as  any  one  of  those  which  he  offers  for  Honours,  or  which, 
in  the  case  mentioned  below,  he  has  previously  offered.  A  candidate 
who  fails  to  satisfy  the  Moderators  in  either  the  Gospels  or  the 
substituted  subject  may,  notwithstanding,  be  placed  in  the  Olass- 
list,  and  may  offer  himself  for  examination  in  the  Gospels,  or  the 
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subBtitnted  subject,  in  any  sabsequent  term:  but  he  oannot  offer 
himself  for  anj  part  of  the  Second  Pablic  examination  until  he  has 
satisfied  the  Moderators  in  this  part  of  the  First  Public  examination. 

(2)  Qreeh  and  Latin  LUercUure. — ^The  following  are  the  regalatioiis 
of  the  Board  of  Studies,  subject  to  modifications :  i.  All  candidates 
for  Honours  will  be  examined,  and  must  satisfy  the  Moderators,  in 
the  following  subjects :  (a)  Translation  of  unprepared  passages,  both 
Greek  and  Latin.  (6)  Latin  Prose,  (e)  Greek  and  Latin  authors  to 
be  selected  from  the  list  put  out  by  the  Board  of  Studies,  and  under 
the  conditions  published  therewith.  The  minimum  number  which  will 
be  accepted  of  such  authors  is  five.  Grammar  questions,  and  ques- 
tions directly  bearing  upon  the  contents,  style,  and  literary  histoiy 
of  the  books  offered,  wiQ  be  considered  an  essential  part  of  the 
examination,  ii.  Papers  will  also  be  set  in  the  following  subjects  : 
{a)  Greek  Prose.  (6)  Latin  Yerse.  (c)  Greek  Yerse.  ((2)  The 
elements  of  Comparative  Philology,  especially  as  applied  to  the 
illustration  of  Greek  and  Latin  infiexions.  (e)  Aristotle's  Poetics, 
excepting  chapters  xx.,  xxv.  (Yahlen*s  text) ;  with  either  the  History 
of  the  Greek  Drama,  or  the  History  of  Boman  Poetry  to  the  .end 
of  the  Augustan  age.  (/)  The  elements  of  Deductive  Logic,  with 
either  Magrath's  Selections  from  the  Organon,  sections  3-6,  22-33, 
36-47,  50-53,  61-66, 68  and  first  paragraph  of  69, 105-112, 118-127  (aU 
inclusive),  or  such  portions  of  Inductive  Logic  as  are  contained  in 
Mill's  Logic,  book  iii.,  ch.  i.-iv.,  vi.-viii.,  x.-xii.,  and  xx.  Bvery  candidate 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  all  these  papers,  but  deficiency 
in  or  omission  of  one  or  more  of  them  will  be  no  bar  to  the  attain- 
ment of  the  highest  Honours,  if  compensated  by  the  quantity  of  the 
other  work  offered  by  the  candidate  or  the  general  excellence  of  his 
papers.  Candidates  are  recommended  to  take  up  not  more  than  two 
of  the  subjects  (<2),  (e),  and  (/),  and  not  less  than  two  if  they  omit  any 
of  the  Composition  papers.  But  this  regulation  is  not  intended  to 
discourage  a  candidate  from  taking  up  a  third  subject  to  compensate 
for  the  omission  of  one  or  more  of  the  Composition  papers,  though 
at  the  same  time  it  is  not  implied  that  in  such  cases  a  third  subject 
is  necessary  to  the  attainment  of  the  highest  Honours.

Eules  with  respect  to  the  Selection  of  Boohs. — 1.  All  candidates  for 
Honours  must  offer  the  following  authors :  (1)  Homer ;  (2)  Desmos- 
thenes;  (3)  Yirgil;  (4)  Cicero.  2.  The  number  of  Greek  and  Latin 
■authors  offered  must  be  as  nearly  as  possible  equal.  3.  If  two  Greek 
dramatists  are  offered,  one  of  the  two  must  be  either  ^schylus  or 
Sophocles.  4.  If  a  candidate  offers  more  than  five  books,  one  of  them 
must  be  a  Greek  dramatist.  5.  If  a  candidate  offers  Juvenal  with  one 
book  of  the  Satires  of  Horace  he  cannot  also  offer  the  Satires  as  a 
portion  of  his  selection  from  Horace. 

4.  Order  of  the  ExaminaUon, — ^The  examination  is  chiefly  conducted 
in  writing,  but  every  candidate  must  be  examined  viva  voce  in  the 
•Gospels,  and  in  one,  at  least,  of  the  other  books  which  he  offers.    Not 
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more  than  ten  candidates  can  be  examined  viva  voce  on  any  one 
day.  After  all  the  candidates  have  been  examined,  the  Modra^tors 
distribnte  the  names  of  those  whom  they  judge  to  haye  shown  snffloient 
merit  into  three  classes,  with  the  names  in  each  class  arranged  alpha- 
betically. Each  candidate  who  is  so  placed  receives  a  certificate, 
signed  by  the  Moderators,  to  that  effect :  if  he  has  also  satisfied  them 
in  the  Fonr  Gk>BpelB  (or  the  substitnted  matter),  that  fact  is  stated  in 
the  certificate.  If  a  candidate,  though  not  of  sufficient  merit  to  be 
placed  in  the  dass-list,  has  yet  shown  as  much  knowledge  of  the  sereral 
subjects  as  is  required  from  those  who  do  not  seek  Honours,  the 
Moderators  are  empowered  to  give  him  a  Testamwr,  which  has  the 
same  effect  as  if  he  had  satisfied  the  Moderators  appointed  to  examine 
those  who  do  not  seek  Honours.  The  class-list  is  affixed  to  the  doors 
of  the  Schools,  and  is  also  published  in  the  Univerniy  Ckutette, 
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1.  Time, — ^This  examination  is  held  twice  a  year,  and  begins  in 
Michaelmas  term  on  December  18,  and  in  Trinity  tenn  on  the  day 
after  Commemoration. 

2.  Candidates, — ^Two  preliminary  conditions  are  necessaiy:  (1) 
Candidates  must  have  passed  Besponsions,  or  one  of  the  examina- 
tions which  are  allowed  in  place  of  Besponsions.  (2)  They  must  have 
given  in  their  names  to  the  Junior  Proctor  on  the  same  days  as  those 
which  are  fixed  for  those  who  do  not  seek  Honours.  In  so  giving  in 
their  names  they  are  required — (a)  To  exhibit  the  certificate  of  their 
Matriculation  (unless  they  are  members  of  an  affiliated  college) ;  (6) 
to  exhibit  the  Testamwr  of  the  Masters  of  the  Schools,  or  one  of  the 
certificates  which  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  such  Testamur ;  (e)  to  pay  a 
fee  of  £1. 

3.  Subjects. — The  following  is  a  list  of  the  subjects:  (1)  Algebra 
with  the  Theory  of  Equations ;  (2)  Trigonometiy,  Plane  and  Spherical ; 
(3)  Plane  Geometry,  including  the  Conic  Sections,  treated  both 
geometrically  and  analytically;  (4)  G^metry  of  Three  Dimensions^ 
including  the  straight  line,  plane,  and  sphere,  treated  both  geometri- 
cally and  analytically,  and  the  surfaces  of  the  second  order  referred 
to  their  principal  axes;  (5)  the  Differential  Calculus,  including  its 
applications  to  plane  geometry,  and  to  the  determination  of  tangents 
and  normals  to  surfaces  and  lines  in  space;  (6)  the  Integration  of 
Differential  Expressions  (including  Differential  Equations),  with 
Geometrical  applications;  (7)  the  Elements  of  the  Calculus  of 
Finite  Differences. 

4.  Order  of  the  Examinaiion. — ^The  examination  may  be  wholly  con- 
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dncted  in  writing.  At  tlie  close  of  it  those  candidates  who  are  jndged 
bj  the  Moderators  to  have  shown  sufficient  merit  are  arranged  by 
them  in  three  classes,  the  names  in  each  class  being  placed  in  alpha- 
betical order.  This  list  is  published  in  the  same  way  as  the  list  of 
those  who  have  obtained  Honours  in  Classics. 

Second  Public  ExamvnaHon. — Honov/r  School  of  LitercB  Humcmiores. 

BeguUdions  of  the  Board  of  Siiidies, — ^The  examination  in  the 
Honour  School  of  Litersd  Humaniores  includes:  (1)  The  Gbreek  and 
Latin  Languages;  (2)  the  Histories  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Bome; 
(3)  Logic,  and  the  Outlines  of  Moral  and  Political  Philosophy.  The 
examination  consists  of  Stated  and  of  Special  subjects.  Stated  sub- 
jects are  those  in  which  papers  or  questions  are  always  set ;  Special 
subjects  are  those  which  are  offered  by  the  candidates  themselyes. 

I.  Stated  Subjects, — 1.  Qreek  and  Latin  Languages :  All  candidates 
are  expected  to  translate  the  Greek  and  Latin  books  offered  by  them 
for  examination,  and  to  translate  passages  from  other  books  not 
specially  offered.  Passages  are  also  set  for  translation  into  Greek  and 
Latin  prose.  2.  The  Histories  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Borne :  All  can- 
didates are  required  to  offer  a  period  of  Greek  and  a  period  of  Roman 
History.  The  periods  which  may  be  offered  are :  Li  Greek  History-^ 
(1)  To  the  end  of  the  Peloponnesian  War ;  (2)  from  b.o.  500  to  the 
death  of  Philip.  With  the  first  of  these  periods  candidates  are  recom- 
mended to  offer — ^Herodotus  (Bahr's  text,  2nd  edition);  Thucydides 
(Bekker's  text) ;  Xenophon's  Hellenics,  i.,  ii.  (Dindorf  s  text).  With 
the  second — ^Herodotus,  v.-ix.;  Thucydides;  Xenophon's  Hellenics; 
Demosthenes — Olynthiacs,  Philippics;  De  Falsa  Legatione,  and  De 
Corona  (Baiter's  text).  L^  Boman  History — (1)  From  the  beginning 
of  the  First  Punic  War  to  the  Battle  of  Actium ;  (2)  from  the  end  of 
the  Third  Punic  War  to  the  accession  of  Yespasian.  With  the  first  of 
these  periods  candidates  are  recommended  to  offer — ^Polybius,  i.,  ii.,  iii., 
tL  (Schweighauser's  text) ;  Plutarch's  Lives  of  the  Gracchi  (Sintenis's 
text);  Cicero's  Letters  (Watson's  selection);  Sallust — Catiline  and 
Jugartha  (Dietsch's  text).  With  the  second — ^Plutarch's  Lives  of  the 
Gracchi ;  Cicero^s  Letters  (Watson's  selection) ;  Sallust — Catiline  and 
Jugurtha;  Tacitus — Annals,  i.-vi.  (Halm's  text).  Candidates  are 
expected  to  show  such  a  knowledge  of  Classical  Geography  and 
Antiquities,  and  of  the  general  History  of  Greece  and  Bome,  as  is 
necessary  for  the  profitable  study  of  the  authors  or  periods  which  they 
offer.  Questions  are  also  set  in  the  general  results  of  the  Science  of 
Language,  with  especial  reference  to  Greek  and  Latin.  3.  Fhilo' 
9ophy:    liOgLo;   the  Outlines  of  Moral  Philosophy;  the  Outlines  of

Political  PliiloBoplij.  Under  the  head  of  Logio,  candidates  aie 
lecommended  to  stndj  the  following  vabjecte :  The  natiuo  a&d  origin 
of  knowledge;  the  relation  of  language  to  thought;  the  hiatoiy  of 
Logic  in  Greece  to  the  time  of  Arigtotle  induaiTe;  the  theory  of  the 
Sjllogism;  Scientific  Method,  inclnd]]^p  a  comparison  of  the  methods 
of  different  sciences,  and  the  principles  of  historical  evidence.  Ques- 
tions will  be  set  in  Trendelenburg's  Elementa  Logioes  Aristotelese,  ai^d 
in  Bacon's  Novum  Organum,  book  L  and  book  iL,  Aphorisma  1-20. 
Under  the  head  of  P<^tieal  Philoaophy,  candidates  are  reoommended 
to  study  the  following  subjects:  The  origin  and  g^wth  of  Sodety; 
Political  Institutions  and  forms  of  Qoyemment,  with  especial  reference 
to  the  history  of  Greece  and  Borne;  the  flphere  and  duties  of  Qowea^ 
ment;  the  leading  principles  of  Political  Beonomy.  The  foUowing 
hooks  are  prescribed  for  the  examination:  (1)  Plato's  Bepnblic;. 
(2)  Plato's  Protagoras,  Ph»dms,  Gorgtas,  Laws  iii,  yiL,  x.  (3)  Aris- 
totle's Nicomachean  Ethics.  (4)  Aristotle's  PoUtics.  (5)  Locke  on 
the  Human  Understanding,  with  either  (a)  Butler's  Sermons^  or  {b) 
Hume's  Enquiry  concerning  the  Principles  of  M<»rals.  (6)  The  Trsms- 
oendental  ^sthetik  and  Analytik  in  SZanf  s  Kritik  der  reiaen  Yer- 
nunf  t,  and  the  Grundlegung  zur  Metaphysik  der  Sitten,  with  the  two 
chapters  of  the  Elritik  der  Praktiaohen  Yemnnf  t,  entitled  seFsraHy 
yon  den  Grundsatsen  and  von  den  Trieibledem,  der  reinen  Praktiachen, 
Yemunft.  (The  authorised  text  of  Plato  is  Baiter  and  Ordli'a,  of 
Aristotle  Bekker's.  The  prescribed  portions  of  Slant  may  be  offered 
in  an  English  translation  as  well  as  in  the  G^erman.  Candidates,  if 
they  offer  a  translation,  are  requested  to  state  in  their  list  of  books 
which  translation  they  offer.)  Out  of  this  list  candidates  aze  recom- 
mended to  offer  one  book  of  Plato  and  another  of  Aristotle ;  those  who 
offer  more  than  these  two  books  may  either  select  from  this  list  a 
third  book,  either  ancient  or  modem,  or  offer  one  of  the  apecial 
subjects.  But  candidates  who  have  offered  Plato's  BepnUic  and 
Aristotle's  Nicomaohean  Ethics  may  offer  a  part  of  the  Politics 
without  bringing  up  the  whole.  Candidates  are  expected  to  show  sack 
knowledge  of  the  history  of  Philosophy,  or  of  the  history  of  the 
period  of  Philosophy  to  which  the  philosophical  authors  offered  by 
them,  either  as  stated  or  as  special  subjects,  belong,  as  is  neoessaiy  for 
the  profitable  study  of  these  authors. 

II.  Special  SubjecU, — Candidates  may  offer  as  a  Special  Subject  any 
one  of  the  following :  Qreek  and  LaHn  Languages :  (1)  The  Homerio 
Poems;  including  the  literaiy  history  of  the  Poems,  and  a  critical 
study  of  books  i.-iii.  or  the  Uiad,  or  of  books  ix.-xi.  ol  the  Odyasey. 
(2)  The  Lyric  and  El^^c  Poets  of  Greece  (Bezgk's  Poets 
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€h«ci) ;  including  a  critical  study  of  tlie  Olympic  Odea  of  Pindar^ 
with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  history  of  Greek  Literature 
(3)  Aristophanes  and  the  Fragments  of  the  Old  Comedy,  with  the 
history  of  the  Greek  Drama»  and  either  {a)  a  critical  study  of  the 
Clouds,  Birds,  or  Frogs ;  or  (h)  a  special  study  of  the  contemporary 
history  of  Athens,  with  Plutarch's  Life  of  Pericles.  (4)  Plautus 
and  Terence,  and  BibbeclfB  Comic  Fragments,  including  a  critical 
etudy  of  a  play  of  Plautus ;  with  the  history  of  Boman  Literature 
before  Lucretius.  (5)  Lucretius,  and  the  history  of  Bomaa  Literature 
from  Lucretins  to  the  death  of  Augustus.  (6)  The  language  and 
composition  of  the  Nicomachean  Ethics,  with  a  critical  study  of  the 
last  &re  books.  (7)  The  text  and  language  of  Thucydides,  with  a  study 
of  the  MSS.  and  principal  various  readings.  (8)  A  minute  study  of 
ComparatiTe  Philology  as  illustrating  the  Greek  and  Latin  Languages. 
Candidates  are  recommended  to  use  Bopp's  Comparative  Grammar 
(third  edition).  Those  who  are  acquainted  with  Sanskrit  will  have 
an  opportunity  of  showing  their  knowledge.  History  of  Greece  :  (1) 
Gre^  Art,,  with  Pausaoias,  i.,  v.,  vi.,  and  with  Pliny's  Natural  History 
zzziv.-xzxvL  (2)  The  Geography  of  Peloponnesus,  with  Strabo,  viii. 
(3)  The  Life  of  Alexander.  {4)  The  Achssan  League.  (5)  Egyptian 
History  to  the  Persian  Conquest,  with  Herodotus  n.  and  Diodorus  I. 
(The  Fragments  of  Manetho  should  also  be  studied.)  History  of 
Itome :  (1)  The  Constitutional  History  of  Borne  down  to  the  beginning 
of  the  Second  Punic  War.  (2)  The  Geography  and  Baoes  of  Aneient 
Italy.  (Candidates  who  offer  this  subject  will  be  expected  to  show 
flax  acquaintance  with  the  remains  of  the  early  Italian  languages). 
(3)  The  Commentaries  of  Gains.  (4)  The  Age  of  the  Antonines. 
(5)  The  History  of  the  Boman  Empire  from  Diocletian  to  Julian* 
(fS)  Boman  Architecture  and  the  Topography  of  Borne.  Logic,  and 
Moral  and  Political  Philosophy:  (1)  Aristotle,  De  Anim&.  (2)  The 
Philosophy  of  the  Eleatics,  Heracliteans,  and  Megarians,  with  the 
The»tetns  and  Sophist  of  Plato.  (3)  The  Philosophy  of  the  Stoics 
and  Epicureans,  with  the  DiBcourses  of  Epictetus  and  the  tenth  book 
of  Diogenes  Laertius.  (4)  The  Philosophy  of  Hume  and  Berkeley, 
with  Berkeley's  Principles  of  Human  Knowledge,  Alciphron,  and 
Theory  of  Virion,  and  with  Hume's  Enquiry  concerning  Human 
Understanding.  (5)  Political  Economy,  with  one  or  more  treatises 
to  be  selected  by  the  candidate.  Candidates  are  recommended  not 
to  offer  more  than  one  Special  subject.  It  is  not  necessary  for  the 
attainment  of  the  highest  Honours  that  any  special  subject  should 
be  offered.  Candidates  intending  to  offer  any  subject  not  included 
in  the  preceding  list  must  give  notice  of  their  intention  six  months 
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before  the  examination,  and  obtain  the  approral  of  the  Board  of 
Studies.  Any  sach  notice  or  anj  other  enquiry  respecting^  the  abore- 
mentioned  books  or  sabjects  is  to  be  addressed  to  the  Ohaiiman  of 
the  Board  of  Studies.  The  above-mentioned  Special  subjects  may 
be  varied  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Studies,  but  any  caxr* 
didate  who  does  not  appear  for  examination  in  the  first  term  ixk 
which  he  is  of  sufficient  standing  to  do  so,  or  whose  name  has  not 
been  placed  in  the  list  of  Honours,  is  permitted  to  offer  at  any 
future  examination  the  same  Special  subjects  which  he  then  offered  or 
might  have  offered.  The  examiners  have  given  notice  (1883),  that,  iir 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Studies,  there 
will  be,  till  further  notice,  only  three  papers  of  general  questions, 
which  will  be  entitled :  (1)  Logic;  (2)  Moral  and  Political  Philosophy; 
(3)  Ancient  History.  The  questions  on  the  books  offered  in  Roman 
History  will  in  future  be  combined  into  one  paper,  as  has  been  already 
done  with  tliose  on  the  books  offered  in  Greek  EListory.  The  other 
papers  wiU  be  arranged  as  before,  i.e.,  there  will  be  (1)  papers  upon 
the  books  offered  by  each  candidate,  (2)  a  paper  of  unprepared  trans- 
lations, (3)  Translation  into  Greek  Prose,  (4)  Translation  into  Latis 
Prose.

two  and  three  dimensions;  (4)  Differential  Calculus;  (5)  Integral 
Calculus;  (6)  Calculus  of  Variations;  (7)  Calculus  of  Finite  Dif» 
ferences ;  (8)  Theoiy  of  Chances.  Mixed  Mathemaiies :  (1)  Mechaaica 
of  Solid  and  Fluid  Bodies ;  (2)  Optics,  Geometrical  and  Physical ;  (3) 
Kewton's  Principia,  sections  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  and  parts  of  ix.  and  xi. ;  [4^' 
Astronomy,  including  the  more  elementary  parts  of  the  Lunar  and 
Planetary  Theories.  The  above  subjects  are  distributed  over  twebre- 
papers  as  follows:  (1  and  2)  Elementary  Pure  Mathematics;  (3) 
Elementary  Mechanics  of  Solid  and  Fluid  Bodies :  (4-7)  Pure  Mathe>- 
matics;  (8-10)  Mechanics  of  Solid  and  Fluid  Bodies;  (11)  Optics, 
G^metrioal  and  Physical ;  (12)  Newton's  Principia,  and  Astronomy. 

Second  Public  Examination. — Honour  School  of  Naiurcd  Science. 

I.  Oeneral  Regulations — 1.  The  subjects  of  examination  in  the- 
Honour  School  of  Natural  Science  are  Physics,  Chemistiy,  and 
Biology.  2.  The  examination  is  divided  into  two  parts:  the  one 
termed  the  Preliminary  Honour  examination;  the  other  termed  the 
Final  Honour  examination.    3.  The  Preliminaiy  Honour  examinaiioa 
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is  oompxdsory  npon  all  candidates  in  the  School,  and  is  restricted 
to  the  more  elementary  parts  of  (1)  Mechanics  and  Physics;  (2) 
Chemistry,  together  with  a  practical  examination  of  a  simple 
•character  in  the  latter  subject  at  least.  4  A  candidate  is  allowed  to 
present  himself  for  the  Preliminary  Honour  examination,  either 
on  the  occasion  of  his  Final  Honour  examination,  or  at  any  previous 
examination  in  the  Natural  Science  School  subsequent  to  the  time  at 
which  he  passes  Mb  First  Public  examination;  and  he  is  allowed  to 
present  himself  for  the  Preliminary  examination  in  Mechanics  and 
Physics  at  a  different  examination  from  that  in  which  he  presents 
himself  for  the  Preliminary  examination  in  Chemistry.  5.  In  the 
Tinal  Honour  examination,  a  candidate  may  offer  himself  for  examina- 
tion in  one  or  more  of  the  three  general  subjects  of  Physics,  Chemistry 
And  Biology.  The  Final  Honour  examination  in  each  subject  is 
partly  practical  6.  The  place  assigned  to  a  candidate  in  the  list  of 
•classes  depends  upon  the  joint  result,  in  the  judgment  of  the  examiners, 
^f  his  examination  in  all  the  subjects  in  which  he  offers  himself  for 
examination  on  the  occasion  of  his  Final  Honour  examination,  whether 
they  be  included  in  the  Preliminary  or  Final  divisions  of  the  examina- 
tion. 7.  The  Final  Honour  examination  begins  not  later  than  seven 
days  after  the  termination  of  the  Preliminary  Honour  examination ; 
4uid,  during  the  interval  between  the  two  parts  of  the  examination,  a 
list  of  those  who  have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  is  issued 
by  the  examiners,  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  each  candidate  has 
passed  being  stated.  8.  In  the  Final  Honour  examination,  a  candidate 
may,  in  addition  to  his  general  subject  or  subjects,  offar  himself  for 
examination  in  special  subjects  included  under  any  of  the  three  general 
subjects  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology.  These  special  subjects 
must  be  selected  by  the  candidate  from  a  list  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Studies. 

II.  BegtUations  of  the  Board  of  Stvdies,  —  Preliminary  Honour 
Examination.  —  1.  Mechanics  and  Phyeica:  Mechanics,  to  the  extent 
represented  by  Newth's  first  book  of  Natural  Philosophy,  and  the 
first  four  books  of  Ganot's  Physics;  Acoustics,  Heat,  Light, 
Magnetism,  and  Electricity,  as  represented  by  Ganot's  Physics.  2. 
Chemietry :  The  g^eral  principles  of  Chemistry,  and  the  properties 
•of  the  better-known  elements  and  compounds  (excepting  such  as  are 
included  under  Organic  Chemistry),  as  treated  of  in  any  one  of  the 
following  manuals:  Williamson's  Chemistry  for  Students,  Boscoe's 
Lessons  in  Elementary  Chemistry,  Wilson's  Inorganic  Chemistry, 
Fownes'  Manual  of  Chemistry,  or  more  fully  in  Idiller's  Elements  of 
dhemistry,  vol.  ii.      The  practical  examination  will   comprise   the 
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aaalysis  of  single  substances,  and  saoli  elementary  exeroises  in 
chemical  manipulation  as  are  indlnded  in  Haroourt  and  ICadan'a 
Exercises  in  Practical  Ohemislay,  part  i. 

Mnal  Monotur  JSxaminaHon.  —  The  Final  Honour  exaauBBtscm 
comprises  three  General  subjects,  yiz. :  i.  Physics,  iL  Chemistry,  iiL 
Biology,  and  the  following  Special  subjects,  which  may  be  taken  in  as 
supplementary  to  one  or  more  of  the  General  subjects :  A.  Giystallo- 
graphy  and  Mineralogy — ^the  former  as  included  under  the  General 
subjects  of  Physics  and  Ohemistry,  the  latter  as  included  under 
Chemistry.  B.  Geology  and  PaUeontology — ^the  former  as  included 
under  the  three  General  subjects,  the  latter  as  included  under 
Biology.  C.  Zoology,  D.  Botany,  as  subjects  included  und^  Biology. 
The  several  sections  which  follow  deal  with  the  manner  in  which  ettck 
separate  subject,  whether  general  or  special,  is  to  be  studied  by  a  candid 
date  for  Honours.  The  appended  list  of  books  are  intaided  to  serve 
as  guides,  suggestive  of  the  best  course  of  study,  and  offering  some 
choice  of  text-books.  Alternative  treatises  are  in  several  cases  included 
in  the  lists  in  the  same  paragraph.  In  many  instances  portions  only 
of  the  works  recommended  will  need  to  be  studied  as  Seating  in  a 
special  manner  of  the  subjects  for  which  the  book  may  be  reoom- 
mended.  The  Board  desire  it  to  be  understood  that  a  knowledge  of 
the  subjects,  based  on  practical  work,  as  well  as  knowledge  gatiiered 
from  books,  will  always  be  required  at  the  examinations  in  this 
School. 

I.  Oeneral  Subjects :  I.  Phyaics :  A  candidate  who  offers  himseJf  in. 
the  Final  Honour  examination  for  examination  in  Physics  as  hi» 
general  subject  shall  be  required  to  show  an  accurate  general  know* 
ledge  of  Physics,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  to  present  himself  in 
addition  for  a  more  detailed  examination  in  one  or  more  of  the 
following  branches  of  Physics :  Acoustics ;  Heat ;  Light ;  Electricity 
and  Magnetism.  It  is  necessary  that  a  student  of  Physics  should 
have  at  least  an  elementary  knowledge  of  Geometry,  Algebra,  and 
Mechanics.  Jamin's  Cours  de  Physique,  last  edition,  in  3  vols.,  may 
be  mentioned  as  a  good  text-book  on  General  Physics.  Students  are,. 
however,  advised  to  consult  their  tutors  or  the  Professor  of  Experi- 
mental Philosophy  with  respect  to  the  books  to  be  read,  inasmuch  a» 
the  most  desirable  course  of  study  must  depend  on  the  Mathematical' 
knowledge  of  each  individual.  11.  Chemistry:  Candidates  in  the 
Final  Honour  examination  who  offer  themselves  for  examination  in 
Chemistry  will  be  expected  to  show  an  acquaintance  with  the  f  oUowih^ 
subjects:  I.  Chemical  Physics;  11.  Inorganic  Chemistry;  TTT, 
Organic  Chemistry;    IV.    General     and     Theoretical     Ghefflistzy. 
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There  will  also  be  a  Pnustioal  examinatioxi,  which  will  compriae— > 
Y.  The  QoalitatiYe  and  QtumtitatiYe  analysis  of  inorganic  substances 
and  the  ultimate  analysis  of  organic  substances.  VI.  The  preparation 
of  chemical  specimens.  The  nse  of  books  will  be  allowed  to  candidates 
in  the  examination  in  Qnantitative  Analysis.  III.  Biology :  1.  Can- 
didates who  otler  themselyes  in  the  Final  Honour  examination  for 
examination  in  Biology  will  be  expected  to  show  an  acquaintance, 
firstly,  with  General  and  Gomparatiye  Anatomy  and  Histology  (under 
which  terms  vegetable  structures  are  included) ;  secondly,  with  Human 
and  Comparative  Physiology,  inclusive  of  Physiological  Chemistry; 
and,  thirdly,  with  the  General  Philosophy  of  the  subject.  2.  In  these 
subjects  the  candidates  will  be  examined  both  by  paper  work  and 
practicaUy,  and  will  be  required  to  give  evidence  of  being  competent 
not  merely  to  verify  and  describe  specimens  already  prepared  for 
naked-eye  or  microscopic  demonstration  as  the  case  may  be,  but  also 
to  prepare  such  or  similar  specimens  themselves.  Such  an  amount  of 
Botany  wiU  be  required  of  candidates  who  make  Animy.!  Biology 
their  principal  subject  as  is  contained  in  Huxley  and  Martin's  Course 
of  Practical  Instruction  in  Elementary  Biology,  1875,  with  the  illus- 
trative practical  work  contained  therein.  3.  All  Biological  candidates 
will  be  required,  before  entering  upon  any  other  part  of  the 
examination,  to  answer  questions  in  two  papers— one  in  Elementary 
Physiology  and  one  in  Elementary  Morphology.  The  papers  subse- 
quent to  the  first  two  will  each  comprise  questions  in  Physiology  and 
Morphology;  but  a  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  answer  either  the 
Physiological  or  the  Anatomical  Questions  alone,  or  both;  and  in 
like  manner  it  will  be  open  to  any  candidate  to  offer  himself  for 
examination  in  both  divisions  of  the  practical  work  or  in  one  only. 
The  practical  work  in  Experimental  Physiology,  as  distinct  from  its 
Histological  and  Chemical  Departments,  may  comprise— (1)  Such 
experiments  and  observations  as  can  be  performed  upon  the  living 
human  subject,  and  by  consequence  upon  other  living  beings,  in  the 
condition  of  health.  (2)  Such  experiments  and  observations  as  can  be 
performed  upon  animals  recently  killed.  Amongst  these  may  be 
sx>ecifled :  the  methods  for  demonstrating  the  fundamental  properties 
of  nerves  and  muscles  when  removed  from  the  body ;  the  fundamental 
properties  of  spinal  centres  as  demonstrable  upon  decapitated 
animals ;  the  physiology  of  living  cells,  such  as  blood  corpuscles  and 
ciliated  cells ;  the  action  of  the  excised  heart.  (3)  Demonstration  of 
the  construction  and  application  of  apparatus  used  in  physiological 
research.  (4)  Such  dissections  of  animals  after  death  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  due  demonstration  of  the  various  structures  con« 
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cemed  in  any  special  brancli  of  physiological  experimentation. 
4.  Candidates  may,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  work  indicated  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs,  bring  up  any  of  the  '*  Special  Subjects " 
contained  in  the  Ust  appended  below.  A  candidate  who  offers  himaAlf 
for  examination  in  a  Special  subject  wlQ  be  expected  to  show,  firstly, 
a  detailed  practical  acquaintance  with  specimens  illastrating  that 
subject,  for  which  purpose  the  catalogues  in  the  Uniyersity  Museum 
can  be  made  available ;  and,  secondly,  exact  knowledge  of  some  one  or 
more  monographs  treating  of  it.  Excellence,  however,  in  a  Special 
subject  will  not  compensate  for  failure  in  any  essential  part  of  the 
general  examination.  Every  candidate  must  state,  at  the  time  of 
entering  his  name  for  examination,  what  Special  subject,  if  any,  he 
takes  in.  A  student  who  offers  himself  for  examination  in  a  Special 
subject  is  referred  to  the  following  provisional  list :  (a)  Comparative 
Osteology;  (h)  the  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the 
Organs  of  Digestion ;  (c)  the  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physiology 
of  the  Organs  of  Circulation  and  Respiration ;  (d)  the  Comparative 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Nervous  System;  {e)  the  Comparative 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Reproductive  Systems ;  (/)  Ethnology. 
Candidates  who  offer  themselves  for  examination  in  Geology,  Zoology, 
or  Botany,  will  be  required  to  exhibit  practical  acquaintance  with 
those  subjects  to  at  least  the  same  extent  as  candidates  who  offer 
themselves  for  examination  in  any  one  of  the  Special  subjects  above 
mentioned  are  required  to  do  with  reference  to  those  subjects.  But 
they  will  not  be  required  to  go  through  the  same  amount  of  practical 
work  in  the  departments  of  Biology  not  specially  connected  with 
Geology,  Zoology,  or  Botany,  as  candidates  who  do  not  bring  up  any 
one  of  these  three  subjects. 

II.  LUt  of  Special  Svhjeeta :  A.  Mineralogy  and  CryetaUography, 
(a)  Candidates  for  Honours  in  the  Natural  Science  School  who  desire 
to  take  in  Mineralogy  as  a  Supplementary  science  should  exhibit  a 
practical  as  well  as  theoretical  knowledge  of  Crystallography,  and  of 
Crystallographic  Physics.  (&)  The  candidate  should  also  be  acquainted 
with  the  Crystallographic  characters  of  such  substances  as  serve  to 
illustrate  the  principles  and  applications  of  Crystallography,  (e)  Mine- 
ralogy may  be  further  pursued  by  the  student:  (cQ  Firstly,  as  a 
discriminative  and  dassificatory  science,  involving  an  acquaintance 
with  the  logical  principles  of  classification,  (e)  Secondly,  in  respect 
to  its  subject-matter,  namely,  by  the  actual  study  of  the  more 
important  minerals  and  other  crystallised  substances ;  more  especially 
of  such  as  illustrate  the  principles  of  Classification  as  well  as  <^ 
Crystallography,  and  of  such  as  are  important  either  from  their  ooii« 
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tribnting  to  form  the  rock  maases  of  the  globe,  or  from  a  mining  point 
of  yiew,  or  as  being  of  value  for  their  employment  in  the  naef ol  arts. 
(/)  Thirdly,  in  respect  of  the  practical  methods  of  discriminating 
minerals,  not  merely  by  investigating  their  Grystallographic  forms 
with  the  aid  of  the  goniometer,  bat  by  determining  their  physical 
characteristics,  specific  gravity,  degree  of  hardness,  colour,  optical  and 
pyro-electric  properties,  &c. ;  and  also  by  examination  with  the  blow- 
pipe and  other  simple  chemical  tests,  {g)  And  finally,  the  mineralo- 
gical  student  should  be  acquainted  with  the  hypotheses  regarding  the 
•causes  that  have  operated  in  effecting  the  deposition,  the  transforma- 
tions, or  the  successions  of  minerals  in  veins  and  rocks.  B.  Geology : 
Candidates  who  propose  to  offer  themselves  for  examination  in  Geology 
would  do  well  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  aim  of  this  branch  of  science 
is  nothing  less  than  to  discover  and  demonstrate  the  ancient  history  of 
the  earth.  For  this  purpose  it  is  required  not  only  to  obtain  correct 
knowledge  of  the  composition,  structure,  and  arrangements  of  rocks, 
and  the  nature  and  distribution  of  organic  remains,  but  further  to 
apply  to  the  phenomena  which  have  been  observed  just  reasonings 
founded  on  analogies  in  existing  nature,  and  principles  established  by 
Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology.  Only  in  proportion  as  this  can  be 
truly  accomplished  can  the  foundations  of  G^logical  Theory  be 
securely  laid.  The  portions  of  Geological  study  which  are  now 
suggested  to  candidates  in  illustration  of  what  has  been  said  relate 
to  the  internal  structure  and  movement  of  rock  masses;  their 
chemical  composition  and  mineral  aggregation;  the  organic  remains 
which  they  enclose ;  and  the  inferences  from  observed  phenomena  as 
to  the  causes  which  operated  to  produce  them.  Composition^  Structure, 
and  Arrangement  of  Bocks  :  (a)  Bocks  generally :  the  grounds  of  their 
division  into  and  classification  as  Bocks  of  Igneous  or  Aqueous  origin ; 
Bocks  of  stratified  or  unstratified  arrangement;  and  as  Bocks  of 
FalsBozoic,  or  Cainozoic  age.  {b)  Stratified  Bocks :  their  chemical  and 
mineral  constitution,  source  of  materials,  conditions  of  depositions  in 
the  sea,  in  lakes,  or  on  the  course  of  rivers,  (c)  Unstratified  Bocks : 
considered  as  to  their  classification,  composition,  and  structure,  the 
conditions  of  their  occurrence,  and  geological  age.  (d)  Metamorphic 
Bocks :  Bocks  regarded  as  altered  from  their  first  condition  by  heat 
and  chemical  reactions  below  the  surface  of  the  earth,  (e)  Divisional 
Structures  in  Bocks,  known  as  "  joints,"  "  cleavage,"  and  "  foliation : " 
how  produced,  and  in  what  geological  periods.  (/)  Mineral  Yeins : 
metallic  and  mineral  contents ;  occurrence  in  relation  to  the  nature, 
position,  and  antiquity  of  Bocks,  movements  of  disturbance  in  the 
•crust  of  the  earth,  and  geological  time.    Movements  in  the  Crust  of  the 
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Cfloh^^Seat  ofihs  Interior :  {g)  Eazihqittkefl  and  aBcienb  mbtemiiean 
moTemeziis :  characterifltic  plmiiQiiiena  and  probable  caioaea.  (k)  Yol- 
canoa:  their  eharaoteristic  phjrsical  and  «bemical  ptonomena, 
geo^praphioal  distribntion,  and  geologieal  a^.  Fhynctd  Oeographt^ 
Clvnate :  (t)  The  leading  features  of  Fh jBical  Gkogn^hy :  by  ivbat 
natural  proceeees,  -with  what  measures  of  force,  and  during  niiat 
periods  of  time,  the  characteristic  phttuomeaa  have  heea  oocaaioBed. 
{h)  The  Temperatare  of  the  eartii  at  attainable  depths,  in  lekAion  to 
ancient  and  modem  cUmate.  Palmontoloffy :  (D  The  Flora  and  Fanna 
of  the  Land  in  a  limited  geological  period,  as  for  example  the  period  of 
the  Stoneafield  Oolite,  (m)  The  Fanna  of  the  8efr  in  a  limited 
geological  period,  as  for  example  the  Oambro-Silnrian  period,  (n)  Or 
the  Lower  Oretaceoos  period,  (o)  The  Carboniferoas  Flora  ol  Britain ; 
origin  of  the  coal,  and  of  the  accompanjing  strata;  dialooations ; 
dykes;  quantity  of  coal;  depth  of  working;  rate  of  consnmptian; 
probable  duration,  {p)  Monog^raphs  of  €hx>nps  of  Oi^pinio  Benuuns, 
q>ecially  such  as  belong  to  families  of  plants  and  animalB  which  are 
characteristic  of  geol(^cal  periods,  or  have  become  comparatiToly 
in  existing  nature ;  for  example — ^The  Zamiacen,  Lepidodendra, 
larisB,  among  Plants;  the  Orinoidea,  Trilobitida,  Brachiopoda,  Cepha- 
lopoda, among  Invertebrate  Animals ;  Megalosaams,  Pleeiosaanu, 
TeleosanruB,  Rhamphorhynchus,  among  reptiles;  TJngalata  and 
Marsnpialia,  among  Mammalia.  C.  Zoology:  Candidates  offering 
Zoology  will  be  required  to  show  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
following  subjects :  1.  The  general  principles  of  classification,  applied 
to  the  animal  kingdom,  together  with  a  compariscm  of  tiie  more 
important  systems  hitherto  proposed  for  this  purpose.  2.  The 
structure  and  habits  of  animals,  with  especial  reference  to  their 
external  organs.  3.  The  types  of  extinct  animals,  in  order  to  show 
their  x>osition  and  relationship  with  existing  groups.  And  for  more 
special  subjects  —  a.  The  classification,  geographical  distribution, 
afi&nities,  economy,  transformations,  and  development  of  the  animalw 
comprised  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  families,  genera,  or  indiyidnal 
species  of  animals;  with*  practical  illustrations,  by  dissection  and 
delineation,  of  their  structure,  h.  The  minute  details  of  stroctore  of 
special  indiyidual  organs  may  also  be  practically  shown  and  iUustrated 
by  dissection;  e.g. — ^The  organs  of  flight  throughout  the  Lisecta;  the 
mouth  organs  in  the  Crustacea;  the  embryonic  and  metamorphio 
changes  occurring  in  one  or  more  of  the  species  of  any  family, 
especially  amongst  the  LiTcrtebrata.  e.  The  student  may  also  offer 
himseU  for  examination  upon  the  Fauna  of  any  district  in  the  British 
Islands;   e.g.— The  animals  of  the  Isis  and  Chirwell;  the  indigenoiiB 
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inrertebrated  Fatina  of  tlie  neigbbonrhood  of  Oxford.  The  literature 
of  Zoology  is  80  extensiye,  and  the  number  of  special  monograplis  on 
nearly  every  branch  of  the  subject  is  so  great,  that  it  will  in  aU  cases 
be  advisable  for  the  student  to  apply  to  his  tutor  or  to  the  Professor 
of  Zoology  for  references  to  the  best  works  and  memoirs  necessary  for 
working  out  the  particular  subject  which  he  may  desire  to  study. 
D.  Botany:  Oandidates  offering  Botany  will  be  required  to  show  a 
thorough  acquaintance  with  the  following  subjects :  1.  Structural  and 
Physiological  Botany,  together  with  dissections  and  descriptions  of 
preparations,  illustrating  the  minute  structure  and  organs  of  plants. 
2.  The  Principles  of  Systematic  Botany,  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
leading  characters  of  the  more  important  Natural  Orders.  3.  Of 
Qeographical  and  Geological  Botany,  so  much  as  is  contained,  for 
example,  in  Henfrey's  "Elementary  Course*'  (2nd  ed.),  or  in  Balfour's 
"Manual  of  Botany."  4.  The  technical  description  of  specimens  of 
plants. 

Second  PMie  SxarnvnaMon, — Honovr  School  of  JwrigpruAenoe. 

1.  Oeneral  Begulations, — 1.  The  examination  in  the  School  of  Juris- 
prudence includes:  (1)  General  Jurisprudence;  (2)  The  History  of 
English  Law ;  (3)  Such  departments  of  Roman  Law,  and  (if  the  Board 
of  Studies  shall  think  fit)  such  departments  of  English  Law,  as  may  be 
specified  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board ;  (4)  International  Law,  or 
some  department  of  it  specified  by  the  Board  of  Studies.  This  may 
be  omitted  by  candidates  who  do  not  aim  at  a  place  in  the  First  or 
Second  Glass.  2.  Subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Board  may  make 
from  time  to  time,  select  portions  of  Historical  study,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Historical  Studies,  may  be  substituted  by  candidates  for 
portions  of  Legal  study ;  provided  that  no  candidate  shall  be  allowed 
to  offer  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence  any  select  portion,  whether  of 
Legal  or  Historical  study,  which  he  has  already  offered  in  the  School 
of  Modem  History. 

2.  Begulation8  of  the  Board  of  Sttidies.^The  following  subjects  of 
examination  are  specified  by  the  Board,  but  candidates  are  informed 
that  with  the  exception  of  the  Listitutes  of  Gains,  the  Institutes  of 
Justinian,  and  the  specified  Acts  of  Parliament,  none  of  the  matter  of 
the  examination  is  required  to  be  studied  textually.  The  other  authc* 
rities  mentioned  in  the  notice  are  intended  to  define,  to  some  extent^ 
the  nature  of  the  several  topics  of  the  examination,  and  to  indicate 
the  sources  from  which  information  upon  each  can  be  most  con- 
veniently obtained:  I.  General  Jurieprvdence :  Candidates  will  be 
examined  in  the  principles  of  Jurisprudence,  in  the  theory  of  Legisla^ 
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•tion,  and  in  the  early  liigtory  of  Legal  InstitutionB ;  with  special 
reference  to  Austin's  Lectures,  Benthazn's  Principles  of  Morals  and 
Legislation,  and  his  Theory  of  L^islation,  by  Dumont,  and  the  works 
-of  Sir  Henry  Maine.  They  may  also  refer  to  Hobbes'  Leyiathan, 
books  i.  and  ii.,  and  to  Sarigny's  System  des  heutigen  romischen 
Bechts,  ToL  i.  2.  History  of  English  Law :  (a)  History  of  Constitu- 
tional Law.  Candidates  will  be  expected  to  have  mastered  the  leading 
principles  of  existing  Constitutional  Law,  and  in  particular  to  show  a 
knowledge  of  the  following  topics :  The  legislative  power  of  Parlia- 
ment, the  modes  in  which  it  is  exercised,  and  its  extent  as  to  Territory 
and  Persons;  the  Prerogatives  of  the  Crown,  the  Privileges  of  the 
Houses  of  Parliament;  the  constitutional  position  of ^— the  Privy 
Council,  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  the  Established  Church,  the 
Courts  of  Law,  and  the  Armed  Forces.  They  must  possess  such  an 
acquaintance  with  the  history  of  the  above  as  is  necessary  to  explain 
their  present  character  and  working.  They  are  recommended  to 
refer  to  the  Constitutional  portions  of  Blackstone's  or  Stephen's  Com- 
mentaries, Dr.  Stubbs'  Documents  Illustrative  of  English  History, 
.and  his  Constitutional  History  (omitting  those  chapters  which  relate 
more  especially  to  Political  History),  Hallam's  Constitutional  History, 
Sir  T.  E.  May's  Constitutional  History,  and  Bagehot's  English  Con- 
stitution :  and  are  required  to  read  carefully  the  following  Statutes — 
Constitutions  of  Clarendon;  Magna  Carta;  Statute  of  Westminster 
II.,  13  Ed.  I.,  Stat.  1,  c.  24. ;  Petition  of  Bight ;  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  31 
Car.  II.,  c.  2;  Bill  of  Bights,  1  W.  and  M.  sess.  2.;  Act  of  Settlement, 
12  and  13  WilL  III.,  c.  2.  (h)  History  of  the  Law  of  Beal  Property. 
This  subject  is  to  be  studied  in  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  book  iL, 
•or  Stephen's  Commentaries,  vol.  L,  book  ii.,  part  i.,  and  Mr.  Digby'a 
Introduction  to  the  History  of  the  Law  of  Beal  Property,  llie 
principal  statutes  referred  to  in  the  latter  book  should  be  mastered, 
•and  reference  may  with  advantage  be  made  to  Mr.  Williams'  Treatise 
on  the  Law  of  Beal  Property.  3.  Boman  Law :  The  Institutes  of 
Gains;  the  Institutes  of  the  Emperor  Justinian.  Candidates  are 
expected  to  be  acquainted  with  the  history  of  Boman  Legislation 
and  Boman  Judicial  Institutions.  4.  English  Law:  The  Principles 
of  the  Law  of  Contracts.  5.  International  Law :  (a)  The  outlines  of 
International  Law  as  a  system.  (6)  The  history  of  the  law  relating  to 
seas,  ships,  and  navigable  rivers  in  time  of  peace.  Students  are  recom- 
mended to  read  Woolsey's  Introduction  and  Heffter's  Europaisches 
Tolkerrecht  (in  German  or  French),  referring  also  to  Wheaton's 
Elements,  or  to  the  Law  of  Nations  by  Sir  Travers  Twiss.  Upon  sub- 
ject (b)  they  may  consult  Ortolan,  Diplomatic  de  la  Mer.livre  deuxi^me. 
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Second  Fublic  ExamvMdion, — Sonowr  School  of  Modem 

History. 

1.  Cfeneral   Begulations. — 1.  The    examination   in   tlie    School  of 
Modem   History  includes— (1)  The  continuous  History  of  England. 

(2)  General  History  during  some  period,  selected  by  the  candidate 
from  periods  named  from   time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Studies.. 

(3)  Those  who  aim  at  a  place  in  the  First  or  Second  Glass  are  also 
required  to  ofPer  a  special  portion  of  History  or  a  special  Historical 
subject,  carefully  studied  with  reference  to  original  authorities,  or  a 
select  portion  of  Law,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Legal  Studies.  (But 
no  candidate  can  offer  any  portion  of  either  Legal  or  Historical  study 
which  he  has  already  offered  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence.) 
2.  Every  candidate  is  required  to  have  a  knowledge  of  Political 
Economy,  of  Constitutional  Law,  and  of  Political  and  Descriptiye 
Geography.  (3)  A  subject  or  period  of  Literature  may  also  be  added 
as  an  optional  subject.  4.  Candidates  proposing  to  offer  any  special 
portion  of  History,  or  any  special  Historical  subject,  or  any  subject* 
or  period  of  Literature  not  included  in  the  list  suggested  by  the  Board 
of  Studies,  must  submit  it  to  the  approyal  of  the  Board,  six  months 
before  the  examination. 

2.  BeguloHons  of  the  Board  of  Studies, — 1.  Candidates  who  intend 
to  present  themselves  for  examination  are,  until  further  notice,  desired 
to  offer — I.  The  History  of  England  to  the  Accession  of  Queen 
Yictoria.  II.  One  of  the  following  periods  of  general  History,  to  be 
studied  in  the  best  modem  writers :  (I)  A.D.  476-1272 ;  (2)  A.D. 
1000-1619 ;  (3)  A  J).  1328-1648 ;  (4)  A.D.  1643-1815.  III.  (In  the  case 
of  those  candidates  who  aim  at  a  place  in  the  First  or  Second  Class) 
a  special  portion  of  History  or  Historical  subjects,  carefully  studied 
with  reference  to  original  authorities.  A.  The  following  subjects  or 
portions  of  History  are  suggested  by  the  Board  for  the  option  of 
candidates:  (1)  The  Age  of  Charles  the  Great  and  his  Dynasty; 
(2)  the  Beign  of  Henry  11.  of  England ;  (3)  the  Age  of  Lewis  XL 
and  Charles  VJLLl. ;  (4)  the  Great  Rebellion  (down  to  the  Restoration) ; 
(5)  the  Establishment  of  the  English  Power  in  India  (A.D.  1784- 
1806);  (6)  the  French  Revolution  (down  to  the  First  Consulate). 
B.  Candidates  proposing  to  offer  any  -other  Historical  subject  or 
portion  of  History  must  give  notice  six  months  before  the  examination,, 
and  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Studies.  Every  application 
by  a  candidate  proposing  to  offer  a  special  subject  or  period  not 
included  in  the  list  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Studies  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  <^  the  books,  documents,  and  other  authorities; 
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whicli  tlie  candidate  proposes  to  use.  0.  The  following  portions  of 
Legal  stndj  (to  be  studied  as  directed  by  the  Board  of  Studies  for 
the  School  of  Jurisprudence)  may  be  substituted  b j  candidates  for  the 
specisl  portion  of  History  or  Historical  subject  required  to  be  ofEered : 
(1)  The  History  of  the  Law  of  Real  Property;  (2)  the  Outlines  of 
Latemational  Law  aa  a  system.  D.  In  the  case  of  a  candidate 
olt&nxkg  a  special  subject  or  portion  of  History,  other  than  the  abore 
suggested  subjects  or  portions  numbered  4  and  5,  such  special  subjeet 
or  portion  must  fall  within  the  period  of  General  History  offered 
by  >*i™  2.  With  respect  to  the  above  three  heads  of  examination* 
the  Board  of  Studies,  for  the  assistance  of  students,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  indicating  the  general  extent  and  character  of  the  course 
of  study  which  the  examination  in  this  school  will  require,  publishes 
recommendations  for  special  courses  of  reading*  The  names  of  the 
books  may  be  obtained  on  application.  3.  Candidates  on  entering 
their  names  for  the  examination  in  this  School  will  be  required  to 
state^l)  the  period  of  Qeneral  History  ;  (2)  the  special  portion  of 
History  or  Special  Historical  subject  which  they  offer,  and,  with 
respect  to  such  special  portion  or  subject  only,  the  books  and  autho- 
rities which  they  haye  used  for  the  study  of  it.  4.  A  subject  or  period 
of  Literature  may,  at  the  option  of  candidates,  be  offered  in  addition 
to  the  aboYe«mentioned  subjects  of  exatnuoation.  Under  this  head 
candidates  may  offer  any  one  of  the  following :  (1)  The  Elizabethan 
Period  of  Literature,  the  Historical  Plays  of  Shakespeare  to  be  studied 
minutely;  (2)  the  Age  of  Lewis  XIY.,  the  plays  of  Moli^re  to  be 
studied  minutely ;  (3)  the  Age  of  Dante,  the  Purgatorio  to  be  studied 
minutely.  Candidates  desiring  to  offer  any  other  period  or  subject 
of  a  like  character  must  obtain  the  leave  of  the  Board  six  months 
before  the  examination.  5.  All  candidates  will  be  required  to  hare 
e,  knowledge  of  Political  Economy,  of  Constitutional  Law,  and  of 
Political  and  Descriptiye  Geography.  The  subject  of  Political 
Economy  may  be  read  in  Adam  Smith's  Wealth  of  Nations,  or  in 
Mill's  Principles  of  Political  Economy;  and  candidates  will  be 
expected  to  trace  the  working  of  economic  principles  in  the  hi8t<»7 
they  offer. 

Second  Public  Examination, — ^onowr  School  of  Theologyg. 

1.  Oen&ral  Begulationa. — 1.  The  subjects  of  examinatiosi  in  the 
Honour  School  of  Theology  are:  (1)  The  Holy  Scriptures;  (2) 
Bogmatio  and  Symbolic  Theology ;  (3)  Ecclesiastical  HistcMy  and  the 
Fathers;  (4)  the  Evidences  of  Religion;  (5)  Liturgies;  (6)  Sacred 
Criticism,  and  the  Archawlogf  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.    0« 
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tbese  vub^eoim,  (1)  tlie  Holj  Beriptures,  within  the  limits  asfldgaed  bj 
the  Board  of  Studies,  is  obligatory  on  all  candidates.  Those  who  aim 
at  a  Eirst  Qass  are  also  required  to  offer  subject  (2)  Dogmatic 
Theology,  and  at  least  two  of  the  other  subjects.  Those  who  do  not 
aim  at  a  First  Class  are  required  to  offer  subject  (2),  or  (3),  or  (4),  or 
(5)t  or  the  Hebrew  language.  2.  The  Books  of  the  New  Testament 
must  be  studied  in  the  Greek  text.  The  History  of  the  Church  and 
of  the  Liturgies  must  likewise  be  studied  with  reference  to  original 
authorities.  Elementary  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  has  some 
weighty  advanced  knowledge  has  a  great  weight,  in  the  distribution  ot 
Honours.  Candidates  are  permitted  to  offer  portions  of  the  Septuagint 
Yersion,  including  the  Apocryphal  Books  of  the  Old  Testament. 
3,  No  candidate  can  be  examined  in  this  School  who  has  not  exhibited 
io  the  examiners  a  certificate  of  having  passed  in  the  Budiments  of 
Faith  and  Beligion — i.e.,  in  the  Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
(the  GUxipels  and  the  Acts  of  Apostles  being  studied  in  the  original 
Greek),  with  (1)  either  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  or  (2)  a  special  Book 
of  the  Old  or  New  Testament  or  a  period  of  Ecclesiastical  liiatofj.  A 
list  of  works  exhibiting  in  full  the  usual  requirements  of  the  Board 
of  Studies  may  be  had  on  application. 

New  Scholarship, 

Chinese  Scholarship. — ^This  is  awarded  every  alternate  year,  after 
an  examination  in  the  Chinese  language  and  literature,  and  is  of 
the  value  of  £50  per  annum  for  two  years,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  scholar  ehaU  reside  not  less  than  seven  weeks  in  each  term, 
and  that  he  shall  pursue  his  studies  in  Chinese  under  the  advice 
and  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Chinese.  The  electors  have 
power,  in  case  no  candidate  satisfies  them  in  the  examination  for 
the  cholarship,  to  grant  the  annual  stipend  of  £50,  or  any  less 
sxun,  under  the  name  of  an  exhibition,  to  any  person  who  shall  be 
certified  to  them  as  desirous  of  pursuing  the  study  of  Chinese. 

General  Informatum. 

Some  information  on  various  academical  institutions  and  customs, 
and  the  mode  of  life  at  the  University,  will  be  of  service  to  the 
student. 

CoUege  Tutots  and  Lecturers, — Side  by  side*  with  the  extension  of 
the  public  teaching  ol  the  University  there  has-  been  an  extension 
-of  the  teaching  of  colleges  and  haUs.  Some  years  ago  this  teaching 
-was  chiefly  confined  to  catechetical  numiBg  lectures,  supplemented 
by  weekly  written  exerdses;  and  there  was  an  attempt  on  the  part  of 
«ac]i  ooUege  oor  hall  to  provide  within  itaown  walls  all  the  instruction 
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tliat  its  members  required.  Within  recent  years,  however,  this  system 
has  been  largely  modified.  On  the  one  band,  there  has  grown  up  a^ 
much  greater  freedom  of  intercourse  between  tntors  and  students. 
Teaching  is  neither  so  limited  nor  so  formal  as  it  nsed  to  be.  The 
special  needs  of  individual  students  are  regarded,  and  a  student  of 
ability  commonly  receives  from  his  tutor  all  the  private  help  which 
it  is  possible  for  him  to  give.  On  the  other  hand,  the  principle  of 
division  of  labour  has  been  applied  to  a  much  greater  extent  than 
formerly.  Several  groups  of  colleges  have  combined  together  for 
purposes  of  instruction  in  such  a  way  that  each  lecturer,  instead  of 
having  to  lecture  upon  a  number  of  heterogeneous  subjects,  is  able  U> 
appropriate  to  himself  some  one  or  more  special  branches.  The 
advantage  of  this  system  to  the  student  is  partly  that  a  much  wider 
rauge  of  subjects  can  be  covered,  and  partly  that  he  is  able  to  gather 
the  best  thoughts  of  several  minds. 

The  ordinary  lectures  of  colleges  and  halls  are  of  course  chiefly 
intended  for  their  members :  the  subjects  of  lecture  are  not  publishedy 
but  are  announced  by  a  written  notice  on  the  buttery-board :  the  fees, 
which  are  included  in  the  terminal  "  battels,"  vary  from  £15  to  £25 
per  annum,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  lectures  which  an  under- 
graduate attends.  This  charge  for  tuition  sometimes  ceases  after 
the  twelfth  term  of  residence,  and  sometimes  continues  to  be  paid 
until  all  the  examinations  which  are  necessary  for  the  degree  of 
B.A.  have  been  passed. 

Private  Tuition, — ^Before  the  recent  extension  of  professorial  and 
college  teaching  most  candidates  for  university  Honours  were  prao- 
tically  compelled  to  avail  themselves  of  private  help.  This  help  waa 
given,  partly  by  college  tutors  during  the  hours  which  were  not 
employed  in  college  lectures,  partly  by  other  resident  graduates* 
Many  of  the  most  distinguished  members  of  the  University  were 
thus  employed,  and  much  of  the  best  teaching  was  only  thus  to  be 
obtained.  But  although  there  are  still  some  cases  in  which  a  candi- 
date  for  Honours  may  find  it  advisable  to  supplement  in  this  way 
the  help  which  he  can  derive  from  public  sources,  private  tuition  ia 
no  longer  practically  indispensable  to  the  attainment  of  high 
distinction. 

For  students  of  another  class  private  tuition  prevails  to  an  even 
greater  extent  than  formerly.  Nearly  all  the  instruction  which  ia 
given  by  college  tutors  to  candidates  for  ordinary  degrees  la  neoe»- 
sarily  adapted  to  the  average  requirements  of  such  candidates;  and 
consequently  those  students  who,  from  defective  preliminary  trainings 
or  other  causes,  fall  below  the  average  standard  of  attainment^  usoMJly 
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require  more  full  and  individtud  help  than  college  tutors  afford. 
This  help  is  more  necessary  on  first  entrance  than  afterwards ;  and 
it  is  often  a  mistaken  economy  not  to  seek  it. 

For  whatever  purpose  a  private  tutor  be  required,  it  is  very 
desirable  that  a  student  should  seek  the  advice  of  his  college  tutor 
or  of  the  Censor  of  Unattached  Students,  before  selecting  one. 
Among  private  tutors  are  many  graduates  of  high  attainments  and 
wide  experience,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  attainment 
of  academical  distinction  is  not  always  an  indication  of  the  power 
of  communicating  knowledge,  and  also  that  where  a  subject  of  study 
has  many  branches  it  is  not  always  easy  for  a  student  to  find  out 
without  guidance  the  particular  branch  in  which  a  particular  tutor, 
excels. 

The  fee  of  a  private  tutor  has  been  for  a  long  time  fixed  by  custom 
at  £20  for  an  hour's  lecture  on  six  days  in  the  week  for  eight  weeks, 
or  £10  for  an  hour's  lecture  on  three  days  in  the  week.  Some  private 
tutors  receive  their  pupils  in  small  classes,  the  fee  for  which  varies 
with  both  the  particular  tutor  and  the  particular  subject  of  study. 

The  Bodleian  Library.  —  The  Bodleian  Library  consists  partly  of 
the  orig^al  collection  of  the  founder,  partly  of  collections  which 
have  been  from  time  to  time  bequeathed  to  the  University,  partly  of 
copies  of  every  copyright  work  published  in  England,  and  partly 
of  purchased  books  and  MSS.  It  contains  at  present  between  350,000 
and  450,000  volumes. 

The  Taylor  Institution. — The  Taylor  Institution  was  established 
for  the  promotion  of  the  study  of  Modem  European  Languages. 
This  object  is  effected  by  the  following  means:  (1)  Instruction  is 
given  to  all  members  of  the  University  who  choose  to  avail  themselves 
of  it,  in  the  French,  Overman,  Spanish,  and  Italian  Languages.  A 
fee  of  £1  is  charged  for  attendance  on  the  first  two  courses  of  lectures 
in  each  of  these  languages :  the  subsequent  courses  of  lectures  in  any 
language,  after  two  fees  have  been  paid  to  the  lecturer  in  that 
language,  are  free.  (2)  Lectures  on  subjects  connected  with  foreign 
literature  are  given  from  time  to  time.  (3)  A  scholarship  and  an 
exhibition  are  annually  awarded  for  proficiency  in  some  one  or  more 
of  the  languages  taught  in  the  Institution.  (4)  A  library  which 
contains  a  large  collection  of  foreign  literature  is  accessible  to 
members  of  the  University  and,  under  certain  restrictions,  to  other 
persons.  The  Taylorian  Library  consists  of  (1)  the  large  reading- 
room,  (2)  a  reading-room  for  Masters  of  Arts,  (8)  a  reading-room  for 
undergraduates,  which  is  supplied  with  many  standard  works  of 
reference  on  the  leading  subjects  of  University  study,  as  far  as  they 

VV 
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come  within  the  scope  of  the  institntion :  the  undergraduates'  room 
is  also  provided  with  lockers  in  which  a  student  who  wishes  to 
continue  his  reading  of  the  same  books  on  consecutive  days  may  lock 
them  up  together  with  his  own  papers  and  note-books. 

College  Fellowships. — The  following  information  must  be  taken  to 
apply  only  to  the  system  at  present  existing.  Extensive  alterations 
are  under  consideration  by  the  University  Commissioners. 

College  fellowships  are  eleemosynary  institutions  which  constitute 
their  holders  members  for  the  time  being  of  an  intra-academical  cor- 
poration, with  a  voice  in  its  government  and  a  claim  upon  its  revenues. 
They  were  established  for  the  promotion  of  religion  and  learning,  and 
the  original  intention  has  been  so  far  respected  by  subsequent  usage 
that  literary  or  scientific  merit  is  still  the  basis  of  election;  but  a 
fellow  once  elected  is  at  liberty  to  foUow  his  own  pursuits,  whether 
they  be  literary  or  otherwise.  The  conditions  of  eligibility  and  tenure 
vaiy  considerably  in  different  colleges.  As  a  general  rule,  a  candidate 
must  be  unmarried,  he  must  have  passed  all  the  examinations  required 
for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  and  he  must  not  be  possessed  of  more  than 
a  certain  amount  of  property :  but  to  each  of  these  conditions  there 
are  important  exceptions.  The  election  in  all  cases  (excepting  that 
of  one  fellowship  at  Exeter  and  another  at  Lincoln)  is  by  codptation, 
and  is  generally  preceded  by  a  competitive  examination.  Some 
colleges  have  a  limited  power  of  dispensing  with  this  examination 
in  the  case  of  persons  who  are  in  the  judgment  of  the  electors 
singularly  qualified  to  serve  the  college  in  the  capacity  of  tutor  or 
bursar ;  and  most  colleges  have  the  right  to  elect  without  examination, 
and  without  any  Restriction  as  to  marriage,  one  or  more  University 
professors.  The  subjects  of  examination  for  a  fellowship  are  those 
which  are  recognised  in  the  Schools  of  the  University,  and  it  is 
usually  intimated,  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  a  vacancy,  in 
which  class  of  subjects  the  examination  will  be  held.  Until  recently 
a  fellowship  was  always  vacated  by  marriage,  by  the  acceptance  of 
ecclesiastical  preferment  of  a  certain  annual  value,  and  by  the  non- 
fulfilment  of  certain  conditions  as  to  academical  degrees  or  Holy 
Orders;  but  several  colleges  have  recently  acquired  the  power  to 
retain  in  his  fellowship,  or  to  re-elect,  a  Fellow  who  has  proved  himself 
useful  to  the  college  in  the  office  of  tutor  or  buirsar;  and  in  two 
colleges  all  ordinary  fellowships  are  terminable  at  the  end  of  seven 
or  eight  years.  Although  the  salary  of  a  tutor  or  lecturer  is  to  be 
regarded  as  wages  for  work  done,  and  is  therefore  distinct  from  the 
income  of  a  fellowship,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  Fellow  who 
resides  in  Oxford  has  almost  always  the  opportunity  of  adding  to  his 
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income  in  this  way.  The  uBual  income  of  a  fellowship  and  tutorship 
combined  may  be  estimated  at  from  £500  to  £900  per  annmn.  Other 
collateral  advantages  may  also  be  taken  into  account.  The  chief  of 
them  are  that  a  Fellow,  unless  he  be  married,  has  the  right  to  rooms 
within  the  college,  the  use  of  the  establishment  and  the  library,  and 
also,  if  he  be  in  Holy  Orders,  a  prescriptive  claim  to  succession  in  his 
turn  to  a  college  living. 

College  Scholarships,  ExhihitionSf  and  Clerkships, — These,  like 
College  Fellowships,  are  threatened  with  considerable  modifications 
from  their  present  footing.  Scholarships  are  institutions  which  con- 
stitute their  holders  members  of  an  intra-academical  corporation, 
without  a  voice  in  its  government,  but  with  a  claim  to  instruction, 
to  rooms,  and  to  an  allowance  for  maintenance.  They  were  in  most 
cases  originally  intended  to  provide  for  the  education  at  the  University 
of  the  inhabitants  of  certain  localities,  or  the  descendants  of  certain 
families;  their  length  of  tenure  was  unlimited;  and  they  gave,  as 
vacancies  occurred,  a  right  of  succession  to  fellowships.  But  in  all 
these  respects  subsequent  legislation  has  effected  considerable  changes  -. 
they  are  now  for  the  most  part  open  to  a  competitive  examination, 
which  has  no  other  limit  than  that  of  age  or  academical  standing; 
their  tenure  is  usually  limited  to  five  years ;  they  confer  no  right  of 
succession  to  fellowships;  and  the  various  allowances  of  the  older 
Statutes  are  commuted  for  a  fixQd  money  payment.  Election  in  all 
cases  takes  place  after  an  examination,  of  which  due  notice  is  given 
in  the  Oxford  University  Gazette,  and  also  in  the  principal  London 
newspapers;  about  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  are  awarded  for 
excellence  in  Classics,  the  remainder  are  divided  between  other 
branches  of  University  study.  The  examination  papers  are  not 
published,  but  copies  of  them  can  sometimes  be  procured  from  one 
of  the  officers  of  a  College ;  and  candidates  who  have  not  been  at  one 
of  the  larger  public  schools,  where  the  standard  required  is  usually 
well  known,  will  do  well  to  endeavour  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  what 
is  required  of  them  before  entering  into  the  competition. 

Exhibitions  differ  from  scholarships  partly  in  that  they  do  not 
constitute  their  holders  members  of  the  corporation  of  a  college, 
partly  in  that  the  limit  of  age  is  often  extended,  and  partly  in  that 
they  are  freqtiently  confined  to  persons  who  produce  evidence  of  their 
need  of  assistance.  Until  the  passing  of  the  Universities  Act  of  1854 
they  were  for  the  most  part  conferred  at  the  absolute  discretion  of 
the  Head  or  Head  and  Fellows  of  a  College;  but  they  are  now  more 
commonly  given  after  an  examination  of  the  same  kind  as  that  which 
is  held  for  scholarships. 

XTU2 
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Bible-Glerksliips  are  offices  to  wliich  certain  small  dntiee,  sucli  aa 
those  of  markmg  the  attendance  of  nndergraduates  in  Chapel  and  of 
saying  grace  at  dinner,  are  usually  attached.  They  are  in  the  free 
gift  of  tiie  Head  of  a  College  or  TTall,  bnt  it  is  not  infrequent  for  him 
to  open  them  to  a  competition  among  persons  who  produce  evidence  of 
want  of  pecuniary  assistance. 

Academical  Expenses, — The  cost  of  living  at  Oxford  varies  so  largely 
with  the  means,  tastes,  and  moral  courage  of  a  student  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  lay  down  many  general  propositions  respecting  it.  The 
total  amount  is  made  up  in  each  case  of  several  elements :  there  are 
certain  fixed  expenses  which  are  common  to  all  alike,  such  as  univer- 
sity and  college  fees ;  there  are  other  expenses,  such  as  those  of  board 
and  lodgings,  which,  though  varjring  with  particular  cases,  vary  only, 
as  far  as  the  colleges  and  halls  are  concerned,  within  definite  limits ; 
there  are  others,  such  as  subscriptions  to  dubs  or  societies,  which  are 
common  but  volimtary:  there  are  others,  such  as  tradesmen's  bills, 
which  are  not  special  to  university  Hfe,  and  which  are  almost  whoUy 
within  a  student's  power  to  fix  for  himself. 

Some  colleges  and  halls  have  of  late  revised  their  scale  of  charges, 
and  made  new  arrangements  with  a  view  to  the  reduction  of  neces- 
sary expenses.  For  example,  the  deposit  of  a  sum  of  money  on 
admission,  which  was  formerly  required  from  all  students  as  a 
gpiarantee  against  possible  loss,  is  no  longer  required  at  certain 
colleges  and  halls  from  those  who  pay  their  battels  in  advance:  the 
difficulties  which  arose  to  many  students  of  slender  means  from  being 
compelled  to  purchase  the  furniture  of  their  rooms  on  commencing 
residence  are  obviated  in  several  colleges  and  halls  by  allowing  the 
hire  of  furniture  from  the  college:  the  miscellaneous  charges  have 
been  in  several  instances  gathered  together  into  a  fixed  annual 
payment:  and  at  Eleble  College,  St.  Mary  Hall,  St.  Alban  Hall, 
and  St.  Edmund  Hall,  the  payment  of  a  fixed  annual  sum  is  now 
made  to  cover,  with  some  trifling  exceptions,  all  necessary  academical 
expenses. 

Tuition  Fees, — Note:  Where  colleges  or  individual  lecturers  have 
combined  for  the  purpose  of  lectures,  the  fees  mentioned  below 
include  the  right  of  admission  to  the  other  lectures  of  the  combina- 
tion. At  University,  £25  annually,  which  continues  to  be  paid  during 
each  term  of  residence  up  to  that  of  passing  the  last  examination  in 
the  Final  Schools.  At  Balliol,  £25  annually,  which  continues  to  be 
paid  by  both  classes  of  residents  during  each  term  of  residence  up  to 
that  in  which  they  pass  their  last  examination  in  any  school,  inehuive. 
At  Merion,  £7  78.  per  term  during  residence  until  the  degree  of  B  JL 
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is  taken,  and  b j  B. A.  Foatmagters  so  long  as  thej  require  tuition.  At 
Exeter,  £22  Is.  annnallj  by  eTerj  resident  nndergraduate  who  has  not 
passed  all  the  examinations  necessary  for  the  degree  of  B.A. ;  certain 
remissions  are  made  in  the  case  of  those  who  are  reading  for  Honours 
in  Chemistry.  At  Oriel,  £21  annually  daring  residence  until  the  last 
examination  has  been  passed.  At  Queen'8,  £24  annually  for  three 
years ;  £1  Is.  per  term  afterwards  to  those  who  are  still  attending 
college  lectures.  The  tutors  allow  £5  per  term  out  of  his  tuition  fees 
to  a  student  who  has  passed  Moderations  and  is  reading  to  the  satis- 
faction of  his  tutor  in  Natural  Science.  At  Lincoln,  £21  annually  for 
three  years.  At  New  College,  £21  annually  until  the  last  examination 
has  been  passed.  At  Magdalen,  £21  annually  until  the  last  examina- 
tion haa  been  passed.  At  Braaenose,  £22  Is.  annually  for  three  years, 
after  which  no  further  payment  is  required.  At  Corpus,  £27  annually 
for  three  years.  At  Chriet  Chwrch,  £22  Is.  annually  until  the  end 
of  the  ninth  term  of  residence  (counting  three  terms  in  a  year), 
after  which  an  undergraduate  pays  no  more  tuition  fees  to  the  House. 
At  Trinity,  £22  Is.  annually  during  residence,  until  the  last  examina- 
tion for  the  B.A.  degree  has  been  passed.  At  8t.  John's,  £21  annually 
for  three  years ;  and  £3  per  term  afterwards  during  residence,  as  long 
as  tuition  is  g^yen.  At  Jestis,  £18  18s.  annually  for  three  years :  after- 
wards £9  9s.  annually  until  all  examinations  for  the  degree  of  B.A. 
have  been  passed.  At  Wadham,  £22  10s.  annually  till  all  exami- 
nations necessary  for  the  B.A.  degree  have  been  passed,  and,  after- 
wards, as  long  as  tuition  is  given.  At  Pembroke,  £23  annually  until 
the  last  examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  has  been  passed.  Pro- 
vision is  made  by  the  college  to  enable  undergraduates  to  attend  the 
lectures  of  professors  or  others  in  any  recognised  branches  of  univer- 
sity study  in  which  it  may  not  itself  supply  instruction.  At  Worcester, 
£21  annually  for  the  first  two  years ;  £15  annually  for  the  third  and 
fourth  years;  and  £9  for  every  subsequent  year  of  residence.  The 
fees  for  instruction  in  Natural  Science  are  paid  by  the  tutors  up  to 
the  amount  of  the  tuition  fees.  Fellow-Oommoners  pay  £40  annually 
for  three  years.  At  Keble,  the  tuition  fee  is  included  in  the  gross 
annual  sum.  At  Hertford,  £20  per  annum  during  residence  until  all 
the  examinations  necessary  for  the  B.A.  degree  have  been  passed. 
In  the  case  of  those  candidates  for  honours  who  offer  special  subjects 
in  which  there  are  no  lectures  in  collie,  arrangements  are  made  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Collie  to 
procure  from  without  such  assistance  as  may  in  their  opinion  be 
necessary.  At  8t,  Mary  Hall,  £20  annually  for  three  years  at  least, 
and  for  such  further  time  as  an  undergraduate  avails  himself  of  the 
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tiiition  wbicli  is  afforded  by  the  Hall.  This  sam  is  indnded  in  the 
gross  sum  paid  by  commoners  under  the  Frugal  system.  At  8t.  Alban 
Hall,  the  tuition  fee  is  included  in  a  gross  sum.  At  8i.  Edmund 
Hall,  on  the  Prepayment  system,  the  tuition  fee  is  included  in  the 
sum  paid  in  advance  each  term.  For  other  students  the  tuition  fee 
is  £5  5s.  per  term  for  three  years;  £2  2s.  per  term  afterwards,  if 
tuition  is  required.  At  Charsley's  Hall  there  is  no  fixed  tuition  fee : 
members  are  at  liberty  to  elect  their  own  tutors. 

Selected  Candidates  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India, 

The  University  of  Oxford  being  one  of  the  Universities  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  at  which  Selected  Candidates  for 
the  Civil  Service  of  India  may  pass  the  prescribed  two  years  of 
probation,  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  University  for  the 
instruction,  and  by  most  colleges  for  the  reception,  of  such  Selected 
Candidates. 

1.  Admission  of  Selected  Candidates. — ^A  Selected  Candidate  is 
eligible  for  immediate  admission  at  almost  all  colleges  and  haUs,  or  as 
an  unattached  student  of  the  University.  He  is  in  all  cases  required 
to  matriculate  as  a  member  of  the  University,  but  he  is  not  required  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  number 
of  rooms  in  a  college  or  hall  is  almost  always  smaller  than  the  number 
of  its  undergraduates,  it  is  not  always  possible  for  such  candidates 
to  be  admitted  to  residence  within  the  college  walls :  in  this  case  they 
can  reside  in  licensed  lodgings  selected  by  themselves.  The  arrange- 
ments of  the  several  colleges  and  halls  vary  so  widely  that  it  is 
advisable  for  a  Selected  Candidate,  as  soon  as  he  has  fixed  upon  the 
particular  college  or  hall  at  which  he  would  prefer  to  enter,  to  wiit« 
to  the  Head  of  that  college  or  hall,  and  ascertain  from  him  the  precise 
conditions  under  which  he  would  be  admitted. 

2.  Insirtiction  of  Selected  Candidates, — Instruction  is  provided  by 
the  University  in  each  of  the  six  subjects  prescribed  in  the  Regula- 
tions of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners.  (1)  In  Law,  the  Reader 
in  Indian  Law  lectures  three  days  a  week  upon  all  the  prescribed 
subjects.  The  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law  usually  gives  two,  or 
three,  courses  a  year  upon  Roman  Law.  The  Reader  in  Roman  Law 
will  also  in  future  lecture  in  that  subject.  A  fee  of  £1  is  payable  to 
the  Reader  in  Indian  Law  for  each  course  of  lectures.  (2)  In  the 
Classical  Languages  of  India  the  Professor  of  Sanskrit  gives  instrac- 
tion  four  or  five  times  a  week  during  each  term  both  in  the  elements 
and  in  the  higher  philology  of  the  language;  the  Lord  Almoner's 
Professor  of  Arabic  and  the  Laudian  Professor  of  Arabic  give  what- 
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ever  instmction  may  be  necessary  in  that  language  during  each  term, 
and  the  teacher  of  Persian  lectures  during  thirty-two  weeks  in  the 
year.  The  statutable  fees  are  £1  per  term  to  the  Laudian  Professor 
of  Arabic,  and  £5  for  every  period  of  eight  weeks  to  the  teacher 
of  Persian  for  daily  instruction,  £3  for  instruction  every  other  day. 
(3)  In  the  Yemacular  Languages  of  India  the  teacher  of  Hindustani 
and  the  Teacher  of  Telugu  give  instruction  three  times  a  week  during 
thirty-two  weeks  in  the  year  in  Hindustani,  and  in  Telugu  and  Tamil^ 
respectively ;  the  fees  are  the  same  as  those  mentioned  above  in  the 
case  of  the  teacher  of  Persian.  (4)  In  the  History  and  Geography 
of  India  the  Reader  in  Indian  History  lectures  twice  a  week  during 
term,  and  also  receives  exercises  from  persons  Kho  attend  his  lectures. 
A  fee  of  £1  is  payable  for  each  course  of  lectures.  (5)  In  Political 
Economy  the  Professor  of  Political  Economy  lectures  usually  three 
times  a  week  during  term.  These  lectures  are  open  without  fee. 
(6)  In  Natural  Science,  the  Professor  of  Botany,  Geology,  and 
Zoology,  respectively,  give  not  only  lectures  but  practical  instruction, 
and  the  Botanic  Garden  and  the  Geological  and  Zoological  depart- 
ments of  the  Museum  are  open  for  study  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  year.  A  fee,  which  varies  from  £1  Is.  to  £3  3s.,  is  usually 
charged  for  instruction  in  Botany ;  instruction  in  the  other  subjects 
is  free.  In  addition  to  the  University  teaching,  every  Selected  Can- 
didate who  enters  a  college  or  hall  is  admitted  to  the  lectures  of 
the  coUege  or  hall,  so  far  as  they  bear  upon  his  course  of  reading. 
There  is  no  special  instruction  provided  by  the  colleges  for  such 
candidates,  except  that  at  BaUiol  lecturers  have  been  appointed  to 
supplement  the  University  teaching  in  Political  Economy  and  some 
oriental  languages. 

3.  ExaminaUona  for  the  Degree  of  BA. — ^A  Selected  Candidate  is 
not  required  to  pass  Responsions ;  but  he  must  pass  the  First  Public 
examination  in  the  ordinary  way.  In  the  Pass  School  of  the  Second 
Public  examination  certain  changes  have  recently  been  made,  the 
operation  of  which,  though  not  confined  to  Selected  Candidates,  is  of 
special  benefit  to  them.  A  candidate  in  that  School  may  now  offer 
Sanskrit,  or  Persian,  or  both,  in  lieu  of  either  Greek  and  Latin  or  a 
modem  European  language ;  he  may  also  offer  a  period  of  Indian 
History  and  a  branch  of  Indian  Law.  That  is  to  say,  he  can  obtain 
his  degree  by  offering  three  of  the  same  subjects  which  he  is  required 
to  offer  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

4.  Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  B,C.L. — Certain  branches  of 
Indian  Law  are  now  included  as  principal  subjects  in  this  exami- 
nation. 
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OxFOBD  Local  Examinations. 
ExaminaHon  of  Senior  Candidatea, 

Candidates  for  this  examination,  who  may  be  of  either  sex, 
must  not  hare  exceeded  their  eighteenth  jear  on  the  SQth  of  April 
preceding  the  examination:  but  for  persons  who  offer  themselyes 
for  examination  with  a  view  to  satisfjing  the  prelmiinaiy  reqnire- 
ments  of  the  Uniyersity  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music, 
there  is  no  prescribed  limit  of  age.  The  examination  consists  of 
three  parts :  I.  Examination  in  preliminary  subjects,  t.6.  (1)  a 
grammatical  paper  on  some  portion  of  an  English  author,  (2)  a 
short  English  composition,  (3)  Arithmetic.  This  is  obligatoiy  on 
all  candidates.  II.  Examination  in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and 
Religion,  i.e.,  in  certain  portions  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer.  This  is  obligatory  on  all  persons  unless  their 
parents  or  guardians  object  to  it  on  conscientious  grounds.  TTT, 
Examination  in  optional  subjects:  each  candidate  must  pass  in  one 
of  the  sections  marked  B,  C,  D,  and  if  he  has  declined  the  exami- 
nation in  the  Rudiments  of  Faith  and  Religion  he  must  pass  in  two 
of  the  sections  marked  A,  B,  C,  D.  The  subjects  are  :  A.  Engliah. 
B.  Languages,  i.e.,  either  Latin  or  Greek,  or  French  or  Grerman.  O. 
Mathematics,  i.e.,  Pure  Mathematics  to  Algebraical  Greometiy  incluaiye. 
Mechanics,  and  Hydrostatics.  D.  Physics,  i.e.,  one  of  the  four  fol- 
lowing groups  of  subjects:  (1)  Electricity,  Magnetism,  Lights  and 
Heat;  (2)  Chemistry;  (3)  Y^etable  and  Animal  Physiology;  (4) 
Geology  and  Mineralogy.  Candidates  may  also  offer  E,  Drawing,  and 
F,  Music.  The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  are  published  in 
two  separate  lists :  (1)  a  list  arranged  in  two  divisions  for  each  of  the 
sections  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F;  (2)  a  general  list,  arranged  in  three 
divisions.  Successful  candidates  also  receive  a  certificate,  signed  by 
the  Yice-Chancellor,  and  conferring  on  them  the  title  of  Associate  in 
Arts.  Those  candidates  who  show  sufficient  merit  in  translations 
from  Latin  and  Greek  authors,  in  Grammar,  in  Latin  Prose  Com- 
position, and  in  Mathematics,  to  be  excused  from  Responsions,  may 
receive  a  certificate  from  the  Delegates  to  that  effect. 

Examination  of  Women  over  Eighieen  Yea/r$  of  Age, 

This  consists  of  two  parts:  I.  The  First  examination.  Every  can- 
didate is  required  to  satisfy  the  Delegates  in  (1)  English  Composition ; 
(2)  any  two  of  the  following  languages — (a)  Latin,  (6)  Greek,  (c) 
French  or  ItaUan,  (d)  German ;  (8)  Arithmetic ;  (4)  Euclid,  i,  ii,  i^ 
Algebra  to  Simple  Equations  inclusive.    Candidates  are  expected  to 
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answer  questioxis  on  the  grammar  of  the  langoages  selected,  and  to 
translate  a  piece  of  easy  English  into  Latin,  French  or  Italian,  and 
German,  as  the  case  may  be.  11.  The  Second  examination,  which 
consists  of  two  parts :  (1)  the  Pass  examination,  (2)  the  examination 
for  Honours.  The  Paaa  examUnaiion  is  divided  into  six  sections,  viz. : 
A.  Langnages,  i.e.,  the  same  languages  as  are  required  in  the  Prelimi- 
nary examination,  more  advanced  knowledge  being  required.  B. 
Ancients  History,  i.e.,  Greek  History  from  B.C.  510  to  the  death  of 
Alexander,  and  Roman  History  from  the  beginning  of  the  First  Punic 
War  to  the  accession  of  Nerva,  together  with  a  special  period  more 
thoroughly  studied.  G.  Modem  History,  t.e.,  English  History  from 
the  accession  of  Henry  II.  to  the  Revolution  of  1688,  together  with 
a  special  period  of  either  European  or  English  History  more  accu- 
rately studied.  D.  Mathematics,  i.e.,  (a)  Algebra,  (&)  Euclid  i.-iv.,  or 
equivalent,  (c)  Elements  of  Mechanics.  E.  Physical  Science,  i.e.,  (1)  as 
necessary  subjects — (a)  The  Elements  of  Physics,  i.e.,  Mechanics,  with 
either  Heat,  Light  and  Sound,  or  Magnetism  and  Electricity,  and  (h) 
the  Elements  of  Ghemistry ;  (2)  as  optional  subjects — (a)  The  Elements 
of  Biology,  (&)  the  Elements  of  Geology.  F.  Logic  and  Political 
Economy,  i.e.,  the  greater  part  of  either  Whately  or  Jevons'  Logic, 
and  Adam  Smith,  books  i.,  ii.  In  order  to  obtain  the  certificate  of 
having  passed  this  examination,  it  is  necessaay  to  pass,  at  the  same 
time,  in  Section  A  and  in  one  at  least  of  the  other  sections.  No  can- 
didate can  be  examined  in  more  than  three  sections  at  any  one 
examination. 

The  examination  for  Honowra  is  divided  into  eight  sections,  viz.  (1) ' 
English;  (2)  Latin  and  Greek;  (3)  German,  French,  Italian,  and 
Spanish  '(candidates  are  required  to  offer  Grerman  and  one  at  least  of 
the  other  three  languages) ;  (4)  Mathematics,  Pure  and  Mixed ;  (5) 
Ancient  History,  with  Latin  and  Greek  Texts;  (6)  Modem  History, 
with  original  Texts ;  (7)  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy;  (8)  Physical 
Science,  i.e.,  one  or  more  of  the  following  subjects — (a)  Physics,  (6) 
Chemistry,  (c)  Biology,  (d)  Geology.  No  candidate  can  offer  at  the 
same  examination  more  than  one  of  these  eight  sections.  Those  who 
satisfy  the  examiners  are  divided  into  three  classes  in  each  section, 
according  to  their  merits,  the  highest  class  being  assigned  only  to 
those  who  pass  with  gp*eat  distinction. 

There  is  also  a  separate  and  optional  examination  in  the  Budimenta 
of  Faith  and  Beligion,  which  is  divided  into  two  parts:  (1)  Holy 
Scripture,  with  or  without  a  knowledge  of  the  Greek  Text  of  the 
selected  books  of  the  New  Testament;  (2)  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.     Candidates  for  a  certificate  must  satisfy  the  examiners  in 
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the  first  of  these  parts,  but  are  not  necessarily  required  to  offer  the 
second. 

Association  fob  Fbomoting  the  Hioheb  Education  of 

Women  in  Oxfobd. 

According  to  the  roles  of  the  association,  its  object  is  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  system  of  instruction  having  general  reference  to  the 
Oxford  Examination  of  Women  over  eighteen  years  of  age.  The 
association  consists  of  (1)  Ordinary  members,  being  subscribers  of  not 
less  than  £1  per  annum,  or  donors  of  not  less  than  £10,  or  guarantors 
of  not  less  than  £5  a  year  for  the  first  three  years ;  and  (2)  Honorary 
members,  being  those  persons  who  have  been  appointed  to  deliver 
lectures  to  women  on  behalf  of  this  association  (all  professors  and 
public  lecturers  of  the  University  whose  lectures  are  open  to  women 
being  included),  who  are  all  entitled  to  vote  at  meetings  of  the 
association.  The  committee  does  not  include  in  its  scheme  of 
instruction  lectures  on  religious  subjects,  but  without  maViTig  dis- 
tinctions on  theological  grounds,  allows  the  rooms  at  its  command 
to  be  used  for  such  lectures  as  are  adapted  to  the  wants  of  different 
sections  of  the  students. 

1.  The  students  consist  of  those  (1)  who  propose  to  offer  themselves 
for  examination  under  the  provisions  of  the  Oxford  Examination  of 
Women  over  eighteen  years  of  age;  (2)  who  without  offering  them- 
selves for  this  examination  [propose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  teaching 
provided  by  the  association  and  of  the  terminal  examinataons.  2. 
Other  ladies  who  desire  to  attend  courses  of  lectures  may  obtain 
permission  to  do  so  on  payment  of  a  fee,  the  committee  reserving  to 
itself  the  power  of  deciding  for  what  courses  of  lectures  this  per- 
mission will  be  granted.  Application  to  be  made  through  the  secre- 
taries. 3.  All  students  who  propose  to  offer  themselves  for  the 
Further  Examination  of  Women  over  eighteen  years  of  age  most 
either  (a)  have  passed  the  "First  Examination"  (see  Regulations  for 
the  Oxford  "  Examination  of  Women  over  eighteen  years  of  age  **)  or 
some  other  examination  accepted  by  the  delegates  as  equivalent ;  or  (fi) 
offer  themselves  for  the  First  Examination  on  the  first  opportunity. 
4.  No  Entrance  examination  will  be  required  as  a  condition  of  attend- 
ing the  lectures  and  classes.  5..  The  academic  year  from  October 
to  June  will  be  divided  into  three  terms,  corresponding  generally  to 
the  terms  of  the  University  of  Oxford.  6.  Each  class  will  meet  twice 
a  week  for  eight  weeks  in  term.  Papers  will  be  set  at  intervals,  and 
assistance  given  in  the  subjects  treated  of  by  the  lecturer.  7.  The 
fee  for  a  single  course  of  lectures  will  be  two  guineas,  separate  arrange- 
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ments  being  made  for  lectures  under  Section  £  (FhTsical  Science), 
and  for  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  are  not  specified  in  the  printed 
Scbeme  of  Lectures.  8.  Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  end  of 
each  term  in  the  subjects  of  the  lectures  provided  by  the  association. 
Students  who  at  such  examinations  fail  on  two  consecutiye  occasions 
to  satisfy  the  examiner  in  any  one  subject  shall  not  continue  ta 
attend  the  lectures  in  that  subject.  Note  1.  The  Committee  will  not 
guarantee  the  deliyery  of  any  course  of  lectures  where  the  number 
of  applicants  is  less  than  three.  In  such  cases,  howeyer,  they  will 
endeavour  to  meet  the  requirements  of  students  as  far  as  funds  permit. 
Note  2.  The  Committee  intend  to  form  a  fund  in  aid  of  deserving 
students  who  require  help  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  their  course. 
They  also  hope  to  found  open  scholarships  and  exhibitions  to  be 
awarded  annually  to  those  who  distinguish  themselves  in  the  exami- 
nations. A  scholarship  of  £20,  tenable  for  two  years,  has  been  offered 
to  the  association  by  the  Master  of  University.  All  students  attend- 
ing the  lectures  must  reside  in  some  house  sanctioned  by  the  com- 
mittee. Inquiries  respecting  the  accommodation  in  Oxford  available 
for  students  should  be  addressed  to  Mrs.  T.  H.  Green,  13,  Banbury- 
road,  Oxford. 

GiBTON  College,  Cambridge. 

According  to  the  report:  This  College  is  designed  to  hold,  in 
relation  to  girls'  schools  and  home  teaching,  a  position  analogous 
to  that  occupied  by  the  universities  towards  the  public  schools  for 
boys.  The  students'  fees  are  fixed  on  such  a  scale  as  to  secure  that, 
the  building  having  been  provided,  the  institution  shall  be  self- 
supporting.  The  College  has  been  incorporated  xmder  the  name  of 
Girton  College.  The  Memorandum  of  Association  contains  the  follow- 
ing clauses : — 

The  objeots  for  which  the  AsBooiation  is  eatabliihed  are  to  erect,  maintain, 
and  oondnot  a  College  for  the  higher  education  of  women  ;  to  take  snch  atepa 
as  from  time  to  time  may  be  thought  most  expedient  and  effeotoal  to  obtain  for 
the  students  of  the  College  admlsaion  to  the  examinations  for  degrees  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  and,  generally,  to  place  the  College  in  connection 
with  that  nniveraity. 

BeUgiooB  instmotion  and  ierrices,  in  acoordance  with  the  piiuoiplefl  of  the 
Church  of  England  as  by  law  establiahed,  shall  be  given  and  held  in  the  said 
College  or  in  connection  therewith,  bnt  attendance  on  each  iuatraotion  or 
services  shall  not  be  required  from  any  student  who,  being  of  full  age,  or 
whose  parents  or  guardians,  if  such  student  be  not  of  full  age,  may  object 
thereto  in  writing. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  student  of  the  College  who  shall  not  have 
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passed  snob  an  examinaiioa  m  to  knowledge  and  ability  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  required. 

The  College  was  opened  Bome  years  ago  in  a  hired  boose  at 
Hitcbin,  for  the  reception  of  six  students.  In  1873  it  was  remoTed  to 
a  building  erected  for  tbe  purpose  at  Grirton,  near  Cambridge.  Since 
that  time,  the  increasing  number  of  students  has  made  two  consider- 
able extensions  necessary.  The  building  at  present  forms  two  sides 
of  a  quadrangle,  and  comprises  fifty-five  sets  of  rooms  for  students, 
rooms  for  the  Mistress  and  three  resident  lecturers,  eight  lecture 
rooms,  a  dining  hall,  a  prayer  room,  and  a  hospital  suite  completely 
isolated.    A  laboratory  and  gymnasium  adjoin  the  building. 

The  College  cowrse  occupies  three  years,  half  of  each  year  being  spent 
in  residence.  The  academical  year  is  approximately  thus  divided: 
Michaelmas  term,  beginning  about  the  middle  of  October,  eight  weeks ; 
Lent  term,  beginning  about  the  end  of  January,  eight  weeks ;  Easter 
term,  beginning  in  April,  eight  weeks.  The  cha/rgefor  hoards  lodging , 
and  instntcHon  is  £35  per  term,  paid  in  advance.  This  sum  covers 
the  whole  of  the  university  and  College  charges.  Candidates  for 
admission  are  required  to  pass  an  Entrance  examination  and  to 
furnish  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  character.  Students  may  enter 
either  in  the  Michaelmas  or  Easter  term.  Those  who  enter  at  Easter 
gain  an  additional  term  for  study.  Three  months'  notice  is  required 
previous  to  withdrawal.  Except  in  special  cases  students  are  not 
received  under  the  age  of  eighteen. 

Entrance  Examination, — ^Examinations  are  held  in  London  in  March 
and  June.  A  fee  of  £1  is  charged.  Forms  of  entry  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Secretary.  Application  should  be  made  for  these  forms  in 
time  to  return  them,  filled  up,  with  the  examination  fee,  not  later  than 
January  Slst  for  the  March  examination,  and  April  30th  for  the  Jnne 
examination.  (Information  as  to  the  scholarships  that  will  be  offered 
for  competition  will  be  supplied  by  the  Secretary.)  The  examination 
is  conducted  in  writing.  Every  candidate  is  required  to  satisfy  the 
examiners  in :  Part  I. :  Preliminary :  1.  The  Principles  and  Practioe 
of  Arithmetic.  2.  English  Grammar  and  Composition,  with  questions 
on  the  construction  of  sentences  and  meanings  of  words.  3.  Physical 
and  Political  Geography.  4.  English  EListory.  Candidates  will  be 
examined  upon  a  special  period.  A  general  knowledge  of  the 
leading  facts  of  English  Histoiy  is  also  reqilired.  *5.  Scriptore 
History  (the  New  Testament).  Part  IL :  Optional  Subjects :  Evexy 
candidate    is    also    required    to    satisfy   the    examiners    in   two    of 
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the  following  Grabjects,  of  which  one  must  be  a  language.  No 
candidate  will  be  examined  in  more  than  fiye.  1.  Latin:  Easy 
passages  for  translation  from  Latin  into  English,  and  easj 
English  sentences  for  translation  into  Latin,  with  questions  on 
Grammar.  2.  Greek :  An  easy  passage  of  Attic  Greek  for  trans- 
lation into  English,  and  easy  English  sentences  for  translation 
into  Greek,  with  questions  on  Grammar.  3.  French,  4.  German. 
5.  Algebra  I  Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division  of 
Algebraical  quantities,  fractions,  square  and  cube  roots,  simple 
and  quadratic  equations,  permutations  and  combinations,  arithmetical 
and  geometrical  series,  yariation,  ratio  and  proportion,  scales  of  nota- 
tion and  the  binomial  theorem.  A  knowledge  of  Algebra  up  to  and 
including  simple  equations,  will  enable  a  candidate  to  pass  in  this 
subject.  6.  Geometry :  Euclid,  books  L — ^iv.,  vi.,  and  xi.,  props.  1-21. 
A  knowledge  of  books  i.-iii.  will  enable  a  candidate  to  pass  in  this 
subject.  7.  Trigonometry,  up  to  and  including  the  solution  of 
triangles;  the  elementary  parts  of  Conic  Sections  treated  geometri- 
cally and  analytically. 

The  following  examinations  may  be  substituted  for  the  Entrance 
examination:  1.  The  Matriculation  examination  of  the  Uniyersity  of 
London ;  2.  The  Matriculation  examination  of  the  Boyal  Uniyersity  of 
Ireland;  3.  The  Cambridge  Higher  Local  examination,  provided  that 
Group  B  is  included;  4.  The  examination  for  certificates  of  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board;  5  and  6.  The 
Cambridge  or  the  Oxford  Local  Examination  for  Senior  Students; 

7.  Three  sections,  including  A  and  B,  or  section  A  and  two  Languages 
in  section  B  of  the  Durham  Local  Examination  for  Senior  Students ; 

8.  The  Edinburgh  Local  Examination  for  Honours,  provided  that  the 
department  of  Languages  is  included;  9.  The  Senior  Grade  of  the 
Irish  Intermediate  Examination  if  the  candidate  passes  in  five 
subjects  exclusive  of  Drawing  and  Music,  and  inclusive  of  ^irithmetic, 
English,  and  some  other  language;  10.  The  Glasgow  Senior  Local 
examination,  provided  that  one  of  the  optional  subjects  selected  is 
taken  from  department  F. 

Course  of  Study. — Subjects  of  Instruction i  Divinity;  Modem 
Languages  (English,  French,  and  German);  Classics;  Mathematics, 
Pure  and  Mixed;  Natural  Science;  Moral  Science;  History;  Yocal 
Music.  Any  of  the  above  subjects  will  be  taught  in  the  regular 
College  course,  provided  that  there  are  a  su£&cient  number  of  students 
desirous  of  taking  the  subject  to  form  a  class.  Students  may  select 
a  course  of  study,  but  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than 
a  maximum  or  less  than  a  minimum  number  of  subjects. 
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Certificates, — A  certificate,  called  a  Degree  Certificate,  is  conferred 
upon  any  student  whoee  proficiency  has  been  certified  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  College,  according  to  the  standard  of  any  examinations 
qualifying  for  the  B.A.  degree  of  the  Uniyersity  of  Cambridge,  pro- 
vided that  such  student  has  fulfilled,  so  far  as  in  the  judgment  of  ^the 
College  was  practicable,  all  the  conditions  imposed  for  the  time  being 
by  the  University  on  candidates  for  degrees.  A  certificate,  called  a 
College  Certificate,  will  be  conferred  upon  any  student  who  shall  have 
passed,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  College,  examinations  similar  in 
subjects  and  standard  to  those  qualifying  for  the  B.A.  degree  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  the  following  deviations  being  permitted; 
the  substitution  of  French  and  English  or  German  and  English  for 
Latin  or  for  Greek ;  the  substitution  of  English,  French,  and  German 
for  both  Latin  and  Greek ;  the  ommission,  in  case  of  objection,  of  the 
Theological  part  of  the  examinations.  Every  student  holding  a 
degree  or  College  certificate  is  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
certificated  students. 

Scholarships. — Scholarships  and  exhibitions  (except  those  awarded 
upon  special  subjects)  will,  as  a  rule,  be  awarded  for  aggregate  merit 
in  the  Entrance  examination,  but  the  examiners  are  empowered  to 
disregard  the  aggregate  in  the  case  of  excellence  in  Classics,  or  in 
Mathematics,  or  in  the  remaining  subjects.  The  maximum  of  marks 
obtainable  in  each  of  the  different  subjects  is  as  follows :  Greek,  200 ; 
Latin,  200 ;  Arithmetic,  100 ;  Algebra,  150 ;  Geometry,  150 ;  Trigono- 
metry and  Conic  Sections,  150 ;  French,  125 ;  German,  125 ;  Histoiy, 
100 ;  English,  100 ;  Scripture,  50 ;  G^graphy,  50.  AU  the  scholarships 
are  tenable  for  three  years ;  only  one  can  be  held  by  the  same  student. 
The  scholars  will  be  required  to  read  for  a  Degree  Certificate  in 
Honours.  At  the  March  examination  the  Sir  Francis  Ooldsmid 
Foundation  scholarship  of  the  annual  value  of  not  less  than  £46  for 
three  years  is  awarded.  A  scholarship  of  the  value  of  £60  a  year  for 
three  years  is  awarded  to  the  best  candidate  at  the  Dublin  centre.  At 
the  June  examination  the  Clothworhers'  exhibition  of  the  value  of 
£84  a  year,  for  three  years,  is  awarded  to  a  lady  whose  means  are 
'('nadequate  to  cover  the  whole  cost  of  her  College  educatioii. 
•preference  being  given  to  one  engaged  in,  or  preparing  for,  the  pro- 
Cession  of  teaching.  A  scholarship  of  the  value  of  £60  a  year,  for 
three  years,  is  offered  at  the  Cambridge  Higher  Local  examination 
^or  proficiency  in  Latin,  credit  being  also  given  for  knowledge  of 
•Greek  and  Mathematics. 

Examinations  for  Certificates, — Degree  Certificate:  A  D^^ree  Certifi- 
cate may  be.  obtained  by  passing  the  examinations  which  Qualify 
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•either  for  tlie  Cambridge  Ordinary  B.A.  degree  or  for  Honours.  The 
-examinations  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  degree  are  :  I.  The  Previous 
examination  ;  II.  The  General  examination  ;  III.  The  Special 
examination.  I.  The  Previous  examination  consists  of  two  parts, 
the  first  of  which  embraces  four  subjects — ^viz. :  1.  One  of  the  Four 
Gospels  in  the  original  Greek;  2.  One  of  the  Latin  Classics;  3.  One 
of  the  Greek  Classics ;  4.  A  paper  of  questions  on  Latin  and  Greek 
Grammar,  with  reference  principally  to  the  set  Latin  and  Greek 
subjects.  And  the  second  the  following  four  subjects — ^viz. :  1.  Paley's 
Evidences ;  2.  Euclid,  books  i.,  ii.,  iii.,  definitions  1-10  of  book  v.,  and 
propositions  1-19  and  A,  of  book  vi. ;  3.  Arithmetic ;  4.  Elementary 
Algebra.  The  two  parts  of  the  examination  may  be  taken  at  different 
times. 

II.  The  subjects  of  the  General  examination  are :  1.  The  Acts  of 
the  Apostles  in  the  original  Greek;  2.  One  of  the  Latin  Classics; 
3.  One  of  the  Greek  Classics  ;  4.  Algebra ;  5.  Elementary  Statics ; 
6.  Elementary  Hydrostatics  and  Heat;  7.  A  voluntary  paper  con- 
taining one  or  more  passages  of  English  for  translation  into  Latin 
Prose ;  8.  A  voluntary  paper  containing  one  or  more  subjects  for  an 
English  Essay,  one  or  more  passages  foom  Shakespeare  or  Milton  to 
be  punctuated  and  paraphrased,  and  questions  on  a  play  of  Shake- 
speare. 

III.  The  subjects  of  the  Special  examinations,  one  of  which  must 
be  passed  by  candidates  for  the  Ordinary  degree,  are  :  Theology, 
Logic,  Political  Economy,  Law,  History,  Chemistry,  G^eology,  Botany, 
Zoology  (including  Anatomy  and  Physiology),  Mechanism  and  Applied  . 
Sciences. 

The  examinations  for  Honours  are:  I.  The  Previous  examination, 
with  the  following  additional  subjects:  1.  Algebra;  2.  Elementary 
parts  of  Trigonometry ;  3.  Elementary  Mechanics.  II.  Any  one  of 
the  following  Triposes :  The  Mathematical  Tripos,  including  Natural 
Philosophy;  the  Classical  Tripos,  including  Philology,  History,  and 
Philosophy  ;  the  Moral  Sciences  Tripos,  including  Moral  and 
Political  Philosophy,  Mental  Philosophy,  Logic,  and  Political  Eco- 
nomy ;  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos  ;  the  Theological  Tripos ;  the 
Semitic  Languages  Tripos ;  the  Indian  Languages  Tripos ;  the  Law 
Tripos ;  the  Historical  Tripos. 

College  Certifi^^ate. — ^A  College  Certificate  may  be  obtained  on  similar 
<K>nditions  to  those  for  the  Degree  Certificate  with  permission  to  sub- 
stitute Modem  Languages  for  Classics,  and  to  omit  the  Theological 
part  of  the  examination. 

College  Expenses. — Inquiries  being  often  made  as  to  the  total  cost 
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of  the  College  course  and  other  matters  of  detail,  it  is  believed  that 
he  following  information  may  be  of  service :  1.  The  College  fee  of 
£35  per  term  (£105  a  year)  covers  everything  except  purely  personal 
expenses,  such  as  washing  and  books  for  the  student's  private  use. 
2.  The  scholarships  may  be  augmented  in  special  cases  of  promising 
students  who  need  further  assistance.  There  are  also  possibilitiee 
of  assistance  by  loan  on  easy  terms  to  students  unable  to  meet 
the  whole  expense.  3.  Students  ore  not  obliged  to  reside  for  a 
certain  time.  A  [Certificate  cannot  be  conferred  on  less  than  nine 
terms  of  residence,  but  a  student  who  can  only  afford  a  shorter  time 
may  enter  and  share  in  the  advantages  of  the  College  for  such  time  as 
she  may  be  able  to  stay. 

Newnham  College,  Cambbidgb. 

Terms  of  Admission. — Students  are  not  admitted  mider  the  age  of 
eighteen  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances.  They  are  required  to 
give  satisfactory  references,  and  no  student  is  permitted  to  come  into 
residence  without  the  approval  of  the  Principal.  Students  are 
admitted  only  on  giving  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  qualified 
to  profit  by  the  course  of  study  at  Cambridge,  such  as  Honours  in  the 
Cambridge  Senior  Local  examination,  or  in  any  group,  except  group  F, 
of  the  Higher  Local  examination.  In  default  of  honours,  a  pass  in 
group  B  with  Arithmetic,  or  a  pass  in  group  C  may  be  accepted.  The 
case  of  any  student  who  has  fulfilled  none  of  these  conditions  wiU  be 
subject  to  special  consideration.  The  Principal  may  require  any 
student  to  withdraw  who,  in  her  opinion,  is  not  profiting  by  the  course 
of  study  at  Cambridge.  No  student  who  is  not  reading  for  a  Tripos 
examination  with  a  reasonable  prospect  of  obtaining  Honours  will  be 
allowed  to  reside  for  more  than  two  years  without  special  permission ; 
and  permission  to  reside  as  an  out-student  will  in  any  case  require  to 
be  renewed  every  year. 

Expenses, — The  charge  for  board  and  lodging  and  tuition  is  twenty- 
five  guineas  a  term,  payable  in  advance,  with  small  charges  for 
Laboratory  and  Gymnasium.  There  are  three  terms  iu  the  year,  from 
eight  to  nine  weeks  in  length,  the  same  residence  being  required  as  for 
members  of  the  University.  The  charge  for  board  and  lodging  during 
the  Long  Yacation  to  students  resident  by  the  advice  of  the  Principal, 
and  regularly  resident  during  term  time,  is  one  guinea  a  week.  They 
are  required  to  pay  in  addition  for  whatever  instruction  thej  need. 
Other  persons  who  may  be  allowed  to  reside  at  Newnham  Ckiillegs 
during  the  Long  Yacation  will,  except  in  special  cases,  be  dhaiged 
two  guineas  a  week  for  board  and  lodging. 
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Out  Students, — ^The  following  may  be  admitted  hj  the  Council  as 
ont-stndents  of  the  College,  and  they  must  become  members  of  one 
of  the  halls:  (1.)  Women  living  with  their  parents  or  gnardians  in 
Cambridge.  (2.)  Women  not  ^nerally  resident  in  Cambridge  who 
are  bond  fide  students  intending  to  pursue  a  definite  course  of  study, 
who  are  over  thirty  years  of  age— or  unable  to  afford  the  cost  of 
residence  in  one  of  the  halls,  and  accustomed  to  support  themselves^- 
or  otherwise  in  exceptional  circumstances.  These  students  shall  be 
bound  to  reside  in  lodgings  approved  by  the  Principal,  and  to  con- 
form to  such  rules  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  laid  down  for  their 
guidance.  The  tuition  fee  for  out-students  is  six  guineas  a  term, 
payable  in  advance.  Applications  for  admission  as  out-students  must 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

Hoftse  Rules  for  Stiidents, — Students  are  expected  to  consult  the 
Principal  on  receiving  invitations  from  friends,  and  also  if  they  wish 
to  make  excursions  in  the  neighbourhood.  Students  are  expected  to 
inform  the  Principal  what  place  of  worship  they  choose  for  regular 
attendance.  Students  are  expected  to  be  at  home,  during  the  Michael- 
mas and  Lent  terms,  at  6.30  p.m. ;  during  the  Easter  Term  at  8.90 
p.m. ;  on  Sundays,  throughout  the  year,  at  8.30  p jn.  Rules  concerning 
^domestic  arrangements  of  the  household  are  left  entirely  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Principal  Students  are  expected  to  give  three  months 
notice  before  leaving.  Failing  this  they  are  liable  to  be  charged  for 
the  ensuing  term,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Principal. 

Trijpoe  Examinations  and  Prelvminary  Examinations. — ^The  com- 
plete normal  course  of  study  at  Newnham  College  involves  preparation 
for  a  Tripos  examination,  for  which  a  residence  of  from  nine  to  twelve 
terms  is  generally  necessary.*  Before  admission  to  a  Tripos  examina- 
tion, students  must  have  obtained  (i.)  an  Honour  Certificate  in  the 
Higher  Local  examination,  including  a  pass  in  Groups  B  and  C; 
unless  they  have  passed  (ii.)  the  Previous  examination  with  the  addi- 
tional subjects,  or  (iii.)  one  of  the  examinations  which  excuse  members 
of  the  University  from  the  Previous  examination-t      Instruction  is

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regularly  provided  at  Newnham  College  in  the  subjects  required  for 
Tripos  examijiatioiLS,*  and  in  most  of  the  subjects  of  the  Higher 
Local  examination.  Students  are  allowed  to  take  the  Preyious  exami- 
nation (referred  to  above  as  ii.)  if  they  prefer  it;  but  the  College  does 
not  undertake,  except  in  special  caste,  to  provide  instruction  in  pre- 
paration for  it.  Students  intending  to  go  through  a  complete  course 
will  find  preparation,  during  residence,  for  examination  in  subjects  out 
of  their  special  lines  of  study,  to  be  an  undesirable  interference  with 
their  reading  for  the  Tripos.  They  are  therefore  strongly  advised 
to  take  before  coming  up  as  many  as  possible  of  the  groups  required 
for  the  Certificate  (referred  to  above  as  L),  especially  such  of  them 
as  are  unconnected  with  their  chosen  course.  This  is  desirable  also 
on  the  ground  that  students  derive  greater  advantage  from  spending 
their  time  at  Cambridge  in  advanced  rather  than  in  elementary  work. 
There  is  a  system  of  instruction  by  correspondence  in  connection  with 
the  College,  intended  to  promote  the  self -education  of  women  who  are 
unable  to  obtain  efficient  oral  teaching,  and  to  assust  them  isi  pre- 
paring for  the  Higher  Local  examination.  Liformation  respectuig 
it  can  be  obtained  from  the  Hon.  Secretary. 

Fees  for  Univeraity  ExaminoHone. — On  admission  (1)  to  any 
undivided  Tripos,  or  (2)  to  the  first  part  of  the  Classical  Tripos,  or 
(3)  to  the  first  and  second  parts  of  the  Mathematical  Tripos,  or  (4) 
to  the  first  and  second  parts  of  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos, — £6.  On 
admission  (1)  to  the  third  part  of  the  Mathematical  Tripos,  or  (2)  to 
the  second  part  of  the  Classical  Tripos, — ^£2.  On  admission  to  any 
undivided  Tripos,  or  part  of  a  divided  Tripos,  after  having  passed  any 
of  the  examinations  above  mentioned, — £2.  The  fee  for  each  of  the 
three  parts  of  the  Previous  Examination  is  £L 

Lectures. — ^Advanced  students  are  admitted,  under  special  conditions, 
to  certain  courses  of  intercollegiate  lectures.  These  have  included, 
during  the  past  academical  year,  courses  on  Classics,  Moral  Scienoos, 
Natural  Sciences,  and  History.  Certain  of  the  lectures  of  Newnham 
College,  of  which  a  list  is  published  at  the  b^inning  of  each  term,  are 
open  to  women,  other  than  students  of  the  College,  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  seventeen.  Permission  to  attend  them  is  required,  and 
application  for  this  should  be  made  to  the  Secretary.  This  permianoii 
when  once  ^  obtained  is  valid  for  all  subsequent  courses  of  lectures, 
unless  it  be  withdrawn  by  a  special  order  of  the  CouncU.  The  fm 
for  the  term,  for  each  course  of  lectures,  is  from  one  to  two  guineas. 
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aooording  to  the  number  of  leetnres  deliyered  in  a  week;  the  first 
lecture  of  a  oourse  may  be  attended  free  of  charge.  The  lists  of 
lectures  and  tickets  of  admission  are  to  be  obtained  from  Maytmiiiffin 
and  Bowes,  1,  Trinity-street. 

SeholarshipB  <md  Ezhibition$.'-'The  Oouncil  of  Newnham  OoUege 
offer  yarions  scholarships  for  competition  in  the  Cambridge  Higher 
Local  examination,  and  also  in  the  Cambridge  Senior  Local  examina- 
tion. Scholars  are  required  to  commence  residence  in  the  October 
following  their  election,  unless  they  have  not  then  attained  the  age  of 
eighteen,  or  unless  they  are  preyented  by  illness  or  other  grave  cause 
to  be  approved  by  the  Council.  Permission  to  defer  residence  will 
under  no  circumstances  be  granted  for  more  than  a  year.  Two  scholar- 
ships cannot  be  held  simultaneously  by  the  same  person.  A  certain 
number  of  exhibitions  of  £6  5s.  a  term  are  awarded  to  students  needing 
assistance,  regard  being  had  to  intellectual  qualifications,  and  a  written 
statement  of  circumstances  being  required.  These  exhibitions  are 
tenable  with  scholarships.  The  Tripos  fees  of  scholars  and  exhibi- 
tioners are  paid  by  the  College. 

Loan  Fund. — There  is  a  Loan  Fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  College, 
from  which  students  of  limited  means  may  obtain  help  towards  the 
payment  of  their  fees.  They  will  be  expected  to  give  adequate  testi- 
mony respecting  their  intellectual  qualifications,  and  to  make  a 
statement  of  their  circumstances. 

Objects  and  History, — Newnham  College  has  been  formed  by  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Newnham  Hall  Company  with  the  Association 
for  Promoting  the  Higher  Education  of  Women  in  Cambridge,  and 
unites  in  itself  the  whole  of  the  two  bodies.  The  objects  for  which 
the  College  has  been  established  are  stated  in  the  following  extracts 
from  the  "Memorandum  of  Association": 

To  establish  and  maintaJTi  at  or  near  Cambridfe  a  house  or  retidenoe, 
or  honiee  or  reddenoes,  in  which  women  Btndente  may  reside  and  stady. 

To  proTide  for  the  instmotion  of  women  etadente,  and  for  the  delivery 
of  leotores  to  tnoh  students,  or  to  other  women  at  or  near  Cambridge. 

The  doing  of  raoh  other  things  a«  are  incidental  or  oondnoive  to  advancing 
•education  and  learning  among  women  in  Cambridge  and  elsewhere. 

Lectures  for  Women  in  Cambridge  were  first  started  in  January, 
1870.  In  October,  1871,  in  consequence  of  the  demand  from  women 
at  a  distance  to  share  the  advantage  of  the  lectures,  Miss  A.  J.  Clough 
took  charge  of  a  house  at  Cambridge,  with  five  students;  and,  as 
the  nxmiber  of  students  steadily  increased,  Newnham  Hall,  now  called 
the  South  Hall  of  Newnham  College,  was  opened,  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Clough,  in  October,  1875.     In  the  following  year,  it  was  found

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that  thiB  accommodation  was  not  sufficient  for  the  numbers  who  were 
desirons  to  come  into  residence,  and  temporary  arrangements  were 
made  for  them  by  the  Association  for  Promoting  the  Higher  Educa- 
tion of  Women,  until,  in  the  spring  of  1879,  it  was  resolved  to  build 
the  North  Hall,  which  was  completed  and  opened  in  October,  1880. 
To  meet  the  increasing  pressure  for  entrance,  a  new  wing  has  been 
added  to  the  South  Hall,  containing  rooms  for  nine  students.  The 
South  and  North  Halls  of  Newnham  College  are  built  at  Newnham, 
on  sites  of  two  acres  and  a-half  and  three  acres  respectively,  divided 
from  one  another  only  by  a  road.  Together  they  give  accommo- 
dation for  the  Principal  and  Vice-Principal,  resident  lecturers,  and 
about  seventy-seven  students.  Each  student  has  one  room,  whiclt 
serves  both  a«  a  bedroom  and  study,  and  in  each  house  there  are 
a  library,  a  dining  hall,  and  other  rooms  for  the  common  use  of 
the  students.  The  buildings  of  the  North  Hall  include  lecture 
rooms,  and  in  the  grounds  of  the  South  Hall  are  provided  a 
gymnasium  and  a  chemical  laboratory  for  the  use  of  all  the  students 
of  the  College. 

In  consequence  of  the  success  of  students  of  Newnham  and  Girton 
in  the  informal  examinations,  several  memorials  were  in  1880  sent  n^ 
to  the  University  of  Cambridge,  praying  that  the  admission  of  women 
to  Tripos  examinations  might  be  placed  on  a  more  stable  footing.  A 
Syndicate  was  appointed  to  consider  the  question,  and  their  report 
was,  on  the  24th  Feb.,^1881,  confirmed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  by 
a  majority  of  398  to  32.  The  report  embodied  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  That  female  Btadents  who  have  fulfilled  the  oonditioiiB  leBpeoiiBg  length 
of  xefiidence  and  standing  whioh  members  of  the  Univeniiy  axe  reqnixed  to 
f alfil  be  adin*tfced  to  the  Previous  examination  and  the  Tripoe  ezaminations. 

2.  That  raoh  reaidenoe  shall  be  kept  (a)  at  Girton  College,  or  (b)  at  Newn- 
ham  College,  or  (c)  within  the  preoinots  of  the  XJniTeraity  under  the  regnlaUone 
of  one  or  other  of  these  colleges,  or  (cQ  in  any  similar  institatioa  within  the 
preoinots  of  the  University,  which  may  be  recognised  hereafter  by  the  I7iiiver> 
sity  by  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

3.  That  certificates  of  residence  shall  be  given  by  the  anthoritiee  of  Qirton 
College  or  Newnham  College,  or  other  similar  institation  hereafter  xeopgiiiaed 
by  the  University,  in  the  same  form  as  that  which  is  cnstomary  in  the  case  of 
members  of  the  University. 

4.  That  except  as  provided  in  Begnlation  5,  female  students  shall  beCore^ 
ftdmiesion  to  a  Tripos  examination  haye  passed  the  Previous  examinatisa 
(inoluding  the  Additional  Subjects)  or  one  of  the  examinations  whieh  exouse 
membew  of  the  Unireraity  from  the  Prerions  sxsninatioB. 
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5.  That  female  itudenta  who  haTe  obtained  an  Honour  Gertifloate  in  the 
Higher  Local  examination  may  be  admitted  to  a  Tripoe  examination,  thongh 
ench  oertifloate  does  not  corer  the  epeoial  portions  of  the  Higher  Local  exami- 
nation which  are  accepted  bj  the  TJniyerdty  in  lien  of  parte  or  the  whole  of 
the  PrcYiona  examination ;  provided  that  snoh  etadente  hare  paeaed  in  Gronp  B 
(Langnage)  and  Gronp  0  (Mathematioa). 

6.  That  no  female  atndent  ahall  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  any  of  the 
examinations  of  the  UniTersity  who  is  not  recommended  for  admiaaion  by  the 
anthoritiea  of  the  College  or  other  inatitntion  ander  whose  regnlationa  ahe  has 
reeided. 

7.  Tha^  after  each  examination  a  dasa  Uat  of  the  female  atndenta  who  haye 
aatiafied  the  examinera  ahall  be  pnbliahed  by  the  examinera  at  the  aame  time 
with  the  daaa  list  of  membera  of  the  Univeraity,  the  atandard  for  each  class 
and  the  method  of  arrangement  in  each  dass  being  the  same  in  the  two  dasa 
tiats. 

8.  That  in  each  class  of  female  students  in  which  the  names  are  arranged 
in  order  of  merit,  the  place  which  each  of  such  students  would  haye 
occupied  in  the  corresponding  class  of  members  of  the  IJniyeraily  ahall  be 
indicated. 

9.  That  the  examinera  for  a  Tripoa  ahall  be  at  liberfy  to  atate,  it  the  oaae  be 
so,  that  a  female  atndent  who  haa  failed  to  eatiafy  them  haa  in  their  opinion 
reached  a  atandard  equivalent  to  that  required  from  membera  of  the  Uniyeraity 
for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  degree. 

10.  That  to  each  female  atudent  who  haa  aatiafied  the  examinera  in  a  Tripoa 
examination  a  Certificate  ahall  be  c^yen  by  the  Univeraity  atating  the  conditiona 
under  which  ahe  waa  admitted  to  the  examinationa  of  the  Uniyeraity,  the 
examinationa  in  which  ahe  haa  aatiafied  the  examinera,  and  the  dasa  and 
place  in  the  daqa,  if  indicated,  to  which  ahe  haa  attained  in  each  of  auoh 
examinationa. 

11.  That  the  above  Begulationa  come  into  operation  in  the  Eaater  Term, 
1881. 

12.  That  thoae  atndenta  who  at  the  time  when  theae  Begulationa  are  approved 
by  the  Senate  have  already  resided  under  the  regnlationa  of  Qirton  College  or 
Newnham  College  may  on  the  recommendation  of  the  anthoritiea  of  auch 
College  reckon  aa  residence  under  Begulation  2,  either  the  whole  of  their  past 
residence  or  such  part  of  it  only  as  the  authorities  of  suoh  College  think  to  be 
reasonable,  and  their  standing  shaU  be  regulated  accordingly. 

13.  That  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  female  students  on  admission  to  any 
part  of  any  of  the  examinations  of  the  University  as  may  be  hereafter  deter* 
mined  by  Grace  of  the  Senate.

The  Mason  Scienee  College,  Birmingham — the  Normal  Sehool  of  Beienee

The  College  does  not  provide  accommodation  for  residence,  but  a 
register  of  lodgings  is  kept  in  the  Secretary's  office  for  the  use  of 
students.  For  the  convenience  of  residents  at  a  distance,  an  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  with  the  railway  companies,  on  behalf  of  students 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  who  enjoy  the  privilege  of  obtaining 
season  tickets  at  half  the  usual  rates. 

Departments  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

» 

The  session  is  divided  into  the  following  terms:  Winter  term — com* 
mencing  in  October  and  terminating  in  December;  Spring^  term- 
commencing  in  January  and  terminating  in  March;  Summer  term- 
commencing  in  April  and  terminating  in  Jime. 

Adm,ission  of  Students. — The  professors  will  be  glad  to  confer  with 
intending  students,  or  their  parents,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice 
and  information  with  regard  to  the  classes  to  be  attended.  No 
student  will  be  admitted  under  the  age  of  sixteen  without  having 
passed  a  preliminary  examination.  Students  over  sixteen  years  of  age 
are  admitted  without  any  examination  whatever,  but  they  are  strongly 
recommended  to  consult  the  professors  of  the  subjects  they  propose 
to  ^udy  before  finally  selecting  their  classes.  Ail  departments  of  the 
College  are  open  to  both  sexes  on  the  same  terms.  Special  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  the  convenience  of  ladies.  Applicationa  for 
admission  to  the  classes  must  be  made,  either  in  writing  or  personalfy, 
to  the  Secretary,  The  Mason  Science  College,  Binninghain. 
Students  intending  to  take  lodgings  in  Birmingham  or  the  vicinity 
are  requested  to  place  themselves  in  communication  with  the 
Secretary. 

Eni/rance  Examination  for  Students  under  Sissteen  Years  of  Age.^-^ 
Morning,  from  10  to  1:  Arithmetic,  including  proportion  and  extrac- 
tion of  the  square  root;  Algebra,  to  simple  equations;  Qeomeiry^ 
first  book  of  Euclid  or  its  equivalent.

Common  Booms, — ^Two  common  rooms  in  the  basement  are  provided 
for  male  stndents.  Separate  cloak  and  reading  rooms  in  the  east 
wing  (gpronnd  floor)  are  reserved  for  the  accommodation  of  female 
stadents. 

Library,  Ac. — ^The  College  is  provided  with  a  Library  and  a  Cfeo- 
loffical  Muaewm. 

Oovemmewt  Aid  towards  the  Instruction  of  Science  Teachers, — In 
accordance  with  a  minute  adopted  by  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of 
Privy  Council  on  Education,  June,  1881  (Science  Form,  No.  1126), 
their  Lordships  are  prepared  to  pay  three-fourths  of  the  fees  for 
courses  of  laboratory  instruction,  as  stated  below,  for  a  limited 
number  of  teachers  engaged  in  Science  Teaching,  on  condition  that 
satisfactory  terminal  reports  of  their  progress  (to  be  ascertained  by 
examination),  and  of  their  conduct,  be  received  at  the  end  of  the 
Winter,  Spring,  and  Summer  terms.  Applications  for  this  privilege 
must  be  made  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Science  and  Art  Department, 
South  Kensington.  The  selection  of  the  applicants  will  rest  with  the 
Science  aad  Art  Department.  The  fees  for  two  days  a  week  for  the 
session,  from  October  to  June,  are:  For  the  Chemical  Laboratory, 
£9  98.;  for  the  Physical  Laboratory,  £7  7s.;  for  the  Biological 
Laboratory,  £7  7s.  One-fourth  of  the  fees  for  the  whole  session 
must  be  paid  by  the  student  on  entrance,  under  the  usual  condi- 
tions of  the  College ;  the  remaining  three-fourths  will  be  paid  by  the 
Department. 

Wright  Memorial  Scholarships.  —  By  an  arrangement  with  the 
Birmingham  School  Board,  the  Coimcil  have  granted  six  scholar- 
ships tenable  at  the  College,  to  enable  a  scholar  to  go  through 
a  science  course.  The  scholarships  are  tenable  at  Sang  Edward's 
School  for  the  time  intervening  between  leaving  the  board  school 
and  entering  the  College.  The  College  fees  are  remitted  to  the  holders 
of  these  scholarships. 

Hie  Panton  Geological  prize,  of  the  value  of  two  guineas,  is  awarded 
to  the  best  student  in  the  class  of  Local  Geology. 

Examinations  for  Degrees. — ^The  examinations  for  Degrees  in  Arts, 
Science,  and  Medicine,  and  for  Honours,  Exhibitions,  and  Scholarships 
conferred  by  the  University  of  London,  take  place  annually  as  follows: 
For  the  Matriculation,  in  January  and  June  (the  Queen's  College, 
Birmingham,  has  been  appointed  a  local  centre  for  this  examination) ; 
for  the  Intermediate  examinations  in  Arts  and  Science,  in  July  (the 
Hason  Science  College  has  been  appointed  a  local  centre  for  both  these 
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examinations);  for  B.A.  and  B.Sc.,  in  October  and  November;  for 
M.A.,  in  June ;  for  D.Sc.,  in  June  ;  for  the  Intermediate  Literature 
examination,  in  June;  for  D.Lit.,  in  December;  for  Preliminaiy 
Scientific  (M.B.),  in  July  (the  Mason  Science  Collie  has  been  ap- 
pointed a  local  centre  for  this  examination) ;  for  intermediate  exami- 
nation in  Medicine,  in  July ;  for  M.B.,  in  November ;  for  B.S.,  in 
December;  for  M.S.,  in  December;  for  M.D.,  in  December;  for 
examination  in  subjects  relating  to  Public  Health,  in  December;  for 
examination  in  the  Art,  Theory,  and  History  of  Teaching,  in  March.

First  and 
second  terms — The  subjects  treated  in  the  Junior  class  carried  to  a 
higher  dcTelopment,  and  also  the  following:  The  free  motion  of  a 
particle  under  the  action  of  Central  Forces,  or  of  any  Forces ;  Con- 
strained Motion ;  Resisted  Motion ;  Impact  of  Spheres ;  Moments  of 
Inertia ;  Rotation  of  rigid  bodies ;  the  Pendulum ;  Equilibrium  of  any 
system  of  forces  acting  on  a  rigid  body ;  Equilibrium  of  jointed  bars 
and  flexible  cords ;  the  Principle  of  Virtual  Velocities.  Third  term — 
Astronomy.  Students  attending  this  class  during  the  fii'st  and  second 
terms  ¥rill  be  expected  to  be  acquainted  with  the  elements  of  the 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  as  far  as  they  are  taught  in  the 
Senior  Class  of  Pure  Mathematics.  Students  attending  during  the 
third  term  may  attend  (without  fee)  the  lectures  on  Spherical 
Trigonometry  during  the  first  term  in  the  Senior  class  of  Pure 
Mathematics,  in  order  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  that  subject  sufficient 
to  enable  them  to  understand  the  lectures  on  Astronomy.  The  sub- 
jects treated  will  include  the  Mixed  Mathematics  required  for  the 
B.Sc.  Pass  examination  (Branch  2).  Fees :  For  the  first  or  second 
term,  £1;  for  the  third  term,  £1  5s.;  for  the  session,  £3.  (Students 
who  are  preparing  for  the  B.A.  Pass  examination  (Branch  4  h) — are 
recommended  to  attend  the  Junior  Class  of  Applied  Mathematics 
during  the  first  and  second  terms ;  and  the  Senior  class  duiing  the 
third  term). 

§  n. — Physics, — The  complete  course  in  Physics  extends  over  three 
years.  As  a  general  rule,  first  year  students  are  recommended  to 
enter  the  Lower  Junior  class ;  second  year  students,  or  students  who 
have  matriculated  in  the  University  of  London,  should  enter  the 
Higher  Junior  class,  and  third  year  students  the  Senior  class.  This 
rule  is,  however,  subject  to  modification  according  to  the  previous 
Mathematical  and  Physical  training  of  the  students.  In  connection 
with  the  first  and  second  year  courses.  Practical  classes  will  be  held  in 
the  Physical  Laboratory,  which  will  occupy  about  two  hours  weekly. 
In  these  students  will  have  an  opportunity  of  going  through  short 
courses  of  Practical  work,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  repetition  of  experi- 
ments performed  in  the  class.  Members  of  the  Senior  class  should  take 
up  the  fuU  Physical  Laboratory  course  for  at  least  one  day  weekly. 
In  all  the  lecture  classes,  examples  will  be  set  at  each  lecture  to  be 
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worked  oat  of  class.  The  following  is  a  detailed  account  of  tHe 
▼arions  classes:  Lower  Junior  Cl€U9 — ^Winter  and  Spring  terms — 
Dynamics,  Statics,  Hydrostatics.  Summer  term — ^Heat,  Geometrical 
Optics.  This  course  includes  the  subjects  in  which  candidates  are 
examined  in  Natural  Philosophy  at  the  Matriculation  examination 
of  the  University  of  London.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by 
experiments.  In  the  first  term  they  will  be  given  by  the  professor, 
and  in  the  two  following  terms  by  the  demonstrator.  Members  of  this 
class  are  recommended  to  join  the  Mrst  Year  Prctetieal  Class :  This 
class  begins  about  the  middle  of  the  Winter  term,  and  occupies  about 
two  hours  weekly  for  the  rest  of  the  session.  The  work  of  the  class 
consists  chiefly  of  a  repetition  on  the  part  of  the  students  of  experi- 
ments performed  in  the  lectures.  I^es :  For  the  Lecture  class  of  the 
session,  £2  12s.  6d. ;  for  one  term,  £1  7s. ;  for  the  Practical  class  for 
the  session,  £1  lis.  6d.  Members  of  the  Lower  Junior  class  may 
attend  the  course  of  Magnetism  and  Electricity  in  the  Higher  Junior 
class  in  the  Summer  term.  The  additional  fee  for  this  will  be 
£1  lis.  6d.|  including  the  Practical  class,  Higher  Junior  Class: 
Winter  term — Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Sound;  Spring  term — 
Heat  and  Light;  Summer  term — Magnetism  and  Electricity.  This 
course  includes  the  subjects  in  which  candidates  are  examined  in 
Physics  at  the  first  B.Sc.  Pass  examination  of  the  Uniyersity  of 
London.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  experiments.  Members  of 
this  class  are  recommended  to  join  the  Second  Tear  Pra^sHcid  Class : 
This  class  occupies  about  two  hours  weekly.  The  work  of  the  class 
consists  chiefly  of  a  repetition  on  the  part  of  the  students  of  expm- 
ments  performed  in  the  lectures.  Fees :  For  the  Lecture  class  for  the 
session,  £3  13s.  6d. ;  for  one  term,  £1  17s.  6d. ;  for  the  Practical  class 
for  the  session,  £2  28.  Senior  Class :  This  course  includes  the  subjects 
in  which  candidates  are  examined  in  Physics  at  the  Second  B.Sc.  Pass 
examination  of  the  University  of  London.  Members  of  the  class  will 
be  expected  to  have  a  knowledge  of  Elementary  Algebra  and  Trigono- 
metry. They  are  recommended  to  take  the  Physical  Laboratoiy 
course  for  at  least  one  day  weekly.  Fees :  For  the  session,  £2  12b.  6d. ; 
for  one  term,  £1  78. 

Physical  Laboratory  Course, — The  Laboratory  will  be  open  from 
10  to  5  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  for 
students  wishing  to  go  through  a  course  of  Practical  work  more 
advanced  than  that  of  the  Practical  classes.  Before  entering  on  the 
course  they  will  be  expected  to  have  a  knowledge  of  Elementary 
Physics  and  Mathematics.  They  are  recommended  to  join  the  Senior 
Lecture  class  in  which  the  Mathematical  theory  of  many  of  the  experi- 
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ments  will  be  diBcnssed.  To  students  who  have  passed  througli  the 
oonrse,  opportunity  will  be  given  for  further  experiments  or  original 
research.  Fee9 :  For  six  hours  per  week  for  the  session,  £4 ;  for  one 
tenn,  £2;  for  each  succeeding  six  hours  for  the  session,  £2;  for  one 
term,  £1. 

§  m. — Chemi$try  and  MetaUv/rgy. — Twenty  elementary  lectures 
adapted  to  the  requirements  of  beginners  are  giren  in  the  Winter 
term,  and  repeated  after  Christmas.  Lecbwre  Days:  Mondays  and 
Fridays  at  12.0.  The  second  course  begins  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March.  Persons  entirely  imacquainted  with  Chemistry  are  recom- 
mended to  attend  these  lectures  before  entering  for  the  General 
course,  which  commences  in  October.  Candidates  for  the  Matricu- 
lation examination  of  the  Uniyersity  of  London  may  obtain  the 
instruction  they  require  for  that  examination  by  attending  this  coarse. 
Fee,  £1  Is.  General  Course :  The  design  of  this  lecture  course  is  to 
offer  to  the  student  systematic  instruction  in  the  general  principles  of 
the  science,  as  well  as  information  regarding  the  properties  of  the 
most  important  elements  and  their  compounds.  Efforts  are  specially 
made  to  indicate  the  application  of  this  kind  of  knowledge  to  useful 
purposes  in  the  Arts  and  Manufactures.  The  General  course  of 
Lectures  on  Chemistry  will  be  found  useful  by  students  who  are 
afterwards  to  become  Engineers,  Architects,  Builders,  Brewers,  or 
Manufacturers  (such  as  Metallurgists,  Alkali,  Soap,  Manure,  Glass,  or 
Cement  Makers,  Bleachers  and  Dyers,  &c.).  A  short  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  Practical  Experimental  Chemistry  in  the  Laboratory  is  also 
strongly  recommended  to  all  who  wish  to  know  an3rthingof  Chemistry, 
the  duration  of  such  course  depending  upon  the  circumstances  of 
each  case.  Persons  about  to  become  students,  and  desiring  advice 
upon  any  of  these  matters,  are  invited  to  apply  to  the  Professor,  at 
the  College.  Students  preparing  for  the  Intermediate  examination 
in  Science  and  Preliminary  Scientific  (M.B.)  examination  of  the 
University  of  London  should  attend  the  Lectures  on  Inorganic 
Chemistry  (Winter  and  Spring  terms).  Candidates  for  B.Sc.  and 
Intermediate  examinations  in  Medicine  will  in  general  require  only 
that  part  of  the  course  (Summer  term)  which  relates  to  Organic 
Chemistry.  The  full  course,  extending  over  three  terms,  will  also 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  students  preparing  for  the  Associateship 
of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  so  far  as  attendance  at  lectures  on 
General  and  Theoretical  Chemistry  is  concerned.  Fees  (Winter  and 
Spring  terms)  £S  3s.  for  a  single  term,  or  £5  5s.  for  the  course  from 
October  to  March ;  summer  term,  £2  2s.,  or  to  those  students  who 
have  attended  the  first  part  of  the  general  course,  £1  Is. 
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Prctetical  Chemistry. — Laboraiory  Practice :  The  object  of  the 
Laboratory  course  is  to  supply  instruction  in  thQ  principleB  and 
practice  of  Chemical  Analysis,  Qualitatiye  and  Quantitative,  to 
•enable  the  student  to  conduct  original  investigation,  or  to  pursoe 
practically  the  study  of  any  special  branch  of  Chemistry,  with  a  view 
to  its  direct  application  to  manufacturing  or  other  purposes.  Atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  ■  requirements  of  Medical  and  Pharmaoeatical 
students.  Candidates  for  Intermediate  examination  in  Science,  Pre- 
liminary Scientific  (M.B.),  B.Sc.  and  Intermediate  examination  in 
Medicine  of  the  University  of  London,  may  obtain  in  the  Laboratory 
of  the  College  the  instruction  necessary.  The  three  months  course 
of  Practical  Chemistry  for  the  B.Sc.  Edinburgh,  in  the  department  of 
Public  Health,  may  be  taken  in  the  Maaon  College  Laboratory.  The 
Ordinary  course  for  Medical  students  is  g^ven  on  Tuesdays  and  Thurs- 
days at  2  to  4  p.m.  throughout  the  Summer  term.  Fees :  All  day— One 
term,  7  guineas ;  two  terms,  13  guineas ;  three  terms,  18  gpodneas. 
Three  hours  per  day— 4i  guineas,  8i  guineas,  and  12  guineas  respec- 
tively. Practical  CUlss  :  For  Laboratory  Students :  A  Course  of  short 
demonstrations  and  exercises  are  given  by  the  professor  or  one  of  his 
assistants  once  a  week.  All  first>year  students  are  required  to  attend, 
unless  exempted  for  special  reasons  by  the  professor.    No/ee. 

Metallwrgy. — ^A  course  of  about  twenty  lectures  is  given  in  the 
Winter  and  Spring  terms  (October  to  March),  on  Tuesday  afternoons, 
at  2  o'clock,  on  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Metallurgy.  The 
processes  of  extracting  the  chief  useful  metals  from  their  ores  ai« 
fully  described  and  illustrated  as  far  as  possible  by  diagrams  and 
specimens.    Fee  for  the  course,  £1  Is. 

Practical  Metallurgy, — ^Arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  for  giving  instruction  in  the  usual  processes  of  wet  or  dry 
assaying,  in  the  preparation  and  analysis  of  alloys  and  various  fumaoe 
products,  and  in  the  testing  of  metals  by  machinery  (the  last  by 
arrangement  with  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  College). 
Before  entering  upon  this  course,  however,  students  will  be  expected 
to  be  familiar  with  Qualitative  and  Elementary  Quantitative  AnalysiB. 
Fees :  Same  as  for  the  Chemical  Laboratory.  Students  using  the 
testing  machinery  will  pay  £1  Is.  per  term  to  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment. Gkis,  fuel,  water,  and  ordinary  reagents  are  supplied  by  the 
College. 

Excursions, — ^Permission  has  generally  been  obtained  to  visit  some 
of  the  great  factories  in  and  near  Birmingham,  in  which  chemical  and 
metallurgical  industries  are  carried  on.  Students  have  thus  had  most 
valuable  opportunities  of  gaining  a  practical  acquaintance  with  some 
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brandies  of  Applied  Science.  The  privilege  thus  conrteouslj  granted 
bj  sereral  manufacturers  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  enjoyed  in  every  future 
session.    The  excursions  are  conducted  by  the  professor. 

Course  of  Stu&y  recormnended  to  Stvdenta  preparing  for  the  Asaociate 
ship  of  the  Iitsiitute  of  Chemistry, — First  Yea/r  :  1.  Elementry  Mathe* 
matics;  2.  Elementary  Physics;  3.  Elementary  Chemistry;  4.  French; 
5.  German.  The  elementary  course  of  lectures  in  Chemistry  will 
afford  instruction  sufficient  for  the  Matriculation  examination  of  the 
University  of  London.  Second  Year :  1.  Special  course  of  experiment 
in  the  Physical  Laboratory ;  2.  Chemistry,  general  course  of  lectures 
on  Liorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry ;  3.  Chemical  Laboratory  (full 
time);  4.  French  and  Qerman,  if  necessary.  Candidates  for  Inter- 
mediate Science  and  Preliminary  Scientific  (M.B.)  examinations  will 
require  to  attend  only  the  lectures  on  Inorganic  Chemistry,  from 
October  to  March.  They  will  also  require  to  work  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory  for  about  three  days  a  week  during  two  terms.  Third 
Year :  1.  Mineralogy,  or  Geology,  or  Technical  Chemistry ;  2.  Chemical 
Laboratory  (fuU  time) ;  3.  Special  instruction  in  Chemistry.  Students 
taking  Chemistry  for  the  B.Sc.  examination  (London)  should  attend 
the  lectures  on  Organic  Chemistry  (Apnl  to  June),  and  give  as  much 
time  as  possible  throughout  the  session  to  practical  work  in  the 
Chemical  Laboratory.  Candidates  for  the  Intermediate  examination 
in  Medicine  require  the  lectures  on  Organic  Chemistry  (April  to  June); 
also  about  two  terms  in  the  Chemic&l  Laboratory. 

Course  of  Study  recommended  to  Students  about  to  become  Metallur' 
ffists. — First  Yean  1.  Elementary  Mathematics;  2.  Elementary 
Physics ;  3.  Elementary  Chemistry ;  4.  French ;  5.  German.  Second 
Year:  1.  Special  course  of  experiment  in  the  Physical  Laboratory; 

2.  Chemistry — General  course  of  lectures  on  Inorganic  Chemistry; 

3.  Mineralogy;-  4.  Mechanical  Drawing;  5.  Practical  Chemistry  in 
the  Chemical  Laboratory  (as  much  time  as  can  be  spared) ;  6.  French 
and  German,  if  necessary.  Third  Year :  1.  Geology ;  2.  Metallurgry 
(Lectures) ;  3.  Assaying  and  general  Laboratory  Practice. 

Chemistry  for  Medical  Students, — ^The  course  of  lectures  on 
Chemistry  required  by  students  of  Medicine  in  their  first  year  is 
given  in  the  Winter  session,  which  extends  from  October  to  March. 
Students  preparing  for  the  Intermediate  Science  and  Preliminary 
Scientific  (M.B.)  examinations  of  the  University  of  London  should 
attend  during  the  Winter  session  only.  Candidates  for  the  B.Sc.  and 
Intermediate  examinations  in  Medicine  will  in  general  require  only  the 
more  advanced  jMurt  of  the  course  on  Organic  Chemistry  which  is 
given  in  the  summer.    Students  are  requested  to  take  notice  that  the 
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Bchednles  will  be  signed  of  those  only  who  atteoad  at  least  three^loniihs 
of  the  lectures  and  obtain  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  marks  assigned 
to  the  paper  given  in  the  examination  held  at  the  end  of  the  comae 
in  March.  Practical  Chemi9iry:  The  usual  course  of  Practical 
Chemistry  for  Medical  students  is  given  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
at  2  to  4  o'clock,  in  the  Summer  term.  Every  student  attending  this 
course  must  provide  himself  with  the  necessary  apparatus. 

Lectures  on  Metallurgy  for  Studenis  in  Deatittry. — Arrangements 
are  made  for  the  delivery  of  a  short  series  of  lectures  on  Dental 
Metallurgy  when  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  signify  to  the  Secre- 
taiy,  before  the  7th  of  October,  their  desire  to  attend  such  a  course. 

§  lY. — Zoology  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  —  Qeneral  students 
intending  to  commence  and  continue  the  study  of  Biology  are  recom- 
mended to  attend  the  Lecture  courses  in  the  following  ord^ :  FirH 
Tea/r :  (i.)  The  Lectures  and  Laboratory  Course  in  Elementary  Piology 
in  the  Winter  term ;  (ii.)  the  courses  in  Elementaxy  Zoology  in  the 
Spring  and  Summer  terms;  and  (iii.)  the  elementary  lectures  on 
Comparative  Embryology  in  the  Summer  term.  Second  Year:  The 
advanced  course  in  Zoology  should  be  taken.  Winier  Term:  I. 
Elem£ntary  Biology :  This  course  of  lectures  treats  of  the  structure, 
life-history,  and  physiology  of  such  simple  unicellular  plants  and 
animals  as  the  Yeast  plant  (Torula),  Bacterium,  Protococcus,  Proteus 
animalcule  (Amoeba),  the  BeU  animalcule  (YorticeUa),  Paramecium, 
&c.,  and  of  the  histology,  morphology  and  physiology  of  such  more 
complex,  multicellular  forms  as  the  Stonewort  (Chara),  the  Bracken 
Fern  (Pteris),  the  Bean-plant,  the  freshwater  Polype  (Hydra),  the 
freshwater  Mussel  (Anodon),  the  Earthworm,  Lobster,  Frog,  and 
Babbit.  In  the  Practical  class  which  will  be  conducted  in  connection 
with  this  course  the  above-mentioned  aniihal  and  vegetable  types  will 
be  dissected  and  microscopically  examined,  and  instruction  will  be 
given  in  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  the  mounting  and  preserva- 
tion of  microscopic  specimens.  This  course  is  specially  intended  as 
an  introduction  to  the  study  of  the  facts,  methods,  and  principles  of 
Biology,  and  to  more  advanced  courses  of  instruction  in  Zoology, 
Botany,  and  Physiology.  Fee :  For  the  term,  including  the  Lftbora- 
toiy  course,  £2  2s.  (An  additional  charge  of  five  shillings  is 
required  of  students  unprovided  with  microscope  and  dissecting 
instruments.)  II.  Advanced  Zoology :  A  course  of  about  twenty-five 
lectures  is  given  on  the  Anatomy,  Embryology,  and  G^eographical 
Distribution  of  particular  groups  of  Yertebrata  and  XnyertebrBta. 
Fee  for  Lectures  and  Laboratory  course,  £2  2s.  III.  Xadurst  to 
Ladies :  A  course  of  ten  to  twelve  lectuies  is  given  during  the  Winter 
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term  to  Ladies  on  "  Animal  Life."  These  leotures,  which  are 
jK)ptilar  rather  than  technical  in  character,  are  intended  to  be  of 
nse  to  students  preparing  for  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Local 
examination  in  Zoology,  to  those  engaged  in  tuitional  work  in 
high  schools  and  colleges,  and  also  to  those  who  may  wish  to 
possess  some  knowledge  of  the  elementary  principles  of  this 
branch  of  Biology.  The  lectures  treat  of  the  structure  and  mode 
of  life  of  selected  examples  of  the  more  important  types  of 
^LTiiTwal  life.  Fee,  10s.  6d.  Spring  and  Swm/mer  Terms :  lY.  Elemen' 
tary  Zoology :  A  course  of  about  fifty  lectures  on  Elementary  Zoology 
is  conmienced  in  the  Spring  term  and  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
Summer  term.  Practical  Course :  By  way  of  practically  illustrating 
the  lectures  the  student  will  examine  or  dissect  certain  animal  types. 
Fee :  For  lectures  and  Practical  course  (including  use  of  microscope, 
instruments,  &c.),  £2  2s.  per  term.  Y.  CompoA-ative  Embryology :  In  the 
Summer  term  there  is  a  course  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen  elementaiy 
lectures  on  GomparativeE  mbryology.  The  course  treats  of  the 
embryology  and  life  history  of  selected  groups  of  animal  forms,  and 
of  the  more  important  generalizations  which  have  been  deduced  there- 
dh*om.  In  connection  with  these  lectures  there  is  a  Practical  course 
in  which  the  student  works  at  the  embryology  of  a  selected  vertebrate 
type.    Fee,  including  lectures  and  laboratory  course :  £1  Is. 

London  University  Examinations, — Preliminary  Scientific  (M,JB.)  Ex' 
■amdnation:  Candidates  for  this  examination  are  recommended  to 
attend  the  course  on  Elementary  Biology  in  the  Winter  term, 
and  the  Elementary  Zoology  course  in  the  Spring  and  Summer 
terms. 

Bachelor  of  Science  Examinations,  —  Intermeddaie  exam/ination : 
Candidates  for  the  Intermediate  examination  in  Science  should  attend 
the  course  in  Elementary  Biology.  Candidates  for  Honours  in  Zoology 
may  take,  in  addition,  the  course  in  Elementary  Zoology.  B,Sc.  ex* 
4vmvnaiion :  In  addition  to  the  courses  recommended  for  candidates  for 
the  Intermediate  examination,  the  advanced  courses  in  Zoology  and 
Embryology  should  be  taken  by  candidates  intending  to  take  the 
Zoology  papers  of  the  B.Sc.  (Pass  or  Honours)  examination. 

Tutorial  Class. — ^A  Tutorial  class  for  the  revision  of  the  subjects  of 
the  Preliminary  Scientific  (M.B.)  and  Intermediate  examination  in 
Science  is  conducted  once  a  week  in  the  Spring  and  Summer  terms, 
■and  is  open  to  all  who  have  attended  the  Lecture  courses  recom- 
mended for  these  examinations.    Fee :  10s.  6d. 

Zoological  Laboratory, — The  Laboratory  is  open  daily  from  10  to  4 
(Saturdays  excepted).    In  addition  to  students  taking  up  practical 
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work  in  connection  with .  lectures,  the  Laboratory  will  be  open  to 
any  who  may  wish  to  take  up  any  special  course  of  practical  work,  or 
to  porsae  orig^al  rnvestigations,  on  payment  of  the  terminal  labora> 
tory  fee  of  two  guineas. 

§  y.  Botany  and  Vegetable  Phyeiology.^'Elemewtary  Caurae:  An 
elementary  course  of  about  forty  lectures  on  Oomparatiye  Y^etable 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  and  Systematic  Botany  is  given  during  the 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July.  The  first  part  of  the  course  treats  of 
the  nature  and  functions  of  the  yegetable  cell,  and  the  structmne 
(Anatomy)  and  functions  (Physiology)  of  the  yarious  organs  of  which 
the  plant  is  composed ;  the  life  history  of  the  plant  in  its  T^etative 
aspect;  and  the  special  phenomena  connected  with  the  perpetuation  of 
species  (Reproduction).  The  second  part  of  the  course  comprises  a 
systematic  study  of  the  form  of  plants  (Morphology)' and  the  relation- 
ships of  the  more  important  groups  into  which  the  vegetable  kingdom  is 
divided.  This  course  is  intended  (1)  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
medical  students ;  and  (2)  to  serve  as  a  comprehensive  introduction  to 
the  study  of  Botany  for  those  who  are  unacquainted  with  the  subject. 
In  connection  with  the  lectures  there  is  a  course  of  practical  instruc- 
tion in  Botany.  The  first  part  of  this  ends  about  the  middle  of  June^ 
and  consists  of  a  microscopical  examination  of  plant  tissues.  The 
second  part  of  the  Laboratory  course  begins  about  the  middle  of  June, 
and  includes  systematic  plant  instruction  and  description.  The 
microscopical  course  is  open  to  candidates  for  University  examina- 
tions, and  to  other  students  by  permission  of  the  professor;  the 
practical  work  in  systematic  Botany  is  open  to  all  students  attending* 
the  lecture  course.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  course  weekly  excur- 
sions are  made  (weather  permitting)  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
local  flora.  Small  classes  are  held  in  the  Botanical  Gku^ens, 
Edgbaston,  at  times  which  will  be  arranged.  Students  who  attend 
the  lectures  of  the  Professor  of  Botany  are  admitted  to  the  gardens, 
free,  at  all  times  when  open,  upon  production  of  a  ticket  signed  by  the 
Professor.  Fee  (including  practical  course) :  £4  4s.  Advanced  Course : 
A  course  of  about  twenty  lectures  is  given  during  the  months  of  Maj 
and  June  on  Special  Morphology  and  Life  History  of  the  chief  groups 
of  Oryptogamia  and  Phanerogamia,  viz.:  Thallophyta,  Bryophyta» 
Pteridophyta,  Gymnospermia,  Monocotyledones,  and  Dicotyledones. 
Fee  I  £1  Is.  Tutorial  Class:  A  Tutorial  class  for  the  revision  of  the 
Botany  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific  (M.B.)  and  first  B.So.  examina- 
tions is  held  once  a  week  during  the  Summer  term,  and  is  open  to  aD 
those  who  are  attending  the  lecture  course  for  these  examinationa. 
Fee-.  lOs.  6d.    Candidates  for  the  College  of  Surgeons  examinations. 
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the  Preliininaiy  Scieniifio  and  Intermediate  examination  in  Science, 
slionld  attend  the  elementary  conrse;  those  for  higher  examinations 
and  hononrs  should  attend  the  elementary  course  in  their  first  year, 
and  the  advanced  course  through  their  second  year.  Students  are 
requested  to  take  notice  that  the  schedules  wiU  be  signed  of  those  only 
who  attend  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  lectures  and  obtain  at  least 
one-fourth  of  the  marks  assigned  to  the  paper  given  in  the  examina* 
tion  held  at  the  end  of  the  course  in  July. 

§  YI.  Physiology. — SystemaUc  Physiology :  A  course  of  one  hundred 
lectures  is  delivered  during  the  Winter  and  Spring  terms  on  Human 
Physiology,  including  Microscopical  Anatomy.  Special  arrangements 
are  made  for  the  convenience  of  ladies  wishing  to  attend  the  class. 
Fees :  For  one  term,  £2  12s.  6d. ;  for  the  course,  £4  48.  Students 
wishing  to  attend  the  course  a  second  time  are  admitted  at  half  the 
fees. 

Praciical  Physiology, — Bwmmer  term :  In  this  class,  which  consists 
of  lectures,  combined  with  laboratory  work  (in  which  each  student 
taJtes  part),  instruction  is  given  in  (1)  Minute  Anatomy  of  the  Body; 
(2)  Chemical  Physiology ;  (3)  Experimental  Physiology.  Fee :  £4  4s. 
Students  wishing  to  attend  the  class  a  second  time  are  admitted  on 
payment  of  half  the  fees.  All  apparatus,  including  the  use  of  & 
microscope,  is  provided.  Arrangements  as  to  time  will  be  made  to 
suit  the  convenience  of  students.  Physiological  Ldborcdory :  The 
laboratories  are  open  daily  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.

§  VULl.  Otology  and  Mineralogy. — There  are  two  distinct  series  of 
lecture  courses  in  this  dex>artment.  The  normal  or  ordinary  series 
is  designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  ordinary  students  in  Greology* 
The  extra  or  special  series  is  planned  to  meet  the  desires  of  beginners^ 
amateurs,  and  the  general  public.  The  normal  or  ordinary  series  in 
Geology  embraces  those  subjects  in  which  candidates  are  examined  for 
the  Second  B.Sc.  Pass  examination  of  the  University  of  London.. 
Civil  engineers,  mining  engineers,  metallurgists,  and  architects  should. 
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take  at  least  the  first  and  second  cotmes.  Biologists,  students  of 
Medicine,  and  those  interested  mainly  in  the  zoological  bearings  of  the 
science  may  omit  the  so-caUed  second  conrse.  All  students  are 
recommended  to  attend  both  the  Local  and  Excursion  classes  during 
the  Summer  term.

Prcustieai  Cavrec-^ln  connection  with  the  three  foregoing  courses, 
a  class  is  held  in  the  G^logical  Laboratory  and  Museum,  on  the 
afternoons  of  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  at  4  p.m.,  during  the  Winter, 
Spring,  and  Summer  terms.  The  instruction  given  has  reference  to

Extra  Series.'-^ Spring  term:  Phyeiography :  During  the  Spring 
term  a  course  of  ten  lectures  is  given  upon  Physiography  and  Physical 
Geography.  These  lectures  treat  of  the  earth's  surface  features  as 
known  to  us  at  present,  and  of  the  means  by  which  they  have  been 
brought  into  existence.

This  class  is  intended  for 
those  persons  of  leisure  who  desire  to  make  themselves  familiar  with 
thejyresent  state  of  our  knowledge  of  the  surface  of  the  globe;  for 
the  members  of  the  higher  classes  in  schools  and  colleges;  and  for 
those  intending  to  join  the  Summer  Excursion  Glass.  Fee :  For  the 
course,  12s.  6d.  Summer  Term:  Elementary  Gfeology:  Diuring  the 
Summer  term  a  series  of  ten  lectures  of  a  popular  and  elementary 
character  are  given  on  the  afternoons  of  Tuesday  in  each  week,  in 
the  Elements  of  G^edogy :  for  amateurs  and  beginners  in  the  science,

§  IX.  Civil  cmd  Mechanical  Engineering. ^^Ghneral  Arrangements : 
The  programme  of  study  is  arranged  so  that  any  one  year  of  it  may 
be  taken  with  advantage  by  a  student  properly  prepared  for  the 
work  of  that  year.  Students  entering  the  first  year's  course  must 
not  be  less  than  16  years  of  age.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year 
ordinary  claes  cerHfieaiee  of  attendance  and  proficiency  alone  will  be 
given.  At  the  end  of  the  second  year  a  Junior  Engineering  Diploma 
is  given  to  those  students  who  have  earned  it.  At  the  end  of  the 
third  year  a  Senior  Engineering  Diploma  is  given  to  those  attaining 
the  required  degree  of  proficiency.

The  Normal  School  of  Science  and  Royal  School  of  Mines, 
South  Kensington  and  Jebmyn-stbeet  {Science  and  Art  De- 
partment), 

(The  information  here  given  is  supplementary  to  that  on  pp. 
156-7,  under  Science  and  Abt  Depabtment,  South  Ken- 
sington.) 

The  Normal  School  of  Science  at  South  Kensington  is  intended 
primarily  for  the  instruction  of  teachers  and  of  students  of  the 
industrial  classes  selected  by  competition  in  the  examinations  of  the 
Science  and  Art  Department. 

The  Boyal  School  of  Mines  is  affiliated  to  the  Normal  School. 
Students  entering  for  the  Associateship  of  the  School  of  Mines  obtain 
their  general  scientific  training  in  the  Normal  School. 

Other  students  are  admitted,  so  far  as  there  may  be  accommodation 
for  them,  on  the  payment  of  fees  fixed  at  a  scale  sufficiently  high  to 
preyent  undue  competition  with  institutions  which  do  not  receive 
State  aid.  The  instruction  in  the  Normal  School  is  arranged  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  give  the  students  a  thorough  training  in  the  general 
principles  of  science,  followed  by  advanced  instruction  on  one  or  more 
special  branches.  The  Associateehip  is  granted  in  certain  divisions  or 
lines  of  study.  Students  who  go  through  any  one  of  the  prescribed 
courses  of  instruction  and  pass  the  necessary  examinations  receive  a 
certificate  of  Associateship  of  the  Normal  School  or  of  the  Boyal 
School  of  Mines;  but  students  who  are  not  candidates  for  the 
Associateship  are  permitted  to  take  up  the  course  of  instruction  in  one 
or  more  special  branches  of  science,  and  on  passing  the  examination 
receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Normal  School  and  the  Boyal 
School  of  Mines  are  administered  by  a  Council  consisting  of  the  pro- 
fessors and  some  of  the  lecturers,  with  a  dean  as  Ohairman,  and  a 
Begistrar.  The  Associateship  of  the  Normal  School  of  Science  is  given 
in  one  or  more  of  the  following  divisions:  Mechanics,  Physics, 
Chemistry,  Biology,  Geology,  Agriculture.  The  Associoiteship  of  the 
3oyal  School  of  Mines  is  given  in  Metallurgy  and  Mining. 

The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms.    The  first  term  begins  about 
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October  Ist  aaid  ends  about  the  middle  of  Febmary;  the  second  term 
begins  in  the  middle  of  February  and  ends  about  the  middle  of  June. 
Ttke  Christmas  holidays  last  about  ten  days,  and  the  Saster  holidays 
about  a  week.  fThe  coui«e  of  instruction  is  the  same  for  all  the 
divisions  during  the  first  two  years,  after  which  it  is  specialised  in 
accordance  with  the  following  scheme :

Examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of  each  course  of  instruction  and 
at  such  other  periods  as  may  be  found  necessary.  On  the  resultB  ol 
these  examinations  the  successful  candidates  are  arranged  in  two 
classes,  first  and  second.  There  are  also  Honours  examinations  for  the 
subjects  of  the  third  and  fourth  years,  the  successful  candidates  beinj^ 
placed  in  order  of  merit.  A  student  obtains  the  Associateship  who 
I>asses  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  two  years  and  of  the  special 
division  he  selects  for  his  Associateship.  A  student  who  goes 
through  the  prescribed  course  of  instruction  in  any  subject  and 
passes  the  final  examination  in  it  receives  a  certificate  to  that 
effect.  The  fees  which  are  shown  in  the  following  table  mnst 
be  paid  to  the  Registrar  of  the  School  before  the  commenoement 
of  each  course.

Thns  the  fees  for  the  first  two  years  amount  to  £75,  and  for 
the  remainder  of  the  course  for  the  Associateship  they  vary  from 
£30  to  £40. 

Both  the  private  and  the  State-aided  students  are  required  to 
furnish  themselves  with  certain  instruments  and  apparatus  before  the 
commencement  of  the  courses.  These  are  enumerated  in  the  sylla- 
buses of  the  several  subjects.  Students  who  do  not  wish  to  attend  the 
lectures  are  admitted  for  short  periods  to  the  laboratories,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  professors.  The  fees  for  the  Chemical  and  Metallur- 
gical, and  Physical  laboratories  are  £5  per  month;  for  the  Biological 
and  Creological  laboratories,  £4  per  month. 

Admission  is  granted  to  persons  desirous  of  attending  the  lectures 
without  the  laboratory  instruction,  on  payment  of  the  lecture  fees. 
Officers  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Civil  Service,  recommended  by  their 
respective  Departments,  are  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories 
at  half  the  foregoing  charges.  Students  may  be  re-examined  on 
payment  of  a  fee  of  £1  for  each  subject.  Associates  of  the  Normal 
School  of  Science  and  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  have  the  privilege 
of  free  admission  to  the  Library  and  to  aU  the  courses  of  lectures. 
Science  teachers  actually  engaged  in  teaching  who  have  passed  in  the 
advanced  stage,  or  in  honours,  in  any  subject  in  the  May  examination 
of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  or  in  the  December  examination 
in  Training  Colleges,  may  attend  any  course  of  lectures  on  the  pay- 
ment of  £1. 

Exhibitions,  Bchola/rships,  cmd  Prizes, 

Bayal  ExhibiHona.^-'TheTe  are  twelve  Boyal  Exhibitions  to  the 
Narxoal  School  of  Scianoe  and  the  Boyal  School  of  Mines.  They 
are  of  the  value  of  £50  per  annum  each,  and  are  tenable  during  the 
course  for  the  Associateship,  that  is  to  say  for  three  years,  except  in 
the  case  of  students  entering  for  the  Associateship  in  Agriculture  or 
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Oeology,  when  thej  are  tenable  for  three  jears  and  a  half.  Three  or 
four  exhibitions  are  therefore  generally  open  for  competition  each 
year.  They  are  competed  for  at  the  May  examinations  of  the  Science 
and  Art  Department,  and  are  held  from  year  to  year,  on  the  condition 
that  the  holder  attends  the  oonrses  regularly  during  tho9e  years, 
complies  with  all  the  rules  laid  down  for  his  guidance,  and  passes  the 
examinations  required  for  the  Associateship.  The  exhibitions  entitle 
the  holders  to  tree  admission  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories. 

Free  Sitidentships, — Six  free  studentships  are  awarded  annually 
under  the  same  rules  and  conditions  as  the  Boyal  exhibitions.  They 
give  the  student  free  admission  to  the  lectures  and  laboratories  for 
three  or  three  and  a  half  years,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Tecuihers  m  Training. — About  fifty  teachers  and  students  in  Science 
Classes,  who  intend  to  become  Science  Teachers,  are  admitted  free  to 
the  sessional  courses  of  instruction  at  the  Normal  School.  They  receire 
second-class  railway  fare  to  and  from  London,  and  a  maintenaiice 
allowance  of  2l8.  per  week  while  there. 

Local  Exhibitions, — ^Free  instruction  is  given  to  local  exhibitioners. 
The  rules  for  the  creation  of  local  exhibitions  to  which  the  locality 
contributes  £25  and  the  State  £25  are  to  be  found  in  the  "  Science 
Directory." 

Boyal  Scholarships. — ^Four  scholarships  of  £15  each  are  given  to  the 
students  who  have  gained  the  greatest  aggregate  of  marks  in  the 
examinations  of  the  first  year,  and  two  scholarships  of  £25  to  those 
pupils  who  have  gained  the  greatest  aggregate  of  marks  in  the 
examinations  of  the  first  two  years.  These  scholarships  are  held  on  the 
condition  that  the  student  attends  the  courses  of  instruction  refipcdarly, 
is  examined,  and  passes  satisfactorily. 

Medals  and  Prizes. — ^The  Edward  Forbes  medal  and  prize,  for  the 
student  who  does  best  in  Biology ;  the  Murchison  medal  and  prize,  for 
the  student  who  does  best  in  Geology;  the  Tyndall  prize,  for  the 
student  who  does  best  in  Physics ;  the  De  la  Beohe  medal,  for  the 
student  who  does  best  in  the  division  of  Mining ;  the  Bessemer  medal, 
for  that  student  who  does  best  in  Metallurgy. 

Summer  Courses  for  Teachers. — Short  courses  of  instruetion  are 
given  annually,  about  July,  in  different  branches  of  Science  for  the 
benefit  of  Teachers  of  Science  Schools  in  the  coimtry.  The  courses 
last  three  weeks.  About  200  teachers  are  admitted  to  them,  and 
they  receive  second-class  railway  fare  to  and  from  London,  and  a 
bonus  towards  their  incidental  expenses  of  £2  each.  (See  "Science 
Directory.")

The  school  is  particularly  designed  to  impart  technical  instmctioiL 
to  persons  desirous  of  following  the  Arts  or  Manufactures,  whether 
as  proprietors  or  managers,  &c.  The  instruction  embraces  all  the 
knowledge  necessary  for  the  application  of  the  sciences  to  the  Yariona 
departments  of  manufacturing  industry. 

CondUioiM  of  Admission. — The  G^eneral  examination  for  the  admia- 
sion  to  the  Special  School  is  divided  into  two  partial  examinations 
on  the  matters  taught  in  each  of  the  two  years  of  study  at  the  Pre- 
paratory School.

The  fee  for  each  of  the  partial  examinations  is  90fr.  For  the 
diploma  2fr.  is  charged,  and  the  hall  porter's  fee  is  3fr. 

The  curriculum  is  of  two  years'  duration. 

The  course  for  the  title  of  Industrial  Engineer  comprises :  First 
year:  Mechanical  Industry;  Machinery,  the  Steam  Engine;  In- 
dustrial Physics;  Oivil  Architecture;  Industrial  Chemistry; 
Political  Economy.  Second  year :  Technology  of  Textile  Industry ; 
Mechanical  Engineering;  Analytical  Chemistry;  Commercial  (xeo- 
graphy,  &c.  Fees:  4SMx.  for  the  two  years'  course,  and  lOOfr.  for 
examination  fees,  besides  2fr.  for  the  diploma  and  dfr.  for  the  haU 
porter.  The  diploma  of  Industrial  Engineer  is  awarded  every  Sep- 
tember. There  are  two  e^amincMonSt  the  first  is  opened  to  all  studentft 
who  have  passed  the  Entrance  examination.  To  be  admitted  to  the 
second  it  is  necessary  to  have  passed  the  first  and  it  is  required  of 
the  candidate  for  the  former  that  the  period  which  may  have  elapsed 
since  the  passing  of  the  first  shall  not  exceed  two  years. 

ByUabus  of  Examinations  for  Admission  io  the  Preparatory  School 
of  Civil  Engvneervng,  and  to  the  Preparatory  School  of  Arts,  Manm^ 
factures,  and  Mines. 

1.  French ;  Analysis  and  Composition.  2.  Latin ;  one  of  the  three 
Flemish  tongues,  German,  or  English.  In  Latin  the  candidate  is 
required  to  translate  from  that  language.  In  Flemish,  Gterman,  and 
English  the  work  is  chiefly  limited  to  translating  into  French.  3w 
History  and  Geography,  General,  and  of  Belgium  in  particular. 
Candidates  are  required  to  design  outline  maps  from  memory ;  in  the 
case  of  Belgium,  this  would  include  the  principal  roads  and  rivers. 
4.  Mathematics;  Arithmetic;  Algebra;  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry^ 
Plane  Trigonometry ;  Drawing. 
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Gymnasium  or  Gsnbya. 

This  comprises  five  sections:  A  Classical  section  enforcing  a  two 
years'  cxirricaliim,  and  designed  for  pupils  leaving  the  Glassical 
section  of  the  OoUege,  and  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Letters;  a  Technical  section,  intended  to  fit  students  for  the  Poly- 
technic, and  of  three  years  duration  in  the  case  of  pupils  issuing  from 
the  Classical  section  of  the  College,  in  the  case  of  pupils  quitting  the 
Industrial  section  the  curriculum  being  of  two  years  duration;  a 
Commercial  section,  giving  a  three  years'  course  to  pupils  quitting  the 
Classical  section  of  the  Gymnasium,  and  a  two  years'  course  to  pupils 
leaving  the  Industrial  section;  a  Classical  Educational  section, of  three 
years,  for  pupils  leaving  the  Classical  section  of  the  College ;  a  non- 
classical  Educational  section,  giving  two  years'  instruction,  and 
intended  for  pupils  leaving  one  or  other  of  the  two  sections  of  the 
College. 

The  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  two  sessions,  and  comprises  forty 
weeks.  The  opening  of  the  Gymnasium  occurs  about  the  beginning 
of  August.  The  first  session  ends  in  January;  the  second  session 
commences  the  Monday  following  the  examinations,  and  terminates 
in  June. 

At  the  end  of  each  session  examinations  are  held  on  the  subjects 
taught  during  the  session.    The  examinations  are  public. 

Fees, — ^The  fee  for  inscription  is,  for  regular  pupils,  40  francs  per 
annum  for  each  section,  except  for  Educational  Science,  for  which  20 
francs  only  is  payable.     These  fees  are  payable  in  instalments. 

Occasional  pupils — ^that  is,  those  who  enter  for  one  or  a  few  courses 
only — ^pay  2  francs  per  session  for  each  hour  in  the  week  during 
which  they  receive  instruction. 


SECTION  VI. 
Univibesitt  of  Cincinnati. 

Instruction  is  free  to  bond  fide  residents  of  Cincinnati.  Kon-resi- 
dents  are  charged  60  dols.  a  year  for  any  full  course  of  study,  or  for 
special  studies  involving  more  than  seven  recitations  a  week.  Non- 
resident special  students  taking  seven  hours  a  week  or  less  are  charged 
SO  dols.  a  year.  Tuition  fees  for  the  year  must  be  paid  before  the 
student  can  be  enrolled  in  his  classes.  But  students  of  the  Normal 
Law  and  Theological  Schools  of  Cincinnati  may  pursue  special  studies 
in  the  University  classes  free  of  charge.  Special  students  in  Chemistry 
\  z  z 
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taking  more  than  three  laboratory  exercises  a  week  are  charged  15  dols. 
a  term  for  chemicals,  plus  breakage.  Other  students  in  Chemistry  are 
charged  5  dols.  a  term  for  chemicals,  pins  breakage.  Erery  student 
in  Physics  or  in  Chemistry  is  charged  5  dols.  per  annum  for  wear  and 
tear  of  apparatus,  and  eyery  laboratory  student  is  required  to  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  a  bond  signed  by  two  responsible  persons,  one 
of  whom  must  be  a  citizen  of  Cincinnati,  guaranteeing  the  UniTersity 
against  loss  from  damage  to  apparatus. 

The  privileges  of  the  University  are  extended  to  pupils  of  both  sexes. 
The  examination  for  admission  embraces :  Latin  translation — selected 
books ;  Greek — selected  books ;  Arithmetio,  Algebra,  through  Permu- 
tations and  Combinations;  Geometry,  complete;  Plane  Trigonometry; 
the  outlines  of  General  History. 

There  are  six  undergraduate  courses  of  study :  Classical,  Scientific, 
Letters,  Philosophy,  Civil  Engineering,  and  the  Normal  course.  The 
degrees  granted  after  the  completion  of  these  courses,  excepting  the 
Normal,  are  severally :  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  Bachelor 
of  Letters,  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  Civil  Engineer.  A  diploma  is 
granted  to  those  completing  the  Normal  course.  A  four  years'  curri- 
culum is  required  for  each  of  the  degrees  mentioned ;  for  the  Normal 
course  diploma  a  two  years'  curriculum  is  required. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  open  to  Bachelors  of  Arts,  and  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Letters  to  Bachelors  of  Letters  of  Cincinnati,  and 
such  other  Bachelors  of  Arts  or  Letters  as  shall  have  satisfied  the 
Academic  Faculty  that  they  have  received  an  equivalent  training. 
The  degree  of  Master  of  Science  is  open  to  Bachelors  of  Science  and 
Civil  Engineers  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  and  to  other  Bachelors 
of  Science  upon  terms  similar  to  those  indicated  in  the  preceding 
paragraph.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  Letters,  or 
of  Science  may  so  graduate,  if  otherwise  qualified,  on  the  following 
conditions :  That  after  having  received  his  Bachelor's  degree  he  shall 
have  pursued  at  this  University  for  not  less  than  one  year  a  prescribed 
course  of  liberal  study  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty;  that  he 
shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  course  of  study 
pursued;  that  he  shall  have  presented  a  satisfactory  Thesis.  The 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  is  open  to  graduates  of  the  Academic 
department  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  and  to  other  Bachelors  of 
Arts,  Letters,  Philosophy,  or  Science.  This  degree  is  given  after  a 
prescribed  post-graduate  course  of  liberal  study  at  the  University  of 
two  years  or  more,  but  to  those  only  who  give  proof  of  very  oonaider- 
able  acquirements  and  maturity  of  judgment.  It  is  granted,  however, 
not  with  reference  to  any  specified  term  of  routine  study,  but  aolely  on. 
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the  merits  of  the  applicant.  He  must  pass  an  examination  and  present 
a  dissertation,  which  shall  embody  an  original  investigation  in  some 
department  of  knowledge. 

School  of  Design, — Candidates  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than 
thirteen  years  of  age,  and  must  famish  security  for  the  payment  of 
any  damage  done  to  the  works  of  art  or  other  property  belonging  to 
the  school.  All  candidates  are  required  to  pass  an  Entrance  examina- 
tion in  drawing.  The  first  month  after  admission  the  candidate  is 
considered  to  be  on  probation.  Instruction  in  the  School  of  Design 
is  free  to  all  bond  fide  residents  of  Cincinnati.  Non-residents  are 
charged  60  dols.  per  annuTn  for  attendance  on  the  day  classes  and 
30  dols.  for  attendance  on  the  night  classes.  Section  fees  must  be  paid 
annually  in  advance.  An  annual  fee  of  8  dols.  for  day  classes  and 
3  dols.  for  night  classes  is  charged  for  the  use  of  models,  casts, 
drawings,  books,  and  other  apparatus. 

There  is  an  annual  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  School.  Pupils  who 
have  completed  with  credit  any  course  of  instruction  prescribed  in  the 
School  are  entitled  to  Diplomas  of  Graduation.  These  diplomas  are 
graded  to  correspond  with  the  three  orders  of  merit  into  which  the 
work  shown  at  the  annual  exhibition  is  classified.  The  final  (fifth 
year)  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  pupil  determines  the  grade  of  his 
diploma.  Students  who  shall  have  pursued  with  credit  for  not  less 
than  three  years  any  course  of  instruction  in  the  School  of  Design 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Faculty  a  certificate  stating  their 
qualifications. 

Astronomical  Department, — ^A  thorough  course  of  undergraduate 
study  has  been  laid  out,  and  students  who  shall  have  pursued  it  success- 
fully, having  passed  satisfactory  examinations  and  furnished  an  accept- 
able Thesis,  will  be  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 
The  course  will  extend  over  four  years,  and  the  requirements  for 
admission  thereto  are  the  same  as  for  the  course  in  Science.  Any 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or  of  Science,  otherwise  qualified,  who  shall  have 
pursued  with  credit  a  prescribed  course  of  study  for  at  least  two 
years,  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  and  presented  an  original 
Thesis,  will  be  recommended  for  such  post-graduate  degree  as  his 
maturity  and  ability  may  warrant.
